1      CHAP.  I. — ^The  Proverbs  of  Solomon^  son  of  David^  King 

of  Israel; 
a      For  knowing  wisdom  and  instruction ; 
For  discerning  the  words  of  discretion ; 

3  For  receiving  the  instruction  of  wisdom^ 

Of  righteousness^  and  judgment^  and  uprightness ; 

4  For  giving  prudence  to  the  simple^ 

To  the  young  man  knowledge  and  consideration. 

5  A  wise  man  will  hear  and  will  learn  more ; 
And  an  intelligent  man  will  gain  counsel ; 

6  So  as  to  understand  a  proverb  and  an  obscure  word^ 
The  words  of  the  wise  and  their  dark  sayings. 

7  The  fear  of  Jehovah  is  the  beginning  of  knowledge : 
Fools  despise  wisdom  and  instruction. 

8  Hear,  my  son,  the  instruction  of  thy  father, 
And  forsake  not  the  law  of  thy  mother ; 

9  For  a  graceful  wreath  will  they  be  to  thy  head, 
And  chains  about  thy  neck. 

10  My  son,  if  sinners  entice  thee, 
Consent  thou  not. 

1 1  If  they  say,  ''  Come  with  us,  let  us  lie  in  wait  for  blood. 
Let  us  lay  snares  for  those  who  are  innocent  in  vain ; 

12  Let  us  swallow  them  up  alive,  as  the  grave. 
And  whole,  as  those  who  go  down  to  the  pit ; 

13  All  precious  wealth  we  shall  find ; 
We  shall  fill  our  houses  with  spoil ; 
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Thou  shalt  cast  in  thy  lot  with  as ;  14 

We  will  all  have  one  purse :  '^ 

My  son  walk  not  in  the  way  with  them  ;  is 

Keep  back  thy  foot  from  their  paths : 

For  their  feet  run  to  evil,  le 

And  they  make  haste  to  shed  blood. 

Sanly  in  vain  the  net  is  spread  17 

In  the  sight  of  any  bird ; 

But  these  lie  in  wait  for  their  own  blood;  is 

They  lay  snares  for  their  own  lives. 

Such  are  the  ways  of  every  one  greedy  of  gain;  19 

The  life  of  those  addicted  to  it,  it  taketh  away. 

Wisdom  crieth  aloud  in  the  street ;  20 

In  the  open  places,  she  nttereth  her  voice ; 
In  the  chief  place  of  concourse  she  proclaimeth,  21 

At  the  opening  of  the  gates : 
In  the  city  she  uttereth  her  words ; 

''  How  long  ye  simple,  will  ye  love  simplicity,  22 

And  scomers  delight  in  their  scorning, 
And  fools  hate  knowledge  ? 

Turn  ye  at  my  reproof;  C3 

Lo,  I  will  pour  forth  my  mind  to  you, 
I  will  make  known  my  words  to  you. 

Because  I  called,  and  ye  refused ;  24 

I  stretched  out  my  hand,  and  no  one  hearkened ; 
But  ye  rejected  all  my  counsel,  25 

And  were  not  willing  to  have  my  reproof, 
I  also  will  laugh  at  your  calamity ;  26 

I  will  mock  when  your  terror  cometh ; 
When  your  terror  cometh  like  desolation,  27 

And  your  calamity  cometh  on  as  a  whirlwind ; 
When  distress  and  anguish  come  upon  you. 
Then  they  will  call  upon  me,  but  I  will  not  answer;  28 

They  will  earnestly  seek  me,  but  shall  not  find  me. 
Because  they  hated  knowledge,  29 

And  chose  not  the  fear  of  Jehovah. 

They  would  not  have  my  counsel ;  30 

They  despised  all  my  reproof. 

Therefore  they  shall  eat  of  the  fruit  of  their  own  way,        31 
And  from  their  own  counsel  they  shall  be  filled. 
For  the  turning  away  of  the  simple  shall  slay  them,  32 

And  the  carelessness  of  fools  shall  destroy  them. 
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S3      But  he  who  heareth  me  shall  dweD  safely. 
And  be  quiet  without  fear  of  enL" 

1  CHAP.  II. — My  son,  if  thoa  wilt  receive  my  worda. 
And  lay  up  my  precepts  with  thee, 

2  So  as  to  apply  thine  ear  to  wisdom. 
And  incline  thy  heart  to  understanding; 

3  If  indeed  thou  wilt  call  upon  discernment, 
And  raise  thy  voice  to  understanding; 

4  If  thou  wilt  seek  her  as  silver. 

And  search  for  her  as  for  hidden  treasure ; 

5  Then  wilt  thou  understand  the  fear  of  Jehovah, 
And  find  the  knowledge  of  God. 

6  *    Por  Jehovah  giveth  wisdom : 

From  his  mouth  proceed  knowledge  and  understanding. 

7  He  layeth  up  safety  for  the  righteous : 

A  shield  is  he  to  those  w^o  walk  sincerely ; 

8  Guarding  the  ways  of  justice; 

And  the  way  of  his  holy  ones  he  preserveth. 

9  Then  thou  wilt  discern  righteousness,  and  judgment,  and 

uprightness ; 
Every  good  path. 

10  Truly  wisdom  shall  enter  into  thy  heart. 
And  knowledge  shall  be  pleasant  to  thy  soul : 

1 1  Consideration  shall  watch  over  thee, 
And  understanding  shall  guard  thee ; 

12  Delivering  thee  from  the  way  of  the  evil  man, 
From  the  man  who  speaketh  perverse  things ; 

13  From  those  who  forsake  right  paths. 
To  walk  in  the  ways  of  darkness  ; 

14  "WTio  rejoice  to  do  evil. 

Who  exult  in  the  perversities  of  the  evil  man ; 

15  Whose  steps  are  crooked, 

And  who  are  indirect  in  their  paths ; 

16  Delivering  thee  from  the  strange  woman, 

From  the  foreign  woman,  who  flattereth  with  her  words ; 

17  Who  forsaketh  the  guide  of  her  youth, 
And  forgetteth  the  covenant  of  her  God. 

IS        (Surely  her  house  declincth  unto  death, 

And  her  paths  unto  the  dead ; 
19        None  who  go  to  her  return. 

Nor  do  they  reach  to  the  ways  of  life ;) 
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That  tboa  majrit  walk  in  the  way  of  the  good,  i» 

And  keep  in  the  ttept  of  the  righteona. 

For  the  uprieht  shall  dwell  in  the  land,  21 

And  the  perfect  shall  remain  in  it ; 

Bat  the  wicked  shall  be  cat  off  from  the  land,  22 

And  transgressors  shall  be  rooted  oat  of  it. 

CHAP.  III. — My  son,  forget  not  my  law;  1 

Bat  let  thy  heart  keep  my  precepts/ 

For  length  of  days,  and  years  of  life,  2 

And  proHpcrity,  they  will  add  to  thee. 

liCt  not  kindness  and  truth  forsake  thee ;  3 

Bind  them  about  thy  neck. 

Write  them  upon  the  tablet  of  thy  heart : 

Then  shalt  thou  find  favour  and  good  esteem  4 

In  the  si^ht  of  God  and  man. 

Trust  in  Jehovah  with  all  thy  heart,  5 

And  lean  not  on  thine  own  understanding. 
In  all  thy  ways  acknowledge  him,  6 

And  he  will  direct  thy  paths. 

Bo  not  wise  in  thine  own  eyes :  7 

Fear  Jehovah,  and  turn  away  from  evil. 
It  shall  be  medicine  to  thy  muscles,  b 

And  moiHtiire  to  thy  bones. 

Honour  Jehovah  with  thy  wealth,  9 

And  with  the  first-fruits  of  all  thy  produce : 
80  shall  thy  storehouses  be  filled  with  plenty,  10 

And  with  new  wine  thy  vats  shall  overflow. 

The  chastrning  of  Jehovah,  my  son,  despise  not;  11 

Nor  be  thou  impatient  of  his  reproof: 
For  him  whom  Jehovah  loveth  he  reproveth,  12 

And  maketh  sorrowful  the  son  in  whom  he  delightcth. 

Ilanpy  the  man  who  findeth  wisdom;  13 

And  t  no  mun  who  obtaincth  understanding ! 
For  the  merchandize  of  it  is  better  than  the  merchandize  u 

of  silver, 
And  the  gain  of  it  than  fine  gold. 

More  precious  is  it  than  pearls,  15 

And  all  tho\i  canst  desire  is  not  equal  to  it. 
licngth  o(  days  is  in  her  right  hand;  ,  13 

In  her  \c(i  hand  are  riches  and  honour. 
Her  ways  arc  waj*s  of  pleasantness,  17 
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And  all  ber  paths  peace. 

18  A  tree  of  life  is  she  to  those  who  take  hold  of  her^ 
And  happy  is  every  one  who  retaineth  her. 

19  Jehovah  bjr  wisdom  founded  the  earth ; 

He  estabUshed  the  heavens  by  understanding. 
M      By  his  knowledge  the  depths  burst  forth^ 

And  the  clouds  drop  down  dew. 
31  My  son^  let  not  these  things  depart  from  thine  eyes ; 

Keep  wholesome  knowledge  and  consideration. 
M      For  they  will  be  life  to  thy  soul, 

And  grace  to  thy  neck. 
2j      Then  shalt  thou  walk  securely  in  thy  way, 

And  thy  foot  shall  not  stumble. 

24  When  thou  liest  down  thou  shalt  not  be  afraid. 

But  thou  shalt  lie  down,  and  sweet  shall  be  thy  sleep. 

25  Be  not  afraid  of  sudden  terror, 

Nor  of  the  desolation  of  the  wicked  when  it  cometh ; 

26  For  Jehovah  shall  be  thy  confidence. 

And  shall  keep  thy  foot  from  being  caught  in  the  snare. 

27  Withhold  not  good  from  those  to  whom  it  is  due, 
When  it  is  in  the  power  of  thy  hand  to  do  it. 

»      Say  not  to  thy  neighbour,  *  Go,  and  come  again. 
And  to-morrow  I  will  give :'  when  thou  hast  it. 

29  Devise  not  evil  against  thy  neighbour. 
When  he  dwelleth  in  confidence  by  thee. 

30  Contend  not  with  any  one  without  cause. 
When  he  hath  done  thee  no  harm. 

31  Be  not  envious  of  the  violent  man. 
And  choose  none  of  his  ways ; 

32  For  the  transgressor  is  the  abomination  of  Jehovah  ; 
But  with  the  upright  is  his  council. 

33  The  curse  of  Jehovah  is  in  the  house  of  the  wicked  man. 
But  the  habitation  of  the  just  he  blesseth. 

34  Though  he  scometh  the  scomers. 
Yet  to  the  lowly  he  giveth  grace. 

35  The  wise  shall  possess  honour ; 

But  disgrace  lifteth  the  foolish  on  high. 

1       CHAP.  IV.— Hear,  ye    children,   the  instruction   of   a 
father. 

And  attend  to  the  knoMedge  of  understanding. 
a       For  I  give  you  good  doctrine : 

Forsake  ye  not  my  law. 
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For  I  was  a  son  dear  to  my  father,  3 

And  singularly  beloved  in  Uie  sight  of  my  mother. 

And  he  taught  me^  and  said  to  me,  4 

'^  Let  thy  heart  retain  my  words ; 

Keep  my  precepts  that  thou  mayest  live. 

Get  wisdom^  get  understanding ;  s 

Forget  not,  nor  decline  from  the  words  of  my  mouth. 

f'orsake  her  not,  and  she  will  preserve  thee :  6 

Love  her  and  she  will  guard  thee. 

Wisdom  is  the  chief  thing ;  get  wisdom ;  7 

Even  with  all  thy  possessions  get  understanding. 

Exalt  her,  and  she  will  lift  thee  on  high ;  s 

She  will  make  thee  honourable  when  thou  embracest  her. 

She  will  give  to  thy  head  a  graceful  wreath ;  9 

A  crown  of  beauty  she  will  bestow  on  thee/' 

Hear,  my  son,  and  receive  my  words;  10 

And  the  years  of  thy  life  shall  be  many. 
In  the  way  of  wisdom  I  instruct  thee ;  u 

I  guide  thee  in  straight  paths. 

When  thou  walkest,  thy  steps  shall  not  be  straitened ;        12 
And  if  thou  runnest,  thou  shalt  not  stumble. 
Take  fast  hold  of  instruction ;  loqse  not  My  hand :  is 

Guard  her,  for  she  is  thy  life. 

Go  not  in  the  path  of  wicked  men,  u 

And  walk  not  in  the  way  of  evil  men. 
Avoid  it,  pass  not  along  it,  15 

Turn  away  from  it,  and  pass  on. 

For  they  cannot  sleep  unless  they  have  done  evil ;  16 

And  their  sleep  is  taken  from  them,  unless  they  have  caused 

some  to  stumble. 
For  they  eat  the  bread  of  wickedness,  17 

And  they  drink  the  wine  of  violence. 

But  the  path  of  the  righteous  is  as  the  dawning  light,        is 
Shining  more  and  more  until  the  perfect  day. 
The  way  of  the  wicked  is  as  darkness;  19 

They  know  not  at  what  they  stumble. 

My  son,  attend  to  my  words ;  20 

Incline  thine  ear  to  my  sayings ; 

Let  them  not  depart  from  thine  eyes ;  21 

Keep  them  within  thy  heart ; 

For  they  are  life  to  those  who  find  them,  22 

And  healing  medicine  to  all  their  flesh. 
Guard  thy  heart  with  all  watchfulness ;  23 
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For  out  of  it  are  the  springs  of  life. 
M      Remove  £rom  thee  perverseness  of  moufh^ 

And  depravity  of  lips  put  far  from  thee, 
ss      Let  thine  eyes  look  directly  forwards. 

And  thine  eye-lids  be  directed  straight  before  thee. 
36      Ponder  the  path  of  thy  feet; 

So  shall  all  thy  ways  be  established. 
27      Turn  not  to  the  right  hand  nor  to  the  left : 

Bemove  thy  foot  from  evil. 

1  CHAP.  V. — My  son,  attend  to  my  wisdom; 
Incline  thine  ear,  to  my  understanding, 

2  That  thou  mayest  keep  discretion. 

And  that  thy  lips  may  guard  knowledge. 

3  Though  the  lips  of  a  strange  woman  drop  with  honey. 
And  her  mouth  is  smoother  than  oil, 

4  Yet  in  the  end  she  is  bitter  as  wormwood, 
Sharp  as  a  two-edged  sword. 

5  Her  feet  go  down  to  death ; 
Her  steps  lay  hold  on  the  grave. 

6  Lest  thou  shouldest  ponder  the  way  of  life, 

Her  ways  are  changeable ;  thou  canst  not  know  them. 

7  Now  therefore,  ye  sons,  hear  mc, 

And  turn  not  aside  from  the  words  of  my  mouth. 

8  Keep  thy  way  far  from  her. 

And  come  not  near  to  the  door  of  her  house ; 

9  Lest  thou  give  thine  honour  to  others, 
And  thy  years  to  the  cruel  one. 

10  Ijcst  strangers  be  filled  with  thy  wealth, 

And  thy  labours  be  in  the  house  of  a  stranger ; 

11  And  thou  loudly  lament  in  the  end, 

When  thy  flesh  and  thy  body  are  wasting  away ; 

12  And  thou  say,  *'  How  have  I  hated  instruction, 
And  how  hath  my  heart  despised  reproof, 

13  So  that  I  obeyed  not  the  voice  of  my  instructors. 
And  inclined  not  mine  ear  to  my  teachers ! 

14  I  have  nearly  been  in  all  evil. 

In  the  midst  of  the  congregation  and  the  assembly .'' 

15  Drink  waters  out  of  thine  own  cistern. 
And  flowing  waters  out  of  thine  own  well. 

16  Thy  fountains  will  flow  abroad. 

Streams  of  water  through  the  open  places. 

17  They  shall  be  for  thyself  alone. 
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And  not  for  strangers  with  thee. 

Let  thy  fountain  be  blessed ;  is 

And  rejoice  with  the  wife  of  thy  youth, 

A  lovely  antelope,  and  a  graceful  mountain-roe ;  19 

Let  her  breasts  satisfy  thee  at  all  times ; 

Be  thou  continually  transported  with  her  love. 

For  why,  my  son,  shouldest  thou  be  transported  with  a  20 

strange  woman, 
And  embrace  the  bosom  of  a  stranger  7 
For  the  ways  of  a  man  are  before  the  eyes  of  Jehovah,       21 
And  he  pondereth  all  his  goings. 

His  own  iniquities  shall  entrap  the  wicked  man,  22 

And  by  the  cords  of  his  sins  he  shall  be  holden. 
He  shall  die  through  neglect  of  instruction,  q3 

And  through  the  greatness  of  his  folly  he  shall  go  astray. 

CHAP.  VI. — My  son,  if  thou  have  become  surety  for  thy  1 

neighbour. 
If  thou  have  stricken  thy  hand  with  a  stranger. 
Thou  art  ensnared  by  the  words  of  thy  mouth,  1 

Thou  art  entrapped  by  the  words  of  thy  mouth. 
Vo  this  now,  my  son,  and  deliver  thyself,  3 

Since  thou  art  come  into  the  hand  of  thy  neighbour; 
Go,  make  haste,  and  urge  thy  neighbour : 
Give  not  sleep  to  thine  eyes,  4 

Nor  slumber  to  thine  eye-lids  : 

Deliver  thyself,  as  the  antelope  from  the  hunter,  5 

And  as  the  bird  from  the  hand  of  the  fowler. 

Go  to  the  ant,  thou  sluggard ;  6 

Consider  her  ways,  and  be  wise; 

Which,  having  no  leader,  7 

No  inspector,  or  ruler, 

Provideth  her  food  in  the  summer,  s 

Collecteth  her  meat  in  the  harvest. 

How  long,  0  sluggard,  wilt  thou  lie  ?  9 

When  wilt  thou  arise  from  thy  sleep  ? 
A  little  sleep,  a  little  slumber,  10 

A  little  folding  of  the  hands  to  rest ; 
So  shall  thy  poverty  come  like  one  who  travelleth,  u 

-    And  thy  want  like  an  armed  man. 

A  worthless  pprson,  an  unjust  man,  12 

Walketh  with  perverseness  of  mouth ; 
Winking  with  nis  eyes,  »* 
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Speaking  with  his  feet. 
Teaching  with  his  fingers : 

14  Treacheries  are  in  his  heart :  he  deviseth  evil : 
For  ever  he  is  spreading  dissension. 

15  Therefore  suddenly  shall  his  calamity  come ; 

On  a  sudden  shall  he  be  crushed  without  remedy. 

16  These  six  things  Jehovah  hateth, 
Yea^  seven  are  an  abomination  to  him : 

17  Lofty  eyes,  a  lying  tongue. 

And  hands  shedding  innocent  blood, 

18  A  heart  devising  schemes  of  iniquity. 
Feet  hastening  to  run  to  evil, 

19  A  false  witness  breathing  forth  lies. 

And  one  spreading  dissension  among  brethren. 

20  My  son,  guard  the  commandment  of  thy  father. 
And  forsake  not  the  law  of  thy  mother : 

31      Sind  them  upon  thy  heart  continually ; 
Tie  them  about  thy  neck. 

22  When  thou  walkest  about,  it  will  lead  thee ; 
When  thou  liest  down,  it  will  watch  over  thee"; 
And  when  thou  art  wakeful,  it  will  talk  with  thee. 

23  For  the  commandment  is  a  lamp,  and  the  law  is  a  light. 
And  the  reproofs  of  admonition  are  a  way  of  life ; 

24  To  keep  thee  from  the  evil  woman, 

From  the  flattery  of  the  tongue  of  the  strange  woman. 

25  Desire  not  her  beauty  in  thy  heart. 
And  be  not  taken  by  her  eye-lids ; 

26  For  by  means  of  a  harlot  a  man  is  bnmghi  to  a  morsel  of 

bread. 
And  the  wife  of  another  man  hunteth  the  precious  life. 

27  Can  a  man  take  fire  in  his  bosom. 
And  his  garments  not  be  burned  ? 

28  Can  a  man  walk  upon  fire-brands. 
And  his  feet  not  be  scorched  ? 

29  So  he  who  goeth  in  to  his  neighbour's  wife  : 
No  one  who  toucheth  her  can  be  guiltless. 

30  A  thief  is  not  disregarded,  when  he  hath  stolen 
To  satisfy  his  appetite,  when  he  was  hungry ; 

31  But  if  he  be  found  he  must  restore  sevenfold. 
And  all  the  wealth  of  his  house  he  must  give. 

32  He  who  committeth  adultery  with  a  woman,  is  devoid  of 

understanding; 
At  the  loss  of  his  life,  he  doeth  it. 
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Wound  and  dishonour  he  shall  find,  33 

And  his  reproach  shall  not  be  wiped  awiy. 

For  jealousy  is  the  fierce  anger  of  a  husband ;  34 

And  he  will  not  spare  in  the  day  of  vengeanee. 

He  will  pay  no  r^ard  to  any  ransom ;  35 

Neither  will  he  be  content,  though  thou  offer  a  large  g^. 

CHAP.  VII. — My  son,  keep  my  words,  1 

And  lay  up  my  precepts  with  thee. 

Keep  my  precepts  and  live ;  2 

And  my  law  as  the  apple  of  .thine  eye. 

Bind  them  upon  thy  fingers;  3 

Write  them  upon  the  tablet  of  thy  heart. 

Say  to  Wisdom,  '  Thou  art  my  sister;'  4 

And  call  Understanding,  kinswoman ; 

That  they  may  keep  thee  from  the  strange  woman,  5 

From  the  foreign  woman,  who  flattereth  with  her  words. 

When,  at  the  window  of  my  house,  6 

I  was  looking  through  my  lattice, 
I  then  saw  among  the  simple,  I  discerned  among  the  7 

youths, 
A  young  man  void  of  understanding, 
Passing  in  the  street  near  the  corner ;  s 

And  towards  her  house  he  directed  his  steps, 
In  the  twilight,  in  the  evening  of  the  day,  0 

In  the  darkness  and  gloom  of  the  night; 
When  lo,  the  woman  met  him,  10 

In  the  attire  of  a  harlot,  and  subtle  of  heart. 
Restless  is  she,  and  impatient  of  restraint;  11 

Her  feet  abide  not  in  her  house. 

Now  in  the  street,  now  in  the  open  places ;  12 

And  near  every  corner  she  lieth  in  wait. 
So  she  caught  him,  and  kissed  him,  13 

She  hardened  her  face  and  said  to  him, 
^'  The  sacrifices  of  peace-offerings  are  in  my  house ;  14 

This  day  I  have  performed  my  vows ; 

Therefore  came  I  forth  to  meet  thee,  45 

Diligently  to  seek  thy  face ;  and  I  have  found  thee. 
With  coverings  of  tapestry  I  have  adorned  my  couch,         16 
With  embroidered  hnen  of  Egypt. 

I  have  sprinkled  my  bed  with  myrrh,  17 

With  lign -aloes  and  cinnamon. 
Come,  let  us  take  our  fill  of  love  till  morning,  is 
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Let  us  delight  ounelvef  with  moch  lo?e : 
19      Por  my  husband  is  not  at  home; 

He  is  gone  upon  a  long  journey : 
10     A  bundle  of  silver  he  hath  taken  in  his  hand ; 

At  the  day  of  full  moon  he  will  come  home/' 
31      She  seduced  him  by  the  multitude  of  her  aUavanents^ 

By  the  flattery  of  her  lips  she  drew  him  on. 
n      He  goeth  after  her  immediately. 

As  an  ox  goeth  to  the  slaughter^ 

Or  as  a  hart  boundeth  into  the  toils, 

Till  a  dart  strike  through  his  liver ; 
23      As  a  bird  hasteneth  to  the  snare. 

And  knoweth  not  that  it  is  set  against  his  life. 
M  Now  therefore,  my  sons,  hear  ye  me. 

And  attend  to  the  words  of  my  mouth : 
'  25      Let  not  thy  heart  decline  to  ha*  ways. 

And  wander  not  in  her  paths : 
96      For  many  are  the  mighty  whom  she  hath  cast  down ; 

And  strong  men,  all  slain  by  her. 
27      Her  house  is  the  way  to  the  grave ; 

Going  down  to  the  chambers  of  death. 

1      CHAP.  VIII.— Doth  not  Wisdom  cry. 

And  Understanding  utter  her  voice  ? 
3      At  the  top  of  high  places  by  the  way. 

At  the  place  of  paths  she  taketh  her  station. 

3  At  the  side  of  the  gates,  at  the  entrance  of  the  city. 
At  the  entrance  of  the  doors  she  crieth  aloud. 

4  "  To  you,  0  men,  I  cry ; 

And  my  voice  is  to  the  sons  of  men. 

5  0  ye  simple,  understand  prudence ; 
And  ye  foolish,  understand  wisdom.

king  in  Jerusalem. 
Vanity  of  vanities — saith  the  Preacher, —  a 

Vanity  of  vanities ;  all  is  vanity. 

What  gain  hath  Man  from  all  his  labour  3 

Which  he  cndureth  under  the  sun  ? 
One  generation   passeth   away,  and  another  generation  4 

Cometh ; 
l)ut  the  earth  rcmaineth  for  ever. 

The  sun  also  ariseth,  and  the  sun  goeth  down,  5 

And  hasteth  earnestly  to  the  place  where  it  arose. 
Going  to  the  south,  and  turning  to  the  north,  6 

Tho  wind  continually  turneth  about ; 
And  acconling  to  its  circuits  the  wind  retumeth. 
AH  the  rivers  go  to  the  sea ;  7 

Yet  the  sea  is  not  full : 
To  the  place  whence  the  rivers  come, 
Thither  thoy  return  again. 

All  things  arc  wearied ;  s 

Man  is  not  able  to  tell  iV  : 
Tho  eye  is  not  satisfied  with  seeing. 
Neither  is  the  ear  tilleii  with  hearing. 
That  which  hath  been  is  that  which  shall  be ;  9 

And  that  which  hath  been  done  is  that  which  shall  be 

done : 
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So  there  is  nothing  new  under  the  sun. 
10    Is  there  a  thing  of  which  it  may  be  said^  ''  See^  this  is 
new?" 

In  the  ages  which  were  before  ns  it  hath  been  already. 
u    There  is  no  remembrance  of  former  things^ 

And  also  as  to  things  which  are  to  be^ 

They  shall  have  no  remembrance 

With  those  who  shall  be  afterwards. 

12  I,  the  Preacher,  was  king  over  Israel  in  Jerusalem ; 

13  And  I  applied  my  heart  to  search  and  to  explore  with 

wisdom 
All  that  is  done  under  the  sun : 
This  grievous  labour  God  hath  given 
To  the  Bons  of  man,  to  be  grieved  by  it. 

14  I  have  seen  all  the  works  which  are  done  under  the  sun ; 
And  lo,  all  is  vanity,  and  a  feeding  on  wind. 

15  That  which  is  crooked  cannot  be  made  straight; 
And  that  which  is  wanting  cannot  be  reckoned. 

16  I  spake  with  my  heart,  saying, 

'Lo,  I  have  greatly  increased  wisdom 
Above  every  one  who  has  been  before  me  in  Jerusalem ; ' 
And  my  heart  hath  seen  abundantly  wisdom  and  know- 
ledge. 

17  For  I  have  applied  my  heart  to  know  wisdom  and  know- 

ledge. 
Madness  and  folly : 
I  knew  that  this  also  is  a  feeding  on  wind. 

18  For  in  much  wisdom  is  much  vexation ; 

And  he  who  increaseth  knowledge  increaaeth  sorrow. 

I     CHAP.  IL— I  said  in  my  heart, 

'Come  now,  I  will  try  thee  with  joy;  and  thou  shalt  see 
good : ' 

And  lo,  this  also  is  vanity. 
3     I  said  to  Laughter,  'Thou  art  mad ;  ^ 

And  to  Joy,  '  What  art  thou  doing  ? ' 
3        I  sought  in  my  heart  to  indulge  my  flesh  with  wine, 

(Yet  conducting  my  heart  in  wisdom  ;) 

And  to  take  hold  on  folly,  till  I  should  see 

Where  was  that  good  for  the  sons  of  man. 

Which  they  might  do  under  the  heavens 

During  all  the  days  of  their  life. 
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I  made  my  works  great ;  4 

I  builded  for  myself  houses ; 

I  planted  for  myself  vineyards ; 

I  made  for  myself  gardens  and  orchards^  5 

And  I  planted  in  them  trees  of  every  kind  of  fruit. 

I  made  for  myself  pools  of  water,  6 

To  water  with  them  the  orchard  in  which  trees  grew ; 

I  bought  male  and  female  slaves,  7 

And  had  slaves  born  in  my  house ; 

I  had  also  greater  possessions  of  herds  and  flocks 

Than  all  who  had  been  before  me  in  Jerusalem. 

I  collected  for  myself  also  silver  and  gold,  s 

And  the  precious  treasure  of  kings  and  of  provinces: 

I  procured  for  myself  men-singers  and  women-singers ; 

And  the  delight  of  the  sons  of  man,  numerous  females. 

So  I  was  great,  and  increased  more  than  all  who  had  been  9 
before  me  in  Jerusalem. 

My  wisdom  also  remained  with  me, 

And  nothing  that  my  eyes  required,  kept  I  from  them ;      10 

I  withheld  not  my  heart  from  any  joy; 

For  my  heart  rejoiced  in  all  my  labour ; 

And  this  was  my  portion  of  all  my  labour. 

Then  I  looked  upon  all  the  works  which  my  hands  had  11 
wrought. 

And  on  the  labour  which  I  had  laboured  to  do; 

And,  lo,  all  was  vanity,  and  a  feeding  on  wind, 

And  no  gain  was  there  under  the  sun. 

Then  I  turned  myself  to  see  wisdom,  and  madness,  and  12 
folly: 

For  what  can  the  man  do  that  shall  come  after  the  king  ? 

That  which  hath  been  already  done. 

Then  I  saw  that  wisdom  excelleth  foUy^  13 

As  light  excelleth  darkness. 

The  wise  man's  eyes  are  in  his  head;  14 

But  the  fool  walketh  in  darkness. 

Yet  I  knew,  even  I,  that  one  event  happeneth  to  them  all. 

Then  I  said  in  my  heart,  15 

'  As  it  happeneth  to  the  fool,  so  to  me  also,  to  me  it  hap- 
peneth ; 

Why  then  have  I  been  more  wise  ? ' 

So  I  said  in  my  heart,  that  this  also  is  vanity. 

For  there  is  no  remembrance  of  the  wise  man,  or  of  the  16 
fool,  for  ever ; 
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As  it  hath  been  already,  so  in  the  days  to  come,  all  will 

be  forgotten. 
And  how  doth  the  wise  man  die  as  the  fool ! 

17  Therefore  I  hated  life ; 

For  grievous  to  me  was  the  work  which  is  wrought  under 

the  sun; 
For  all  is  vanity  and  a  feeding  on  the  wind. 

18  And  I  hated  all  my  labour  which  I  had  endured  imder 

the  sun. 
Because  I  must  leave  it  to  a  man  who  shall  come  after 
me. 

19  And  who  knoweth  whether  he  will  be  a  wise  man  or  a 

fool? 

Yet  he  will  have  power  over  all  the  labour  in  which  I  have 
laboured. 

And  on  which  I  have  done  wisely  under  the  sun : 

This  also  is  vanity. 
90    Then  I  turned  about  to  cause  my  heart  to  despair 

Concerning  all  the  labour  in  which  I  had  laboured  under 
the  sun. 
21    For  there  is  a  man  whose  labour  is  with  wisdom. 

And  with  knowledge,  and  with  success ; 

Yet  to  a  man  who  hath  not  laboured  on  it. 

He  leaveth  it  as  his  portion  : 

This  also  is  vanity,  and  a  great  evil. 
23    For  what  hath  a  man  of  sll  his  labour. 

And  of  the  thought  of  his  heart,  with  which  he  hath 
troubled  himself  under  the  sun  7 
S3    For  all  his  days  are  sorrowful,  and  his  travail  grievous; 

Even  in  the  night  his  heart  resteth  not : 

This  also  is  vanity. 
94    Nothing  is  better  for  a  man  than  that  he  eat  and  drink, 

And  cause  his  mind  to  see  good  in  his  labour. 

Even  this  I  saw,  that  it  is  from  the  hand  of  God.

96        For  to  a  man  who  is  good  before  Him, 

He  giveth  wisdom,  and  knowledge,  and  joy ; 

But  to  the  sinner  He  giveth  grievous  travail,  to  collect  and 
to  gather  together. 

That  he  may  give  to  him  who  is  good  before  God ; 

lliis  also  is  vanity  and  a  feeding  upon  the  wind. 

1      CHAP.  Ill; — ^For  every  thing  there  is  a  season, 
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And  a  time  for  every  purpose  under  the  heavens : 

A  time  to  be  born^  and  a  time  to  die :  2 

A  time  to  plants  and  a  time  to  dig  up  that  which  hath 

been  planted : 
A  time  to  kill^  and  a  time  to  heal :  3 

A  time  to  break  down,  and  a  time  to  build : 
A  time  to  weep,  and  a  time  to  laugh :  '  4 

A  time  to  bewail,  and  a  time  to  dance : 
A  time  to  cast  away  stones,  and  a  time  to  gather  stones :    5 
A  time  to  embrace,  and  a  time  to  refrain  from  em]i>racii)g : 
A  time  to  seek,  and  a  time  to  lose :  6 

A  time  to  keep,  and  a  time  to  cast  away : 
A  time  to  rend,  and  a  time  to  sew :  7 

A  time  to  be  silent,  and  a  time  to  speak : 
A  time  to  love,  and  a  time  to  bate :  s 

A  time  of  war,  and  a  time  of  peace. 

What  gain  hath  he  who  worketh  9 

From  that  on  which  he  laboureth  ? 

I  have  seen  the  grievous  travail  which  God  hath  given        la 
To  the  sons  of  man  to  be  grieved  by  it. 
Everything  he  hath  made  beautiful  in  its  time ;  11 

He  hath  also  set  eternity  in  their  thoughts. 
Yet  man  is  not  able  to  find  out  the  work  which  God  doeth. 
From  the  beginning  even  to  the  end. 

I  know  that  there  is  no  good  for  them,  12 

But  to  rejoice  and  to  enjoy  good  each  in  his  life. 
And  also  that  every  man  should  eat  and  drink,  13 

And  enjoy  the  good  of  all  his  trouble : 
That  is  the  gift  of  God. 

I  know  that  all  which  God  doeth,  14 

It  shall  6c  for  ever : 
To  it  no  one  can  add  any  thing,  and  from  it  no  one  can 

take  any  thing  away ; 
And  God  doeth  it  that  men  should  fear  before  him. 
What  hath  been  already,  is  now ;  is 

And  that  which  shall  be,  hath  been  already; 
And  God  bringeth  back  that  which  hath  passed  before. 

And  again^  I  saw  under  the  sun,  16 

In  the  place  of  judgment  was  wickedness ; 
And  in  the  place  of  righteousness  was  iniquity. 
I  said  in  my  heart,  17 

'  The  righteous  man  and  the  wicked  man  Grod  will  judge; 
For  there  is  a  time  there  for  every  purpose. 
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And  for  every  work/ 
16        I  said  in  my  heart  concerning  the  sons  of  roan, 

'  God  designeth  to  declare  to  them,  and  to  make  them  see. 
That  they  themselves  are  brutes/ 

19  For  that  which  befalleth  the  sons  of  man,  befalleth  the 

brutes; 
Even  one  thing  befalleth  them  both : 
As  the  one  dieth,  so  dieth  the  other. 
And  all  have  one  breath ; 
So  that  man  hath  no  excellence  above  the  brute : 
For  all  is  vanity. 

20  All  go  to  one  place  : 
All  are  from  the  dust. 
And  all  return  to  the  dust. 

21  Who  knoweth  the  spirit  of  the  sons  of  man,  which  goeth 

upward. 
And  the  spirit  of  the  brute,  which  goeth  downward  to  the 
earth? 

22  Then  I  saw  that  nothing  is  better 

Than  that  a  man  should  rejoice  in  his  own  works ; 
For  what  is  his  portion ; 

For  who  can  bring  him  back  to  see  what  shall  be  after 
him? 

1     CHAP.  lY. — Then  again  I  saw  all  the  oppressions  that 
are  done  under  the  sun ; 
And,  loy  the  tears  of  the  oppressed,  and  they  had  no  com- 
forter: 
For  on  the  side  of  their  oppressors  there  was  power ; 
But  they  had  no  comforter. 
3     Therefore  I  praised  the  dead  who  are  already  dead. 
More  than  the  living  who  are  still  alive. 

3  But  better  than  both  these  is  he  who  hath  not  yet  been, 
Who  hath  not  seen  the  evil  woric 

Which  is  done  under  the  sun. 

4  I  also  saw  all  the  labour,  and  all  the  success  of  a  work. 
That  it  is  the  envy  which  a  man  hath  towards  his  neigh- 
boar: 

This  also  is  vanity  and  a  feeding  upon  wind. 

5  The  fool  foldeth  his  hands  and  eateth  his  own  flesh. 

6  Better  is  a  handful  with  quiet, 

Than  both  hands  full,  with  trouble  and  a  feeding  on  wind. 

7  Then  again  I  looked  upon  a  vanity  under  the  sun : 
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There  is  one  who  hath  none  besides;  s 

He  hath  indeed  neither  son  nor  brother ; 

Yet  there  is  no  end  of  all  his  labour^ 

Neither  is  his  eye  satisfied  with  riches. 

Yet  for  whom  do  I  labour  and  deprive  myself  of  good  ? 

This  also  is  vanity^  and  a  grievous  labour. 

Two  are  better  than  one ;  9 

Because  they  have  a  good  reward  of  their  labour. 
For  if  they  fall^  one  will  raise  up  his  companion;  10 

But  alas  for  him  who  falleth  when  there  is  not  another  to 

raise  him  up. 
Also,  if  two  lie  together,  then  they  have  warmth;  ii 

But  how  can  one  be  warm  ? 

And  if  one  prevail  over  him  who  is  ahme,  12 

The  two  can  stand  against  him ; 
And  the  threefold  cord  cannot  hastily  be  broken. 

Better  is  a  child  poor,  but  wise,  13 

Than  a  king  old,  but  foolish, 
Who  knoweth  not  how  to  be  any  more  admonished. 
For,  from  a  prison-house  he  may  come  to  reign,  1 

Although  indeed  in  his  kingdom  he  had  been  bom  poor. 
I  saw  all  the  living  walk  under  the  sun,  15 

With  the  second  child,  who  standeth  in  his  place : 
No  end  is  there  of  all  the  people,  16 

Of  all  of  whom  he  is  the  leader : 
Yet  they  who  come  after  will  not  rejoice  in  him. 
Surely  also  this  is  vanity,  and  a  feeding  on  wind. 

CHAP.  V. — Guard  thy  foot  when    thou  goest  into  the  1 

house  of  God; 
And  draw  near  in  order  to  obey. 
Bather  than  to  offer  the  sacrifice  of  fools ; 
For  they  know  not  that  they  are  doing  evil. 
Be  not  rash  with  thy  mouth,  and  let  not  thy  heart  be  2 

hasty 
To  utter  anything  before  God ; 
For  God  is  in  heaven,  and  thou  art  upon  the  earth ; 
Therefore  let  thy  words  be  few. 

For  a  dream  cometh  through  an  abundance  of  business ;    3 
And  the  voice  of  a  fool,  through  an  abundance  of  words. 
When  thou  hast  vowed  a  vow  to  Grod,  4 

Delay  not  to  perform  it; 
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Por  he  hath  no  pleasure  in  fook. 
What  thou  hast  vowed,  perform : 

5  Better  is  it  that  thou  shouldest  not  vow. 
Than  that  thou  shouldest  vow  and  not  perform. 

6  Suffer  not  thy  mouth  to  cause  thy  flesh  to  sin, 

And  say  not  before  the  delegate  of  Jehovahy  that  it  was 

an  error. 
Why  should  God  be  angry  on  account  of  thy  voice. 
And  destroy  the  work  of  thy  hands  ? 

7  For  in  an  abundance  of  dreams  there  is  much  vanity; 
And  in  the  multiplying  of  words : 

But  fear  thou  God. 

8  If  thou  seest  in  a  province  the  oppression  of  a  poor  man, 
And  the  violation  of  justice  and  equity. 

Wonder  not  at  the  matter; 

Por  a  high  one  above  him  who  is  high  observeth. 

And  there  is  the  Highest  above  them. 

9  Moreover  the  profit  of  the  earth  is  for  all : 
The  king  is  made  to  serve  the  field. 

10  He  who  loveth  silver  shall  not  be  satisfied  with  silver : 
And  he  who  loveth  wealth  hath  no  produce : 

This  abo  is  vanity. 

11  When  property  is  increased,  they  are  increased  who  con- 

sume it ; 
And  what  profit  hath  its  possessor,  but  to  see  it  with  his 
eyes? 

12  Sweet  is  the  sleep  of  a  labouring  man. 
Whether  he  eat  little  or  much ; 

But  the  plenty  of  the  rich  man  will  not  suffer  him  to 
sleep. 

13  There  is  a  sore  evil  which  I  have  seen  under  the  sun; 
Riches  kept  for  their  possessor  to  his  hurt. . 

14  But  these  riches  perish  amidst  grievous  labour ; 

And  he  begetteth  a  son,  and  nothing  at  all  is  in  his  hand. 

15  As  he  came  forth  from  his  mother's  womb. 
Naked  shall  he  again  go  as  he  came. 

And  nothing  shdl  he  take  of  his  labour,  that  he  may 
carry  in  his  hand. 

16  And  this  also  is  a  grievous  evil, 

That,  in  every  respect,  as  he  came  so  he  shall  go : 

And  what  gain  hath  he  that  he  hath  laboured  for  the  wind  ? 

17  That  during  all  his  days  also  he  hath  eaten  in  darkness ; 
And  hath  increased  vexation,  and  pain,  and  anger? 
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liO !  what  I  have  seen  to  be  good  and  beautiful ;  .   is 

That  a  man  should  eat  and  drink^  and  see  the  good 
Of  all  his  labour  which  he  hath  taken  under  the  sun. 
According  to  the  number  of  the  days  of  his  life  which 

God  giveth  him ; 
For  this  is  his  portion. 

Every  man  also  to  whom  God  giveth  riches  and  wealth,       19 
And  to  whom  be  giveth  power  to  eat  of  them^ 
And  to  take  his  portion^  and  to  rejoice  in  his  labour ; 
This  is  the  gift  of  God. 

For  then  he  will  not  much  remember  the  days  of  his  life ;  20 
For  God  answereth  by  the  joy  of  his  heart. 

CHAP.  VI. — There  is  an  evil  which  I  have  seen  under  the  1 

sun^  t 

Atid  it  falleth  largely  upon  man : 

One  to  whom  God  giveth  riches,  wealth,  and  honour,  2 

So  that  his  soul  wanteth  nothing  of  all  he  can  desire. 
Yet  God  giveth  him  not  power  to  eat  of  it  ; 
But  a  stranger  eateth  it : 
This  is  vanity  and  a  grievous  evil. 

If  a  man  beget  a  hundred  children  and  live  many  years,  3 
And  many  be  the  days  of  his  years; 
But  his  soul  be  not  satisfied  with  good, 
And  he  have  no  burial ; 
I  say,  an  untimely  birth  is  better  than  he. 
For,  in  vanity  it  cometh,  and  in  darkness  it  goeth,  4 

And  in  darkness  its  name  will  be  covered  : 
It  hath  not  either  seen  or  known  the  sun.  5 

More  rest  hath  this  than  the  other ; 

Even  if  he  had  lived  twice  a  thousand  years,  6 

Yet  had  not  seen  good'. 
Are  not  all  going  to  one  place  ? 

All  the  trouble  of  a  man  is  for  his  mouth,  7 

And  yet  the  appetite  is  not  filled. 
What  advantage  then  hath  the  wise  man  more  than  the  s 

fool? 
What  hath  the  poor  man  who  knoweth  how  to  walk  before 

the  living  ? 
Better  is  that  which  is  seen  by  the  eyes  than  the  wander-  9 

ing  of  the  desire : 
This  also  is  vanity  and  a  feeding  on  the  wind. 

What  ia  he  whose  name  has  formerly  been  celebrated,     10 
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Yet  is  known  as  being  but  a  man. 

And  who  is  not  able  to  contend  with  one  who  is  stronger 

than  he  ?  ' 

Since  there  are  things  in  abundance  that  multiply  Tanity, 
What  advantaffe  remaineth  to  man  ? 
For  who  knoweth  what  is  good  for  man  in  life, 
During  the  days  of  his  vain  life,  which  he  spendeth  as  a 

shadow  ? 
Who  is  it  that  can  tell  a  man  what  will  be  after  him  under 

the  sun  ? 

CHAP.  VII. — Better  is  a  ffood  name  than  predous  oint- 
ment; 
And  the  day  of  death,  than  the  day  of  birth. 
Better  is  it  to  go  to  the  house  of  mourning, 
Than  to  go  to  the  house  of  feasting ; 
Since  that  is  the  end  of  all  m(rn. 
And  the  living  will  lay  it  to  his  heart. 
Better  is  grief  than  laughter ; 
For,  by  the  sadness  of  the  countenance,  the  heart  is  made 

better. 
The  heart  of  the  wise  is  in  the  house  of  mourning ; 
But  the  heart  of  fools  in  the  house  of  joy. 
Better  is  it  to  hear  the  rebuke  of  a  wise  man. 
Than  for  a  man  to  hear  the  song  of  fools. 
For  as  the  sound  of  thorns  under  the  cauldron. 
So  is  the  laughter  of  the  fool. 
This  also  is  vanity. 

Surely  oppression  maketh  a  wise  man  mad ; 
And  a  gift  corrupteth  the  heart. 

Better  is  the  end  of  a  matter  than  the  beginning ; 
And  better  is  the  patient  man,  than  he  who  is  haughty. 
Be  not  hasty  in  thy  spirit  to  be  angry ; 
For  anger  resteth  in  the  bosom  of  fools. 

Say  not, '  How  is  it  that  the  former  days  were  better  than 
these  V 
For  thou  dost  not  ask  wisely  concerning  this. 

Wisdom  is  as  good  as  an  inheritance ; 
And  an  advantage  to  those  who  see  the  sun : 
For  wisdom  is  a  defence ;  silver  is  a  defence ; 
But  more  escceUent  is  knowledge. 
Wisdom  giveth  life  to  those  who  possess  it. 

See  the  work  of  God  : 
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For  who  can  straighten  that  which  he  hath  made  crooked  ? 
In  the  day  of  prosperity,  be  joyful ;  u 

And  in  the  day  of  evil  observe  thisy 
That  God  hath  made  the  one  to  be  joined  with  the  otVer^ 
To  the  end  that  man  might  not  find  out  any  thing  after 

him. 
All  these  things  have  I  seen  in  the  days  of  my  vanity;        is 
Here,  a  righteous  man  perishing  in  his  righteousness, 
And  there,  a  wicked  man  prolonging  life  in  his  wickedness. 

Be  not  righteous  over  much ;  i6 

Neither  be  thou  over  wise : 
Why  shouldest  thou  destroy  thyself? 

Be  not  wicked  overmuch  ;  17 

Neither  be  thou  foolish : 
Why  shouldest  thou  die  before  thy  time  ? 
It  is  good  that  thou  shouldest  take  hold  on  this,  is 

And  also  that  from  this  thou  shouldest  not  withhold  thy 

hand; 
For  he  who  feareth  God  will  come  forth  from  them  all. 

Wisdom  strcngtheneth  a  wise  man,  19 

More  than  ten  rulers  who  are  in  a  city. 
Since  there  is  no  just  man  in  the  earth  20 

Who  doeth  good,  and  sinneth  not ; 
Therefore   to    all  the   words   which    are   ^poken^  attend  3i 

not, 
Lest  thou  hear  thy  servant  speaking  lightly  of  thee. 
For  truly,  many  times,  thy  heart  knoweth,  02 

That  thou  also  hast  spoken  lightly  of  others. 
All  this  have  I  tried  by  wisdom :  ^ 

I  said,  '  I  will  be  wise ;'  but  it  hath  been  far  from  me : 
Far  off;  what  is  it  7  34 

And  very  deep;  who  can  find  it  ? 

I  have  turned  my  heart  to  know,  35 

And  to  explore,  and  to  search  for  wisdom  and  judgment ; 
And  to  know  foolish  wickedness,  and  the  great  madness  of 

folly: 
And  I  have  found  what  is  more  bitter  than  death,  3d 

The  woman  whose  heart  is  snares  and  nets ;  whose  hands 

are  chains : 
He  who  is  pleasing  to  God  shall  be  delivered  from  her; 
But  he  who  sinneth  shall  be  ensnared  by  her. 

See,  this  have  I  found  (saith  the  Preacher)^  37 

Adding  one  to  another,  to  find  out  the  account^ 
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»    Which  I  am  yet  searchiDg  after^  but  have  not  found : 

One  man  in  a  thousand  I  have  found, 
%    But  a  woman  among  all  these  I  have  not  found. 

See^  only  this  I  have  found. 

That  God  made  man  upright. 

But  they  have  sought  out  many  devices. 

1  CHAP.  VIII.— Who  is  like  the  wise  man, 

And  who  knoweth  the  interpretation  of  a  matter  ? 
The  wisdom  of  a  man  enlighteneth  his  countenance. 
And  the  fierceness  of  his  countenance  is  changed. 

2  Observe  thou  the  command  of  the  king, 
And  that  on  account  of  the  oath  of  God. 

3  Be  not  in  haste  to  go  from  his  presence : 
Persist  not  in  an  evil  matter ; 

For  all  that  he  desircth  he  can  do  : 

4  Since  the  word  of  a  king  is  powerful. 

And  who  shall  say  to  him.  What  doest  thou  ? 

5  He  who  keepeth  the  commandment,  knoweth  not  an  evil 

matter; 
But  the  heart  of  a  wise  man  knoweth  time  and  judgment. 

6  For  to  every  puipose  there  is  time  and  judgment; 
Although  the  evU  of  man  be  great  upon  him. 

7  For  he  knoweth  not  what  will  be ; 
For  how  it  will  be,  who  can  tell  him? 

8  No  man  hath  power  over  the  spirit,  so  as  to  retain  the 

spirit; 
Nor  hath  any  one  power  in  the  day  of  death ; 
Nor  is  there  any  discharge  in  that  warfare ; 
Neither  shall  wickedness  deliver  those  who  are  addicted  to 

it. 

9  All  this  I  have  seen. 

And  I  have  applied  my  heart  to  every  work  that  is  done 

under  the  sun  : 
There  is  a  time  during  which  a  man  ruleth  over  man  to 

his  hurt. 

10  So  also  I  have  seen  the  wicked   buried,  and  go  to  the 

tomb: 
And  from  the  holy  place  they  have  gone. 
And  have  been  foi^tten  in  the  city,  who  had  done  rightly. 
This  also  is  vanity. 

11  Because  sentence  against  an  evil  work  is  not  executed 

speedilyi 
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Therefore  the  heart  of  the  sons  of  man  within  them  is  fully 

set  to  do  evil. 
Although  a  wicked  man  sin  a  hundred  times^  and  prolong  is 

his  days^ 
Yet  I  know  that  it  will  be  well  for  those  who  fear  (Jod, 
For  those  who  fear  before  him : 

But  it  will  not  be  well  for  the  wicked  man,  is 

Neither  will  he  prolong  his  days :  as  a  shadow  will  they  be, 
Because  he  doth  not  fear  before  God. 

There  is  a  vanity  which  is  done  upon  the  earth ;  14 

For  there  are  righteous  men  to  whom  it  happeneth  accord- 
ing to  the  deed  of  tiie  wicked ; 
And  there  are  wicked  men  to  whom  it  happeneth  according 

to  the  deed  of  the  righteous. 
I  said  that  this  also  is  vanity. 

Then  I  praised  joy :  15 

For  man  has  no  good  under  the  sun, 
But  to  eat,  and  to  drink,  and  to  be  joyful ; 
For  that  shall  abide  with  him  in  the  labour  of  the  days 

of  his  life, 
Which  God  granteth  to  him  under  the  sun. 

When  I  applied  my  heart  to  know  wisdom,  16 

And  to  see  the  painful  business  which  is  done  under  the 

sun ; 
For  truly  by  day  and  by  night  he  seeth  not  sleep  with  his 

eyes ; 
Then  1  saw  all  the  work  of  God,  17 

That  a  man  cannot  find  out  the  work  that  is  done  under 

the  sun  : 
However  a  man  trouble  himself  to  search, 
Yet  he  cannot  find  it  : 

Even  though  a  wise  man  may  say  that  he  knoweth  it, 
Yet  he  cannot  find  it. 

CHAP.  IX. — For  all  this  I  hare  considered,  1 

Even  that  I  might  make  all  this  clear ; 

That  the  righteous,  and  the  wise,  and  their  works,  are  in 

the  hand  of  God ; 
Whether  love,  whether  hatred,  no  man  knoweth : 
All  are  before  them. 

All  thirtf^s  are  alike  to  all :  a 

There  is  one  event  to  the  righteous  man  and  to  the  wicked 

man  : 
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To  the  good^  and  to  the  pure^  and  to  the  impure  man; 

To  him  who  sacrificeth^^and  to  him  who  sacrificeth  not : 

As  is  the  good  man,  so  is  the  sinner; 

He  who  sweareth,  is  as  he  who  revereth  an  oath. 

This  evil  is  in  every  thing  that  is  done  under  the  sun^ 

That  there  is  one  event  to  all ; 

And  therefore  the  heart  of  the  sons  of  men  is  fiill  of  evil^ 

And  madness  is  in  their  heart  during  their  life; 

And^  after  that^  they  go  to  the  dead. 

But  who  would  be  joined  to  them  ? 

To  all  the  living  there  is  hope  : 

For  a  living  dog  is  better  than  a  dead  lion. 

For  the  living  know  that  they  must  die; 

But  the  dead  know  nothing  whatever. 

And  they  have  no  longer  a  reward ; 

For  their  memory  is  forgotten. 

Their  love  also  and  their  hatred,  and  their  envy,  hath 

now  perished. 
And  they  have  no  longer  any  portion  for  ever 
la  all  that  is  done  under  the  sun. 

Go,  eat  thy  bread  with  joy, 
And  drink  thy  wine  with  a  merry  heart ; 
For  God  now  hath  pleasure  in  thy  works. 
At  all  times  let  thy  garments  be  white ; 
And  let  not  oil  upon  thy  head  be  wanting. 
Enjoy  life  with  the  wife  whom  thou  lovest. 
All  the  days  of  the  life  of  thy  vanity. 
Which  He  hath  given  to  thee  under  the  sun. 
All  the  days  of  thy  vanity  : 
For  this  is  thy  portion  in  life. 

And  in  thy  labour  which  thou  endurest  under  the  sun. 
AH  that  thy  hand  findeth  to  do,  do  with  thy  might ; 
For  there  is  no  work,  nor  design,  nor  knowledge,  nor 

wisdom. 
In  the  grave  whither  thou  art  going. 

Again,  I  saw  under  the  sun. 
That  the  race  is  not  to  the  swift. 
Nor  the  battle  to  the  mighty. 
Nor  yet  bread  to  the  wise. 
Nor  yet  riches  to  men  of  understanding. 
Nor  yet  favour  to  men  of  skill ; 
For  time  and  chance  happeneth  to  them  all. 
For  truly  man  knoweth  not  his  time. 
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As  fishes  that  are  taken  in  an  evil  net^ 

And  as  birds  that  are  taken  in  a  snare. 

Like  these  the  sons  of  man  are  ensnared  in  an  evil  time. 

When  it  falleth  upon  them  suddenly. 

This  also  I  have  seen,  is 

Wisdom  under  the  sun,  and  it  was  great  to  me. 
There  was  a  little  city,  and  the  men  in  it  vrere  few ;  h 

And  a  great  king  came  against  it,  and  besieged  it. 
And  he  built  up  great  towers  against  it. 
And  there  was  found  in  it  a  poor  wise  man,  i5 

And  he  delivered  the  city  by  his  wisdom ; 
Yet  men  remembered  not  that  poor  man. 
Then  I  said.  Wisdom  is  better  than  might ;  i6 

Though  the  wisdom  of  a  poor  man  is  despised. 
And  his  words  are  not  heard. 

The  words  of  the  wise  in  quietness  are  heard,  17 

More  than  the  clamour  of  him  who  ruleth  among  fools. 
Wisdom  is  better  than  weapons  of  contention ; 
But  one  who  erreth  destroyeth  much  good. 

CHAP.  X. — Dead  flies  cause  the  ointment  of  the  perfumer  1 

to  send  forth  a  stinking  savour : 
So  doth  a  little  folly  him  who  is  in  reputation  for  wisdom 

and  honour. 
The  heart  of  a  wise  man  is  in  his  right  hand ;  2

An  error  which  proceedeth  from  the  ruler; 
The  fool  is  placed  in  great  exaltation,  6 

While  rich  men  sit  in  a  low  condition. 
I  have  seen  servants  upon  horses,  7 

While  princes  were  walking  like  servants  upon  the  ground. 

He  who  diggeth  a  pit  shall  fall  into  it ;  s 

And  him  who  breaketh  down  a  fence,  a  serpent  shall  bite. 
He  who  removeth  stones  shall  be  hurt  by  them :  9 

And  be  who  cleaveth  trees  shall  be  endangered  oy  them. 
If  the  iron  be  blunt,  and  he  sharpen  not  the  edge,  10 
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Then  he  must  use  much  more  strength  : 
But  wisdom  is  profitable  to  direct. 

1  If  the  serpent  have  bitten,  from  there  being  no  enchant-

And  he  weighed,  and  searched,  and   set  in  order  many 

proverbs. 
The  Preacher  sought  to  find  desirable  words ; 
And  what  hath  been  written  is  right,  words  of  truth  ; 
"Words  of  the  wise,  which  are  as  goads, 
And  as  nails  made  fast. 
Words  of  masters  of  coUections, 
Which  are  given  by  one  shepherd  to  another. 
And  as  to  more  than  these,  my  son,  be  admonished : 
To  the  making  of  many  books  there  is  no  end ;

If  a  man  would  give  all  the  substance  of  his  house  for  love^ 
It  would  be  utterly  despised. 

We  have  a  young  sister, 
And  she  hath  no  breasts : 
What  shall  we  do  for  our  sister. 
In  the  day  when  they  shall  speak  of  her  ? 
If  she  be  a  wall,  we  will  build  upon  her  a  tower  of  silver ;

I  am  a  wall,  and  my  breasts  are  like  towers  : 
So  I  have  been  in  his  eyes  as  one  who  hath  found  favour. 
Solomon  hath  a  vineyard  in  Baal-Hamon; 
He  hath  let  out  the  vineyard  to  keepers : 
Each  is  to  bring  for  the  fruit  of  it  a  thousand  pieces  of 

silver; 
(My  vineyard,  which  I  have,  is  before  me !) 
A  thousand  fieceB  of  silver  for  thee,  Solomon, 
And  two  hundred  for  those  who  keep  its  fruit. 

0  thou  who  dwellest  in  gardens. 
The  companions  hearken  to  thy  voice : 
Cause  me  to  hear  it. 

Flee  my  beloved,  and  be  like  an  antelope. 
Or  a  fawn  of  the  deer. 
Upon  the  mountains  of  sweet  odours.

And  they  have  rebelled  against  me. 

The  ox  knoweth  his  owner,  and  the  ass  his  master's  crib ;       s 
Israel  doth  not  know,  my  people  doth  not  consider. 
Ah,  sinful  nation,  a  people  laden  with  iniquity,  4 

A  Seed  of  evildoers,  children  that  act  corruptly : 
They  have  forsaken  Jehovah, 
They  have  despised  the  Holy  One  of  Israel, 
They  have  gone  away  backward. 

On  what  part  will  ye  be  stricken  any  more,  5 

That  ye  again  revolt  ? 

The  whole  head  is  sick,  and  the  whole  heart  faint ; 
From  the  sole  of  the  foot,  even  unto  the  head,  6 

There  is  no  soundness  in  it ; 
But  wounds,  and  stripes,  and  fresh  bruises ; 
They  have  not  been  closed,  neither  bound  up. 
Neither  softened  with  ointment. 

Your  country  is  desolate,  your  cities  are  burned  with  fire ;      7 
Your  land,  strangers  devour  it  in  your  presence, 
And  it  is  desolate,  as  overthrown  by  strangers. 
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8  And  the  daughter  of  Zion  is  left  as  a  booth  in  a  vineyard. 
As  a  hut  in  a  cucumber-field^  aa  a  besieged  eitj. 

9  Unless  Jehovah  of  hosts  had  left  unto  us  a  very  small 

remnant. 
We  should  have  been  as  Sodom, 
We  should  have  been  like  unto  Gomorrah. 

10  Hear  the  word  of  Jehovah,  ye  rulers  of  Sodom ; 

Give  ear  unto  the  law  of  our  God,  ye  people  of  Gomonrah. 

11  To  what  purpose  is  the  multitude  of  your  sacnfices unto  me? 

saith  Jehovah : 

I  am  sated  with  the  burnt-offerings  of  rams, 

And  the  fat  of  fed  beasts ; 

And  I  delight  not  in  the  blood  of  bullocks,  or  of  Iambs,  or 
of  he  goats. 
n  When  ye  come  to  appear  before  me. 

Who  hath  required  this  at  your  hand,  to  profane  my  courts? 
13  Bring  no  more  vain  oblations; 

Incense  is  an  abomination  unto  me. 

New  moons  and  sabbaths  and  the  calling  of  assemblies  : 

I  cannot  endure  iniquity  and  the  solemn  meeting. 
u  Your  new  moons  and  your  appointed  feasts  my  soul  hateth ; 

Thej  are  a  burden  unto  me,  I  am  weary  to  bear  them. 

15  And  when  ye  spread  forth  your  hands, 
I  will  hide  mine  eyes  from  you ; 

Yea,  when  ye  make  many  prayers,  I  will  not  hear: 
Your  hands  are  full  of  blood. 

16  Wash  you,  make  you  clean ; 

Put  away  the  evil  of  your  doings  from  before  mine  eyes : 

17  Cease  to  do  evil,  learn  to  do  well ; 
Seek  justice ;  right  the  oppressed ; 
Defend  the  fatherless ;  plead  for  the  widow. 

18  Come  now,  and  let  us  reason  together,  saith  Jehovah : 
Though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet. 

They  shall  be  as  white  as  snow; 

Though  they  be  red  like  crimson,  they  shall  be  as  wool. 

19  If  ye  be  willing  and  obedient, 

Ye  shall  eat  the  good  of  the  land; 
30  But  if  ye  refuse  and  rebel,  ye  shidl  be  eaten  by  the  sword : 
For  the  mouth  of  Jehovah  hath  spoken  it. 

21     How  IS  the  fidthful  city  become  a  harlot ! 
It  was  full  of  justice;  righteousness  lodged  in  it; 
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But  now,  murderers. 

-Thy  silver  is  become  dross,  thy  wine  mixed  with  water ;  22 

Thy  princes  are  rebellious,  and  companions  of  thieves  :  23 

Every  one  loveth  gifts,  and  foUoweth  after  rewards; 

They  defend  not  the  fatherless. 

Neither  doth  the  cause  of  the  widow  come  unto  them. 

Therefore  saith  the  Lord,  24 

Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  Mighty  One  of  Israel, 
Ah,  I  will  avenge  me  of  mine  adversaries. 
And  take  vengeance  on  mine  enemies; 

And  I  will  turn  my  hand  against  thee,  25 

And  purely  purge  away  thy  dross. 
And  take  away  all  thine  alloy. 

And  I  will  restore  thy  judges,  as  at  the  first,  26 

And  thy  counsellors,  as  at  the  beginning  : 
Afterward  thou  shalt  be  called, 
The  city  of  righteousness,  a  faithful  city. 
Zion  shall  be  redeemed  by  justice,  27 

And  her  converts  by  righteousness. 

But  transgressors  and  sinners  shall  be  destroyed  together,       2s 
And  they  that  forsake  Jehovah  shall  be  consumed. 
For  they  shall  be  ashamed  of  the  terebinth-groves  wherein  29 

ye  have  delighted. 
And  ye  shall  blush  for  the  gardens  which  ye  have  chosen  : 
For  ye  shall  be  as  a  terebinth  whose  leaf  fadeth,  30 

And  as  a  garden  that  hath  no  water. 

And  the  strong  man  shall  be  as  tow,  si 

And  his  work  as  a  spark. 
And  they  shall  both  bum  together. 
And  none  shall  quench  them, 

CHAP.  II. — ^The  word  which  Isaiah  the   son  of   Amoz  1 
saw  concerning  Judah  and  Jerusalem.  • 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the  latter  days,  2 

That  the  mountain  of  the  house  of  Jehovah 
Shall  be  established  above  the  mountains. 
And  shall  be  higher  than  the  hills; 
And  all  nations  shall  flow  unto  it. 

And  many  peoples  shall  come  and  say,  s 

Come  ye,  and  let  us  go  up  to  the  mountain  of  Jehovah, 
To  the  house  of  the  God  of  Jacob ;

14     For  Jehovah  of  hosts  shall  have  a  day  of  judgment y 
Upon  every  thing  proud  and  haughty, 
And  upon  every  thing  lifted  up,  and  it  shall  be  humbled; 

13  And  upon  all  the  cedars  of  Lebanon,  high  and  lifted  up. 
And  upon  all  the  oaks  of  Bashan, 

14  And  upon  all  the  high  mountains. 

And  upon  all  the  hills  that  are  lifted  up,

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And  upon  eveiy  lofty  tower,  15 

And  upon  every  fortified  wall,

And  the  loftiness  of  man  shall  bow  down,  17 

And  the  haughtiness  of  men  shall  be  humbled ; 

And  Jehovah  alone  shall  be  exalted  in  that  day  : 

And  the  idols  shall  utterly  pass  away.  is 

And  men  shall  go  into  the  holes  of  the  rocks,  19 

And  into  the  caves  of  the  earth. 
Before  the  terror  of  Jehovah, 
And  from  the  glory  of  his  majesty, 
When  he  ariseth  to  terrify  the  earth. 

In  that  day  a  man  shall  cast  his  idols  of  silver,  20 

And  his  idols  of  gold, 

Which  they  made  each  for  himself  to  worship. 
To  the  moles  and  to  the  bats ; 

To  go  into  the  clefts  of  the  rocks,  21 

And  into  the  fissures  of  the  cliffs. 
Before  the  terror  of  Jehovah, 
And  from  the  glory  of  his  majesty, 
When  he  ariseth  to  terrify  the  earth. 

Cease  ye  from  man,  whose  breath  is  in  his  nostrils :  22 

For  wherein  is  he  to  be  accounted  of? 

CHAP.  III.— For,  behold,  the  Lord,  Jehovah  of  hoeta,     1 
Doth  take  away  from  Jerusalem  and  from  Judah 
Every  kind  of  support. 

All  support  of  bread,  and  all  support  of  water. 
The  mighty  man,  and  the  man  of  war,  2 

The  judge,  and  the  prophet,  and  the  diviner. 
The  elder,  and  the  captain  of  fifty,  3 

And  the  honourable  man,  and  the  counseller. 
The  cunning  artificer,  and  the  expert  enchanter. 
And  I  will  give  youths  to  be  their  princes,  4 

And  infants  shafi  rule  over  them. 

And  the  people  shall  be  oppressed,  every  one  by  another,        5 
And  every  one  by  his  neighbour : 

The  youth  shall  behave  himself  proudly  towards  the  elder. 
And  the  ignoble  towards  the  honoiurahlie. 

When  a  man  shall  take  hold  of  his  brother,  6 
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In  the  house  of  his  father^  9€np,ng, 
Thou  hast  clothing,  be  thou  our  i-uler, 
And  let  this  ruin  be  under  thy  hand : 

7  In  that  day  shal  he  raise  his  voice^  Baying, 
I  will  not  be  a  healer; 

For  in  my  house  there  is  neither  bread  nor  clothing : 
Make  me  not  a  ruler  of  the  people. 

8  For  Jerusalem  is  ruined,  and  Judah  falleth : 

Because  their  tongue  and  their  doings  are  against  Jehovah, 
So  as  to  provoke  the  eyes  of  his  glory. 

9  The  look  of  their  countenances  doth  witness  against  them ; 
And  they  declare  their  sin  like  Sodom,  they  hide  it  not. 
Woe  unto  their  soul !  for  they  bring  evil  upon  themselves. 

10  Say  ye  of  the  righteous,  that  t^  BhaU  be  well  with  him : 
For  they  shall  eat  the  fruit  of  their  doings. 

n  Woe  unto  the  wicked !  it  shall  be  ill  with  him : 
For  the  reward  of  his  hands  shall  be  given  him. 

12  As  for  my  people,  children  arc  their  oppressors, 
And  women  rule  over  them. 

0  my  people,  they  who  guide  thee  lead  thee  astray. 
And  destroy  the  way  of  thy  paths. 

13  Jehovah  standeth  up  to  plead. 
And  standeth  to  judge  the  tribes; 

M  Jehovah  will  enter  into  judgment 
With  the  elders  of  his  people,  and  the  rulers  thereof,  saying, 
So  ye  then  have  eaten  up  the  vineyard  ; 
The  spoil  of  the  poor  is  in  your  houses ; 

15  What  mean  ye  that  ye  crush  my  people. 
And  grind  the  faces  of  the  poor  ? 
Saith  the  Lord,  Jehovah  of  hosts. 

16  Moreover  Jehovah  saith. 

Because  the  daughters  of  Zion  are  haughty. 

And  walk  with  outstretched  necks  and  wanton  eyes. 

Mincing  their  steps  as  they  go. 

And  making  a  tinkling  with  their  ankle-rings : 

17  Therefore  the  Lord  will  make  bald 

The  crown  of  the  head  of  the  daughters  of  Zion ; 
And  Jehovah  will  expose  their  nakedness. 

18  In  that  day  the  Lord  will  take  away 
The  adornment  of  their  ankle-rings. 
And  head-dresses,  and  neck-crescents, 

19  The  ear-pendants^  and  the  bracelets,  and  the  veils, 

6  2 
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The  tiaras,  and  the  ankle-chains,  and  the  belts,  20 

And  the  scent-boxes,  and  the  amulets,  21 

The  rings,  and  the  nose-jewels. 

The  robes,  and  the  mantles,  22 

And  the  cloaks,  and  the  purses. 

The  mirrors,  and  the  fine  linen,  23 

And  the  turbans,  and  the  shawls. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  24 

That  instead  of  perfume,  there  shall  be  rottenness ; 

And  instead  of  a  girdle,  a  rope ; 

And  instead  of  well-dressed  hair,  baldness ; 

And  instead  of  a  festive  garment,  a  wrapping  of  sackcloth ; 

A  branded  mark,  instead  of  beauty. 

Thy  men  shall  fall  by  the  sword,  25 

And  thy  might  in  the  battle. 

And  her  gates  shall  sigh  and  mouni ;  26 

And  she  shall  sit  desolate  upon  the  ground. 

CHAP.  IV.— And  in  that  day,  1 

Seven  women  shall  take  hold  of  one  man,  saying, 
We  will  eat  our  own  bread,  and  wear  our  own  apparel : 
Only  let  us  be  called  by  thy  name, 
To  take  away  our  reproach. 

In  that  day,  2 

The  branch  of  Jehovah  shall  be  beautiful  and  glorious, 
And  the  fruit  of  the  land  excellent  and  comely, 
For  them  that  arc  escaped  of  Israel. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  he  that  is  left  in  Zion,  3 

And  he  that  remaineth  in  Jerusalem,  shall  be  called  holy. 
Even  every  one  that  is  written  among  the  living  in  Jerusa- 
lem. 
When  the  Lord  hath  washed  away  4 

The  filth  of  the  daughters  of  Zion, 
And  purged  the  blood-guiltiness  of  Jerusalem 
From  the  midst  thereof. 

By  a  spirit  of  judgment,  and  by  a  spirit  of  destruction. 
Then   will   Jehovah   create  upon  every  dwelling-place  of  5 

mount  Zion, 
And  upon  her  assemblies, 
A  cloud  and  smoke  by  day, 
And  the  shining  of  a  flaming  fire  by  night : 
For  over  all  her  glory  protection  shall  be  thrown. 
And  there  shall  be  a  tabernacle,  6 
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For  shade  by  day  from  the  heat ; 

And  for  a  place  of  refuge, 

And  for  a  covert  from  storm  and  from  rain. 

1     CHAP.  V. — Now  will  I  sing  to  my  beloved, 

A  song  of  my  beloved  touching  his  vitoeyard : 
My  beloved  had  a  vineyard  on  a  very  fruitful  hill ; 
a  And  he  digged  it,  and  cleared  it  of  stones, 

And  planted  it  with  the  choicest  vine  ; 

He  built  a  tower  in  the  midst  of  it. 

And  also  hewed  out  a  winepress  therein ; 

And  he  looked  that  it  should  bring  forth  grapes, 

But  it  brought  forth  sour  grapes. 

3  And  now,  0  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  and  men  of  Judah, 
Judge,  I  pray  you,  betwixt  me  and  my  vineyard : 

4  What  could  have  been  done  more  for  my  vineyard. 
That  I  have  not  done  in  it  ? 

Wherefore,  when  I  looked  that  it  should  bring  forth  grapes. 
Did  it  bring  forth  sour  grapes  ? 

5  And  now  let  me  tell  you  what  I  will  do  to  my  vineyard : 
I  will  take  away  its  hedge,  that  it  may  be  eaten  up ; 

/  ivill  overthrow  its  wall,  that  it  may  be  trodden  down ; 

6  And  I  will  lay  it  waste. 

,  It  shall  not  be  pruned,  nor  weeded; 

But  shall  grow  up  into  briers  and  thorns : 

I  will  also  give  charge  to  the  clouds. 

That  they  rain  no  rain  upon  it. 
1  For  the  vineyard  of  Jehovah  of  hosts  is  the  house  of  Israel, 

And  the  men  of  Judah  the  plant  of  his  delight ; 

And  he  looked  for  justice,  but  behold  bloodshed. 

For  righteousness,  but  behold  a  cry ! 

8  Woe  unto  them  that  add  house  to  house. 
That  join  field  to  field,  till  there  be  no  place, 
And  ye  dwell  alone  in  the  midst  of  the  land ! 

9  In  mine  ears  hath  Jehovah  of  hosts  declared, 
Of  a  truth  many  houses  shall  be  desolate. 
Great  and  goodly  hotises  without  inhabitant ; 

10  For  ten  acres  of  vineyard  shall  yield  only  one  bath. 
And  a  homer  of  seed  shall  yield  an  ephah. 

n     Woe  unto  them  that  rise  early  in  the  morning 
To  follow  strong  drink. 
Continuing  late  in  the  night,  till  wine  inflame  them  1 
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And  the  harp,  and  the  viol,  12 

The  tabret,  and  the  flute,  and  wine,  are  in  their  feasts ; 
But  they  regard  not  the  deed  of  Jehovah, 
Neither  see  the  work  of  his  hands. 

Therefore  ray  people  goeth  into  captivity,  13 

For  want  of  knowledge; 
And  their  honourable  men  are  famished. 
And  their  multitude  parched  with  thirst : 
Therefore  doth  the  grave  enlarge  herself,  u 

And  open  her  mouth  without  measure ; 
And  their  glory,  and  their  multitude, 

And  their  tumult,  and  he  that  rejoiceth,  shall  descend  into  it. 
Then  shall  every  man  be  brought  low,  and  humbled,  is 

And  the  eyes  of  the  lofty  shall  be  humbled : 
But  Jehovah  of  hosts  shall  be  exalted  by  judgment,  16 

And  the  holy  God  shall  shew  himself  holy  by  righteousness. 
Then  shall  sheep  feed  as  in  their  own  pasture,  17 

And  the  deserted  places  of  the  rich,  strangers  shall  devour. 

Woe  unto  them  that  draw  down  punishment  is 

With  cords  of  wickedness. 

And  the  penalty  of  sin,  as  it  were  with  cart  ropes  ! 
That  say.  Let  him  make  speed,  19 

Let  him  hasten  his  work,  that  we  may  see  t7. 
And  let  the  counsel  of  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  draw  nigh. 
And  come,  that  we  may  know  it  / 

Woe  unto  them  that  call  evil  good,  and  good  evil !  20 

That  put  darkness  for  light,  and  light  for  darkness ; 
That  put  bitter  for  sweet,  and  sweet  for  bitter  I 

Woe  unto  them  that  are  wise  in  their  own  eyes,  ai 

And  prudent  in  their  own  sight  I 

Woe  unto  them  that  are  mighty  to  drink  wine,  22 

And  men  of  strength  to  mingle  strong  drink  I 
Who  absolve  the  guilty  for  reward,  ca 

And  ^ake  away  the  righteousness  of  the  righteous  from  him ! 

Therefore  as  a  tongue  of  fire  devoureth  stubble,  24 

And  as  grass  in  the  ilame  vanisheth  away. 
So  shall  their  root  be  like  rottenness. 
And  their  blossom  shall  ascend  like  dust ; 
Because  they  have  rejected  the  law  of  Jehovah  of  hosts. 
And  despised  the  word  of  the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 
Therefore  is  the  anger  of  Jehovah  kindled  against  his  people,  2s 
And  he  shall  stretch  forth  his  hand  against  them. 
And  smite  them ; 
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And  the  mountains  shall  tremble^ 

And  their  corpses  shall  be  as   dirt  in  the  midst  of  the 

streets. 
For  all  this  his  anger  is  not  turned  away^ 
But  his  hand  is  stretched  out  still. 

M     And  he  will  lift  up  an  ensign  to  the  nations  afar^ 
And  will  call  to  them  from  the  end  of  the  earth, 
And^  behold^  with  speedy  swiftly,  shall  th^  come! 

27  None  shall  be  weary  nor  stumble  among  them ; 
None  shall  slumber  nor  sleep ; 

Neither  shall  the  girdle  of  their  loins  be  loosed. 
Nor  the  latchet  of  their  sandals  broken : 

28  Whose  arrows  are  sharpened,  and  all  their  bows  bent^ 
Their  horses'  hoofs  are  accoimted  like  flint. 

And  their  chariot  wheels  like  the  whirlwind. 

29  Their  roaring  is  like  that  of  the  lioness. 
They  shall  roar  like  young  lions ;  ^ 
Yea,  they  shall  rage,  and  seize  the  prey. 

And  ahaU  carry  it  off,  and  none  shall  deliver  it. 
36  They  shall  rage  over  it,  in  that  day, 
Like  the  raging  of  the  sea : 
And  if  one  looketh  upon  the  land. 
Behold,  darkness  of  distress. 
And  the  light  is  darkened  in  its  clouds. 

1  CHAP.  VI. — In  the  year  that  king  Uzziah  died  I  saw  the 
Lord  sitting  upon  a  throne,  high  and  lifted  up,  and  liis  train 

2  filled  the  temple.  Above  it  stood  seraphim :  each  <Hie  had 
six  wings;  with  two  he  covered  his  face,  and  with  two  he 

3  covered  his  feet,  and  with  two  he  did  fly.  And  one  cried 
onto  another,  and  said. 

Holy !  holy  !  holy !  is  Jehovah  of  hosts ; 
The  whole  earth  is  full  of  his  glory. 

4  And  the  foundations  of  the  thresholds  were  shaken  at  the 
voice  of  him  that  cried,  and  the  house  was  filled  with 
smoke. 

5  Then  I  said.  Woe  is  me !  for  I  am  undone ;  because  I  am 
a  man  of  unclean  lips,  and  I  dwell  in  the  midst  of  a  people 
of  unclean  lips ;  for  mine  eyes  have  seen  the  King,  Jehovah 

6  of  hosts.  Then  flew  one  of  the  seraphim  unto  me,  having  a 
Uve  coal  in  his  hand|  which  he  had  taken  with  the  tongs 
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from  off  the  altar :  and  he  laid  it  upon  my  mouthy  and  said,  7 
Lo,  this  hath  touched  thy  lips ;  and  thine  iniquity  is  taken 
away,  and  thy  sin  forgiven. 

And  I  heard  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  saying,  Whom  shall  I  s 
send,  and  who  will  go  for  us  ?     Then  I  said,  Here  am  I ; 
send  me.    And  he  said,  9 

Go,  and  tell  this  people. 
Hear  ye  indeed,  but  understand  not ; 
And  see  ye  indeed,  but  perceive  not : 

Make  the  heart  of  this  people  fat,  10 

And  make  their  ears  dull,  and  blind  their  eyes ; 
Lest  they  see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with  their  ears. 
And  understand  with  their  heart,  and  return,  and  be  healed. 

Then  I  said.  Lord,  how  long  ?     And  he  answered,  11 

Until  the  cities  be  laid  waste,  and  without  inhabitant. 
And  the  houses  without  man. 
And  the  land  be  utterly  desolate ; 

And  until  Jehovah  have  removed  men  far  away,  12 

And  there  be  a  great  desolation  in  the  midst  of  the  land. 
And  if  there  be  still  in  it  a  tenth,  it  shall  again  be  destroyed :  la 
But,  like  a  terebinth,  and  an  oak. 
Of  which  a  trunk  remains,  when  they  are  cut  down. 
So  a  holy  seed  shall  be  its  trunk. 

CHAP.  VII. — And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Ahaz  i 
the  son  of  Jotham,  the  son  of  Uzziah,  king  of  Judah,  that 
Kesiu  the  king  of  Syria,  and  Pekah  the  son  of  Remaliah, 
king  of  Israel,  went  up  to  Jerusalem  to  make  war  against  it, 
but  could  not  prevail  against  it.  And  it  was  told  the  house  a 
of  David,  saying,  Syria  is  encamped  upon  Ephraim.  And 
his  heart  was  moved,  and  the  heart  of  his  people,  as  the  trees 
of  the  forest  ai*e  moved  with  the  wind. 

Then  said   Jehovah  unto  Isaiah,  Go  forth  now  to  meet  a 
Ahaz,  thou,  and  Shear-jashub,  thy  son,  to  the  end  of  the 
conduit  of  the  upper  pool  to  the  highway  of  the  fuller's 
Held ;  and  say  unto  him. 

Take  heed,  and  be  quiet,  4 

Fear  not,  neither  be  faint-hearted. 
On  account  of  the  two  tails  of  these  smoking  firebrands. 
For  the  fierce  anger  of  Rezin  and  Syria, 
And  the  son  of  Kemaliah. 
Because  Syria  hath  devised  evil  against  thee,  5 
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Ephraim^  and  the  son  of  Remaliah^  saying, 

6  Let  us  go  up  against  Judah,  and  vex  it, 
And  let  us  force  our  way  into  it, 

7  And  set  as  king  in  the  midst  of  it  the  son  of  Tabeal : 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah, 

It  shall  not  stand,  neither  shall  it  come  to  pass. 

8  For  the  head  of  Syria  is  Damascus, 
And  the  head  of  Damascus,  Kezin ; 
(And  within  threescore  and  five  years 

Shall  Ephraim  be  destroyed,  that  it  be  not  a  people :) 

9  And  the  head  of  Ephraim,  Samaria, 

And  the  head  of  Samaria,  Remaliah's  son  : 

If  ye  will  not  believe. 

Surely  ye  shall  not  be  established. 

10  Moreover  Jehovah  spake  again  unto  Ahaz,  saying, 
u  Ask  thee  a  sign  from  Jeliovah  thy  God ; 

Ask  it  either  in  the  depth,  or  in  the  height  above. 
IS  But  Ahaz  said,  I  will  not  ask,  neither  will  I  tempt  Jehovah. 
13  Then  he  said.  Hear  ye  now,  0  house  of  David ; 

Is  a  too  small  a  thing  for  you  to  weary  men. 

That  ye  will  weary  my  God  also  ? 
u  Therefore  the  Lord  himself  shall  give  you  a  sign : 

Behold  the  virgin  hath  conceived  and  shall  bear  a  sou, 

And  call  his  name  Immanuel  [God-is-with-us]  . 

15  Cream  and  honey  shall  he  eat. 

Until  he  know  to  refuse  the  evil,  and  choose  the  good; 

16  Per  before  the  child  shall  know  to  refuse  the  evil, 
And  choose  the  good. 

The  land  shall  be  made  desolate. 
Before  whose  two  kings  thou  fearest. 

17  Jehovah  shall  bring  upon  thee. 

And  upon  thy  people,  and  upon  thy  father's  house. 

Days  that  have  not  come. 

Since  Ephraim  departed  from  Judah  ; 

Even  the  king  of  Assyria. 

18  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day. 
That  Jehovah  shall  call  to  the  fly 

Which  is  in  the  uttermost  part  of  the  rivers  of  Egypt, 
And  to  the  bee  which  is  in  the  land  of  Assyria : 
And  they  shall  come  and  alight,  all  of  them. 
In  the  precipitous  valleys,  and  the  clefts  of  the  rocks, 
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And  on  all  thorn-bushes,  and  on  all  pastures. 

In  that  day  shall  Jehovah  shave  with  the  hired  blade,  20 

Even  by  them  beyond  the  river,  by  the  king  of  Assyria, 

The  head,  and  the  hair  of  the  feet ; 

And  the  beard  also  shall  it  take  away. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  91 

That  a  man  shall  keep  a  young  cow,  and  two  sheep; 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  32 

From  the  abundance  of  milk  which  they  shall  yield. 
That  he  shall  eat  cream ; 

For  cream  and  honey  shall  every  one  eat  that  is  left  in  the  land. 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  every  place  23 

Where  there  were  a  thousand  vines, 
Worth  a  thousand  pieces  of  silver, 
Shall  become  briers  and  thorns. 

With  arrows  and  with  the  bow  shall  one  go  thither ;  24 

Because  all  the  land  shall  become  briers  and  thorns. 
And  all  the  hills  that  were  digged  with  the  spade —  25 

There  shalt  thou  not  go,  through  fear  of  briers  and  dioms : 
But  they  shall  be  for  the  sending  forth  of  oxen, 
And  for  the  treading  of  lesser  cattle. 

CHAP.  VIIL — Moreover,  Jehovah  said  unto  me.  Take  1 
thee  a  gi*eat  tablet,  and  write  upon  it  with  the  pen  of  a 
man  concerning  Maher-shalal-hash-baz.     And  I  took  unto  s 
me  faithful  witnesses,  Uriah  the  priest,  and  Zecbariah,  the 
son  of  Jeberechiah.    And  I  went  unto  the  prophetess ;  and   3 
she  conceived,  and  bare  a  son.     Then  said  Jehovah  to  me,  4 
Call  his  name  Maher-shalal-hash-baz    [Spoil-hasteketbl- 
pr£y.speed£th]  .     For  before  the  child  shall  have  knowledge 
to  cry.  My  father,  and  My  mother,  the  riches  of  Damascus 
and  the  spoil  of  Samaria  shall  be  taken  aw^ay  befoie  the 
king  of  Assyria. 

Jehovah  sp^ke  also  unto  me,  and  said,  5 

Forasmuch  as  this  people  refuseth  the  waters  of  Shiloah         6 
Which  flow  softly, 

And  rejoice  in  Rezin  and  RemaliaVs  son; 
Now  therefore,  behold,  the  Lord  bringeth  up  upon  th^i         7 
The  waters  of  the  river,  strong  and  many, 
Even  the  king  of  Assyria,  and  all  his  glory : 
And  he  shall  rise  over  all  his  channels. 
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And  go  over  all  his  banks ; 

8  And  he  shall  pass  into  Judah; 

He  shall  overflow  and  pass  through^ 

He  shall  reach  even  to  the  neck; 

And  the  spreading  out  of  his  wings 

Shall  fill  the  breadth  of  thy  land,  0  ImmanucL 

9  Do  your  worst  ye  peoples,  and  be  dismayed. 
And  give  ear,  all  ye  distant  lands  : 

Gird  yourselves,  and  be  dismayed ; 
Oird  yourselves,  and  be  dismayed ; 

10  Take  counsel  together,  and  it  shall  come  to  nought ; 
Speak  the  word,  and  it  shall  not  stand. 

For  Grod  is  with  us  I 

11  For  thus  spake  Jehovah  to  me  when  his  hand  grasped  me. 
When  he  instructed  me  not  to  walk  in  the  way  of  this  people, 

IS  Smng,  Say  ^e  not,  A  confederacy. 
Of  all  to  which  this  people  shall  say,  A  confederacy^ 
Neither  fear  ye  their  fear,  nor  be  afraid. 

13  Jehovah  of  hosts,  sanctify  Him, 

And  let  him  be  your  fear,  and  him  your  dread. 

14  And  he  shall  be  your  refuge; 

But  a  stone  of  stumbling  and  a  rock  of  offence 

To  the  two  houses  of  Israel, 

A  trap  and  a  snare  to  the  inliabitants  of  Jerusalem. 

15  And  many  shall  stumble  thereon. 

And  fall  and  be  broken,  and  ensnared,  and  taken. 

16  Bind  up  the  testimony. 

Seal  the  commandment  among  my  disciples  ! 

17  And  I  will  wait  for  Jehovah, 

Who  hideth  his  face  from  the  house  of  Jacob, 

And  I  will  trust  in  him. 
Id  Behold,  I  and  the  children  whom  Jehovah  hath  given  me 

Are  for  signs  and  for  symbols  in  Israel, 

From  Jehovah  of  hosts,  who  dwelleth  in  mount  Zion. 
19  And  when  they  shall  say  unto  you. 

Seek  unto  them  that  have  familiar  spirits. 

And  unto  the  wizards  that  chirp,  and  that  mutter. 

Shall  not  a  people  seek  unto  their  God  ? 

For  the  living  shall  they  resort  to  the  dead  ? 
90  To  the  commandment  and  to  the  testimony  1 

Shall  not  they  speak  according  to  this  word. 
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Who  have  no  dawning-light  ? 

And  they  shall  pass  through  distressed  and  hungry :  21 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  they  shall  be  hungry, 
That  they  shall  break  into  anger. 
And  curse  their  king  and  their  God, 

And  turn  their  faces  upward.  22 

And  they  shall  look  unto  the  earth, 
And  behold  trouble  and  darkness,  obscurity  of  anguish ; 
And  they  shall  be  driven  into  thick  darkness. 

CHAP.  IX. — Nevertheless  the  obscurity  shall  not  remain  1 
where  distress  now  is : 
As  the  former  time  brought  into  contempt 
The  land  of  Zebulon  and  the  land  of  Napthali, 
So  the  after-/fm^  maketh  glorious  the  way  of  the  sea. 
The  land  beyond  Jordan,  the  circle  of  the  nations. 
The  people  that  walked  in  darkness  have  seen  a  great  light :  2 
They  that  dwell  in  the  land  of  the  shadow  of  death. 
Upon  them  light  hath  shined. 

Thou  hast  multipUed  the  nation,  thou  hast  increased  its  joy :  3 
They  rejoice  before  thee  as  with  the  joy  of  harvest. 
As  men  exult  when  they  divide  the  spoil. 
For  the  yoke  of  his  burden,  and  the  staflF  of  his  shoulder,      4 
The  rod  of  his  oppressor,  hast  thou  broken. 
As  in  the  day  of  Midian. 

For  all  the  armour  of  him  that  armeth  tumultuously,  5 

And  the  garment  rolled  in  blood. 
Shall  be  for  burning,  fuel  for  the  fire. 

For  unto  us  a  child  is  born,  unto  us  a  son  is  given,  6 

And  the  government  shall  be  upon  his  shoulder. 
And  his  name  shall  be  called.  Wonder,  Counseller, 
Mighty  Grod,  Everlasting  Father,  Prince  of  Peace. 
To  the  increase  of  his  government  and  to  peace  7 

There  shall  be  no  end. 

Upon  the  throne  of  David,  and  upon  his  kingdom ; 
To  order  it  and  to  establish  it. 
By  justice  and  by  righteousness. 
From  henceforth,  and  for  ever : 
The  zeal  of  Jehovah  of  hosts  shall  do  this. 

The  Lord  sent  a  word  unto  Jacob,  s 

And  it  hath  fallen  upon  Israel : 
And  all  the  people  shall  know  tV,  9 
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Ephraim  and  the  inhabitant  of  Samaria^ 

For  their  pride  and  stoutness  of  heart,  in  saying, 

10  The  bricks  are  fallen  down. 

But  we  will  build  with  hewn  stones ; 

The  sycamores  are  cut  down, 

But  we  will  replace  them  with  cedars. 

11  Therefore  Jehovah  shall  set  up  against  them 
The  adversaries  of  Rezin, 

And  excite  his  enemies, 

12  The  Syrians  before,  and  the  Philistines  behind ; 
And  they  shall  devour  Israel  with  open  mouth. 

For  all  this  his  anger  is  not  turned  away. 
But  his  hand  is  stretched  out  still. 

13  For  the  people  turneth  not  unto  him  that  smiteth  them. 
Neither  do  they  seek  Jehovah  of  hosts. 

14  Therefore  Jehovah  will  cut  oflf  from  Israel 

Head  and  tail,  palm-branch  and  bulrush,  in  one  day. 

15  The  elder  and  the  honourable  man,  he  is  the  head ; 
And  the  prophet  that  teacheth  lies,  he  is  the  tail. 

16  For  they  who  guide  this  people  lead  them  astray. 
And  they  that  are  guided  by  them  are  destroyed. 

17  Therefore  the  Lord  shall  have  no  joy  in  their  young  men. 
Neither  have  mercy  on  their  fatherless  and  widows : 

For  every  one  is  profane  and  an  evil-doer. 
And  every  mouth  speaketh  folly. 

For  all  this  his  auger  is  not  turned  away, 
But  his  hand  is  stretched  out  still. 

18  For  wickedness  bumeth  as  the  fire ; 
It  shall  devour  the  briers  and  thorns, 

And  shall  kindle  in  the  thickets  of  the  forest ; 
And  they  shall  ascend  in  clouds  as  smoke  riseth. 

19  Through  the  wrath  of  Jehovah  of  hosts  is  the  land  burned. 
And  the  people  shall  be  as  fuel  for  the  fire ; 

No  man  shall  spare  another. 

20  And  they  shall  devour  on  the  right  hand,  and  be  hungry ; 
And  they  shall  eat  on  the  left  hand,  and  not  be  satisfied : 
They  shall  eat,  every  man,  the  flesh  of  his  own  arm ; 

31  Manasseh,  Ephraim ;  and  Ephraim,  Manasseh : 
And  these  together  shall  be  against  Judah. 

For  all  this  his  anger  is  not  turned  away, 
But  his  hand  is  stretched  out  still; 
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CHAP.   X. — ^Woe  unto  them  that  make    onrighteoiis  i 
decrees^ 
And  that  write,  causing  misery  by  what  they  have  written ; 
To  turn  aside  the  needy  from  judgment^  2 

And  to  take  away  the  right  of  the  poor  of  my  people ; 
That  widows  may  be  their  prey. 
And  that  they  may  rob  the  fatherless ! 

And  what  will  ye  do  in  the  day  of  visitation^  3 

And  in  the  desolation  which  shall  come  from  afar  ? 
To  whom  will  ye  flee  for  help  ? 
And  where  will  ye  leave  your  wealth  ? 

They  shall  do  nothing  but  bow  down  among  the  prisoners ;    4 
And  they  shall  fall  among  the  slain. 

For  all  this  his  anger  is  not  turned  away, 
But  his  hand  is  stretched  out  still. 

Woe  to  the  Assyrian,  the  rod  of  mine  anger,  5 

And  the  6ta£f  in  whose  hand  is  mine  indignation ! 
I  will  send  him  against  a  profane  nation,  6 

And  against  the  people  of  my  wrath  will  I  give  him  a 

charge. 
To  seize  the  spoil,  and  to  take  the  prey. 
And  to  tread  them  down  like  the  mire  of  the  streets. 

But  he  meaneth  not  so,  neither  doth  his  heart  so  intend  ;  7 
For  to  destroy  is  in  his  heart. 
And  to  cut  off  nations  not  a  few. 

For  he  saith,  Are  not  my  princes  altogether  kings  ?  s 

Is  not  Calno  as  Carchemish  ?  is  not  Hamath  as  Arpad  ?         9 
Is  not  Samaria  as  Damascus  ? 

As  my  hand  hath  found  in  the  kingdoms  of  the  idols,  10 

Whose  graven  images  did  excel  those  of  Jerusalem  and  of 

Samaria, 
Even  as  I  have  done  unto  Samaria  and  her  idols,  11 

Shall  not  I  do  thus  to  Jerusalem  and  her  images  f 

Wherefore  it  shall  come  to  pass,  12 

When  the  Lord  shall  have  accomplished  his  whole  work 
Upon  mount  Zion  and  in  Jerusalem, 
That  I  will  punish  the  fruit  of  the  proud  heart 
Of  the  king  of  Assyria, 
And  the  glorying  of  his  high  looks. 

For  he  hath  said.  By  the  strength  of  my  hand  I  have  done  it,  is 
And  by  my  wisdom ;  for  I  am  prudent : 
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And  I  have  removed  the  boundaries  of  peoples. 

And  plundered  their  treasures ; 

Like  a  yaliant  man  I  have  cast  down  the  inhabitants. 

14  My  hand  hath  found  as  a  nest  the  riches  of  the  peoples  ; 
And  as  one  gathereth  eggs  that  are  forsaken^ 

I  have  gathered  all  the  earth ; 

And  there  was  none  that  moved  the  wing^ 

Or  opened  the  mouthy  or  chirped. 

15  Shall  the  axe  boast  itself  against  him  that  heweth  therewith  ? 
Shall  the  saw  magnify  itself  against  him  that  moveth  it  ? 

As  if  the  rod  should  move  him  that  lifteth  it  I 
As  if  the  staff  should  lift  what  is  not  wood  I 

16  Wherefore  the  Lord,  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
Shall  send  among  his  fat  ones  leanness ; 

And  under  his  glory  he  shall  kindle  a  burning, 
like  the  burning  of  fire. 

17  And  the  light  of  Israel  shall  be  for  a  fire. 
And  his  Holy  One  for  a  flame ; 

And  it  shall  utterly  devour  his  thorns  and  his  briers. 
In  one  day ; 

18  And  the  glory  of  his  forest,  and  of  his  fruitful  field. 
Both  soul  and  body,  shall  it  consume ; 

And  he  shall  be  like  the  wasting  away  of  a  sick  man  : 

19  And  the  remnant  of  the  trees  of  his  forest  shall  be  so  few^ 
That  a  child  may  write  them. 

20  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day. 
That  the  remnant  of  Israel, 

And  the  escaped  of  the  house  of  Jacob, 

Shall  not  again  lean  upon  him  that  smote  them ; 

But  shall  lean  upon  Jehovab,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  in  truth. 

21  A  remnant  shall  return,  a  remnant  of  Jacob, 
To  the  mighty  God: 

22  For  though  thy  people,  0  Israel,  be  as  the  sand  of  the  sea^ 
A  remnant  of  them  shall  return ; 

Destruction  is  decreed  overflowing  with  righteousness : 

23  For  destruction  and  what  is  decreed 
Doth  the  Lord  Jehovah  of  hosts  execute. 
In  the  midst  of  all  the  earth. 

24  Wherefore  thus  saith  the  Lord,  Jehovah  of  hosts^ 
Fear  not,  my  people  that  dwellest  in  Zion, 
Because  of  the  Assyrian  : 

He  shall  smite  thee  with  the  rod. 
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And  lift  up  his  stafif  against  thee^ 

After  the  manner  of  Egypt ; 

But  yet  a  very  little  while^  and  indignation  shall  cease^  35 

And  mine  anger  shall  be  for  their  destruction. 

And  Jehovah  of  hosts  shall  stir  up  a  scourge  for  him,  26 

As  in  the  slaughter  of  Midian^  at  the  rock  of  Oreb : 

And  08  his  rod  was  upon  the  sea. 

So  shall  he  lift  it  up  after  the  manner  of  Egypt. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day^  27 

That  his  burden  shall  depart  from  off  thy  shoulder. 

And  his  yoke  from  off  thy  neck ; 

Yea,  the  yoke  shall  be  destroyed  because  of  fatness. 

He  is  come  to  Aiath ;  he  hath  passed  through  Migron ;      7s 
At  Michmash  he  hath  laid  up  his  baggage ; 
They  are  gone  over  the  pass ;  in  Geba  they  spend  the  night ;  29 
Bamah  trembleth ;  Gibeah  of  Saul  is  fled. 
Lift  up  thy  voice,  0  daughter  of  Galhm !  30 

Hearken,  Laisha ;  answer  her,  0  Anathoth ! 
Madmenah  fleeth ;  the  inhabitants  of  Gebim  hasten  away.     31 
Yet  a  day  hath  he  at  Nob  to  halt :  sa 

Then  will  he  shake  his  hand  at  the  mount  of  the  daughter 

of  Zion, 
The  hill  of  Jerusalem. 

But  lo,  the  Lord,  Jehovah  of  hosts,  S3 

Shall  lop  the  chief  bough  with  terror : 
And  the  high  of  stature  shall  be  hewn  down. 
And  the  lofty  shall  be  humbled. 

And  he  shall  cut  down  the  thickets  of  the  forest  with  iron,    S4 
And  Lebanon  shall  fall  by  a  mighty  one. 

CHAP.  XI. — And  there  shall  come  forth  a  rod  out  of  the  1 
stem  of  Jesse, 
And  a  branch  shall  grow  out  of  his  roots ; 
And  the  spirit  of  Jehovah  shall  rest  upon  him,  2 

The  spirit  of  wisdom  and  understanding, 
The  spirit  of  counsel  and  might. 
The  spirit  of  knowledge  and  the  fear  of  Jehovah : 
His  delight  shall  be  in  the  fear  of  Jehovah.  3 

He  shall  not  judge  by  the  sight  of  his  eyes, 
Neither  decide  by  the  hearing  of  his  ears  : 
But  with  righteousness  shall  he  judge  the, poor,  4 

And  decide  with  equity  for  the  afflicted  of  the  earth : 
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He  shall  smite  the  earth  with  tlie  rod  of  his  mouthy 

And  with  the  breath  of  his  lips  he  shall  slay  the  wicked. 
5  And  righteousness  shall  be  the  girdle  of  his  loins^ 

And  faithfulness  the  girdle  of  his  reins. 
(     Then  the  wolf  shall  dwell  with  the  lamb^ 

And  the  leopard  shall  lie  down  with  the  kid; 

And  the  calf  and  the  young  lion  and  the  fatling  together^ 

And  a  little  child  shall  lead  them. 

7  And  the  cow  and  the  bear  shall  feed ; 
Their  young  ones  shall  lie  down  together ; 
And  the  lion  shall  eat  straw  like  the  ox. 

8  The  sucking  child  also  shall  play  on  the  hole  of  the  asp. 
And  the  weaned  child  shall  put  his  hand  on  the  viper's 

den. 

9  They  shall  not  hurt  nor  destroy  in  all  my  holy  mountain : 
For  the  earth  shall  be  full  of  the  knowledge  of  Jehovah^ 
As  the  waters  cover  the  sea. 

10  And  in  that  day  there  shall  be  a  root  of  Jesse^

Art  thou  also  become  weak  as  we  ? 

Art  thou  become  like  unto  us  ? 
u  Thy  pomp  is  brought  down  to  the  grave. 

And  the  noise  of  thy  viols : 

The  worm  is  spread  under  thee,  and  worms  cover  thee, 
w  How  art  thou  fallen  from  heaveti, 

0  bright  shining  son  of  the  morning  ! 

AndcMt  down  to  the  earth,  thou  that  didst  overthrow  nations  ! 
13     And  thou  hadst  said  in  thy  heart, 

1  will  ascend  the  heavens, 

I  will  exalt  my  throne  above  the  stars  of  God, 

And  sit  upon  the  mount  of  assembly. 

In  the  extremities  of  the  north ; 
14 1  will  ascend  above  the  heights  of  the  clouds ; 

I  will  be  like  the  Most  High. 
15  Bat  thou  shalt  be  brought  down  to  the  grave. 

To  the  depths  of  the  pit : 
46  They  that  see  thee  shall  gaze  at  thee.

And  upon  my  mountains  tread  him  under  foot :

What  shall  one  then  answer  the  messengers  of  a  naticMi  7    32

s  For  it  shall  be  that,  as  a  wandering  bird  cast  out  of  the  nest,

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And  in  the  morning  thou  causest  thy  seed  to  flourish : 
But  the  harvest  shall  flee  away  in  the  day  of  possession^ 
And  desperate  sorrow  shall  remain. 

Ho !  a  tumult  of  many  peoples,  12 

They  resound  like  the  resounding  of  seas ; 
And  the  noise  of  nations  roareth. 
Like  the  noise  of  mighty  waters ; 

like  the  noise  of  many  waters  the  nations  roar :  13 

But  God  shall  rebuke  them,  and  they  shall  flee  afar.

As  at  the  plucking  of  an  olive  tree.

And  this  is  repose:  but  they  would  not  hear; 

13  So  that  the  word  of  Jehovah  hath  been  to  them.

The  viper  and  the  flying  serpent. 

They  carry  upon  the  backs  of  asses  their  wealth. 

And  their  treasures  upon  the  bunches  of  camels. 

To  a  people  that  shall  not  profit  them. 

7  For  Egypt  is  vanity,  and  to  no  purpose  will  they  help ; 
Therefore  have  I  named  it.  Arrogance  that  sitteth  still. 

8  Now  go,  write  it  before  them  upon  a  tablet.

And  the  descent  of  his  arm  to  be  seen, 
With  hot  anger,  and  a  flame  of  devouring  fire. 
The  scattering  blast,  and  rain,  and  hail. 

For  at  the  voice  of  Jehovah  shall  the  Assyrians  be  dismayed;  3i 
With  the  rod  shall  he  smite  them. 

And  every  stroke  of  the  appointed  rod,  32 

Which  Jehovah  shall  lay  upon  them. 
Shall  be  with  tabrets  and  with  harps ; 
And  with  the  shock  of  battles  will  he  fight  against  them. 
For  Tophet  hath  already  been  ordained,  33 

Yea,  it  is  prepared  for  the  king; 
He  hath  made  deep  and  wide  its  circuit. 
Fire  and  wood  hath  he  provided  abundantly ; 
The  breath  of  Jehovah,  like  a  torrent  of  brimstone,  doth 
kindle  it. 

CHAP.  XXXI.— Woe  to  them  that  go  dowTi  to  Egypt  for  1 
help,  and  rely  on  horses. 
And  trust  in  chariots,  because  they  are  many. 
And  in  horsemen  because  they  are  very  numerous ; 
But  look  not  unto  the  Holy  One  of  Israel, 
Neither  seek  Jehovah ! 

Yet  he  also  is  wise,  and  will  bring  evil,  2 

And  will  not  call  back  his  words ; 
But  will  arise  against  the  house  of  the  evil-doers. 
And  against  the  help  of  them  that  work  iniquity. 
For  the  Egyptians  are  man  and  not  God;  3 

And  their  horses  flesh,  and  not  spirit. 
And  Jehovah  shall  stretch  forth  his  hand. 
And  the  helper  shall  stumble. 
And  he  that  is  helped  shall  fall. 
And  they  shall  all  perish  together. 

For  thus  hath  Jehovah  said  unto  me :  4 

As  the  lion  growleth,  and  the  young  lion,  over  his  prey. 
When  a  multitude  of  shepherds  is  called  forth  against  him, 
And  at  their  voice  he  is  not  dismayed, 
Nor  by  their  tumult  disheartened ; 
So  shall  Jehovah  of  hosts  come  down 
To  fight  over  mount  Zion,  and  over  the  hill  thereof. 
As  birds  hovering,  so  will  Jehovah  of  hosts  protect  Jerusalem ;  5 
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He  shall  protect  and  deliver^  spare  and  rescue. 

6  Return  ye  unto  him  from  whom  they  have  deeply  revolted, 
0  children  of  Israel ! 

7  For  in  that  day  shall  a  man  cast  away  his  idols  of  silver. 
And  his  idols  of  gold, 

Which  your  own  hands  have  made— y(M^  sin. 

8  llien  shall  the  Assyrian  fall  by  a  sword  of  one  not  man ; 
And  a  sword  of  one  not  human  shall  devour  him  : 

He  shall  flee  before  the  sword, 

And  his  young  men  shall  be  for  tribute. 

9  Through  terror  shall  he  pass  by  his  rock-stronghold^ 
And  his  princes  shall  be  afraid  at  every  banner, 
Saith  Jehovah,  whose  light  is  in  Zion, 

And  whose  fire  is  in  Jerusalem. 

1      CHAP.  XXXII.— Behold,  a  king  shall  reign  in 
righteousness, 

And  princes  shall  rule  with  justice. 
3  And  they  shall  each  be  as  a  hiding-place  from  the  wind, 

And  a  covert  from  the  tempest ; 

As  channels  of  water  in  a  dry  place. 

As  the  shadow  of  a  great  rock  in  a  weary  land. 

3  The  eyes  of  them  that  see  shall  not  be  dim. 
And  the  ears  of  them  that  hear  shall  attend. 

4  The  heart  also  of  the  rash  shall  gain  knowledge, 

And  the  tongue  of  stammerers  hasten  to  speak  plainly. 

5  No  more  shall  the  fool  be  called  noble. 
Nor  the  fraudulent  be  said  to  be  generous. 

6  For  the  fool  speaketh  foolishness. 
And  his  heart  worketh  iniquity, 

To  work  impiety,  and  to  utter  error  against  Jehovah, 
To  make  empty  the  soul  of  the  hungry, 
And  cause  the  drink  of  the  thirsty  to  fail. 

7  The  instruments  also  of  the  fraudulent  are  evil ; 
He  deviseth  craftily, 

To  destroy  the  poor  with  lying  words. 
Even  when  the  needy  pleadeth  a  just  cause. 

8  But  the  noble  deviseth  noble  things ; 
And  by  noble  things  shall  he  stand. 

9  Ye  careless  women,  arise  and  hear  my  voice. 
Ye  confident  daughters,  give  ear  unto  my  speech !

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One  year  more,  and  the  confident  shall  be  troubled ;  lo 

For  the  vintage  shall  fail,  the  fruit-gathering  shall  not  come. 

Tremble,  ye  careless ;  be  troubled,  ye  confident !  a 

Strip  you,  and  make  you  bare. 

And  gird  sackcloth  upon  your  loins, 

Smiting  upon  yowr  breasts  for  the  pleasant  fields^  12 

For  the  fruit-bearing  vine  ! 

Upon  the  land  of  my  people  thorns  and  briers  shall  come  up,  13 
Yea,  upon  all  the  houses  of  joy  in  the  rejoicing  city. 
For  the  palaces  shall  be  forsaken;  u

Exalted  is  Jehovah,  for  he  dwelleth  on  high ;  6

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Abundance  of  salvation,  wisdom  and  knowledge : 
The  fear  of  Jehovali,  that  is  his  treasure. 

7  Behold,  their  valiant  ones  cry  witbovl, 
The  messengers  o!  peace  weep  bitterly.

He  hath  broken  the  covenant,  he  hatih  despised  the  cities.

Now  vrill  I  be  exalted,  now  will  I  lift  myself  up. 

11  Ye  shall  concave  chaff,  ye  shall  bring  forth  stubble : 
Your  own  spirit,  as  a  fire,  shall  devour  you ; 

12  And  the  peoples  shall  be  as  burning  lime ; 

As  thorns  cut  o£^  they  shall  be  burned  up  wi&  fire. 

13  Hear,  ye  that  are  far  off,  what  I  have  done ;

15  He  that  walketh  righteously,  and  speaketh  uprightly  ;

That  shaketh  his  hands  from  talcing  a  bribe, 
That  stoppeth  his  ears  not  to  hear  of  blood, 
And  shutteth  his  eves  not  to  look  on  evil ; 

16  He  shall  dwell  on  nigh. 

The  summits  of  rocks  shall  be  his  refuge. 

His  bread  shall  be  given,  his  wator  shall  be  secure. 

17  Thine  eyes  shall  see  the  king  in  his  beauty ; 
They  shall  behold  the  land  in  its  distant  parts. 

18  Thy  heart  shall  iheditate  on  the  terror : 

Where  is  he  that  counted  ? 

Where  is  he  that  weighed  ? 

Where  is  he  that  counted  the  towers  ? 
If  The  fierce  people  tbou  shalt  not  see, 

A  people  of  obscure  speech,  not  to  be  understood. 
That  stammereth  with  the  tongue,  unintelligibly. 

20      Look  upon  Zion,  the  city  of  our  solemnities ; 

K  2 
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Thine  eyes  shall  see  Jerosalem  a  tranquil  habitation^ 

A  tent  that  shall  not  be  taken  down ; 

The  stakes  thereof  shall  not  be  pulled  up  for  ever. 

Neither  shall  any  of  its  cords  be  broken. 

But  there  shall  Jehovah  be  our  mighty  defence,  i\ 

As  a  place  of  streams  and  broad  rivers. 

Therein  shall  go  no  galley  with  oars. 

Neither  shall  mighty  ship  pass  over  it. 

For  Jehovah  is  our  judge,  Jehovah  is  our  lawgiver,  m 

Jehovah  is  our  king ;  He  shall  save  us. 

Thy  cords  hang  loose,  as 

They  hold  not  firm  the  place  of  their  mast; 
They  spread  not  out  the  flag. 

Then  shall  the  prey  of  the  spoil  be  divided  abundantly; 
The  lame  shall  seise  the  spoil.  24 

And  no  inhabitant  shall  say,  I  am  sick : 
The  people  that  dwell  therein  shall  be  forgiven  their  iniquity. 

CHAP.  XXXIV. — Come  near,  ye  nations,  to  hear,  1 

And  attend,  ye  peoples  ! 
Let  the  earth  hear,  and  all  that  is  therein ; 
The  world,  and  all  things  that  come  forth  of  it. 
For  the  indignation  of  Jehovah  is  upon  all  the  nations,  2 

And  Ms  anger  upon  all  their  armies  : 
He  hath  devoted  them  to  destruction. 
He  hath  deUvered  them  to  the  slaughter. 
Their  slain  also  shall  be  cast  out,  3 

And  their  stench  shall  come  up  out  of  their  carcases^ 
And  the  mountains  shall  be  melted  with  their  blood. 
And  all  the  host  of  heaven  shall  be  dissolved,  4 

And  the  heavens  shall  be  rolled  together  as  a  scroll : 
And  all  their  host  shall  fade. 
As  a  leaf  fadeth  from  the  vine. 
And  as  a  fig  fading  from  the  fig  tree. 

For  my  sword  shall  be  bathed  in  heaven :  5 

Behold,  it  shall  come  down  upon  £dom, 
And  upon  the  people  whom  I  curse,  to  judgment. 
The  sword  of  Jehovah  is  filled  with  blood,  6 

It  is  soaked  with  fat ; 
With  the  blood  of  lambs  and  goats. 
With  the  fat  of  the  kidneys  of  rams : 
For  Jehovah  hath  a  sacrifice  iu  Bosrah, 
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And  a  great  slaughter  in  the  land  of  Edom. 

7  And  the  buffaloes  shall  be  brought  down  with  them^ 
And  the  bullocks  with  the  bulls ; 

And  their  land  shall  be  bathed  in  bloody 
And  their  dust  soaked  with  fat. 

8  For  a  day  of  vengeance  hath  Jehovah^ 

A  year  of  recompences,  for  the  defence  of  Zion. 

9  And  their  streams  shall  be  turned  into  pitchy 
And  their  dust  into  brimstone ; 

Yea,  their  land  shall  become  burning  pitch. 

10  It  shall  not  be  quenched,  night  nor  day ; 
The  smoke  thereof  shall  go  up  for  ever : 

From  generation  to  generation  it  shall  lie  waste ; 

None  shall  pass  through  it  for  ever  and  ever, 
n  But  the  cormorant  and  the  bittern  shall  possess  it ; 

The  heron  also  and  the  raven  shall  dwell  in  it : 

And  he  shall  stretch  out  over  it  the  measuring-line  of  desolation. 

And  the  plummet-stones  of  emptiness. 
13  They  shall  call  the  nobles  thereof  to  the  kingdom. 

But  none  shall  be  there,  and  all  her  princes  shall  be  nothing. 

13  And  thorns  shall  come  up  in  her  palaces. 
Nettles  and  brambles  in  the  fortresses  thereof; 
And  it  shall  be  a  haunt  of  jackals, 

A  gathering -place  of  ostriches. 

14  There  wild  beasts  of  the  desert  and  howling  beasts  shall 

meet. 
And  shaggy  creatures  shall  cry  to  one  another ; 
There  also  shall  the  night-spectre  settle. 
And  find  for  herself  a  place  of  rest. 
16  There  shall  the  arrow-snake  make  her  nest  and  lay, 
And  brood  over  her  young,  and  cherish  them  in  her  shadow : 
There  shall  the  vultures  also  be  gathered. 
Every  one  with  her  mate. 

16  Seek  ye  out  of  the  book  of  Jehovah,  and  read : 
No  one  of  these  shall  fail,  none  shall  miss  her  mate ; 
For  His  mouth  itself  hath  commanded. 

And  his  spirit  it  hath  gathered  them. 

17  And  he  hath  cast  the  lot  for  them, 

And  his  hand  hath  divided  it  for  them  with  the  measuring- 
line: 
They  shall  possess  it  for  ever, 
From  generation  to  generation  shall  they  dwell  therein. 
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CHAP.  XXXV. — The  wilderness  and  the  parched  groond  i 
shall  be  glad  for  them ; 
And  the  desert  shall  rejoice^  and  blossom  as  the  rose : 
It  shall  blossom  abimdantlyi  and  rejoice^  2 

Even  with  joy  and  singing. 
The  glory  of  Lebanon  shall  be  given  unto  it^ 
The  excellency  of  Garmd  and  Sharon ; 
These  shall  dee  the  glory  of  Jehovah, 
The  excellency  of  our  God. 

Strengthen  ye  the  weak  hands,  3 

And  make  firm  the  feeble  knees : 

Say  to  them  that  are  of  a  fearful  heart,  4 

Be  strong,  fear  not ;  behold  your  God ! 
Vengeance  shall  come,  the  retribution  of  God ; 
He  himself  will  come  and  save  you. 

Then  the  eyes  of  the  bUnd  shall  be  opened,  5 

And  the  ean  of  the  deaf  shall  be  unstopped ; 
Then  shall  the  lame  leap  as  a  hart,  6 

And  the  tongue  of  the  dumb  shall  sing : 
For  in  the  ^demess  shall  waters  break  out. 
And  torrents  in  the  desert. 

And  the  glowing  sand  shall  become  a  pool,  7 

And  the  thirsty  soil  springs  of  water : 
The  haunt  of  jackals,  where  each  lay. 
Shall  be  a  place  for  reeds  and  rushes. 

And  a  highway  shall  be  there,  and  a  way,  s 

And  it  shall  be  called  The  way  of  holiness ; 
The  unclean  shall  not  pass  over  it,  but  it  shall  be  far  thea ; 
Wayfaring  men,  though  fools,  shall  not  err  therein. 
No  lion  shall  be  there,  9 

Nor  shall  any  ravenous  beast  go  up  thereon ; 
It  shall  not  be  found  there ; 
But  the  redeemed  shall  walk  there  : 

And  the  ransomed  of  Jehovah  shall  return,  h> 

And  come  to  Zion  with  songs, 
And  everlasting  joy  upon  their  heads ; 
They  shall  obtain  gladness  and  joy. 
And  sorrow  and  sighing  shall  flee  away. 

CHAP.  XXXVI. — Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fourteenth  i 
year  of  king  Hezekiah,  that  Sennacherib  king  of  Assyria 
came  up  against  all  the  fortified  cities  of  Judah,  and  took  tbieDA. 
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2  And  the  king  of  Assyria  sent  Rabshakeh  from  Lachish  to 
Jernsalem  unto  king  Hezekiah,  with  a  great  anny:  and  he 
stood  by  the  conduit  of  the  upper  pool  in  the  highway  of  the 

3  fuller^s  field.  Then  came  forth  unto  him  Eliakim^  Hilkiah's 
son^  who  was  over  the  household^  and  Shebna  the  secretary^ 
and  Joah^  Asaph's  son,  the  remembrancer. 

4  And  Babshakeh  said  unto  them^  '^  Say  ye  now  to  Hezekiah^ 
Thus  saith  the  great  king,  the  king  of  Assyria,  What  trust  is 

5  this  wherein  thou  trustest  ?  Thou  speakest  only  vain  words^ 
utyingy  I  have  counsel  and  strength  for  war :  now  on  whom 

€  dost  thou  trust,  that  thou  rebellest  against  me  ?  Lo,  thou 
trustest  in  the  staff  of  this  broken  reed,  in  Egypt ;  whereon 
if  a  man  lean,  it  will  go  intp  his  hand,  and  pierce  it :  so  is 

7  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt  to  all  that  trust  in  him.  But  if  thou 
say  to  me^  We  trust  in  Jehovah  our  God :  is  it  not  he,  whose 
high  places  and  altars  Hezekiah  hath  taken  away,  and  hath 
said  to  Judah  and  to  Jerusalem,  Ye  shall  worship  before  this 

8  altar  ?  Now  therefore  give  a  pledge,  I  pray  thee,  to  my  master 
the  king  of  Assyria,  and  I  will  give  thee  two  thousand  horses, 

9  if  thou  be  able  on  thy  part  to  set  riders  upon  them.  How 
then  wilt  thou  turn  back  the  face  of  one  captain,  of  the 
least  of  my  master's  servants,  and  put  thy  trust  in  Egypt 

le  for  chariots  and  for  horsemen  ?  And  now  am  I  come  xm 
without  Jehovah  against  this  land  to  destroy  it  f  Jehovah 
hath  said  unto  me,  6o  up  against  this  land,  and  destroy  it.'' 

11  Then  said  Eliakim  and  Shebna  and  Joah  unto  Rabshakdi, 
"  Speak,  we  pray  thee,  unto  thy  servants  in  the  Aramsean 
language,  for  we  understand  it ;  and  speak  not  to  us  in  the 
Jewish  language,  in  the  ears  of  the  people  that  are  on  the 

13  wall.''  But  Rabshakeh  said,  "  Hath  my  master  sent  me  to 
thy  master  and  to  thee  to  speak  these  words  ?  hath  he  not 
unt  me  to  the  men  that  sit  upon  the  wall  to  eat  their  own 
dung,  and  drink  their  own  water  with  you  ?  " 

IS  Then  Rabshakeh  stood,  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice  in  the 
Jewish  language,  and  said,  ^^  Hear  ye  the  words  of  the  great 

14  king,  the  king  of  Assyria.  Thus  saith  the  king.  Let  not 
Hesddah  deceive  you;  for  he  will  not  be  able  to  deliver  you. 

15  Neither  let  Hezekiah  make  you  trust  in  Jehovah,  sayings 
Jehovah  will  surely  deliver  us ;  this  city  shall  not  be  given 

16  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Assyria.  Hearken  not  to  He- 
zekiah ;  for  thus  saith  the  king  of  Assyria,  Make  peace  with 
me,  and  come  out  to  me :  and  eat  ye  every  man  of  his  vine.

and  every  one  of  his  fig  tree,  and  drink  ye  every  man  of  the 
waters  of  his  ovm  cistern ;  until  I  come  and  take  you  away  17 
to  a  land  like  your  own  land,  a  land  of  com  and  wine,  a  land 
of  bread  and  vineyards.  Beware  lest  Hezekiah  persuade  you,  is 
saying,   Jehovah  will  deliver  us.      Have  the  gods  of   the 
nations  delivered  each  his  land  out  of  the  hand  of  the  king 
of  Assyria  ?     Where  are  the  gods  of  Hamath  and  Arphad  ?  19 
where  are  the  gods  of  Sepharvaiin  ?  and  have  they  delivered 
Samaria  out  of  my  hand  ?     Who,  among  all  the  gods  of  these  90 
lands,  have  delivered  their  land  out  of  my  hand,  that  Jehovah 
should  deliver  Jerusalem  out  of  my  hand  ? '' 

But  they  held  their  peace,  and  answered  him  not  a  word ;  n 
for  that  was  the  king's  command,   saying,  ^^  Answer  him 
not.'' 

Then   came   Eliakim,  Hilkiah's  son,  who  was   over  the  23 
household,  and  Shebna  the  secretary,  and  Joah,  Asaph's  son, 
the  remembrancer,  to  Hezekiah  with  their  clothes  rent,  and 
told  him  the  words  of  Rabshakeh. 

CHAP.  XXXVIl. — And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  king  1 
Hezekiah  heard  them,  that  he  rent  his  clothes,  and  covered 
himself  with  sackcloth,  and  went  into  the  house  of  Jehovah. 
And  he  sent  Eliakim,  who  was  over  the  household,  and  Shebna  2 
the  secretary,  and  the  elders  of  the  priests,  covered  with  sack- 
cloth, unto  Isaiah  the  prophet  the  son  of  Amoz.     And  they  s 
said  unto  him,  ^^  Thus  saith  Hezekiah,  This  day  is  a  day  of 
distress,  and  of  rebuke,  and  of  reviling ;  for  the  children  are 
come  to  the  birth,  and  there  is  not  strength  to  bring  forth. 
It  may  be  Jehovah  thy  Gk>d  will  hear  the  words  of  Rabshakeh,  4 
whom  the  king  of  Assyria  his  master  hath  sent  to  reproach 
the  living  God,  and  will  reprove  the  words  which  Jehovah  thy 
(Jod  hath  heard :  wherefore  oflFer  thou  a  prayer  for  the  rem- 
nant that  is  left."  5 

So  the  servants  of  the  king  Hezekiah  came  to  Isaiah.  And  6 
Isaiah  said  unto  them,  '^  Thus  shall  ye  say  unto  your  master^ 
Thus  saith  Jehovah,  Be  not  afraid  because  of  the  words  that 
thou  hast  heard,  wherewith  the  servants  of  the  king  of  Assyria 
have  blasphemed  me.  Behold,  I  will  put  in  him  a  spirit,  7 
and  he  shall  hear  a  report,  and  return  to  his  own  land ;  and 
I  will  cause  him  to  fall  by  the  sword  in  his  own  land." 

So  Rabshakeh  returned,  and  found  the  king  of  Assyria  a 
warring  against  Libnah ;  for  he  had  heard  that  he  was  de- 
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9  parted  from  Lachish.  And  he  heard  it  said  concerning  Tir- 
nakah  king  of  Ethiopia,  ^'  He  is  come  forth  to  make  war  with 

10  thee/'  And  when  he  heard  it^  he  sent  messengers  to  Heze- 
kiah^  saying,  ''Thus  shall  ye  speak  to  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah, 
saying,  Let  not  thy  God,  in  whom  thou  trustest,  deceive  thee, 
saying,  Jerusalem  shall  not  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the 

u  king  of  Assyria.  Behold,  thou  hast  heard  what  the  kings  of 
Assyria  have  done  to  all  lands  by  destroying  them  utterly ;  and 

13  thou,  shalt  thou  be  delivered  ?  Have  the  gods  of  the  nations 
which  my  fathers  have  destroyed  delivered  them  ?  Gozan, 
and  Haran,  and  Rezeph,  and  the  Children  of  Eden  who 

13  were  in  Telassar  ?  Where  is  the  king  of  Hamath,  and  the 
king  of  Arphad,  and  the  king  of  the  city  of  Sepharvaim^ 
of  Hena,  and  Ivah  ?  '^ 

14  And  Hezekiah  received  the  letter  from  the  hand  of  the 
messengers,  and  read  it ;  and  Hezekiah  went  up  unto  the 

15  house  of  Jehovah,  and  spread  it  before  Jehovah.  And 
Hesekiah   prayed  unto   Jehovah,  saying,   "0   Jehovah  of 

16  hosts,  God  of  Israel,  who  sittest  above  the  cherubim,  thou 
art  Gfod,  even  thou  alone,  of  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth ; 

17  thou  hast  made  the  heavens  and  the  earth.  Incline  thine 
ear,  O  Jehovah,  and  hear ;  open  thine  eyes,  0  Jehovah,  and 
see :  and  hear  all  *the  words  of  Sennacherib,  which  he  hath 

18  Bent,  to  reproach  the  living  God.  Of  a  truth,  0  Jehovah,  the 
kings  of  Assyria  have  laid  waste  all  the  nations,  and  their 

19  countries,  and  have  cast  their  gods  into  the  fire :  for  they 
were  no  gods,  but  the  work  of  men's  hands,  wood  and  stone ; 

20  therefore  they  have  destroyed  them.  Now  therefore,  0 
Jehovah,  our  God,  save  us  from  his  hand,  that  all  the  king- 
doms of  the  earth  may  know  that  thou  art  Jehovah,  even 
thou  only.'' 

21  Then  Isaiah  the  son  of  Amoz  sent  unto  Hezekiah,  saying. 
Thus  saith  Jehovah  God  of  Israel,  Whereas  thou  hast  prayed 

23  to  me  against  Sennacherib  king  of  Assyria,  this  is  the  word 
which  Jehovah  hath  spoken  concerning  him : 

The  virgin  daughter  of  Zion  despiseth  thee. 
She  scometh  thee ; 

The  daughter  of  Jerusalem  shaketh  her  head  at  thee. 
33  Whom  hast  thou  reproached  and  blasphemed  ? 
And  against  whom  hast  thou  lifted  up  iky  voice. 
And  raised  thine  eyes  on  high  ? 
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Against  the  Holy  One  of  Israel ! 

By  thy  servants  thou  hast  reproached  the  Lord^  and  said^       24 

With  the  multitude  of  my  chariots  am  I  come  up  to  the 

height  of  the  mountains^ 
To  the  recesses  of  Lebanon ; 

And  I  will  cut  down  its  lofty  cedars^  its  choicest  fir-trees ; 
And  I  will  go  to  its  extreme  height^  its  thickest  forest : 
I  have  digged^  and  drunk  water ;  25 

And  with  the  sole  of  my  feet  will  I  dry  up  all  the  canals  of 
Egypt. 

Hast  thou  not  heard  long  ago^  26 

That  I  have  done  it  from  ancient  times,  and  prepared  it  ? 
Now  have  I  brought  it  to  pass, 
That  thou  shouldest  lay  waste  fortified  cities, 
And  make  them  ruinous  heaps. 

And  their  inhabitants  are  of  small  strength,  27 

They  are  dismayed  and  confounded ; 
They  are  as  the  herbage  of  the  field,  and  the  green  grass. 
The  grass  of  the  house-tops ; 
And  as  com  blasted  before  it  be  grown  up. 
Thus  I  know  thy  sitting-down,  and  thy  going-out,  and  thy  28 

coming-in, 
And  thy  raging  against  me. 

Because  thy  raging  against  me,  and  thy  presumption,  29 

Hove  come  up  into  mine  ears, 
Therefore  have  I  put  my  hook  in  thy  nose. 
And  my  bridle  in  thy  lips, 

And  I  will  turn  thee  back  in  the  way  by  which  thou  hast 
come. 

And  this  shall  be  the  sign  to  thee :  30 

Eat  this  year  what  groweth  of  itself; 
And  in  the  second  year  what  springeth  of  the  same : 
And  in  the  third  year  sow  ye,  and  reap. 
And  plant  vineyards,  and  eat  the  fruit  thereof. 
And  the  escaped  of  the  house  of  Judah  that  are  left  31 

Shall  again  take  root  downward,  and  bear  fruit  upward  : 
For  out  of  Jerusalem  shall  go  forth  a  remnant,  32 

And  the  escaped  out  of  mount  Zion : 
The  zeal  of  Jehovah  of  hosts  shall  do  this. 

Therefore  thus   saith   Jehovah   concerning  the   king  ofss 
Assyria, 
He  shall  not  come  into  this  city. 
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Nor  ahoot  an  arrow  there. 

Nor  come  before  it  with  the  shield^ 

Nor  cast  up  a  mound  against  it. 

34  By  the  way  that  he  came,  by  the  same  shall  he  return, 
And  into  this  city  shall  he  not  come^  saith  Jehovah. 

35  Thus  will  I  defend  this  city  to  save  it, 

For  mine  own  sake,  and  for  the  sake  of  David  my  serviait. 

36  And  the  angel  of  Jehovah  went  forth,  and  smote  in  the 
camp  of  the  Assyrians  a  hundred  and  eighty-five  thou- 
sand ;  and  when  they  arose  early  in  the  mornings  behold,  all 

37  of  these  were  dead  corpses.  So  Sennacherib  king  of  Assyria 
departed,  and  went,  and  returned,  and  dwelt  at  Nineveh. 

38  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  was  worshipping  in  the  house  o£ 
Nisroch  his  god,  that  Adrammelech  and  Sharezer  his  sons 
smote  him  with  the  sword ;  and  they  escaped  into  the  land 
of  Ararat :  and  Esar-haddon  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead. 

1  CHAP.  XXXVIIL— In  those  days  was  Heeekiah  sick 
unto  death.  And  Isaiah  the  prophet  the  son  of  Amoz  came 
unto  him,  and  said  unto  him,  ''Thus  saith  Jehovah,  Set 

a  thy  house  in  order;  for  thou  sbalt  die,  and  not  live.''  Hen 
Hezekiah  turned  his  face  toward  the  wall,  and  prayed  unto 

3  Jehovah,  and  said, ''  Remember  now,  0  Jehovah,  i  beseedi 
thee,  how  I  have  walked  before  thee  in  truth  and  with  a 
perfect  heart,  and  have  done  that  which  is  good  in  thy 
sight.'*     And  Hezekiah  wept  sorely. 

4  Then  came  the  word  of  Jehovah  to  Isaiah,  saying,  "  Go, 
A  and  say  to  Hezekiah,  Thus  saith  Jehovah,  the  Grod  of  David 

thy  fatner,  I  have  heard  thy  prayer,  I  have  seen  thy  tears : 

6  behold,  I  will  add  unto  thy  days  fifteen  years.  And  I  will 
deliver  thee  and  this  city  out  of  the  band  of  the  king  of 

7  Assyria :  and  I  will  defend  this  city.  And  this  shall  be  the 
sign  unto  thee  from  Jehovah  that  Jehovah  will  do  this  thing 

8  that  he  hath  spoken ;  Behold,  I  will  turn  back  the  shadow 
of  the  degrees,  which  is  gone  down  in  the  sun-dial  of  Ahaz, 
ten  degrees  backward."  So  the  sun  returned  ten  degrees, 
by  which  degrees  it  was  gone  down. 

9  The  writing  of  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah,  when  he  had  been 
flick,  and  was  recovered  from  his  sickness : 

10      I  said. 

Id  my  dayi  of  quietness  I  shall  go  to  the  gates  of  the  grave; 
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son  of  Baladan  king  of  Babylon^  sent  letters  and  a  present  to 
Hezekiah :  for  lie  had  heard  that  he  had  been  sick,  and  was 
3  recovered.  And  Hezekiah  was  glad  on  account  of  them^  and 
showed  the  ambassadors  his  store-house,  the  silver,  and  the 
gold,  and  the  spices,  and  the  precious  oil,  and  all  his  armoury, 
and  all  that  was  found  in  his  treasures :  there  was  nothing 
in  his  house,  nor  in  all  his  dominion,  that  Hezekiah  showed 
tbem  not. 

3  Then  came  Isaiah  the  prophet  unto  king  Hezekiah,  and 
said  unto  him,  ''  What  said  these  men  ?  and  from  whence 

4  came  they  unto  thee  ?  *'  And  Hezekiah  said,  "  They  are 
come  from  a  far  country  unto  me,  even  from  Babylon.'*

Have  ye  not  understood  the  foundations  of  the  earth  f 

22  li  is  he  that  sitteth  upon  the  circle  of  the  earth. 
And  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  as  grasshoppers ; 
That  stretcheth  out  the  heavens  as  a  curtain. 
And  spreadeth  them  out  as  a  tent  to  dwell  in : 

23  That  bringeth  princes  to  nothing. 

That  maketh  the  judges  of  the  earth  as  vanity. 

24  Yea,  hardly  are  they  planted,  hardly  are  they  sown. 
Hardly  hath  their  stock  taken  root  in  the  earth, 
When  he  also  bloweth  upon  them,  and  they  wi^er.

And  who  of  his  generation  considereth 

That  he  was  cut  off  out  of  the  land  of  the  living 

For  the  transgression  of  my  people,  stricken  for  them  ? 

9  And  they  gave  him  his  grave  with  the  wicked. 
And  with  the  ungodly,  in  his  death; 
Although  he  had  done  no  violence. 
Neither  was  any  deceit  in  his  mouth  : 

\o  Thus  it  pleased  Jehovah  to  bruise  him,  and  to  afflict  him. 

Although  his  soul  maketh  an  offering  for  sin. 
He  shall  see  his  seed,  he  shall  prolong  his  days, 
And  the  pleasure  of  Jehovah  shall  prosper  in  his  hand. 

11  Free  from  the  travail  of  his  soul. 
He  shall  see  and  be  satisfied : 

By  his  knowledge  my  righteous  servant  shall  make  many 

righteous. 
For  he  shall  bear  their  iniquities. 

12  Therefore  will  I  give  him  a  portion  with  the  greatj 
And  he  shall  divide  the  spoil  with  the  strong ; 
Because  he  hath  poured  out  his  soul  unto  death. 
And  was  numbered  with  the  transgressors ; 

For  he  bare  the  sin  of  many, 

And  made  intercession  for  the  transgressors. 

I       CHAP.  LIV.— Sing,  0  barren,  that  didst  not  bear; 

Break  forth  into  singing,  and  cry  aloud. 

Thou  that  didst  not  travail; 

For  more  are  the  children  of  the  desolate  one 

Than  the  children  of  the  married  wife,  saith  Jehovah. 
9  Enlarge  the  place  of  thy  tent. 

And  let  the  curtains  of  thy  habitations  stretch  forth. 
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Spare  them  not,  lengthen  thy  cords, 
And  make  firm  thy  stakes ; 

For  thou  shalt  burst  forth,  3 

On  the  right  hand  and  on  the  left ; 
And  thy  seed  shall  inherit  the  nations. 
And  make  the  deserted  cities  to  be  inhabited. 
Fear  thou  not,  for  thou  shalt  not  be  ashamed ;  4 

Neither  be  thou  confounded. 
For  thou  shalt  not  be  put  to  shame : 
For  thou  shalt  forget  the  shame  of  thy  youth. 
And  shalt  not  remember  the  reproach  of  thy  widowhood  any 
more. 
For  thy  Maker  is  thy  husband;  5 

Jehovah  of  hosts  is  his  name ; 
And  thy  Redeemer  the  Holy  One  of  Israel ; 
The  God  of  the  whole  earth  shall  he  be  called. 
For  Jehovah  hath  recalled  thee ;  6 

As  a  wife  forsaken  and  lonely  in  spirit, 
And  as  the  wife  of  one^s  youth, 
Though  thou  hast  been  rejected,  saith  thy  God. 
For  a  little  moment  have  I  forsaken  thee,     •  7 

But  with  great  mercies  will  I  take  thee  back. 
In  sudden  wrath  I  hid  my  face  from  thee  for  a  moment ;        s 
But  with  everlasting  kindness  will  I  have  mercy  on  thee, 
Saith  Jehovah  thy  Redeemer. 

For  as  the  waters  of  Noah  shall  this  be  unto  me  :  9 

As  when  I  sware  that  the  waters  of  Noah  should  no  more 

pass  over  the  earth ; 
So  have  I  sworn  that  I  will  not  be  wroth  with  thee  agairiy 
Nor  rebuke  thee. 

For  the  mountains  shall  depart,  and  the  hills  be  shaken,        10 
But  my  kindness  shall  not  depart  from  thee, 
Neither  shall  the  covenant  of  my  peace  be  shaken, 
Saith  Jehovah  who  hath  mercy  on  thee. 

0  thou  afflicted,  tempest -tossed,  disconsolate,  11 

Behold,  I  will  lay  thy  stones  in  vermilion, 
And  thy  foundations  with  sapphires. 

And  I  will  make  thy  battlements  of  rubies,  is 

And  thy  gates  of  carbuncles, 
And  all  thy  borders  of  precious  stones. 
And  all  thy  children  shall  be  taught  of  Jehovah,  is 
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And  great  shall  be  the  peace  of  thy  children. 

14  In  righteousness  shalt  thou  be  established : 

Far  be  thou  from  anxiety,  for  thou  shalt  have  no  fear : 
And  from  terror,  for  it  shall  not  come  near  thee. 

15  Behold,  if  any  be  leagued  against  thee. 
It  cometh  not  from  me ; 

Whoever  shall  league  against  thee  shall  fall  before  thee. 

16  Behold,  I  create  the  workman  that  bloweth  up  the  coals 

into  a  fire, 
And  bringeth  forth  the  weapon  for  its  work ; 
And  I  create  the  destroyer  to  lay  waste. 

17  No  weapon  that  is  foimed  against  thee  shall  prosper ; 

And  every  tongue  that  riseth  against  thee  in  judgment  thou 

shalt  refute. 
This  is  the  heritage  of  the  servants  of  Jehovah, 
And  the   reward   of  their   righteousness  from    me,   saith 

Jehovah. 

1      CHAP.  LV. — Ho,  every  one  that  thirsteth, 

Come  ye  to  the  waters ; 

And  he  that  hath  no  money,  come  ye,  buy,  and  eat ; 

Yea,  come,  buy  wine  and  milk, 

Without  money  and  without  price. 
3  Wherefore  do  ye  spend  money  for  that  which  is  not  bread  ? 

And  your  labour  for  that  which  satisfieth  not  ? 

Hearken  diligently  unto  me,  and  eat  ye  what  is  good. 

And  let  your  soul  delight  itself  in  fatness. 

3  Incline  your  ear,  and  come  unto  me ; 
Hear,  and  your  soul  shall  live  ; 

And  I  will  make  an  everlasting  covenant  with  you, 
Even  the  sure  mercies  of  David. 

4  Behold,  I  gave  him  to  be  a  lawgiver  to  the  peoples, 
A  leader  and  commander  to  the  peoples : 

5  Behold,  even  so  shalt  thou  call  a  nation  that  thou  knowest 

not, 
And  nations  that  knew  not  thee  shall  run  unto  thee, 
For  the  sake  of  Jehovah  thy  God, 
And  for  the  Holy  One  of  Israel, 
Because  he  hath  glorified  thee. 

6  Seek  ye  Jehovah  while  he  may  be  found, 
Call  ye  upon  him  while  he  is  near :

For  my  thoughts  are  not  your  thoughts,  s

So  are  my  ways  higher  than  your  ways. 

And  my  thoughts  than  your  thoughts. 

For  as  the  rain  cometh  down,  and  the  snow  from  heaven,        10 

And  retumeth  not  thither,  but  watereth  the  earth, 

And  maketh  it  bring  forth  and  bud. 

That  it  may  give  seed  to  the  sower,  and  bread  to  the  eater : 

So  shall  my  word  be  that  goeth  forth  out  of  my  mouth;        11 

It  shall  not  return  unto  me  void. 

But  shall  accomplish  that  which  I  please. 

And  shall  prosper  in  the  thing  whereto  I  have  sent  it. 

For  ye  shall  go  out  with  joy,  and  be  led  forth  with  peace ;      n 

The  mountains  and  the  hills  shall  break  forth  before  you 

into  singing. 
And  all  the  trees  of  the  field  shall  clap  their  hands. 
Instead  of  the  thorn-bush  shall  come  up  the  fir-tree,  is 

And  instead  of  the  brier  shall  come  up  the  myrtle; 
And  it  shall  be  to  Jehovah  for  a  name. 
For  an  everlasting  sign,  which  shall  not  be  cut  o£f. 

CHAP.  LVI.— Thus  saith  Jehovah,  1 

Observe  ye  justice,  and  do  righteousness; 
For  my  salvation  is  near  to  come. 
And  my  deliverance  to  be  revealed. 

Blessed  is  the  man  that  doeth  this,  3 

And  the  son  of  man  that  layeth  hold  on  it. 
That  keepeth  the  sabbath  so  as  not  to  profane  it, 
And  keepeth  his  hand  from  doing  any  evil. 

Neither  let  the  son  of  the  stranger,  .s 

That  hath  joined  himself  to  Jehovah,  speak,  saying, 
Jehovah  hath  utterly  separated  me  from  his  people : 
Neither  let  the  eunuch  say.  Behold,  I  am  a  dry  tree. 
For  thus  saith  Jehovah  unto  the  eunuchs  that   keep  my  4 
sabbaths. 
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And  choose  the  things  that  please  me, 
And  hold  fast  by  my  covenant ; 

5  Even  unto  them  will  I  give  in  my  house. 
And  within  my  walls, 

A  memorial  and  a  name  better  than  sons  and  daughters ; 
I  will  give  them  an  everlasting  name. 
That  shall  not  be  cut  off. 

6  Also  the  sons  of  the  stranger, 

That  join  themselves  to  Jehovah,  to  serve  him. 
And  to  love  the  name  of  Jehovah,  to  be  his  servants, 
Every  one  that  keepeth  the  sabbath,  so  as  not  to  profane  it. 
And  holdeth  fast  by  my  covenant, 

7  Even  them  will  I  bring  to  my  holy  mountain. 
And  make  them  rejoice  in  my  house  of  prayer : 

Their  burnt-offerings  and  their  sacrifices  shall  be  accepted 

upon  mine  altar ; 
For  my  house  shall  be  called  a  house  of  prayer 
For  all  the  peoples. 

8  Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah,  he  who  gathereth  the  outcasts  of 

Israel : 
I  will  yet  gather  others  to  him,  beside  his  own  gathered  ones. 

9  All  ye  beasts  of  the  field,  come  to  devour. 
Yea,  all  ye  beasts  of  the  forest. 

10  His  watchmen  are  all  blind,  they  know  nothing, 
They  are  all  dumb  dogs,, they  cannot  bark; 
Dreaming,  lying  down,  loving  to  slumber. 

11  Yet,  they  are  greedy  dogs  which  cannot  be  satisfied; 
And  the  shepherds  themselves  cannot  understand : 
They  all  turn  their  own  way. 

Each  man  to  his  gain,  on  every  side, 
19  Saying,  Come  ye,  let  me  fetch  wine. 

And  let  us  fill  ourselves  with  strong  drink ; 
And  to-morrow  shall  be  as  to-day,  and  even  much  more 
abundant. 

1       CHAP.  \Nll.—Thus  the  righteous  perisheth. 

And  no  man  layeth  it  to  heart ; 

And  merciful  men  are  taken  away. 

While  none  considereth  that  for  the  evil  of  others 

The  righteous  is  taken  away. 
9  He  entereth  into  peace; 

They  rest  in  their  beds. 
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Each  one  who  walketh  in  his  aprightness. 

But  draw  near  hither,  ye  sons  of  the  sorceress,  s 

Ye  seed  of  the  adulterer  and  the  harlot ! 
Against  whom  do  ye  sport  yourselves  ?  4 

Against  whom  do  ye  make  wide  the  mouth. 
And  put  out  the  tongue  ? 
Are  ye  not  the  offspring  of  transgression, 
A  seed  of  falsehood, 

Who  enflame  yourselves  with  idols  under  every  green  tree,     5 
Who  slay  children  in  the  valleys. 
Under  the  cliffs  of  the  rocks  ? 

Among  the  smooth  stones  of  the  valley  is  thy  portion ;       6 
These,  these  are  thy  lot : 
To  them  also  hast  thou  poured  a  drink-offering. 
Thou  hast  brought  a  meal-offering : 
Shall  I  be  comforted  for  these  things  ? 

Upon  a  lofty  and  high  mountain  hast  thou  set  up  thy  7 
bed; 
Even  thither  goest  thou  up  to  offer  sacrifice. 
And  behind  the  door  and  the  door-posts  hast  thou  set  up  s 

thy  remembrance : 
For  thou  hast  uncovered  thyself  to  others  than  me ; 
And  thou  hast  gone  up,  thou  hast  enlarged  thy  bed. 
And  made  thee  a  covenant  with  them ; 
Thou  lovest  their  bed,  thou  choosest  a  place  in  it. 
And  thou  proceeddst  to  the  king,  anointed  with  ointment,      9 
And  multipliest  thy  perfumes, 
And  sendest  thy  messengers  afar. 
And  debasest  thyself  even  to  the  grave. 

With  the  length  of  thy  way  thou  art  wearied,  10 

Yet  thou  sayest  not.  It  is  in  vain. 
Thou  findest  strength  in  thy  hand, 
Therefore  thou  art  not  worn  out. 

But  of  whom  art  thou  fearful,  and  afraid,  11 

That  thou  hast  spoken  lies. 

And  hast  not  remembered  me,  nor  retained  me  in'  thy  heart  f 
Have  I  not  been  silent  even  of  old. 
So  that  me  thou  fearest  not  ? 

Yet  it  is  I  who  declare  thy  deliverance,  19 

And  thy  works  they  shall  not  profit  thee. 
When  thou  criest,  let  thine  associates  deliver  thee;  is 

But  the  wind  shall  carrj'  them  all  away ; 
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A  breatb  shall  take  them  off. 

But  he  that  putteth  his  trust  in  me  shall  possess  the  land>. 
And  shall  inherit  my  holy  mountain ; 

14  And  he  shall  say.  Cast  up,  cast  up,  prepare  the  way, 

Take  up  the  stumbling-block  out  of  the  way  of  my  people. 

15  For  thus  saith  the  high  and  lofty  One 

That  inhabiteth  eternity,  whose  name  is  Holy : 
I  inhabit  the  high  and  holy  heavens, 
But  dwell  also  with  the  contrite  and  humble  in  spirit ; 
To  revive  the  spirit  of  the  humble. 
And  to  revive  the  heart  of  the  contrite. 
15  For  I  will  not  contend  for  ever, 
Neither  will  I  be  always  wroth ; 
For  the  spirit  would  faint  before  me. 
And  the  souls  which  I  have  made. 

17  On  account  of  the  iniquity  of  his  covetousness  was  I  wroth. 
And  smote  him : 

I  hid  myself  and  was  wroth. 

And  he  still  turned  back  from  me,  following  his  own  heart. 

18  I  have  seen  his  ways,  and  I  will  heal  him ; 
I  will  lead  him  also. 

And  restore  comfort  to  him  and  to  his  mourners, 

19  I  who  create  the  fruit  of ^  the  lips : 
Peace,  peace,  to  far  and  to  near, 
Saith  Jehovah ;  and  I  will  heal  him. 

90  But  the  wicked  are  like  the  troubled  sea ; 

For  it  cannot  rest. 

And  its  waters  cast  up  mire  and  dirt : 
SI  There  is  no  peace,  saith  my  God,  to  the  wicked. 

1       CHAP.  LVIII.— Cry  aloud,  spare  not. 

Lift  up  thy  voice  like  a  trumpet, 

And  show  my  people  their  transgression, 

And  the  house  of  Jacob  their  sins : 
9  Por  they  seek  me  daily,  and  are  eager  to  know  my  ways, 

As  a  nation  that  did  righteousness. 

And  forsook  not  the  ordinance  of  their  Ood : 

They  ask  from  me  ordinances  of  justice ; 

They  are  eager  for  the  approach  of  God : 
3  Wherefore  have  we  fasted,  say  they,  and  thou  seest  not  ? 

Wherefore  have  we  afflicted  our  soul. 

And  thou  takest  no  knowledge  ? 
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Behold^  in  the  day  of  your  fast  ye  find  pleasure, 

And  pursue  all  your  labours. 

Behold,  ye  fast  for  strife  and  debate,  4 

And  to  smite  with  the  fist  of  wickedness : 

Ye  do  not  fast  this  day, 

So  as  to  make  your  voice  to  be  heard  on  high. 

Is  it  such  a  fast  that  I  have  chosen  ?  5 

A  day  for  a  man  to  afflict  his  soul  ? 

Is  it  to  bow  down  his  head  as  a  bulrush, 

And  to  spread  sackclotli  and  ashes  under  him  ? 

Wilt  thou  call  this  a  fast,  and  an  acceptable  day  to  Jehovah  f 

Is  not  this  the  fast  that  I  have  chosen, —  6 

To  loose  the  bands  of  wickedness, 
To  strike  ofiF  the  fastenings  of  the  yoke. 
And  to  let  the  oppressed  go  free. 
And  that  ye  break  every  yoke  ? 

Is  it  not  to  deal  thy  bread  to  the  hungry,  7 

And  that  thou  bring  the  poor  that  are  cast  out  to  thy  house  f 
When  thou  seest  the  naked,  that  thou  cover  him ; 
And  that  thou  hide  not  thyself  from  thine  own  flesh  ? 

Then  shall  thy  light  burst  forth  like  the  dawn^  s 

And  thy  wounds  shall  speedily  be  healed ; 
And  thy  righteousness  shall  go  before  thee ; 
The  glory  of  Jehovah  shall  guard  thy  rear. 
Then  shalt  thou  call,  and  Jehovah  shall  answer;  9 

Thou  shalt  cry,  and  he  shall  say,  Here  I  am. 
If  thou  take  away  from  the  midst  of  thee  the  yoke, 
The  putting-forth  of  the  finger,  and  speaking  vanity ; 
And  if  thou  bring  out  thy  food  to  the  hungry,  10 

And  satisfy  the  afflicted  soul ; 
Then  shall  thy  light  rise  in  obscurity. 
And  thy  darkness  be  as  the  noon-day : 

And  Jenovah  shall  guide  thee  continually,  11 

And  satisfy  thy  soul  in  drought,  and  make  strong  thy  bones : 
And  thou  shalt  be  like  a  watered  garden, 
And  like  a  spring  of  water,  whose  waters  fail  not. 
And  they  that  are  of  thee  shall  rebuild  the  old  waste  places;  i« 
Thou  shalt  raise  up  the  foundations  of  many  generations ; 
And  thou  shalt  be  called.  The  repairer  of  the  breach. 
The  restorer  of  paths  to  dwell  in. 

If  thou  turn  away  thy  foot  from  the  sabbath,  is 

From  doing  thy  pleasure  on  my  holy  day ; 
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And  call  the  sabbath  a  delight, 
The  holy  day  of  Jehovah  honourable ; 
And  shall  honour  it,  not  doing  thine  own  ways, 
Nor  finding  thine  own  pleasure. 
Nor  speaking  thine  own  words : 
14  Then  shalt  thou  delight  thyself  in  Jehovah  ; 
And  I  will  cause  thee  to  ride  upon  the  high  places  of  the 

land, 
And  feed  thee  with  the  heritage  of  Jacob  thy  father : 
For  the  mouth  of  Jehovah  hath  spoken  it. 

I      CHAP.  LIX. — Behold,  the  hand  of  Jehovah  is  not  short- 
ened, that  it  cannot  save ; 
Neither  his  ear  heavy,  that  it  cannot  hear : 
a  But  your  iniquities  have  separated  between  you  and  your 
God, 
And  your  sins  have  hidden  his  face  from  you, 
That  he  will  not  hear. 

3  For  your  hands  are  stained  with  blood. 
And  your  fingers  with  iniquity ; 
Your  Ups  have  spoken  lies. 

Your  tongue  hath  uttered  perverseness. 

4  None  summoneth  another  with  justice, 
And  none  pleadeth  with  truth ; 
Confiding  in  vanity,  and  speaking  falsehood, 
Conceiving  mischief,  and  bringing  forth  iniquity. 

6  They  hatch  viper's  eggs,  and  weave  the  spider's  web : 
He  that  eateth  of  their  eggs  dieth. 
And  if  one  of  them  is  crushed  an  adder  breaketh  forth. 

6  Their  webs  serve  not  for  garments. 

Neither  can  one  cover  himself  with  their  works  : 

Their  works  are  works  of  deceit. 

And  a  deed  of  violence  is  in  their  hands. 

7  Their  feet  run  to  evil. 

And  they  hasten  to  shed  innocent  blood ; 
Their  thoughts  are  thoughts  of  iniquity ; 
Wasting  and  destruction  are  in  their  coarse. 

8  The  way  of  peace  they  know  not ; 
And  there  is  no  justice  in  their  track : 
They  make  for  themselves  crooked  paths ; 
Whosoever  goeth  therein  shall  not  know  peace. 

9  Therefore  is  judgment  far  from  us. 
Neither  doth  deliverance  overtake  us : 

TOL.  III.  N 
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We  wait  for  light,  but  behold  obscurity ; 

For  brightness,  but  we  walk  in  darkness. 

We  grope  like  blind  men  for  the  wall,  lo 

And  like  one  that  hath  no  eyes  we  grope ; 

We  stumble  at  noon  day  as  in  the  night ; 

Amidst  fertile  fields  we  are  as  dead  men. 

We  moan  like  bears,  all  of  us,  ii 

And  mourn  continually  like  doves  : 

We  wait  for  judgment,  but  it  cometh  not ; 

For  salvation,  but  it  is  far  from  us. 

For  our  transgressions  have  been  multiplied  before  thee^     12 
And  our  sins  testify  againstnis : 
For  we  are  conscious  of  our  transgressions, 
And  as  for  our  iniquities,  we  know  them; 
Transgressing  and  denying  Jehovah^  is 

And  departing  away  from  our  God, 
Speaking  oppression  and  revolt, 

Conceiving  and  uttering  from  the  heart  words  of  falsehood. 
And  justice  hath  been  turned  back,  14 

And  righteousness  standeth  afar  off; 
For  truth  hath  stumbled  in  the  open  place, 
And  equity  cannot  enter. 

Yea,  truth  was  not  to  be  found ;  i» 

And  he  that  departed  from  evil  was  plundered. 

But  Jehovah  hath  seen  it. 
And  it  displeased  him  that  there  was  no  justice. 
And  he  hath  seen  that  there  was  no  man,  16 

And  was  astonished  that  no  one  interposed  : 
Therefore  his  own  arm  brought  salvation  to  him  ; 
And  his  own  righteousness,  that  hath  sustained  him. 
For  he  hath  put  on  righteousness  as  a  breastplate,  17 

And  a  helmet  of  salvation  upon  bis  head : 
And  he  hath  put  on  the  garments  of  vengeance /c;r  clothing, 
And  clad  himself  with  indignation  as  a  cloak. 
According  to  their  deeds,  so  will  he  repay,  is 

Fury  to  his  adversaries,  retribution  to  his  enemies ; 
To  the  isles  he  will  work  retribution. 

So  shall  they  fear  the  name  of  Jehovah  from  the  west,  19 

And  his  glory  from  the  rising  of  the  sun ; 
When  he  shall  come  like  a  pent-up  stream, 
Which  a  mighty  wind  driveth  along. 
And  a  redeemer  shall  come  for  Zion,  90 
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And  for  them  that  turn  from  transgression  in  Jacobs  saith 
Jehovah. 
21  As  for  me,  this  is  my  covenant  with  them,  saith  Jehovah^ 
My  spirit  that  is  upon  thee. 
And  my  words  which  I  have  put  in  thy  mouth. 
Shall  not  depart  out  of  thy  mouth, 
Nor  out  of  the  mouth  of  thy  seed. 
Nor  out  of  the  mouth  of  thy  seed's  seed,  saith  Jehovah, 
From  henceforth  and  for  ever. 

I      CHAP.  LX. — Arise  !  shine  !  for  thy  light  is  come, 

And  the  glory  of  Jehovah  is  arisen  upon  thee. 
«  For,  behold,  darkness  covereth  the  earth, 

And  gross  darkness  the  peoples  : 

But  upon  thee  shall  Jehovah  arise. 

And  his  glory  shall  be  seen  upon  thee. 

3  And  the  nations  shall  come  to  thy  light. 
And  kings  to  the  brightness  of  thy  rising. 

4  Lift  up  thine  eyes  round  about,  and  see ; 

They  all  gather  themselves  together,  they  come  to  thee  : 

Thy  sons  shall  come  from  afar, 

And  thy  daughters  shall  be  carried  at  their  side. 

5  Then  thou  shalt  see,  and  be  gladdened. 
And  thy  heart  shall  throb  and  swell ;

I  who  promise  deliverance,  mighty  to  save, 
a      Wherefore  is  thine  apparel  red.

And  I  will  send  those  that  escape  of  them  unto  the  nations. 
To  Tarshish,  Pul,  and  Lud,  that  draw  the  bow. 
To  Tubal,  and  Javan,  to  the  isles  afar  ofl^. 
That  have  not  heard  my  fame,  neither  have  seen  my  glory ; 
And  they  shall  declare  my  glory  among  the  nations. 
And  they  shall  bring  all  your  brethren,  20 

For  an  ofiering  unto  Jehovah  out  of  all  nations. 
Upon  horses,  and  in  chariots,  and  in  litters. 
And  upon  mules,  and  upon  swift  dromedaries, 
To  my  holy  mountain  Jerusalem,  saith  Jehovah ; 
As  the  children  of  Israel  bring  an  offering  in  a  clean  vessel. 
Into  the  house  of  Jehovah. 
And  I  will  also  take  of  them  for  priests  and  Levites,  saith  21 

Jehovah. 
For  as  the  new  heavens  and  the  new  earth,  which  I  will  make,  « 
Shall  remain  before  me,  saith  Jehovah,

THE  BOOK  OF  JEREMIAH. 


CHAP.  T. — The  words  of  Jeremiah  the  son  of  Hilkiah,  i 
one  of  the  priests  that  were  in  Anathoth  in  the  land  of  Ben-  a 
jamin ;  to  whom  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  in  the  days  of 
Josiah  the  son  of  Amon  king  of  Judah^  in  the  thirteenth 
year  of  his  reign ;  to  whom  it  came  also  in  the  days  of  Je-  3 
hoiakim  the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah^  until  the  end  of 
the  eleventh  year  of  Zedekiah  the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah^ 
until  the  carrjing  away  of  Jerusalem  into  captivity  in  the 
fifth  month. 

And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  saying,  4 

Before  I  formed  thee  in  the  womb  I  knew  thee ;  5 

And  before  thou  camest  forth  at  thy  birth  I  sanctified  thee, 
I  ordained  thee  a  prophet  unto  the  nations. 

Then,  I  said,  Ah,  Lord  Jehovah  I  6 

Behold,  I  know  not  how  to  speak ;  for  I  am  a  child. 
But  Jehovah  said  unto  me.  Say  not,  I  am  a  child ;  7 

For  unto  whomsoever  I  shall  send  thee,  thou  shalt  go, 
And  whatsoever  I  command  thee  thou  shalt  speak. 
Be  not  afraid  before  them  ;  s 

For  I  am  with  thee  to  deliver  thee,  saith  Jehovah. 

And  Jehovah  put  forth  his  hand,  and  touched  my  mouth ;  9 
and  Jehovah  said  unto  me.  Behold,  I  have  put  my  words  in 
thy  mouth  :  See,  I  have  this  day  appointed  thee  over  the  10 
nations  and  over  the  kingdoms,  to  root  out,  and  to  pull  down^ 
and  to  destroy,  and  to  overthrow,  to  build,  and  to  plant. 

And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  saying,  What  11 
seest  thou  Jeremiah  ?    And  I  said,  I  see  a  rod  of  an  almond 
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19  tree.  Then  said  Jehovah  unto  me.  Thou  hast  rightly  seen : 
for  I  am  watching  over  my  word  to  perform  it. 

IS  And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me  a  second  time, 
saying,  What  seest  thou?    And  I  said,  I  see  a  boiling  pot; 

14  and  the  face  thereof  is  from  the  north. 

Then  Jehovah  said  unto  me. 

Out  of  the  north  shall  the  evil  break  forth 
Upon  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  land : 

15  For,  lo,  I  will  call  to  all  the  tribes 

Of  the  kingdoms  of  the  north,  saith  Jehovah ; 

And  they  shall  come,  and  shall  set  every  one  his  throne 

At  the  entrance  of  the  gates  of  Jerusalem, 

And  against  all  the  walls  thereof  round  about. 

And  against  all  the  cities  of  Judah. 

16  And  I  will  utter  my  judgments  against  them, 
For  all  their  wickeauess, 

In  that  they  have  forsaken  me. 

And  burned  incense  unto  other  gods. 

And  worshipped  the  works  of  their  own  hands. 

17  Thou  therefore  gird  up  thy  loins,  and  arise, 
And  speak  unto  them  all  that  I  command  thee ; 
Be  not  confounded  before  them. 

Lest  I  confound  thee  before  them. 

18  For,  behold,  I  have  made  thee  this  day  as  a  fortified  city, 
And  a  pillar  of  iron,  and  walls  of  brass. 

Against  the  whole  land; 

To  the  kings  of  Judah,  to  the  princes  thereof. 

To  the  priests  thereof,  and  to  the  people  of  the  land. 

19  And  they  shall  fight  against  thee. 
But  shaU  not  prevail  over  thee ; 

For  I  am  with  thee,  saith  Jehovah,  to  deliver  thee. 

1  CHAP.  II. — And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  to  me,  say- 
ing, Go  and  cry  in  the  ears  of  Jerusalem,  saying, 

Thus  saith  Jehovah, 
9  I  remember  for  thee  the  kindness  of  thy  youth, 

The  love  of  thine  espousals. 

When  thou  wentest  after  me  in  the  wilderness. 

In  a  land  not  cultivated. 
3  Israel  was  sacred  to  Jehovah,  the  first  fruits  of  his  increase : 

All  that  devoured  him  were  guilty ; 

YOL.  III.  O 
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Evil  came  upon  them^  saith  Jehovah. 

Hear  ye  the  word  of  Jehovah,  0  house  of  Jacob,  4 

And  all  the  families  of  the  house  of  Israel : 
Thus  saith  Jehovah,  s 

What  iniquity  have  your  fathers  found  in  me. 
That  they  are  gone  from  me. 
And  have  walked  after  vanity,  and  become  vain  ? 
Neither  have  said.  Where  is  Jehovah,  s 

Who  brought  us  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
Who  led  us  through  the  wilderness. 
Through  a  land  of  deserts  and  of  pits. 
Through  a  land  of  drought,  and  of  the  shadow  of  death. 
Through  a  land  that  no  man  passed  through. 
And  where  no  one  dwelt  ? 

And  I  brought  you  into  a  plentiful  country,  7 

To  eat  the  fruit  thereof  and  the  good  thereof; 
But  when  ye  entered,  ye  defiled  my  land, 
And  made  my  inheritance  an  abomination. 
The  priests  said  not.  Where  is  Jehovah  ?  s 

And  they  that  were  versed  in  the  law  knew  me  not ; 
The  shepherds  also  transgressed  against  me. 
And  the  prophets  prophesied  by  Baal, 
And  walked  after  things  that  do  not  profit. 
Wherefore  I  will  yet  plead  with  you,  saith  Jehovah,  9 

And  with  your  children's  children  will  I  plead. 
For  pass  over  to  the  isles  of  Chittim,  and  see ;  lo 

And  send  unto  Kedar,  and  consider  diligently. 
And  see  if  such  aching  hath  been : — 

Hath  a  nation  changed  its  gods,  which  are  yet  no  gods?         11 
But  my  people  have  changed  their  glory 
For  that  which  doth  not  profit. 

Be  astonished,  0  ye  heavens,  at  this,  12 

Shudder  and  be  amazed,  saith  Jehovah. 

For  my  people  have  committed  two  evils ;  is 

Me  they  have  forsaken,  the  fountain  of  living  waters. 
To  hew  out  for  themselves  cisterns. 
Broken  cisterns,  that  hold  no  water  I 

Is  Israel  my  servant  ? — one  bom  in  the  house?  h 

Why  then  hath  he  become  a  spoil  ? 

The  young  lions  roar  over  him,  is 

They  lift  up  their  voice,  and  make  his  land  a  deaolaticm: 
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His  cities  are  burned  and  without  inhabitant. 

16  The  children  also  of  Noph  and  Tahpanes 
Consume  the  crown  of  thy  head. 

17  Hast  thou  not  done  this  unto  thyself^ 

In  that  thou  hast  forsaken  Jehovah  thy  Qod, 
When  he  led  thee  in  the  way  ? 

18  And  now^  what  hast  thou  to  do  in  the  way  of  Egypt, 
To  drink  the  waters  of  the  Nile  ? 

Or  what  hast  thou  to  do  in  the  way  of  Assyria, 
To  drink  the  waters  of  the  river  Euphrates  ? 

19  Thine  own  wickedness  shall  chastise  thee. 
And  thy  backslidings  shall  reprove  thee : 

Know  therefore  and  see  that  it  is  an  evil  and  bitter  thing, 
That  thou  hast  forsaken  Jehovah  thy  God, 
And  that  the  fear  of  me  is  not  in  thee,  saith  Jehovah  God  of 
hosts. 

90  For  of  old  hast  thou  broken  thy  yoke. 

And  burst  thy  bands,  and  said,  I  will  not  serve; 
For  upon  every  high  hill  and  under  every  green  tree 
Thou  hast  reclined,  playing  the  harlot. 

91  Yet  I  had  planted  thee  a  choice  vine,  wholly  a  right  seed : 
And  how  art  thou  changed  for  me 

Into  degenerate  shoots  of  a  strange  vine  1 
tt  For  though  thou  wash  thee  with  natron. 

And  take  thee  much  soap. 

Black  is  thine  iniquity  before  me,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 
S3  How  canst  thou  say,  I  am  not  polluted, 

I  have  not  gone  after  the  images  of  Baal  ? 

Behold  thy  way  in  the  valley ; 

Know  what  thou  hast  done ; 

As  a  swift  young  camel  running  hither  and  thither, 
9ft  Thou  art  as  a  wUd  ass  used  to  the  wilderness. 

That  snufifeth  up  the  wind  in  her  eagerness  : 

In  her  occasion  who  can  turn  her  back  ? 

None  that  seek  her  need  weary  themselves ; 

In  her  month  thev  shall  find  her. 
tf      Withhold  thy  K)ot  from  being  unshod, 

And  thy  throat  from  thirst : 

But  thou  saidst.  It  is  in  vain  1  No  I 

For  I  have  loved  strangers,  and  after  them  will  I  go. 
90      As  a  thief  is  ashamed  when  he  is  taken. 

So  is  the  house  of  Israel  put  to  shame ; 

o2 
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Thev  themselves,  their  kings,  their  princes. 

And  their  priests,  and  their  prophets : 

Saying  to  a  stock.  Thou  art  my  father ;  27 

And  to  a  stone,  Thou  hast  brought  me  forth : 

For  they  have  turned  their  back  to  me,  and  not  their  face  : 

Yet  in  the  time  of  their  trouble  they  will  say. 

Arise,  and  save  us. 

But  where  are  thy  gods  that  thou  hast  made  thee  ?  28 

Let  them  arise, 

If  they  can  save  thee  in  the  time  of  thy  trouble : 

For  as  many  as  thy  cities  are  thy  gods,  0  Judah. 

Wherefore  will  ye  contend  with  me  ?  29 

Ye  have  all  transgressed  against  me,  saith  Jehovah. 

In  vain  have  I  smitten  your  children;  30 

They  have  not  received  correction  : 

Your  own  sword  hath  devoured  your  prophets. 

Like  a  destroying  lion. 

0  generation,  behold  ye  the  word  of  Jehovah  :  31 

Have  I  been  a  wilderness  unto  Israel  ?  a  land  of  darkness  ? 
Wherefore  say  my  people,  We  are  free; 
We  will  come  no  more  unto  thee  ? 

Can  a  maiden  forget  her  ornaments  ?  a  bride  her  attire  f        32 
Yet  my  people  have  forgotten  me,  days  without  number. 

Why  trimmest  thou  thy  way  to  seek  love  ?  ss 

Therefore  also  hast  thou  taught  tliy  ways  wickedness. 
In  thy  skirts  also  is  found  the  life-blood  of  the  poor  and  34 

innocent. 
Though  thou  hast  not  found  them  breaking  in : 
Yea,  it*  is  upon  all  these. 

Yet  thou  sayest.  Because  I  am  innocent,  35 

Surely  his  anger  shall  turn  from  me. 
Behold,  I  will  enter  into  judgment  with  thee. 
Because  thou  sayest,  I  have  not  sinned. 

Why  runnest  thou  so  hastily  to  change  thy  way  ?  36 

Of  Egypt  also  shalt  thou  be  ashamed. 
As  thou  wast  ashamed  of  Assyria. 

Yea,  from  him  also  shalt  thou  go  forth,  S7 

With  thy  hands  upon  thy  head : 

For  Jehovah  hath  rejected  the  objects  of  thy  confidence. 
And  thou  shalt  not  prosper  in  them. 
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1      CHAP.  III. — It  is  said,  If  a  man  put  away  his  wife. 

And  she  go  from  him,  and  become  another  man^s. 

Shall  he  return  unto  her  again  ? 

Shall  not  that  land  be  greatly  polluted  ? 

But  thou  hast  played  the  harlot  with  many  lovers ; 

And  shalt  thou  return  to  me?  saith  Jehovah, 
s      Lift  up  thine  eyes  unto  the*high  places, 

And  see  where  thou  hast  not  been  lain  with. 

In  the  ways  hast  thou  sat  for  them, 

As  the  Arab  in  the  wilderness ; 

And  thou  hast  polluted  the  land 

With  thy  harlotries  and  with  thy  wickedness. 

3  Therefore  the  showers  have  been  withholden. 
And  there  hath  been  no  latter  rain ; 

Yet  thou  hast  had  a  harlot's  forehead. 
Thou  hast  refused  to  be  ashamed. 

4  Wilt  thou  not  from  this  time  cry  unto  me, 
My  father,  the  guide  of  my  youth  art  Thou  ? 

5  Will  he  retain  his  anger  for  ever  ? 
Will  he  keep  it  perpetually  ? 

Behold,  thou  hast  spoken  and  done  evil  things  with  all  thy 
might. 

6  And  Jehovah  said  unto  me  in  the  days  of  Josiah  the  king. 
Hast  thou  seen  that  which  backsliding  Israel  hath  done  ?  she 

7  hath  gone  up  upon  every  high  mountain  and  under  every 
green  tree,  and  there  hath  played  the  harlot.  And  I  said, 
after  she  hath  done  all  these  things,  she  will  return  unto 

8  me :  but  she  returned  not.  And  her  treacherous  sister  Judah 
saw  it.  And  I  saw,  when  for  all  the  adulteries  of  backsliding 
Israel  I  had  put  her  away,  and  given  her  a  bill  of  divorce,  yet 
her  treacherous  sister  Judah  feared  not,  but  went  and  played 

0  the  harlot  also  herself.  And  it  came  to  pass  through  the  fame 
of  her  harlotry,  that  she  defiled  the   land,  and  committed 

10  adultery  with  stone  and  with  wood.  And  yet  for  all  this  her 
treacherous  sister  Judah  hath  not  turned  unto  me  with  her 
whole  heart,  but  falsely,  saith  Jehovah. 

11  And  Jehovah  said  unto  me,  Backsliding  Israel  hath  justified 
13  herself  more  than  treacherous   Judah.      Go  and  proclaim 

these  words  toward  the  north,  and  say. 

Return,  thou  backsliding  Israel,  saith  Jehovah  ; 
I  will  not  let  my  countenance  frown  upon  you  : 
For  I  am  merciful,  saith  Jehovah, 
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I  will  not  retain  anger  for  ever. 

Only  acknowledge  thine  iniquity,  13 

That  thou  hast  transgressed  against  Jehovah  thy  God, 

And  hast  gone  about  among  strangers. 

Under  every  green  tree ; 

And  that  ye  have  not  obeyed  my  voice,  saith  Jehovah. 

Return,  0  backsliding  children,  saith  Jehovah ;  u 

For  I  am  your  Lord ; 

And  I  will  take  you,  one  of  a  city,  and  two  of  a  tribe, 

And  I  will  bring  you  to  Zion  : 

And  I  will  give  you  shepherds  after  mine  own  heart,  15 

Who  shall  feed  you  with  knowledge  and  understanding. 

And  when  ye  shall  be  multiplied  and  increased  in  the  land,    i« 

In  those  days,  saith  Jehovah,  they  shall  no  more  say. 

The  ark  of  the  covenant  of  Jehovah ; 

Neither  shall  it  come  to  mind ; 

Neither  shall  they  remember  it ; 

Neither  shall  they  visit  it ; 

Neither  shall  that  be  done  any  more. 

At  that  time  they  shall  call  Jerusalem  the   throne    of  17 

Jehovah ; 
And  all  the  nations  shall  be  gathered  unto  it. 
To  the  name  of  Jehovah,  to  Jerusalem ; 
Neither  shall  they  walk  any  more  after  the  stubbornness  of 

their  evil  heart. 
In  those  days  shall  the  house  of  Judah  walk  with  the  house  is 

of  Israel,

And  say.  Blow  ye  the  trumpet  in  the  land : 
Cry  aloud  and  say.  Assemble  yourselves, 
And  let  us  go  into  the  fortified  cities. 

6  Lift  up  the  standard  towards  Zion ;  flee  ye  and  stay  not ; 
For  I  will  bring  evil  from  the  north,  and  a  great  destruction* 

7  The  lion  cometh  up  from  his  thicket. 
And  the  destroyer  of  nations  is  on  his  way ; 

He  is  gone  forth  from  his  place  to  make  thy  land  desolate ; 
Thy  cities  shall  be  laid  waste,  and  without  inhabitant. 
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For  this  gird  you  with  sackcloth,  lament  and  howl :  s 

For  the  fierce  anger  of  Jehovah  tumeth  not  away  from  us. 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass  at  that  day,  saith  Jehovah,  9 

That  the  heart  of  the  king  shall  perish, 
And  the  heart  of  the  princes ; 
And  the  priests  shall  be  astonished. 
And  the  prophets  amazed. 

Then  said  I,  Ah,  Lord  Jehovah !  10 

Surely  thou  hast  greatly  deceived  this  people  and  Jerusalem, 
Saying,  Ye  shall  have  peace ; 
And  yet  the  sword  reacheth  even  to  the  life.

Like  keepers  of  the  fields,  are  they  against  her  round  about ;  17 

Because  she  hath  rebelled  agaiust  me,  saith  Jehovah. 

Thy  way  and  thy  doing3  have  brought  these  things  upon  is 

thee; 
Such  is  the  fruit  of  thy  wickedness, 
Yea,  it  is  bitter,  yea,  it  reached  even  to  thy  heart. 

My  bowels !  my  bowels !  19 

1  am  pained  in  the  depths  of  my  heart ;

And  all  the  cities  thereof  were  thrown  down, 

Before  the  presence  of  Jehovah,  before  the  heat  of  his  anger. 

97  For  thus  saith  Jehovah, 

The  whole  land  shall  be  desolate ; 
Yet  will  I  not  utterly  destroy. 

98  For  this  shall  the  earth  mourn. 
And  the  heavens  above  be  black : 
Because  I  have  spoken,  I  have  purposed. 

And  I  will  not  repent,  neither  turn  back  from  it. 

99  At  the  noise  of  the  horsemen  and  bowmen  every  city  fleeth ; 
They  go  into  thickets,  and  climb  up  upon  the  rocks : 
Every  city  is  forsaken,  and  no  man  dwelleth  in  them. 

30  And  thou,  when  laid  waste,  what  wilt  thou  do  ? 
Though  thou  clothest  thyself  with  crimson. 
Though  thou  deckest  thee  with  ornaments  of  gold. 
Though  thou  enlargest  thine^  eyes  with  paint. 

In  vain  shalt  thou  set  forth  thy  beauty. 

Thy  lovers  despise  thee,  they  will  seek  thy  life. 

31  For  I  have  heard  a  voice  as  of  one  in  travail. 
Anguish  as  of  one  that  bringeth  forth  her  first  child; 
The  voice  of  the  daughter  of  Zion, 

She  bewaileth  herself,  she  spreadeth  out  her  hands, 
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Saying,  Woe  now  unto  me ! 

For  my  soul  fainteth  because  of  murderers. 

CHAP,  v.— Run  ye  to  and  fro  i 

Through  the  streets  of  Jerusalem,  • 

And  see  now,  and  know,  and  seek  in  her  broad  places. 
If  ye  can  find  a  man,  if  there  be  any  that  doeth  justice. 
That  seeketh  the  truth ;  and  I  will  pardon  her. 
But  though  they  say.  As  Jehovah  liveth,  2 

Yet  surely  they  swear  falsely. 

0  Jehovah,  are  not  thine  eyes  according  to  the  truth  ?  3 
Thou  hast  smitten  them,  but  they  have  not  grieved ; 

Thou  hast  consumed  them, 

They  have  refused  to  receive  correction ; 

They  have  made  their  faces  harder  than  a  rock ; 

They  have  refused  to  return. 

Therefore  I  said,  surely  these  are  the  poor ;  4 

They  act  foolishly  because  they  know  not  the  way  of  Jehovah, 
The  judgment  of  their  God : 

1  will  get  me  unto  the  great  men,  5 
And  will  speak  unto  them ; 

For  these  know  the  way  of  Jehovah, 

The  judgment  of  their  God. 

But  these  have  altogether  broken  the  yoke, 

They  have  burst  the  bands. 

Wherefore  the  lion  out  of  the  forest  hath  slaia  them,  6 

The  wolf  of  the  deserts  shall  spoil  them. 

The  leopard  shall  watch  about  their  cities : 

Every  one  that  goeth  out  of  them  shall  be  torn  in  pieces; 

Because  their  transgressions  are  many. 

Their  backslidings  are  numerous. 

How  shall  I  pardon  thee  for  this  ?  "  7 

Thy  children  have  forsaken  me. 
And  sworn  by  them  that  are  no  gods : 
Though  I  bound  them  with  an  oath. 
Yet  they  committed  adultery. 
And  assembled  in  crowds  in  the  harlot^s  house. 
They  were  as  well-fed  horses  in  the  morning ;  s 

Every  one  neighed  after  his  neighbour's  wife. 
Shall  I  not  visit  them  for  these  things  ?  saith  Jehovah ;  9 

And  shall  not  my  soul  avenge  itself  on  such  a  nation  aa 
this? 
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10  Go  ye  up  upon  her  walls,  and  destroy,  but  not  utterly : 
Take  away  her  branches,  for  they  belong  not  to  Jehovah. 

11  For  the  house  of  Israel  and  the  house  of  Judah 
Have  dealt  very  treacherously  with  me,  saith  Jehovah. 

11  They  have  denied  Jehovah,  and  said.  He  is  not ; 
Neither  shall  evil  come  upon  us ; 
And  the  sword  and  famine  we  shall  not  see ; 

13  And  the  prophets  shall  be  as  wind, 

And  he  that  speaketh  a^  nothing  among  them : 
Thus  shall  it  be  done  unto  them. 

14  Wherefore,  thus  saith  Jehovah  God  of  Hosts, 
Because  ye  have  spoken  this  word, 

Behold,  I  will  make  my  words  in  thy  mouth  fire. 
And  this  people  wood,  and  it  shall  devour  them. 

15  Lo,  I  will  bring  a  nation  upon  you  from  afar, 

0  house  of  Israel,  saith  Jehovah : 

It  is  a  mighty  nation,  it  is  an  ancient  nation ; 
A  nation  whose  language  thou  knowest  not. 
Neither  understandest  what  they  say. 

16  Their  quiver  is  as  an  open  sepulchre. 
They  are  all  mighty  men. 

11  And  they  shall  eat  up  thy  harvest,  and  thy  bread, 
Which  thy  sons  and  thy  daughters  should  eat ; 
They  shall  eat  up  thy  flocks  and  thy  herds ; 
They  shall  eat  up  thy  vines  and  thy  fig-trees ; 
They  shall  destroy  with  the  sword  thy  fortified  cities. 
Wherein  thou  trustedst.

So  shall  ye  serve  strangers  in  a  land  that  is  not  yours. 

90  Declare  ye  this  in  the  house  of  Jacob,. 
And  proclaim  it  in  Judah,  saying, 

91  Hear  now  this,  0  foolish  people,  and  without  understanding; 
Who  have  eyes,  and  see  not ;  who  have  ears,  and  hear  not : 

S9  Will  ye  not  fear  me  ?  saith  Jehovah ; 
Will  ye  not  tremble  before  me. 
Who  have  placed  the  sknd  as  the  boundary  of  the  sea^ 
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A  perpetual  limiti  that  it  may  not  pass  over  it  7 

Though  the  waves  thereof  toss  themselves. 

Yet  shall  they  not  prevail ; 

Though  they  roar,  yet  shall  they  not  pass, over  it. 

But  this  people  hath  a  revolting  and  a  rebellious  heart;  23 

They  have  revolted  and  are  gone : 

Neither  say  they  in  their  heart,  24 

Let  us  now  fear  Jehovah  our  God, 

Who  giveth  rain,  both  the  former  and  the  latter  rain, 

In  its  season ; 

Reserving  for  us  the  appointed  weeks  of  harvest. 

Your  iniquities  have  turned  away  these  things,  25 

And  your  sins  have  withholden  from  you  what  is  good. 

For  among  my  people  are  found  wicked  men :  26 

They  lie  in  wait,  as  the  fowler  croucheth ; 

They  set  a  trap,  they  catch  men. 

As  a  cage  is  full  of  birds,  so  are  their  houses  full  of  deceit ;   27 

Wherefore  they  have  becqme  great,  and  rich. 

They  have  become  fat,  they  shine :  28 

Yea,  they  have  overpassed  the  deeds  of  the  wicked : 

They  defend  not  the  cause,  the  cause  of  the  fatherless. 

To  make  it  prosper ; 

And  the  right  of  the  needy  they  have  not  vindicated. 

Shall  I  not  visit  them  for  these  things  ?  saith  Jehovah  ;  29 

Shall  not  my  soul  avenge  itself  on  such  a  nation  as  this  7 

An  astonishing  and  horrible  thing  is  done  in  the  land ;  30 

The  prophets  prophesy  falsely,  31 

And  the  priests  bear  rule  as  they  direct; 

And  my  people  love  to  have  it  so : 

But  what  will  ye  do  in  the  issue  thereof  7 

CHAP.  VI. — Gather  yourselves  to  flee,  1 

Ye  children  of  Benjamin, 
Out  of  the  midst  of  Jerusalem  I 
And  blow  the  trumpet  in  Tekoa, 
And  set  up  a  fire-signal  in  Beth-haccerem ; 
For  evil  impendeth  from  the  north,  and  great  destruction. 
The  comely  and  delicate  one  have  I  destroyed,  2 

Even  the  daughter  of  Zion. 

Shepherds  with  their  flocks  shall  come  against  her;  s 

They  shall  pitch  their  tents  against  her  round  about : 
They  shall  feed  every  one  in  his  place : 
Saying,  Declare  ye  war  against  her;  4 
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Arise^  and  let  us  go  up  at  uoonday : 

Alas  for  us  1  for  the  day  declineth^ 

For  the  shadows  of  evening  are  lengthening : 

5  Arise,  and  let  us  go  up  by  nighty 
And  let  us  destroy  her  palaces. 

6  For  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts. 
Hew  down  her  trees, 

And  cast  up  siege-mounds  against  Jerusalem : 

This  is  the  city  to  be  visited ; 

There  is  oppression  everywhere  in  the  midst  of  her. 

7  As  a  fountain  sendeth  forth  its  waters. 
So  she  sendeth  forth  her  wickedness  : 
Violence  and  spoliation  are  heard  within  her; 
Before  me  continually  are  grief  and  wounds. 

8  Be  thou  instructed,  O  Jerusalem, 
Lest  my  soul  depart  from  thee ; 

Lest  I  make  thee  desolate,  a  land  not  inhabited. 

9  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts. 

They  shall  thoroughly  glean  the  remnant  of  Israel  as  a  vine: 
Put  thy  hand  again  as  a  grape-gatherer  to  the  baskets. 

10  To  whom  shall  I  speak,  and  give  warning, 
That  they  may  hear  ? 

Behold,  their  ear  is  uncircumcised,  and  they  cannot  hearken: 
Behold,  the  word  of  Jehovah  is  their  scorn. 
They  have  no  delight  in  it. 

11  Therefore  I  am  full  of  the  fury  of  Jehovah, 
I  am  weary  of  holding  in : 

Pour  it  out  upon  the  children  in  the  street. 
And  upon  the  company  of  young  men  together : 
For  both  husband  and  wife  shall  be  taken. 
The  old  man  with  him  thai  is  full  of  days. 
13  And  their  houses  shall  be  transferred  to  others. 
Their  fields  and  wives  together : 

For  I  will  stretch  out  my  hand  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the 
land,  saith  Jehovah. 

13  For,  from  the  least  of  them  even  unto  the  greatest  of  them, 
Every  one  is  greedy  of  gain ; 

And,  from  the  prophet  even  unto  the  priest, 
Every  6ne  dealeth  falsely. 

14  They  have  also  healed  the  wounds  of  the  daughter  of  my 

people  slightly, 
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Saying,  Peace,  Peace, — when  there  is  no  peace. 
Are  they  ashamed  that  they  have  done  what  is  abomioftble  f   15 
Nay,  they  are  not  at  all  ashamed. 
Neither  know  they  how  to  blush  : 
Therefore  they  shall  fall  among  them  that  fall ; 
At  the  time  that  I  visit  them  they  shall  be  cast  down,  saith 
Jehovah. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah,  Stand  ye  in  the  ways,  and  see,  16 

And  ask  for  the  old  paths, 
Which  is  the  good  way,  and  walk  therein. 
And  ye  shall  find  rest  for  your  souls : 
But  they  said.  We  will  not  walk  therein. 
I  have  sJso  set  watchmen  over  you,  saying^  17 

Hearken  to  the  sound  of  the  trumpet : 
But  they  said.  We  will  not  hearken. 

Therefore  hear,  ye  nations,  is 

And  know,  0  assembled  multitude,  what  is  among  them ; 
Hear,  0  earth  !  19 

Behold,  I  will  bring  evil  upon  this  people. 
The  fruit  of  their  own  thoughts, 
Because  they  have  not  hearkened  to  my  words. 
Nor  to  my  law,  but  rejected  it. 

To  what  purpose  cometh  there  to  me  incense  from  Sheba,       30 
And  the  sweet  cane  from  a  far  country  ? 
Your  burnt  offerings  are  not  acceptable. 
Nor  your  sacrifices  pleasant  unto  me. 

Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah,  ai 

Behold,  I  lay  stumbling-blocks  before  this  people, 
And  fathers  and  sons  shall  stumble  upon  them  together; 
The  neighbour  and  his  friend  shall  perislu 

Thus  saith  Jehovah,  n 

Behold,  a  people  cometh  from  the  north  country. 
And  a  great  nation  shall  be  roused  up 
From  the  extremities  of  the  earth. 

They  grasp  firmly  bow  and  spear ;  c 

They  are  cruel,  and  shew  no  mercy ; 
Their  voice  resoundeth  like  the  sea ; 
And  they  ride  upon  horses. 
Arrayed  as  a  man  for  war,  against  thee, 
0  daughter  of  Zion ! 
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94  We  have  heard  the  report  thereof;  our  hands  grow  feeble ; 

Anguish  hath  taken  hold  of  us ;  pain,  as  of  one  in  travail. 
35  Go  not  forth  into  the  field,  nor  walk  by  the  way ; 

Por  the  sword  of  the  enemy  is  there, 

Terror  on  every  side. 

96  0  daughter  of  my  people,  gird  thee  with  sackcloth. 
And  roll  thyself  in  ashes ; 

Make  thee  mourning,  as  for  an  only  son, 

Most  bitter  lamentation : 

For  suddenly  shall  the  spoiler  come  upon  us. 

97  I   have  appointed   thee  a  trier   among   my  people,  an 

assayer. 
That  thou  mayest  know  and  try  their  way. 

38  They  are  all  stubborn  revolters,  going  about  as  slanderers; 
Brass  and  iron  all  of  them,  they  act  corruptly. 

39  The  bellows  are  burned,  the  lead  is  consumed  by  the  fire ; 
In  vain  the  refiner  melteth ; 

Por  the  wicked  are  not  separated, 
so  Rejected  silver  shall  they  be  called,  because  Jehovah  hath 
rejected  them. 

I      CHAP.   VII. — The  word  which  came  to  Jeremiah  from 
3  Jehovah,  saying.  Stand  in  the  gate  of  the  house  of  Jehovah, 

and  proclaim  there  this  word,  and  say, 

Hear  the  word  of  Jehovah,  all  ye  of  Judah, 

That  enter  in  at  these  gates  to  worship  Jehovah : 

3  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel, — 
Amend  your  ways  and  your  doings. 

And  I  will  let  you  dwell  in  this  place. 

4  Trust  ye  not  in  lying  words,  saying. 

The  temple  of  Jehovah,  the  temple  of  Jehovah, 
The  temple  of  Jehovah  are  these. 
6  But   if    ye  will  thoroughly  amend  your   ways  and  your 
doings. 
And  will  do  justice  between  a  man  and  his  neighbour ; 

6  Tjf  ye  oppress  not  the   stranger,   the   fatherless,  and  the 

widow. 
And  shed  not  innocent  blood  in  this  place. 
Neither  walk  after  other  gods  to  your  hurt : 

7  Then  will  I  let  you  dwell  in  this  place. 

In  the  land  that  I  gave  to  your  fathers,  for  ever  and  ever. 
s  Behold,  ye  trust  in  lying  words,  that  cannot  profit. 
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Will  ye  steal,  murder,  and  commit  adultery,  9 

Aud  swear  falsely,  and  burn  incense  unto  Baal^ 

And  walk  after  other  gods  whom  ye  know  not. 

And  come  and  stand  before  me  in  this  house,  10 

Which  is  called  by  my  name,  and  say, 

We  have  been  delivered  to  do  all  these  abominations  ? 

Is  this  house,  which  is  called  by  my  name,  11 

Become  a  den  of  robbers  iu  your  eyes  ? 

Behold,  I,  even  I,  have  seen  your  doings^  saith  Jehovab. 

But  go  ye  now  unto  my  place  which  was  in  Shiloh,  12 

Where  I  let  my  name  dwell  in  former  times. 
And  see  what  I  have  done  to  it. 
For  the  wickedness  of  my  people  Israel. 
And  now,  because  ye  have   done   all   these   works,   saith  13 

Jehovah, 
And  I  have  spoken  to  you,  speaking  earnestly, 
But  ye  heard  not, 

And  called  you,  but  ye  answered  not ; 

Therefore  will  I  do  unto  this  house,  u 

Which  is  called  by  my  name,  wherein  ye  trust. 
And  unto   the   place  which  I  gave  to   you  and  to  your 

fathers, 
As  I  have  done  to  Shiloh ; 

And  I  will  cast  you  out  of  my  sight,  15 

As  I  have  cast  out  all  your  brethren,  the  whole  seed  of 

Ephraim* 

And  thou,  pray  thou  not  for  this  people,  16 

Neither  lift  up  cry  nor  prayer  for  them. 
Neither  make  intercession  to  me, 
For  I  will  not  hear  thee. 

Seest  thou  not  what  they  do  in  the  cities  of  Judah,  17 

And  in  the  streets  of  Jenisalem  ? 

The  children  gather  wood,  and  the  fathers  kindle  the  fire,       is 
And  the  women  knead  dough, 
To  make  cakes  to  the  queen  of  heaven. 
And  to  pour  out  drink-offerings  unto  other  gods. 
That  they  may  provoke  me  to  anger. 

Do  they  provoke  me  to  anger  ?  saith  Jehovah :  19 

Is  it  not  themselves  they  provoke. 
To  the  confusion  of  their  own  faces  ? 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah,  90 
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Behold;^  mine  anger  and  my  wrath  shall  be  poured  out  upon 

this  place. 
Upon  man,  and  upon  beast. 
And  upon  the  trees  of  the  field, 
And  upon  the  fruit  of  the  ground ; 
And  it  shall  bum,  and  shall  not  be  quenched. 

m      Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel, 

Add  your  burnt-offerings   to   your   sacrifices,  and   eat  ye 
flesh: 
M  For  I  spake  not  to  your  fathers,  nor  commanded  them. 

In  the  day  that  I  brought  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 

Concerning  burnt-offerings  or  sacrifices : 
23  But  this  thing  I  commanded  them,  saying, 

Hearken  to  my  voice. 

And  I  will  be  your  God,  and  ye  shall  be  my  people ; 

And  walk  ye  in  all  the  ways  that  I  have  commanded  you, 

That  it  may  be  well  unto  you  : 
94  But  they  hearkened  not,  nor  inclined  their  ear. 

But  walked  in  the  counsels  and  in  the  stubbornness  of  their 
evil  heart. 

And  went  backward,  and  not  forward. 
25  Since  the  day  that  your  fathers  came  forth 

Out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  unto  this  day, 

I  have  also  sent  unto  you  all  my  servants  the  prophets. 

Urgently  sending  them  day  by  day  : 
06  Yet  they  hearkened  not  unto  me,  nor  inclined  their  ear, 

But  hardened  their  neck. 

Acting  more  wickedly  than  their  fathers. 

27  Therefore  thou  shalt  speak  all  these  words  unto  them, 
But  they  will  not  hearken  to  thee ; 

Thou  shalt  also  call  unto  them. 
But  they  will  not  answer  thee. 

28  Therefore  thou  shalt  say  unto  them. 

This  is  a  nation  that  hearkeneth  not  to  the  voice  of  Jehovah 

their  God, 
Nor  receiveth  correction : 
Truth  is  perished,  and  destroyed  from  their  mouth. 

29  Cut  off  thy  locks,  0  Jerusalem,  and  cast  them  away, 
And  raise  a  lamentation  on  the  heights  ! 

For  Jehovah  hath  rejected  and  forsaken  the  generation  of  his 
wrath: 
VOL.  III.  ^ 
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For  the  children  of  Judah  have  done  evil  in  iny  sight,  saith  30 

Jehovah; 
They  have  set  their  abominations 
In  the  house  which  is  called  by  my  name,  to  pollute'  it ; 
And  they  have  built  the  high  places  of  Tophet,  31 

Which  is  in  the  valley  of  the  son  of  Hinnom, 
To  burn  their  sons  and  their  daughters  in  the  fire ; 
Which  I  commanded  not,  neither  entered  it  into  my  heart. 
Therefore,  behold,  the  days  come,  saith  Jehovah,  32 

That  it  shall  no  more  be  called  Tophet, 
Nor  the  valley  of  the  son  of  Hinnom, 
But  the  valley  of  slaughter  : 

For  they  shall  bury  in  Tophet,  for  want  of  other  place.

CHAP.  VIII.— At  that  time,  saith  Jehovah,  1 

They  shall  bring  forth  the  bones  of  the  kings  of  Judah, 
And  the  bones  of  his  princes, 
And  the  bones  of  the  priests. 
And  the  bones  of  the  prophets. 
And  the  bones  of  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem, 
From  their  sepulchres ; 

And  they  shall  spread  them  before  the  sun,  and  the  moon,     « 
And  all  the  host  of  heaven,  whom  they  have  loved, 
And  whom  they  have  ser\Td, 
And  after  whom  they  have  walked. 
And  whom  they  have  sought. 
And  whom  they  have  worshipped  : 
They  shall  not  be  gathered,  nor  be  buried; 
They  shall  be  for  dung  upon  the  face  of  the  earth. 
And  death  shall  be  chosen  rather  than  life  3 

By  all  the  residue  of  them  that  remain  of  this  evil  race, 
Which  remain  in  all  the  places  whither  I  have  driven  them, 
Saith  Jehovah  of  hosts. 

And  thou  shalt  say  unto  them,  thus  saith  Jehovah,  4 
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Shall  they  fall,  and  not  rise  again  ? 

Shall  one  torn  aside^  and  not  return  ? 
5  Why  then  hath  this  people  of  Jerusalem  turned  back 

With  a  perpetual  backsliding  ? 

They  hold  fast  deceit,  they  refuse  to  return. 
€  I  listened  and  heard,  but  they  speak  what  is  not  right : 

No  man  repenteth  of  his  wickedness. 

Saying,  What  have  I  done  ? 

Every  one  tumeth  back  at  full  speed. 

As  a  horse  rusfaeth  into  the  battle. 

7  Yea,  the  stork  in  the  heaven  knoweth  her  appointed  times; 
And  the  turtle-dove  and  the  crane  and  the  swallow 
Observe  the  time  of  their  coming ; 

But  my  people  know  not  the  judgment  of  Jehovah. 

8  How  will  ye  say.  We  are  wise, 
And  the  law  of  Jehovah  is  with  us  7 

Lo,  surely  the  false  pen  of  scribes  hath  made  it  into  false- 
hood. 

9  The  wise  men  are  ashamed,  they  are  dismayed  and  taken ; 
Lo,  they  have  rejected  the  word  of  Jehovah, 

And  what  wisdom  is  in  them  ? 

10  Therefore  will  I  give  their  wives  unto  others, 
Their  fields  to  them  that  shall  seize  them : 
For,  from  the  least  even  unto  the  greatest. 
Every  one  is  greedy  of  gain ; 

From  the  prophet  even  unto  the  priest, 
Every  one  dealeth  falsely ; 

11  They  have  also  healed  the  wounds  of  the  daughter  of  my 

people  slightly, 
Saying,  Peace,  Peace, — when  there  is  no  peace. 
19  Are  they  ashamed  that  they  have  done  what  is  abominable  ? 
Navj  they  are  not  at  all  ashamed. 
Neither  know  they  how  lo  blush. 
Therefore  they  shall  fall  among  them  that  fall; 
In  the  time  of  their  visitation  they  shall  be  cast  down,  saiih 
Jehovah. 

13  I  will  utterly  consume  them,  saith  Jehovah ; 

There  shall  be  no  grapes  on  the  vine,  nor  figs  on  the  fig-tree. 

And  the  leaf  shall  fade; 

And  I  will  give  them  to  those  who  shall  overrun  them* 

14  Wliy  do  we  sit  still  ?  assemble  yourselves ! 
And  let  us  enter  into  the  fortified  cities^ 

p  2 
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And  let  us  be  silent  there: 

For  Jehovah  our  God  hath  put  us  to  silence^ 

And  given  us  a  bitter  draught  to  drink, 

Because  we  have  sinned  against  Jehovah. 

We  looked  for  peace,  and  there  is  nothing  good ;  is 

For  a  time  of  healing,  and  behold  terror ! 

From  Dan  is  heard  the  snorting  of  their  horses ;  i6 

At  the  sound  of  the  neighing  of  their  steeds. 

The  whole  land  trembleth ;  ^ 

For  they  come,  and  devour  the  land,  and  all  that  is  in  it ; 

The  city,  and  those  that  dwell  therein. 

For,  behold,  I  will  send  serpents,  vipers,  among  you,  17 

Which  cannot  be  charmed. 

And  they  shall  bite  you,  saith  Jehovah. 

Oh  for  consolation  in  my  sorrow!  is 

My  heart  within  me  is  faint. 

Behold  the  voice  of  the  cry  of  the  daughter  of  my  people,  19 
From  a  far  country : 

Is  not  Jehovah  in  Zion  ?  is  not  her  king  in  her  ? 
Why  have  they  provoked  me  to  anger 
With  their  graven  images, — with  foreign  vanities  ? 
The  harvest  is  past,  the  summer  is  ended,  20 

And  we  are  not  saved ! 
For    the    wounds  of   the    daughter  of  my  people   am   1 21 

wounded ; 
I  am  a  mourner ;   astonishment  hath  seized  me. 
Is  there  no  balm  in  Gilead  ?  is  there  no  physician  there?        « 
Why  then  is  not  the  remedy  applied  to  the  daughter  of  my 
people  ? 

CHAP.  IX. — Oh  that  my  head  were  waters,  1 

And  mine  eyes  a  fountain  of  tears, 
That  I  might  weep  day  and  night 
For  the  slain  of  the  daughter  of  my  people  ! 
Oh  that  I  had  in  the  wilderness  a  traveller's  lodging-place^     a 
That  I  might  leave  my  people,  and  go  from  them  I 
For  they  are  all  adulterers. 
An  assembly  of  treacherous  men. 

And  they  bend  their  tongues,  like  their  how,/or  falsehood^      a 
But  are  not  valiant  for  truth  in  the  land ; 
For  they  proceed  from  evil  to  evil, 
And  know  not  me,  saith  JehoVah. 
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4  Take  ye  heed  every  one  of  his  neighbour. 
And  trust  ye  not  in  any  brother ; 

For  every  brother  will  surely  supplant, 

And  every  neighbour  will  go  about  to  slander. 

5  And  they  will  deceive  every  one  his  neighbour. 
And  will  not  speak  the  truth : 

They  have  taught  their  tongue  to  speak  falsehood. 
They  weary  themselves  to  commit  iniquity. 

6  Thy  habitation  is  in  the  midst  of  deceit ; 

Through  deceit  they  refuse  to  know  me,  saith  J^ovah. 

7  Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah,  of  hosts, 
Behold,  I  will  melt  them,  and  try  them ; 

For  how  shall  I  act  on  account  of  the  daughter  of  my 
people? 

8  Their  tongue  is  a  deadly  arrow,  it  speaketh  deceit : 
Each  speaketh  peaceably  to  his  neighbour  with.his  mouth. 
But  in  heart  he  layeth  his  snares. 

9  Shall  I  not  visit  them  for  these  things?  saith  Jehovah; 
Shall  not  my  soul  avenge  itself  on  such  a  nation  as  this  ? 

10  For  the  mountains  will  I  lift  up  a  weeping  and  wailing. 
And  for  the  pastures  of  the  wilderness  a  lamentation. 
Because  they  are  burned  up. 

So  that  none  can  pass  through  them ; 

Neither  can  men  hear  the  voice  of  the  cattle : 

Both  the  fowl  of  the  heavens  and  the  beast  are  fled  and  gone, 

11  And  I  will  make  Jerusalem  ruinous  heaps, 
A  dwelling-place  of  jackals ; 

And  I  will  make  the  cities  of  Judah  desolate,  without  an 
inhabitant. 
13      Who  is  the  wise  man,  that  may  understand  this  ? 
And  he  to  whom  the  mouth  of  Jehovah  hath  spoken. 
That  he  may  declare  it, — 

Why  the  land  perisheth,  and  is  bumed  up  like  a  wilderness. 
That  none  passeth  through  ? 

13  And  Jehovah  saith. 

Because  they  have  forsaken  my  law  which  I  set  before  them. 
And  have  not  obeyed  my  voice,  neither  walked  therein ; 

14  But  have  walked  after  the  stubbornness  of  their  own  heart. 
And  after  the  images  of  Baal, 

Which  their  fathers  taught  them  : 

15  Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel, 
Behold,  I  will  feed  them,  even  this  people,  with  wormwood, 
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And  give  them  a  bitter  draught  to  drink. 

I  will  scatter  them  also  among  the  nations^  le 

Whom  neither  they  nor  their  fathers  have  known ; 

And  I  will  send  a  sword  after  them^ 

Till  I  have  consumed  them. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  17 

Consider  ye,  and  call  for  the  mourning  women. 
That  they  may  come. 

And  send  for  the  skilful  ones,  that  they  may  come ; 
And  let  them  hasten  and  lift  up  a  waihng  ror  us,  is 

That  our  eyes  may  run  down  with  tears. 
And  our  eyelids  gush  out  w^th  waters. 

For  a  voice  of  wailing  is  heard  out  of  Zion :  19 

How  are  we  spoiled,  and  greatly  put  to  shame ! 
Because  we  have  forsaken  the  land. 
Became  our  dwellings  have  cast  us  out. 

Yet  hear  the  word  of  Jehovah,  O  ye  women,  20 

And  let  your  ear  receive  the  word  of  his  mouth. 
And  teach  your  daughters  wailing. 
And  every  one  her  neighbour  lamentation. 
For  death  is  come  up  by  our  windows,  21 

It  is  entered  into  our  palaces. 
To  cut  off  the  children  from  the  streets. 
The  young  men  from  the  open  places. 

Speak,  Thus  saith  Jehovah,  22 

The  carcases  of  men  shall  fall  as  dung  upon  the  open  field> 
And  as  the  handful  behind  the  harvest-man. 
And  none  shall  gather  them. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah,  » 

Let  not  a  wise  man  glory  in  his  wisdom. 
Neither  let  the  mighty  glory  in  his  might. 
Let  not  a  rich  man  glory  in  his  riches  : 

But  let  him  that  glorieth  glory  in  this, —  24 

That  he  understandeth  and  knoweth  me,  that  I  am  Jehovah, 
Who  exercise  loving-kindness,  judgment,  and  righteousness, 

in  tl\|s  earth ; 
For  in  these  I  delight,  saith  Jehovah. 

Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  Jehovah,  » 

That  I  will  punish  all  that  are  circumcised, 
With  the  un  circumcised : 

Egypt,  and  Judah,  and  Edom,  «^ 

And  the  children  of  Ammon,  snd  Moab, 
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And  all  that  have  clipped  beards. 

That  dwell  in  the  wilderness : 

For  all  these  nations  are  nndrcumcised ; 

And  uncircunicised  in  heart  is  the  whole  house  of  Israel* 

1      CHAP.  X. — Hear  ye  the  word  which  Jehovah  speaketii 

nnto  you,  0  house  of  Israel  I 
3  Thus  saith  Jehovah, 

Learn  not  the  way  of  the  nations, 

And  be  not  dismayed  at  the  signs  of  the  heavens ; 

For  the  nations  are  dismayed  at  them. 

3  For  the  customs  of  the  peoples  are  vain  : 
For  they  cut  down  a  tree  out  of  the  forest. 

The  work  of  the  hands  of  the  workman,  with  the  axe  ; 

4  They  deck  it  with  silver  and  with  gold ; 
They  fasten  it  with  nails  and  with  hammers. 
That  it  move  not. 

5  They  are  like  a  pillar  of  turned-work,  and  cannot  speak ; 
They  must  needs  be  borne,  because  they  cannot  walk. 
Be  not  afraid  of  them,  for  they  cannot  do  evil. 
Neither  also  is  it  in  their  power  to  do  good. 

6  There  is  none  like  unto  thee,  0  Jehovah  1 
Thou  art  great,  and  thy  name  is  great  in  might. 

7  Who  would  not  fear  thee,  0  king  of  nations  ? 
For  to  thee  doth  it  appertain  : 

For  among  aU  the  wise  men  of  the  nations, 

And  in  all  their  kingdoms,  there  is  none  like  unto  thee, 
s  But  they  are  altogether  brutish  and  foolish  : 

The  wood  itself  is  a  teacher  of  vanities. 
9  Silver  spread  into  plates  is  brought  from  Tarshish, 

And  gold  from  Uphaz, 

The  work  of  the  workman,  and  of  the  hands  of  the  founder : 

Blue  and  purple  is  their  clothing  ; 

The  work  of  the  skilful  all  of  them. 

10  But  Jehovah  is  the  true  God, 

He  is  the  living  God,  and  an  everlasting  King; 

At  his  wrath  the  earth  shall  tremble. 

And  the  nations  shall  not  be  able  to  abide  his  indignation* 

11  Thus  shall  ye  say  unto  them. 

The  gods  that  have  not  made  the  heavens  and  the  earth. 
Shall  perish  from  the  earth,  and  from  under  these  heavens. 
19  He  hath  made  the  earth  by  his  power, 

He  hath  established  the  world  by  his  wisdom. 
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And  by  his  understanding  hath  stretched  out  the  heavens. 
When  he  uttereth  his  voice,  13 

There  is  a  tumult  of  waters  in  the  heavens, 
And  he  causeth  clouds  to   ascend  from  the  ends  of   the 

earth ; 
He  maketh  lightnings  for  the  rain, 
And  bringeth  forth  the  wind  out  of  his  treasures. 
Every  man  is  b,ecome  brutish  by  his  knowledge ;  14 

Every  founder  is  put  to  shame  by  the  graven  image  : 
For  his  molten  image  is  falsehood, 
And  there  is  no  breath  in  them. 

They  are  vanity,  the  work  of  delusions ;  is 

In  the  time  of  their  visitation  they  shall  perish. 
Not  like  these  is  the  portion  of  Jacob,  ic 

For  he  is  the  creator  of  all  things. 
And  Israel  is  the  rod  of  his  inheritance  : 
Jehovah  of  hosts  is  his  name. 

Gather  up  thy  goods  out  of  the  land,  17 

0  inhabitant  of  the  fortress  ! 

For  thus  saith  Jehovah,  is 

Behold,  I  will  hurl  out  the  inhabitants  of  the  land  at  this 

time. 
And  will  distress  them,  that  they  may  feel  it. 

Woe  is  me  for  my  bruise !  my  wound  is  grievous : '  19 

But  I  said,  Truly  this  is  my  grief,  and  I  must  bear  it. 
My  tent  is  laid  waste,  and  all  my  cords  are  broken ;  20 

My  children  are  gone  forth  from  me,  and  they  are  not ; 
There  is  none  to  pitch  my  tent  any  more. 
Or  to  set  up  my  tent-curtains. 

For  the  pastors  are  become  brutish,  21 

And  have  not  sought  Jehovah  ; 
Wherefore  they  do  not  prosper, 
And  all  their  flocks  are  scattered. 

The  sound  of  tidings — behold,  it  cometh,  22 

And  a  great  commotion  out  of  the  land  of  the  north. 
To  make  the  cities  of  Judah  desolate,  a  dwelling-place  of 
jackals. 

I  know,  O  Jehovah,  that  the  way  of  man  is  not  in  himself :  23 
It  is  not  for  man  that  passeth  away  to  direct  his  steps.  « 

Correct  me,  0  Jehovah,  but  in  measure. 
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Not  in  thine  anger,  lest  thou  bring  me  to  nothing. 
25  Pour  out  thy  wrath  upon  the  nations  that  know  thee  not. 
And  upon  the  races  that  call  not  on  thy  name ; 
For  they  have  devoured  Jacob ; 
They  have  devoured  him,  and  consumed  him, 
And  made  his  habitation  desolate. 

1  CHAP.  XI. — The  word  which  came  to  Jeremiah  from 
Jehovah,  saying, 

2  Hear  ye  the  words  of  this  covenant. 
And  speak  unto  the  men  of  Judah, 
And  to  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem ; 

3  And  say  thou  unto  them. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah  God  of  Israel, — 

Cursed  be  the  man  that  heareth  not  the  words  of  this  cove- 
nant, 

4  Which  I  commanded  your  fathers. 

In  the  day  when  I  brought  them  forth  out  of  the  land  of 

Egypt, 
From  the  iron  furnace,  saying, 
Hearken  to  my  voice,  and  do  them. 
According  to  all  which  I  command  you ; 
So  shall  ye  be  my  people,  and  I  will  be  your  God ; 

5  That  I  may  perform  the  oath 

Which  I  have  sworn  unto  your  fathers. 

To  give  them  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey, 

As  it  is  this  day. 

Then  I  answered,  an^  said.  So  be  it,  0  Jehovah. 

6  Then  Jehovah  said  unto  me. 

Proclaim  all  these  words  in  the  cities  of  Judah, 

And  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem,  saying, 

Hear  ye  the  words  of  this  covenant,  and  do  them.  , 

7  For  I  solemnly  admonished  your  fathers. 

In  the  day  when  I  brought  them  up  out  of  the  land  of 

Egypt,  and  unto  this  day. 
Earnestly  speaking  and  admonishing  them, 
Saying,  Hearken  to  my  voice : 

8  But  they  hearkened  not,  nor  inclined  their  ear. 

But  walked  every  one  in  the  stubbornness  of  their  evil  heart. 
Therefore  I  will  bring  upon  them  all  the  words  of  this  cove- 
nant, 
Which  I  commanded  them  to  do ;  but  they  did  them  not. 
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And  Jehovah  said  unto  me^  9 

A  conspiracy  hath  been  found  among  the  men  of  Juddi, 
And  among  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem. 
They  have  turned  back  10 

To  the  iniquities  of  their  fathers  of  old^ 
Who  refused  to  hear  my  words ; 

And  they  too  have  gone  after  other  gods  to  serve  them  : 
The  house  of  Israel  and  the  house  of  Judah  have  broken  my 

covenant, 
Which  I  made  with  their  fathers. 

Therefore  thus  s'aith  Jehovah^  11 

Behold,  I  will  bring  calamity  upon  them. 
From  which  they  shall  not  be  able  to  escape; 
And  they  shall  cry  unto  me. 
But  I  will  not  hearken  unto  them. 

Then  shall  the  cities  of  Judah  12 

And  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem 

Go  and  cry  unto  the  gods  unto  whom  they  offer  incense ; 
But  they  shall  not  save  them  at  all 
In  the  time  of  their  calamity. 

For  as  many  as  thy  cities  have  been  thy  gods,  O  Judah ;        13 
And  as  many  as  the  streets  of  Jerusalem, 
Have  ye  set  up  altars  to  a  thing  of  shame. 
Altars  to  burn  incense  unto  Baal ! 

Therefore  pray  thou  not  for  this  people,  u 

Neither  lift  up  a  cry  or  prayer  for  them  : 
For  I  will  not  hear  them 
In  the  time  when  they  cry  to  me 
On  account  of  their  calamity.  * 

What  hath  my  beloved  to  do  in  my  house,  15 

Seeing  she  worketh  her  devices  ? 

Shall  vows  and  holy  flesh  remove  thy  calamity  from,  thee. 
So  that  thou  maycst  then  rejoice  ? 

Jehovah  named  thee  16 

A  green  olive  tree,  fair,  and  of  goodly  fruit : 
With  the  sound  of  a  great  noise  he  kindleth  fire  upon  it. 
And  its  branches  are  broken. 

For  Jehovah  of  hosts,  who  planted  thee,  17 

Hath  pronounced  evil  against  thee. 
On  account  of  the  evil  of  the  house  of  Israel, 
And  of  the  house  of  Judah, 
Which  they  have  wrought  for  themselves. 
To  provoke  me  to  anger  by  offering  incense  to  Baal. 
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18  Now  Jehovah  informed  me  and  I  know  it ; 
Then  thou  showedst  me  their  doings. 

19  For  I  was  like  a  tame  Iamb  that  is  led  to  slaughter; 

And  I  knew  not  that  they  had  formed  purposes  against  me^ 

saying^ 
Let  us  destroy  the  tree  with  the  fruit  thereof^ 
And  let  us  cut  him  off  from  the  land  of  the  livings 
That  his  name  may  be  no  more  remembered. 

20  But,  0  Jehovah  of  hosts,  who  judgest  righteously, 
Who  triest  the  reins  and  the  heart. 

Let  me  see  thy  vengeance  on  them ; 

For  unto  thee  have  I  committed  my  cause. 

21  Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah, 

Of  the  men  of  Anathoth,  that  seek  thy  life, 

Saying,  Prophesy  not  in  the  name  of  Jehovah, 

That  thou  die  not  by  our  hand : 
12  Therefore,  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts. 

Behold,  I  will  punish  them  : 

The  young  men  shall  die  by  the  sword. 

And  their  sons  and  their  daughters  shall  die  by  famine, 
23  And  there  shall  be  no  remnant  of  them ; 

For  I  will  bring  evil  upon  the  men  of  Anathoth, 

Even  in  the  year  of  their  visitation. 

1      CHAP.  XII.— Righteous  art  thou,  O  Jehovah, 

When  I  plead  with  thee ; 

Yet  let  me  reason  with  thee  of  thy  judgments  : 

Wherefore  doth  the  way  of  the  wicked  prosper  ? 

Wherefare  are  all  they  secure  that  deal  very  treacherously? 
9  Thou  hast  planted  them,  yea,  they  have  taken  root ; 

They  grow,  yea,  they  bring  forth  fruit : 

Thou  art  near  in  their  mouth,  and  far  from  their  hearts. 

3  But  thou,  0  Jehovah,  knowest  me ; 

Thou  hast  seen  me,  and  tried  my  heart  toward  thee : 
Full  them  out  like  sheep  for  slaughtering. 
And  devote  them  to  a  day  of  slaughter. 

4  How  long  shall  the  land  mourn, 
And  the  herbage  of  every  field  wither, 

For  the  wickedness  of  them  that  dwell  therein  ? 
The  beasts  are  consumed,  and  the  birds ; 
Because  they  say.  He  will  not  see  our  end. 

'5      If  thou  hast  run  with  footmen,  and  they  have  wearied  the^ 
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Then  how  wilt  thou  contend  with  horses  ? 

And  if  it  be  thus  in  a  land  of  peace^ 

In  which  thou  art  confident, 

Then  how  wilt  thou  do  in  the  thickets  of  Jordan  ? 

For  even  thy  brethren,  and  the  house  of  thy  father,  6 

Even  they  have  dealt  treacherously  with  thee ; 

Yea,  they  cry  after  thee  with  full  voice : 

Trust  them  not^  though  they  speak  fair  words  unto  thee. 

I  have  forsaken  my  house,  I  have  left  my  heritage ;  7 

I  have  given  the  beloved  of  my  soul  into  the  hand  of  her 

enemies. 
My  heritage  is  become  to  me  as  a  lion  in  the  forest ;  s 

She  uttereth  her  voice  against  me ; 
Therefore  have  I  hated  her. 

My  heritage  is  unto  me  as  a  ravenous  bird  of  prey,  9 

The  birds  of  prey  round  about  are  against  her ; 
Come  ye,  assemble  all  the  beasts  of  the  field, 
Bring  them  to  devour ! 

Many  shepherds  have  destroyed  my  vineyard,  lo 

They  have  trodden  my  portion  under  foot, 
They  have  made  my  pleasant  portion  a  desolate  wilderness. 
They  have  made  it  a  desolation ;  n 

Desolate  it  moumeth  unto  me ; 
The  whole  land  is  made  desolate, 
Because  no  man  layeth  it  to  heart. 

Over  all  the  high  places  in  the  wilderness  come  spoilers;        la 
For  the  sword  of  Jehovah  devoureth 

From  one  end  of  the  land  even  to  the  other  end  of  the  land; 
No  flesh  hath  peace. 

They  have  sown  wheat,  but  they  reap  thorns ;  is 

They  weary  themselves,  they  do  not  profit : 
And  they  shall  be  ashamed  of  their  harvest, 
Because  of  the  fierce  anger  of  Jehovah. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah  against  all  my  evil  neighbours,  m 

That  assail  the  inheritance 

Which  I  have  caused  my  people  Israel  to  inherit : 
Behold,  I  will  pluck  them  out  of  their  land, 
And  pluck  out  the  house  of  Judah  from  among  them. 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  15 

After  that  I  have  plucked  them  out, 
I  will  again  have  compassion  on  tbem^ 
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And  will  restore  them. 

Every  man  to  his  heritage,  and  every  man  to  his  land. 

16  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 

If  they  will  diligently  learn  the  ways  of  my  people, 
To  swear  by  my  name,  Saying,  As  Jehovah  liveth : 
Then  shall  they  be  built  in  the  midst  of  my  people. 

17  But  if  they  will  not  obey, 

I  will  utterly  pluck  up  and  destroy  that  nation,  saith  Je- 
hovah. 

I  CHAP.  XIII. — Thus  saith  Jehovah  unto  me.  Go  and  get 
thee  a  linen  girdle,  and  put  it  upon  thy  loins,  and  put  it 

3  not  into  water.  So  I  got  a  girdle,  according  to  the  word  of 
Jehovah,  and  put  it  on  my  loins. 

3  And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me  a  second  time, 

4  saying.  Take  the  girdle  that  thou  hast  got,  which  is  upon  thy 
loins,  and  arise,  go  to  Euphrates,  and  hide  it  there  in  a  cleft 

5  of  the  rock.  So  I  went,  and  hid  it  by  Euphrates,  as  Jehovah 
commanded  me. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass  after  many  days,  that  Jehovah  said 
unto  me.  Arise,  go  to  Euphrates,  and  take  the  girdle  from 

y  thence,  which  I  commanded  thee  to  hide  there.  Then  I 
went  to  the  Euphrates,  and  digged,  and  took  the  girdle  from 
the  place  where  I  had  hidden  it :  and,  behold,  the  girdle  was 

8  marred,  it  was  profitable  for  nothing.  Then  the  word  of 
Jehovah  came  imto  me,  saying, 

9  Thus  saith  Jehovah, 

After  this  manner  will  I  mar  the  pride  of  Judah, 
And  the  great  pride  of  Jerusalem. 

10  This  evil  people,  who  refuse  to  hear  my  words. 
Who  walk  in  the  stubbornness  of  their  heart. 
And  walk  after  other  gods. 

To  serve  them,  and  to  worship  them. 

Shall  even  be  as  this  girdle,  which  is  profitable  for  nothing. 

11  For  as  the  girdle  cleaveth  to  the  loins  of  a  man. 
So  have  I  caused  the  whole  house  of  Israel, 
And  the  whole  house  of  Judah, 

To  cleave  unto  me,  saith  Jehovah ; 
That  they  might  be  unto  me  for  a  people. 
And  for  a  name,  and  for  a  praise,  and  for  a  glory : 
But  they  would  not  hearken. 
13      Therefore  thou  shalt  speak  unto  them  this  word,— 
Thus  saith  Jehovah  God  of  Israel, 
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Every  vessel  shall  be  filled  with  wine ; 

And  they  shall  say  unto  thee^ 

Do  we  not  certainly  know  that  every  vessel  is  filled  wiftk 

wine  ? 
Then  shalt  thou  say  unto  them^  Thus  saith  Jehovah,  is 

Behold^  I  will  fill  all  the  inhabitants  of  this  land. 
Even  the  kings  that  sit  upon  David's  throne^ 
And  the  priests^  and  the  prophets.

And  the  cry  of  Jerusalem  ascendeth. 
s  And  their  nobles  send  forth  their  servants  for  water : 
They  come  to  the  pits,  and  find  no  water ;

They  are  ashamed  and  confounded,  and  cover  their  heads. 

4  For  this  cause  is  the  ground  in  dismay. 
That  there  has  been  no  rain  in  the  land : 

The  husbandmen  are  ashamed,  they  cover  their  heads. 

5  Yea,  the  hind  also  hath  calved  in  the  field. 
And  forsaken  her  young, 

Because  there  was  no  grass. 

6  And  the  wild  asses  stand  on  the  high  grounds. 
They  snuff  up  the  wind  like  jackals ; 

Theur  eyes  fail,  because  there  is  no  herbage. 

7  0  Jehovah,  though  our  iniquities  testify  against  us. 
Act  thou  for  thy  name^s  sake ; 

For  our  backslidings  are  many ;  we  have  sinned  against  thee* 

8  O  hope  of  Israel,  Saviour  thereof  in  time  of  trouble ! 
Whv  shouldest  thou  be  as  a  stranger  in  the  land. 
And  as  a  wayfaring  man 

That  tumeth  aside  to  tarry  for  the  night  ? 

9  Why  shouldest  thou  be  as  a  man  that  is  stunned. 
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And  if  I  enter  into  the  city, 
Then  behold  them  that  are  pining  with  famine  ! 
Yea,  both  prophet  and  priest  are  departing  into  a  land  that 
they  know  not. 

19      Hast  thou  utterly  rejected  Judah? 

Hath  thy  soul  loatned  Zion  ? 

Why  hast  thou  smitten  us, 

So  that  there  is  no  healing  for  us  ? 

We  looked  for  peace,  and  there  is  nothing  good ; 

And  for  a  time  of  healing,  and  behold  terror  !

Do  not  disgrace  the  throne  of  thy  glory : 

Remember,  break  not,  thy  covenant  with  us.         ' 
23  Are  there  any  among  the  vanities  of  the  nations  that  can 
cause  rain  ? 

Or  can  the  heavens  give  showers  ? 

Art  not  thou  he,  0  Jehovah  our  God  ? 

Therefore  we  w^ill  wait  for  thee. 

For  thou  hast  made  all  these  things. 

1  CHAP.  XV. — Then  said  Jehovah  unto  me, 
Though  Moses  and  Samuel  stood  before  me. 
My  soul  could  not  be  moved  toward  this  people  : 
Cast  them  out  of  my  sight,  and  let  them  go  forth. 

2  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  they  say  unto  thee.

Thou  hast  gone  backward : 

Therefore  will  I  stretch  out  my  hand  against  thee. 
And  destroy  thee ;

lo      0  Jehovah,  thou  knowest: 
Remember  me,  and  visit  me.

Take  me  not  away  in  thy  long-sufiFering  towards  them; 
Know  that  for  thy  sake  I  have  suffered  reproach. 

16  As  soon  as  thy  words  were  found  I  devoured  them. 

And  thy  word  was  unto  me  the  joy  and  rejoicing  of  ray  heart; 
For  I  am  called  by  thy  name,  O  Jehovah  God  of  hosts. 

17  I  sat  not  in  the  assembly  of  the  mockers,  nor  rejoiced ; 
I  sat  alone  because  of  thy  hand ; 

For  thou  hast  filled  me  with  indignation. 

18  Why  is  my  grief  perpetual. 

And  my  wound  hard  to  cure,  refusing  to  be  healed  ? 
Wilt  thou  be  altogether  unto  me  as  a  deceitful  brook, 
^Vhose  waters  abide  not  ? 

19  Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah, 

If  thou  wilt  return,  then  will  I  restore  thee ; 

Thou  shalt  stand  before  me : 

And  if  thou  wilt  bring  forth  the  precious  from  the  vile. 

Thou  shalt  be  as  my  mouth ; 

Let  them  return  unto  thee. 

But  return  not  thou  unto  them. 

20  And  I  will  make  thee  unto  this  people  as  a  fortified  wall  of 

brass, 
And  they  shall  fight  against  thee. 
But  shall  not  prevail  over  thee ; 
For  I  am  with  thee  to  save  thee  and  to  deliver  thee,  saith 

Jehovah : 

21  And  I  will  deliver  thee  out  of  the  hand  of  the  wicked, 
And  I  will  redeem  thee  out  of  the  grasp  of  the  terrible. 

1  CHAP.  XVI. — The  word  of  Jehovah  came  also  unto  me, 
saying, 

2  Thou  shalt  not  take  thee  a  wife. 

Neither  shalt  thou  have  sons  or  daughters  in  this  place. 

3  For  thus  saith  Jehovah, 

Concerning  the  sons  and  concerning  the  daughters 

That  are  bom  in  this  place. 

And  concerning  their  mothers  that  bare  them. 

And  concerning  their  fathers  that  begat  them  in  this  land : 

4  They  shall  die  of  deadly  diseases;

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They  shall  not  be  lamented,  neither  shall  they  be  buried; 

They  shall  be  as  dung  upon  the  face  of  the  earth : 

And  they  shall  be  consumed  by  the  sword,  and  by  famine; 

And  their  carcases  shall  be  for  food

For  thus  saith  Jehovah,  5 

Enter  not  into  the  house  of  mourning. 
Neither  go  to  lament  nor  bemoan  them ; 
For  I  have  taken  away  my  peace  from  this  people,  saith 

Jehovah, 
Even  loving-kindness  and  tender  mercies. 
Both  the  great  and  the  small  shall  die  in  this  land ;  6 

They  shall  not  be  buried,  neither  shall  men  lament  for  them, 
Nor  cut  themselves,  nor  make  themselves  bald  for  them ; 
Neither  shall  they  break  bread  with  one  that  moumeth,  7 

To  comfort  him  for  the  dead ; 
Neither  give  them  the  cup  of  consolation  to  drink, 
For  their  father  or  for  their  mother. 

And  into  the  house  of  feasting  thou  shalt  not  enter  s

For  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel ;  9 

Behold,  I  will  cause  to  cease  out  of  this  place. 
In  your  eyes,  and  in  your  days. 
The  voice  of  joy,  and  the  voice  of  gladness. 
The  voice  of  the  bridegroom,  and  the  voice  of  the  bride. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  thou  shalt  declare  to  this  10 
people  all  these  words,  and  they  shall  say  unto  thee,  Where- 
fore hath  Jehovah  pronounced  all  this  great  evil  against  us  ? 
or  what  is  our  iniquity?  or  what  is  our  sin  that  we  have 
committed  against  Jehovah  our  Grod  ? — then  shalt  thou  say 
unto  them. 

Because  your  fathers  have  forsaken  me,  saith  Jehovah,        1 1 
And  have  gone  after  other  gods. 
And  have  served  them,  and  have  worshipped  them, 
And  have  forsaken  me,  and  have  not  kept  my  law ; 
And  ye  yourselves  have  done  still  worse  than  your  fathers :     la 
For,  behold,  ye  walk  every  one  after  the  stubbornness  of  his 

evil  heart. 
So  as  not  to  hearken  unto  me : 

Therefore  will  I  cast  you  out  of  this  land  13 

Into  a  land  which  ye  know  not,  ye  or  your  fathers ; 
And  there  shall  ye  serve  other  gods  day  and  night; 
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For  I  will  show  you  no  favour. 

14  Therefore,  behold,  the  days  come,  saith  Jehovah^ 
That  it  shall  no  more  be  said. 

As  Jehovah  liveth,  who  brought  up  the  children  of  Israel 
Out  of  the  land  of  Egypt : 

15  But,  As  Jehovah  liveth, 

Who  brought  up  the  children  of  Israel 

Out  of  the  land  of  the  north, 

And  from  all  the  lands  whither  he  had  driven  them : 

For  I  will  bring  them  back  into  their  own  land 

Which  I  gave  to  their  fathers. 

16  Behold,  I  will  send  for  many  fishers,  saith  Jehovah, 
And  they  shall  fish  them ; 

And  afterwards  I  will  send  for  many  hunters. 

And  they  shall  hunt  them  from  every  mountain, 

And  from  every  hill,  and  out  of  the  holes  of  the  rocks. 

17  For  mine  eyes  are  upon  all  their  ways; 
They  are  not  concealed  from  ine, 

Neither  is  their  iniquity  hidden  from  mine  eyes. 

18  And  first  I  will  requite  doubly  their  iniquity  and  their  sin ; 
Because  they  have  profaned  my  land 

With  the  carcases  of  their  detestable  sacrifices, 

And  with  their  abominations  have  filled  mine  inheritance. 

19  0  Jehovah,  ray  strength,  and  my  fortress. 
And  my  refuge  in  the  day  of  distress, 

Unto  thee  shall  the  nations  come  from  the  ends  of  the  earth. 
And  shall  say.  Surely  our  fathers  have  inherited  lies. 
Vanity,  and  things  wherein  there  is  no  profit. 

20  Shall  a  man  make  for  himself  gods,  and  they  are  no  gods  \ 

21  Therefore,  behold,  I  will  this  once  cause  them  to  know, 
I  will  cause  them  to  know  my  hand  and  my  might ; 
And  they  shall  know  that  my  name  is  Jehovah. 

1  CHAP.  XVII. — The  sin  of  Judah  is  written  with  a  pen 

of  iron. 
With  the  point  of  a  diamond ; 
It  is  graven  upon  the  tablet  of  their  heart, 
Ajid  upon  the  horns  of  your  altars ; 

2  When  they  remember  their  children. 
Their  altars,  and  their  columns  of  Astarte; 
By  the  green  trees,  upon  the  high  hills. 
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0  my  mountain  in  the  field  !  3 

Thy  substance  and  all  thy  treasures  will  I  give  to  the  spoils 
Thy  high  places,  on  account  of  sin,  throughout  all  thy  borders. 
And  thou,  even  by  thyself,  shalt  be  thrust  out  4 

Prom  thine  inheritance  which  I  gave  thee ; 
And  I  will  make  thee  serve  tbine  enemies 
In  a  land  which  thou  knowest  not ; 

For  ye  have  kindled  a  fire  in  mine  anger,  which  shall  bum 
for  ever. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah,  5 

Cursed  be  the  man  that  trusteth  in  man, 
And  maketh  fiesh  his  arm. 
And  whose  heart  departeth  from  Jehovah ; 
For  he  shall  be  like  one  forlorn  in  the  desert ;  6 

And  shall  not  sec  when  good  cometh. 
But  shall  dwell  in  parched  places  in  the  wilderness. 
In  a  barren  land  and  not  inhabited. 

Blessed  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  Jehovah,  7 

And  whose  hope  is  Jehovah : 

For  he  shall  be  as  a  tree  planted  by  the  waters,  s 

Which  sendeth  out  its  roots  by  a  running  stream. 
And  shall  not  fear  when  heat  cometh. 
But  its  leaf  shall  be  green ; 
And  shall  not  be  anxious  in  a  year  of  drought. 
Neither  shall  cease  from  yielding  fruit. 

The  heart  is  deceitful  above  all  things,  9 

Yea,  it  is  hard  to  cure, — who  can  know  it  ? 
I,  Jehovah,  search  the  heart,  and  try  the  reins,  10 

Even  to  give  to  every  man  according  to  his  ways. 
According  to^the  fruit  of  his  doings. 

As  the  partridge  sitteth  on  eggs  which  she  hath  not  laid,        n 
So  is  he  that  getteth  riches,  and  not  by  right : 
In  the  midst  of  his  days,  he  shall  leave  them. 
And  at  his  end  shall  be  a  fool. 

A  throne  of  glory,  on  high  from  the  beginning,  la 

Is  the  place  of  our  sanctuary. 

0  Jehovah,  the  hope  of  Israel,  n 

All  that  forsake  thee  shall  be  ashamed. 
They  that  depart  fi*om  me  shall  be  TNTitten  in  the  dust ; 
Because  they  have  forsaken  Jehovah, 
The  fountain  of  living  waters. 
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14  Heal  me^  0  Jehovah,  and  I  shall  be  healed; 
Save  me,  and  I  shall  be  saved; 

For  thou  art  my  praise. 

15  Behold,  they  say  irnto  me, 

Where  is  the  word  of  Jehovah  ? — let  it  come  now. 

16  As  for  me,  I  have  not  refused  to  follow  thee,  as  a  shepherd. 
Neither  have  I  desired  the  woeful  day,  thou  knowest : 
That  which  came  out  of  my  lips  has  been  before  thy  £sce. 

17  Be  not  a  terror  unto  me ; 

My  refuge  art  thou  in  the  day  of  evil. 

18  Let  them  be  ashamed  that  persecute  me. 
But  let  not  me  be  ashamed ; 

Let  them  be  dismayed,  but  let  not  me  be  dismayed ; 

Bring  upon  them  the  day  of  evil. 

And  destroy  them  with  double  destruction. 

19  Thos  said  Jehovah  unto  me ;  Go  and  stand  in  the  gate  of 
the  children  of  the  people,  by  which  the  kings  of  Judah  come 

20  in,  and  by  which  they  go  out,  and  in  all  the  gates  of  Jeru- 
salem ;  and  say  unto  them,  Hear  ye  the  word  of  Jehovah,  je 
kings  of  JudaJi,  and  all  Judah,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  Je- 
rusalem, that  enter  in  by  these  gates :  thus  saith  Jehovah, 

21  Take  heed  to  yourselves. 

And  carry  no  burden  on  the  sabbath-day, 

Nor  bring  it  in  by  the  gates  of  Jerusalem : 

Neither  take  forth  a  burden  out  of  your  houses 
-22  On  the  sabbath  day,  neither  do  ye  any  work ; 

But  hallow  ye  the  sabbath  day,  as  I  commanded  your  fathers. 
1Z3  But  they  obeyed  not,  neither  inclined  their  ear. 

But  made  their  neck  stiff. 

That  they  might  not  hear,  nor  receive  instruction. 

24  And  it  shall  come  to  pass. 

If  ye  hearken  diligently  unto  me,  saith  Jehovah, 
To  bring  in  no  burden  through  the  gates  of  this  city 
On  the  sabbath  day. 
But  hallow  the  sabbath  day,  to  do  no  work  therein ; 

25  Then  shall  there  enter  into  the  gates  of  this  city 
Kings  and  princes  sitting  upon  the  throne  of  David, 
Biding  in  chariots  and  on  horses,  they,  and  their  princes. 
The  men  of  Judah,  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem : 
And  this  city  shall  remain  for  ever. 

26  And  they  shall  come  from  the  cities  of  Judah, 
And  from  the  places  about  Jerusalem, 
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And  devise  a  device  against  you : 

Return  ye  now  every  one  from  his  evil  way, 

And  amend  your  ways  and  your  doings. 

12  And  they  said.  It  is  in  vain ; 

For  we  will  walk  after  our  own  devices, 
And  we  will  every  one  act  in  the  stubbornness  of  his  evil 
heart. 

13  Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah, 
Ask  ye  now  among  the  heathen. 
Who  hath  heard  of  such  things  ? — 

The  virgin  of  Israel  hath  done  a  very  horrible  deed  : 

14  Shall  the  snow  of  Lebanon  depart  from  the  rock  of  the 

field? 
Shall  the  cold  flowing  waters  from  afar  be  dried  up, 

15  That  my  people  hath  forgotten  me. 
And  have  burned  incense  to  vanity  ? 

And  that  the  ancient  paths  have  made  them  to  stumble  in 

their  ways. 
To  walk  in  by-paths,  in  a  way  not  formed, 

16  To  make  their  land  desolate,  a  perpetual  hissing  ? 
Every  one  that  passeth  through  it  shall  be  astonished, 
And  shake  his  head. 

17  I  will  scatter  them,  as  with  an  east  wind. 
Before  the  enemy ; 

I  will  show  them  the  back,  and  not  the  face. 
In  the  day  of  their  calamity. 

18  Then  thev  said. 

Come,  and  let  us  devise  devices  against  Jeremiah ; 

Por  the  law  shall  not  perish  from  the  priest. 

Nor  counsel  from  the  wise,  nor  the  word  from  the  prophet : 

Come,  and  let  us  smite  him  with  the  tongue. 

And  let  us  not  give  heed  to  any  of  his  words. 

19  Give  heed  to  me,  0  Jehovah, 

And  hearken  to  the  voice  of  them  that  contend  with  me. 

20  Shall  evil  be  recompensed  for  good. 
That  they  have  digged  a  pit  for  my  soul  ? 

Remember  that  I  stood  before  thee  to  speak  good  for  them. 
To  turn  away  thy  wrath  from  them. 
31  Therefore  give  up  their  children  to  the  famine. 
And  deliver  them  into  the  power  of  the  sword ; 
And  let  their  wives  be  bereaved  of  their  children,  and  be 
widows ; 


234  JEREMIAH  XIX. 

And  let  their  men  be  killed  by  pestilence, 

Their  young  men  slain  by  the  sword  in  battle. 

Let  a  cry  be  heard  from  their  houses,  22 

When  thou  shalt  bring  a  troop  suddenly  upon  them : 

Because  they  have  digged  a  pit  to  take  me. 

And  laid  snares  for  my  feet. 

But  thou,  0  Jehovah,  knowest  all  their  counsel  23 

Against  my  life ; 

Forgive  not  their  iniquity. 

Neither  blot  out  their  sin  from  thy  sight, 

But  let  them  be  overthrown  before  thee ; 

Deal  with  them  in  the  time  of  thine  anger. 

CHAP.  XIX. — ^Thus  saith  Jehovah,  Go  and  buy  a  potter's  1 
earthen  bottle,  and  take  with  thee  some  of  the  elders  of  the 
people,  and  of  the  elders  of  the  priests  :  and  go  forth  unto  2 
the  valley  of  the  son  of  Hinnom,  which  is  by  the  entry  of 
the  pottery  gate,  and  proclaim  there  the  words  that  I  shall 
tell  thee,  and  say. 

Hear  ye  the  word  of  Jehovah,  0  kings  of  Judah,  and  3 
inhabitants  of  Jerusalem ;  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the 
God  of  Israel;  Behold,  I  will  bring  evil  upon  this  place, 
such  that  whosoever  hcareth  thereof,  his  ears  shall  tingk. 
Because  they  have  forsaken  me,  and  have  alienated  this  4 
place,  and  have  burned  incense  in  it  unto  other  gods,  which 
neither  they  nor  their  fathers  have  known,  nor  the  kings  of 
Judah,  and  have  filled  this  place  with  the  blood  of  innocent 
children.     They  have  built  also  the  high  places  of  Baal,  to  5 
burn  their  sons  in  the  fire,  as  burnt-offerings  unto  Baal, 
which  I  commanded  not,  nor  spake  of,  neither  entered  it  into 
my  heart.     Therefore,  behold,  the  days  come,  saith  Jehovah,  6 
that  this  place  shall  no  more  be  called  Tophet,  nor  The  val- 
ley of   the  son  of   Hinnom,  but  The  vsilley  of   slaughter. 
And  I  will  make  void  the  counsel  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem  7 
in  this  place ;  and  I  will  cause  them  to  fall  by  the  sword  be- 
fore their  enemies,  and  by  the  hands  of  them  that  aeeik  their 
lives ;  and  their  carcases  will  I  give  to  be  food  to  the  fowb 
of  the  heaven,  and  to  the  beasts  of  the  earth.      And  I  wiH  s 
make  this  city  desolate,  and   a  hissing;    every  one  that 
passeth  by  it  shall  be  astonished  and  hiss  because  of  all  the 
calamities  thereof.   And  I  will  cause  them  to  eat  die  fleak  of  9 
their  sons,  and  the  flesh  of  their  daughters,  and  they  ahall 
eat  every  one  the  flesh  of  his  friend  in  the  siege  and  the  dia- 
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tress^  with  which  their  enemies^  and  they  that  seek  their 
lives,  shall  distress  them. 
JO      Then  sfaalt  thou  break  the  bottle  in  the  sight  of  the  men 

11  that  go  with  thee^  and  shalt  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  Je- 
hovah of  hosts ;  even  so  will  I  break  this  people  and  this 
city,  as  one  breaJceth  a  potter's  vessel,  that  cannot  be  made 
whole  again  :    and  they  shall  be  buried  in  Tophet,  for  want 

12  of  room  to  bury.  Thus  will  I  do  unto  this  place,  saith  Je- 
hovah, and  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  even  make  this 

13  city  as  Tophet :  and  the  houses  of  Jerusalem,  and  the  houses 
of  the  kings  of  Judah,  shall  be  unclean  as  the  place  of  To- 
phet^ even  all  the  houses  upon  whose  roofs  they  have  burned 
incense  unto  all  the  host  of  heaven,  and  have  poured  ont 
drink-ofiferings  unto  other  gods. 

14  Then  came  Jeremiah  from  Tophet,  whither  Jehovah  had 
sent  him  to  prophesy ;  and  he  stood  in  the  court  of  the  house 

15  of  Jehovah,  and  said  to  all  the  people,  Thus  saith  Jehovah  oif 
hoists,  the  God  of  Israel;  Behold,  I  will  bring  upon  this  city 
and  upon  all  her  towns  all  the  evil  that  I  have  pronounced 
against  her,  because  they  have  hardened  their  necks,  ao  as 
not  to  hearken  to  my  words. 

1  CHAP.  XX.— Now  Fashur  the  son  of  Immer  the  priest, 
who  was  also  chief  overseer  in  the  house  of  Jehovah,  heard 
that  Jeremiah  prophesied  these  things.     Then  Pashur  smote 

2  Jeremiah  the  prophet,  and  put  him  in  the  torture-frame 
which  was  in  the  high  gate  of  Benjamin,  which  was  by  the 
house  of  Jehovah. 

3  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  Pashur  brought 
Jeremiah  forth  out  of  the  torture-frame.  Then  said  Jeremiah 
unto  him,  Jehovah  hath  not  called  thy  name  Pashur  [Pros- 
PSRiTY  around],  but  Magor-missabib  [Terror  on  evert 

4  side].  For  thus  saith  Jehovah,  Behold,  I  will  make 
thee  a  terror  to  thyself,  and  to  all  thy  friends ;  and  th^ 
shall  fall  by  the  sword  of  their  enemies,  and  thine  eyes  shall 
behold  it;  and  I  will  give  all  Judah  into  the  hand  of  the 
Idng  of  Babylon,  and  he  shall  carry  them  captive  to  Babylon, 

5  and  he  shall  slay  them  with  the  sword.  And  I  will  give  all 
the  wealth  of  this  city,  and  all  the  fruits  of  its  labour,  and 
all  the  precious  things  thereof,  and  all  the  treasures  of  the 
kings  of  Judah,  I  will  give  them  into  the  hand  of  thenr 
enemiea,  and  they  shall  spoil  them,  and  take  them,  and  carry 

6  them  to  Babylon.     And  thou,  Pashur,  and  all  that  dwell  in 
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thy  hoose^  shall  go  into  captivity ;  and  thou  shalt  come  to 
Babylon^  and  there  thou  shalt  die^  and  shalt  be  buried  there, 
thou,  and  all  thy  friends,  to  whom  thou  hast  prophesied 
falsely. 

Thou  didst  entice  me,  O  Jehovah,  and  I  was  enticed ;  7 

Thou  wast  stronger  than  I,  and  didst  prevail : 
I  am  in  derision  daily,  every  one  mocketh  me. 
For  as  often  as  I  speak,  I  cry  aloud,  a 

Violence  and  oppression  is  my  cry ; 
Because  the  word  of  Jehovah  is  made  a  reproach 
And  a  scorn  unto  me,  daily. 

Then  I  say,  I  will  not  make  mention  of  him,  9 

Nor  speak  any  more  in  his  name : 
But  it  is  within  my  heart  as  a  burning  fire 
Shut  up  in  my  bones. 
And  I  grow  weary  with  enduring, 
And  cannot  refrain. 

For  I  hear  the  defaming  of  many,  even  terror  on  every  side ;  10 
Denounce,  they  say,  and  we  will  denounce  him. 
All  my  familiar  friends  watch  for  my  overthrow. 
Saying,  Peradventure  he  will  be  enticed. 
And  we  shall  prevail  against  him. 
And  we  shall  take  our  revenge  on  him. 

But  Jehovah  is  with  me  as  a  mighty  warrior ;  11 

Wherefore  my  persecutors  shall  stumble. 
And  shall  not  prevail : 

They  shall  be  greatly  ashamed,  for  they  act  not  wisely ;  ^ 
Their  everlasting  confusion  shall  never  be  forgotten. 
But,  0  Jehovah  of  hosts,  who  triest  the  righteous,  la 

Who  seest  the  reins  and  the  heart. 
Let  me  see  thy  vengeance  on  them ; 
For  unto  thee  have  I  opened  my  cause. 

Sing  unto  Jehovah,  praise  ye  Jehovah ;  13 

For  he  hath  delivered  the  soul  of  the  poor 
From  the  hand  of  evil  doers. 

Cursed  be  the  day  wherein  I  was  bom ;  u 

Let  not  the  day  be  blessed  wherein  my  mother  bare  me. 
Cursed  be  the  man  who  brought  tidings  to  my  father,  15 

Saying,  A  man  child  is  bom  unto  thee ; 
Making  him  rejoice  greatly. 

And  let  that  man  be  as  the  cities  which  Jehovah  overthrew  16 
without  relenting ; 
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And  let  him  hear  a  cry  in  the  mornings 
And  an  alarm  at  noon-tide; 

17  Because  he  slew  me  not  from  the  womb ; 

So  that  my  mother  might  have  been  my  grave, 
And  her  womb  still  undelivered. 

18  Wherefore  came  I  f6rth  from  the  womb 
To  see  trouble  and  sorrow. 

That  my  days  should  be  consumed  in  shame  ? 

1  CHAP.  XXI. — ^The  word  which  came  unto  Jeremiah  from 
Jehovah,  when  kmg  Zedekiah  sent  unto  him  Pashur  the  son 
of  Melchiah,  and  Zephaniah  the  son  of  Maaseiah  the  priest, 

a  saying,  "  Inquire,  I  pray  thee,  of  Jehovah  for  us ;  for  Nebu- 
chadrezzar king  of  Babylon  maketh  w^ar  against  us;  if  so  be 
that  Jehovah  will  deal  with  us  according  to  all  his  wondrous 
works,  that  he  may  go  up  from  us.^' 

3  Then  said  Jeremiah  unto  them,  ''Thus  shall  ye  say  to 

4  Zedekiah :  Thus  saith  Jehovah  God  of  Israel,  Behold,  I  will 
turn  back  the  weapons  of  war  that  are  in  your  hands,  where- 
with ye  fight  against  the  king  of  Babylon  and  the  Chaldeans 
who  besiege  you  without  the  walls,  and  I  will  gather  them  into 

5  the  midst  of  this  city.  And  I  myself  will  fight  against  you 
with  an  outstretched  hand  and  with  a  strong  arm,  and  with 

6  anger,  and  fury,  and  great  wrath.  And  I  will  smite  the 
inhabitants  of  this  city,  both  man  and  beast :  they  shall  die 

7  of  a  great  pestilence.  And  afterwards,  saith  Jehovah,  I  will 
deliver  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah,  and  his  servants,  and  the 
people,  and  those  who  are  left  in  this  city  by  the  pestilence, 
by  the  sword,  and  by  the  famine,  into  the  hand  of  Nebuchad- 
rezzar king  of  Babylon,  and  into  the  hand  of  their  enemies, 
and  into  the  hand  of  those  who  seek  their  life ;  and  he  shall 
smite  them  with. the  edge  of  the  sword;  he  shall  not  spare 
them,  neither  have  pity,  nor  show  mercy. 

8  And  unto  this  people  thou  shalt  say.  Thus  saith  Jehovah, 
Behold,  I  set  before   you  the  way  of  life,  and  the  way  of 

9  death.  He  that  abideth  in  this  city  shall  die  by  the  sword, 
and  by  the  famine,  and  by  the  pestilence ;  but  he  that  goeth 
out,  and  surrendereth  to  the  Chaldeans  that  besiege  you,  he 

10  shall  live,  and  his  life  shall  be  unto  him  as  a  prey.  For  I 
have  set  my  face  against  this  city  for  evil,  and  not  for  good, 
saith  Jehovah ;  it  shall  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of 
Babylon,  and  he  shall  bum  it  with  fire. 

11  And  to  the  house  of  the  king  of  Judah,  say,  Hear  ye  the 
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word  of  Jehovah,  0  house  of  David !     Thus  saith  Jehovak^  12 
Execute  judgment  every  morning,  and  deliver  him  that  is 
spoiled  out  of  the  hand  of  the  oppressor^  lest  my  fury  go 
out  like  fire,  and  burn  so  that  none  can  quench  it,  beoiaae 
of  the  evil  of  your  doings.      Behold,  I  am   against   thee,  13 
O   inhabitant  "of  the  valley  and  rock  of  the    plain !    saith 
Jehovah ;  ye  who  say,  Who  shall  come  down  against  ua?  or 
who  shall  enter  into  our  habitations  ?     And  I  will  punish  14 
you  according  to  the  fruit  of  your  doings,  saith  Jehovah; 
and  I  will  kindle  a  fire  in  her  forest,  and  it  shall  devour  all 
around  her/^ 

CHAP.  XXII.— Thus  saith  Jehovah,  1 

Go  down  to  the  house  of  the  king  of  Jodab, 
And  speak  there  this  word,  and  say. 

Hear  the  word  of  Jehovah,  0  king  of  Judah,  2 

That  sittest  upon  the  throne  of  David, 
Thou,  and  thy  servants. 

And  thy  people  that  enter  in  by  these  gates :  3 

'     Thus  saith  Jehovah, 
Execute  judgment  and  righteousness, 
And  deliver  the  spoiled  out  of  the  hand  of  the  oppressor; 
To  the  stranger,  the  fatherless,  and  the  widow, 
Do  no  wrong,  do  no  violence. 

Neither  shed  innocent  blood  in  this  place.  4 

F(»r  if  ye  will  indeed  do  this  thing. 
Then  shall  there  enter  in  by  the  gates  of  this  house 
Kings  sitting  upon  the  throne  of  David, 
Biding  in  chariots  and  on  horses. 
Each  with  his  servants,  and  his  people. 

But  if  ye  will  not  hear  these  words,  5 

By  myself  have  I  sworn,  saith  Jehovah, 
That  this  house  shall  become  a  desolation. 

For  thus  saith  Jehovah  to  the  house  of  the  king  of  Judah:  s 
Thou  art  as  Gilead  unto  me,  and  the  summit  of  Lebanon; 
Yet  surely  I  will  make  thee  a  wilderness, 
And  cities  not  inhabited. 

And  I  will  appoint  destroyers  against  thee,  7 

Every  one  with  his  weapons; 
And  they  shall  cut  down  thy  choice  cedars. 
And  cast  them  into  the  fire. 

And  many  nations  shall  pass  by  this  city,  s 

And  they  shall  say  every  man  to  his  neighbour. 
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9  Wherefore  hath  Jehovah  done  thus  to  this  great  city  ? 
Then  shall  they  answer^ 

Because  they  forsook  the  covenant  of  Jehovah  their  Crod, 
And  worshipped  other  gods,  and  served  them. 

10  Weep  ye  not  for  the  dead,  neither  bewail  him ; 
Weep  ye  sorely  for  him  that  is  gone  away, 

For  he  shall  return  no  more,  nor  see  his  native  land. 

11  Por  thus  saith  Jehovah  concerning  Shallum, 
The  son  of  Josiah,  king  of  Judah, 

Who  reigned  instead  of  Josiah  his  father. 
Who  went  forth  out  of  this  place, — 
He  shall  not  return  thither  any  more ; 

12  But  he  shall  die  in  the  place  whither  they  have  led  him 

captive. 
And  shall  see  this  land  no  more. 

13  Woe  unto  him  that  buildeth  his  house  by  unrighteousness, 
And  his  upper-rooms  by  wrong ; 

That  letteth  his  neighbour  work  without  wages. 
And  payeth  him  not  for  his  labour ; 

14  That  saith,  I  will  build  me  a  large  house, 
And  spacious  upper-rooms ; 

And  cutteth  him  out  windows ; 

And'  ceileth  it  with  cedar,  and  painteth  with  vermilion  ! 

15  Shalt  thou  reign,  because  thou  rivallest  others  in  cedar  ? 
Did  not  thy  father  eat  and  drink. 

And  do  judgment  and  justice  ? 
Then  it  was  well  with  him  : 

16  He  judged  the  cause  of  the  poor  and  needy ; 
Then  it  was  well  with  him  : 

Was  not  this  to  know  me  ? — saith  Jehovah. 

17  But  thine   eyes  and  thy  heart  are  only  upon]  thine  own 

gain. 
And  on  innocent  blood,  to  shed  it. 
And  on  oppression,  and  on  violence,  to  do  it. 

18  Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah, 

Concerning  Jehoiakim  the  son  of  Josiah,  king  of  Judah : 
They  shall  not  lament  for  him,  saying^ 
Ah  my  brother !  or.  Ah  my  sister ! 
They  shall  not  lament  for  him,  saxjing, 
Ah  lord  I  or.  Ah  his  glory ! 

19  He  shall  be  buried  with  the  burial  of  an  ass, 

Pragged  along  and  cast  forth  beyond  the  gates  of  Jerusalem. 


240  JEREMIAH  XXIII, 

Go  up  to  Lebanon,  O  Jerusalem,  and  cry,  20 

And  lift  up  thy  voice  in  Basban, 
And  cry  from  Abarim ; 
For  all  thy  lovers  are  destroyed.

Sitting  upon  the  throne  of  David,  or  ruling  still  in  Judah. 

CHAP.  XXIII. — Woe  to  the  shepherds  that  destroy  i 

And  scatter  the  sheep  of  my  pasture ! — saith  Jehovah : 
Therefore  thus  saith  Jehoviui  God  of  Israel,  2 
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Concerning  the  shepherds  that  tend  my  people : 
Ye  have  scattered  ray  flock^  and  driven  them  away^ 
And  not  taken  care  of  them ; 

Behold^  I  will  visit  upon  you  the  evil  of  your  doings,  saith

Concerning  the  prophets:

10  For  the  land  is  full  of  adulterers ;

They  run  to  evil,  and  their  power  is  unjust ; 

11  For  both  prophet  and  priest  are  profane ; 

Yea,   in   my  house  have   I   found  their  wickedness,   saith 
Jehovah.

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Therefore  their  way  shall  be  unto  them  as  Blippery  paths  in  i3 

the  darkness ; 
They  shall  be  driven  on,  and  fall  therein ; 
Per  I  will  bring  evil  upon  them^

As  I  saw  folly  in  the  prophets  of  Samaria,  is 

Who  prophesied  by  Baal,  and  caused  my  people  Israel  to  err, 
So,  in  the  prophets  of  Jerusalem  i4 

Have  I  seen  a  horrible  thing : 
They  commit  adultery,  and  walk  in  falsehood ; 
They  strengthen  also  the  hands  of  evil-doers. 
So  that  no  man  turneth  from  his  wickedness :

33  Bdiold,  I  am  against  the  prophets  of  false  dreams,  saith 
Jehovah, 

Who  tdl  them,  and  cause  my  people  to  err. 

By  their  falsehoods,  and  by  their  boasting : 

For  I  sent  them  not,  nor  commanded  them ; 

And  they  shall  not  profit  this  people  at  all,  saith  Jehovah. 
33      And  when  this  people,  or  a  prophet,  or  priest. 

Shall  ask  thee,  saying.  What  is  the  message  of  Jehovah  7 

Thou  shalt  then  say  untp  them.  What  is  the  message  7-^ 

It  is  that  I  will  cast  you  away,  saith  Jehovah. 
M  And  as  for  the  prophet,  and  the  priest,  and  the  people. 

That  shall  say.  The  message  of  Jehovah : 

I  will  even  punish  that  man  and  his  house. 
35      Thus  shall  ye  say  one  to  another, 

Aad  every  man  to  his  brother, —

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What  hath  Jehovah  answered  ? 
And,  What  hath  Jehovah  spoken  ? 

And  the  message  of  Jehovah  shall  ye  mention  no  more ;         36 
For  the  message  to  every  man  shall  be  his  own  word  : 
Since  ye  have  perverted  the  words  of  the  living  God, 
Even  of  Jehovah  of  hosts,  our  God. 

Thus  shalt  thou  say  to  the  prophet, —  37 

What  hath  Jehovah  answered  thee  ? 
And,  What  hath  Jehovah  spoken  ? 

Then  if  ye  say.  The  message  of  Jehovah : —  38 

Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah, 

Because  ye  have  said  this  word.  The  message  of  Jehovah, 
*  Although  I  sent  unto  you,  saying. 
Ye  shall  not  say,  The  message  of  Jehovah  : — 
Therefore,  behold,  I  will  utterly  forget  you ;  39 

And  I  will  cast  you  away. 
And  the  city  that  I  gave  you  and  your  fathers, 
Out  of  my  presence ; 

And  I  will  put  upon  you  an  everlasting  reproach,  40 

And  an  everlasting  shame,  which  shall  not  be  forgotten. 

CHAP.  XXIV. — ^Jehovah  showed  me,  and,  behold,  two  1 
baskets  of  figs  were  set  before  the  temple  of  Jehovah,  after 
that  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon  had  carried  away  cap- 
tive Jeconiah  the  son  of  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah,  and  the 
chief  men  of  Judah,  with  the  carpenters  and  smiths,  from 
'Jerusalem,  and  had  brought  them  to  Babylon.     One  basket  s 
contained  very  good  figs,  like  the  figs  first  ripe ;  and  the  other 
basket  very  bad  figs,  which  could  not  be  eaten,  they  were  so 
bad.  Then  said  Jehovah  unto  me.  What  seest  thou,  Jeremiah  ?  s 
And  I  said.  Figs;    the  good  figs,  very  good;  and  the  bad, 
very  bad,  which  cannot  be  eaten,  they  are  so  bad. 

Then  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  saying,  4 

Thus  saith  Jehovah,  the  God  of  Israel :  5 

Like  these  good  figs. 

So  will  I  acknowledge  for  good  the  captives  of  Judah, 
Whom  I  have  sent  out  of  this  place 
Into  the  land  of  the  Chaldeans. 

For  I  will  set  mine  eyes  upon  them  for  good,  6 

And  I  will  bring  them  back  to  this  land : 
And  I  will  build  them,  and  not  pull  them  down; 
And  I  will  plant  them,  and  not  pluck  them  up. 
And  I  will  give  them  a  heart  to  know  me,  that  I  am  Jehovah :  7 
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And  they  shall  be  my  people,  and  I  will  be  their  God : 
For  they  shall  return  unto  me  with  their  whole  heart. 

8  And  like  the  bad  iigs,  which  cannot  be  eaten,  they  are  so  bad, 
(Surely  thus  saith  Jehovah,) 

So  will  I  make  Zedekiah  the  king  of  Judah,  and  his  princes. 
And  the  residue  of  Jerusalem,  that  remain  in  this  land, 
And  them  that  dwell  in  the  land  of  Egypt ; 

9  And  I  will  give  them  up  to  hard  treatment  and  affliction. 
Into  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth. 

To  be  a  reproach  and  a  proverb,  a  taunt  and  a  curse. 
In  all  places  whither  I  shall  drive  them. 
10  And  I  will  send  the  sword,  the  famine,  and  the  pestilence, 
among  them. 
Till  they  be  consumed  from  off  the  land 
That  I  gave  unto  them  and  to  their  fathers. 

1  CHAP.  XXV. — The  word  that  came  to  Jeremiah  concern* 
ing  all  the  people  of  Judah,  in  the  fourth  year  of  Jehoiakim 
the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah,  being  the  first  year  of  Ne* 

a  buchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon ;  which  Jeremiah  the  prophet 
spake  concerning  all  the  people  of  Judah,  and  to  all  the 
inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  saying, 

3  From  the  thirteenth  year  of  Josiah  the  son  of  Amon  king 
of  Judah  even  unto  this  day,  being  three  and  twenty  years, 
the  word  of  Jehovah  hath  come  unto  me,  and  I  have  spoken 
unto  you,  urgently  speaking ;  but  ye  have  not  hearkened. 

4  Jehovah  also  hath  sent  unto  you  all  his  servants  the  prophets, 
urgently  sending  them ;  but  ye  have  not  hearkened,  nor  in- 

5  dined  your  ear  to  hear :  Return  ye  now,  they  have  said,, 
every  one  from  his  evil  way,  and  from  the  evil  of  your  doings,. 
and  dwell  in  the  land  that  Jehovah  hath  given  to  you  and  to 

6  your  fathers  for  ever  and  ever ;  and  go  not  after  other  gods 
to  serve  them,  and  to  worship  them,  and  provoke  me  not  to 
anger  with  the  work  of  your  hands ;  and  I  will  do  you  no  hurt. 

7  But  ye  have  not  hearkened  unto  me,  saith  Jehovah  ;  that  ye 
might  provoke  me  to  anger  with  the  work  of  your  hands,  to 
your  own  hurt. 

8  Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  iosts.  Because  ye  have 

9  not  hearkened  to  my  words,  behold,  I  will  send  and  take  all 
the  tribes  of  the  north,  saith  Jehovah,  and  Nebuchadrezzar  the 
king  of  Babylon,  my  servant ;  and  I  will  bring  them  against 
this  land,  and  against  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  against 
all  these  nations  round  about,  and  will  utterly  destroy  them. 
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and  make  them  an  astonishment^  and  a  hissings  and  perpetual  lo 
desolations.  I  will  also  destroy  from  among  them  the  voice 
of  joy^  and  the  voice  of  gladness^  the  voice  of  the  bride- 
groom^ and  the  voice  of  the  bride,  the  sound  of  the  mill- 
stones, and  the  light  of  the  lamp.  And  this  whole  land  u 
shall  be  a  desolation,  and  an  astonishment ;  and  these  nations 
shall  serve  the  king  of  Babylon  seventy  years. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  seventy  years  are  com-  12 
pleted,  that  I  will  punish  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  that 
nation,  saith  Jehovah,  for  their  iniquity,  and  the  land  of 
the  Chaldeans,  and  will  make  it  a  perpetual  desolation.    And  13 
I  will  bring  upon  that  land  all  my  words  which  I  have  spoken 
against  it,  even  all  that  is  written  in  this  book,  which  Jere- 
imah  hath  prophesied  against  all  the  nations.     For  many  14 
nations  and  great  kings  shall  exact  service  of  them  also; 
and  I  will  recompense  them  according  to  their  deeds,  and 
according  to  the  work  of  their  own  hands. 

For  thus  saith  Jehovah  God  of  Israel  unto  me:  Take  is 
this  wine-cup  of  wrath  at  my  hand,  and  cause  all  the  nations 
to  whom  I  send  thee  to  drink  it.      And  they  shall  drink,  16 
and  stagger,  and  be  mad,  because  of  the  sword  that  I  will 
send  among  them. 

Then  I  took  the  cup  at  the  hand  of  Jehovah,  and  made  aU  17 
the  nations  to  drink,  unto  whom  Jehovah  had  sent  me;  even  is 
Jerusalem,  and  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  the  kings  thereof^ 
and  the  princes  thereof — to  make  them  a  desolation,  an  asto- 
nishment, a  hissing,  and  a  curse,  as  it  is  this  day ;  Phaiaoh  19 
king  of  Egypt,  and  his  servants,  and  his  princes,  and  all  his 
people ;  and  all  the  mixed  people,  and  all  the  kings  of  the  so 
land  of  Uz,  and  all  the  kings  of  the  land  of  the  Philistines, 
and  Ashkelon,  and  Azzah,  and  Ekron,  tod  the  remnant  of 
Ashdod,  Edom,  and  Moab,  and  the  children  of  Ammon,  sad  n 
all  the  kings  of  Tyre,  and  all  the  kings  of  Zidon,  and  the  n 
kings  of  the  lands  which  are  beyond  the  sea,  Dedan,  sad  ss 
Tema,  and  Buz,  and  all  that  have  clipped  beards,  and  all  the  si 
kings  of  Arabia,  and  all  the  kings  of  the  mixed  people  thmt 
dwell  in  the  desert,  and  all  the  kings  of  Zimri,  and  all  the  ss 
kings  of  Elam,  and  all  the  kings  of  the  Modes,  and  all  the  96 
kings  of  the  north,  who  are  far  and  near  one  towards  another, 
and  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world  which  are  upon  the  faee 
of  the  earth :  and  the  king  of  Sheshach  shall  drink  after 
them. 

And  thou  shalt  say  unto  them,  S7 
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Thus  saitli  Jehovah  of  hosts^  the  God  of  Israel : 

Drink  ye^  and  be  drunken^ 

And  vomit^  and  fall^  and  rise  no  more^ 

Because  of  the  sword  which  I  will  send  among  you. 

28  And  it  shall  be^  if  they  refuse  to  take  the  cup  at  thy  hand 

to  drink,  then  shalt  thou  say  unto  them, 
Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts  :  Yc  shall  certainly  drink ! 

29  For,  lo,  I  begin  to  bring  evil  on  the  city  which  is  called  by 

my  name. 
And  shall  ye  be  wholly  unpunished  ? — 
Ye  shall  not  be  unpunished ; 
For  I  will  call  for  a  sword 
Upon  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth, 
Saith  Jehovah  of  hosts. 

30  Therefore  prophesy  thou  against  them  all  these  words. 
And  say  unto  them, 

Jehovah  shall  roar  from  on  high, 

And  from  his  holy  habitation  he  shall  give  forth  his  voice; 

He  shall  loudly  roar  against  his  fold ; 

He  shall  utter  a  shout,  like  them  that  tread  the  grapes, 

Against  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth. 

31  Hie  noise  shall  go  even  to  the  ends  of  the  earth ; 
For  Jehovah  hath  a  controversy  with  the  nations. 
He  will  pass  judgment  on  all  flesh ; 

The  wicked  he  will  give  up  to  the  sword,  saith  Jehovah. 
33      Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts  : 

Behold,  evil  shall  go  foi'th  from  nation  to  nation. 
And  a  great  whirlwind  shall  be  raised  up 
From  the  extremities  of  the  earth. 

33  And  the  slain  of  Jehovah  shall  be,  at  that  day. 

From  one  end  of  the  earth  to  the  other  end  of  the  earth  : 
They  shall  not  be  lamented,  neither  gathered,  nor  buried ; 
They  shall  be  for  dung  upon  the  ground. 

34  Howl,  ye  shepherds,  and  cry; 

And  roll  yourselves  in  the  dust,  ye  leaders  of  the  flock : 
For  the  dlays  of  your  slaughter  have  arrived ; 
And  I  will  break  you  in  pieces. 
And  ye  shall  fall  like  a  costly  vessel. 

35  And  the  shepherds  shall  have  no  way  to  flee. 
Nor  the  leaders  of  the  flock  to  escape. 

36  Hark !  the  voice  of  the  cry  of  the  shepherds. 
And  the  howling  of  the  leaders  of  the  flock : 
For  Jehovah  layeth  waste  their  pasture. 
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And  the  peaceful  folds  are  destroyed,  37 

Because  of  the  fierce  anger  of  Jehovah. 

He  hath  left  his  covert,  like  a  lion :  ss 

Por  their  land  is  desolate, 

Because  of  the  fierceness  of  the  destroying  sword. 

And  because  of  his  fierce  anger. 

CHAP.  XXVI. — In  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Jehoi-  i 
akim  the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah  came  this  word  from 
Jehovah,  saying,  Thus  saith  Jehovah :    Stand  in  the  court  of  3 
the  house  of  Jehovah,  and  speak  unto  all  the  cities  of  Judah, 
which  come  to  worship  in  the  house  of  Jehovah,  all  the  words 
that  I  command  thee  to  speak  imto  them ;  withhold  not  a  s 
word :  if  so  be  they  will  hearken,  and  turn  every  man  from 
his  evil   way,  that  I  may  repent  me  of  the  evil  which  I 
purpose  to  do  unto  them,  because  of  the  evil  of  their  doings. 
And  thou  shalt  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  Jehovah :  If  ye  4 
will  not  hearken  to  me,  to  walk  in  my  law  which  I  have 
set  before  you,  to  hearken  to  the  words  of  my  servants  the  5 
prophets,  whom  I  sent  unto  you,  urgently  sending  themy  but 
ye  have  not  hearkened ;  then  will  I  make  this   house  like  6 
Shiloh,  and  this  city  I  will  make  a  curse  to  all  the  nations  of 
the  earth. 

And  the  priests  and  the  prophets  and  all  the  people  heard  7 
Jeremiah   speaking   these  words  in  the  house  of  Jehovah. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jeremiah  had  made  an  end  of  s 
speaking  all  that  Jehovah  had  commanded  him  to  speak  unto 
all  the  people,  that  the  priests  and  the  prophets  and  all  the 
people  laid  hold  of  him,  saying,  "  Thou  shdt  surely  die :  why  9 
hast  thou  prophesied  in  the  name  of  Jehovah,  saying.  This 
house  shall  be  like  Shiloh,  and  this  city  shall  be  desolate, 
without  inhabitant  ?^^     And   all  the  people  were  gathered 
against  Jeremiah  in  the  house  of  Jehovah. 

And  when  the  chief  men  of  Judah  heard  these  things,  la 
th^  came  up  from  the  king's  house  unto  the  house  of  Jehoys^, 
and  sat  down  in  the  entry  of  the  new  gate  of  Jehovah. 
Then  the  priests  and  the  prophets  spake  unto  the  chief  men  11 
and  to  all  the  people,  saying,  "  This  man  is  worthy  to  die ;  for 
he  hath  prophesied  against  this  city,  as  ye  have  heard  with 
your  ears.'' 

Then  spake  Jeremiah  unto  all  the  chief  men  and  to  all  the  12 
people,  saying,  "  Jehovah  sent  me  to  prophesy  against  this 
house  and  against  the  city  all  the  words  that  ye  have  heard. 
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13  Therefore  now  amend  your  ways  and  your  doings,  and 
hearken  to  the  voice  of  Jehovah  your  God ;  and  Jehovah  will 
repent  him  of  the  evil  that  he  hath  pronounced  against  you. 

14  As  for  me,  behold,  I  am  in  your  hand :    do  with   me   as 

15  seemeth  good  and  right  in  your  eyes.  But  know  ye  for 
certain,  that  if  ye  put  me  to  death,  ye  will  surely  bring  inno- 
cent blood  upon  yourselves,  and  upon  this  city,  and  upon 
the  inhabitants  thereof:  for  of  a  truth  Jehovah  hath  sent  me 
unto  you  to  speak  all  these  words  in  your  ears.^' 

16  Then  said  the  chief  men  and  all  the  people  unto  the  priests 
and  to  the  prophets, "  This  man  is  not  worthy  to  die ;  for  he 

17  hath  spoken  to  us  in  the  name  of  Jehovah  our  God/'  And 
certain  of  the  elders  of  the  land  rose  up,  and  spake  to  all  the 

18  assembly  of  the  people,  saying,  "  Micah  the  Morasthite  pro- 
phesied in  the  days  of  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah,  and  spake  to 
all  the  people  of  Judah,  saying,  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts; 
Zion  shall  be  ploughed  like  a  field,  and  Jerusalem  shall  become 
heaps  of  ruins,  and  the  mountain  of  the  house  the  high  places 

19  of  a  forest.  Did  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah  and  all  Judah  put 
him  to  death  ?  did  he  not  fear  Jehovah,  and  beseech  Jehovah, 
so  that  Jehovah  repented  him  of  the  evil  which  he  had  spoken 
against  them?  But  we  are  doing  great  evil  against  our 
souls!'' 

20  (And  there  was  also  a  man  that  prophesied  in  the  name 
of  Jehovah,  Urijah  the  son  of  Shemaiah  of  Kirjath-jearim, 

21  who  prophesied  against  this  city  and  against  this  land  ac- 
cording to  all  the  words  of  Jeremiah  :  and  when  Jehoiakim 
the  king,  with  all  his  mighty  men,  and  all  the  captains,  heard 
his  words,  the  king  sought  to  put  him  to  death :  but  when 

22  Urijah  heard  it,  he  was  afraid,  and  fled,  and  went  into  Egypt. 
And  Jehoiakim  the.  king  sent  men  into  Egypt,  namely,  El- 
nathan  the  son  of  Achbor,  and  men  with  him  into  Egypt. 

23  And  they  fetched  Urijah  out  of  Egypt,  and  brought  him  to 
Jehoiakim  the  king  \  and  he  slew  him  with  the  sword,  and 
caat  his  dead  body  into  the  graves  of  the  common  people.) 

24  Nevertheless  the  hand  of  Ahikam  the  son  of  Shaphan  was 
with  Jeremiah,  that  they  should  not  give  him  into  the  tand 
of  the  people,  to  put  him  to  death. 

1  CHAP.  XXVII. — In  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Jehoi- 
akim the  son  of  Josiah,  king  of  Judah,  came  this  word  unto 

3  Jeremiah  from  Jehovah,  saying,  Thus  saith  Jehovah  to  me : 
Make  thee  bands  and  yokes,  and  put  them  upon  thy  neck ; 
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and  send  them  to  the  king  of  Edom^  and  to  the  king  of  Moab|  s 
and  to  the  king  of  the  Ammonites^  and  to  the  king  of  Tyre, 
and  to  the  king  of  Zidon^  by  the  hand  of  the  messengers  who 
come  to  Jerusalem  unto  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah ;  and  com-  4 
mand  them  to  say  unto  their  masters^  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of 
hosts^  the  Grod  of  Israel :  Thus  shall  ye  say  unto  your  masters,  s 
I  have  made  the  earthy  man^  and  beast  that  are  upon  the  earthy 
by  my  great  power,  and  by  my  outstretched  arm ;  and  I  have 
given  it  unto  whomsoever  it  seemed  meet  unto  me.   And  now  6 
have  I  given  all  these  lands  into  the  hand  of  Nebuchadnezzar 
the  king  of  Babylon,  my  servant ;  and  the  beast  of  the  field 
have  I  given  him  also  to  serve  him.  And  all  nations  shall  serve  i 
him,  and  his  son,  and  his  son's  son,  until  the  time  of  his 
land,  even  his,  shall  come :  and  then  many  nations  and  great 
kings  shall  exact  service  of  him.     And  it  shall  come  to  pass  s 
that  the  nation  and  kingdom  which  will  not  serve  him,  even 
Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  which  will  not  put 
their  neck  into  the  yoke  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  that  nation 
will  I  punish,  saith  Jehovah,  with  the  sword,  and  with  the 
famine,  and  with  the  pestilence,  until  I  have  consumed  them 
by  his  hand.     Therefore  hearken  ye  not  to  your  prophets,  9 
nor  to  your  diviners,  nor  to  your  dreamers,  nor  to  your  sooth- 
sayers, nor  to  your  sorcerers,  who  speak  unto  you,  saying. 
Ye  shall  not  serve  the  king  of  Babylon :  for  they  prophesy  lo 
a  lie  unto  you,  to  remove  you  far  from  your  land,  and  that  I 
should  drive  you  out,  and  ye  should  perish.  But  the  nations  ii 
that  bring  their  neck  into  the  yoke  of  the  king  of  Babylon, 
and  serve  him,  them  will  I  let  remain  still  in  their  own  land, 
saith  Jehovah ;  and  they  shall  till  it,  and  dwell  therein. 

Then  I  spake  to  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah  according  to  all  is 
these  words,  saying.  Bring  your  necks  into  the  yoke  of  the 
king  of  Babylon,  and  serve  him  and  his  people,  and  live. 
Why  will  ye  die,  thou  and  thy  people,  by  the  sword,  by  the  is 
famine,  and  by  the  pestilence,  as  Jehovah  nath  spoken  against 
the  nation  that  will  not  serve  the  king  of  Babylon  f    Theie-  m 
fore  hearken  not  unto  the  words  of  the  prophets  that  roeak 
unto  you,  saying,  Ye  shall  not  serve  the  king  of  Babylon: 
for  they  prophesy  a  lie  unto  you.     For  I  have  not  sent  them,  15 
saith  Jehovah,  yet  they  prophesy  a  lie  in  my  name ;  that  I 
should  drive  you  out,  and  that  ye  should  perish,  ye,  and  the 
pr^hets  that  prophesy  unto  you. 

1  spake  also  to  the  priests  and  to  all  this  pec^le,  sayings  i6 
Thus  saith  Jehovah :  Hearken  not  to  the  words  of  your  pio- 
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phets  that  prophesy  unto  you^  sayings  Behold,  the  vessels  of 
the  house  of  Jehovah  shall  now  be  brought  back  in  haste 

17  from  Babylon :  for  they  prophesy  a  lie  unto  you.  Hearken 
not  unto  them ;  serve  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  live :  where- 

16  fore  should  this  city  be  laid  waste  f  But  if  they  be  pro- 
phets, and  if  the  word  of  Jehovah  be  with  them,  let  them 
now  make  intercession  to  Jehovah  of  hosts,  that  the  vessels 
which  are  left  in  the  house  of  Jehovah,  and  in  the  house  of 
the  king  of  Judah,  and  at  Jerusalem,  go  not  to  Babylon. 

19  For  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts  concerning  the  columns,  and 
concerning  the  sea,  and  concerning  the  laver-stands,  and 
concerning  the  residue  of  the  vessels  that   remain  in  this 

20  city,  which  Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon  took  not,  when 
he  carried  away  captive  Jeconiah  the  son  of  Jehoiakim  king 
of  Judah  from  Jerusalem  to  Babylon,  and  all  the  nobles  of 

91  Judah  and  Jerusalem ;  yea,  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the 
God  of  Israel,  concerning  the  vessels  that  remain  in  the 
house  of  Jehovah,  and  in  the  house  of  the  king  of  Judah 

93  and  of  Jerusalem;  They  shall  be  brought  to  Babylon,  and 
there  shall  they  be  untU  the  day  that  I  visit  them,  saith  Je- 
hovah; then  will  I  bring  them  up,  and  restore  them  to  this 
place. 

1  CHAP.  XXVIII. — And  it  came  to  pass  the  same  year,  in 
the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah,  in 
the  fourth  year,  in  the  fifth  month,  that  Hananiah  the  son 
of  Azur  the  prophet,  who  was  of  Gibeon,  spake  unto  me  in 
the  house  of  Jehovah,  in  the  presence  of  the  priests  and  of 

3  all  the  people,  saying,  ''  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God 
(rf  Israel,  saying,  I  have  broken  the  yoke  of  the  king  of 

3  Babylon.  Within  the  space  of  two  years  will  I  restore  to 
this  place  all  the  vessels  of  the  house  of  Jehovah,  which 
Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon  took  away  from  this  place^ 

4  and  brought  to  Babylon :  and  I  will  restore  to  this  place  Je- 
ocmiah  the  son  of  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah,  with  all  the 
captives  of  Judah,  that  went  into  Babylon,  saith  Jehovah ; 
fc»  I  will  break  the  yoke  of  the  king  of  Babylon.^' 

5  Then  Jeremiah  the  prophet  spake  unto  the  prophet  Ha- 
naniah  in  the  presence  of  the  priests,  and  in  the  presence  of 
all  the  people  fiiat  stood  in  the  house  of  Jehovah ;  and  Jere- 

6  miah  the  prophet  said,  ''Amen  1  may  Jehovah  do  so :  Jehovah 
perform  thy  words  which  thou  hast  prophesied,  to  restore 

7  the  vessels  of  the  house  of  Jehovah,  and  all  the  captivet. 
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from  Babylon  to  this  place !  Nevertheless  hear  thou  now 
this  word  that  I  speak  in  thine  ears,  and  in  the  ears  of  all 
the  people, — The  prophets  that  have  been  before  me  and  s 
before  thee  of  old  prophesied  against  many  countries,  and 
against  great  kingdoms,  of  war,  and  of  evil,  and  of  pesti- 
lence. The  prophet  who  prophesieth  of  peace,  when  the  9 
word  of  the  prophet  shall  come  to  pass,  then  shall  the  pro- 
phet be  known,  as  one  whom  Jehovah  hath  sent  in  truth .^' 

Then  Hahaniah  the  prophet  took  the  yoke  from  off  the  neck  10 
of  the  prophet  Jeremiah,  and  brake  it.  And  Hananiah  spake  ii 
in  the  presence  of  all  the  people,  saying,  "  Thus  saith  Jeho- 
vah :  Even  so  will  I  break  the  yoke  of  Nebuchadndfezar  king 
of  Babylon,  from  off  the  neck  of  all  the  nations,  within  the 
space  of  two  years.^^  And  the  prophet  Jeremiah  went  his  way. 

Then  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  Jeremiah,  after  that  la 
Hananiah  the  prophet  had  broken  the  yoke  from  off  the  neck 
of  Jeremiah  the  prophet,  saying.  Go  and  tell  Hananiah,  say-  13 
ing.  Thus  saith  Jehovah:   Thou  hast  broken  the  yokes  of 
wood ;  but  thou  shalt  make  instead  of  them  yokes  of  iron. 
For  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel :  I  have  14 
put  a  yoke  of  iron  upon  the  neck  of  all  these  nations,  that 
they  may  serve  Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon ;  and  they 
shall  serve  him :  and  I  have  given  him  the  beast  of  the  field 
also. 

Then  said  Jeremiah  the  prophet  unto  Hananiah  the  pro-  is 
phet,  '^  Hear  now,  Hananiah ;  Jehovah  hath  not  sent  thee ; 
but  thou  makest  this  people  to  trust  in  a  lie.  Therefore  thus  16 
saith  Jehovah ;  Behold,  I  will  cast  thee  off  from  the  face  of  the 
earth :  this  year  thou  shalt  die,  because  thou  hast  spoken 
rebellion  against  Jehovah.^^     So  Hananiah  the  prophet  died  17 
the  same  year,  in  the  seventh  month. 

CHAP.  XXIX. — Now  these  are  the  words  of  the  letter  1 
that  Jeremiah  the  prophet  sent  from  Jerusalem  to  the  residue 
of  the  elders  of  the  captives,  and  to  the  priests,  and  to  the 
prophets,  and  to  all  the  people  whom  Nebuchadnezzar  had 
'  carried  away  captive  from  Jerusalem  to  Babylon ;  (after  that  a 
Jeconiah  the  king,  and  the  queen,  and  the  chamberlains,  the 
chief  men  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem,  and  the  carpenters,  and 
the  smiths,  were  departed  from  Jerusalem :)  by  the  hand  of  3 
Elasah  the  son  of   Shaphan,  and  Gemariah  the  son  of   Hil- 
kiah,  (whom  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah  sent  unto  Babylon^  to 
Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon,)  saying. 
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4  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel,  unto  all 
that  are  carried  away  captives,  whom  I  have  caused  to  be  car- 

5  ried  away  from  Jerusalem  unto  Babylon :  Build  ye  houses, 
and  dwell  in  them;  and  plant  gardens,  and  eat  the  fruit 

6  thereof;  take  ye  wives,  and  beget  sons  and  daughters ;  and 
take  wives  for  your  sons,  and  give  your  daughters  to  hus- 
bands, that  they  may  bear  sons  and  daughters ;  that  ye  may 

7  be  increased  there,  and  not  diminished.  And  seek  the 
prosperity  of  the  city,  whither  I  have  caused  you  to  be 
carried  away  captives,  and  pray  unto  Jehovah  for  it ;  for  in 

8  the  prosperity  thereof  shall  be  your  prosperity.  For  thus 
saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel :  Let  not  your 
prophets  and  your  diviners,  that  are  in  the  midst  of  you, 
deceive  you,  neither  hearken  ye  to  your  dreams  which  ye 

9  cause  to  be  dreamed.      For  they  prophesy  falsely  unto  you 

10  in  my  name ;  I  have  not  sent  them,  saith  Jehovah.  For  thus 
saith  Jehovah :  After  seventy  years  are  completed  at  Babylon 
I  will  visit  you,  and  perform  my  good  word  toward  you,  to 

11  cause  you  to  return  to  this  place.  For  I  know  the  purposes 
which  I  purpose  toward  you,  saith  Jehovah,  purposes  of  peace, 
and    not    of  evil,  to    give   you  a  hereafter  and    a   hope. 

12  Then  shall  ye  call  upon  me,  and  ye  shall  go  and  pray  unto 

13  me,  and  I  will  hearken  unto  you.  And  ye  shall  seek  me, 
and  find  me,  when  ye  shall  search  for  me  with  all  your  heart. 

14  And  I  will  be  found  of  you,  saith  Jehovah ;  and  I  will 
reverse  your  captivity,  and  I  will  gather  you  from  all  the 
nations,  and  from  all  the  places  whither  1  have  driven  you, 
saith  Jehovah ;  and  I  will  bring  you  back  into  the  place 
whence  I  caused  you  to  be  carried  away  captive. 

15  Because  ye  have  said,  Jehovah  hath  raised  us  up  prophets 

16  in  Babylon ;  know  that  thus  saith  Jehovah,  of  the  king  that 
sitteth  upon  the  throne  of  David,  and  of  all  the  people  that 
dwelleth  in  this  city,  and  of  your  brethren  that  are  not  gone 

17  forth  with  you  into  captivity,— thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts  : 
Behold,  I  will  send  upon  them  the  sword,  the  famine,  and 
the  pestilence,  and  will  make  them  like  vile  figs,  that  cannot 

18  be  eaten,  they  are  so  bad.  And  I  will  persecute  them  with 
the  sword,  with  the  famine,  and  with  the  pestilence ;  and  I 
will  give  them  up  to  hard  treatment  to  all  the  kingdoms  of 
the  earth,  to  be  a  curse,  and  an  astonishment,  and  a  hissing;, 
and  a  reproach,  among  all  the  nations  whither  I  have  driven 

19  them :  because  they  have  not  hearkened  to  my  words,  saith 
Jehovah,  which  I  sent  unto  them  by  my  servants  the  pro- 
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J  bets,  urgently  sending  them;  but  ye  would  not  hear^  saitb 
ebovab. 

Hear  ye^  tberefore,  tbe  word  of  Jehovabi  all  ye  of  tbe  cap-  20 
tivity,  whom  I  bave  sent  from  Jerusalem  to  fiabylon  :  Tbus  21 
saitb  Jebovab  of  bosts^  tbe  (jod  of  Israel^  concerning  Abab  tbe 
son  of  Kolaiab,  and  concerning  Zedekiab  tbe  son  of  Maaseiab^ 
wbo  propbesy  a  lie  unto  you  in  my  name :   Bebold^  I^will 
deliver  tbem  mto  tbe  band  of  Nebucbadrezzar  king  of  Baby- 
Ion  ;  and  be  sball  slay  them  before  your  ejres ;  and  from  22 
tbem  sball  be  taken  a  curse  by  all  tbe  captives  of  Judab 
wbo  are  in  Babylon^  8&ying>  Jebovab  make  tbee  like  Zedekiab 
and  Uke  Abab,  wbom  tbe  king  of  Babylon  roasted  in  tbe 
fire ;   because  tbey  bave  done  wickedly  in  Israel,  and  bave  23 
committed  adultenr  witb  tbeir  neigbbours*  wives,  and  bave 
spoken  lying  words  in  my  name,  wbicb  I  bave  not  com- 
manded them ;  for  I  know,  and  am  witness,  saitb  Jebovab. 

And  unto  Sbemaiab  the  Nebelamite,  thou  sbalt  speak,  24 
saying,  Tbus  saitb  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel,  say-  25 
ing.  Because  thou  bast-  sent  letters  in  thy  name  unto  all  the 
people  that  are  at  Jerusalem,  and  to  Zepbaniah  tbe  son  of 
Maaseiah  the  priest,  and  to  all  the  priests,  saying,  Jebovab 
bath  made  thee  priest  in  the  stead  of  Jeboiada  tbe  priest,  that  26 
ye  should  be  overseers  in  the  house  of  Jebovab,  over  every  man 
that  is  frenzied,  and  propbesieth,  that  thou  shouldest  put  him 
in  tbe  torture-frame,  and  in  tbe  prison :  now,  therefore,  why  a? 
bast  thou  not  reproved  Jeremiah  of  Anatboth,  who  propbesietb  28 
to  you  7     For  he  bath  sent  unto  us  in  Babylon,  saying,  Tbia 
captivity  mill  be  long :  build  ye  houses,  and  dwell  in  tkem; 
and  plant  gardens,  and  eat  tbe  fruit  thereof. 

And  Zepbaniah  the  priest  read  this  letter  in  tbe  ears  of  99 
Jeremiah  tbe  prophet. 

Then  came  tbe  word  of  Jebovab  imto  Jeremiah,  saying,  so 
Send  to  all  those  of  the  captivity,  saying,  Thus  saitb  Jebovab,  si 
concerning  Sbemaiab  tbe  Nehelamite;   Because  that  She- 
znaiab  bath  prophesied  imto  you,  and  I  sent  him  not,  and  hath 
caused  you  to  trust  in  a  lie;    therefore  tbus  saitb  Jehovah, 
Behold,  I  will  punish  Sbemaiab  the  Nebelamite,  and  bis  seed :  as 
there  sball  not  be  a  man  of  them  dwelling  among  this  people ; 
neither  sball  he  behold  tbe  good  that  I  will  do  for  my  people, 
saitb  Jehovah;  because  be  bath  spoken  rebellion  against 
Jebovab* 

CHAP.  XXX. — The  word  that  came  to  Jeremiab  from  1 
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3  Jehovah,  Baying,  Thus  speaketh  Jehovah,  God  of  Israel,  Bay- 
ing, Write  thee  all  the  words  that  I  have  spoken  unto  thee 

3  in  a  book.  For,  lo,  the  days  are  coming,  saith  Jehovah,  that 
I  will  reverse  the  captivity  of  my  people  Israel  and  Judah, 
saith  Jehovah ;  and  I  will  cause  them  to  return  to  the  land 

4  which  I  gave  to  their  fathers,  and  they  shall  possess  it.  And 
these  are  the  words  that  Jehovah  hath  spoken  concerning  Israel 
and  concerning  Judah : — 

5  For  thus  saith  Jehovah : 

We  have  heard  a  voice  of  trembling. 
Of  fear,  and  not  of  peace : 

6  Ask  ye  now,  and  see,  whether  a  man  doth  travail  with  child  ? 
Wherefore  do  I  see  every  man  with  his  hands  on  his  loins. 
As  a  woman  in  travail. 

And  all  faces  turned  into  paleness  ? 

7  Alas  I  for  great  is  that  day,  so  that  there  is  none  like  it ; 
It  is  a  time  of  distress  for  Jacob, 

But  he  shall  be  saved  out  of  it. 

8  For  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day, 
Saith  Jehovah  of  hosts. 

That  I  will  break  his  yoke  from  off  thy  neck. 

And  will  burst  thy  bands. 

And  strangers  shall  no  more  exact  service  of  him : 

9  But  they  shall  serve  Jehovah  their  God, 

And  David  their  king,  whom  I  will  raise  up  unto  them. 

10  Therefore  fear  thou  not,  0  my  servant  Jacob,  saith  Jehovah, 
Neither  be  dismayed,  O  Israel : 

For,  lo,  I  will  save  thee  from  afar. 
And  thy  seed  from  the  land  of  their  captivity; 
And  Jacob  shall  return,  and  rest,  and  be  quiet. 
And  none  shall  make  him  afraid. 

11  For  I  am  with  thee,  saith  Jehovah,  to  save  thee : 

Though  I  make  an  end  of  all  the  nations  whither  I  have 

scattered  thee, 
Yet  will  I  not  make  an  end  of  thee : 
I  will  correct  thee  in  measure ; 
Yet  wiU  I  not  leave  thee  wholly  unpunished. 
19      For  thus  saith  Jehovah : 

Thy  bruise  is  incurable,  thy  wound  is  grievous. 

13  There  is  none  to  plead  thy  cause. 
That  thou  mayest  be  bound  up : 
Thou  hast  no  healing  medicines. 

14  All  thy  lovers  have  forgotten  thee;  they  seek  thee  not; 
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And  to  the  young  of  the  flock  and  of  the  herd : 

And  their  soul  shall  be  as  a  watered  garden ; 

And  they  shall  not  sorrow  any  more. 

Then  shall  the  virgin  rejoice  in  the  dance^  13 

With  young  men  and  old  men  together : 

For  I  will  turn  their  mourning  into  joy, 

And  I  will  comfort  them, 

And  make  them  rejoice  from  their  sorrow. 

And  I  will  satisfy  the  soul  of  the  priests  with  fatness,  u 

And  my  people  shall  be  filled  with  my  bounty^  saith  Jehovah. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah :  is 

A  voice  was  heard  in  Ramah,  weepings  and  bitter  lamentation ; 
Rachel  weeping  for  her  children, 
Refusing  to  be  comforted  for  her  children. 
Because  they  were  not. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah  :  16 

Restrain  thy  voice  from  weeping,  and  thine  eyes  from  tears: 
For  thy  work  shall  be  rewarded,  saith  Jehovah ; 
And  they  shall  return  from  the  land  of  the  enemy. 
And  there  is  hope  for  the  latter  day,  saith  Jehovah;  17 

And  thy  children  shall  return  to  their  own  border. 

I  have  surely  heard  Ephraim  lamenting: —  is 

Thou  hast  chastised  me,  and  I  was  chastised. 
As  a  steer  untrained  to  the  yoke: 
Turn  thou  me,  and  I  shall  be  turned ; 
For  thou  art  Jehovah  my  Goi 

Truly  after  my  turning  away,  I  repented;  19 

And  after  I  was  instructed,  I  smote  upon  my  thigh : 
I  am  ashamed^  yea,  even  confounded. 
Because  I  bear  the  reproach  of  my  youth. 

Is  Ephraim  my  dear  son  ?  is  he  a  child  in  whom  I  delight  ?  20 
That  as  often  as  I  speak  of  him, 
I  do  fondly  remember  him  still : 
Wherefore  my  bowels  are  troubled  for  him ; 
I  will  surely  have  mercy  upon  him,  saith  Jehovah. 

Set  thee  up  way-marks,  fix  thee  high  poles;  n 

Give  heed  to  the  highway,  the  way  which  thou  hast  gone : 
Return,  O  virgin  of  Israel,  return  to  these  thy  cities  1 
How  long  wilt  thou  wander  about^  » 

O  thou  backsliding  daughter  f 
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For  Jehovah  hath  created  a  new  thing  in  the  earth  ; 
The  woman  shall  protect  the  man. 

«3      Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts^  the  God  of  Israel : 

Still  shall  they  use  this  speech. 

In  the  land  of  Judah  and  in  the  cities  thereof. 

When  I  shall  reverse  their  captivity : — 

Jehovah  bless  thee,  0  habitation  of  righteousness, 

Mountain  of  holiness! 
34  And  Judah  shall  dwell  therein^  and  all  his  cities  together. 

Husbandmen,  and  they  that  go  forth  with  flocks; 
S5  For  I  will  satisfy  the  weary  soul, 

And  replenish  every  sorrowful  souL 
06      Upon  this  I  awoke,  and  looked ; 

And  my  sleep  was  sweet  unto  me. 

57  Behold,  the  days  are  comings  saith  Jehovah, 

That  I  will  sow  tne  house  of  Israel  and  the  house  of  Judah 
With  the  seed  of  pian,  and  with  the  seed  of  beast. 

58  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  as  I  have  watched  over  them. 
To  pluck  up,  and  to  break  down. 

And  to  overthrow,  and  to  destroy,  and  to  afflict ; 
So  will  I  watch  over  them,  to  rebuild,  and  to  plant,  saith 
Jehovah. 

59  In  those  days  they  shall  no  longer  say, 
'  The  fathers  have  eaten  sour  grapes. 
And  the  children's  teeth  are  set  on  edge  -J 

30  But  every  one  shall  die  for  his  own  iniquity ; 
Every  man  that  eateth  the  sour  grape. 

His  own  teeth  shall  be  set  on  edge. 

31  Behold,  the  days  are  coming,  saith  Jehovah, 
When  I  will  make  a  new  covenant 

With  the  house  of  Israel,  and  with  the  house  of  Judah : 

32  Not  according  to  the  covenant  that  I  made  with  their  fathers 
In  the  day  when  I  took  them  by  the  hand. 

To  bring  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt; 
Which  covenant  with  me  they  brake. 
And  I  rejected  them,  saith  Jehovah : 
S3  But  this  shall  be  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  the 
house  of  Israel, 
After  those  days,  saith  Jehovah : 

8  2 
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I  will  put  my  law  in  their  inward  parts^ 

And  write  it  in  their  hearts ; 

And  I  will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be  my  people. 

And  they  shall  teach  no  more  every  man  his  neighbour^  S4 

And  every  man  his  brother,  saying,  Know  Jehovah : 

For  they  all  shall  know  me, 

From  the  least  of  them   unto  the   greatest   of  them,  saith 

Jehovah  ; 
Por  I  will  pardon  their  iniquity. 
And  their  sin  I  will  remember  no  more. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah,  who  giveth  the  sun  for  a  light  by  day,  ss 
The  ordinances  of  the  moon  and  of  the  stars  for  a  light  by 

night. 
Who  stilleth  the  sea  when  the  waves  thereof  roar; 
Jehovah  of  hosts  is  his  name : 

If  these  ordinances  depart  from  before  me,  saith  Jehovah^      36 
The  seed  of  Israel  shall  also  ccstse  to  be  a  nation 
Before  me  for  ever. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah :  If  heaven  above  can  be  measured^  s7 

And  the  foundations  of  the  earth  beneath  searched  out, 
I  will  also  cast  off  all  the  seed  of  Israel  for  all  that  they 
have  done,  saith  Jehovah. 

Behold,  the  days  are  coming,  saith  Jehovah^  ss 

That  the  city  shall  be  built  to  Jehovah 
From  the  tower  of  Hananeel  unto  the  corner  gate. 
And  the  measuring  line  shall  again  go  forth,  39 

Over  against  it,  to  the  hill  Gareb, 
And  shall  pass  round  to  Goath. 

And  the  whole  valley  of  the  dead  bodies,  and  of  the  ashes,     40 
And  all  the  fields  unto  the  brook  of  Kidron, 
Unto  the  comer  of  the  horse-gate  towards  the  east. 
Shall  be  holy  unto  Jehovah ; 
It  shall  not  be  plucked  up,  nor  overthrown,  any  more  for  ever. 

CHAP.  XXXII. — The  word  that  came  to  Jeremiah  from  1 
Jehovah  in  the  tenth  year  of  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah,  which 
was  the  eighteenth  year  of  Nebuchadrezzar. 

At  that  time,  the  army  of  the  king  of  Babylon  besiq^ed  t 
Jerusalem ;  and  Jeremiah  the  prophet  was  shut  up  in  the 
court  of  the  prison,  which  was  in  the  house  of  the  king  of 
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3  Judah.  For  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah  had  shut  him  up^  saying, 
"Wherefore  dost  thou  prophesy,  and  say.  Thus  saith  Jehovah  : 

4  Behold,  I  will  give  this  city  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of 
Babvlon,  and  he  shall  take  it ;  and  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah 
shall  not  escape  out  of  the  hand  of  the  Chaldeans,  but  shall 
surely  be  delivered  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon, 
and  shall  speak  with  him  mouth  to  mouth,  and  his  eyes  shall 

5  behold  his  eyes ;  and  he  shall  lead  Zedekiah  to  Babylon,  and 
there  shall  he  be  until  I  visit  him,  saith  Jehovah :  though 
ye  fight  with  the  Chaldeans,  ye  shall  not  prosper/^ 

6  And  Jeremiah  said,  "The  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me, 

7  saying.  Behold  Hanameel,  the  son  of  Shallum  thine  uncle, 
shall  come  unto  thee,  saying,  'Buy  thee  my  field  that  is  in 
Anathoth ;  for  the  right  of  redemption  is  thine  to  buy  it/ 

B  So  Hanameel  my  uncle's  son  came  to  me,  into  the  court  of 
the  prison,  according  to  the  word  of  Jehovah,  and  said  unto 
me,  'Buy  my  field,  I  pray  thee,  that  is  in  Anathoth,  which 
is  in  the  country  of  Benjamin ;  for  the  right  of  inheritance 
is  thine,  and  the  redemption  is  thine;  buy  it  for  thyself/ 

9  Then  I  knew  that  this  was  the  word  of  Jehovah.  And  I 
bought  from  Hanameel,  my  uncle's  son,  the  field  that  was 
in  Anathoth,  and  weighed  him  the  money,  even  seventeen 

10  shekels  of  silver.  And  I  subscribed  the  deed,  and  sealed  it, 
and   took  witnesses,  and   weighed  him  the  money  in  the 

11  balances.  So  I  took  the  purchase  deed,  both  that  which 
was  sealed  according  to  the  law  and  custom,  and  that  which 

13  was  open :  and  I  gave  the  purchase  deed  unto  Baruch  the 
son  of  Neriah,  the  son  of  Maaseiah,  in  the  sight  of  Hana- 
meel my  uncle's  son,  and  in  the  sight  of  the  witnesses  that 
snbscribed  the  purchase  deed,  before  all  the  Jews  that  sat  in 
13  the  court  of  the  prison.  And  I  charged  Baruch  before  them, 
M  laying,  '  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel : 
Take  these  writings,  this  purchase  deed,  both  the  sealed  one, 
and  this  deed  which  is  open ;  and  put  them  in  an  earthen 

15  vessel,  that  they  may  continue  many  days.  For  thus  saith 
Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel :  Houses  and  fields  and 
▼ineyards  shall  be  bought  again  in  this  land.'  " 

16  Now  when  I  had  delivered  the  purchase  deed  unto  Baruch 

17  the  son  of  Neriah,  I  prayed  unto  Jehovah,  saying :  Ah,  Lord 
Jehovah !  behold,  thou  hast  made  the  heavens  and  the  earth 
by  thy  great  power  and  strctched-out  arm ;  there  is  nothing 

18  too  hard  for  thee :  thou  showest  loving-kindness  imto  thou- 
sands, and  recompensest  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  into  the 
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bosom  of  their  children  after  them :  the  Great,  the  Mighty  n 
Qody  Jehovah  of  hosts,  is  his  name,  great  in  counsel,  and 
mighty  in  deed :  for  thine  eyes  are  open  upon  all  the  ways  of 
the  sons  of  men ;  to  give  to  every  one  according  to  his  ways, 
and  according  to  the  fruit  of  his  doings  :  who  hast  set  signs  20 
'  and  wonders  in  the  land  of  Egypt  unto  this  day,  and  in 
Itnel,  and  among  oiher  men ;  and  hast  made  thee  a  name, 
m  at  this  day  ,*  and  hast  brought  forth  thy  people  Israel  out  31 
of  the  land  of  Egypt  with  signs,  and  with  wonders,  and 
with  a  strong  hand,  and  with  a  stretched-out  arm,  and  with 
great  terror ;    and  hast  given  them  this  land,  which  thou  ss 
didst  swear  to  their  fathers  to  give  them,  a  land  flowing  with 
milk  and  honey ;  and  they  came  in,  and  possessed  it ;  bat  33 
they  obeyed  not  thy  voice,  neither  walked  in  thy  law,  nor 
have  done  all  that  thou  commandedst  them  to  do ;  therefore  94 
thou  hast  caused  all  this  evil  to  come   upon  them.     Behold 
the  siege-mounds,  they  approach  the  city  to  take  it ;  and  the 
city  is  given  into   the  hand   of  the   Chaldeans,  that   fight 
against  it,  because  of  the  sword,  and  the  famine,  and  the 
pestilence :  and  what  thou  hast  spoken  is  come  to  pass ;  and, 
behold,  thou  seest  it.     And  thou  hast  said  unto  me,  O  Lord  25 
Jehovah,  Buy  thee  the  field  for  money,  and  take  witnesses ; 
although  the  city  is  given  into  the  hands  of  the  Chaldeans. 

Then  came  the  word  of  Jehovah  unto  Jeremiah,  saying :  S6 
Behold,  I  am  Jehovah  the  God  of  all  flesh ;  is  there  any  S7 
thing  too  hard  for  me?     Therefore  thus   saith   Jehovah:  ss 
Behold,  I  will  give  this  city  into  the  hand  of  the  Chaldeans, 
and  into  the  hand  of  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon,  and 
he  shall  take  it :  and  the  Chaldeans,  that  fight  against  this  29 
city,  shall  come  and  set  fire  to  this  city,  and  bum  it  with  the 
houses  upon  whose  roofs  they  have  offered  incense  nnto 
Baal,  and  poured  out  drink-offerings  unto  other  gods,  to 
provoke  me  to  anger.     For  the  children  of  Israel  and  the  30 
children  of  Judah  have  only  done  evil  before  me  from  their 
youth  :  for  the  children  of  Israel  have  only  provoked  me  to 
anger  with  the  work  of  their  hands,  saith  Jehovah.    For  this  si 
city  hath  been  to  me  as  a  provocation  of  mine  anger  and  of 
my  fury,  from  the  day  that  they  built  it  even  unto  this  day ; 
that  I  should  remove  it  from  before  my  face,  because  of  all  si 
the  evil  of  the  children   of  Israel   and  of  the  children  of 
Judah,  which  they  have  done  to  provoke  me  to  anger,  they, 
their  kings,  their  chief  men,  their  priests,  and  their  prophels, 
and  the  men  of  Judah  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem. 
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33  And  they  have  turned  unto  me  the  back,  and  not  the  face  : 
though  I  taught  them  very  diligently,  yet  they  have  not 

34  hearkened  to  receive  instruction,  but  have  set  their  abomi- 
nations in  the  house  which  is  called  by  my  name,  to  defile 

35  it.  And  they  built  the  high  places  of  Baal,  which  are  in 
the  valley  of  the  son  of  Hinnom,  to  cause  their  sons  and 
their  daughters  to  pass  through  the  fire  unto  Molcch ;  which 
I  commanded  them  not,  neither  entered  it  into  my  mind, 
that  they  should  do  this  abomination,  to  cause  Judah  to  sin. 

36  And  now  therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah,  the  God  of  Israel^ 
concerning  this  city,  whereof  ye  say.  It  shall  be  delivered 
into  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon  by  the  sword,  and  by 

37  the  famine,  and  by  the  pestilence :  Behold,  I  will  gather 
them  out  of  all  countries  whither  I  have  driven  them  in 
mine  anger,  and  in  my  fury,  and  in  great  wrath ;  and  I  will 
bring  them  back  unto  this  place,  and  I  will  cause  them  to 

38  dwell  safely ;    and  they  shall  be  my  people,  and  I  will  be 

39  their  Gk)d :  and  I  will  give  them  one  heart,  and  one  way, 
that  they  may  fear  me  for  ever,  for  the  good  of  themselves, 

40  and  of  their  children  after  them  :  and  I  will  make  an  ever- 
lasting covenant  with  them,  that  I  will  not  turn  away  from 
them,  or  cease  to  do  them  good  j  but  I  will  put  my  fear  in 

41  their  hearts,  that  they  shall  not  depart  from  me.  Yea,  I  will 
rejoice  over  them  to  do  them  good,  and  I  will  plant  them 
in  this  land  securely,  with  my  whole  heart  and  with  my 
whole  soul. 

42  For  Ihus  saith  Jehovah:  As  I  have  brought  all  this 
great  evil  upon  this  people,  so  will  I  bring  upon  them  all  the 

43  good  that  I  have  promised  them.  And  fields  shall  again  be 
bought  in  this  land,  whereof  ye  say.  It  is  desolate,  without 
man  or  beast ;  it  is  given  into  the  hand  of  the  Chaldeans. 

44  Men  shall  buy  fields  for  money,  and  subscribe  the  deeds, 
and  seal  them,  and  take  witnesses  in  the  land  of  Benjamin, 
and  in  the  places  about  Jerusalem,  and  in  the  cities  of  Judah^ 
and  in  the  cities  of  the  mountains,  and  in  the  cities  of  the 
low  coimtry,  and  in  the  cities  of  the  south :  for  I  will  reverse 
their  captivity,  saith  Jehovah. 

1  CHAP.  XXXIII. — Moreover  the  word  of  Jehovah  came 
unto  Jeremiah  the  second  time,  while  he  was  yet  shut  up  in 
the  court  of  the  prison,  saying : 

9      Thus  saith  Jehovah  who  doeth  it. 
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Jehovah  who  plaDneth  it,  to  establish  it ; 

Wfiose  name  is  Jehovah  : 

Call  unto  me,  and  I  will  answer  thee,  3 

And  show  thee  grc^t  and  difficult  things. 

Which  thou  knowest  not. 

For  thus  saith  Jehovah,  the  God  of  Israel,  4 

Concerning  the  houses  of  this  city, 

And  concerning  the  houses  of  the  kings  of  Judah, 

Which  are  overthrown  by  the  siege-mounds. 

And  by  the  sword : 

They  come  to  fight  with  the  Chaldeans,  5 

And  to  fill  them  with  the  dead  bodies  of  men, 

Whom  I  have  slain  in  mine  anger  and  in  my  fury. 

And  for  all  whose  wickedness  I  have  hid  my  face  from  this 

city: 
Behold,  I  will  bring  it  a  remedy  and  a  cure,  6 

And  I  will  cure  them. 

And  reveal  unto  them  abundance  of  peace  and  security. 
And  I  will  reverse  the  captivity  of  Judah  7 

And  the  captivity  of  Israel, 
And  will  build  them,  as  at  the  firat. 

And  I  will  cleanse  them  from  all  their  iniquity,  8 

Whereby  they  have  sinned  against  me ; 
And  I  will  pardon  all  their  iniquities, 
Whereby  they  have  sinned. 
And  whereby  they  have  transgressed  against  me. 
And  it  shall  be  to  me  a  name  of  joy,  9 

A  praise  and  a  glory  before  all  the  nations  of  the  earthy 
Which  shall  hear  of  all  the  good  that  I  do  unto  them : 
And  they  shall  fear  and  tremble 
For  all  the  good  and  for  all  the  prosperity  that  I  bestow 

upon  it. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah :  lo 

Again  shall  there  be  heard  in  this  place, 
Which  ye  say  shall  be  desolate, 
Without  man  and  without  beast, — 

Even  in  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem, 
Which  are  desolate,  without  man. 
And  without  inhabitant,  and  without  beast, ^- 
The  voice  of  joy,  and  the  voice  of  gladness,  11 

The  voice  of  the  bridegroom,  and  the  voice  of  the  bridej 
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The  voice  of  them  that  say,  Praise  Jehovah  of  hosts ; 
For  Jehovah  is  good;  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever : 
Even  of  them  that  bring  the  sacrifice  of  praise  into  the  house 

of  Jehovah. 
For  I  will  reverse  the  captivity  of  the  land. 
Making  it  as  at  the  first,  saith  Jehovah. 

iQ      Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts : 
Again  in  this  place,  which  is  desolate. 
Without  man  and  without  beast, 
And  in  all  the  cities  thereof. 
There  shall  be  a  habitation  of  shepherds. 
Who  shall  cause  their  flocks  to  lie  down. 

13  In  the  cities  of  the  mountains. 
In  the  cities  of  the  low  country, 

And  in  the  cities  of  the  south,  and  in  the  land  of  Benjamin, 
And  in  the  places  about  Jerusalem, 
And  in  the  cities  of  Judah, 

Shall  the  flocks  pass  again  under  the  hands  of  him  that 
numbereth  them,  saith  Jehovah. 

14  Behold,  the  days  are  coming,  saith  Jehovah, 

That  I  will  perform  that  good  word  which  I  have  spoken. 
Concerning  the  house  of  Israel 
*And  concerning  the  house  of  Judah. 

15  In  those  days,  and  at  that  time. 

Will  I  cause  a  branch  of  righteousness 
To  grow  up  unto  David  ; 

And  he  shall  execute  judgment  and  righteousness  in  the 
land. 

16  In  those  days  shall  Judah  be  saved. 
And  Jerusalem  shall  dwell  securely ; 

And  this  is  the  name  wherewith  she  shall  be  called, 
Jehovah-Zidkenu  [Jehovah  is  our  Righteousness]. 

17  For  thus  saith  Jehovah  : 
David  shall  not  want  a  man 

To  sit  upon  the  throne  of  the  house  of  Israel ; 

18  Neither  shall  the  priests  the  Levites  want  a  man  before  me, 
To  oflFer  burnt-offerings,  and  to  kindle  meal-offerings, 
And  to  do  sacrifice  continually. 

19  And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  Jeremiah,  sayings 
'^o  Thus  saith  Jehovah : 

If  ye  can  break  my  covenant  of  the  day, 
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I 

And  my  covenant  of  the  night, 

That  there  be  not  day  and  night  in  their  season ; 

Then  also  may  my  covenant  with   David  my   servant  be  ai 

broken. 
That  he  may  not  have  a  son  to  reign  upon  his  throne  ; 
And  mf/  covenant  with  the  Levites  the  priests,  my  ministers. 
As  the  host  of  heaven  cannot  be  numbered,  22 

Neither  the  sand  of  the  sea  measured ; 
So  will  I  multiply  the  seed  of  David  my  servant. 
And  the  Levites  that  minister  unto  me. 

And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  to  Jeremiah,  saying  :  23 

Seest  thou  not  what  this  people  have  spoken,  saying,  24 

The  two  families  which  Jehovah  chose. 
He  hath  even  cast  them  oflF  ? 
Thus  they  have  despised  my  people, 
So  that  they  are  no  more  a  nation  before  them. 
Thus  saith  Jehovah  :  as 

If  my  covenant  with  day  and  night  stand  not, 
If  I  do  not  maintain  the  ordinances  of  heaven  and  earth ; 
Then  will  I  cast  away  the  seed  of  Jacob,  26 

And  of  David  my  servant. 
So  as  not  to  take  anij  of  his  seed  to  be  rulers 
Over  the  seed  of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob  : 
For  I  will  reverse  their  captivity,  and  have  mercy  on  them. 

CHAP.  XXXIV. — The  word  which  came  unto  Jeremiah  1 
from  Jehovah,  when  Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon,  and 
all  his  army,  and  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth  of  his  domi- 
nion,  and  all  the  peoples,  fought  against  Jerusalem^  and 
against  all  the  cities  thereof,  saying. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah,  the  God  of  Israel :  Gro  and  speak  2 
to  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah,  and  say  unto  him.  Thus  saith 
Jehovah :  Behold,  I  will  give  this  city  into  the  hand  of  the 
king  of  Babylon,  and  he  shall  bum  it  with  fire  :  and  thou  s 
shalt  not  escape  out  of  his  hand,  but  shalt  surely  be  takeOj 
and  delivered  into  his  hand;  and  thine  eyes  shall  behold 
the  eyes  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  he  shall  speak  with 
thee  mouth  to  mouth,  and  thou  shalt  go  to  Babylon. 

Yet  hear  the  word  of  Jehovah,  0  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah !  4 
Thus  saith  Jehovah  concerning  thee  :  Thou  shalt  not  die  by 
the  sword ;  thou  shalt  die  in  peace :  and  as  they  did  for  thy  5 
fathers,  the  former  kings  who  were  before  thee^  so  shall  they 
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bum  spices  for  thee ;  and  they  will  lament  thee,  saying^  Ah 
lord  I — for  I  have  spoken  the  word,  saith  Jehovah. 

6  Then  Jeremiah  the  prophet  spake  all  these  words  unto 

7  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah  in  Jerusalem  :  and  the  army  of  the 
king  of  Babylon  fought  against  Jerusalem,  and  against  all 
the  cities  of  Judah  that  were  left,  against  Lachish,  and  against 
Azckah :  for  these  fortified  cities  remained  of  the  cities  of 
Judah. 

8  The  word  which  came  unto  Jeremiah  from  Jehovah,  after 
that  the  king  Zedekiah  had  made  a  covenant  with  all  the 

9  people  who  were  in  Jerusalem,  to  proclaim  libei-ty  to  them ; 
that  ever}'  man  should  let  his  man-servant,  and  every  man  his 
maid-servant,  a  Hebrew  man  or  a  Hebrew  woman,  go  free ; 
that  none  should  exact  service  of  them,  to  wit,  of  a  Jew  his 

10  brother.  And  all  the  chief  men  hearkened,  and  all  the  people, 
who  had  entered  into  the  covenant,  to  let  every  one  his  man- 
servant, and  every  one  his  maid-servant,  go  free,  that  none 
should  exact  service  of  them  any  more — they  hearkened,  and 

11  let  them  go.  But  afterwards  they  turned,  and  caused  the 
man-servants  and  the  maid-servants  whom  they  had  let  go 
free,  to  return,  and  brought  them  into  subjection  for  man- 
servants and  for  maid-servants. 

la      Therefore  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  to  Jeremiah  from 

13  Jehovah,  sapng.  Thus  saith  Jehovah,  the  God  of  Israel : 
I  made  a  covenant  with  your  fathers  in  the  day  that  I  brought 
them  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the  house  of 

14  bondmen,  saying,  At  the  end  of  seven  years  shall  ye  let  go 
every  man  his  Hebrew  brother,  who  hath  sold  himself  unto 
thee ;  and  w^en  he  hath  served  thee  six  years,  thou  shalt 
let  him  go  free  from    thee :  but  your   fathers  hearkened 

15  not  unto  me,  neither  inclined  their  ear.  And  ye  had  now 
turned,  and  had  done  right  in  my  sight,  in  proclaiming 
Kberty  every  man  to  his  neighbour;  and  ye  had  made  a 
covenant  before  me  in  the  house  which  is  called  by  my 

16  name :  but  ye  have  turned  again  and  profaned  my  name, 
and  caused  every  man  his  man-servant,  and  every  man  his 
xnaid-Bervant,  whom  ye  had  let  go  free  at  their  pleasure,  to 
return,  and  brought  them  into  subjection,  to  be  unto  you 
for  man-servants  and  for  maid-servants. 

17  Hierefore  thus  saith  Jehovah :  Ye  have  not  hearkened 
tmto  me,  by  proclaiming  liberty,  every  one  to  his  brother, 
and  every  man  to  his  neighbour :   behold,  I  proclaim  liberty 
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for  you,  saith  Jehovah,  to  the  sword,  to  the  pestilence,  and 
to  the  famine :  and  I  will  give  you  up  to  hard  treatment, 
into  all  the  kingdoms  of   the  earth.     And  I  will  give  the  is 
men  that  have  transgressed  my  covenant,  who  have  not  per- 
formed the  words  of  the  covenant  which  they  made  before 
me,  when  they  cut  the  calf  in  twain,  and  passed  between  the 
parts  thereof,    the  princes  of  Judah,  and  the  princes  of  19 
Jerusalem,  the  eunuchs,  and  the  priests,  and  all  the  people 
of  the  land,  who  passed  between  the  parts  of  the  calf;  I  so 
will  even  give  them  into  the  hand  of  their  enemies,  and 
into  the  hand  of  them  that  seek  their  life :  and  their  dead 
bodies  shall  be.  for  food  to  the  fowl  of  the  heavens,  and 
to  the  beasts  of  the  earth.     And  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah  91 
and  his  princes  will  I  give  into  the  hand  of  their  ene- 
mies, and    into  the  hand  of  them   that    seek  their  life, 
and  into  the  hand  of  the  army  of   the  king  of   Babylon, 
which  are  gone  up  from  you.      Behold,  I  will  command,  22 
saith  Jehovah,  and  cause  them  to  return  to  this  city ;  and 
they  shall  fight  against  it,  and  take  it,  and  burn  it  with  fire : 
and  I  will  make  the  cities  of  Judah  a  desolation  without  an 
inhabitant. 

CHAP.  XXXV. — The  word  which  came  unto  Jeremiah  1 
from  Jehovah  in  the  days  of  Jehoiakim  the  son  of  Josiah 
king  of  Judah,  saying.  Go  unto  the  house  of  the  Becha-  2 
bites,  and  speak  unto  them,  and  bring  them  into  the  house 
of  Jehovah,  into  one  of  the  chambers,  and  give  them  wine 
to  drink. 

Then  I  took  Jaazaniah  the  son  of  Jeremiah,  the  son  of  3 
Habaziniah,  and  his  brethren,  and  all  his  sons,  and  the  whole 
house  of  the  Rechabites ;  and  I  brought  them  into  the  house  4 
of  Jehovah,  into  the  chamber  of  the  sons  of  Hanan,  the  son 
of  Igdaliah,  a  man  of  God,  which  was  by  the  cWnber  of 
the  princes,  which  was  above  the  chamber  of  Maaseiah,  the 
son  of  Shallum,  the  keeper  of  the  door :  and  I  set  before  5 
the  sons  of  the  house  of  the  Rechabites  goblets  full  of  wine, 
and  cups,  and  I  said  unto  them,  "  Drink  ye  wine.^* 

But  they  said,  "  We  will  drink  no  wine ;  for  Jonadab  the  6 
son  of  Rechab  our  father  commanded  us,  saying, '  Ye  shall 
drink  no  wine,  ye  or  your  sons,  for  ever :  neither  shall  ye  7 
build  house,  nor  sow  seed,  nor  plant  vineyard,  nor  have  any : 
but  all  your  days  ye  shall  dwell  in  tents ;   that  ye  may  live 
many  days  in  the  land  where  ye  are  strangers.'  And  we  have  8 
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obeyed  the  voice  of  Jonadab  the  son  of  Rechab  our  father 

in  all  that  he  commanded  us,  to  drink  no  wine  all  our  days, 

9  we,  our  wives,  our  sons,  and  our  daughters ;   nor  to  build 

houses  for  us  to  dwell  in :  neither  have  we  vineyard,  nor 

10  field,  nor  seed :  but  we  have  dwelt  in  tents,  and  have  obeyed, 
and  done  according  to  all  that  Jonadab  our  father  commanded 

11  us.  But  it  came  to  pass,  when  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of 
Babylon  came  up  into  the  land,  that  we  said.  Come,  and  let 
us  go  to  Jerusalem  for  fear  of  the  army  of  the  Chaldeans, 
and  for  fear  of  the  army  of  the  Syrians :  so  we  dwell  in 
Jerusalem." 

la      Then  came  the  word  of  Jehovah  unto  Jeremiah,  saying, 

13  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel :  Go  and 
say  to  the  men  of  Judah  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem, 
Will  ye  not  receive  instruction,  to  hearken  to  my  words  ? 

14  saith  Jehovah.  The  words  of  Jonadab  the  son  of  Rechab, 
who  commanded  his  sons  not  to  drink  wine,  are  performed ; 
for  unto  this  day  ttey  drink  none,  but  obey  their  father's 
commandment.      And  I  have  spoken  unto  you,  earnestly 

15  speaking ;  but  ye  have  not  hearkened  unto  me.  I  have  also 
sent  unto  you  all  my  servants  the  prophets,  urgently  sending 
them,  saying.  Return  ye  now  every  man  from  his  evil  way, 
and  amend  your  doings,  and  go  not  after  other  gods  to  serve 
them,  and  ye  shall  dwell  in  the  land  which  I  have  given  to 
you  and  to  your  fathers ;  but  ye  have  not  inclined  your  ear, 

16  nor  hearkened  unto  me.  Because  the  sons  of  Jonadab  the 
son  of  Rechab  have  performed  the  commandment  of  their 
father,  which  he  commanded  them;    but  this  people  hath 

17  not  hearkened  unto  me :  Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah,  God 
of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel :  Behold,  I  will  bring  upon  Judah 
and  upon  all  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  all  the  evil  that  I 
have  pronounced  against  them :  because  I  have  spoken  unto 
them,  but  they  have  not  hearkened ;  and  I  have  called  unto 
them,  but  they  have  not  answered. 

18  And  to  the  house  of  the  Rechabites  Jeremiah  said,  "Thus 
saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel :  Because  ye  have 
hearkened  to  the  commandment  of  Jonadab  your  father,  and 
kept  all  his  commandments,  and  done  according  to  all  that 

19  he  commanded  you :  therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts, 
the  God  of  Israel :  There  shall  not  fail  to  Jonadab  the  son  of 
Rechab,  a  man  to  stand  before  me  for  ever." 

1      CHAP.  XXXVI. — And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fourth  year 
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of  Jeboiakim  the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah  that  this  word 
came  unto  Jeremiah  from  Jehovah^  sayings  Take  thee  a  2 
book-roll^  and  write  therein  all  the  words  that  I  have  spoken 
unto  thee  against  Israel,  and  against  Judah,  and  against  all 
the  nations,  from  the  day  I  spake  unto  thee,  from  the  days 
of  Josiah,  even  unto  this  day.  It  may  be  that  the  house  of  s 
Judah  will  hear  all  the  evil  which  I  purpose  to  do  unto 
them ;  that  they  may  return  every  man  from  his  evil  way ; 
that  I  may  forgive  their  iniquity  and  their  sin. 

Then  Jeremiah  called  Baruch   the  son  of   Neriah:  audi 
Baruch  wrote  from  the  mouth  of  Jeremiah  all  the  words 
of  Jehovah,  which  he  had  spoken  unto  him,  upon  a  book-roll. 

And  Jeremiah  charged  Baruch,  saying,  '^  I  am  shut  up;  5 
I  cannot  go  into  the  house  of  Jehovah ;  therefore  go  thou^  6 
and  read  in  the  roll  which    thou   hast  written  from   my 
mouth,  the  words  of  Jehovah  in  the  ears  of  the  people  in  the 
house  of  Jehovah  upon  a  fast-day :  and  also  in  the  ears  of 
all  Judah  that  come  out  of  their  cities,  «halt  thou  read  them. 
It  may  be  they  will  present  their  supplication  before  Jehovab,  7 
and  will  return  every  one  from  his  evil  way :  for  great  is  the 
anger  and  the  wrath  that  Jehovah  hath  pronounced  against 
this  people/' 

And  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah  did  according  to  all  that  s 
Jeremiah  the  prophet  commanded  him,  reading  in  the  book 
the  words  of  Jehovah  in  the  house  of  Jehovah. 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fifth  year  of  Jehoiakim  the  son  9 
of  Josiah  king  of  Judah,  in  the  ninth  month,  that  they  pro- 
claimed a  fast  before  Jehovah  to  all  the  people  in  Jerusalem,    ' 
and  to  all  the  people  that  came  from  the  cities  of  Judah 
unto  Jerusalem.     Then  read  Baruch  in  the  book  the  words  10 
of  Jeremiah  in  the  house  of  Jehovah,  in  the  chamber  of 
Gemariah,  the  son  of  Shaphan  the  scribe,  in  the  higher  courts 
at  the  entry  of  the  new  gate  of  the  house  of  Jehovah,  in  the 
ears  of  all  the  people. 

And  when  Michaiah  the  son  of  Gemariah,  the  son  of  Sha-  11 
phan,  had  heard  out  of  the  book  all  the  words  of  Jebovab, 
ne  went  down  into  the  king's  house,  into  the  scribe's  cham«  12 
ber :  and,  lo,  all  the  chief  men  sat  there,  eve^  Elishama  the 
scribe,  and  Delaiah  the  son  of  Shemaiah,  and  Elnathan  the 
son  of  Achbor,  and  Gemariah  the  son  of  Shaphan,  and  Ze- 
dckiah  the  son  of  Hananiah,  and  all  the  chief  men.    Then  is 
Michaiah  declared  unto  them  all  the  words  that  be   had 
heard^  when  Baruch  read  the  book  in  the  ears  of  the  people. 
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14  Therefore  all  the  chief  men  sent  Jehudi  the  son  of  Netha- 
niah^  the  son  of  Shelemiah^  the  son  of  Cushi^  unto  Barach, 
sayings  *'  Take  in  thy  hand  the  roll  wherein  thou  hast  read 
in  the  ears  of  the  people,  and  come/'  So  Baruch  the  son 
of  Neriah  took  the  roll  in  his  hand,  and  came  unto  them. 

15  And  they  said  unto  him,  "  Sit  down  now,  and  read  it  in  our 
ears/'     So  Baruch  read  it  in  their  ears. 

16  Now  it  came  to  pass,  when  they  had  heard  all  the  words, 
they  turned  in  fear  one  to  another;  and  they  said  unto 
Baruch,  "  We  will  surely  tell  the  king  of  all  these  words.*' 

17  And  they  asked  Baruch,  saying,  "  Tell  us  now,  how  didst 

18  thou  write  all  these  words  from  his  mouth  ?"  Then  Baruch 
answered  them,  "  With  his  mouth  he  pronounced  unto  me  all 

19  these  words,  and  I  wrote  them  with  ink  in  the  book."  Then 
said  the  chief  men  unto  Baruch,  ^^  Go,  hide  thyself,  thou  and 
Jeremiah;  and  let  no  man  know  where  ye  are." 

90  And  they  went  to  the  king  into  the  court,  but  they  laid 
up  the  roll  in  the  chamber  of  Elishama  the  scribe,  and  told  all 

i\  the  words  in  the  cars  of  the  king.  So  the  king  sent  Jehudi  to 
fetch  the  roll :  and  he  took  it  out  of  the  chamber  of  Elishama 

92  the  scribe.  And  Jehudi  read  it  in  the  ears  of  the  king,  and  in 
the  ears  of  all  the  chief  men  who  stood  beside  the  king.  Now 
the  king  was  staying  in  the  winter-apartments,  in  the  ninth 

23  month :  and  the  brasier  was  burning  before  him.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  that  when  Jehudi  had  read  three  or  four  leaves, 
he  cut  it  with  the  pen-knife,  and  cast  it  into  the  fire  that  was 
in  the  brasier,  until  all  the  roll  was  consumed  in  the  fire 

24  that  was  in  the  brasier.  And  they  were  not  afraid,  and  rent 
not  their  garments,  neither  the  king,  nor  any  of  his  ser- 

25  vants  that  heard  all  these  words.  Nevertheless  Elnathan 
and  Delaiah  and  Gemariah  made  intercession  with  the  king 
that  he  would  not  burn  the  roll :  but  he  hearkened  not  to 

26  them.  And  the  king  commanded  Jerahmeel  the  son  of  Ham- 
melech,  and  Seraiah  the  son  of  Azriel,  and  Shelemiah  the 
son  of  Abdeel,  to  take  Baruch  the  scribe,  and  Jeremiah  the 
prophet :  but  Jehovah  hid  them. 

27  Then  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  to  Jeremiah,  after  that 
the  king  had  burnt  the  roll,  and  the  words  which  Baruch 

28  had  written  from  the  mouth  of  Jeremiah,  saying,  Take 
thee  again  another  roll,  and  write  in  it  all  the  former  words 
that  were  in  the  first  roll,  which  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah 

29  hath  burned.  And  thou  shalt  say  to  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah, 
Thus  saith  Jehovah :   Thou  hast  burned  this  roll,  saying. 
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"Why  hast  thou  written  therein,  saying.  The  king  of  Babylon 
shall  certainly  come  and  destroy  this  land,  and  shall  cause  man 
and  beast  to  cease  from  it  ?  Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  so 
Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah :  He  shall  have  no  descendant  to  sit 
upon  the  throne  of  David ;  and  his  dead  body  shall  be  cast 
out  in  the  day  to  the  heat,  and  in  the  night  to  the  frost.  And  I  si 
will  punish  him  and  his  seed  and  his  servants  for  their  iniquity ; 
and  I  will  bring  upon  them,  and  upon  the  inhabitants  of 
Jerusalem,  and  upon  the  men  of  Judah,  all  the  evil  that  I 
have  pronounced  against  them ;  but  they  hearkened  not. 

Then  Jeremiah  took  another  roll,  and  gave  it  to  Baruch  32 
the  scribe,  the  son  of  Neriah ;  and  he  wrote  therein  from 
the  mouth  of  Jeremiah  all  the  words  of  the  book  which 
Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah  had  burned  in  the  fire :   and  there 
were  added  besides  unto  them  many  like  words. 

CHAP.  XXXVII.— Now  king  Zedekiah  the  son  of  Josiah  i 
reigned  instead  of  Coniah  the  son  of  Jehoiakim,  whom  Ne- 
buchadrezzar king  of  Babylon  made  king  in  the  land  of 
Judah.     But  neither  he,  nor  his  servants,  nor  the  people  of  2 
the  land,  hearkened  unto  the  words  of  Jehovah^  which  he 
spake  by  the  prophet  Jeremiah. 

And  Zedekiah  the  king  sent  Jehucal  the  son  of  Shelemiah  3 
and  Zephaniah  the  son  of  Maaseiah  the  priest  to  the  prophet 
Jeremiah,  saying, "  Pray  now  unto  Jehovah  our  God  for  us." 
(Now  Jeremiah  came  in  and  went  out  among  the  people :  4 
for  they  had  not  put  him  into  prison.  And  the  army  of  Pha-  5 
raoh  had  come  forth  out  of  Egypt:   and  when  the  Chal- 
deans that  besieged  Jerusalem  had  heard  tidings  of  them^ 
they  had  departed  from  Jerusalem.) 

Then  came  the  word  of  Jehovah  unto  the  prophet  Jerc-  6 
miah,  saying.  Thus  saith  Jehovah,  the  God  of  Israel :  Thus  7 
shall  ye  say  to  the  king  of  Judah,  that  sent  you  unto  me  to 
inquire  of  me ;  Behold,  the  army  of  Pharaoh,  which  is  come 
forth  to  help  you,  shall  return  to  Egypt  into  their  own  land. 
And  the  Chaldeans  shall  come  again,  and  fight  against  this  8 
city^  and  take  it,  and  bum  it  with  fire.   Thus  saith  Jehovah:  9 
Deceive  not  yourselves,  saying,  The  Chaldeans  shall  surely 
depart  from  us :  for  they  shall  not  depart.     For  though  ye  lo 
had  smitten  the  whole  army  of  the  Chaldeans  that  fight 
against  you,  and  there  remained  but  wounded  men  among 
them^  yet  should  they  rise  up  every  man  in  hin  tent,  and 
bum  this  city  with  fire. 
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11  And  it  came  to  pass^  that  when  the  anny  of  the  Chaldeans 
was  departed  from  Jerusalem^  on   account  of  the  army  of 

12  Pharaoh,  then  Jeremiah  went  forth  out  of  Jerusalem  to  go 
into  the  land  of  Benjamin,  to  obtain  from  thence  his  portion  in 

13  the  midst  of  the  people.  And  when  he  was  in  the  gate  of 
Benjamin,  an  officer  of  the  guard  was  there,  whose  name 
was  Irijah,  the  son  of  Shelemiah,  the  son  of  Uananiah ;  and 
he  seized  Jeremiah  the  propliet,  saying,  '^  Thou  art  going  over 

14  to  the  Chaldeans/'  Then  said  Jeremiah,  '^It  is  false;  I  am 
not  going  over  to  the  Chaldeans/'  But  he  hearkened  not  to 
him:    so  Irijah  seized  Jeremiah,  and  brought  him  to  the 

15  chief  men.  Wherefore  the  chief  men  were  wroth  with  Jere- 
miah, and  smote  him,  and  put  him  in  confinement  in  the  house 
of  Jonathan  the  scribe :  for  they  had  made  that  the  prison. 

15      So   Jeremiah  entered  into  the   dungeon,   and  into  the 

17  vaults ;  and  Jeremiah  remained  there  many  days.  And 
Zedekiah  the  king  sent,  and  took  him  out :  and  the  king 
asked  him  secretly  in  his  house,  and  said,  "  Is  there  any 
word  from  Jehovah  V^  And  Jeremiah  said,  "  There  is  /'  and 
said,  "  Thou  shalt  be  delivered  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of 

18  Babylon.''  Moreover  Jeremiah  said  unto  king  Zedekiah^  ^^  In 
what  have  I  offended  against  thee,  or  against  thy  servants, 
or  against   this  people,  that  ye  have  put  me  in  prison  7 

19  Where  are  now  your  prophets  who  prophesied  unto  you, 
saying, '  The  king  of  Babylon  shall  not  come  against  you, 

20  nor  against  this  land  V  Therefore  hear  now,  I  pray  thee,  O 
my  lord  the  king:  let  my  supplication,  I  pray  thee,  be  ac- 
cepted before  thee ;  that  thou  cause  me  not  to  return  to  the 
house  of  Jonathan  the  scribe,  lest  I  die  there."    Then  Zede- 

Q\  kiah  the  king  commanded  that  they  should  commit  Jeremiah 
into  the  court  of  the  prison,  and  that  they  should  give  him 
daily  a  cake  of  bread  out  of  the  bakers'  street,  until  all  the 
bread  in  the  city  should  be  consumed.  Thus  Jeremiah  re- 
mained in  the  court  of  the  prison. 

1  CHAP.  XXXVIII.— Now  Shephatiah  the  son  of  Mattan 
and  Gredaliah  the  son  of  Pashur,  and  Jucal  the  son  of  She- 
lemiah, and  Pashur  the  son  of  Malchiah,  heard  the  words 
that  Jeremiah   had  spoken   unto   all  the  people,   saying, 

2  **  Thus  saith  Jehovah :  He  that  remaineth  in  this  city  shall 
die  by  the  sword,  by  the  famine,  and  by  the  pestilence :  but 
he  that  goeth  forth  to  the  Chaldeans  shall  live ;  for  he  shall 

3  have  his  life  as  a  prey,  and  shall  live.    Thus  saith  Jehovah : 

VOL.  III.  T 
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This  city  shall  surely  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  anny  of 
the  king  of  Babylon^  and  he  shall  take  it/' 

Therefore  the  chief  men  said  unto  the  king,  "We  beseech  « 
thee,  let  this  man  be  put  to  death :  for  thus  he  weakeneth 
the  hands  of  the  fighting  men  that  remain  in  this  city,  and 
the  hands  of  all  the  people,  by  speaking  such  words  unto 
them :  for  this  man  seeketh  not  the  welfare  of  this  people, 
but  their  hurt."     Then  Zedekiah  the  king  said,  "  Behold,  he  5 
is  in  your  hand ;  for  the  king  is  not  able  to  do  any  thing 
against  you."     Then  took  they  Jeremiah,  and  cast  him  into  6 
the  dungeon  of  Malchiah  the  son  of  Hammelech,  that  was 
in  the  court  of  the  prison :  and  they  let  down  Jeremiah 
with  cords.     And  in  the  dungeoji  there  was  no  water,  but 
mire :  so  Jeremiah  sunk  in  the  mire. 

And  Ebed-melech  t^e  Ethiopian,  a  eunuch  in  the  king's  7 
house,  heard  that  they  had  put  Jeremiah  into  the  dungeon ; 
and  the  king  was  sitting  in  the  gate  of  Benjamin.     And  s 
Ebed-melcch  went  forth  out  of  the  king's  house,  and  spake 
to  the  king,  saying,  "  My  lord  the  king,  these  men  nave  9 
done  evil  in  all  that  they  have  done  to  Jeremiah  the  prophet, 
whom  they  have  cast  into  the  dungeon ;  and  he  will  die  for 
hunger  in  the  place  where  he  is :  for  there  is  no  more  bread 
in  the  city."     Then  the  king  commanded  Ebed-melech  the  lo 
Ethiopian,  saying,  "  Take  from  hence  thirty  men  with  thee, 
and  bring  up  Jeremiah  the  prophet  out  of  the  dungeon,  be- 
fore  he  £e." 

'    So  Ebed-melech  took  the  men  with  him,  and  went  into  ii 
the  house  of  the  king  under  the  treasury,  and  took  thence 
torn  and  worn-out  garments,  and  let  them  down  by  corda 
into  the  dungeon  to  Jeremiah.     And  Ebed-melech  the  Ethic-  is 
pian  said  unto  Jeremiah,  "  Put  now  these  torn  and  worn-out 
garments  under  thine  arm -pits,  under  the  cords."  And  Jere- 
miah did  so.     So  they  drew  up  Jeremiah  with  cords,  and  is 
brought  him  up  out  of  the  dungeon :  and  Jeremiah  remained 
in  the  court  of  the  prison. 

Then  Zedekiah  the  king  sent,  and  took  Jeremiah  the  u 
prophet  unto  him  into  the  third  entrance  that  is  in  the  houae 
of  Jehovah :  and  the  king  said  unto  Jeremiah,  ''  I  will  aak 
thee  a  thing ;  hide  nothing  from  me."    Then  Jeremiah  said  is 
unto  Zedekiah,  "  If  I  declare  it  unto  thee,  wilt  thou  not 
surely  put  me  to  death  ?  and  if  I  give  thee  counsel,  thou 
wilt  not  hearken  unto  me."    So  Zedekiah  the  king  swaie  16 
secretly  unto  Jeremiah,   saying,  "As  Jehovah  liveth,  who 
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created  our  souls,  I  will  not  put  thee  to  death,  neither  wiU  I 
give  thee  into  the  hand  of  these  men  that  seek  thy  life.'' 

17  Then  said  Jeremiah  unto  Zedekiah,  ^^Thus  saith  Jehovahj, 
God  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel :  If  thou  wilt  go  forth  unto 
the  princes  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  then  thy  soul  shall  live^ 
and  this  city  shall  not  be  burned  with  fire ;  and  thou  shalt  live, 

18  and  thy  house ;  but  if  thou  wilt  not  go  forth  to  the  princes 
of  the  king  of  Babylon,  then  shall  this  city  be  given  into  the 
hand  of  the  Chaldeans,  and  they  shall  burn  it  with  fire,  and 
thou  shalt  not  escape  out  of  their  hand/' 

19  And  Zedekiah  the  king  said  unto  Jeremiah,  ^'  I  am  afraid 
of  the  Jews  that  are  gone  over  to  the  Chaldeans,  lest  they 
deliver  me  into  their  hand,  and  they  mock  me/' 

20  But  Jeremiah  said, "  They  shall  not  deliver  thee.  HeariLcn 
I  pray  thee,  to  the  voice  of  Jehovah,  in  what  I  speak  unto 
thee :  so  shall  it  be  well  with  thee,  and  thy  soul  shall  live. 

91  But  if  thou  refuse  to  go  forth,  this  is  the  tlnng  that  Jehovah 

72  hath  showed  me :  and  behold,  all  the  women  that  are  left  in 

the  house  of  the  king  of  Judah  shall  be  brought  forth  to  the 

princes  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  these  women  shall  say, 

*  Thy  friends  have  deceived  thee. 
And  have  prevailed  against  thee : 
Thy  feet  are,  sunk  in  the  mire,  they  are  turned  back/ 

33  So  they  shall  bring  out  all  thy  wives  and  thy  children  to  the 
Chaldeans:  and  thou  shalt  not  escape' out  of  their  hand,  but 
ahalt  be  taken  by  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon :  and 
thoa  wilt  cause  this  city  to  be  burned  with  fire/' 

94  Then  said  Zedekiah  unto  Jeremiah,  '^  Let  no  man  know  of 

95  these  words,  and  thou  shalt  not  die.  But  if  the  chief  men 
Imr  that  I  have  talked  with  thee,  and  they  come  unto  thee, 
and  say  unto  thee,  '  Declare  unto  us  now  what  thou  hast 
said  unto  the  king,  hide  it  not  from  us,  and  we  will  not  put 

96  thee  to  death;  also  what  the  king  said  unto  thee/  then 
^hoa  shalt  say  unto  them,  'I  presented  my  supplication  before 
the  king,  that  he  would  not  cause  me  to  return  to  Jonathan's 
house,  to  die  there/  " 

97  Then  came  all  the  chief  men  unto  Jeremiah,  and  asked 
liim :  and  he  told  them  according  to  all  those  words  that  the 
king  had  commanded.     So  they  were  silent,  and  went  from 

98  him  ;  for  the  matter  was  not  understood.  So  Jeremiah  re- 
mained in  the  court  of  the  prison,  until  the  day  that  Jeru- 
salem was  taken. 

T  2 
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CHAP.  XXXIX. — And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jerusalem 
was  taken,    (in    the    ninth    year    of    Zedekiah    king    of  i 
Judah,  in  the  tenth  month,  came  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of 
Babylon  and  all  his  army  against  Jerusalem,  and  they  be- 
sieged it ;  in  the  eleventh  year  of  Zedekiah,  in   the  fourth  s 
month,  the  ninth  day  of  the  month,  the  city  was  broken  into;) 
that  all  the  princes  of  the  king  of  Babylon  came  in,  and  sat  s 
down  in  the  middle  gate,  even  Nergal-sharezer,  Samgar-nebo, 
Sarsechim  chief  of  the  eunuchs,  Nergal-sharezer   chief  of 
the  Magi,  with  all  the  rest  of  the  princes  of  the  king  of 
Babylon. 

^d  it  came  to  pass,  when  Zedekiah  the  king  of  Judah  4 
and  all  the  men  of  war  saw  them,  then  they  fled,  and  went 
forth  out  of  the  city  by  night,  by  the  way  of  the  king's  gar- 
den, by  the  gate  betwixt  the  two  walls :  and  he  went  out  by 
the  way  towards  the  plain.     But  the  army  of  the  Chaldeans  5 

Jursued  after  them,  and  overtook  Zedekiah  in  .the  plains  of 
ericho:    and   they  took    him    and    brought    him   up   to 
Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon  to  Biblah  in  the  land  of 
Hamath,  where  he  gave  judgment  upon  him.    And  the  king  6 
of  Babylon  slew  the  sons  of  Zedeluah  in  Biblah  before  his 
eyes;  and  all  the  nobles  of  Judah  did  the  king  of  Babylon 
slay.    And  he  put  out  the  eyes  of  Zedekiah,  and  bound  7 
him  with  chains  of  brass,  to  carry  him  to  Babylon.     And  s 
the  Chaldeans  burned  the   king^s  house,   and  the  houses 
of   the  people,    with   fire,    and  brake   down  the  walls  of 
Jerusalem. 

And  the  remnant  of  the  people  that  remained  in  the  city,  9 
and  those  that  fell  away,  that  went  over  to  him,  with  thereat 
of  the  people  that  remained,  Nebuzar-adan  the  captain  of  the 
guard  carried  away  captive  to  Babylon.  But  the  poor  of  the  10 
people,  who  had  nothing,  Nebuzar-adan  the  captain  of  the 
guard  left  in  the  land  of  Judah,  and  gave  them  vineyards 
and  fields  at  the  same  time. 

And  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon  gave  charge  concern- «ii 
ing  Jeremiah  by  Nebuzar-adan  the  captain  of  the  guard, 
saying,  "  Take  him,  and  look  well  to  him,  and  do  him   no  la 
harm;  but  do  unto  him  even  as  he  shall  say  unto  thee." 
Then   sent   Nebuzar-adan  the  captain   of  the  guard,  and  u 
Nebu-shasban,  chief  of  the  eunuchs,  and  Nergal-shareser, 
chief  of  the  Magi,  and  all  the  princes  of  the  king  of  Baby- 
lon,— they  sent,  and  took  Jeremiah  out  of  the  court  of  the  u 
prison,  and  committed  him  to  GedaUah,  the  son  of  Ahikam 
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the  son  of  Shaphan,  that  he  should  carry  him  home :  so  he 
remained  among  the  people. 

15  Now  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  Jeremiah,  while  he 

16  was  shut  up   in  the  court  of  the  prison,  saying,  Go  and 
speak  to  Ebed-melech  the  Ethiopian,  saying, 

Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel : 
Behold,  I  will  bring  my  words  upon  this  city  for  evil, 
And  not  for  good ; 
And  they  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day  before  thee. 

17  But  I  will  deliver  thee  in  that  day,  saith  Jehovah  : 

And  thou  shalt  not  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  men  of 
whom  thou  art  afraid. 

18  Por  I  will  assuredly  deliver  thee. 
And  thou  shalt  not  fall  by  the  sword  ; 
But  thy  life  shall  be  as  a  prey  unto  thee  : 

Because  thou  hast  put  thy  trust  in  me,  saith  Jehovah. 

1  CHAP.  XL. — The  word  that  came  to  Jeremiah  from 
Jehovah,  after  that  Nebuzar-adan  the  captain  of  the  guard 
had  let  him  go  from  Ramah,  when  he  had  taken  him  bound 
in  chains  among  all  the  captives  of  Jerusalem  and  Judah^ 
which  were  being  carried  away  captive  unto  Babylon. 

2  And  the  captain  of  the  guard  took  Jeremiah,  and  said 
unto   him,  "Jehovah   thy  God  hath  pronounced  this  evil 

3  against  this  plkce.  And  Jehovah  hath  brought  it  'to  pass 
and  done  according  as  he  hath  said :  because  ye  have  sinned 
against  Jehovah,  and  have  not  hearkened  to  his  voice,  there* 

4  fore  hath  this  thing  come  upon  you.  And  now,  behold,  I 
loose  thee  this  day  from  the  chains  which  were  upon  thy 
hand.  If  it  seem  good  unto  thee  to  come  with  me  to  Baby- 
lon, come ;  and  I  will  look  well  imto  thee :  but  if  it  seem 
evil  unto  thee  to  come  with  me  to  Babylon,  forbear :  see,  the 
whole  land  is  before  thee  :  whither  it  seemeth  good  and  right 

5  to  thee  to  go,  thither  go."  And  as  he  still  did  not  turn  back, 
''Eetum  then,"  (he  said)  "to  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam 
the  son  of  Shaphan,  whom  the  king  of  Babylon  hath  made 
governor  over  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  remain  with  him 
among  the  people :  or  go  whithersoever  it  seemeth  right  unto 
thee  to  go."    So  the  captain  of  the  guard  gave  him  provisions 

6  and  a  present,  and  dismissed  him.  And  Jeremiah  went  unto 
Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  to  Mizpah ;  and  remained  with 
him  among  the  people  that  were  left  in  the  land. 
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Now  when  all  the  captains  of  the  forces  which  were  in  the  7 
field,  even  they  and  their  men,  heard  that  the  king  of  Baby- 
lon had  made  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  governor  in  the 
land,  and  had  committed  to  him  men,  and  women,  and  chil- 
dren, and  the  poor  of  the  land,  of  them  that  were  not  carried 
away  captive  to  Babylon ;  then  they  came  to  Gedaliah  to  8 
Mizpah,  even  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah,  and  Johanan 
and  Jonathan  the  sons  of  Kareah,  and  Seraiah  the  son  of 
Tanhumeth,  and  the  sons  of  Ephai  the  Netophathite,  and 
Jezaniah  the  son  of  a  Maachathite,  they  and  their  men. 

And  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  the  son  of  Shaphan,  9 
sware  unto  them  and  to  their  men,  saying,  "  Fear  not  to  serve 
the  Chaldeans:  dwell  in  the  land,  and  serve  the  king  of 
Babylon,  and  it  shall  be  well  with  you.  As  for  me,  behold|  lo 
I  will  remain  at  Mizpah,  to  stand  before  the  Chaldeans^  who 
shall  come  unto  us :  but  ye,  gather  ye  wine,  and  summer 
fruits,  and  oil,  and  put  them  in  your  vessels,  and  dwell  in 
your  cities  which  ye  have  taken." 

Likewise  when  all  the  Jews  that  were  in  Moab,  and  among  i\ 
the  Ammonites,  and  in  Edom,  and  that  were  in  all  the  conn- 
tries,  heard  that  the  king  of  Babylon  had  left  a  remnant  of 
Jndah,  and  that  he  had  set  over  them  Gedaliah  the  son  of 
Ahikam  the  son  of  Shaphan ;  then  all  the  Jews  returned  out  12 
of  all  places  whither  they  were  driven,  and  came  to  the  land 
of  Judah,  to  Gredaliah,  unto  Mizpah,  and  gathered  wine  and 
summer  fruits  in  great  abundance. 

Moreover  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  all  the  captains  is 
of  the  forces  that  were  in  the  field,  came  to  Gedaliah  to  Miz- 
pah, and  said  unto  him,  "  Dost  thou  know  that  Baalis  the  u 
king  of  the  Ammonites  hath  sent  Ishmael  the  son  of  Ne- 
thaniah to  slay  thee?"    But  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam 
believed  them  not.    Then  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah  spake  is 
to  Gedaliah  in  Mizpah  secretly,  saying,  "  Let  me  go,  I  pray 
thee,  and  I  will  slay  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethanisdi,  ana  no 
man  shall  know  it :  wherefore  should  he  slay  thee,  that  all 
the  Jews  which  are  gathered  to  thee  should  be  scattered^  and 
the  remnant  in  Judah  perish  ?"    But  Gredaliah  the  soo  of  16 
Ahikam  said  unto  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  ^'llioa  shalt 
not  do  this  thing;  for  thou  speakest  falsely  of  Ishmael.'' 

CHAP.  XLI. — Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  seventh  montk^  i 
that  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah  the  son  of  Elishama,  of 
the  seed  royal,  and  one  of  the  great  officers  of  the  king^  moA 
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ten  men  with  him^  came  unto  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam 
to  Mizpah ;  and  there  they  did  eat  bread  together  in  Mizpah. 
a  Then  arose  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah,  and  the  ten  men 
that  were  with  him^  and  smote  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam 
the  son  of  Shaphan  with  the  sword,  and  slew  him  whom  the 

3  king  of  Babylon  had  made  governor  over  the  land.  And  all 
the  Jews  that  were  with  him,  with  Gedaliah,  at  Mizpah,  and 
the  Chaldeans  that  were  found  there,  the  men  of  war,  did 
Ishmael  smite. 

4  And  it  came  to  pass  the  second  day  after  he  had  slain 

5  Gedahah,  and  no  man  knew  it,  that  there  came  men  from 
Shechem,  from  Shiloh,  and  from  Samaria,  ei7^n  fourscore  men» 
liaving  their  beards  shaven,  and  their  clothes  rent,  and  having 
cut  themselves,  with  oflferings  and  incense  in  their  hand,  to 

«  bring  them  to  the  house  of  Jehovah.  And  Ishmael  the  son 
of  Nethaniah  went  forth  from  Mizpah  to  meet  them,  as  they 
went  along  weeping :  and  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  met  them, 
he  said  unto  them,  *^  Come  to  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam.'* 

7  And  when  they  came  into  the  midst  of  the  city,  Ishmael  the 
son  of  Nethaniah  slew  them,  and  cast  them  into  the  pit,  he, 

8  and  the  men  that  were  with  him.  But  there  were  ten  men 
among  them,  who  said  unto  Ishmael,  '^  Do  not  kill  us :  for 

*  we  have  hidden  stores  in  the  field,  of  wheat,  and  of  barley, 
and  of  oil,  and  of  honey.''  So  he  forbare,  and  did  not  kul 

9  them  among  their  brethren.  Now  the  pit  wherein  Ishmael 
had  cast  all  the  dead  bodies  of  the  men  whom  he  had  slain 
beeause  of  Gedaliah,  was  the  same  which  Asa  the  king  had 
made  for  fear  of  Baasha  king  of  Israel :  and  Ishmael  the  son 
of  Nethaniah  filled  it  with  the  slain. 

10  Then  Ishmael  carried  away  captive  all  the  remnant  of  the 
people  that  were  in  Mizpah,  even  the  kine's  daughters,  and 
all  the  people  that  remained  in  Mizpah,  whom  Nebuzar- 
adan  the  captain  of  the  guard  had  committed  to  Gedaliah 
the  son  of  Ahikam:  and  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah 
carried  them  away  captive,  and  departed  to  go  over  to  the 
Ammonites. 

11  But  when  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  all  the  captains 
of  the  forces  that  were  with  him,  heard  of  all  the  evil  that 

13  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah  had  done,  then  they  took  all 
the  men,  and  went  to  fight  with  Ishmael  the  son  of  Netha- 
niah, and  found  him  by  the  great  waters  that  are  in  Gibe(Hi* 

13  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  all  the  people  who  were  vrith 
Ishmael  saw  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  all  the  captains 
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of  the  forces  that  were  with  him^  that  they  were  glad.     So  14 
all  the  people  that  Ishmael  had  carried  away  captive  from 
]\Iizpah  turned  about  and  went  back^  and  came  unto  Johanan 
the  son  of  Kareah.    But  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah  15 
escaped  from  Johanan  with  eight  men,  and  went  to  the  Am- 
monites. 

And  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  all  the  captains  of  16 
the  forces  that  were  with  him,  took  all  the  remnant  of  the 
people  whom  he  had  recovered  from  Ishmael  the  son  of  Ne- 
thaniah, who  had  carried  them  off  from  Mizpah,  after  he  had 
slain  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam,  even  mighty  men  of  war, 
and  women,  and  children,  and  eunuchs,  whom  he  had  brought 
back  from  Gibeon :  and  they  departed,  and  tarried  in  the  17 
halting- place  of  Chimham,  which  is  ,by  Beth-lehem,  in  order 
to  go  to  enter  into  Egypt,  because  of  the  Chaldeans ;  for  they  is 
were  afraid  of  them,  because  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah 
had  slain  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam,  whom  the  king  of 
Babylon  made  governor  in  the  land. 

CHAP.  XLII. — Then  all  the  captains  of  the  forces,  and  1 
Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  Jczaniah  the  son  of  Hoshaiah, 
and  all  the  people,  from  the  least  even  unto  the  greatest,  came 
near,  and  said  unto  Jeremiah  the  prophet,  "  Let  now  our  sup-  s 
plication  be  accepted  before  thee,  and  pray  for  us  unto  Jehovah 
thy  God,  even  for  all  this  remnant ;  for  we  are  left  but  a  few 
of  many,  as  thine  eyes  behold  us :  that  Jehovah  thy  God  may  3 
show  us  the  way  wherein  we  may  walk,  and  the  thing  that 
we  may  do.''     And  Jeremiah  the  prophet  said  unto  them,  ^'  I  4  - 
have  heard ;  behold,  I  will  pray  unto  Jehovah  your  God  ac- 
cording to  your  words ;  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  whatsoever 
thing  Jehovah  shall  answer  you,  I  will  declare  it  unto  you ; 
I  will  keep  nothing  back  from  you.''     And  they  said  to  5 
Jeremiah,  ^^  Jehovah   be  a  true  and  faithful  witness  against 
us,  if  we  do  not  even  according  to  all  the  command  which 
Jehovah  thy  God  shall,  send  by  thee  to  us.     Whether  it  be  6 
good,  or  whether  it  be  evil,  we  will  hearken  to  the  voice  of 
Jehovah  our  God,  to  whom  we  send  thee ;  that  it  may  be 
well  with  us,  when  we  have  hearkened  to  the  voice  of  Jehovah 
our  God.'' 

And  it  came  to  pass  after  ten  days,  that  the  word  of  Jeho-  7 
vah  came  unto  Jeremiah.     Then  he  called  Johanan  the  son  s 
of  Kareah,  and  all  the  captains  of  the  forces  which  were 
with  him,  and  all  the  people,  from  the  least  even  to  the  great- 
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9  est^  and  said  unto  them^  '^  Thus  saith  Jehovah,  the  God  of 
Israel^  unto  whom  ye  sent  me  to  present  your  svipplication 

10  before  him :  If  ye  will  still  abide  in  this  land,  then  will  I 
build  you  up,  and  not  puU  you  down,  and  I  will  plant  you, 
and  not  pluck  you  up :  for  I  repent  me  of  the  evil  that  I  have 

n  done  unto  you.  Be  not  afraid  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  of 
whom  ye  are  a&aid ;  be  not  afraid  of  him,  [saith  Jehovah, 
for  I  am  with  you  to  save  you,  and  to  deliver  you  from  his 

13  hand.     And  I  will  show  mercies  unto  you,  that  he  may  have 

13  mercy  upon  you,  and  restore  you  to  your  own  land.  But  if 
ye  say.  We  will  not  dwell  in  this  land ;  so  as  not  to  hearken 

u  to  the  voice  of  Jehovah  your  God,  saying,  No ;  but  we  will 
go  into  the  land  of  Egypt,  where  we  shall  see  no  war,  nor 
hear  the  sound  of  the  trumpet,  nor  hunger  for  bread ;  and 

15  there  will  we  dwell :  now  therefore  hear  the  word  of  Jehovah, 
ye  remnant  of  Judah ;  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God 
of  Israel :  If  ye  indeed  set  your  faces  to  enter  into  Egypt, 

16  and  go  to  sojourn  there ;  then  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  the 
sword,  which  ye  feared,  shall  overtake  you  there  in  the  land 
of  Egypt,  and  the  famine,  whereof  ye  were  afraid,  shall  follow 

17  close  after  you  there  in  Egypt ;  and  there  ye  shall  die.  So 
shall  it  be  with  all  the  men  that  set  their  faces  to  go  into 
Egypt  to  sojourn  there ;  they  shall  die  by  the  sword,  by  the 
fiimine,  and  by  the  pestilence ;  and  none  of  them  shall  re- 
main or  escape  from  the  evU  that  I  will  bring  upon  them. 

18  For  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel :  As  mine 
anger  and  my  wrath  have  been  poured  out  upon  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Jerusalem ;  so  shall  my  wrath  be  poured  out  upon 
you,  when  ye  shall  enter  into  Egypt :  and  ye  shall  be  an 
execration,  and  an  astonishment,  and  a  curse,  and  a  reproach; 
and  ye  shall  see  this  place  no  more. 

19  Jdiovah  hath  said  concerning  you,.  0  ye  remnant  of  Ju- 
dah, Go  ye  not  into  Egypt :   know  assuredly  that  I  have 

>o  ihu8  admonished  you  this  day.  For  ye  do  err  against  your 
own  souls,  in  that  ye  sent  me  unto  Jehovah  your  God,  say- 
ing, ^Fray  for  us  unto  Jehovah  our  God,  and  according 
unto  all  that  Jehovah  our  God  shall  say,  so  declare  unto  us, 

21  and  we  wUl  do  it;'  and  now  I  have  this  day  declared  it  to 
you;  but  ye  do  not  hearken  to  the  voice  of  Jehovah  your 
God,  nor  to  any  thing  for  which  he  hath  sent  me  unto  you» 

»Now  therefore  know  assuredly,  that  ye  shall  die  by  the 
sword,  by  the  famine,  and  by  the  pestilence,  in  the  place 
whither  ye  desire  to  go  and  to  sojourn.'' 
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CHAP.  XLIII. — Aod  it  came  to  pass^   when  Jeremiaki 
had  made  an  end  of  speaking  unto  all  the  people  aU  the     * 
words  of  Jehovah  their  God,  for  which  Jehovah  their  God 
had  sent  him  to  them,  even  all  these  words,  that  Azariah  thei 
son  of  Hoshaiah^  and  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  til 
the  proud  men  spake,  saying  unto  Jeremiah, ''  Thou  speakeit 
falsely :  Jehovah  our  Grod  hath  not  sent  thee  to  say,  60  not  3 
into  Egypt  to  sojourn  there :  hut  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriik 
setteth  thee  on  against  us,  to  deliver  us  into  the  hand  of  the 
Chaldeans,  that  they  may  put  us  to  death,  or  carry  as  awvr 
captive  to  Babylon/'    So  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  aU  4 
the  captains  of  the  forces,  and  all  the  people,  hearkened  not 
to  the  voice  of  Jehovah,  to  remain  in  the  land  of  Judah. 

But  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  all  the  captains  of  s 
the  forces,  took  all  the  remnant  of  Judah,  that  were  returned 
from  all  the  nations,  whither  they  had  been  driven,  to  dwdl 
in  the  land  of  Judah,  the  men,  and  the  women^  and  the  6 
children,  and  the  king's  daughters,  and  every  person  that 
Nebuzar-adan  the  captain  of  the  guard  had  left  with  Gedi- 
liah  the  son  of  Ahikam  the  son  of  Shaphan,  and  aho  Jere* 
miah  the  prophet,  and  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah;  and  ihejl 
came  into  the  land  of  Egypt ;  for  they  hearkened  not  to 
the  voice  of  Jehovah :  thus  came  they  even  to  Tahpanhes. 

Then  came  the  word  of  Jehovah  unto  Jeremiah  in  Tidi-  8 
panhes,  saying,  Take  great  stones  in  thy  hand,  and  hide  t 
them  in  the  clay  in  the  brick-kiln,  which  is  at  the  entry  of 
Pharaoh's  house  in  Tahpanhes,  in  the  sight  of  the  men  of  10 
Judah ;  and  say  unto  them. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  Ood  of  Israel :  BehoU, 
I  will  send  and  take  Nebuchadrezzar  the  king  of  Babyko^ 
my  servant^  and  will   set  his  throne  upon   these    stones 
that  I   have  hid;   and  he  shall   spread  his  canopy  Offer 
them.    And  he  shall  come  and  smite  the  land  of  Egypt,  tmi  u 
deliver  such  as  are  for  death  to  death ;  and  such  as  are  fat 
captivity  to  captivity ;  and  such  as  are  for  the  sword  to  the 
sword.    And  I  will  kindle  a  fire  in  the  houses  of  the  gods  u 
of  Egypt ;  and  he  shall  bum  them,  and  carry  them  away 
captive :  and  he  shall  put  on  the  land  of  Egypt^  as  a  shep- 
herd putteth  on  his  garment ;  and  he  shall  go  forth  from 
thence  in  peace.     He  shall  also  break  in  pieces  the  columns  is 
of  Beth-shemesh,  which  are  in  the  land  of  Egypt ;  and  the 
houses  of  the  gods  of  the  Egyptians  shall  he  bum  with  fire. 
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1  .  CHAP.  XLIV. — The  word  that  came  to  Jeremiah  cou- 
oeroing  all  the  Jews  who  dwell  in  the  land  of  Egypt^  who 
dwell  at  Migdoly  and  at  Tahpanhes,  and  at  Noph,  and  in  the 
eoontry  of  Pathros,  sayings 

s  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  bosts^  the  God  of  Israel :  Ye  have 
seen  all  the  evil  that  I  have  brought  upon  Jerusalem^  and 

3  a|X>n  all  the  cities  of  Judah ;  and^  behold,  this  day  they  are 
a  desolation^  and  nb  man  dwelleth  therein,  because  of  their 
wickedness  which  they  have  committed  to  provoke  me  to 
anger,  in  that  they  went  to  bum  incense,  to  serve  other  gods^ 
wl^m  they  knew  not,  neither  they,  nor  ye,  nor  your  fathers. 

4  Howbeit  1  sent  unto  you  all  my  servants  the  prophets,  ur- 
gently sending  them,  saying,  Oh,  do  not  this  abominable 

6  thing  which  I  hate.     But  they  hearkened  not,  nor  inclined 

6  their  ear  to  turn  from  their  wickedness,  to  bum  no  incense 
onto  other  gods.  Wherefore  my  wrath  and  mine  anger  have 
been  poured  forth,  and  kindled  in  the  cities  of  Judah  and  in 
the  streets  of  Jerusalem ;  and  they  are  wasted  and  desolate^ 
as  at  this  day. 

7  Therefore  now  thus  saith  Jehovah,  the  God  of  hosts,  the 
God  of  Israel:  Wherefore  do  ye  commit  this  great  evil 
against  your  souls,  to  cut  off  from  you  man  and  woman^ 
diild  and  suckling,  out  of  Judah,  so  as  to  leave  yourselves 

8  BO  remnant ;  in  that  ye  provoke  me  to  anger  with  the  works 
of  your  hands,  burning  incense  unto  other  gods  in  the  land 
of  Egypt,  whither  ye  have  gone  to  dwell,  that  ye  may  cut 
yourselves  off,  and  be  a  curse  and  a  reproach  among  all  the 

9  nations  of  the  earth  ?  Have  ye  forgotten  the  wickednass  of 
your  fathers,  and  the  wickedness  of  the  kings  of  Judah,  and 
the  wickedness  of  their  wives,  and  your  own  wickedness,  and 
the  wickedness  of  your  wives,  which  they  have  committed  in 

10  the  land  of  Judah,  and  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem  ?  They 
are  not  humbled  unto  this  day,  neither  have  they  feared^ 
nor  walked  in  my  law,  nor  in  my  statutes,  which  I  put 
brfore  you  and  before  your  fathers. 

11  llierefore  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel : 
Bdiold,  I  will  set  my  face  against  you  for  evil^  and  to  cut  off 

la  all  Judah.  And  I  will  take  the  remnant  of  Judah,  who 
kave  set  their  faces  to  go  into  the  land  of  Egypt  to  sojourn 
there^  and  they  shall  all  be  consumed :  in  the  land  of  Egypt 
they  shall  fall ;  by  the  sword  and  by  the  famine  they  shall 
be  consumed :  from  the  least  even  unto  the  greatest,  by  the 
sword  and  by  the  famine  they  shall  die :  and  they  shall  be 
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an  execration^  and  an  astonishment^  and  a  cuisc^  iuul  a 
reproach.  For  I  will  ponish  them  that  dwell  in  the  land  of  13 
Egypt,  as  I  have  punished  Jerusalem,  hy  the  sword,  by  the 
famine,  and  by  the  pestilence :  so  that  none  of  the  remnant  14 
of  Judah,  who  have  gone  into  the  land  of  Egypt  to  sojourn 
there,  shall  escape  or  remain,  to  return  to  the  land  of  Judah^ 
to  which  they  have  a  desire  to  return  to  dwell  there :  for 
none  shall  return  but  a  few  who  shall  escape. 

Then  all  the  men  which  knew  that  their  wives  had  burned  is 
incense  unto  other  gods,  and  all  the  women  that  stood  by,  a 
great  multitude,  even  all  the  people  that  dwelt  in  the  land  of 
Egypt,  in  Pathros,  answered  Jeremiah,  saying, 

"  As  for  the  word  that  thou  hast  spoken  unto  us  in  the  16 
name  of  Jehovah,  we  will  not  hearken  unto  thee.     But  we  17 
will  certainly  do  whatsoever  word  goeth  forth  out  of  our  own 
mouth,  to  bum  incense  unto  the  queen  of  heaven,  and  to 
pour  out  drink-offerings  unto  her,  as  we  have  done,  we,  and 
our  fathers,  our  kings,  and  our  princes,  in  the  cities  of  Judah, 
and  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem  :  for  then  we  had  plenty  of 
food,  and  were  well,  and  saw  no  evil.      But  since  we  have  is 
ceased  to  bum  incense  to  the  queen  of  heaven,  and  to  pour 
out  drink-offerings  to  her,  we  have  wanted  all  things,  and 
have  been  consumed  by  the  sword  and  by  the  famine.'*    And  29 
the  women  said,  '*"When  we  bumed  incense  to  the  queen  of 
heaven,  and  poured  out  drink-offerings  unto  her,  did  we 
without  the  knowledge  of  our  husbands  make  her  cakes  to 
worship  her,  and  pour  out  drink  offerings  unto  her?*' 

Then  Jeremiah  said  unto  all  the  people,  to  the  men,  and  20 
to  the  women,  and  to  all  the  people  who  had  given  him  that 
answer,  saying,  "  The  incense  that  ye  bumed  in  the  cities  of  21 
Judah,  and  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem,  ye,  and  your  fathers^ 
your  kings,  and  your  princes,  and  the  people  of  the  land, 
did  not  Jehovah  remember  it,  and  came  it  not  into  his  mind  f 
And  Jehovah  could  no  longer  bear,  because  of  the  evil  of  n 
your  doings,   because  of  the  abominations  which  yc  have 
committed;  therefore  is  your  land  a  desolation,  and  an 
astonishment,  and  a  curse,  without  an  inhabitant,  as  at  this 
day.    Because  ye  have  bumed  incense,  and  because  ye  have  is 
sinned  against  Jehovah,  and  have  not  obeyed  the  voice  of 
Jehovah,  nor  walked  in  his  law,  nor  in  his  statutes,  nor  in 
his  testimonies ;  therefore  hath  this  evil  happened  unto  you^ 
as  at  this  day.'* 

Moreover  Jeremiah  said  unto  all  the  people,  and  to  aU 
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the  women^ "  Hear  the  word  of  Jehovah^  all  Judah  who  are  in 

35  the  land  of  Egypt :  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts^  the  God  of 
Israel^  saying :  Ye  and  your  wives  have  both  spoken  with 
your  mouths,  and  fulfilled  it  with  your  hands,  saying,  '  We 
will  surely  perform  our  vows  that  we  have  vowed,  to  burn 
incense  to  the  queen  of  heaven,  and  to  pour  out  drink-offer- 
ings unto  her ' :  ye  shall  surely  accomplish  yotir  vows,  and 

96  surely  perform  your  vows.  Therefore  hear  ye  the  word  of 
Jehovah,  all  Judah  who  dwell  in  the  land  of  Egypt ;  Behold, 
I  have  sworn  by  my  great  name,  saith  Jehovah,  that  my 
name  shall  no  more  be  invoked  in  the  mouth  of  any  man  of 
Judah  in  all  the  land  of  Egypt,  saying,  As  the  Lord  Jeho- 

07  vah  liveth.  Behold,  I  will  watch  over  them  for  evil,  and  not 
for  good :  and  all  the  men  of  Judah  that  are  in  the  land  of

Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel;      i^^ 
Behold,  I  will  punish  the  king  of  Babylon  and  his  land. 
As  I  have  punished  the  king  of  Assyria. 

And  I  will  bring  Israel  back  to  his  pasture,  i^  -^^ 

And  he  shall  feed  on  Carmel  and  Bashan, 
And  shall  satisfy  himself  upon  mount  Ephraim  and  Gilead. 
In  those  days,  and  at  that  time,  saith  Jehovah,  ^^^^ 

The  iniquity  of  Israel  shall  be  sought  for. 
And  there  shall  be  none ; 

And  the  sins  of  Judah,  and  they  shall  not  be  found : 
For  I  will  pardon  those  whom  1  cause  to  be  left. 

Against  the  land  of  Merathaim  [Bibellion],  go  up  '^^ 

against  it,  ^ 

And  against  the  inhabitants  of  Fekod  [Visitation]  : 

Lay  waste  and  utterly  destroy  after  them,  saith  Jehovnh, 

And  do  according  to  all  that  I  have  commanded  thee. 

A  sound  of  battle  is  in  the  land,  and  great  destmctioa :  ^ 

How  is  the  Hammer  of  the  whole  earth  cut  asunder  tndB^  ^ 
broken  I 

How  is  Babylon  become  a  desolation  among  the  natioiis ! 

I  have  laid  a  snare  for  thee,  ^  ^ 

And  thou  art  also  taken,  0  Babylon,  * 

And  thou  wast  not  aware : 

Thou  hast  been  found,  and  also  caught. 

Because  thou  hast  striven  against  Jdiovah. 

Jehovah  hath  opened  his  armoury,  * 

And  hath  brought  forth  the  weapons  of  his  indigmtba : 
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7or  tbe  Lord  Jehovah  of  hosts  hath  a  work 

In  the  land  of  the  Chaldeans. 

Come  against  her  from  the  utmost  border. 

Open  her  storehouses : 

Cast  her  np  into  heaps,  and  destroy  her  utterly: 

Let  nothing  of  her  be  left. 

Slay  all  her  bullocks ;  let  them  go  down  to  the  slaughter : 

Woe  unto  them  !  for  their  day  is  come. 

The  time  of  their  visitation. 

The  voice  of  them  that  flee  and  escape  out  of  the  land  of 

Babylon, 
To  declare  in  Zion  the  .vengeance  of  Jehovah  our  God, 
The  vengeance  of  his  temple: — 
Call  together  the  archers  against  Babylon  : 
AU  ye  that  bend  the  bow. 
Encamp  against  her  round  about ; 
Let  none  escape: 

Becompense  her  according  to  her  work ; 
According  to  all  that  she  hath  done,  do  unto  her; 
For  she  hath  been  proud  against  Jehovah, 
Against  the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 
Therefore  shall  her  young  men  fall  in  the  streets. 
And  all  her  men  of  war  shall  be  cut  off  in  that  day,  saith 

Jehovah. 
Behold,  I  am  against  thee,  thou  proud  one, 
Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah  of  hosts : 
tar  thy  day  is  come,  the  time  that  I  will  punish  thee. 
I  And  the  proud  one  shall  stumble  and  fall. 
And  none  shall  raise  him  up : 
And  I  will  kindle  a  fire  in  his  cities, 
And  it  shall  devour  all  round  about  him. 

I      Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts  : 

Oppressed  are  the  children  of  Israel  and  the  children  of 
Judah  together : 

And  all  that  have  taken  them  captive  hold  them  fast ; 

They  refuse  to  let  them  go. 
k  Their  Redeemer  is  strong ;  Jehovah  of  hosts  is  his  name : 

He  shall  thoroughly  plead  their  cause. 

That  he  may  give  rest  to  their  land. 

And  disquiet  to  the  inhabitants  of  Babylon. 
15    A  sword  is  upon  the  Chaldeans,  saith  Jehovah, 

And  upon  the  inhabitants  of  Babylon, 
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And  upon  her  princes^  and  upon  her  wise  men. 

A  sword  is  upon  the  deceivers^  and  they  shall  become  foolish :  35 

A  sword  is  upon  her  mighty  men, 

And  they  shall  be  dismayed : 

A  sword  is  upon  their  horses,  and  upon  their  chariots,  sr 

And  upon  all  the  mixed  people  that  are  in  the  midst  of  her.

Therefore  the  wild  beasts  of  the  desert  with  howling-beaata  39 

shall  dwell  there. 
And  ostriches  shall  dwell  therein  : 
And  it  shall  no  more  be  inhabited  for  ever; 
Neither  shall  it  be  dwelt  in  from  generation  to  generation. 
As  when  God  overthrew  Sodom  and  Gomorrah, 
And  the  neighbour  cities  thereof,  saith  Jehovah, 
No  man  shall  dwell  there,  neither  shall  a  son  of  man  abide 

therein. 

Behold,  a  people  cometh  from  the  north,  ^  ^^ 

And  a  great  nation,  and  many  kings. 
Shall  be  roused  up  &om  the  extremities  of  the  earth. 
They  shall  grasp  lirmly  bow  and  spear ;  ^^^  ^^ 

They  are  cruel,  and  will  show  no  mercy  : 
Their  voice  resoundeth  like  the  sea,  and  they  ride  upon  horses. 
Arrayed  as  a  man  for  war 
Against  thee,  0  daughter  of  Babylon. 

The  king  of  Babylon  hath  heard  the  report  thereof,  -^k

Like  a  lion  from  the  thickets  of  Jordan, 
Against  the  pasture  of  the  strong ;

And  one  who  is  a  chosen  warrior,  will  I  appoint  against  it :

Therefore  hear  ye  the  counselof  Jehovah,  ^

And  they  shall  winnow  her,  and  shall  empty  her  land :

'  Babylon  hath  been  a  golden  cup  in  the  hand  of  Jehovah^ 

Which  made  all  the  earth  drunken : 

The  nations  have  drunken  of  her  wine; 

Therefore  the  nations  are  mad. 
)  Babylon  is  suddenly  fallen  and  broken  to  pieces ; 

Howl  for  her ;  take  balm  for  her  wound. 

If  so  be  she  may  be  healed  I 
»      We  would  have  healed  Babylon,  but  she  is  not  healed : 

Forsake  her,  and  let  us  go  every  one  into  his  own  country  : 

For  her  judgment  reacheth  unto  heaven, 

And  is  lifted  up  even  to  the  skies. 
►  Jehovah  hath  brought  forth  our  deliverance ; 

Come,  and  let  us  declare  in  Zion  the  work  of  Jehovah  our  God. 
I  Sharpen  the  arrows,  prepare  the  shields  I 
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Jehovah  hath  roused  up  the  spirit  of  the  kings  of  the  Medci: 

For  his  purpose  is  against  Babylon^  to  destroy  it ; 

For  it  is  the  vengeance  of  Jehovah, 

The  vengeance  of  his  temple. 

Set  up  the  standard  against  the  walla  of  Babylon,  is 

Strengthen  the  guard,  appoint  the  watchmen, 

Place  the  ambushes : 

For  Jehovah  both  deviseth  and  doeth 

That  which  he  hath  spoken 

Against  the  inhabitants  of  Babylon. 

0  thou  that    dwellest   by    great   waters^   abundant  in  i3 
treasures, 
Thine  end  is  come,  the  limit  of  thy  plundering. 
Jehovah  of  hosts  hath  sworn  by  himself,  taying,  u 

Surely  I  will  fill  thee  with  men,  as  with  locusts ; 
And  they  shall  raise  the  war-shout  against  thee. 

He  hath  made  the  earth  by  his  power,  is 

He  hath  established  the  world  by  his  wisdom. 
And  by  his  understanding  hath  stretched  out  the  heavens. 
When  he  uttereth  his  voice,  is 

There  is  a  tumult  of  waters  in  the  heavens : 
And  he  causeth  clouds  to  ascend  from  the  ends  of  the  earth : 
He  maketh  lightnings  for  the  rain, 
And  bringeth  forth  the  wind  out  of  his  treasures. 
Every  man  is  become  brutish  by  his  knowledge,  i7 

Every  founder  is  put  to  shame  by  the  graven  image : 
For  his  molten  image  is  falsehood. 
And  there  is  no  breath  in  them. 

They  are  vanity,  the  work  of  delusions ;  is 

In  the  time  of  their  visitation  they  shall  perish. 
Not  like  these  is  the  portion  of  Jacob,  19 

For  he  is  the  creator  of  all  things. 
And  Israel  is  the  rod  of  his  inheritance: 
Jehovah  of  hosts  is  his  name. 

Thou  art  my  battle-axe,  O  Israel,  my  weapons  of  war :      » 
With  thee  will  I  break  in  pieces  the  nations^ 
And  with  thee  destroy  kingdoms  : 

With  thee  will  I  break  in  pieces  the  horse  and  his  rider;       si 
And  with  thee  break  in  pieces  the  chariot  and  its  driver : 
With  thee  will  I  break  in  pieces  man  and  woman;  ss 

With  thee  break  in  pieces  old  and  young; 
And  with  thee  break  in  pieces  the  young  man  and  the  maidea : 
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o  With  thee  will  I  break  in  pieces  the  shepherd  and  his  flack ; 
With  thee  break  in  pieces  the  husbandman  and  his  team ; 
And  with  thee  break  in  pieces  captains  and  rolers. 
14  And  I  will  render  unto  Babylon 
And  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  Chaldea^ 

All  their  evil  which  they  have  done  in  Zion  in  your  sight, 
saith  Jehovah. 
»      Behold^  I  am  against  thee^

Nor  a  stone  for  foundations ; 

But  thou  shalt  be  desolate  for  ever,  saith  Jehovah. 
27      Lift  ye  up  a  standard  in  the  land. 

Blow  the  trumpet  among  the  nations ; 

Enlist  the  nations  against  her. 

Summon  against  her  the  kingdoms  of  Ararat,  Minni,  and 
Ashkenaz; 

Appoint  a  commander  against  her ; 

Bring  up  the  horses,  like  the  hairy  locust. 
2s  Enlist  against  her  the  nations, 

The  kings  of  Media^  their  captains,  and  all  their  rulers. 

With  all  the  land  of  their  dominion. 
99  And  the  land  shall  tremble  and  heave ; 

For  the  purposes  of  Jehovah  against  Babylon  shall  stand. 

To  make  the  land  of  Babylon  a  desolation,  - 

Without  inhabitant, 
ao     The  mighty  men  of  Babylon  have  ceased  to  fight. 

They  have  remained  in  ikevr  strongholds : 

Theur  might  hath  failed,  they  have  become  as  women : 

Her  dwelling-places  are  set  on  fire ;  her  bars  are  broken. 
^1  Courier  shall  nin  to  meet  courier. 

And  messenger  to  meet  messenger. 

To  tell  the  king  of  Babylon  that  his  city  is  taken  on  every  side, 
^»  That  the  passages  are  seized,  and  the  reed-beds  burnt  up 
with  fire. 

And  the  men  of  war  terrified. 
^      For  thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel; 

The  daughter  of  Babylon  is  like  a  threshing-floor  when  it  is 
trodden;  . 
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Tet  a  little  while^  and  the  time  of  her  harvest  shall  come. 

Nebuchadrezzar  the  king  of  Babylon  hath  devoured  me,     34 
He  hath  destroyed  me,  and  made  me  an  empty  vessel^ 
He  hath  swallowed  me  up  like  a  dragon ; 
He  hath  filled  his  belly  with  my  delicacies. 
He  hath  cast  me  out  from  them,  ^ 

The  violence  done  to  me  and  to  my  flesh  be  upon  Babylon,   35 
Shall  the  inhabitant  of  Zion  say ; 
And  my  blood  upon  the  inhabitants  of  Chaldea, 
Shall  Jerusalem  say. 

Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah ;  36 

Behold,  I  will  plead  thy  cause,  and  take  vengeance  for  thee ; 
And  I  will  dry  up  her  lake,  and  make  her  springs  dry. 
And  Babylon  shall  become  heaps  of  ruins,  37 

A  dwelling-place  for  jackals. 

An  astonishment,  and  a  hissing,  without  inhabitant. 
They  shall  roar  together  like  lions  :  ^9 

They  shall  growl  as  lions*  whelps. 

When  they  are  heated  I  will  set  on  their  feast,  »^- 

And  make  them  drunken,  that  they  may  shout  aloud. 
And  sleep  an  eternal  sleep,  and  not  awaJce,  saith  Jehovah. 
I  will  bring  them  down  like  lambs  to  the  slaughter^  ^<     a 

Like  rams  with  he-goats. 

How  is  Sheshach  taken  !  ^m^ 

And  how  is  the  Praise  of  the  whole  earth  seized  ! 
How  is  Babylon  become  an  astonishment  among  the  nations  I 
The  sea  is  come  up  upon  Babylon ;  -^^» 

She  is  covered  with  the  multitude  of  the  waves  thereof. 
Her  cities  are  a  desolation,  parched  land,  and  a  desert,  — •; 

A  land  wherein  no  man  dwelleth. 
Neither  doth  a  son  of  man  pass  thereby. 

And  I  will  punish  Bel  in  Babylon  ;  a 

And  I  will  bring  forth  out  of  his  mouth  that  which  he  hatlM^ 

swallowed ; 
And  the  nations  shall  not  flow  unto  him  any  more : 
Yea,  the  wall  of  Babylon  shall  fall. 

Go  ye  out  of  the  midst  of  her,  my  people,  45 

And  deliver  ye  every  man  his  soul   ^ 
From  the  fierce  anger  of  Jehovah. 

And  let  not  your  heart  faint,  -^ 

Nor  fear  ye  for  the  rumour  that  shall  be  heard  in  the  land;  j 

When  there  cometh  .a  rumour  in  one  year,     .  § 
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And  after  that  in  another  year  a  rumour, 

And  violence  is  in  the  land,  ruler  against  ruler. 

Therefore,  behold,  the  days  are  coming, 

That  I  will  punish  the  graven  images  of  Babylon ; 

And  her  whole  land  shall  be  confounded, 

And  all  her  slain  shall  fall  in  the  midst  of  her. 

Then  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  and  all  that  is  therein, 

Shall  sing  over  Babylon  : 

For  the  spoilers  shall  come  unto  her  from  the  north,  saith 

Jehovah. 
Thus  Babylon  shall  fall,  ye  slain  of  Israel, 
As  for  Babylon  the  slain  of  all  the  earth  have  fallen. 
Ye  that  have  escaped  the  sword,  go  away,  stand  not  still ; 
Remember  Jehovah  afar  off. 
And  let  Jerusalem  come  into  your  mind. 

We  are  confounded,  because  we  have  heard  reproach ; 
Shame  hath  covered  our  faces : 
For  strangers  are  come  mto  the  sanctuaries  of  the  house  of 

Jehovah. 
Therefore,  behold,  the  days  are  coming,  saith  Jehovah, 
That  I  will  punish  her  graven  images : 
And  through  all  her  land  the  wounded  shall  groan. 
Though  Babylon  should  mount  up  to  heaven. 
And  though  she  should  fortify  the  height  of  her  strength. 
Yet  from  me  shall  spoilers  come  upon  her,  saith  Jehovah. 

A  sound  of  a  cry  cometh  from  Babylon, 
And  great  destruction  from  the  land  of  the  Chaldeans ; 
Because  Jehovah  hath  spoiled  Babylon, 
And  destroyed  out  of  her  the  great  sound ; 
Though  her  waves  resound  like  great  waters, 
And  the  noise  of  their  voice  is  given  forth ; 
Because  the  spoiler  is  come  upon  her,  even  upon  Babylon, 
And  her  mighty  men  are  taken. 
Their  bows  are  broken  in  pieces. 
For  Jehovah  is  a  God  of  recompences ; 
He  will  surely  requite. 

And  I  will  make  drunk  her  princes,  and  her  wise  men. 
Her  captains,  and  her  rulers,  and  her  mighty  men : 
And  they  shall  sleep  an  eternal  sleep,  and  not  awake, 
Saith  the  king,  whose  name  is  Jehovah  of  hosts. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts ; 
The  broad  walls  of  Babylon  shall  be  utterly  overthrown, 
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And  her  high  gates  shall  be  burned  with  fire ; 
And  the  people  shall  have  laboured  for  nought, 
And  the  nations  for  the  fire,  and  been  wearied. 

Tills  is  the  word  which  Jercmiah  the  prophet  committed  to  59 
Seraiah  the  son  of  Neriah,  the  son  of  Maaseiah,  when  he  went 
with  Zedekiah  the  king  of  Judah  to  Babylon  in  the  fourth  year 
of  his  reign.     And  this  Seraiah  was  director  of  the  halting- 
places.  So  Jeremiah  wrote  in  one  book  all  the  evil  that  should  60 
come  upon  Babylon,  even  all  these  words  that  are  written 
against  Babylon.  And  Jeremiah  said  to  Seraiah,  "  When  thou  ei 
comest  to  Babylon,  and  shalt  see,  and  shalt  read  all  these 
words ;  then  shalt  thou  say,    '  0  Jehovah,  thou  hast  spoken  69 
against  this  place,  to  cut  it  off,  that  none  shall  dwell  in  it, 
neither  man  nor  beast,  but  that  it  shall  be  desolate  for  ever.' 
And  it  shall  be,  when  thou  hast  made  an  end  of  reading  this  63 
book,  that  thou  shalt  bind  a  stone  to  it,  and  cast  it  into  the 
midst  of  Euphrates  :  and  thou  shalt  say,  '  Thus  shall  Baby-  64 
Ion  sink,  and  shall  not  rise  from  the  evil  that  I  will  bring 
upon  her  :  and  they  shall  be  weary.' '' 

Thus  far  are  the  words  of  Jeremiah. 

CHAP.  LII. — Zedekiah  was  one  and  twenty  years  old  1 
when  he  began  to  reign,  and  he  reigned  eleven  years  in  Jei'u- 
salem.     And  his  mothei-'s  name  was  Hamutal  the  daughter 
of  Jeremiah  of  Libnah.     And  he  did  that  which  was  evil  in  a 
the  eyes  of  Jehovah,  according  to  all  that  Jehoiakim  had 
done.     For  the  anger  of  Jehovah  was  against  Jerusalem  and  s 
Judah,  till  he  cast  them  forth  from  his  presence;  and  Zede- 
kiah rebelled  against  the  king  of  Babylon. 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  ninth  year  of  his  reign,  in  the  4 
tenth  mouth,  in  the  tenth  day  of  the  month,  that  Nebu- 
chadrezzar king  of  Babylon  came,   he  and  all  his  army, 
against  Jerusalem,  and  encamped  against  it,  and  built  forts 
against  it  round  about.     So  the  city  was  besieged  until  the  5 
eleventh  year  of  king  Zedekiah. 

In  the  fourth  month,  in  the  ninth  day  of  the  month,  the  6 
famine  was  sore  in  the  city,  so  that  there  was  no  bread  for  7 
the  people  of  the  land.  Then  the  city  was  broken  into,  and 
all  the  men  of  war  fled,  and  went  forth  out  of  the  city  by 
night,  by  the  way  of  the  gate  between  the  two  walls,  which 
is  by  the  king's  garden ;  (now  the  Chaldeans  were  by  the 
city  round  about :)  and  they  went  by  the  way  of  the  plain. 
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8  But  the  army  of  the  Chaldeans  pursued  after  the  king,  and 
overtook  Zedekiah  in  the  plains  of  Jericho ;  and  all  his  army 

9  was  scattered  from  him.  Then  they  took  the  king,  and  car- 
ried him  up  unto  the  king  of  Babylon,  to  Riblah  in  the  land 

10  of  Hamath ;  where  he  gave  judgment  upon  him.  And  the 
king  of  Babylon  slew  the  sons  of  Zedekiah  before  his  eyes  : 

11  he  slew  also  all  the  chief  men  of  Judah  in  Riblah.     And  he, 
blinded  the  eyes  of  Zedekiah;   and  the  king  of  Babylon 
bound  hiip  in  chains,  and  carried  him  to  Babylon*,  and  put 
him  in  prison  till  the  day  of  his  death. 

13  And  in  the  fifth  month,  in  the  tenth  day  of  the  month, 
which  was  the  nineteenth  year  of  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of 

13  Babylon,  came  Nebuzar-adan,  captain  of  the  guard,  who 
served  the  king  of  Babylon,  into  Jerusalem,  and  burned  the 
house  of  Jehovah,  and  the  king^s  house ;  and  all  the  houses 

14  of  Jerusalem,  every  great  house  he  burned  with  fire.  And 
all  the  army  of  the  Chaldeans,  which  was  with  the  captain  of 
the  guard,  brake  down  all  the  walls  of  Jerusalem  round  a- 
bout. 

15  And  some  of  the  poor  of  the  people,  and  the  residue  of 
the  people  that  remained  in  the  city,  and  the  deserters  who 
deserted  to  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  the  rest  of  the  multi- 
tude, Nebuzar-adan  the  captain  of  the  guard  carried  away 

i6  captive.  But  some  of  the  poor  of  the  land  Nebuzar-adan 
the  captain  of  the  guard  left,  for  vinedressers  and  for  hus- 

^7  bandmen.  And  the  columns  of  brass  which  were  in  the 
house  of  Jehovah,  and  the  laver-stands,  and  the  brazen  sea 
which  was  in  the  house  of  Jehovah,  the  Chaldeans  brake  in 

xs  pieces,  and  carried  all  the  brass  thereof  to  Babylon.  And 
the  flesh-hooks,  and  the  shovels,  and  the  snufiers,  and  the 
bowls,  and  the  spoons,  and  all  the  articles  of  brass  where- 

19  with  they  ministered,  they  took  away.  And  the  basins,  and 
the  censers,  and  the  bowls,  and  the  flesh-hooks,  and  the 
candlesticks,  and  the  spoons,  and  the  cups ;  such  things  as 
were  of  gold,  and  such  things  as  were  of  silver,  the  gold  and 

a©  the  silver  the  captain  of  the  guard  took  away.  The  two 
pillars,  the  one  sea,  and  twelve  brazen  bulls  that  were  under 
the  laver-stands,  which  king  Solomon  had  made  for  the 
house  of  Jehovah :  the  brass  of  all  these  articles  was  without 

«i  weight.  And  of  the  pillars,  the  height  of  the  one  pillar  was 
eighteen  cubits;  and  a  line  of  twelve  cubits  measured  it 
round ;  and  the  thickness  thereof  was  four  fingers :  it  was 
^hollow.     And  the  capital  upon  it  was  of  brass;   and  the 
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height  of  the  one  capital  was  five  cubits,  with  network  and 
pomegranates  upon  the  capital  round  about,  all  of  brass.  The 
second  pillar  also  and  the  pomegranates  were  like  unto  these. 
And  there  were  ninety  and  six  pomegranates  towards  each  23^ 
wind :  all  the  pomegranates  upon  the  network  round  about 
were  a  hundred. 

And  the  captain  of  the  guard  took  Seraiah  the  chief  priest,  24 
and  Zephaniah  the  second  ])riest,  and  the  three  keepers  of 
the  door ;  he  took  also  out  of  the  city  an  officer  who  had  the  25 
charge  of  the  men  of  war ;  and  seven  men  of  them  that  were 
near  the  king's  person,  who  were  found  in  the  city ;  and  the 
chief  secretary  of  the  host,  who  enrolled  the  people  of  the 
land ;  and  sixty  men  of  the  people  of  the  land,  that  were  as 
found  in  the  midst  of  the  city.     And  Nebuzar-adan  the  cap- 
tain of  the  guard  took  them,  and  brought  them  to  the  king 
of  Babylon  to  lliblah.     And  the  king  of  Babylon  smote  27 
them,  and  put  them  to  death  in  lliblah  in  the  land  of  Ha- 
math.     Thus  Judah  was  carried  away  captive  out  of  his  own 
land. 

This  is  the  people  whom   Nebuchadrezzar  carried  away  28 
captive :  in  the  seventh  year,  three  thousand  and  twenty-three 
Jews ;  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  Nebuchadrezzar  he  carried  29 
away  captive  from  Jerusalem  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two 
persons  ;  in  the  three  and  twentieth  year  of  Nebuchadrezzar,  30 
Nebuzar-adan,  the  captain  of  the  guard,  carried  away  captive 
of  the  Jews  seven  hundred  and  forty-five  persons :  all  the 
persons  were  four  thousand  and  six  hundred. 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  thirty-seventh  year  of  the  cap-  si 
tivity  of  Jehoiachin  king  of  Judah,  in  the  twelfth  month, 
on  the  five  and  twentieth  day  of  the  month,  that  Evil-raero- 
dach  king  of  Babylon,  in  the^Jr^/  year  of  his  reign,  lifted  up 
the  head  of  Jehoiachin  king  of  Judah,  and  brought  him  forth 
out  of  prison,  and  spake  kindly  unto  him,  and  set  his  throne  32 
above  the  throne  of  the  kings  that  were  with  him  in  Baby- 
lon, and  changed  his  prison  garments  :  and  he  did  eat  bread  33 
continually  before  him  all  the  days  of  his  life.     And  his  34  ^ 
allowance  was  a  continual  allowance  given  him  by  the  king 
of  Babylon,  a  portion  for  every  day  until  the  day  of  his  death, 
all  the  days  of  his  life.

5  Her  adversaries  are  the  head,  her  enemies  prosper ; 

For  Jehovah  hath  afflicted  her  for  the  multitude  of  her  trans- 
gressions : 
Her  children  are  gone  into  captivity  before  the  adversary. 

6  And  from  the  daughter  of  Zion  all  her  beauty  is  departed : 
Her  princes  are  become  like  harts  w^hich  find  no  pasture. 
And  they  are  gone  without  strength  before  the  pursuer. 
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Jerusalem  rcmembereth,  .  7 

In  the  days  of  her  affliction  and  her  wanderings, 

All  her  pleasant  things  which  she  had  in  the  days  of  old. 

When  her  peo])le  fell  into  the  hand  of  the  enemy, 

And  none  did  help  her  : 

The  adversaries  saw  her, 

They  mocked  at  her  destruction. 

Grievously  hath  Jerusalem  sinned  :  s 

Therefore  hath  she  become  as  an  unclean  thing ;

For  the  enemy  hath  magnified  himself. 

The  adversary  hath  spread  out  his  hand 

Upon  all  her  pleasant  things :  10 

For  she  hath  seen  the  nations  enter  into  her  sanctuary. 
Those  whom  thou  didst  forbid  to  enter  into  thy  congregatioD. 

All  her  people  sigh,  seeking  bread ;  11 

They  have  given  their  pleasant  things  for  food. 

To  restore  the  soul : 

See,  0  Jehovah,  and  consider ;  for  I  am  become  vile. 

Is  it  nothing  to  you,  all  ye  that  pass  by  f  li 

Look  and  see  if  there  be  any  sorrow  like  unto  my  sorrow, 
Which  is  brought  upon  me. 
Wherewith  Jehovah  hath  afflicted  me, 
In  the  day  of  his  fierce  anger. 

From  above  hath  he  sent  fire  into  my  bones,  « 

And  it  prevaileth  against  them  ; 

He  hath  spread  a  net  for  my  feet,  he  hath  turned  me  back; 
He  hath  made  me  desolate  and  faint  all  the  day.

For  I  have  rebelled  against  the  word  of  his  mouth  :

i»  I  called  to  my  lovers,  they  have  deceived  me ; 

My  priests  and  mine  elders  have  expired  in  the  city. 
While  they  sought  food  for  themselves. 
To  restore  their  souls. 

feo  Behold,  0  Jehovah ;  for  I  am  in  distress  : 
My  bowels  are  troubled ; 
My  heart  is  turned  within  me. 
For  I  have  grievously  rebelled  : 
Abroad  the  sword  bereaveth,  at  home  it  is  as  death. 

u  They  have  heard  how  I  sigh ;  there  is  none  to  comfort  me : 
All  mine  enemies  have  heard  of  my  calamity : 
They  are  glad  that  thou  hast  done  it  : 
Thou  wilt  bring  on  the  day  thou  hast  appointed, 
And  they  shall  be  like  unto  me.

Devouring  round  about. 

He  hath  bent  his  bow  like  an  enemy,  4 

He  stood,  with  his  right  hand  like  an  adversary. 
And  slew  all  that  were  pleasant  to  the  eye ; 
On  the  tent  of  the  daughter  of  Zion  he  poured  out  his  fury 
like  fire. 

The  Lord  hath  been  as  an  enemy :  s 

He  hath  swallowed  up  Israel, 
He  hath  swallowed  up  all  her  palaces ; 
He  hath  destroyed  his  strongholds. 

And  hath  increased  in  the  daughter  of  Judah  mourning  and 
lamentation. 

And  he  hath  violently  taken  away  his  hedge,  ( 

Like  that  of  a  garden : 

He  hath  destroyed  his  place  of  assembly  : 

Jehovah  hath  caused  the  solemn  feast  and  sabbath  to  be  for 

gotten  in  Zion, 
And,  in  the  indignation  of  his  anger,  hath  despised  kio 

and  priest. 

The  Lord  hath  cast  off  his  altar. 
He  hath  abhorred  his  sanctuary, 

He  hath  given  up  into  the  hand  of  the  enemy  the  wallf 
her  palaces ; 
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They  have  raised  their  voice  in  the  house  of  Jehovah, 
As  in  the  day  of  a  solemn  feast.

10  As  a  bear  lying  in  wait  hath  he  been  to  me. 
As  a  lion  in  lurking-places  : 

11  He  hath  turned  aside  my  ways,  and  torn  mc  in  pieces : 
He  hath  made  me  desolate. 

13  He  hath  bent  his  bow,  and  set  me  as  a  mark  for  the  arrow. 

13  He  hath  caused  the  contents  of  his  quiver  to  enter  into  my 

reins ; 

14  I  have  been  a  derision  to  all  my  people ; 
Their  song  all  the  day : 

15  He  hath  filled  me  with  bitterness, 

He  hath  made  me  drunken  with  wormwood. 

16  He  hath  also  broken  my  teeth  with  gravel ; 
He  hath  covered  me  with  ashes. 

17  And  thou  hast  thrust  away  my  soul  from  peace ; 
I  have  forgotten  prosperity. 

18  And  I  said.  My  strength  and  my  hope  is  perished  from 

Jehovah. 

19  Remember  mine  affliction  and  my  misery, 
The  wormwood  and  the  bitter  draught ! 

^  My  soul  hath  them  still  in  remembrance. 

And  is  humbled  within  me. 
^1  This  I  recall  to  my  mind,  therefore  will  I  hope, — 

^  Even  the  mercies  of  Jehovah,  that  we  are  not  consumed^ 
That  his  compassions  fail  not ; 
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They  are  new  every  morning ;  great  is  thy  faithfulness.  2s 

Jehovah  is  my  portion,  saith  my  soul ;  24 

Therefore  will  I  hope  in  him. 

Jehovah  is  good  unto  them  that  wait  for  him,  25 

To  the  soul  that  seeketh  him. 

It  is  good  that  a  man  should  hope  and  wait  quietly  26 

For  l^t  salvation  of  Jehovah :

We  have  transgressed  and  rebelled ;  thou  hast  not  pardoned !  42 

Thou  hast  covered  thyself  with  anger,  and  pursued  us;  43 

Thou  hast  slain,  thou  hast  not  pitied : 

Thou  hast  covered  thyself  with  a  cloud,  44 

That  our  prayer  should  not  pass  through :

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46  All  our  enemies  have  opened  their  mouths  against  us  ;

51  Mine  eye  gricveth  for  my  soul, 
Because  of  all  the  daughters  of  my  city. 

52  Mine    enemies    without    cause    have     hunted  me   down, 

like  a  bird : 

53  They  have  destroyed  my  life  in  the  dungeon. 
And  cast  a  stone  upon  me  : 

54  Waters  have  flowed  over  my  head ;  I  have  said,  I  am  cut  off. 

55  I  call  upon  thy  name,  0  Jehovah,  from  tlie  dungeon  beneath ; 

56  Thou  hearest  my  voice : 

Hide  not  thine  ear  at  my  sighing,  at  my  cry : 

57  Thou  art  near  in  the  day  that  I  call  upon  thee ; 
Thou  sayest.  Fear  not. 

58  0  Lord,  thou  pleadcst  the  cause  of  my  soul ; 
Thou  redeemest  my  life  : 

59  0  Jehovah,  thou  hast  seen  my  wrong;  judge  thou  my  cause: 

60  Thou  hast  seen  all  their  vengeance. 
All  their  purposes  against  me. 

61  Thou  hast  heard  their  reproach,  0  Jehovah, 
All  their  purposes  against  me  ;

Is  greater  than  the  punishment  of  Sodom, 
Which  was  overthrown  in  a  moment. 
Though  no  hands  were  laid  upon  her. 

Her  nobles  were  purer  than  snow,  7         ^ 

They  were  whiter  than  milk, 

They  were  more  ruddy  in  body  than  corals. 

Their  veining  was  the  sapphire : 

Now,  darker  than  darkness  is  their  form ;  s     -^ 

They  are  not  known  in  the  streets  ; 
Their  skin  cleaveth  to  their  bones ; 
It  is  become  dry  like  a  stick. 

They  that  are  slain  with  the  sword  9  ^^ 

Are  better  than  they  that  are  slain  with  hunger ; 

For  these  pine  away, 

Stricken  through  for  want  of  the  fruits  of  the  field. 

The  hands  of  tender-hearted  women  have  boiled  their  own  iM- 

children : 
They  were  their  meat  in  the  destruction  of  the  daughter  of 

my  people. 

Jehovah  hath  accomplished  his  fury ;  c     // 

He  hath  poured  out  the  fierceness  of  his  anger. 
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And  hath  kindled  a  fire  in  Zion, 

And  it  hath  devoured  the  foundations  thereof. 

la  The  kings  of  the  earth  believed  not,  " 
Nor  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  world, 
That  the  adversary  would  enter,  and  the  enemy. 
Into  the  gates  of  Jerusalem, — 

13  For  the  sins  of  her  prophets,  the  iniquities  of  her  priests. 
Who  have  shed  the  blood  of  the  righteous 

In  the  midst  of  her. 

14  They  staggered  as  blind  men  in  the  streets ; 
They  were  polluted  with  blood, 

So  that  men  could  not  touch  their  garments. 

15  Depart !  Unclean  !  they  cried  to  them. 
Depart,  Depart,  touch  not ! 

When  they  fled  away,  they  staggered ; 
Men  said  among  the  nations. 
They  shall  no  more  sojourn  there. 

16  The  anger  of  Jehovah  hath  scattered  them  ; 
He  will  no  more  regard  them  : 

The  enemy  respected  not  the  persons  of  the  priests. 
They  favoured  not  the  elders. 

17  As  for  us,  still  did  our  eyes  fail. 
Looking  for  our  help  in  vain  ; 

On  our  watch-tower  we  have  watched  for  a  nation  t/iat  could 
not  save  tis. 

18  They  hunted  our  steps. 

So  that  we  could  not  go  in  our  streets : 
Our  end  is  near,  our  days  are  fulfilled ; 
For  our  end  is  come. 

19  Swifter  than  the  eagles  of  the  heaven  were  our  pursuers; 
They  chased  us  upon  the  mountains. 

They  laid  wait  for  us  in  the  wilderness. 

ao  The  breath  of  our  nostrils,  the  anointed  of  Jehovah, 
Was  taken  in  their  pits. 

Of  whom  we  said.  Under  his  shadow  we  shall  live  among 
the  nations. 

%\  Rejoice  and  be  glad,  0  daughter  of  Edom, 
That  dwellest  in  the  land  of  Uz : 
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Unto  thee  also  shall  the  cup  pass  over: 

Thou  shalt  be  drunken,  and  shalt  expose  thy  nakedness. 

The  punishment  of  thine  iniquity  is  accomplished,  r 

0  daughter  of  Zion  ! 

He  will  no  more  carry  thee  away  into  captivity  : 

He  will  visit  thine  iniquity,  0  daughter  of  Edom! 

He  will  uncover  thy  sins. 

CHAP.  V. — Remember,  0  Jehovah,  what  is  come  upon  us ;      i 

Look,  and  behold  our  reproach. 
Our  inheritance  is  turned  over  to  strangers,  3 

Our  houses  to  foreigners. 
We  are  orphans  and  fatherless,  3 

Our  mothers  are  as  widows. 
Our  water  we  have  drunk  for  money;  4 

.  Our  wood  is  sold  unto  us. 
With  the  yoke  upon  our  necks  we  are  driven  :  5 

We  labour,  and  have  no  rest. 
To  Egypt  and  to  Assyria  we  have  given  the  hand. 

To  be  satisfied  with  bread. 
Our  fathers  have  sinned,  and  they  are  not ;  — - — ; 

And  we  have  borne  their  iniquities. 
Servants  rule  over  us  :  s 

There  is  none  to  deliver  us  out  of  their  hand. 
With  the  peril  of  our  lives  we  get  our  bread,  9 

Because  of  the  sword  of  the  wilderness. 
Our  skin  is  parched  as  with  a  furnace,  10 

Because  of  the  terrible  famine. 
They  ravished  the  women  in  Zion,  1 1 

Maidens  in  the  cities  of  Judah. 
Princes  were  hanged  up  by  their  hand :  ^'^ 

The  faces  of  elders  were  not  honoured. 
They  took  the  young  men  to  grind,  '^ 

And  the  children  fell  under  burdens  of  wood. 
The  elders  have  ceased  from  the  gate,  ''* 

The  young  men  from  their  music. 
The  joy  of  our  heart  hath  ceased  ;  '^ 

Our  dancing  is  turned  into  mourning. 
The  crown  is  fallen  from  our  head  :  '' 

Woe  unto  us,  that  we  have  sinned  ! 
For  this  our  heart  is  faint ;  '^ 

For  these  things  our  eyes  are  dim  : 
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tause  of  mount  Zion,  whicli  is  desolate ; 
?oze8  walk  upon  it. 

)ii9  0  Jehovah^  remainest  for  ever ; 

niy  throne  from  generation  to  generation: 

lerabre  dost  thou  forget  us  for  ever  ? 

Vhy  wilt  thou  so  long  forsake  us  ? 

m  us  again  unto  thee^  0  Jehovah^  and  we  shall  be  turned; 

lenew  our  days  as  of  old : 

•  hast  thou  utterly  rejected  us  ? 

brt  thou  wroth  against  us  to  the  uttermost  ? 


III. 
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CHAP.  I. — And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  thirtieth  year,  in  i_ 
the  fourth  month,  on  the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  as  I  was 
among  the  captives  by  the  river  Chebar,  that  the  heavens 
were  opened,  and  I  saw  visions  of  God.     On  the  fifth  day  of  ^ 
the  month,   (that  was  the  fifth   year  of  king  Jehoiachin's 
captivity,)    the  word  of  Jehovah  came  expressly  unto  me,  ^ 
Ezekiel  the  priest,  the  son  of  Buzi,  in  the  land  of  the  Chal- 
deans by  the  river  Chebar;  and  the  hand  of  Jehovah  was 
there  upon  me. 

And  I  looked,  and,  behold,  a  stormy  wind  came  out  of 
the  north;  a  great  cloud,  and  a  self-infolding  fire;  and  a 
brightness  was  round  about  it,  and  in  the  midst  thereof,  as  it 
were,  the  colour  of  polished  brass,  in  the  midst  of  the  fire. 
And  in  the  midst  thereof  was  the  likeness  of  four  living 
creatures.     And  this  was  their  appearance :   they  bad  the 
likeness  of  a  man  ;   and  every  one  had  four  faces,  and  every 
one  had  four  wings.     And  their  legs  were  straight ;  and  the 
sole  of  their  feet  was  like  the  sole  of  a  calPs  foot :  and  they 
sparkled  like  the  colour  of  burnished  brass.     And  they  had 
the  hands  of  a  man  under  their  wings  on  their  four  sides; 
and  all  the  four  had  their  faces  and  their  wings.   Their  wings     - 
were  joined  one  to  another;  they  turned  not  about  when 
they  went;  they  went  every  one  straight  forwards.   As  for  the    ^ 
likeness  of  their  faces,  all  tlie  four  had  the  face  of  a  man  in  -a 
front,  and  the  face  of  a  lion  on  the  right  side ;    and  all  the   — 
four  had  the  face  of  an  ox  on  the  left  side ;  all  the  four  also  had  — 
the  face  of  an  eagle.   Thus  were  their  faces.  And  their  win 
were  stretched  upwards ;  two  wings  of  each  one  were  joined — 
one  to  another,  and  two  covered  their  bodies.     And  thej'^ 
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went  every  one  Btrai^  forwards :  whither  the  spirit  was  to 

13  go,  they  went ;  they  turned  not  about  when  they  went.  As 
for  the  likeness  of  the  living  creatures^  their  appearance  was 
like  burning  coals  of  fire,  and  like  the  appearance  of  lamps : 
tie  fire  went  up  and  down  among  the  living  creattires ;  and 
the  fire  was  bright,  and  out  of  the  fire  went  forth  lightning. 

14  And  the  Uving  creatures  ran  and  returned  as  the  appearance 
of  a  flash  of  lightning. 

15  And  I  beheld  the  living  creatures,  and  behbld  a  wheel 
goinff  in  four  directions  rested  upon  the  earth  close  by  each 

16  of  the  living  creatures.  The  appearance  of  the  wheels  and 
their  workmanship  was  like  unto  the  colour  of  a  chrysolite  : 
and  all  the  four  had  one  likeness  :  and  their  appearance  and 
their  workmanship  was,  as  it  were,  a  wheel  within  a  wheel. 

17  When  they  went,  they  went  towards  their  four  sides :  they 

18  turned  not  about  when  they  went.  As  for  their  rims, 
they  were  high  and  dreadful ;   for  their  rims  were  full  of 

19  eyes,  round  about  the  whole  four.  And  when  the  living 
creatures  went,  the  wheels  went  beside  them :  and  when  the 
living  creatures  were  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  the  wheels 

»  were  lifted  up.  Whithersoever  the  spirit  was  to  go,  they 
went,  whithersoever  the  spirit  was  to  go ;  and  the  wheels 
were  lifted  up  along-side  of  them :    for  the  spirit  of  the 

21  living  creatures  was  in  the  wheels.  When  those  went,  these 
went ;  and  when  those  stood,  these  stood ;  and  when  those 
were  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  the  wheels  were  lifted  up  along- 
side of  them :  for  the  spirit  of  the  living  creatures  was  in  the 

22  wheels.  And  over  the  heads  of  the  living  creatures  was  the 
likeness  of  a  majestic  firmament,  in  appearance  like  crystal, 

33  stretched  forth  over  their  heads  above.  And  under  the  fir- 
mament were  their  wings  directed  the  one  towards  the  other : 
each  one  had  two  which  covered  his  body  on  this  side,  and 
each  one  had  two  which  covered  his   body  on  that  side. 

34  And  I  heard  the  sound  of  their  wings  as  the  sound  of  many 
waters,  as  the  voice  of  the  Almighty,  when  they  went.  The 
sound  of  their  speech  was  like  the  sound  of  a  host.     When 

to  they  stood,  they  let  down  their  wings :  and  there  was  a 
sound  from  the  firmament  that  was  over  their  heads,  when 
they  stood,  and  had  let  down  their  wings. 

2«  And  above  the  fii*mament  that  was  over  their  heads  was 
the  likeness  of  a  throne,  as  the  appearance  of  a  sapphire- 
atone  :  and  upon  the  likeness  of  the  throne  was  a  likeuess 

^7  as  the  appearance  of  a  man  upon  it,  above.     And  I  saw  as 

Y  2 
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the  colour  of  polished  brass^  as  the  appearance  of  fire  round 
about  within  it^  from  the  appearance  of  hit  loins  even  up- 
wards^ and  from  the  appearance  of  his  loini  even  downwards, 
I  saw  as  it  were  the  appearance  of  fire,  and  a  brightness 
was  round  about  him.     As  the  appearance  of  the  bow  that » 
is  in  the  cloud  in  the  day  of  rain^  so  was  the  appearance  o( 
the  brightness  round  about.     This  was  the  appearance  of 
the  likeness  of  the  glory  of  Jehovah.     And  when  I  saw  it,  I 
fell  upon  my  face,  and  I  heard  a  voice  of  one  that  spake. 
CHAP.  11. — And  he  said  unto  me,  "  Son  of  man,  stand  i 
upon  thy  feet,  and  I  will  speak  unto  thee.''     And  the  spirit  i      ■ 
entered  into  me  when  he  spake  unto  me,  and  set  me  upon 
my  feet,  and  I  heard  him  that  spake  unto  me.    And  he  said  -^^     ' 
unto  me, 

Son  of  man,  I  send  thee  to  the  children  of  Israel, 
To  a  rebellious  nation  that  hath  rebelled  against  me : 
They  and  their  fathers   have  transgressed  against   me, 

even  unto  this  very  day. 
Although  they  are  impudent  children  and  stiff-hearted,  ^ 

I  send  thee  unto  them ; 
And  thou  shalt  say  unto  them,  'Thus  saith  the  Lord 

Jehovah : ' 
And  whether  they  will  hear,  or  whether  they  will  forbear, 
(For  they  are  a  rebellious  house,) 
Yet  shall  they  know  that  there  hath   been    a   prophet    -=^ 

among  them. 
And  thou,  son  of  man,  be  not  afraid  of  them,  ' 

Neither  be  afraid  of  their  words. 
Though  briers  and  thorns  be  with  thee, 
And  thou  dost  dwell  among  scorpions. 
Fear  not  their  words,  nor  be  dismayed  at  their  looks. 
Though  they  are  a  rebellious  house. 
And  thou  shalt  speak  my  words  unto  them. 
Whether  they  will  hear,  or  whether  they  will  forbear : 
For  they  are  a  rebellious  house. 

But  thou,  son  of  man,  hear  what  I  say  unto  thee ; 
Be  not  thou  rebellious  like  that  rebellious  house :  ^ 

Open  thy  month,  and  eat  that  which  I  give  thee. 

And  I  looked,  and  behold,  a  hand  was  put  forth  unto  me  ^„^  ^ 

and,  lo,  a  roll  of  a  book  was  therein;  And  he  spread  it  bc^ '^ 

fore  me ;   and  it  was  written  within  and  without :  and  ther^^ 
were  lamentations  written  therein,  and  mourning,  and  woe.

1  CHAP.  III. — And  be  said  unto  me,  "  Son  of  man,  eat 
that  which  thou  findest ;  eat  this  roll,  and  go,  speak  unto 

3  the  house  of  Israel/'   So  I  opened  my  mouth,  and  he  caused 

3  me  to  eat  that  roll.  And  he  said  unto  me,  "  Son  of  man, 
feast  thy  belly  and  fill  thy  bowels  with  this  roll  which  I  give 
unto  thee.^'   Then  did  I  eat  it ;  and  it  was  in  my  mouth  as 

,4  honey  for  sweetness.     And  he  said  unto  me. 

Son  of  man,  go,  get  thee  unto  the  house  of  Israel, 
And  speak  with  my  words  unto  them. 

5  For  thou  art  not  sent  to  a  people  of  a  strange  speech 

and  of  a  hard  language. 
But  to  the  house  of  Israel ; 

6  Not  to   many   people  of  a  strange  speech  and  of  a  hard 

language. 
Whose  words  thou  canst  not  understand. 
Surely,  had  I  sent  thee  to  them. 
They  would  have  hearkened  unto  thee. 

7  But  the  house  of  Israel  will  not  hearken  unto  thee; 
For  they  will  not  hearken  unto  me : 

For  all   the   house   of   Israel   are   impudent   and   stiff- 
hearted. 

8  Behold,  I  have  made  thy  face  strong  against  their  faces. 
And  thy  forehead  strong  against  their  foreheads. 

9  As   an   adamant,  harder  than   flint,  have   I   made  thy 

forehead : 
Fear  them  not,  neither  be  dismayed  at  their  looks. 
Though  they  are  a  rebellious  house. 

10  And  he  said  unto  me,  "  Son  of  man,  all  my  words  that  I 
shall  speak  unto  thee,  receive  in  thy  heart,  and  hear  with 

11  thine  ears.  And  go,  get  thee  to  them  of  the  captivity,  unto 
the  children  of  thy  people,  and  speak  unto  them,  and  tell 
them, '  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;'  whether  they  will  hear, 
or  whether  they  will  forbear.'^ 

^  2  Then  the  spirit  lifted  me  up ;  and  I  heard  behind  me  a 
voice  of  a  great  rushing,  saying,  "Blessed  be   the  glory  of 

1 3  Jehovah  from  his  place ! "  I  heard  also  the  sound  of  the 
wings  of  the  living  creatures  which  touched  one  another,  and 
the  sound  of  the  wheels  along-side  them,   and  the  sound 

14  of  a  great  rushing.  So  the  spirit  lifted  me  up,  and  took  me 
away;  and  I  went  in  bitterness,  in  the  heat  of  my  spirit; 
but  the  hand  of  Jehovah  was  strong  upon  me. 

15  Then  I  came  to  them  of  the  captivity  at  Tel-abib,  who

dwelt  by  the  river  Chebar ;  and  I  dwelt  where  they  dwelt, 
and  remained  there  astonished  among  them  seven  days.   And  i6 
*it  came  to  pass^  at  the  end  of  seven  days,  that  the  word  oi 
Jehovah  came  unto  me,  saying, 

Son  of  man,  I  have  set  thee  a  watchman  unto  the  house  1*7 

of  Israel : 
Therefore  hear  the  word  at  my  mouth,  and  warn  them 

from  me. 

When  I  say  unto  the  wicked,  '  Thou  shalt  surely  die ;'       k 8 

And  thou  givest  him  not  warning,  nor  speakest. 

To  warn  the  wicked  man  from  his  wicked  way,  to  save 

his  life, 
That  wicked  man  shall  die  in  his  iniquity ; 
But  his  blood  will  I  require  at  thy  hand. 

Yet  if  thou  warn  the  wicked,  i9 

And  he  turn  not  from  his  wickedness,   nor  from    his 

wicked  way. 
He  shall  die  in  his  iniquity; 
But  thou  hast  delivered  thy  soul. 

Again,  when   a  righteous   man   doth  turn   from  his         ^ 

righteousness,  and  commit  iniquity, 
And  I  lay  a  stumbling-block  before  him. 
And  he  dieth  because  thou  hast  not  given  him  warning. 
He  shall  die  in  his  sin. 
And  his  righteousness  which  he  hath  done  shall  not  be       ^ 

remembered ; 
But  his  blood  will  I  require  at  thy  hand. 

Nevertheless,  if  thou  warn  the  righteous  man,  that  the      ^  ^ 

righteous  sin  not. 
And  he  doth  not  sin. 

He  shall  surely  live,  because  he  hath  taken  warning ; 
And  thou  hast  delivered  thy  soul. 

And  the  hand  of  Jehovah  was  there  upon  me ;  and  lie  said  J^  ^ 
mito  me,  "Arise,  go  forth  into  the  plain,  and  there  I  will  -^ 
sp^k  with  thee.'^     Then  I  arose,  and  went  forth  into  the  -^^  ^ 
plain :  and,  behold,  the  glory  of  Jehovah  stood  there,  as  the^^ 
glory  which  I  saw  by  the  river  Chebar:  and  I  tdl  on  my  """^^ 
»e0.     Then  the  spirit  entered  into  me,  and  set  me  vfKNi  my        ^ 
fSeet,  and  spake  with  me,  and  said  unto  me,  "  Go,  ahat  thy-^ 
self  within  thy  house.     But  thou,  0  Aon  of  maa,  bdiold».      ^ 
they  shall  put  bands  upon  thee,  and  shall  bind  thee  willL 
tbtm,  that  thou  go  not  oot  among  them :  Aai  I  mil  make    '^ 
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thy  tongue  cleave  to  the  roof  of  thy  mouth;  and  thoa  shalt 
be  dumb,  and  shalt  not  be  to  them  a  reprover :  for  they  are 
37  a  rebellious  house.  But  when  I  speak  with  thee^  I  will  open 
thy  mouthy  and  thou  shalt  say  unto  them^  ^  Thus  saith  the 
Jjogd  Jehovah/  He  that  heareth^  let  him  hear ;  and  he  that 
forbeareth^  let  him  forbear :  for  they  are  a  rebellious  house. 

I  CHAP.  IV. — "  And  thou,  son  of  man,  take  unto  thee  a 
tile,  and  lay  it  before  thee,  and  poui*tray  upon  it  a  city,  even 

3  Jerusalem:  And  lay  siege  against  it,  and  build  a  fort  against 
it,  and  cast  up  a  mound  against  it ;  set  a  camp  also  against 
it,  and  set  battering-rams  against  it  round  about.     Moce- 

3  over  take  thou  unto  thee  a  plate  of  iron,  and  set  it  for  an  iron 
wall  between  thee  and  the  city :  and  set  thy  face  against 

4  it,  and  it  shall  be  besieged,  and  thou  shalt  lay  siege 
against  it.     This  shall  be  a  sign  to  the  house  of  Israel.     Lie 

'  thott  also  upon  thy  left  side,  and  lay  the  iniquity  of  the  house 
of  Israel  upon  it :  according  to  the  number  of  the  days  that 

5  thou  shalt  lie  upon  it,  thou  shalt  bear  their  iniquity.  For  I 
have  laid  upon  thee  the  years  of  their  iniquity,  according  to 
the  number  of  the  days,  three  hundred  and  ninety  days :  so 

6  shalt  thou  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  house  of  Israel.  And 
when  thou  hast  accomplished  them,  lie  again  on  thy  right 
side,  and  thou  shalt  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  house  of  Judah 

7  forty  days :  I  have  appointed  thee  each  day  for  a  year.  And 
towards  the  siege  of  Jerusalem  thou  shalt  set  thy  face  and 

8  thine  uncovefed  arm,  and  thou  shalt  prophesy  against  it.  And, 
behold,  I  will  lay  bands  upon  thee,  and  thou  shalt  not  turn 
thee  from  one  side  to  another,  till  thou  hast  ended  the  days 

9  of  thy  siege.  And  take  thou  unto  thee  wheat,  and  barley, 
and  beans,  and  leutiles,  and  millet,  and  spelt ;  and  put  them 
in  one  vessel ;  and  make  them  into  bread  for  thyself,  for  the 
number  of  the  days  that  thou  shalt  lie  upon  thy  side ;  three 

10  hundred  and  ninety  days  shalt  thou  eat  thereof.     And  thy 

food  which  thou  shalt  eat  shall  be  by  weight,  twenty  shekels 
■1  ft  day :  from  time  to  time  shalt  thou  eat  it.     Thou  shall  also 

drink  water  by  measure,  the  sixth  part  of  a  bin :  from  time 
la  to  time  shalt  thou  drink.     And  thou  shalt  eat  barley  cakes ; 

and  with  dung  that  cometh  out  of  a  mtLU,  for  fuel,  thou  shalt 
13  beke  it  in  their  sight.^'  And  Jehovah  said,  ''  Even  thus  shall 

the  children  of  Israel  eat  their  bread  polluted,  among  the  Gen- 
ii tfles,  whither  I  will  drive  them.''    Then  said  I,  "  Ah,  Lord 

Jehovah !  behold,  my  soul  hath  not  been  polluted :  toat  firom 
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my  youth  up  even  till  now  I  have  not  eaten  of  that  which 
died  of  itself,  or  was  torn  in  pieces ;  neither  hath  putrid  flesh 
come  into  my  mouth/^  Then  he  said  unto  me,  "  Behold,  I  is 
give  thee  cow^s  dung  instead  of  man^s  dung ;  and  thou  shalt 
prepare  thy  bread  therewith."   Moreover  he  said  unto  me,  i6 
"  Son  of  man,  behold,  I  will  break  the  staff  of  bread  in  Jeru- 
salem :  and   they  shall   eat  bread  by  weight,  and  with  care ; 
and  they  shall  drink  water  by  measure,  and  with  astonish- 
ment :  For  they  shall  want  bread  and  water,  and  be  astonished  17 
one  with  another,  and  consume  away  for  their  iniquity. 

CHAP.  V. — "And  thou,  son  of  man,  take  unto  thee  a  sharp  l 
instrument,  yea  take  unto  thee  a  barber's  razor,  and  cause  it 
to  pass  upon  thy  head  and  upon  thy  beard :  then  take  unto 
thee  balances  to  weigh,  and  divide  the  hair.     A  third  part  '^ 
thou  shalt  bum  with  fire  in  the  midst  of  the  city,  when  the 
days  of  the  siege  are  fulfilled :  and  thou  shalt  take  a  third 
part,  and  smite  about  it  with  a  sword :  and  a  third  part  thou 
shalt  scatter  in  the  wind ;  and  I  will  draw  out  a  sword  after 
them.     Thou  shalt  also  take  thereof  a  few  in  number,  and  ^^ 
bind  them  in  thy  skirts.     And  of  them  again  thou  shalt  take,  ^^ 
and  shalt  cast  them  into  the  midst  of  the  fire,  and  bum  them 
in  the  fire.     From  them  shall  a  fire  come  forth  into  all  the 
house  of  Israel. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  This  is  Jerusalem ! 
I  have  set  her  in  the  midst  of  the  nations,      • 
And  countries  are  round  about  her : 
And  she  hath  changed  my  judgments  into  wickedness 

more  than  the  nations, 
And  my  statutes  more  thaq  the  countries  that  are  round 

about  her : 
For  they  have  refused  my  judgments ; 
And  as  for  my  statutes,  they  have  not  walked  in  them. 

Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
Because  ye  rail  against  me  more  than  the  nations  that 

are  round  about  you. 
And  have  not  walked  in  my  statutes. 
Neither  have  kept  my  judgments. 
But  have  done  according  to  the  judgments  of  the  nations 

that  are  round  about  you; 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah;  ^ 

Behold,  I,  even  I,  am  against  thee, 
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And  I  will  execute  judgments  in  the  midst  of  tbce 

In  the  sight  of  the  nations. 

And  I  will  do  in  thee  that  which  I  have  not  done. 

And  the  like  whereunto  I  will  not  do  any  more. 

Because  of  all  thine  abominations. 

Therefore  the  fathers  shall  eat  the  sons  in  the  midst  of 

thee. 
And  the  sons  shall  eat  their  fathers ; 
And  I  will  execute  judgments  in  thee. 
And  the  whole  remnant  of  thee  I  will  scatter  towards 

all  the  winds. 
Wherefore,  as  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah, 
Surely,  because  thou  hast  defiled  my  sanctuary 
With   all   thy    detestable    things,  and    with    all    thine 

abominations. 
Therefore  will  I  also  diminish  thee ; 
And  mine  eye  shall  not  spare,  neither  will  I  have  any 

A  third  part  of  thee  shall  die  with  the  pestilence. 

And   with   famine  shall  they  be  consumed  in  the  midst 

of  thee: 
And  a  third  part  shall  fall  by  the  sword  round  about 

thee; 
And  I  will  scatter  a  third  part  towards  all  the  winds. 
And  I  will  draw  out  a  sword  after  them. 
Thus  shall  mine  anger  be  accomplished. 
And  I  will  cause  my  fury  to  rest  upon  them,  and  I  will 

be  comforted : 
And  they  shall  know  that  I  Jehovah  have  spoken  it  in 

my  zeal. 
When  I  have  accomplished  my  fury  upon  them. 

Moreover  I  will  make  thee  a  waste  and  a  reproach 
Among  the  nations  that  are  round  about  thee. 
In  the  sight  of  all  that  pass  by. 
So  it  shall  be  a  reproach  and  a  taunt, 
A   warning   and  an  astonishment   unto  the  nations  that 

are  round  about  thee. 
When  I  shall  execute  judgments  in  thee. 
In  anger,  and  in  fury,  and  in  furious  rebukes. 
I  Jehovah  have  spoken  it. 

When  I  shall  send  upon  them  the  evil  arrows  of  famine. 
Which  shall  be  for  destruction. 
And  which  I  will  send  to  destroy  you. 
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And  I  will  increase  the  famine  upon  you, 

And  will  break  your  staff  of  bread : 

And  I  will  send  upon  you  famine  and  evil  beasts,  17 

And  they  shall  bereave  thee ; 

And  pestilence  and  blood  shall  pass  through  thee; 

And  I  will  bring  the  sword  upon  thee. 

I  Jehovah  have  spoken  it. 

CHAP.  VI. — And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  1 
saying,  "  Son  of  man,  set  thy  face  towards  the  mountains  of  2 
Israel,  and  prophesy  against  them ;  and  say,  3 

Ye  mountains  of  Israel,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord 
Jehovah ! 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah  to  the  mountttiDs,  and  to 
the  hills, 

To  the  rivers,  and  to  the  valleys : 

Behold,  I,  even  I,  will  bring  a  sword  upon  you. 

And  I  will  destroy  your  high  places ; 

And  your  altars  shall  be  desolate,  4 

.  And  your  sun-pillars  shall  be  broken ; 

And  I  will  cast  down  your  slain  before  your  idols ; 

And   I   will   lay  the  corpses  of  the  children  of  Israel  s 
before  their  idols ; 

And  I  will  scatter  your  bones  round  about  your  altars. 

In  all  your  dwelling-places  the  cities  shall  be  laid  waste,     s 

And  the  high  places  shall  be  desolate ; 

That  your  altars  may  be  laid  waste  and  destroyed. 

And  your  idols  may  be  broken  and  cease. 

And  your  sun-pillars  may  be  cut  down. 

And  your  works  may  be  abolished. 

And  the  slain  shall  fall  in  the  midst  of  you,  7 

And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 

Yet  will  I  leave  a  remnant,  s 

That  ye  may  have  some  that  shall  escape  the  sword  among 
the  nations. 

When  ye  shall  be  scattered  through  the  countries. 

And  they  that  escape  of  you  shall  remember  me  9 

Among  the  nations  whither  they  shall  be  carried  cap- 
tives. 

Because  I  have  broken  their  whorish  heart,  wkidi  luith 
departed  from  me. 

And  their  eyes,  which  go  whoring  after  their  idok: 
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And  they  shall  loathe  themselves  for  the  evils  which  they 

have  committed 
In  all  their  abominations. 
And  they   shall  know  that  I  Jehovah  have  not  said  in 

vain 
That  I  would  do  this  evil  unto  them. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah  ; 
Smite  with  thy  hand^  and  stamp  with  thy  foot, 
And  say,  ^  Alas  for  all  the  evil  abominations  of  the  house 

of  Israel!' 
"For  they  shall  fall  by  the  sword, 
By  the  famine,  and  by  the  pestilence  ; 
He  that  is  far  off  shall  die  of  the  pestilence ; 
And  he  that  is  near  shall  foil  by  the  sword ; 
And  he  that  remaineth  and  is  besieged 
Shall  die  by  the  famine  : 
Thus  will  I  accomplish  my  fury  upon  them. 
Then  shall  ye  know  that  I  am  Jehovah, 
When  their  slain  shall  be  among  their  idols 
Round  about  their  altars, 

Upon  every  high  hill,  in  all  the  tops  of  the  mountains, 
And  under  every  green  tree,  and  under  every  thick  oak. 
The  place  where  they  did  offer  sweet  savour  to  all  their 

idols. 
So  will  I  stretch  out  my  hand  upon  them. 
And  make  the  land  desolate ; 

Yea,  more  desolate  than  the  wilderness  toward  Diblath, 
In  all  their  habitations  : 
And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 

CHAP.  VII. — And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me, 
saying,  "  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah 
unto  the  land  of  Israel ; ' 

An  end  cometh,  yea  the  end. 
Upon  the  four  corners  of  the  land. 
Now  cometh  the  end  upon  thee ; 
For  I  will  send  mine  anger  upon  thee. 
And  will  judge  thee  according  to  thy  ways. 
And  will  recompense  upon  thee  all  thine  abominations. 
And  mine  eye  shall  not  spare  thee. 
Neither  will  I  have  pity : 
But  I  will  recompense  thy  ways  upon  thee. 
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And  thine  abominations  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  thee : 

And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  » 

An  evil,  an  unexampled  evil,  behold  it  cometh ! 

An  end  cometh,  the  end  cometh  :  6 

It  awaketh  up  for  thee ;  behold,  it  cometh  ! 

Thy  fate  cometh  upon  thee,   0  thou  that   dwellest  in  7 
the  land ! 

The  time  is  come,  the  day  is  near ; 

Tribulation  and  not  the  joyous  shout  upon  the  moun- 
tains. 

Now  will  I  shortly  pour  out  ray  fury  upon  thee,  8 

And  accomplish  mine  anger  against  thee : 

And  I  will  judge  thee  according  to  thy  ways, 

And  recompense  thee  for  all  thine  abominations. 

And  mine  eye  shall  not  spare,  neither  will  I  have  pity :       9 

I  will  recompense  thee  according  to  thy  ways. 

And  thine  abominations  that  are  in  the  midst  of  thee ; 

And  ye  shall  know  that  it  is  I  Jehovah  that  smiteth. 

Behold  the  day !  behold,  it  cometh  !  u 

The  fate  is  come  forth  ! 

The  rod  hath  blossomed,  pride  hath  flourished. 

Violence  is  risen  up  into  a  rod  of  wickedness. 

None  of  them  shall  remain,  none  of  their  multitnde. 

Nor  any  of  their  tumultuous  ones : 

Neither  shall  there  be  wailing  for  them. 

The  time  is  come,  the  day  draweth  near :  i^ 

Let  not  the  buyer  rejoice,  nor  the  seller  mourn : 

For  wrath  is  upon  all  the  multitude  of  the  land. 

For  the  seller  shall  not  return  to  that  which  is  sold,  1: 

Although  both  parties  were  yet  alive  : 

For  wrath  is  upon  all  the  multitude  thereof; 

It  shall  not  return  ineffectual. 

Neither  shall   any  strengthen  himself  that  liveth  in  tis 
iniquity. 

They  have  blown  the  trumpet,  and  all  is  made  ready,  1^ 

But  none  goeth  to  the  battle : 

For  my  wrath  is  upon  all  the  multitude  thereof. 
The  sword  is   without,   and  the  pestilence  and  the  w 
famine  within: 

He  that  is  in  the  field  shall  die  by  the  sword. 

And  he  that  is  in  the  city,  famine  and  pestilence  shall 
devour  him. 
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Bat  they  that  are  to  escape  of  them  shall  escape^ 

And  shall  be  on  the  mountains  like  doves  of  the  valleys^ 

All  of  them  mournings  every  one  for  his  iniiquity. 

All  hands  shall  be  feeble^ 

And  all  knees  shall  be  as  weak  as  water. 

They  shall  also  gird  themselves  with  sackcloth^ 

And  horror  shall  cover  them ; 

And  upon  all  faces  shall  be  shame. 

And  upon  all  their  heads  baldness. 

They  shall  cast  their  silver  into  the  streets, 

And  their  gold  shall  be  as  an  unclean  thing : 

Their  silver  and  their  gold  shall  not  be  able  to  deliver 
,    them 

In  the  day  of  the  wrath  of  Jehovah. 

They  shall  not  satisfy  their  souls  therewith^ 

Neither  shall  they  fill  their  bowels : 

Because  it  was  the  stumbling-block  of  their  iniquity. 

As  for  the  beauty  of  his  ornament,  each  one  turned  it 
to  pride : 

And  images  of  their  abominations   and  of  their  detest- 
able things  they  made  therewith  : 

Therefore  have  I  put  it  far  from  them. 

And  I  will  give  it  into  the  hands  of  the  strangers  for  a 
prey. 

And  to  the  wicked  of  the  earth  for  a  spoil ; 

And  they  shall  pollute  it. 

My  face  will  I  turn  also  from  them. 

And  men  shall  pollute  my  secret  place  : 

For  robbers  shall  enter  into  it,  and  defile  it. 
Make  a  chain : 

For  the  land  is  full  of  bloody  crimes. 

And  the  city  is  full  of  violence. 

Wherefore  I  will  bring  the  worst  of  the  heathen. 

And  they  shall  possess  their  houses : 

I  will  also  make  the  pomp  of  the  strong  to  cease. 

And  their  holy  places  shall  be  defiled. 

Destruction  cometh ;  and  they  shall  seek  peace, 

But  there  shall  be  none. 

Mischief  shall  come  upon  mischief,  and  rumour  shall  be 
upon  rumour. 

Then  shall  they  seek  a  vision  of  the  prophet ; 

But  the  law  shall  perish  from  the  priest,  and  counsel 
from  the  elders. 
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» 

The  king  shall  moiim^  and  the  prince  shall  be  clothed  S7 

with  desolation. 
And  the  hands  of  the  people  of   the  land  shall  be 

troubled. 
I  will  do  unto  them  after  their  way. 
And  according  to  their  deserts  will  I  judge  them ; 
And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 

CHAP.  VIII. — And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  sixth  year,  in  i 
the  sixth  month,  in  the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  as  I  sat  in 
my  house,  and  the  elders  of  Judah  sat  before  me,  that  the 
hand  of  the  Lord  Jehovah  fell  there  upon  me.     And  I  be-  2 
held,  and  lo,  a  form  having  the  appearance  of  fire :  from  the 
appearance  of  his  loins  even  downwards,  fire ;  and  from  his 
loins  even  upwards,  as  the  appearance  of  brightness,  as  the 
colour  of  polished  brass.     And  he  put  forth  the  form  of  a  a 
hand,  and  took  me  by  a  lock  of  my  head ;  and  the  spirit 
lifted  me  up  between  earth  and  heaven,  and  brought  me  in 
the  visions  of  God  to  Jerusalem,  to  the  door  of  the  inner 
gate  which  looketh  towards  the  north ;  where  was  the  seat  of 
the  idol  of  jealousy,  which  provoketh  God  to  jealousy.    And,  4 
behold,  the  glory  of  the  God  of  Israel  was  there,  according 
to  the  vision  which  I  had  seen  in  the  plain. 

Then  said  he  unto  me,  '^  Son  of  man,  lift  up  thine  eyes  now  5 
on  the  way  towards  the  north.^^  So  I  lifted  up  mine  eyes  on 
the  way  towards  the  north ;  and  behold,  northward  of  the 
altar-gate,  this  idol  of  jealousy  in  the  entry.  He  said  further-  (V 
more  unto  me,  "  Son  of  man,  seest  thou  what  they  do,  even 
the  great  abominations  which  the  house  of  Israd  commit- 
teth  here,  that  I  should  go  far  off  from  my  sanctuary  ?  But 
turn  thee  yet  again,  and  thou  shalt  see  greater  abomina- 
tions.^' 

And  he  brought  me  to  the  door  of  the  court ;  and  when  I  7^ 
looked,  behold,  a  hole  in  the  wall.     And  he  said  unto  me,  a — 
"  Son  of  man,  dig  now  through  the  wall.''     And  I  di^ed 
through  the  wall ;  and  behold,  a  door.     And  he  said  unto  s^ 
me,  "Go  in,  and  behold  the  wicked  abominations  which  they 
do  here."     So  I  went  in  and  saw ;  and  behold,  every  form  of  c   ^ 
creeping  things,  and  abominable  beasts,  and  all  the  idols  of 
the  house  of  Israel,  pourtrayed  upon  the  wall  round  about. 
And  there  stood  before  them  seventy  men  of  the  elders  of  x  x 
the  house  of  Israel,  (and  in  the  midst  of  them  stood  Jaaza- 
niah  the  son  of  Shaphan,)  every  man  with  his  censer  in  his 
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IS  band ;  and  a  thick  dood  of  mcense  went  up.  Then  said  he 
unto  me,  ^^  Son  of  man^  seest  thoa  what  the  elders  of  the 
lK>iiBe  of  Israel  do  in  the  dark^  every  man  in  tbe«hamben  of 
Ilia  imagery  ?     For  they  say,  ^  Jehovah  seeth  us  not ;  Jeho- 

13  vah  hath  forsaken  the  earth/  "  And  he  said  unto  me^  ''Turn 
thee  yet  again,  and  thou  shalt  see  greater  ahominatiow  whidi 
they  do/' 

14  Then  he  brought  me  to  the  entrance  of  the  gate  of  the  houae 
of  Jehovah  which  was  toward  the  north ;  and,  behold,  there  sat 

15  women  weeping  for  Tammuz.  And  he  said  unto  me,  '^  Seest 
thou  this,  0  son  of  man  ?  turn  thee  yet  again,  and  thou 
dudt  see  greater  abominations  than  these/' 

16  And  he  brought  me  into  the  inner  court  of  the  house  of  Je- 
hovah ;  and,  behold,  at  the  door  of  the  temple  of  Jehovah, 
between  the  porch  and  the  altar,  were  about  iive  and  twenty 
men,  with  their  backs  towards  the  temple  of  Jehovah,  and 
their  faces  towards  the  east ;  and  they  were  bowing  them- 
selves  eastward  towards  the  sun.     Then  he  said  unto  me, 

17         Seest  thou  this,  0  son  of  man  ? 

Is  it  a  light  thing  to  the  house  of  Judah 

That  they  commit  the  abominations  which  they  commit 

here? 
That  they  have  filled  the  land  with  violence. 
And  repeatedly  provoked  me  to  anger : 
And,  lo,  they  put  the  branch  to  their  nostrils ! 
18      Therefore  will  I  also  deal  ivith  them  in  fury  : 

Mine  eye  shall  not  spare,  neither  will  I  have  pity : 
And  though  they  cry  in  mine  ears  with  a  loud  voice 
Yet  will  I  not  hear  them. 

I  CHAP.  IX. — And  one  cried  in  mine  ears  with  a  loud  voice, 
faying,  "  Cause  them  that  have  charge  over  the  city  to  draw 
^lear,  even  every  man  with  his  destroying  weapon  in  his 

3  hand/'  And,  behold,  six  men  came  from  the  way  of  the 
upper  gate,  which  lieth  towards  the  north,  every  man  with  his 
slaughter-weapon  in  his  hand ;  and  one  man  among  them 
was  clothed  with  linen,  with  a  writer's  ink-horn  by  his  side. 

5  And  they  went  in,  and  stood  beside  the  brazen  altar.  And 
the  glory  of  the  God  of  Israel  was  lifted  up  from  the  cherub, 
whereupon  it  was,  to  the  threshold  of  the  house.  And  he 
called  to  the  man  clothed  with  linen,  who  had  the  writer's 

't  ink-horn  by  his  side;  And  Jehovah  said  unto  him,   '^Go 
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through  the  midst  of  the  city^  through  the  midst  of  Jeru- 
salem^ and  set  a  mark  upon  the  foreheads  of  the  men  that 
sigh  and  that  cry  for  all  the  abominations  that  are  done  in 
the  midst  thereof/'     And  to  the  others  he  said  in  my  hear-  5 
ingy  "  60  ye  after  him  through  the  city^  and  smite:  let  not 
your  eye  spare^  neither  have  ye  pity :  Slay  utterly,  old  men,  6 
and  youths,  and  maidens,  and  little  children,  and  women : 
but  come  not  near  any  man  upon  whom  is  the  mark ;  and 
begin  at  my  sanctuary/'     Then  they  began  at  the  ancient 
men  who  were  before  the  house.     And  he  said  unto  them,  7 
"  Pollute  the  house,  and  fill  the  courts  with  the  slain  :  and 
then  go  forth/*     And  they  went  forth,  and  slew  in  the  city. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  while  they  were  slaying  them,  and  I  s 
was  left,  that  I  fell  upon  my  face,  and  cried,  and  said,  '^  Ah 
Lord  Jehovah  !  wilt  thou  destroy  all  the  residue  of  Israel, 
whilst  thou  pourest  out  thy  fury  upon  Jerusalem  ?''   And  he  ^ 
said  unto  me. 

The  iniquity  of  the  house  of  Israel  and  Judah  is  ex- 
ceeding great, 
And  the  land  is  full  of  blood, 
And  the  city  full  of  perverseness  : 
For  they  say,  '  Jehovah  hath  forsaken  the  earth. 
And  Jehovah  seeth  not/ 

And  as  for  me  also,  mine  eye  shall  not  spare,  '3 

Neither  will  I  have  pity, 
I  will  recompense  their  way  upon  their  head. 

And,  behold,  the  man  clothed  with  linen,  who  had  the  ink-    ^ 
horn  by  his  side,  reported  the  matter,  saying,  '^  I  have  done 
as  thou  hast  commanded  me/' 

CHAP,  X. — Then  I  looked,  and,  behold,  in  the  firmament     "- 
which  was  above  the  head  of  the  cherubim,  there  appeared 
over  them  as  it  were  a  sapphire-stone,  as  the  appearance  oi 
the  likeness  of  a  throne.     And  he  spake  unto  the  man    ^ 
clothed  with  linen,  and  said,  ^'Go  in  between  the  wheela, 
even  under  the  cherub,  and  fill  thy  hand  with  coals  of  fire 
from  between  the  cherubim,  and  scatter  them  over  the  city.'^ 
And  he  went  in  before  mine  eyes.    (Now  the  cherubim  stood  ^ 
on  the  right  side  of  the  house,  when  the  man  went  in ;  and 
the  cloud  filled  the  inner  court.     Then  the  glory  of  Jehovah  ^ 
was  lifted  up  from  the  cherub,  and  stood  over  the  threshold  of 
the  house ;  and  the  house  was  filled  with  the  cloud,  and  the 
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coart  was  full  of  the  brightness  of  the  glory  of  Jehovah. 

5  And  the  sound  of  the  wings  of  the  cherubim  was  heard  even 
to  the  outer  courts  as  the  voice  of  the  Almighty  God  when 

6  he  speaketh.)  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  had  com- 
manded the  man  clothed  with  linen,  saying,  ^^Take  fire 
from  between  the  wheels,  from  between  the  cherubim/^  that 

7  he  went  in,  and  stood  beside  the  wheels.  And  one  cherub 
stretched  forth  his  hand  from  between  the  cherubim,  unto  the 
fire  which  was  between  the  cherubim,  and  took  thereof,  and 
put  it  into  the  hands  of  him  that  was  clothed  with  linen : 

d  and  he  took  it,  and  went  out.  And  there  appeared  in  the 
cherubim  the  form  of  a  man's  hand  under  their  wings. 

9  And  I  looked,  and,  behold,  four  wheels  were  by  the  cheru- 
bim, one  wheel  by  one  cherub,  and  another  wheel  by  another 
cherub  :  and  the  appearance  of  the  wheels  was  as  the  colour 

10  of  a  chrysolite.     And  as  for  their  appearance,  the  four 

had  one  likeness,  as  if  a  wheel  had  been  within  a  wheel. 

n  When  they  went,  they  went  towards  their  four  sides;  they 

turned  not  as  they  went,  but  to  the  place  whither  the  head 

12  looked  they  followed  it;  they  turned  not  as  they  went.  And 
their  whole  body,  and  their  backs,  and  their  hands,  and  their 
wings,  and  the  wheels,  were  full  of  eyes  round  about,  even 

13  the  wheels  that  the  four  had.      And  unto  the  wheels  was 
-*  given  in  my  hearing  the  name  Whirl-wind.      And  every  one 

had  four  faces.  The  first  face  was  the  face  of  an  ox,  and  the 
second  face  was  the  face  of  a  man,  and  the  third  the  face  of 

s  a  lion,  and  the  fourth  the  face  of  an  eagle.  And  the  cheru- 
bim were  lifted  up.     These  were  the  same  living  creatures 

5  that  I  saw  by  the  river  Chebar.  And  when  the  cherubim 
went,  the  wheels  went  by  them  :  and  when  the  cherubim 
lifted  up  their  wings  to  mount  up  from  the  earth,  the  same 

^  wheels  also  turned  not  from  beside  them.  When  they  stood, 
these  stood ;  and  when  they  were  lifted  up,  these  lifted  up 
themselves  also  :  for  the  spirit  of  the  living  creatures  was  in 
them. 

at        Then  the  glory  of  Jehovah  departed  from  oflF  the  threshold  of 

^  the  house,  and  stood  over  the  cherubim.  And  the  cherubim 
lifted  up  their  wings,  and  mounted- up  from  the  earth  in  my 
sight.  When  they  went  out,  the  wheels  also  were  beside 
them,  and  every  one  stood  at  the  door  of  the  east  gate  of 
the  house  of  Jehovah ;  and  the  glory  of  the  God  of  Israel 

^  was  over  them  above.  These  are  the  same  living  creatures 
that  I  saw  nnder  the  God  of  Israel,  by  the  river  Chebar;

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and  I  knew  that  they  were  the  eherubim.    Each  one  had  21 
fbor  facesy  and  each  one  four  wings ;  and  the  likeness  of  the 
hands  of  a  man  was  under  their  wings.    And  as  to  the  like-  n 
nuM  of  their  faces,  the  faces  were  the  same  which  I  saw  by 
the  river  Chebar,  their  appearances  and  themselyes.      They 
went  every  one  straight  forwards. 

CHAP.  XI. — And  the  spirit  lifted  me  np,  and  brought  mc  i 
unto  the  east  gate  of  the  house  of  Jehovah  which  looketh 
eastward :  and  behold,  at  the  door  of  the  gate  were  five  and 
twenty  men  ;  among  whom  I  saw  Jaazaniah  the  son  of  Azur, 
and  Pelatiah  the  son  of  Benaiah,  princes  of  the  people.  Then  s 
he  said  unto  me,  *'  Son  of  man,  these  are  the  men  who  devise 
mischief,  and  give  wicked  counsel  in  this  city  :  who  say,  '  It  s 
is  not  near ;  let  us  build  houses  :  this  city  ia  the  caldron,  and 
we  are  the  flesh.'  Therefore  prophesy  against  them ;  prophesy,  4 
O  son  of  man/'     And  the  Spirit  of  Jehovah  fell  upon  me,  5 
and  said  unto  me.  Speak ; 

Thus  saith  Jehovah; 
Thus  have  ye  said,  O  house  of  Israel  1 
For  I  know  the  things  that  come  into  your  mind. 
Ye  have  multiplied  your  slain  in  this  city,  & 

And  ye  have  filled  the  streets  thereof  with  the  slain. 

Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  *7 

Your  slain  whom  ye  have  laid  in  the  midst  of  it^ 
They  are  the  flesh,  and  this  city  is  the  caldron : 
But  I  will  bring  you  forth  out  of  the  nndst  of  it.. 
Ye  have  feared  the  sword ; 
And  I  will  bring  a  sword  upon  you,   saith  the   Lori^ 

Jehovah. 
And  I  will  bring  you  out  of  the  midst  thereof, 
And  deliver  you  into  the  hands  of  strangers^ 
And  will  execute  judgments  among  you. 
Ye  shall  fall  by  the  sword ; 
In  the  border  of  Israel  I  will  judge  you ; 
And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 
Thifi  city  shall  not  be  your  caldron. 
Neither  shall  ye  be  the  flesh  in  the  midst  thereof; 
But  on  the  border  of  Israel  I  will  judge  yoa. 
And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah : 
For  ye  have  not  walked  in  my  statutes^  neither  eaecuteil 
my  judgments^ 
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But  have  done  after  the  manners  of  the  heathen  that  are 
roand  about  you. 

And  it  came  to  pass^  while  I  prophesied^  that  Felatiah  the 
iOD  of  Benaiah  died.  Then  fell  I  down  upon  mj  face^  and 
eried  with  a  loud  roice^  and  said^  "  Ah  Lord  Jehovah  !  wilt 
tbou  make  a  full  end  of  the  remnant  of  Israel  V  Aad  the 
word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me^  sayings 

Son  of  man,  thy  brethren,  even  thy  brethren, 
Hie  men  of  thy  kindred,  and   all   the  house  of  Israel 

wholly. 
Are  they  unto  whom  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  have 

said, 
*  Get  you  far  from  Jehovah  : 
Unto  us  is  this  land  given  in  possession.' 

Therefore  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
Although  I  have  cast  them  far  off  among  the  heathen, 
And  although  I  have  scattered  them  among  the  countries, 
Tet  will  I  be  to  them  as  a  little  sanctuary 
In  the  countries  whither  they  shall  come. 

Therefore  say.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
I  will  even  gather  you  from  the  nations. 
And   assemble  you  out  of  the  countries  where  ye  have 

been  scattered. 
And  I  will  give  you  the  land  of  Israel. 
And  they  shall  come  thither. 
And    they  shall  take    away    all    the  detestable  things 

thereof, 
And  all  the  abominations  thereof  shall  depart  thence. 
And  I  will  give  them  another  heart. 
And  I  will  put  a  new  spirit  within  them ; 
And  I  will  take  the  heart  of  stone  out  of  their  body. 
And  will  give  them  a  heart  of  flesh  : 
That  they  may  walk  in  my  statutes. 
And  keep  mine  ordinances,  and  do  them: 
And  they  shall  be  my  people,  and  I  will  be  their  God. 
But  as  for  them  whose  heart  walketh 
After   the    desire  of   their  detestable  things   and  their 

abominations, 
I  will  recompense  their  way  upon  their  own  heads 
Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

Then  the  chembim  lifted  up  their  wings,  and  the  wheels 
t  z  2 
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beside  them ;  and  the  glory  of  the  God  of  Israel  was  over 
them  above.     And  the  glory  of  Jehovah  went  up  from  the  » 
midst  of  the  city^  and  stood  upon  the  mountain  which  is  on 
the  east  side  of  the  city. 

And    the    spirit   took   me  up^   and  brought  me   in   a  24 
vision,  by  the  spirit  of  God,  into  Chaldea,  to  them  of  the 
captivity.     So  the  vision  which  I  had  seen  went  up  from  mc. 
Then  I  told  unto  them  of  the  captivity  all  the  words  ofis 
Jehovah,  which  he  had  shewed  unto  me, 

CHAP.    XII. — And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  1 
saying,     "  Son  of  man,  thou   dwellest  in  the  midst  of  a  2 
rebellious  house,  who  have  eyes  to  see,  but  see  not;   and 
have  ears  to  hear,  but  hear  not:  for  they  are  a  rebellioiu 
house.

And  I  did  as  I  was  commanded :  I  brought  forth  7 
mine  equipment  by  day,  as  an  equipment  for  removing,  and 
in  the  evening  I  digged  through  the  wall  with  my  hand;  I 
brought  it  forth   in    the  twilight,  and  I  bare  it  upon  my 
shoulder  in  their  sight. 

And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  in  the  morning  8 
saying. 

Son  of  man,  have  they  not  said  unto  thee,  s^ 

The  house  of  Israel,  the  rebellious  house, 
'What  doest  thou?' 

Say  thou  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  ^ 

This  burden  foresheweth  the  prince  in  Jerusalem, 
And  all  the  house  of  Israel  that  are  in  the  midst  of  it. 
Say,  I  am  your  sign  : 

Like  as  I  have  done,  so  shall  it  be  done  unto  them : 
They  shall  remove  and  go  into  captivi^. 
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19      And  the  prince  that  is  among  them  shall  bear  upon  his 
shoulder  in  the  twihght^ 
And  shall  go  forth  : 

They  shall  dig  through  the  wall  to  carry  out  thereby : 
He  shall  cover  his  face,  that  he  see  not  the  ground  with 
his  eyes. 

15  My  net  also  will  I  spread  over  him, 
And  he  shall  be  taken  in  my  snare : 

And  I  will  bring  him  to  Babylon,  tp  the  land  of  the 
Chaldeans ; 

Yet  shall  he  not  see  it,  though  he  shall  die  there, 
u      And  all  that  are  about  him  to  help  him, 

And  all  his  bands,  I  will  scatter  towards  every  wind ; 

And  I  will  draw  out  the  sword  after  them. 
u     And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah, 

When  I  shall  have  scattered  them  among  the  nations, 

And  dispersed  them  in  the  countries. 

16  But  I  will  leave  a  few  men  of  them  from  the  sword. 
From  the  famine,  and  from  the  pestilence ;

And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  to  me,  saying.

And  the  land  shall  be  desolate ; 

And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 

A.tid  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me  saying, 

"^  Son  of  man,  what  is  that  proverb  which  ye  have  in 

the  land  of  Israel, 
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Sftying^  '  The  days  are  postponed^ 

And  every  vision  faileth  ?' 

Tell  them  therefore^  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  23 

I  will  make  this  proverb  to  cease^ 

A.nd  they  shall  no  more  use  it  as  a  proverb  in  Israel ; 

But  say  unto  them^  the  days  are  at  hand. 

And  the  subject  matter  of  every  vision. 

For  there  shall  be  no  more  any  vain  vision,  ^ 

Nor  flattering  divination  within  the  house  of  Israel. 

For  I  Jehovah  will  speak,  ^s 

And  the  word  that  I  shall  speak  shall  come  to  pass ; 

It  shall  be  no  more  postponed : 

For  im  your  days,   0   rebellious  house,  will  I  say  the 

word. 
And  will  perform  it,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  to  me,  saying,  ^ 

Son  of  man,  behold,  they  of  the  house  of  Israel  say,        ^ 
^  The  vision  that  this  man  seeth  is  for  many  days  to  come. 
And  he  prophesieth  of  times  that  are  afar  off/ 
Therefore  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;         ^ 
There  shall  none  of  my  words  be  postponed  any  more. 
But  the  word  which  I  have  spoken  snail  be  done,  saitb 
the  Lord  Jehovah. 

CHAP.   XIII. — And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me^    ^ 
saving,   "Son  of  man,  prophesy  against  the  prophets  of  Israel   ^ 
who  prophesy,  and  say  thou  unto  them  that  prophesy  out  o^ 
their  own  hearts. 

Hear  ye  the  word  of  Jehovah ! 
l%us  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  * 

Woe  unto  the  foolish  prophets. 
That  follow  their  own  spirit,  and  have  seen  nothing  I

Ye  have  not  gone  up  into  the  gaps,  ' 

Neither  made  up  the  hedge  for  tne  house  of  Israd 
To  stand  in  the  battle  in  the  day  of  Jehovah. 
They  have  seen  vanity  and  lying  divination,  ^ 

Saying,  '  Jehovah  saith :'  though  Jehovah  hath  not  seiit^ 

them: 
And  they  have  made  others  to  hope  that  they  would  con* 

firm  the  word.  .•,^< 
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Have  ye  not  seen  a  vain  vieioa. 

And  have  ye  not  spoken  a  lying  divination. 

In  that  ye  say^  'Jehovah  aaith  it;'   albeit  I  have  not 

spoken  ? 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
Because  ye  have  spoken  vanity,  and  seen  lies. 
Therefore^  behold,   I  an   against  you,  saith  the  Lord 

Jehovah. 
And    my   hand  shall  be    upon  the  prophets  that  see 

vanity, 
And  that  divine  lies. 

They  shall  not  be  in  the  assembly  of  my  people, 
Neither    shall  they   be   written  in  the  catalogue  of  the 

house  of  Israel, 
Neither  shall  they  enter  into  the  land  of  Israel; 
And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

Because,  even  because  they  have  seduced  my  peopk. 
Saying  '  Peace ;'  though  there  was  no  peace ; 
And  one  built  up  a  wall. 

And,  lo,  others  daubed  it  with  untempered  mortar : 
Say  unto  them  who  daubed  it  with  untempered  mortar. 
That  it  shall  fall : 

There  shall  be  an  overflowing  shower ; 
And  ye,  0  great  hailstones,  shall  fall ; 
And  a  stormy  wind  shall  rend  it. 
Lo,  when  the  wall  is  fallen,  shall  it  not  be  said  unto  yoa 
Where  is  the  daubing  wherewith  ye  have  daubed  it  ? 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
I  will  even  rend  it  with  a  stormy  wind  in  my  fury ; 
And  there  shall  be  an  overflowing  shower  in  mine  angers 
And  great  hailstones  in  my  fury  to  consume  it. 
So  will  I  break  down  the  wall   which  ye  have  daubed 

with  untempered  mortar. 
And  bring  it  down  to  the  ground. 
So  that  the  foundation  thereof  shall  be  discovered. 
And  it  shall  fall : 

And  ye  shall  be  consumed  in  the  midst  thereof. 
And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 
Thus  will  I  accomplish  my  wrath  upon  the  wall. 
And  upon  them  that  have  daubed  it  with  untempered 

•  *  mortar. 
And  will  say  unto  yon.  The  wall  is  no  more. 
Neither  they  th^  daubed  it ; 
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To- wit  the  prophets  of  Israel  who  pfophesy  concemiog 
Jerusalem^ 

And  who  see  visions  of  peace  for  her,  though  there  is 
no  peace^ 

Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

And  as  for  thee,  O  son  of  man. 

Set  thy  face  against  the  daughters  of  thy  people, 

Who  prophesy  out  of  their  own  heart ; 

And  prophesy  thou  against  them. 

And  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  ' 

Woe  to  the  women  that  sew  cushions  for  all  elbows. 

And  make  pillows  for  heads  of  every  size. 

To  ensnare  souls ! 

Will  ye  ensnare  the  souls  of  my  people. 

And  shall  ye  save  your  own  souls  alive  ? 

And  will  ye  pollute  me  among  my  people,  > 

For  handfuls  of  barley,  and  for  pieces  of  bread. 

By  slaying  the  souls  that  should  not  die, 

And  by  saving  the  souls  alive  that  should  not  live, 

By  your  lying  to  my  people  that  hearken  to  your  lies  f 
Wherefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  ^ 

Behold,  I  am  against  your  cushions, 

Wherewith  ye  there  ensnare  souls. 

So  that  they  shall  escape /rom  you : 

And  I  will  tear  them  from  your  arms, 

And  will  let  the   souls  go,   even   the  souls  that  ye  en* 
snare, 

So  that  they  shall  escape. 

Your  pillows  also  will  I  tear, 

And  deliver  my  people  out  of  your  hand, 

And  they  shall  be  no  more   in   your  hand   to  be  en- 
snared ; 

And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 

Because  with  lies  ye  have  made  the  heart  of  the  righ*' 
eous  sad, 

Whom  I  have  not  made  sad ; 

And  strengthened  the  hands  of  the  wicked. 

That  he  should  not  return  from  his  wicked  way. 

By  promising  him  life. 

Therefore    ye     shall    see    no  more   vanity,   nor  divii*- 
divinations :  •  * 

For  I  will  deliver  my  people  out  of  your  hand  : 

And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah.

And  I  will  set  my  face  against  that  man, 
.  And  will  make  him  a  sign  and  a  proverb ; 
And  I  will  cut  him  oflF  from  the  midst  of  my  people  j 
And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 
And  if  the  prophet  be  deceived. 
And  shall  solemnly   say   that   I   Jehovah  have  deceived 

.  that  prophet. 
Then  will  I  stretch  out  my  hand  upon  him. 
And  will  destroy  him  from  the  midst  of  my  people  Israel. 
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And  they  shall  bear  the  puniahiiieiit  of  thehr  iniqiiity :        lo 

The  puriiahmfmt  of  the   prophet  shall  be  even  as  the 
punishment  of  him  that  enquireth  of  Unu 

That  the  house  of  Israel  may  go  no  more  astray  from  ii 
me^ 

Neither  be  polluted  any  more  with   all  their  transgres- 
sions; 

But  that  they  may  be  my  people, 

And  I  may  be  their  God,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  saying,  n 

Son  of  man,  when  a  land  ainneth  against  me  by  tres-  u 
passing  grievously. 

And  I  stretch  out  my  hand  upon  it. 

And  break  the  staff  of  the  bread  thereof, 

And  send  famine  upon  it. 

And  cut  off  man  and  beast  from  it : 

Though  these  three  men,  Noah,  Daniel,  and  Job,  were  i« 
in  it. 

They  should  deliver  only  their  own  souls  by  their  right- 
eousness, 

Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

If  I  cause  beasts  of  prey  to  pass  through  the  land,  i-^ 

And  they  spoil  it,  and  it  be  desolate. 

So  that  no    man  may    pass    through,   because  of  the 
beasts: 

Though  these  three  men  were  in  it,  as  I  live,  saith  the  i  ^ 
Lord  Jehovah, 

They  should  deliver  neither  sons  nor  daughters ; 

They  themselves  only  should  be  delivered. 

But  the  land  should  be  desolate. 

Or  if  I  bring  a  sword  upon  that  land,  i^

The  sword^  and  the  famine^ 

And  the  beast  of  prey,  and  the  pestilence. 

To  cut  off  from  it  man  and  beast  7 

Yet  behold,  an  escaped  band  shall  be  left  therein. 

They  that  shall  be  led  forth,  both  sons  and  daughters : 

Behold,  they  shall  come  forth  unto  you. 

And  ye  shall  see  their  way  and  their  doings : 

And  ye  shall  be  comforted  concerning  the  evil  which  I 
have  brought  upon  Jerusalem, 

Even  concerning  all  that  I  have  brought  upon  it. 

And  they  shall  comfort  you,  when  ye  see  their  ways  and 
their  doings : 

And  ye  shall  know  that  I  have  not  done,  without  cause. 

All  that  I  have  done  in  it,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

CHAP,   XV. — And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me, 
saying. 

Son  of  man,  what  is  the  vine-tree  more  than  any  branch- 
ing tree. 

That  is  among  the  trees  of  the  forest  7 

Shall  wood  be  taken  thereof  to  do  any  work  7 

Or  will  men  take  of  it  a  peg  to  hang  any  vessel  thereon  7 

Behold,  it  is  cast  into  the  fire  for  fuel ; 

The  fire  devoureth  both  the  ends  of  it. 

And  the  middle  of  it  is  burned. 

Is  it  then  fit  for  any  work  7 

Behold,   when  it   was  whole,  it  could  not  be  wrought 
into  any  work : 

How  much  less,  when  the  fire  hath  devoured  it,  and  it 
is  burned. 

Shall  it  be  wrought  into  any  work  7 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 

As  the  vine-tree  among  the  trees  of  the  forest. 

Which  I  have  given  to  the  fire  for  fuel. 

Si  will  I  give  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem. 

And  I  will  set  my  face  against  them ; 
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They  shall  go  out  from  one  fire, 
And  another  fire  shall  devour  them ; 
And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah, 
When  I  set  my  face  against  them. 

And  I  will  make  the  land  desolate,  8 

Because  they  have  committed  a  trespass,  saith  the  Lord 
Jehovah. 

CHAP.   XVI. — And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  i 
saying. 

Son  of  man,  remind  Jerusalem  of  her  abominations,  2 
And  say.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah  unto  Jerusalem ;  .  3 
Thy   birth   and   thy   nativity   are    of    the   land  of    the 

Canaanite ; 
Thy  father  was  the  Amorite,  and  thy  mother  a  Hittite. 
And  as  for  thy  nativity,  in  the  day  thou  wast  bom  thy  4

To  have  compassion  upon  thee; 
But  thou  wast  cast  out  in  the  open  field, 
To  the  loathing  of  thine  own  soul. 
In  the  day  that  thou  wast  born. 

And  when  I  passed  by  thee,  and  saw  thee  cast  out  (^ 

To  be  trampled  upon  in  thine  own  blood, 
I  said  unto  thee  when  thou  wast  in  thy  blood.  Live ! 
Yea,  I  said  unto  thee  when  thou  wast  in  thy  blood.  Live  ! 
I  caused  thee  to  become  tens  of  thousands,  t 

Even  as  the  herbage  of  the  field : 
And  thou  didst  increase  and  grow  up. 
And  thou  didst  come  to  excellence  of  beauty. 
Thy  breasts  were  fashioned,  and  thy  hair  grew : 
But  thou  wast  naked  and  bare. 

And  when  I  passed  by  thee,  and  looked  upon  thee,  s 

Behold,  thy  time  was  the  time  of  love ; 
And   I   spread  my    skirt    over    thee,    and   covered   thy 

nakedness. 
Yea,  I  sware  unto  thee. 

And  entered  into  a  covenant  with  thee,  saith  the  Lord 
Jehovah, 
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And  thou  becamest  mine. 

Then  washed  I  thee  with  water ; 

Yea,  I  rinsed  away  thy  blood  from  thee. 

And  I  anointed  thee  with  oil. 

I  clothed  thee  also  with  embroidered  work, 

And  gave  thee  shoes  of  seal-skin, 

And  I  girded  thee  about  with  fine  linen, 

And  covered  thee  with  silk. 

I  decked  thee  also  with  ornaments, 

And  I  put  bracelets  upon  thy  hands. 

And  a  chain  upon  thy  neck.

Thou  didst  eat  fine  flour,  and  honey,  and  oil  : 

And  thou  wast  exceeding  beautiful. 

And  thou  didst  grow  to  royal  estate. 

And  thy  renown  went  forth  among  the  nations  for  thy 
beauty : 

For  it  was  perfect,  through  my  comeliness, 

Which  I  had  put  upon  thee,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 
But  thou  didst  trust  in  thine  own  beauty. 

And  didst  play  the  harlot  because  of  thy  renown. 

And  lavish  thy  fornications  on  every  one  that  passed  by ; 
his  it  was. 

And  of  thy  garments  thou  didst  take. 

And  make  for  thyself  high   places'  decked  with   divers 
colours. 

And  thou  didst  play  the  harlot  thereupon : 

The  like  never  came  to  pass  before. 

Neither  shall  it  be  so  hereafter. 

Thou  didst  also  take  thy  fair  jewels. 

Of  my  gold  and  of  my  silver,  which  I  had  given  thee. 

And  thou  didst  make  to  thyself  images  of  men. 

And  commit  fornication  with  them  ; 

And  thou  didst  take   thine  embroidered   garments,  and 
cover  them. 

And  thou  didst  set  mine   oil  and  mine   incense  before 
them. 

My  food  also  which  I  gave  thee. 
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Pine  flour,  and  oil,  and  honey,  wherewith  I  fed  thee, 
Thou  didst  even  set  it  before  them  for  a  sweet  savour: 
And  thus  it  was,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

Moreover  thou  didst  take  thy  sons  and  thy  daughters,      20 
Whom  thbu  didst  bear  unto  me. 

And  these  didst  thou  sacrifice  unto  them,  to  be  devoured. 
Was  it  not  enough  for  thee  to  commit  fornicati(Mi, 
That  thou  didst  slay  my  children,  21 

And  deliver  them  up,  to  cause  them  to  pass  through  the 

fire  for  them  ? 
And,  in  all  thine  abominations  and  thy  fornications,  fi 

Thou  didst  not  remember  the  days  of  thy  youth. 
When  thou  wast  naked  and  bare, 
And  was  cast  out  to  be  trampled  upon  in  thy  blood. 

And  it  came  to  pass  after  all  thy  wickedness,  n 

(Woe,  woe  unto  thee !  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;) 
That  thou  didst  build  unto  thee  an  alcove,  24 

And  didst  make  unto  thee  a  high  place  in  every  street. 
At  every  head  of  the  way  thou  didst  build  thy  high  25 

place. 
And  didst  make  thy  beauty  to  be  abhorred ; 
And  didst  open  thy  feet  to  every  one  that  passed  by. 
And  didst  multiply  thy  fornications. 

Thou  didst  also  commit  fornication  with  the  Egyptians,       26 
Thy  neighbours,  great  of  flesh ; 

And  hast  multiplied  thy  fornications  to  provoke  me  to 
anger. 

Behold  therefore  I  have  stretched  out  my  hand  over  27 
thee. 
And  have  diminished  thine  ordinary  food  ; 
And  delivered  thee  unto  the  will  of  them  that  hate  thee. 
The  daughters  of  the  Philistines, 
Who  are  disgusted  at  thy  lewd  way. 

Thou  hast  played  the  harlot  also  with  the  Assyrians,        28 
Because  thou  wast  insatiable ; 
Yea,  thou  hast  played  the  harlot  with  them. 
And  yet  couldest  not  be  satisfied. 

Thou  hast  moreover  multiplied  thy  fornication  29 

In  the  laud  of  Canaan  and  even  unto  Chaldea ; 
And  yet  thou  wast  not  satisfied  herewith. 

How  weak  is  thy  heart,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah,  » 

Seeing  thou  doest  all  these  things,  the  woric  of  an  im- 
perious lewd  woman ; 
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In  that  thou  buildest  thine  alcove  in  the  head  of  erery 

way, 
And  makest  thy  high  pkce  in  every  street. 

Thou   hast  not  even   been  as  a  harlot,  in  that  thou 
scorn  est  hire ; 
\      But  as  a  wife  that  committeth  adultery, 

Who  taketh  strangers  instead  of  her  husband. 
I      To  all  harlots,  men  are  wont  to  give  gifts  : 
But  thou  givest  thy  gifts  to  all  thy  lovers. 
And  hirest  them,  that  they  may  come  unto  theCj  from 

every  side, 
To  commit  fornication  with  thee. 
I      And  the  contrary  is  in  thee  from  other  women,  in  thy 
fornications. 
In  that  none  followeth  thee  to  commit  fornications : 
And  in  that  thou  givest  a  reward,  and  no  reward   is 

given  unto  thee : 
Therefore  thou  art  contrary  to  them, 

5  Wherefore,  0  harlot,  hear  the  word  of  Jehovah ! 

6  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 

Because  thy  money  hath  been  poured  out, 

And  thy  nakedness    discovered  through  thy  fornications 

with  thy  lovers. 
And  with  all  the  idols  of  thy  abominations. 
And  by  the  blood  of  thy  children,   which   thou  didst 

give  unto  them ; 

7  Behold,  therefore,  I  will  gather  all  thy  lovers. 
With  whom  thou  hast  taken  pleasure. 

And  all  them  that  thou  hast  loved. 

With  all  them  that  thou  hast  bated ; 

I  will  even  gather  them  round  about  ag^nst  thee ; 

And  will  discover  thy  nakedness  unto  them. 

That  they  may  see  all  thy  nakedness. 
18      And  I  will  judge  thee,  as  women  are  judged. 

That  break  wedlock,  and  that  shed  blood. 

And  I  will  give  thee  the  blood  of  fury  and  jealousy. 
t9      And  I  will  also  give  thee  into  their  hand ; 

And  they  shall  throw  down  thine  alcove. 

And  break  down  thy  high  places: 

They  shall  strip  thee  also  of  thy  clothes,  and  take  thy 
fair  jewels. 

And  le^ve  thee  naked  and  bare, 
o      They  shall  also  bring  up  a  company  against  thee. 
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And  stone  thee  with  stones^ 

And  thrust  thee  through  with  their  swords. 

And  they  shall  bum  thy  houses  with  fire,  41 

And  execute  judgments  upon  thee  in  the   sight  of  many 

women. 
And  I  will  cause  thee  to  cease  from  playing  the  harlot. 
And  thou  also  shalt  give  no  hire  any  more. 
So  will  I  make  my  fury  towards  thee  to  rest,  a 

And  my  jealousy  shall  depart  from  thee, 
And  I  wUl  be  quiet,  and  will  be  no  more  angry. 

Because  thou  hast  not  remembered  the  days  of  thy  youth,  43 
But  hast  provoked  me  in  all  these  things ; 
Behold,  therefore,  I  also  will  recompense  thy  way 
Upon  thine  own  head,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
And  thou  shalt  not  commit  this  lewdness 
In  addition  to  all  thine  abominations. 

Behold,  every  one  that  useth  proverbs  44 

Shall  use  this  proverb  against  thee,  saying, 
'  As  is  the  mother,  so  is  her  daughter/ 
Thou  art  the  daughter  of  thy  mother,  *5 

Who  loathed  her  husband  and  her  children ; 
And  thou  art  the  sister  of  thy  sisters. 
Who  loathed  their  husbands  and  their  children. 
Your  mother  was  a  Hittite,  and  your  father  an  Amorite ; 
And  thine  elder  sister  is  Samaria,  *^ 

She  that  dwelleth,  with  her  daughters,  at  thy  left  hand ; 
And  thy  younger  sister,  that  dwelleth  at  thy  right  hand. 
Is  Sodom  and  her  daughters. 

Yet  hast  thou  not  walked  after  their  ways,  '^^ 

Nor  done  after  their  abominations : 
But,  as  if  that  were  a  very  little  thing,  thou  hast  beer*- 

more  corrupt  than  they. 
In  all  thy  ways. 

As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah, 
Sodom  thy  sister  hath  not  done,  she  nor  her  daughters. 
As  thou  hast  done,  thou  and  thy  daughters. 
Behold  this  was  the  iniquity  of  thy  sister  Sodom  : 
Pride,  fulness  of  bread,  and  abundance  of  idleness. 
Was  in  her  and  in  her  daughters ; 
Neither  did  she  strengthen  the  hand  of  the  poor  and 

needy. 
And  they  were  haughty,    and  committed  abominatioii     '^ 
before  me ; 
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Therefore  I  took  them  away  as  I  saw  good. 

Neither  hath  Samaria  committed  half  of  thy  sins ; 

But  thou  hast  multiplied  thine  abominations  more  than 

they, 
And  hast  justified  thy  sisters  by  all  thine  abominations 

which  thou  hast  done. 
Thou  also,  who  hast  sat  in  judgment  upon  thy  sisters. 
Bear  thine  own  shame  for  thy  sins, 
In  which  thou  hast  done  more  abominably  than  they : 
They  are  more  righteous  than  thou. 
Yea,  be  thou  confounded,  and  bear  thy  shame. 
In  that  thou  hast  justified  thy  sisters. 
When  I  shall  bring  again  their  captivity. 
The  captivity  of  Sodom  and  her  daughters. 
And  the  captivity  of  Samaria  and  her  daughters. 
Then  will  I  bring  again  the  captivity  of  thy  captives. 
In  the  midst  of  them : 
That  thou  mayest  bear  thine  own  shame. 
And  mayest  be  confounded  in  all  that  thou  hast  done, 
In  that  thou  art  a  comfort  unto  them. 

When  thy  sisters,  Sodom  and  her  daughters. 
Shall  return  to  their  former  estate, 
And  Samaria  and  her  daughters  shaJl  return  to  their  former 

estate, 
Then  thou  and  thy  daughters  shall  return  to  your  former 
estate. 
(     And  yet  thy  sister  Sodom  was  not  mentioned  by  thy  mouth. 
In  the  day  of  thy  pride. 

Whilst  as  yet  thy  wickedness  was  not  discovered. 
As  it  was  at  the  time  when  the  daughters  of  Syria  reviled 

thee, 
And  all  that  are  round  about  her ; 
The  daughters  of  the  Philistines,  who  despised  thee  round 

about. 
Thou  hast  borne  thy  lewdness. 
And  thine  abominations,  saith  Jehovah. 
For  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
I  will  even  deal  with  thee  as  thou  hast  done. 
In  that  thou  hast  despised  the  oath, 
A^d  broken  the  covenant.  , 
Nevertheless  I  will  remember  my  covenant  with  thee  in 
the  days  of  thy  youth. 
And  I  will  establish  unto  thee  an  everlasting  covenant. 

'^OL.  III.  A  A 
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Then  thou  shalt  rememher  thy  ways,  and  be  ashamed,       6i 
When  thou  shalt  receive  thy  sisters,  thine  elder  and  thy 

younger. 
And  I  will  give  them  unto  thee  for  daughters. 
But  not  for  keeping  thy  covenant. 

And  I  will  establish  my  covenant  with  thee ;  62 

And  thou  shalt  know  that  I  am  Jehovah  : 
That  thou  mayest  remember,  and  be  confounded,  63 

And  never  open  thy  mouth  any  more. 
Because  of  thy  shame ; 
^Vhen  I  am  pacified  towards  thee  for  all  that  thou  hast 

done, 
Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 


CHAP.  XVII. — And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  1 
saying,  *'  Son  of  man,  put  forth  a  dark  saying,  and  speak  a  2 
parable  unto  the  house  of  Israel ;  and  say, 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  3 

A  great  eagle,  with  great  pinions,  long-winged, 
Full  of  feathers,  and  of  divers  colours, 
Came  unto  Lebanon, 
And  took  the  highest  branch  of  a  cedar. 
He  cropped  off  the  top  of  its  young  twigs,  -* 

And  carried  it  into  a  land  of  traffic  ; 
He  set  it  in  a  city  of  merchants. 
He  took  also  of  the  seed  of  the  land. 
And  planted  it  in  a  fruitful  field ; 
He  placed  it  by  great  waters, 
And  set  it  as  a  willow  tree. 

And  it  grew,  and  became  a  spreading  vine  of  low  stature, 
Whose  branches  turned  towards  him, 
And  its  roots  were  under  him  : 
And  it  became  a  vine,  and  brought  forth  branches. 
And  shot  forth  boughs. 

There  was  also  another  great  eagle,  with  great  pinions : 
and  many  feathers : 
And,  behold,  this  vine  bent  its  roots  towards  him. 
And  shot  forth  its  branches  towards  him. 
From  the  beds  in  which  it  was  planted. 
That  he  might  water  it. 

It  had  been  planted  in  a  good  soil  by  great  waters,         » 
That  it  might  bring  forth  branches. 
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And  that  it  might  bear  fruity 
That  it  might  be  a  goodly  vine. 

Say  thou.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
Shall  it  prosper  ?  shall  not  the  roots  thereof  be  pulled  up, 
And  the  fruit  thereof  be  cut  oflF,  that  it  may  wither  ? 
It  shall  wither  in  all  the  leaves  which  it  sprouteth  forth ; 
Even  without  great  power  or  many  people  to  pluck  it  up 

by  its  roots. 
Yea,  behold,  being  planted,  shall  it  prosper  ? 
Shall  it  not  utterly  wither,  when  the  east  wind  toucheth  it  ? 
It  shall  wither  in  the  furrows  where  it  grew. 

And  the  word  of  J  ehovah  came  unto  me,  saying,  '*  Say 
3W  to  the  rebellious  house. 

Know  yc  not  what  these  things  mean  ? 
Tell  them.  Behold,  the  king  of  Babylon  came  to  Jerusalem, 
And  took  the  king  thereof,  and  the  princes  thereof. 
And  led  them  with  him  to  Babylon  : 
And  he  took  a  man  of  the  king's  seed. 
And  made  a  covenant  with  him. 
And  took  an  oath  of  him  : 
He  took  also  the  mighty  of  the  land : 
That  the  kingdom  might  be  kept  low. 
That  it  might  not  lift  itself  up. 
But  that  his  covenant  might  be  kept  and  stand, 
i     But  he  hath  rebelled  against  him,  sending  ambassadors 

into  Egypt, 
That  they  might  give  him  horses  and  much  people. 
Shall   he  prosper?    Shall    he    escape    that    doeth   such 

things  ? 
Or  shall  he  break  the  covenant,  and  be  delivered  ? 

As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah, 
Surely  in  the  place  where  the  king  dwelleth  who  made  him 

king, 
WTiose  oath  he  hath  despised,  and  whose  covenant  he  hath 

broken, 
Even  with  him,  in  the  midst  of  Babylon,  he  shall  die. 
And  Pharaoh,  with  his  mighty  army  and  great  company, 
Shall  not  avail  him  in  the  war, 
When  mounds  are  cast  up  and  forts  are  built, 
To  cut  off  many  persons. 
Seeing  he  hath  despised  the  oath,  by  breaking  the  covenant,

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(When,  lo,  he  had  given  his  hand,) 

And  hath  done  all  these  things,  he  shall  not  escape. 

Therefore-thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  19 

As  I  live,  surely  mine  oath  which  he  hath  despised. 
And  my  covenant  which  he  hath  broken, 
Even  it  will  I  recompense  upon  his  own  head. 
And  I  will  spread  my  net  over  him,  » 

And  he  shall  be  taken  in  my  snare ; 
And  I  will  bring  him  to  Babylon,  and  will  plead  with  him 

there. 
For  his  trespass  which  he  hath  trespassed  against  me. 
And  all  his  fugitives,  with  all  his  bands,  shall  fall  by  the  21 

sword ; 
And  they  that  remain  shall  be  scattered  towards  all  winds : 
And  ye  shall  know  that  I,  Jehovah,  have  spoken  it. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  » 

I  will  also  take  of  the  highest  branch  of  the  lofty  cedar, 

and  will  set  it ; 
From  the  top  of  its  young  twigs  I  will  crop  oflF  a  tender 

one. 
And  will  plant  it  upon  a  mountain  high  and  eminent : 
In  the  lofty  mountain  of  Israel  will  I  plant  it :  S3 

And  it  shall  bring  forth  boughs,  and  bear  fruit,  and  be  a 

goodly  cedar : 
And  under  it  shall  dwell  all  birds  of  every  wing ; . 
In  the  shadow  of  the  branches  thereof  shall  they  dwell. 
And  all  the  trees  of  the  field  shall  know  94 

.  That  I,  Jehovah,  have  brought  down  the  high  tree,  and  ex- 
alted the  low  tree. 
Have  dried  up  the  green  tree,  and  have  made  the  dry  tree 

to  flourish : 
I,  Jehovah,  have  spoken  and  have  done  it. 

CHAP.  XVIII. — And  the  word  of  Jehovah,  came  unto  me,  i 
saying. 

What  mean  ye,  that  ye  use  this  proverb  concerning  i 

the  land  of  Israel, 
Saying,  '  The  fathers  have  eaten  sour  grapes. 
And  the  children's  teeth  are  set  on  edge  ?  * 
As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah,  3 

Ye  shall  not  have  occasion  any  more  to  use  this  proverb 

in  Israel. 
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Behold,  all  souls  are  mine ; 

As  the  soul  of  the  father,  so  also  the  soul  of  the  son  is  mine : 

The  soul  that  sinneth,  it  shall  die. 

But  if  a  man  be  just, 
And  do  that  which  is  lawful  and  right ; 
And  hath  neither  eaten  upon  the  mountains, 
Nor  lifted  up  his  eyes  to  the  idols  of  the  house  of  Israel ; 
Hath  neither  defiled  his  neighbour's  wife, 
Nor  approached  a  woman  during  her  impurity ; 
And  hath  not  oppressed  any, 
But  hath  restored  to  the  debtor  his  pledge ; 
Hath  spoiled  none  by  violence. 
But  hath  given  his  bread  to  the  hungry. 
And  covered  the  naked  with  a  garment ; 
Hath  not  given  forth  upon  usury,  nor  taken  increase; 
Hath  withdrawn  his  hand  from  iniquity ; 
Hath  executed  true  judgment  between  man  and  man ; 
Hath  walked  in  my  statutes,  and  kept  my  judgments, 

dealing  truly ; 
He  is  just,  he  shall  surely  live,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah, 

If  he  beget  a  son  that  is  a  robber, 
A  shedder  of  blood. 

And  that  doeth  the  hke  to  any  one  of  these  things, 
And  that  doeth  not  any  of  those  duties ; 
But  hath  even  eaten  upon  the  mountains. 
And  defiled  his  neighboui*^s  wife; 
Hath  oppressed  the  poor  and  needy ; 
Hath  spoiled  by  violence,  hath  not  restored  the  pledge, 
And  hath  lifted  up  his  eyes  to  the  idols,  and  committed 

abomination ; 
Hath  given  forth  upon  usury,  and  taken  increase ; 
Shall  he  then  live  ?  he  shall  not  live : 
He  hath  done  all  these  abominations ;   he  shall  surely  die ; 
His  blood  shall  be  upon  him. 

Now,  lo,  if  he  beget  a  son,  that  seeth  all  his  father's  sins 

which  he  hath  done. 
And  considereth,  and  doeth  not  such  like ; 
That  hath  not  eateQ  upon  the  mountains. 
Nor  lifted  up  his  eyes  to  the  idols  of  the  house  of  Israel; 
Hath  not  defiled  his  neighbour's  wife. 
Nor  hath  oppressed  any; 

Hath  not  withholden  the  pledge,  nor  spoiled  by  violence ; 
But  hath  given  his  bread  to  the  hungry. 
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And  hath  covered  the  naked  with  a  garment  | 

Hath  taken  off  his  hand  from  the  poor ;  17 

Hath  not  taken  usury  nor  increase  ; 

Hath  executed  my  judgments,  and  walked  in  my  statutes; 

He  shall  not  die  for  the  iniquity  of  his  father : 

He  shall  surely  live. 

As  for  his  father,  because  he  cruelly  oppressed,  w 

Spoiled  his  brother  by  violence, 
And  did  that  which  is  not  good  among  his  people, 
Lo,  even  he  shall  die  in  his  iniquity. 

Yet  say  ye,  '  Why  ?  doth  not  the  son  bear  the  iniquity  19 
of  the  father  ?  ^ 
When  the  son  hath  done  that  which  is  lawful  and  right, 
Hath  kept  all  my  statutes,  and  hath  done  them. 
He  shall  surely  live. 

The  soul  that  sinneth,  it  shall  die.  w 

The  son  shall  not  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  father. 
Neither  shall  the  father  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  son ; 
The  righteousness  of  the  righteous  shall  be  upon  him, 
And  the  wickedness  of  the  wicked  shall  be  upon  him. 

But  if  the  wicked  will  turn  from  all  his  sins  that  be^* 
hath  committed. 
And  keep  all  my  statutes;  and  do  that  which  is  lawful  and 

right. 
He  shall  surely  live,  he  shall  not  die. 

None  of  his  transgressions  that  he  hath  committed  3^^ 

Shall  be  mentioned  unto  him : 
By  his  righteousness  that  he  hath  done  he  shall  live. 
Have  I  any  pleasure  at  all  that  the  wicked  should  die  ?  o-^ 

saith  the  Lord  Jehovah  : 
And  not  that  he  should  return  from  his  ways  and  live  ? 

But  when  the  righteous  tumeth  away  from  his  right-  >-^ 
eousness,  and  committeth  iniquity, 
And  doeth   according  to  all  the  abominations  that  the 

wicked  man  doeth. 
Shall  he  live  ? 

All  his  righteousness  that  he  hath  done  shall  not  be  re- 
membered : 
For  his  trespass  that  he  hath  trespassed. 
And  for  his  sin  that  he  hath  sinned. 
For  them  shall  he  die. 

Yet  ye  say,  *  The  way  of  the  Lord  is  not  equal.^  *^ 

Hear  now,  O  house  of  Israel  1 
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Is  not  my  way  equal  ?  are  not  your  ways  unequal  ? 

When  a  righteous  mau  tumeth  away  from  his  righteous- 
ness^ 

And  committeth  iniquities,  and  dieth  in  them ; 

For  his  iniquity  that  he  hath  done  he  shall  die. 

Again,   when   the   wicked  man  turneth   away  from  his 
wickedness  that  he  hath  committed. 

And  doeth  that  which  is  lawful  and  right. 

He  shall  save  his  soul  alive. 

Because  he  considereth,  and  turneth  away  from  all  his 
transgressions  that  he  hath  committed. 

He  shall  surely  live,  he  shall  not  die. 

Yet  saith  the  house  of  Israel,  '  The  way  of  the  Lord 
is  not  equal.' 

O  house  of  Israel,  are  not  my  ways  equal  ? 

Are  not  your  ways  unequal  ? 

Therefore  I  will  judge  you,  0  house  of  Israel, 

Every  one  according  to  his  ways,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

Repent,  and  turn  yourselves  from  all  your  transgressions ; 

So  iniquity  shall  not  be  your  ruin. 

Cast  away  from  you  all  your  transgressions,  whereby  ye 
have  transgressed ; 

And  make  you  a  new  heart  and  a  new  spirit : 

For  why  will  ye  die,  0  house  of  Israel  ? 

For  I  have  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  him  that  dieth,  saith 
the  Lord  Jehovah : 

Wherefore  turn  ye  yourselves,  and  live. 

CHAP.  XIX. — And  as  for  thee,  take  thou  up  a  lamen- 
tation for  the  princes  of  Israel,  and  say. 

What  was  thy  mother  ?     A  lioness  I 
Among  hons  she  lay  down, 
.  Among  young  lions  she  nourished  her  whelps. 
And  she  brought  up  one  of  her  whelps ; 
He  became  a  young  lion,  and  learned  to  catch  the  prey ; 
He  devoured  men. 

And  the  nations  made  a  proclamation  against  him ; 
He  was  taken  in  their  pit ; 

And  brought  with  nose-rings  unto  the  land  of  Egypt.

At  the  noise  of  his  roaring. 

Then  the  nations  set  themselves  against  him  on  every  sidf  s 
from  the  provinces, 

And  spread  their  net  over  him ;  he  was  taken  in  their  pit : 

And  they  put  him  into  a  cage,  with  nose-rings,  9 

And  brought  him  to  the  king  of  Babylon  : 

They  brought  him  into  strong-holds, 

That  his  voice  should  no  more  be  heard  upon  the  moun- 
tains of  Israel. 

Thy  mother  is  like  the  vine  of  thy  vineyard,  10 

Planted  by  the  waters : 
She  was  fruitful  and  full  of  branches  by  reason  of  many 

waters. 
And  she  had  strong  rods  for  the  sceptres  of  rulers,  11 

And  her  stature  was  exalted  among  the  thick  branches, 
And  she  was  conspicuous  in  her  height  with  the  multitude 

of  her  branches. 
But  she  was  plucked  up  in  fury,  11 

She  was  cast  down  to  the  ground.

When  I  lifted  up  my  hand  unto  them,  saying, 

I,  Jehovah,  am  your  God : 

In  the  day  that  I  lifted  up  my  hand  unto  them, 

To  bring  them  forth  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 

Into  a  land  that  I  had  searched  out  for  them, 

A  /andLflowing  with  milk  and  honey. 

Which  is  the  glory  of  all  lands  : 

7  Then  I  said  unto  them. 

Cast  ye  away  every  man  the  abominations  of  his  eyes. 
And  defile  not  yourselves  with  the  idols  of  Egypt : 
I,  Jehovah,  am  your  God. 
B  But  they  rebelled  against  me,  and  would  not  hearken  unto 

me: 
They  did  not,  every  man,  cast  away  the  abominations  of 

their  eyes. 
Neither  did  they  forsake  the  idols  of  Egypt, 
Then  I  said,  I  will  pour  out  my  fury  upon  them. 
To  accomplish  mine  anger  against  them. 
In  the  midst  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 
9  But  I  acted  for  my  name^s  sake, 

That  it  should  not  be  polluted  before  the  heathen,  among 

whom  they  were. 
In  whose  sight  I  made  myself  known  unto  them. 
By  bringing  them  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt ; 

10  And  I  brought  them  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
And  led  them  into  the  wilderness. 

11  And  I  gave  them  my  statutes. 
And  shewed  them  my  judgments.

And  they  shall  be  a  sign  between  me  and  you. 

That  ye  may  know  that  I,  Jehovah,  am  your  God. 

Notwithstanding,  the  children  rebelled  against  me :        a  ^ 

They  walked  not  in  my  statutes. 

Neither  kept  my  judgments  to  do  them. 

Which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall  even  live  by  them ; 

They  polluted  my  sabbaths. 

Then  I  said  that  I  would  pour  out  my  fury  upon  them, 

To  accomplish  mine  anger  against  them  in  the  wilderness. 
Nevertheless  I  withdrew  my  hand,  2  ^^ 
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And  acted  for  my  name's  sake, 

That  it  should  not  be  polluted  in  the  sight  of  the  heathen, 

In  whose  sight  I  brought  them  forth. 

I  lifted  my  hand  unto  them  also  in  the  wilderness, 

That  I  would  scatter  them  among  the  heathen. 

And  disperse  them  through  the  countries ; 

Because  they  had  not  executed  my  judgments, 

But  had  despised  my  statutes. 

And  had  polluted  my  sabbaths. 

And  their  eyes  were  after  their  fathers'  idols. 

Wherefore  I  gave  them  also  statutes  which  were  not  good.

And  shall  I  be  enquired  of  by  you,  O  house  bf  Israel  ? 
As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah, 
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I  will  not  be  enquired  of  by  you. 

And  that  which  cometh  into  your  mind  shall  by  no  means  33 

come  to  pass, 
When  ye  say,  *  We  will  be  as  the  heathen, 
As  the  families  of  the  countries,  serving  wood  and  stone/ 

As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah,  S3 

Surely  with  a  mighty  hand,  and  with  a  stretched  out  arm, 
And  with  fury  poured  out,  will  I  rule  over  you : 
And  I  will  bring  you  out  from  among  the  nations,  S4 

And  will  gather  you  out  of  the  countries  wherein  ye  are 

scattered, 
With  a  mighty  hand,  and  with  a  stretched  out  arm, 
And  with  fury  poured  out. 

And  I  will  bring  you  into  the  wilderness  of  the  nations,    35 
And  there  will  I  plead  with  you  face  to  face. 
Even  as  I  pleaded  with  your  fathers  38 

In  the  wilderness  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
So  will  I  plead  with  you,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 
And  I  Mrill  cause  you  to  pass  under  the  rod,  37 

And  1  will  bring  you  into  the  bond  of  the  covenant : 
And  I  will  purge  out  from  among  you  the  rebels,  38 

And  them  that  transgress  against  me  : 
I  will  bring  them  forth  out  of  the  country  where  they 

sojourn. 
And  they  shall  not  enter  into  the  land  of  Israel : 
And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 
As    for  you,  0  house   of  Israel,  thus  saith  the   Lord  39 

Jehovah ; 
Go  ye,  serve  ye  every  one  his  idols,  even  from  this  time 

forth. 
If  ye  will  not  hearken  unto  me : 
But  pollute  ye  my  holy  name  no  more 
With  your  gifts,  and  with  your  idols. 

For,  upon  my  holy  mountain,  40 

On  the  lofty  mountain  of  Israel,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah, 
There  shall  all  the  house  of  Israel  serve  me, 
All  of  them  in  the  land ; 
There  will  I  accept  them,  and  there  will  I  require  your 

offerings. 
And  the  first-fruits  of  your  oblations,  with  all  your  holy 

things. 
I  will  accept  you  with  your  sweet  savour,  41 

When  I  bring  you  out  from  among  the  nations. 
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And  gather  you  out  of  the  countries  wherein  ye  have  been 

scattered; 
And  I  will  be  sanctified  by  your  means  before  the  heathen. 
And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah^ 
When  I  shall  bring  you  into  the  land  of  Israel, 
Into  the  country  for  which  I  lifted  up  mine  hand

and  say  to  the  forest  of  the  south. 

Hear  the  word  of  Jehovah ! 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;

And  it  shall  devour  every  green  tree  in  thee,  and  every  dry 

tree: 
The  fierce  flame  shall  not  be  quenched.

Even  say  thou.  Sword,  sword  drawn  out  for  slaughter ! 
Polished  to  consume,  so  that  tlitm  flashest  brightly ! 
(Whilst  they  divine  falsehood  against  thee. 
Whilst  they  see  deceitful  visions  against  thee^)  w 

That  I  may  smite  with  thee  the  necks  of  the  corpses  of

In  thee  have  they  discovered  their  fathers'  nakedness : 

In  thee  have  they  violated  her  that  was  set  apart  in  her 
impurity. 

And  one  hath  committed  abomination  with  his  neighbour's 
wife ; 

And  another  hath  incestuously  defiled  his  daughter-in-law ; 

And  another  in  ^thee  hath  violated  his  sister,  his  father's 
daughter. 

In  thee  have  they  taken  bribes  to  shed  blood. 

Thou  hast  taken  usury  and  increase, 

And  thou  hast  greedily  gained  of  thy  neighbours  by  ex- 
tortion. 

And  hast  forgotten  me,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

Behold,  therefore,  I  have  smitten  my  hands  together

Yea,  I  will  gather  you,  and  blow  upon  you  with  the  iSre  of  t» 

my  wrath. 
And  ye  shall  be  melted  in  the  midst  thereof. 
As  silver  is  melted  in  the  midst  of  the  furnace,  ** 

So  shall  ye  be  melted  in  the  midst  thereof; 
And  ye  snail  know  that  I,  Jehovah,  have  poured  out  my 
fury  upon  you. 

And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  saying;  ^ 

Son  of  man,  say  unto  her,  •* 

Thou  art  the  land  that  is  not  cleansed. 
Nor  rained  upon  in  the  day  of  indignation. 
There  is  a  conspiracy  of  her  prophets  in  the  midst  thereof;  ^ 
Like  a  roaring  lion,  ravening  the  prey. 
They  have  devoured  souls; 
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They  have  taken  her  treasure  and  precious  things ; 

They  have  made  her  many  widows  in  the  midst  of  her. 

Her  priests  have  violated  my  law, 

And  have  profaned  my  holy  things  : 

They  have  made  no  difference  between  the  holy  and  profane. 

Neither  have  they  distinguished  between  the  unclean  and 

the  clean ; 
And  have  hidden  their  eyes  from  my  sabbaths^ 
And  I  am  profaned  among  them. 
Her  princes  in  the  midst  of  her  are  like  wolves. 
Tearing  the  prey,  shedding  blood,  and  destroying  souls. 
To  get  dishonest  gain. 
iVnd  her  uprophets  have  daubed  themselves  with  untempered 

mortar. 
Seeing  vanity,  and  divining  lies  unto  them, 
Saying,  '  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah,' 
When  Jehovah  hath  not  spoken. 
The  people  of  the  land  have  used  oppression,  and  exercised 

robbery. 
And  have  vexed  the  poor  and  needy : 
Yea,  they  have  oppressed  the  stranger  wrongfully. 
And  I  sought  for  a  man  among  them,  who  should  make  up 

the  hedge, 
And  stand  in  the  gap  before  me,  for  the  land. 
That  I  should  not  destroy  it :  but  I  found  none. 
Therefore  have  I  poured  out  mine  indignation  upon  them ; 
I  have  consumed  them  with  the  fire  of  my  wrath : 
Their  own  way  have  I  recompensed  upon  their  heads, 
Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

CHAP.  XXIII. — And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  uijto 
me,  saying ; 

Son  of  man,  there  were  two  women, 
Daughters  of  one  mother : 
And  they  committed  fornication  in  Egypt; 
They  committed  fornication  in  their  youth  : 
There  were  their  breasts  pressed. 
And  there  men  handled  the  paps  of  their  virginity. 
And  as  for  their  names,  the  elder  was  Aholah, 
And  her  sister  Aholibah ;  and  they  became  mine : 
And  they  bare  sons  and  daughters. 
And  as  for  their  names,  Aholah  is  Samaria^ 
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And  Aholibah  is  Jerusalem. 

And   Aholah  committed  fornication^  though  she  wass 

mine ; 
And  she  doted  on  her  paramours^  on  the  Assyrians  her 

neighbours^ 
Who  were  clothed  with  blue,  captains  and  rulers,  6 

All  of  them  desirable  young  men,  horsemen  riding  upon 

horses. 
And  she  lavished  her  fornications  upon  them,  7 

Upon  all  the  chosen  men  of  Assyria,  and  all  on  whom  she 

doted. 
With  all  their  idols  she  defiled  herself. 
Neither  left  she  her  fornications  in  Egypt :      •  8 

For  in  her  youth  they  lay  with  her. 
And  they  handled  the  paps  of  her  virginity. 
And  poured  their  fornication  upon  her. 
Wherefore  I  delivered  her  into  the  hand  of  her  paramours,  9 
Into  the  hand  of  the  Assyrians,  upon  whom  she  doted. 
These  discovered  her  nakedness :  lo 

They  took  her  sons  and  her  daughters  captive, 
And  they  slew  her  with  the  sword : 
And  she  became  a  name  of  reproach  among  women ; 
For  they  executed  judgment  upon  her. 

And  though  her  sister  Aholibah  saw  this,  i' 

She  was  more  corrupt  in  her  inordinate  love  than  she, 
And  in  her  fornications  exceeded  the  fornications  of  her 

sister. 
She  doted  upon  the  Assyrians  her  neighbours,  ** 

Captains  and  inilers,  clothed  most  gorgeously. 
Horsemen  riding  upon  horses,  all  of  them  desirable  young 

men. 
Then  I  saw  that  she  was  defiled,  that  they  took  both  one  ^^ 

way. 
And  she  added  to  her  fornications :  ^* 

For  she  saw  men  pourtrayed  upon  the  wall. 
Images  of  Chaldeans  j)ourtrayed  with  vermilion. 
Girded  with  girdles  upon  their  loins,  ^^ 

Flaunting  with  tiaras  upon  their  heads. 
All  of  them  in  appearance,  princes, 
After  the  manner  of  the  Babylonians  and  of  Chaldea, 
The  land  of  their  nativity : 

And  as  soon  as  she  cast  her  eyes  upon  them,  '^ 

She  doted  upon  them, 
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And  sent  messengers  unto  them  into  Chaldea. 

And  the  Babylonians  came  to  her  into  the  bed  of  love, 

And  they  denied  her  with  their  fornication. 

And  she  was  polluted  with  them,  till  her  soul  was  es- 
tranged from  them. 

And  when   she  committed  her  fornications  openly,  and 
uncovered  her  nakedniess. 

My  mind  was  alienated  from  her. 

Even  as  my  mind  was  alienated  from  her  sister. 

Yet  she  multiplied  her  fornications, 

In  calling  to  remembrance  the  days  of  her  youth, 

Wherein  she  had  played  the  harlot  in  the  land  of  Egypt. 

For  she  doted  upon  their  adulterers. 

Whose  flesh  was  as  the  flesh  of  asses, 

And  whose  issue  was  like  the  issue  of  horses. 

Now,  since  thou  hast  called  to  remembrance  the  lewd- 
ness of  thy  youth. 

When  thy  paps  were  handled  by  the  Egyptians, 

On  account  of  the  breasts  of  thy  youth, 

Therefore,  0  Aholibah,  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 

Behold,  I  will  raise  up  thy  paramours  against  thee. 

From  whom  thy  soul  is  alienated : 

And  I  will  bring  them  against  thee  on  every  side ; 

The  Babylonians,  and  all  the  Chaldeans, 

Chieftain,  and  rich  man,  and  noble. 

And  all  the  Assyrians  with  them : 

All  of  them  desirable  young  men. 

Captains  and  rulers,  leaders  and  renowned. 

All  of  them  riding  upon  horses : 

And  they  shall  come  against  thee  with   armour,  mth 
chariots,  and  wheels. 

And  with  an  assembly  of  people: 

Buckler  and  shield  and  helmet. 

They  shall  set  against  thee  round  about : 

And  I  will  permit  them  to  judge  thee, 

Ani  they  shall  judge  thee  according  to  their  own  judg- 
ments. 

And  I  will  set  my  jealousy  against  thee. 

And  they  shall  deal  furiously  with  thee : 

They  shall  cut  off  thy  nose  and  thine  ears  ; 

And  thy  posterity  shall  fall  by  the  sword : 

Thev  shall  take  thy  sons  and  thy  daughters ; 

Ana  thy  posterity  shall  be  devoured  by  the  fire. 
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*        They  shall  al&o  strip  thee  of  thy  raimenti  96 

And  take  away  thy  fair  jewels. 

Thus  will  I  make  thy  lewdness  to  eease  from  thee,  S7 

And  thy  fornications,  brought  from  the  land  of  Egypt : 
So  that  thou  shalt  not  lift  up  thine  eyes  imto  them, 
-    Nor  remember  Egypt  any  more. 

For  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  » 

Behold^  I  will  deliver  thee  into  the  hand  of  those  whom 

thou  hatest. 
Into  the  hand  of  those  from  whom  thy  soul  is  estranged : 
And  they  shall  deal  with  thee  hatefully,  S9 

And  shall  take  away  all  thy  labour. 
And  shall  leave  thee  naked  and  bare : 
And  the  nakedness  of  thy  fomicatiotis  shall  be  discovered;  « 
And  thy  lewdness  and  thy  whoredoms. 
I  will  do  these  things  unto  thee, 

Because  thou  hast  played  the  harlot  among  the  heathen,   30 
And  because  thou  hast  been  defiled  with  their  idoU. 
Thou  hast  walked  in  the  way  of  thy  sister;  si 

Therefore  will  I  give  her  cup  into  tiiy  hand. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  .  » 

Thou  shalt  drink  of  thy  sistei^s  cup,  which  is  deep  and 

large: 
Thou  shalt  be  a  laughing-stock  and  a  derision; 
For  it  containeth  much. 

Thou  shalt  be  filled  with  drunkenness  and  sorrow.  33 

A  cup  of  astonishment  and  desolation. 
Is  the  cup  of  thy  sister  Samaria : 

Thou  shalt  even  drink  it  and  suck  it  out,  »* 

And  thou  shalt  lick  the  sherds  thereof,  and  mangle  tiiine 

own  breasts : 
For  I  have  spoken  it,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

Therefore,  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  ^ 

Because  thou  hast  forgotten  me,  and  cast  me  behind  thy 

back. 
Therefore  bear  thou  also  thy  lewdness  and  thy  fornications. 

Jehovah  said  moreover  unto  me ;  ^ 

Son  of  man,  wilt  thou  judge  Aholah  and  AhoUbahf 
Yea,  declare  unto  them  their  abominations ; 
That  they  have  committed  adultery,  ^ 

And  blood  is  on  their  hands ; 
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And  with  their  idols  have  they  committed  adultery ; 

And  have  also  caused  their  sons^  whom  they  bore  unto  me^ 

To  pass  unto  them  through  the  fire,  to  be  devoured. 

Moreover  this  they  have  done  unto  me : 

They  have  defiled  my  sanctuary  in  the  same  day. 

And  have  profaned  my  sabbaths. 

Por  when  they  had  slain  their  children  to  their  idols. 

Then  they  came  the  same  day  into  my  sanctuary  to  pro&ne 

it; 
And,  behold,  thus  have  they  done  in  the  midst  of  my 

house. 
And  furthermore,  that  ye  have  sent  for  men  to  come  firom 

far, 
Unto  whom  a  messenger  was  sent ;  and,  lo,  they  came : 
For  whom  thou  didst  wash  thyself,  and  paint  thine  eyes, 
And  deck  thyself  with  ornaments  ; 
And  thou  didst  sit  upon  a  stately  bed. 
And  a  table  was  prepared  before  it. 
Whereupon  thou  didst  set  mine  incense  and  mine  oil. 
And  a  voice  of  a  great  company  at  ease  was  with  her : 
And  together  with  men  of  the  common  sort  were  brought 

Sabseans  from  the  wilderness. 
Who  put  bracelets  upon  their  hands,  and  beautiful  crowns 

upon  their  heads. 
Then  said  I  concerning  her  that  was  old  in  adulteries. 
Will  they  now  commit  fornications  with  her,  even  with 

her? 
Yet  they  went  in  unto  her,  as  they  go  in  unto  a  woman 

that  playeth  the  harlot : 
So  went  they  in  unto  Aholah  and  unto  Aholibah,  the  lewd 

women. 
Therefore  righteous  men  shall  judge  them 
According  to  the  judgment  of  adulteresses. 
And  according  to  the  judgment  of  women  that  shed 

blood ; 
Because  they  are  adulteresses,   and  blood  is  on  their 

hands. 
For  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
I  will  bring  up  a  company  upon  them. 
And  will  give  them  to  be  removed  and  spoiled. 
And  the  company  shall  stone  them  with  stones. 
And  despatch  them  with  their  swords ; 
They  shall  slay  their  sons  and  their  daughters, 
And  bum  up  their  houses  with  fire. 
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Thus  will  I  cauoe  lewdness  to  cease  out  of  the  land,  48 

'^  That  all  women  may  be  taught  not  to  do  after  your  lewd- 
ness. 
And  they  shall  recompense  your  lewdness  upon  you,  49 

And  ye  shall  bear  the  sins  of  your  idols : 
And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

CHAP.   XXIV.— And  in  the  ninth   year,  in  the  tenth  i 
months  on  the  tenth  day  of  the  month,  the.  word  of  Jehovah 
came  unto  me,  saymg,  "  Son  of  man,  write  thee  the  name  of  s 
the  day,  even  of  this  very  day :  the  king  of  Babylon  hath 
drawn  near  to  Jerusalem  this  very  day.     And  utter  a  para-  s 
ble  unto  the  rebellious  house,  and  say  unto  them. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
Set  on  a  caldron,  set  it  on. 
And  also  pour  water  into  it : 
Gather  the  pieces  thereof  into  it, 
Even  every  good  piece,  the  thigh,  and  the  shoulder; 
Fill  it  with  the  choice  bones. 

Take  the  choice  of  the  flock,  s 

And  make  a  burning  pile  of  bones  beneath  it. 
And  make  it  to  boil  well. 
And  let  them  seethe  the  bones  of  it  therein. 

Wherefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  * 

Woe  to  the  bloody  city ! 

To  the  rusty  caldron,  whose  rust  goeth  not  out  of  it ! 
Bring  it  out,  piece  by  piece ; 
Let  no  lot  be  cast  upon  it. 

For  the  blood  which  she  hath  shed  is  in  the  midst  of  her;  7 
She  hath  set  it  upon  the  top  of  a  rock  ; 
She  hath  not  poured  it  upon  the  ground,  that  it  might 

be  covered  with  earth. 
To  excite  my  fury  to  take  vengeance,  ^ 

I  have  set  her  blood  which  she  hath  shed  upon  the  top  ^ 

of  a  rock. 
That  it  should  not  be  covered. 

Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  • 

Woe  to  the  bloody  city  ! 
I  will  even  make  the  pile  for  fire  great. 
Heap  on  wood,  kindle  the  fire,  ^^ 

Boil  down  the  flesh,  and  spice  it  well ; 
And  let  the  bones  be  burned. 
Then  set  it  empty  upon  the  coals  thereof,  ^^ 
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That  its  brass  may  be  hot^  and  may  burn^ 
And  that  its  filthiness  may  be  molten  in  it^ 
That  its  rust  may  be  wasted  away. 
13      It  hath  wearied  me  with  toil^ 

And  its  thick  rust  hath  not  gone  forth  out  of  it : 
Its  rust  remainetk  in  the  fire. 

13  In  thy  filthiness  is  lewdness : 
Because  I  would  have  cleansed  thee. 
And  thou  woi^dst  not  be  cleansed, 

Thou  shalt  not  be  cleansed  from  thy  filthiness  any  more, 
Till  I  have  caused  my  fury  to  rest  upon  thee. 

14  I,  Jehovah,  have  spoken  it : 

It  shall  come  to  pass,  for  I  will  do  it. 

I  will  not  go  back,  nor  spare,  nor  repent; 

According  to  thy  ways,  and  according  to  thy  doings,  shalt 

thou  be  judged, 
Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

15  And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  saying ; 

16  Son  of  man,  behold,  I  take  away  from  thee  the  delight 

of  thine  eyes,  with  a  stroke  : 
Yet  thou  shalt  not  mourn  nor  weep. 
Neither  shall  thy  tears  run  down. 

17  Sigh  thou  in  silence. 

Make  no  mourning  for  the  dead ; 

Bind  thy  turban  upon  thee. 

And  put  on  thy  shoes  upon  thy  feet. 

And  cover  not  thy  beard,  nor  eat  the  bread  of  other  men. 

is  So  I  spake  unto  the  people  in  the  morning :  and  at  even 
my  wife  died.   And  I  did  in  the  morning  as  I  was  commanded. 

19  And  the  people  said  unto  me,  "  Wilt  thou  not  tell  us  what 
these  things  signify  to  us,  that  thou  doest  ?  *'    Then  I  an- 

30  swered  them,  "  The  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  saying, 

91  Speak  unto  the  house  of  Israel, 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
Behold  I  will  profane  my  sanctuary. 
The  pride  of  your  strength,  the  delight  of  your  eyes, 
And  the  longing  of  your  soul ; 

And  your  sons  and  your  daughters  whom  ye  have  forsaken 
shall  fall  by  the  sword. 
n      And  ye  shall  do  as  I  have  done : 
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Ye  shall  not  co^r  your  beard,  nor  eat  the  bread  of  (jther 

men. 
And  your  turbans  shall  be  upon  your  head,  and  your  shoes  » 

upon  your  feet : 
Ye  shall  not  mourn  nor  weep ; 
But  ye  shall  pine  away  for  your  iniquities, 
And  mourn  one  towards  another. 

Thus  Ezekiel  is  unto  you  a  sign  :  34 

According  to  all  that  he  hath  done  shaD  ye  do  : 
And  when  this  cometh,  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord 

Jehovah. 
AlsOj  thou  son  of  man,  shall  it  not  be,  e 

In  the  day  when  I  take  from  them  their  strength. 
The  joy  of  their  glory,  the  delight  of  their  eyes. 
And  that  whereupon  they  set  their  minds,  with  their  sons 

and  their  daughters. 
That  he  who  escapeth  in  that  day  shall  come  unto  thee,     «6 
To  cause  thee  to  hear  it  with  thine  ears  ? 
In  that  day  shall  thy  mouth  be  opened  to  him  that  is  fi 

escaped, 
And  thou  shalt  speak,  and  be  no  more  dumb  i 
And  thou  shalt  be  a  sign  unto  them ; 
And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 

CHAP.  XXV. — And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  i 
saying,  '^  Son  of  man,  set  thy  face  against  the  Ammonites,  s 
and  prophesy  against  them;  and  say  unto  the  Ammonites;  s 

Hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  Jehovah  ! 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
Because  thou  saidst, '  Aha !  *  against  my  sanctuary,  when 

it  was  profaned. 
And  against  the  land  of  Israel,  when  it  was  desolate. 
And  against  the  house  of  Judah,  when  they  went  into 

captivity ; 
Behold,  therefore  I  will  deliver  thee  to  the  sons  of  the  east « 

for  a  possession ; 
And  they  shall  set  their  huts  in  thee,  and  make  their 

dwellings  in  thee : 
They  shall  eat  thy  fruit,  and  they  shall  drink  thy  milL 
And  I  will  make  RabbiJi  a  stable  for  camels,  ^ 

And  the  city  of  the  Ammonites  a  couching-place  for  flocks : 
And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 
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6  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
Because  thou  hast  clapped  thy  hands^ 

And  stamped  with  thy  feet^  and  rejoiced  in  hearty 
With  all  thy  despite,  against  the  land  of  Israel ; 

7  Behold,  therefore,  I  will  stretch  out  my  hand  upon  thee. 
And  will  deliver  thee  for  a  spoil  to  the  nations ; 

And  I  will  cut  thee  oflF  from  the  people. 
And  I  will  cause  thee  to  perish  out  of  the  countries  : 
I  will  destroy  thee;   and  thou  shalt    know  that  I   am 
Jehovah. 

8  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
Because  that  Moab  and  Seir  say, 

'  Behold,  the  house  of  Judah  is  like  unto  all  the  nations ;' 

9  Therefore,  behold,  I  will  strip  the  side  of  Moab  of  the 

cities ; 
Of  his  cities  which  are  on  his  frontiers,  the  glory  of  the 

country, 
Beth-jeshimoth,  Baal-meon,  and  Kiriathaim. 
10      Unto  the  sons  of  the  east  I  will  give  it  in  possession,  with 

the  Ammonites : 
That  the  Ammonites  may  not  be  remembered  among  the 

nations, 
u      And  I  will  execute  judgments  upon  Moab ; 
And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 

19  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 

Because  Edom  hath  dealt  against  the  house  of  Judah  by 
taking  vengeance, 

And  hath  greatly  offended,  and  avenged  himself  upon  them; 
IS      Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 

I  will  also  stretch  out  my  hand  upon  Edom, 

And  will  cut  off  man  and  beast  from  it ; 

And  I  will  make  it  desolate  from  Teman, 

And  as  far  as  Dedan  they  shall  fall  by  the  sword. 

14  And  I  will  inflict  my  vengeance  upon  Edom 
By  the  hand  of  my  people  Israel : 

And  they  shall  do  in  Edom  according  to  my  anger  and 
according  to  my  fury ; 

And  they  shall  feel  my  vengeance,  saith  the  Lord  Je- 
hovah. 

15  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 

Because  the  Philistines  have  dealt  by  revenge. 
And  have  taken  vengeance  with  a  spiteful  heurt. 
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Destroying  for  the  old  hatred ; 

Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  i6 

Behold^  I  will  stretch  out  my  hand  upon  the  Philistines, 

And  I  will  cut  off  the  Cherethites, 

And  destroy  the  remnant  of  the  sea-coast* 

And  I   will  execute  great  vengeance  upon  them  with  17 

furious  rebukes ; 
And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah^ 
When  I  shall  lay  my  vengeance  upon  them. 

CHAP.    XXVI. — And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  eleventh  i 
year,  on  the  first  day  of  the  month,  that  the  word  of  Jehovah 
came  unto  me,  saying ; 

Son  of  man,  because  Tyre  hath  said  against  Jerusalem,  s 

'Aha! 
She  is  broken,  that  was  the  gateway  of  the  nations ; 
All  is  transferred  to  me ; 
I  shall  be  replenished,  now  she  is  laid  waste  I' 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  s 

Behold,  I  am  against  thee,  0  Tyre, 
And  will  cause  many  nations  to  come  up  against  thee, 
As  the  sea  causeth  its  waves  to  come  up. 
And  they  shall  destroy  the  walls  of  Tyre,  ♦ 

And  break  down  her  towers : 
I  will  also  scrape  her  earth  from  her. 
And  make  her  like  the  dry  surface  of  a  rock. 
She  shall  be  a  place  for  the  spreading  of  nets,  in  the  midst  & 

of  the  sea : 
Por  I  have  spoken  it,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 
And  she  shall  become  a  spoil  to  the  nations ; 
And  her  daughters  who  are  in  the  field  shall  be  slain  by     * 

the  sword ; 
And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 

Por  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  ' 

Behold,  I  will  bring  upon.  Tyre,  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of 

Babylon, 
A  king  of  kings,  from  the  north. 
With  horses,  and  with  chariots. 
And  with  horsemen,  and  a  great  company  of  people. 
Thy  daughters  in  the  field  he  shall  slay  with  the  sword :  * 

And  he  shall  set  a  tower  against  thee, 
And  cast  up  a  mound  against  thee. 
And  lift  up  the  buckler  against  thee. 


/ 
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And  his  battering-rams  he  shall  set  against  thy  walls. 
And  with  his  crow-bars  he  shall  break  down  thy  towers. 
By  reason  of  the  abundance  of  his  horses  their  dust  shall 

cover  thee : 
Thy  walls  shall  shake  down  at  the  noise  of  the  horsemen, 
And  of  the  wheels,  and  of  the  chariots. 
When  he  shall  enter  into  thy  gates, 
Ab  men  enter  into  a  city  wherein  a  breach  is  made. 
With  the  hoofs  of  his  horses  shall  he  tread  down  all  thy 

streets : 
He  shall  slay  thy  people  with  the  sword.

Thy  wares,  and  thy  fairs,  thy  markets,  ly 

Thy  mariners,  and  thy  pilots,  thy  calkers. 
And  the  traders  in  thy  markets,  and  all  thy  Xrarriors,  that 

are  in  thee. 
And  in  all  thy  company  which  is  in  the  midst  of  thee.

And  when  they  leaned  upon  thee,  thou  wast  crushed. 
And  didst  strain  all  their  loins. 

Tlicrcfore,  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah  ;  * 

Behold,  I  will  bring  a  sword  upon  thee. 
And  cut  off  man  and  beast  out  of  thee. 
And  the  land  of  Egypt  shall  be  desolate  and  waste;  * 

And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah  :

Behold,  therefore,  I  am  against  thee,  and  against  thy  rive*^^  '* 
And  I  will  make  the  land  of  Egypt  utterly»waste  a^:^" 

desolate. 
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From  Migdol  to  Syene,  even  unto  the  border  of  Cush. 

No  foot  of  man  shall  pass  through  it. 

Nor  shall  foot  of  beast  pass  through  it, 

Neither  shall  it  be  inhabited,  for  forty  years. 

And  I  will  make  the  land  of  Egypt  desolate, 

In  the  midst  of  the  countries  that  are  desolate : 

And  her  cities,  among  the  cities  that  are  laid  waste. 

Shall  be  desolate  forty  years : 

And  I  will  scatter  the  Egyptians  among  the  nations. 

And  will  disperse  them  through  the  countries. 

Yet  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
At  the  end  of  forty  years  I  will  gather  the  Egyptians 
From  the  nations  whither  they  were  scattered  : 
And  I  will  bring  back  the  captivity  of  Egypt, 
And  will  cause  them  to  return  into  the  land  of  Pathros, 
Into  the  land  of  their  origin ; 
And  they  shall  be  there  a  mean  kingdom.

And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah.

And  the  pomp  of  her  strength  shall  cease  in  her  : 
As  for  her,  a  cloud  shall  cover  her, 
And  her  daughters  shall  go  into  captivity. 
Thus  will  I  execute  judgments  in  Egypt : 
And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  eleventh  year,  in  the  first 
month,  on  the  seventh  day  of  the  month,  that  the  word  of 
Jehovah  came  unto  me,  saying ; 

Son  of  man,  I  have  broken  the  arm  of  Pharaoh  king 
of  Egypt ; 
And,  lo,  it  shall  not  be  bound  up  so  as  to  apply  medica- 
ments ; 
Nor  shall  it  be  swathed  with  a  bandage. 
To  make  it  strong  to  hold  the  sword, 
t    Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jeliovah ; 
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Behold,  I  am  against  Pharaoh  king  of  Egjrpt ; 

And  I  will  break  his  arms, 

The  strong  one,  and  that  which  was  broken ; 

And  I  will  cause  the  sword  to  fall  out  of  his  hand. 

And  I  will  scatter  the  Egyptians  among  the  nations,  23 

And  will  disperse  them  through  the  countries. 

And  I  will  strengthen  the  arms  of  the  king  of  Babylon,   24 

And  put  my  sword  into  his  hand  : 

But  I  will  break  the  arms  of  Pharaoh, 

And  he  shall  groan  before  him  with  the  groanings  of  a 

man  wounded  unto  death. 
But  I  will  strengthen  the  arms  of  the  king  of  Babylon,    25 
And  the  arms  of  Pharaoh  shall  fall  down ; 
And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah, 
When  I  shall  put  my  sword  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of 

Babylon, 
And  he  shall  stretch  it  out  over  the  land  of  Egypt. 
And  I  will  scatter  the  Egyptians  among  the  nations,  26 

And  disperse  them  among  the  countries ; 
And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 

CHAP.   XXXI. — And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  eleventh  i 
year,  in  the  third  month,  on  the  first  day  of  the  month,  that 
the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  saying,  "  Son  of  man,  2 
speak  concerning  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt,  and  his  mul- 
titude ; 

Unto  whom  art  thou  like,  in  thy  greatness  ? 
Behold  there  was  a   stately  cedar  in  Lebanon,  with  fair  s 

branches, 
A  shady  thicket  of  lofty  stature ; 
And  its  top  was  among  the  thick  boughs. 
The  waters  made  it  great,  the  deep  made  it  high,  ♦ 

Their  streams  ran  around  its  plantation. 
And  sent  out  their  little  rills  unto  all  the  trees  of  the  field. 
Therefore  its  height  was  exalted  above  all  the  trees  of  the  * 

field. 
And  its  boughs  were  multiplied,  and  its  branches  became 

long, 
Because  of  the  abundance  of  waters,  when  it  shot  forth. 
All  the  fowls  of  heaven  made  their  nests  in  its  boughs,     ^ 
And  under  its  branches  did  all  the  beasts  of  the  field  bring 

forth  their  young. 
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And  under  its  shadow  dwelt  all  great  nations. 

Thus  was  it  fair  in  its  greatness,  in   the  length  of  its 

branches : 
For  its  root  was  by  great  waters. 
The  cedars  in  the  garden  of  God  could  not  hide  it : 
The  cypresses  were  not  like  its  boughs. 
Nor  were  the  chestnut  trees  like  its  branches; 
Neither  was  any  tree  in  the  garden  of  God  like  unto  it 

in  its  beauty. 
I  made  it  beautiful  by  the  multitude  of  its  branches  : 
So  that  all  the  trees  of  Eden  envied  it. 
Which  were  in  the  garden  of  God. 

Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah  ; 
Because  it  was  lofty  in  stature. 
And  shot  up  its  top  among  the  thick  boughs, 
And  its  heart  was  lifted  up  on  account  of  its  loftiness, 
Therefore  I  have  delivered  it  into  the  hands  of  the  mighty 

one  of  the  nations ; 
He  shall  deal  hardly  with  him  : 
For  its  wickedness  I  have  uprooted  it. 
And  strangers,  the  terrible  of  the  nations. 
Have  cut  it  off,  and  have  cast  it  away : 
Upon  the  mountains  and  in  all  the  valleys  its  branches  are 

fallen, 
And  its  boughs  are  broken  by  all  the  rivers  of  the  land ; 
And  all  the  people  of  the  earth  are  gone  away  from  its 

shadow, 
And  have  left  it. 

Upon  its  ruin  shall  all  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  alight. 
And    all    the    beasts   of    the   field    shall   be    upon   its 

branches : 
To  the  end  that  none  of  all  the  trees  by  the  waters  may 

exalt  themselves  for  their  stature. 
Neither  shoot  up  their  top  among  the  thick  boughs ; 
So  that  none  of  the  trees  that  drink  water 
May  stand  beside  them  in  respect  of  their  height. 
For  they  are  all  dehvered  unto  death. 
To  the  lower  parts  of  the  earth. 
In  the  midst  of  the  childrcn  of  men. 
Unto  them  that  have  gone  down  to  the  pit. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
In  the  day  when  he  went  down  to  the  grave 
I  caused  the  deep  to  mourn  :  I  covered  it  for  him. 
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And  I  restrained  the  floods  thereof,  and  the  great  waters 

were  stayed : 
And  I  clothed  Lebanon  in  black  for  him^ 
And  all  the  trees  of  the  field  fainted  for  him. 
At  the  sound  of  his  fall  I  made  the  nations  to  quake,        le 
When  I  brought  him  down  to  the  grave, 
To  them  that  are  gone  down  into  the  pit : 
And  all  the  trees  of  Eden, 

The  choice  and  best  of  Lebanon,  all  that  drink  water. 
Were  comforted  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  earth. 
They  also  went  down  into  the  grave  with  him,  17 

Unto  them  that  were  slain  with  the  sword ; 
Even  they  that  were  his  arm ; 
That  dwelt  under  his  shadow  among  the  nations. 
To  whom  art  thou  thus  like,  is 

In  glory  and  in  greatness,  among  the  trees  of  Eden  ? 
Yet  shalt  thou  be  brought  down  with  the  trees  of  Eden 
Unto  the  lower  parts  of  the  earth : 
Thou  shalt  lie  in  the  midst  of  the  uncircumcised. 
With  them  that  are  slain  by  the  sword. 

Thus  shall  it  be  with  Pharaoh,  and  all  his  multitude, 
Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

CHAP.   XXXII. — And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  twelftb  i 
year,  in  the  twelfth  month,  on  the  first  day  of  the  month,  that 
the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  saying,  "  Son  of  man, 
lift  up  a  lamentation  for  Pharaoh  king  of  Egjrpt,  and  say  t 
unto  him ; 

Thou  art  like  a  young  lion  of  the  nations. 
Yea  thou  art  as  a  dragon  in  the  seas : 
And  thou  camest  forth  into  thy  rivers. 
And  troubledst  the  waters  with  thy  feet. 
And  didst  disturb  their  rivers. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah  ;  3 

I  will  therefore  spread  out  my  net  over  thee. 
Amidst  an  assembly  of  many  nations  ; 
And  they  shall  draw  thee  up  in  my  net. 
Then  will  I  leave  thee  upon  the  land,  4 

I  will  cast  thee  forth  upon  the  open  field. 
And  will  cause  all  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  to  remain  upon 

thee: 
And  I  will  fill  the  beasts  of  the  whole  earth  with  thee. 
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And  I  will  lay  thy  flesh  upon  the  mountains^ 

And  fill  the  valleys  with  thy  heaps. 

I  will  also  water  with  thy  blood  the  land  wherein  thou 

swimmest,  even  to  the  mountains ; 
And  the  streams  shall  be  full  of  thee. 
And  I  will  cover  the  heavens  when  I  quench  thee. 
And  make  the  stars  thereof  dark ; 
I  will  c6ver  the  sun  with  a  cloud. 
And  the  moon  shall  not  give  her  light. 
All  the  bright  lights  of  heaven  will  I  make  dim  over  thee. 
And  set  darkness  upon  thy  land, 
Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 
I  will  also  vex  the  hearts  of  many  people, 
"When  I  shall  bring  thy  captives  among  the  nations. 
Into  the  countries  which  thou  hast  not  known. 
Yea,  because  of  thee  will  I  make  many  people  amazed, 
And  their  kings  shall  be  horribly  afraid  because  of  thee. 
When  I  shall  brandish  my  sword  before  them  ; 
And  they  shall  tremble  at  every  moment. 
Each  for  his  own  life,  in  the  day  of  thy  fall. 

For  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
The  sword  of  the  king  of  Babylon  shall  come  upon  thee. 
By  the  swords  of  the  mighty  will  I  cause  thy  multitude 

to  fall. 
The  terrible  of  the  nations,  all  of  them  : 
And  they  shall  spoil  the  pomp  of  Egypt, 
And  all  the  multitude  thereof  shall  be  destroyed. 
I  will  destroy  also  all  the  beasts  thereof,  from  beside  the 

great  waters ; 
Neither  shall  the  foot  of  man  trouble  them  any  more. 
Nor  shall  the  hoofs  of  beasts  trouble  them. 
Then  will  I  make  their  waters  clear. 
And  cause  their  rivers  to  nm  like  oil, 
Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

When  I  shall  make  the  land  of  Egypt  desolate. 
And  the  country  shall  be  destitute   of  that  whereof  it 

was  full ; 
When  I  shall  smite  all  them  that  dwell  therein. 
Then  shall  they  know  that  I  am  Jehovah. 

This  is  the  lamentation  wherewith  they  shall  lament  her : 
The  daughters  of  the  nations  shall  lament  her : 
They  shall  lament  for  her,  even  for  Egypt, 
And  for  all  her  multitude,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 
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It  came  to  pass  also  in  the  twelfth  year^  on  the  fifteenth  17 
day  of  the  month,  that  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me, 


Son  of  man,  wail  for  the  multitude  of  Egypt,  and  cast  is 

it  down, 
Herself,  and  the  daughters  of  the  famous  nations, 
"Unto  the  lower  regions  of  the  earth. 
To  them  that  go  down  into  the  pit. 

Whom  dost  thou  excel  in  beauty  ?  if 

Go  down,  and  be  thou  laid  with  the  uncircumcised, 
In  the  midst  of  them  that  fall  slain  by  the  sword. 
The  sword  hath  been  permitted  to  slay :  « 

Drag  her  away  and  all  her  multitudes. 
The  strongest  among  the  mighty  shall  speak  to  him,         si 
Out  of  the  midst  of  the  pit,  with  them  that  help  him : 
For  they  are  gone  down,  they  lie  uncircumcised,  slain 

by  the  sword. 
There  is  Assyria  and  all  her  company :  ^ 

Her  graves  are  round  about  her : 
All  of  them  slain,  fallen  by  the  sword. 
Whose  graves  are  set  in  the  sides  of  the  pit ;  ^ 

And  her  company  is  round  about  her  grave. 
All  of  them  are  slain,  fallen  by  the  sword. 
They  that  caused  terror  in  the  land  of  the  living. 

There  is  Elam  and  all  her  multitude  round  about  her  ^ 

grave. 
All  of  them  slain,  fallen  by  the  sword  ; 
For  they  are  gone  down,  uncircumcised,  into  the  nether 

parts  of  the  earth ; 
They  that  caused  their  terror  in  the  land  of  the  living ; 
Yet  have  they  borne  their  shame  with  them  that  go  down 

to  the  pit. 
In  the  midst  of  the  slain  they  have  set  her  a  bed,  with  ill  ^ 

her  multitude : 
Her  graves  are  round  about  her : 
All  of  them  uncircumcised,  slain  by  the  sword : 
Though  they  caused  terror  in  the  land  of  the  living. 
Yet  have  they  borne  their  shame  with  them  that  go  down 

to  the  pit : 
They  are  laid  in  the  midst  of  the  slain.  - 

There  is  Meshech,  Tubal,  and  all  her  multitude :  * 

Their  graves  are  round  about  them  : 
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All  of  them  uncircumcised,  slain  by  the  sword, 
Though  they  caused  terror  in  the  land  of  the  living. 
Shall  they  not  lie  with  the  mighty  of  the  uncircumcised 

that  are  fallen^ 
Who  are  gone  down  to  the  pit  with  their  weapons  of  war. 
And  have  laid  their  swords  under  their  heads  ? 
But  their  iniquities  shall  be  upon  their  bones. 
Though  they  were  the  terror  of  the  mighty  in  the  land  of 

the  living. 
Yea  thou  shalt  be  broken  in  the  midst  of  the  uncircumcised, 
And  shalt  lie  with  them  that  are  slain  with  the  sword. 

There  is  Edom,  her  kings,  and  all  her  princes, 
Who  with  their  might  are  laid  by  them  that  were  slain  by 

the  sword : 
They  shall  lie  with  the  uncircumcised,  and  with  them  that 

go  down  to  the  pit. 
There  are  the  princes  of  the  north,  all  of  them, 
And  all  the  Zidonians,  who  are  gone  down  with  the  slain. 
Notwithstanding  the  terror  of  their  might,  they  are  put  to 

shame ; 
And  they  lie  uncircumcised  with  them  that  are  slain  by  the 

sword. 
And  bear  their  shame  with  them  that  go  down  to  the  pit. 
Pharaoh  shall  see  them,  and  shall  be  comforted  over  all 

his  multitude ; 
Even  Pharaoh  and  all  his  army,  slain  by  the  sword, 
Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 
.^  Though  I  spread  the  terror  of  him  in  the  land  of  the  living : 
Yet  he  shall  be  laid  in  the  midst  of  the  uncircumcised, 
With  them  that  are  slain  with  the  sword ; 
Even  Pharaoh  and  all  his  multitude, 
Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

CHAP.  XXXIIL— And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto 
me,  saying,  "  Son  of  man  speak  to  the  children  of  thy  people, 
and  say  unto  them ; 

When  I  bring  the  sword  upon  a  land. 
If  the  people  of  the  land  take  a  man  of  their  borders. 
And  set  him  for  their  watchman  : 
If,  when  he  seeth  the  sword  come  upon  the  land. 
He  blow  the  trumpet,  and  warn  the  people; 
Then  whosoever  heareth  the  sound  of  the  trumpet,  and 
taketh  not  warning. 
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If  the  sword  come^  and  take  him  away^ 

His  blood  shall  be  upon  his  own  head. 

He  heard  the  sound  of  the  trumpet,  and  took  not  warning ;  5 

His  blood  shall  be  upon  him ; 

But  he  that  taketh  warning  shall  deliver  his  soul. 

But  if  the  watchman  see  the  sword  come,  6 

And  blow  not  the  trumpet,  and  the  people  be  not  warned ; 

If  the  sword  come,  and  take  any  person  from  among  them, 

He  is  taken  away  in  his  iniquity ; 

But  his  blood  will  I  require  at  the  watchman's  hand. 

So  thou,  0  son  of  man  I  7 

I  have  set  thee  a  watchman  unto  the  house  of  Israel ; 
Therefore  thou  shalt  hear  the  word  at  my  mouth. 
And  warn  them  from  me. 
When  I  say  unto  the  wicked,  ^0  wicked  man,  thou  shalt  s 

surely  die ;' 
If  thou  dost  not  speak  to  warn  the  wicked  from  his  way, 
That  wicked  man  shall  die  in  his  iniquity ; 
But  his  blood  will  I  require  at  thy  hand. 

Nevertheless,  if  thou  warn  the  wicked  of  bis  way,  to  9 

turn  from  it ; 
If  he  do  not  turn  from  •his  way,  he  shall  die  in  his 

iniquity ; 
But  thou  hast  delivered  thy  soul. 

And  thou,  son  of  man,  say  unto  the  house  of  Israel ;  ^^ 

Thus  have  ye  spoken,  saying, 
'  Our  transgressions  and  our  sins  are  upon  us. 
And  through  them  we  pine  away ; 
How  shall  we  then  live  V 

Say  unto  them.  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah,        »^ 
I  have  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked ; 
But  that  the  wicked  turn  from  his  way  and  live : 
Turn  ye,  turn  ye  from  your  evil  ways ; 
For  why  will'ye  die,  0  house  of  Israel? 

Therefore,  thou  son  of  man,  say  unto  the  children  of  thy  i' 
people ; 

The  righteousness  of  the  righteous  shall  not  deliver  him 
in  the  day  of  his  transgression  : 
As  for  the  wickedness  of  the  wicked,  he  shall  not  fall  there- 
by in  the  day  that  he  tumeth  from  hia  wickedness ; 
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Neither  shall  the  righteous  be  able  to  live  for  his  right- 
eousness, in  the  day  that  he  sinneth. 
When  I  shall  say  to  the  righteous,  that  he  shall  surely 

live, 
If    he    trust    to    his    own   righteousness,    and    commit 

iniquity, 
All  his  righteousnesses  shaH  not  be  remembered ; 
But  for  his  iniquity  that  he  hath  committed,  he  shall 

die  for  it. 
Again,  when  I  say  unto  the  wicked,  ^  Thou  shalt  surely 

die;' 
If  he  turn  from  his  sin 
And  do  that  which  is  lawful  and  right ; 
If  the  wicked  restore  the  pledge. 
Give  again  that  he  had  robbed. 

Walk  in  the  statutes  of  life,  without  committing  iniquity ; 
He  shall  surely  live,  he  shall  not  die. 
None  of  his  sins  that  he  hath  committed  shall  be  men- 
tioned unto  him : 
He  hath  done  that  which  is  lawful  and  right ; 
He  shall  surely  live. 

Yet  the  children  of  thy  people  say, 
'The  way  of  the  Lord  is  not  equal :' 
But  as  for  them,  their  way  is  not  equal. 
When  the  righteous  turneth  from  his  righteousness. 
And  committeth  iniquity. 
He  shall  even  die  thereby. 
But  if  the  wicked  turn  from  his  wickedness. 
And  do  that  which  is  lawful  and  right. 
He  shall  live  thereby. 

Yet  ye  say,  *  The  way  of  the  Lord  is  not  equal/ 

0  ye  house  of  Israel, 

1  will  judge  you  every  one  after  his  ways. 

Audit  came  to  pass  in  the  twelfth  year  of  our  captivity,  in 
the  tenth  month,  on  the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  that  one  that 
had  escaped  out  of  Jerusalem  came  unto  me,  saying,  ^^  The 
city  is  smitten.''  Now  the  hand  of  Jehovah  had  been  upon  me 
in  the  evening  before  he  that  was  escaped  came ;  and  he  had 
opened  my  mouth,  until  he  came  to  me  in  the  morning ;  so 
my  mouth  was  opened,  and  I  was  no  more  dumb.  Then  the 
word  of  Jehovah  came  unto  me,  saying,  "  Son  of  man,  they 
that  inhabit  those  wastes  of  the  land  of  Israel  speak^  sayings 
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'  Abraham  was  one^  and  be  inberited  tbe  land :  bat  we  are 
many ;  the  land  is  given  us  for  inheritance/  Wherefore  say 
unto  them,  ss 

Thus  saith  tbe  Lord  Jehovah ; 

Ye  eat  with  the  blood, 

And  lift  up  your  eyes  toward  vour  idols,  and  shed  blood : 

And  shall  ye  possess  the  lana  ? 

Ye  rely  upon  your  sword,  96 

Ye  work  abomination,  and  ye  defile  every  one  his  neigh- 
bour's wife : 

And  shall  ye  possess  the  land  ? 

Say  thou  thus  unto  them,  27 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah; 

As  I  live,  surely  they  that  are  in  the  wastes  shall  fall  by 
the  sword, 

And  him  that  is  in  the  open  field  will  I  give  to  the  beasts 
to  be  devoured. 

And  they  that  are  in  the  forts  and  in  the  caves  shall  die  of 
the  pestilence. 

For  I  will  lay  the  land  utterly  desolate,  » 

And  the  pomp  of  her  strength  shall  cease ; 

And  the  mountains  of  Israel  shall  be  desolate,  that  none 
shall  pass  through. 

Then  shall  they  know  that  I  am  Jehovah,  sf 

When  I  have  laid  the  land  utterly  desolate. 

Because  of  all  their  abominations  which  they  have  com- 
mitted. 
Also,  thou  son  of  man,  the  children  of  thy  people  still  so 
are  talking  against  thee. 

By  the  walls,  and  in  the  doors  of  the  houses ; 

And  they  speak  one  to  another,  every  one  to  his  brother. 

Saying,  '  Come,  I  pray  you,  and  hear  what  is  the  word 
that  Cometh  forth  from  Jehovah.' 

And  they  come  unto  thee  as  the  people  cometh,  3i 

And  they  sit  before  thee  as  my  people, 
.  And  they  hear  thy  words,  but  they  will  not  do  them : 

For  with  their  mouth  they  show  much  love. 

But  their  heart  goeth  after  their  covetousness. 

And,  lo,  thou  art  unto  them  as  a  very  lovely  song  3S 

Of  one  that  hath  a  pleasant  voice. 

And  can  play  well  on  an  instrument: 

For  they  hear  thy  words  but  they  do  them  not. 
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And  when  this  cometh  to  pass,  (lo,  it  will  come,) 
Then  shall  they  know  that  a  prophet  hath  been  among 
them. 

CHAP.  XXXIV. — And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  unto 
me,  saying,  "  Son  of  man,  prophesy  against  the  shepherds  of 
Israel;  prophesy,  and  say  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
Jehovah  unto  the  shepherds ; 

Woe  to  the  shepherds  of  Israel  who  feed  themselves ! 
Should  not  the  shepherds  feed  the  flocks  ? 
Ye  eat  the  fat,  and  ye  clothe  you  with  the  wool ; 
Ye  kill  the  stall-fed,  but  ye  feed  not  the  flock. 
The  weak  ye  have  not  strengthened. 
Neither  have  ye  healed  that  which  was  sick. 
And  that  which  was  wounded  ye  have  not  bound  up. 
And  that  which  was  driven  away  ye  have  not  brought  back. 
And  that  which  was  lost  ye  have  not  sought ; 
But  with  force  and  with  cruelty  have  ye  ruled  them. 
And  they  were  scattered,  because  there  was  no  shepherd  : 
And  they  became  food  for  all  the  beasts  of  the  field,  when 

they  were  scattered. 
My  sheep  wandered  through  all  the  mountains,  and  upon 

every  high  hill : 
Yea,  my  nock  was  scattered  over  all  the  face  of  the  land. 
And  none  did  search  or  seek  after  them. 

Therefore  ye  shepherds,  hear  the  word  of  Jehovah  ! 
As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah, 
Surely  because  my  flock  became  a  prey, 
And  my  flock  became  food  for  every  beast  of  the  field. 
Because  there  was  no  shepherd. 
Neither  did  my  shepherds  search  for  my  flock, 
But  the  shepherds  fed  themselves,  and  fed  not  my  flock ; 
Therefore,  O  ye  shepherds,  hear  the  word  of  Jehovah  ! 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
Behold,  I  am  against  the  shepherds. 
And  I  will  require  my  flock  at  their  hand. 
And  cause  them  to  cease  from  feeding  the  flock ; 
Neither  shall  the  shepherds  feed  themselves  any  more ; 
For  I  will  deliver  my  flock  from  their  mouth. 
That  they  may  not  be  food  for  them. 

For  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
Behold,  I,  even  I,  will  both  search  for  my  sheep,

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And  diligently  look  after  them. 

As  a  shepherd  looketh  diligently  after  his  flock,  la 

In  the  day  that  he  is  among  his  sheep  that  are  scattered; 

So  will  I  look  diligently  after  my  sheep,

And  will  strengthen  that  which  was  sick  :

And  that  my  flock  eat  that  which  ye  have  trodden  with  i9 

your  feet. 
And  drink  that  which  ye  have  fouled  with  your  feet  ? 

Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah  unto  them;       ^ 
Behold  I,  even  I,  will  judge  between  the  fat  and  the  kan 

of  the  flock. 
Because  ye  have  thrust  with  side  and  with  shoulder,         *' 
And  have  pushed  all  the  diseased  with  your  honi8|

r  Son  of  man,  when  the  house  of  Israel  dwelt  in  their 

own  land. 
They  defiled  it  by  their  own  way  and  by  their  doings :

Sheba,  and  Dedan,  and  the  merchants  of  Tarshisb>  ^ 

With  all  the  towns  thereof,  shall  say  unto  thee, 
^  Art  thou  come  to  take  a  spoil  f 
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Hast  thou  gathered  thy  company  to  seize  a  prey  ? 
To  carry  away  silver  and  gold, 
To  carry  off  cattle  and  goods. 
To  take  a  great  spoil  ? ' 

Therefore,  prophesy,  son  of  man,  and  say  unto  Gog, 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ; 
In  that  day  when  my  people  of  Israel  dwelleth  securely, 
Shalt  thou  not  observe  it  ? 
•      Yea,  thou  shalt  come  from  thy  place  out  of  the  north  parts, 
Thou,  and  many  tribes  of  people  with  thee. 
All  of  them  riding  upon  horses, 
A  great  company,  and  a  mighty  host. 
;      And  thou  shalt  come  up  against  my  people  of  Israel, 
As  a  cloud  to  cover  the  land ; 
It  shall  be  in  the  latter  days  that  I  will  bring  thee  against 

my  land, 
That  the  heathen  may  know  me. 

When  I  shall  be  sanctified  by  means  of  thee,  before  their 
eyes,  0  Gog.

Behold,  it   is  come,   and  it  is  done,  saith  the  Lords

9  And  they  that  dwell  in  the  cities  of  Israel  shall  go  forth^ 
And  shall  set  on  fire  and  bum  the  weapons. 

Both  the  shields  and  the  bucklers,  the  bows  and  the 

arrows, 
And  the  hand-staves  and  the  spears  ; 
And  they  shall  bum  them  with  fire  seven  years. 

10  So  that  they  shall  take  no  wood  out  of  the  field. 
Neither  cut  down  any  out  of  the  forest ;

And  they  shall  call  it  The  valley  of  Hamon-gog,  [The 

MULTITUDE  OP  GOG.] 

19      And  seven  months  shall  the  house  of  Israel  be  burying  of 
them. 
That  they  may  cleanse  the  land. 

13  Yea,  all  the  people  of  the  land  shall  bury  them; 
And  it  shall  be  to  them  a  renown. 

In  the  day  that  I   shall  be  glorified,   saith  the  Lord 
Jehovah. 

14  And  they  shall  set  apart  men  to  be  continually  employed. 
Passing  through  the  land. 

To  bury  with  the  help  of  the  passengers,  those  that  re- 
main 
Upon  the  face  pf  the  earth,  to  cleanse  it. 
After  the  end  of  seven  months  shall  they  search ; 

15  And  of  the  passengers  that  pass  through  the  land. 
When  any  seeth  a  man's  bone. 

Then  shall  he  set  up  a  sign  by  it. 

Till  the  buriers  have  buried  it  in  the  valley  of  Hamon-

16  And  also  the  name  of  a  city  shall  be  Hamonah,  [Mul- 

titude.] 
Thus  shall  they  cleanse  the  land. 

17  And  as  for  thee,  son  of  man,  thus  saith  the  Lord 

Jehovah ; 
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Speak  unto  every  feathered  fowl^  and  to  every  beast  of  the 

field, 
Assemble  yourselves,  and  come  ! 
Gather  yourselves  on  every  side,  to  my  sacrifice^ 
Which  I  am  about  to  sacrifice  for  you ; 
A  great  sacrifice  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel, 
That  ye  may  eat  flesh  and  drink  blood. 
Ye  shall  eat  the  flesh  of  the  mighty,  is 

And  drink  the  blood  of  the  princes  of  the  earth ; 
Of  rams,  of  lambs,  and  of  goats. 
Of  bullocks,  all  of  them  fatlings  of  Bashan. 
And  ye  shall  eat  fat  till  ye  be  full,  19

So  the  house  of  Israel  shall  know  that  I  am  Jehovah  their

From  that  day  and  forwards. 
And  the  nations  shall  know  that  the  house  of  Israel  went  33 

into  captivity  for  their  iniquity, 
Because  they  trespassed  against  me : 
Therefore  hid  I  my  face  from  them, 
And  gave  them  into  the  hand  of  their  enemies  : 
So  fell  they  all  by  the  sword. 
According  to  their  uncleanness  and  according  to  their  9t 

transgressions  have  I  done  unto  them. 
And  hidden  my  face  from  them. 

Therefore,  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  » 

Now  will  I  bring  back  the  captivity  of  Jacob, 
And  have  mercy  upon  the  whole  house  of  Israel, 
And  will  be  jealous  for  my  holy  name ; 
And  they  shall  forget  their  reproach,  96 

And  all  their  trespasses  whereby  they  have  trespassed 

against  me. 
When  they  shall  dwell  securely  in  their  land. 
And  none  shall  make  them  afraid : 
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27  When  I  shall  have  brought  them  again  from  the  people. 
And  gathered  them  out  of  their  enemies^  lands. 

And  shall  be  sanctified  by  means  of  them. 
In  the  sight  of  many  nations  ; 

28  Then  shall  they  know  that  I,  Jehovah,  am  their  God, 

In  that  I  caused  them  to  be  led  into  captivity  among  the 

nations. 
And  in  that  I  have  gathered  them  unto  their  own  land. 
And  have  left  none  of  them  any  more  there. 

29  Neither  will  I  hide  my  face  any  more  from  them  : 

For  I  have  poured  out  my  spirit  upon  the  house  of  Israel, 
saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

1  CHAP.  XL. — In  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  our  captivity,  in 
the  first  month  of  the  year,  on  the  tenth  day  of  the  month, 
in  the  fourteenth  year  after  that  in  which  the  city  was 
sacked,  in  the  self-same  day  the  hand  of  Jehovah  was  upon 

2>  me,  and  he  brought  me  thither.  In  the  visions  of  God  he 
brought  me  into  the  land  of  Israel,  and  set  me  upon  a  very 
high  mountain,  on  the  southern  part  of  which  was,  as  it  were, 

3  the  fabric  of  a  city.  And  he  brought  me  thither,  and,  be- 
hold, there  was  a  man,  whose  appearance  was  like  the  appear, 
ance  of  brass,  with  a  line  of  fiax  in  his  hand,  and  a  measur- 

4  ing  reed ;  and  he  stood  in  the  gate.  And  the  man  said  unto 
me, ''  Son  of  man,  behold  with  thine  eyes,  and  hear  with 
thine  ears,  and  attend  carefully  to  all  that  I  shall  shew  thee : 
for,  to  the  intent  that  I  might  shew  them  unto  thee,  art  thou 
brought  hither :  and  declare  all  that  thou  seest  to  the  house 
of  Israel." 

5  And,  behold,  a  wall  was  on  the  outside  of  the  house  round* 
about :  and  in  the  man's  hand,  a  measuring  reed  of  six  cubits, 
each  cubit  of  the  length  of  a  cubit  and  a  hand-breadth :  and 
he  measured  the  breadth  of  the  wall,  one  reed ;  and  the  height, 

6  one  reed.  Then  came  he  unto  the  gate  which  looketh  towards 
the  east,  and  went  up  the  steps  thereof,  and  measured  the 
imp^ threshold  of  the  gate,  one  reed  broad;  and  the  other 

7  threshold  one  reed  broad.  And  each  chamber  was  one  reed 
long,  and  one  reed  broad ;  and  between  the  chambers  were 
five  cubits;  but  the  threshold  of  the  gate,  by  the  porch  of  the 

8  gate  within,  was  one  reed.     He  measured  also  the  porch 

9  of  the  gate  within,  one  reed.  Then  he  measured  the  porch 
of  the  gate,  eight  cubits ;  and  the  projections  thereof,  two  cu- 

10  bits :  now  the  porch  of  the  gate  was  inward.    And  the  cham-

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bers  of  the  gate  eastward  were  three  on  this  side,  and  three  on  . 
that  side ;  all  the  three  had  one  measure :  and  the  projectioDS 
had  one  measure  on  this  side  and  on  that  side.     And  he  mea-  u 
sured  the  breadth  of  the  entry  of  the  gate,  ten  cubits ;  and  the 
length  of  the  gate,  thirteen  cubits.     The  space  also  before  12 
the  chambers  was  one  cubit  on  this  side,  and  the  space  was 
one  cubit  on  that  side :  and  the  chambers  w  ere  six  cubits  on 
this  side,  and  six  cubits  on  that  side.   Then  he  measured  the  is 
gate,  from  the  roof  of  one  chamber  to  the  roof  of  another : 
the  breadth  was  five  and  twenty  cubits,  door  against  door.   He 
made  also  the  range  of  projections,  to  be  three-score  cubits,  14 
in  length  :  and  close  by  the  projections  of  the  gate  was  the 
court  round  about.     And  from  the  front  of  the  gate  of  the  is 
entrance  unto  the  front  of  the  porch  of  the  inner  gate  were 
fifty  cubits.     And  there  were  latticed  windows  to  the  cham-  ic 
bers,  and  to  their  projections  within  the  gate  round  about; 
and  likewise  to  the  arches:  and  windows  were  round  about 
inward :  and  upon  each  projection  were  palm  trees. 

And  he  brought  me  into  the  outer  court :  and,  behold,  there  i7 
were  rooms,  and  a  pavement  made  for  the  court  round  about : 
thirty  rooms  were  upon  the  pavement.     And  the  parement  u 
towai'ds  the  side  of  the  gates,  over  against  the  length  of  the 
gates,  was  the  lower  pavement.     Then  he  measured  the  19 
breadth,  from  the  front  of  the  lower  gate  unto  the  front  of 
the  inner  court  without,  a  hundred  cubits  towards  the  east  and 
towards  the  north. 

And  the  gate  of  the  outer  court  which  looked  towards  the  n 
north,  he  measured  in  the  length  thereof,  and  in  the  breadth 
thereof.     And  the  chambers  thereof  were  three  on  this  side  «i 
and  three  on  that  side ;  and  the  projections  thereof  and  the 
friezes  thereof  were  after  the  measure  of  the  first  gate :  the 
length  thereof  was  fifty  cubits,  and  the  breadth  &ve  and  twenty 
qubits.      And  their  windows,  and  their  friezes,   and  their  is 
palm  trees,  were  after  the  measure  of  the  gate  that  looketh 
towards  the  east;  and  they  went  up  unto  it  by  seven  stefte; 
and  the  friezes  thereof  were  before  them.     And  the  gate  of  ss 
the  inner  court  was  over  against  the  gate  towards  the  north, 
and  towards  the  east ;  and  he  measured  from  gate  to  gate,  s 
hundred  cubits. 

Then  he  brought  me  towards  the  south,  and,  behold,  a  gate  » 
towards  the  south :  and  he  measured  the  columns  thereof^  and 
the  friezes  thereof,  according  to  these  measures.     And  there  » 
were  windows  in  it,  and  in  the  friezes  thereof  round  about, 
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like  those  windows :  the  length  was  fifty  cubits^  and  the 

^  breadth  five  and  twenty  cubits.  And  there  were  seven  steps 
to  go  up  to  it,  and  the  friezes  thereof  were  before  them :  and 
it  had  palm  trees,  one  on  this  side,  and  another  on  that  ^ide, 

27  upon  the  projections  thereof.  And  there  was  a  gate  in  the 
inner  court  towards  the  south :  and  he  measured  from  gate 
to  gate,  towards  the  south,  a  hundred  cubits. 

«  And  he  brought  me  to  the  inner  court  by  the  south  gate : 
and  he  measured  the  south  gate  according  to  these  measures. 

^  And  the  chambers  thereof,  and  the  projections  thereof,  and 
the  friezes  thereof,  were  according  to  these  measures  :  and 
there  were  windows  in  it,  and  in  the  friezes  thereof  round 
about :  it  was  fifty  cubits  long,  and  five  and  twenty  cubits  broad. 

30  And  the  friezes  round  about  were  five  and  twenty  cubits  long, 

ai  and  five  cubits  broad.  And  the  friezes  thereof  were  towards 
the  outer  court ;  and  palm  trees  were  upon  the  projections 
thereof :  and  the  ascent  to  it  was  by  eight  steps. 

sa      And  he  brought  me  into  the  inner  court  towards  the  east : 

33  and  he  measured  the  gate  according  to  these  measures.    And 
■    the  chambers  thereof,  and  the  projections  thereof,  and  the 

friezes  thereof,  were  according  to  these  measures :  and  there 
were  windows  therein,  and  in  the  friezes  thereof  round  about : 
it  was  fifty  cubits  long,  and  five  and  twenty  cubits  broad. 

34  And  the  friezes  thereof  were  towards  the  outward  court ;  and 
palm  trees  were  upon  the  projections  thereof,  on  this  side  and 
on  that  side :  and  the  ascent  to  it  was  by  ^ght  steps. 

35  And  he  brought  me  to  the  north  gate,   and  measured  it 

36  according  to  these  measures.     The  chambers  thereof,  the  pro- 
•  jections  thereof,  and  the  friezes  thereof,  and  the  windows  to 

it  round  about :  the  length  was  fifty  cubits,  and  the  breadth 

37  five  and  twenty  cubits.  And  the  projections  thereof  were  to- 
wards  the  outer  court ;  and  palm  trees  were  upon  the  projec- 
tions thereof,  on  this  side  and  on  that  side :  and  the  ascent 

38  to  it  Mras  by  eight  steps. 

And  there  was  a  room  with  the  door  thereof  by  the  projec- 
tions of  the  gates;    there  they  washed  the  burnt-offering. 

39  And  in  the  porch  of  the  gate  were  two  tables  on  this  side, 
and  two  tables  on  that  side,  to  slay  thereon  the  burnt-offer 

40  ing,  and  the  sin-offering,  and  the  trespass- offering.  And  at 
the  side  without,  as  one  goeth  up  to  the  entrance  of  the 
north  gate,  were  two  tables;   and  on  the  other  side,  which 

41  was  at  the  porch  of  the  gate,  were  two  tables.  Four  tables 
were  on  this  side,  and  four  tables  on  that  side,  by  the  side  of 

E  E  2 
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the  gate ;  eight  tables^  whereupon  they  slew  their  sacrificei. 
And  the  four  tables  were  of  hewn  stone  for  the  burnt-offer- « 
ing,  of  a  cubit  and  a  half  long,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half  broad, 
and  one  cubit  high:  whereupon  also  they  laid  the  instru- 
ments wherewith  they  slew  the  burnt-offering  and  the  sacri- 
fice. And  hooks,  of  a  hand  breadth,  were  fastened  in  the  house  43 
round  about :  and  upon  the  tables  was  the  flesh  of  the  offering. 

And  he  brought  me  to  the  inner  gate ;  and,  behold,  there  u 
were  two  rooms  in  the  inner  court ;  one  on  the  side  of  the  north 
gate,  and  its  prospect  was  towards  the  south :  one  on  the  side 
of  the  south  gate  having  the  prospect  towards  the  north.   And  45 
he  said  unto  mc,  '^  This  room,  whose  prospect  is  towards  the 
south,  is  for  the  priests,  the  keepers  of  the  charge  of  the  house. 
And  the  room  whose  prospect  is  towards  the  north,  is  for  the  4$ 
priests,  the  keepers  of  the  charge  of  the  altar :  these  are  the 
sons  of  Zadok,  who,  among  the  sons  of  Levi,  come  near  to 
Jcliovah  to  minister  unto  Um/'     So  he  measured  the  court,  47 
a  hundred  cubits  long,  and  a  hundred  cubits  broad^  square- 
shaped  ;  and  the  altar  was  before  the  house. 

And  he  brought  me  to  the  porch  of  the  house,  and  mea-  48 
sured  the  projections  of  the  porch,  five  cubits  on  this  side, 
and  five  cubits  on  that  side :  and  the  breadth  of  the  gate  wit 
three  cubits  on  this  side  and  three  cubits  on  jbhat  side.  The  49 
length  of  the  porch  was  twenty  cubits,  and  the  breadth  eleven 
cubits;  and  by  ten  steps  they  went  up  to  it:  and  there  were 
columns  by  the  projections,  one  on  this  side,  and  another 
on  that  side. 

CHAP.  XLl. — And  he  brought  me  to  the  temple,  and  i 
measured  the  projections,  six  cubits  broad  on  the  one  side, 
and   six   cubits  broad  on   the  other  side,   which  was  the 
breadth  of  the  tabernacle.    And  the  breadth  of  the  door  was  s 
ten  cubits ;  and  the  sides  of  the  door  were  five  cubits  on  the 
one  side  and  five  cubits  on  the  other  side :  and  he  measured 
the  length  thereof,  forty  cubits:  and  the  breadth,  twenty 
cubits.     Then  he  went  inwards,  and  measured  the  projection  s 
at  the  door,  two  cubits ;  and  the  door,  six  cubits ;  and  the 
breadth  of  the  door,  seven  cubits.     And  he  measured  the  4 
length  thereof,  twenty  cubits;  and  the  breadth,  twenty  cu- 
bits, as  the  front  of  the  temple :  and  he  said  unto  me,  "  This 
is  the  moat  holy  place.'^     And  he  measured  the  wall  of  the  » 
house,  six  cubits;  and  the  breadth   of  the  side-chamberib 
four  cubits,  round  about  the  house  on  every  side.    And  the  < 
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chambers^  chamber  over  chamber  in  three  stories,  and  thirty 
in  each  of  the  rows ;  and  they  entered  into  the  wall  which 
was  by  the  house^  built  for  the  chambers  round  about^  that 
they  might  be  fastened ;  but  they  were  not  fastened  in  the  wall 

7  of  the  house.  And  there  was  an  enlargement,  and  a  wind- 
ing ascent,  still  upwards,  to  the  chambers :  for  the  winding 
mscent  of  the  house  went  still  upwards,  roimd  about  the  house : 
therefore  the  breadth  of  the  apartments  was  still  upwards ; 
and   thus  they  ascended  from  the  lowest  chancers  to  the 

8  highest,  by  the  middle  story.  I  saw  aljb  the  height  of  the 
house  round  about :  the  foundations  of  the  chambers  were  a 

9  fall  reed  of  six  cubits  to  the  knuckles.  The  thickness  of 
the  wall,  which  was  for  the  chambers  without,  was  five 
cabits:    and  the  space  which  was  left  was  the  place  of 

10  the  chambers  which  adjoined  the  house.  And  between  the 
rooms  was  the  width  of  twenty  cubits  round  about  the  house 

11  on  every  side.  And  the  doors  of  the  chambers  were  towards 
the  vacant  space,  one  door  towards  the  north,  and  another 
door  towards  the  south :  and  the  breadth  of  the  place  that 

IS  was  left  vacant  was  five  cubits  round  about.  And  the  build- 
ing which  was  before  the  separate  place  at  the  end  towards 
the  west,  was  seventy  cubits  broad;  and  the  wall  of  the 
building  was  five  cubits  thick  round  about,  and  the  length 

13  thereof  was  ninety  cubits.  And  he  measured  the  length  of 
the  house,  a  hundred  cubits ;  and  the  length  of  the  separate 
place,  and  the  building,  with  the  walls  thereof,  a  hundred 

14  cabits;  also  the  breadth  of  the  front  of  the  house,  and  of 

15  the  separate  place  toward  the  east,  a  hundred  cubits.  And 
he  measured  the  length  of  the  building  over  against  the  se- 
parate place  which  was  behind  it,  and  the  side-buildings 
thereof,  on  the  one  side  and  on  the  other  side,  a  hundred 
eubits :  and  the  inner  temple,  and  the  porches  of  the  court, 

16  the  door  posts,  and  the  latticed  windows,  and  the  side-build- 
ings round  about,  in  their  three  stories,  over  against  the  door, 
were  pannelled  with  wood  round  about,  evenyrom  the  ground 

17  irp  to  the  windows,  (and  the  windows  were  covered;)  as  far  as 
the  top  of  th6  door,  both  upon  the  inner  and  the  outer  apart- 
ment, and  by  all  the  wall  round  about,  within  and  without,  were 

IS  cloth  hangings.  And  it  was  made  with  cherubim  and  palm 
trees,  so  that  a  palm  tree  was  between  a  cherub  and  a  cherub ; 

19  and  every  cherub  had  two  faces ;  so  that  the  human  face 
was  towards  the  palm  tree  on  the  one  side,  and  the  young 
lion's  face  towards  the  palm  tree  on  the  other  side :  so  it  was 
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made  through  all  the  house  round  about.     From  the  ground  ao 
as  far  as  the  top  of  the  door  were  cherubim  and  palm  trees 
made^  and  oil 'the  wall  of  the  temple.      The  posts  of  theai 
temple  were  squared^  and  the  front  of  the  sanctuary;  the 
appearance  of  the  one  was  as  the  appearance  of  the  other. 

The  altar  was  of  wood^  three  cubits  high^  and  the  length  ss 
thereof  two  cubits;  and  the  comers  thereof^  and  the  base 
thereof^  and  the  walls  thereof,  were  of  wood :  and  he  said 
unto  me^  '^  This  is  the  table  that  standeth  before  Jehovak/' 
And  the  temple  and  the  sanctuary  had  two  doors.     And  the  » 
doors  had  two  leaves  apiece^  two  folding  leaves ;  two  Uaoei  m 
for  the  one  door,  and  two  leaves  for  the  other  door.     And » 
there  were  made  on  them,  on  the  doors  of  the  temple,  ehem- 
bim  and  palm  trees,  such  as  were  made  upon  the  walls ;  and 
there  was  a  flight  of  steps  in  front  of  the  porch  without 
And  the  windows  were  closed;  and  there  were  palm  trees  on  j5 
the  one  side  and  on  the  other  side,  on  the  sides  of  thepordi, 
and  the  chambers  of  the  house,  and  the  flight  of  steps. 

CHAP.  XLIL— Then  he  brought  me  forth  into  the  outer  i 
court,  towards  the  north :  and  he  brought  me  into  the  rooms 
which  were  over  against  (he  separate  place,  and  which  wefe 
before  the  building  towards  the  north.     The  length  was  %t 
hundred  cubits  towards  the  north  gate,  and  the  breadth  was 
fifty  cubits.      Over  against  the  twenty  cubUs  of  the  inBcr^ 
court,  and  over  against  the  pavement  of  the  outer  court,  was 
side-building  against  side-building,  in  three  stories.     And  he-  . 
fore  the  chambers  was  a  walk  of  ten  cubits  in  breadth  inwaidi 
and  of  one  himdred  cubits  in  length ;   and  their  doors  were 
towards  the  north.     Now  the  upper  chambers  were  narrower  s 
than  the  lower,  and  than  the  middlemost  of  the  building; 
for  the  lower  side-chambers  exceeded  them  in  width.    For^ 
they  were  in  three  stories,  but  the  upper  chambers  had  not 
columns  as  the  columns  of  the  courts :  therefore  the  uffit 
building  was  straitened  more  than  the  lowest  and  the  middle- 
most from  the  ground.     And  the  boundary  wall  that  was  f 
without  over  against  the  chambers,  towards  the  tmter  court  b 
front  of  the  chambers,   was  in   length  fifty  cubits.      For » 
the  length  of  the  chambers  that  were  in  the. outer  comrt  was 
fifty  cubits :  and  of  those  before  the  temple,  a  hundred  cubilSi 
And  under  these  chambers  was  the  entrance  oa  the  east  sid^  sr 
as  one  came  to  them  from  the  outer  court. 

In  the  thickness  of  the  boundary  wall  of  tht  court  towtrds  i<^ 
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the  Bouth^  over  against  the  separate  place^  and  over  against 
u  the  buildings  were  chambers.  And  there  was  a  way  before 
them  like  that  which  was  before  the  chambers  which  were 
towards  the  north.  They  were  as  long  as  thej^  and  as  broad 
as  they ;  and  they  were  alike  in  all  their  goings  out^  and  in  their 

13  fashions^  and  in  their  doors.  And  according  to  the  doors  of 
the  chambers  that  were  towards  the  north,  were  the  doors  of 
the  chambers  that  were  towards  the  south :  there  was  a  door  at 
the  head  of  the  way,  even  the  way  directly  before  the  wall 
towards  the  east,  as  one  entered  into  them. 

13  And  he  said  unto  me,  '^The  north  chambers  and  the 
south  chambers,  which  are  before  the  separate  place,  are  holy 
chambers,  where  the  priests  who  approach  unto  Jehovah 
shall  eat  the  most  holy  things  :  there  shall  they  lay  the  most 
holy  things,  and  the  meal-oflferiiig,  and  the  sin-offering,  and  the 

14  trespass-offering ;  for  the  place  is  holy.  When  the  priests 
enter  therein,  then  shall  they  not  go  out  of  the  holy  place 
into  the  outer  court,  but  there  they  shall  lay  their  garments 
wherein  they  minister;  for  they  are  holy;  and  shall  put  on 
other  garments,  and  shall  approach  to  the  place  which  is  for 
the  people." 

u  Now  when  he  had  made  an  end  of  measuring  the  inner 
house,  he  brought  me  forth  towards  the  gate  whose  prospect 

16  is  towards  the  east,  and  measured  it  round  about.  He  measured 
the  east  side  with  the  measuring  reed,  five  hundred  reeds,  with 

17  the  measuring  reed  round  about.  He  measured  the  north  side, 
five  hundred  reeds,  with  the  measuring  reed  round  about. 

15  He  measured  the  south  side,  five  hundred  reeds,  with  the 
19  measuring  reed.    .He  turned  about  to  the  west   side,  and 

measured  five  hundred  reeds  with   the  measuring  reed.     He 
30  measured  it  by  the  four  sides :  it  had  a  wall  round  about, 
five  hundred  reeds  long,  and  five  hundred  broad,  to  make  a 
separation  between  the  sanctuary  and  the  profane  place. 

1  CHAP.  XLIII. — And  he  brought  me  to  the  gate,  even 
3  the  gate  that  looketh  towards  the  eiist :  and,  behold,  the  glory 
of  the  God  of  Israel  came  from  the  way  of  the  east :  and  it 
was  like  the  sound  of  many  waters  :  and  the  earth  shone  with 
3  his  glory.  And  it  was  according  to  the  appearance  of  the 
vision  which  I  saw,  even  according  to  the  vision  which  I  saw 
when  I  came  to  destroy  the  city :  and  it  was  a  vision  like  the 
vision  that  I  saw  by  the  river  Chebar ;  and  I  fell  upon  my  face. 
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And  the  glory  of  Jehovah  came  into  the  house^  by  the  way  4^ 
of  the  gate  whose  prospect  is  towards  the  east.  And  the  spint  s 
took  me  up,  and  brought  me  into  the  inner  court ;  and^  be- 
hold, the  glory  of  Jehovah  filled  the  house.  And  I  heard  one  6 
speaking  unto  me  out  of  the  house;  and  the  man  stood  by 
me.    Ajad  he  said  unto  me; 

'^  Son  of  man,  this  is  the  place  of  my  throne^ 
And  the  place  of  the  soles  of  my  feet^  7 

Where  I  will  dwell  in  the  midst  of  the  children  of  Israel 

for  ever. 
The  house  of  Israel  shall  no  more  defile  my  holy  name ; 
Neither  they,  nor  their  kings, 

By  their  fornication,  and  by  the  dead  bodies  of  their  kings, 
And  by  their  high  places : 

By  setting  their  thresholds  close  to  my  thresholds^  8 

And  their  door-posts  by  my  door-posts. 
So  that  there  was  only  a  wall  between  me  and  them. 
They  even  defiled  my  holy  name 
By  their  abominations  wluch  they  committed: 
Wherefore  I  consumed  them  in  mine  anger. 
Now  let  them  put  away  their  fornication,  9 

And  the  dead  bodies  of  their  kings,  far  from  me. 
And  I  will  dwell  in  the  midst  of  them  for  ever. 

As  for  thee,  0  son  of  man,  shew  the  house  to  the  house  10 

of  Israel, 
That  they  may  be  ashamed  of  their  iniquities : 
And  let  them  measure  the  pattern. 

And  if  they  be  ashamed  of  all  that  they  have  done,  u 

Shew  unto  them  the  form  of  the  house,  and  the  fashion 

thereof. 
And  the  outward  passages  thereof,  and  the   entrances 

thereof. 
And  all  the  forms  thereof,  and  all  the  ordinances  thereof, 
And  all  the  laws  thereof:  and  write  it  in  their  sight. 
That  they  may  keep  the  whole  form  thereof. 
And  all  the  ordinances  thereof,  and  do  them. 

"  This  is  the  law  of  the  house.     Upon  the  top  of  the  is 
mountain  the  whole  limit  thereof  round  about  shall  be  most 
holy.   Behold,  this  is  the  law  of  the  house. 

''And  these  are  the  measures  of  the  altar  by  cubits;  the  u 
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cubit  being  a  cubit  and  a  hand  breadth.  The  cavity  shall  be 
a  cubit  deep  and  a  cubit  broad ;  and  the  border  thereof  round 
about  shall  be  a  span :  and  the  upper  surface  of  the  altar 

14  shall  be  the  same.  And  'from  the  cavity  upon  the  ground 
even  to  the  lower  ledge  shall  be  two  cubits,  and  the  breadth 
one  cubit;  and  from  the  lesser  ledge  even  to  the  greater 

15  ledge  shall  be  four  cubits,  and  the  breadth  one  cubit.  So  the 
altar  shall  be  four  cubits ;  and  from  the  altar  upwards  shall 

16  rise  four  horns.    And  the  altar  shall  be  twelve  cubits  long^ 

17  twelve  broad,  square  in  the  four  sides  thereof.  And  the 
ledge  shall  be  fourteen  cubits  long  and  fourteen  broad  in 
the  four  sides  thereof;  and  the  border  about  it  shall  be  half 
a  cubit ;  and  the  cavity  thereof  shall  be  a  cubit  about ;  and 
its  steps  shall  look  towards  the  east.'^ 

18  And  he  said  unto  me,  ''  Son  of  man,  thus  saith  the  Lord 
Jehovah;  These  are  the  ordinances  of  the  altar,  in  the  day 
when  they  shall  make  it,  to  o£fer  bumt-o£fering8  thereon, 

19  and  to  sprinkle  blood  thereon.  And  thou  shalt  give  to  the 
priests,  the  Levites  that  are  of  the  seed  of  Zadok,  who  ap- 
proach unto  me,  to  minister  unto  me,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah, 

so  a  young  bullock  for  a  8in-o£fering.  And  thou  shalt  take  of 
the  blood  thereof,  and  put  it  on  the  four  horns  of  it,  and  on 
the  four  comers  of  the  ledge,  and  upon  the  border  round 

31  about :  thus  shalt  thou  cleanse  and  purify  it.  Thou  shalt  take 
the  bullock  also  of  the  sin-o£fering,  and  it  shall  be  burnt  in 
the  appointed  place  of  the  house,  without  the  sanctuary. 

sa  And  on  the  second  day  thou  shalt  offer  a  kid  of  the  goats 
without  blemish,  for  a  sin-offering ;  and  they  shall  cleanse  the 

83  altar,  as  they  cleansed  it  with  the  bullock.  When  thou  hast 
made  an  end  of  cleansing  it,  thou  shalt  offer  a  young  bullock 
without  blemish,  and  a  ram  of  the  flock  without  blemish. 

M  And  thou  shalt  offer  them  before  Jehovah,  and  the  priests 
shall  cast  salt  upon  them,  and  they  shall  offer  them  up  for  a 

95  burnt-offering  unto  Jehovah.  Seven  days  shalt  thou  sacrifice 
every  day  a  goat  for  a  sin-offering :  they  shall  also  sacrifice  a 
young  bullock,  and  a  ram  out  of  the  flock,  without  blemish. 

^  Seven  days  shall  they  purify  the  altar  and  cleanse  it ;  and 

37  they  shall  consecrate  themselves.  And  when  these  days  are 
expired,  it  shall  be,  that  upon  the  eighth  day,  and  so  forwards, 
the  priests  shall  sacrifice  your  burnt-offerings  upon  the  altar, 
and  your  peace-offerings ;  and  I  will  accept  you,  saith  the 
Lord  Jehovah.^' 
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CHAP.  XLIV. — And  he  brought  me  back  towards  the  i 
gate  of  the  outward  sanctuary  which  looketh  towards  the 
east;  and  it  was  shut.    Then  said  Jehovah  unto  me;  "This  2 
gate  shall  be  shut ;  it  shall  not  be  opened^  and  no  man  shall 
enter  in  by  it ;  because  Jehovah,  the  God  of  Israel^  hath  en- 
tered in  by.  it ;  therefore  it  shall  be  shut.  It  is  for  the  prince.  3 
The  prince  shall  sit  in  it  to  eat  bread  before  Jehovah ;  he 
shall  enter  by  the  way  of  the  porch  of  that  gate,  and  shall 
go  out  by  the  way  of  the  same.'' 

Then  he  brought  me  towards  the  north  gate  before  the  4 
house  :  and  I  looked,  and,  behold,  the  glory  of  Jehovah  filled 
Jehovah's  house :  and  I  fell  upon  my  face.  And  Jehovah  said  5 
unto  me,  "  Son  of  man,  mark  well,  and  behold  with  thine 
eyes,  and  hear  with  thine  ears  all  that  I  say  unto  thee  con- 
cerning all  the  ordinances  of  the  house  of  Jehovah,  and  all 
the  laws  thereof;  and  mark  well  the  entrances  to  the  bonse^ 
with  all  the  passages  from  the  sanctuary  outwards.  And  thou  6 
shalt  say  to  the  rebellious  house,  even  to  the  house  of  Israel, 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah  ;   0  ye  house  of  Israel,  let 
it  suffice  you  of  all  your  abominations,  in  that   ye  have? 
brought  into  my  sanctuary  strangers  uncircumcised  in  heart, 
and  uncircumcised  in  flesh,  to  be  in  my  sanctuary,  to  pollute 
it,  even  my  house,  wheil  ye  oflFer  my  bread,  the  fat  and  the 
blood ;  and  they  have  broken  my  covenant  because  of  all  your 
abominations.    And  ye  have  not  kept  the  charge  of  my  holy  s 
things  :  but  ye  have  set  keepers  of  my  charge  in  my  aane- 
tuary  for  yourselves. 

**  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  No  stranger  uncircumcised  9 
in  heart,  nor  uncircumcised  in  flesh,  shall  enter  into  my  auie- 
tuary,  of  any  stranger  that  is  among  the  children  of  Israe^ 
And  the  Levites  who  departed  far  from  me,  when  Israid  went  10 
astray,  who  went  astray  away  from  me  after  their  idols,  they 
shall  even  bear  their  iniquity.    Yet  they  shall  be  ministen  n 
in  my  sanctuary,  having  charge  at  the  gates  of  the  home, 
and  ministering  to  the  house :   they  sImU  slay  the  bumt- 
ofiering  and  the  sacrifice  for  the  people,  and  they  shall  stand 
before  them  to  minister  unto  them.   Because  they  ministered  it 
unto  them  before  their  idols^  and  caused  the  house  of  land 
to  fall  into  iniquity,  therefore  have  I  lifted  up  my  hand 
against  them,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah,  and  they  ahall  bear 
their  iniquity.   And  they  shall  not  come  near  unto  me,  to  do  is 
the  office  of  a  priest  unto  me,  nor  to  come  near  to  any  of  vj 
holy  things,  in  the  most  holy  place :  but  they  shall  bear  their 
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shame,  and  their  abominations  which  they  have  committed. 

14  But  I  will  make  them  keepers  of  the  charge  of  the  house^ 
for  all  the  service  thereof,  and  for  all  that  shall  be  done 
therein. 

15  .  "  But  th^  priests,  the  Levites,  the  sons  of  Zadok,  who  kept 
the  charge  of  my  sanctuary  when  the  children  of  Israel  went 
astray  from  me,  they  shall  come  near  to  me,  to  minister  unto 
me ;  and  they  shall  stand  before  me  to  o£fer  unto  me  the  fat 

16  and  the  blood,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah.  They  shall  enter  into 
my  sanctuary,   and   they  shall  come  near  to  my  table,  to 

17  minister  unto  me ;  and  they  shall  keep  my  charge.  And  it 
shall  come  to  pass,  that  when  they  enter  in  at  the  gates  of  the 
inner  court,  they  shall  be  clothed  with  linen  garments ;  and 
no  wool  shall  come  upon  them,  while  they  minister  in  the 

18  gates  of  the  inner  court,  and  farther  in.  They  shall  have 
linen  tiaras  upon  their  heads,  and  they  shall  have  linen 
drawers  upon  their  loins ;  they  shall  not  gird  themselves  with 

19  any  thing  that  causeth  sweat.  And  when  they  go  forth  into 
the  outer  court,  even  into  the  outer  court  to  the  people,  they 
shall  put  o£f  their  garments  wherein  th«y  ministered,  and  lay 
them  in  the  holy  chambers ;  and  they  shall  put  on  other  gar- 
ments ;  that  they  may  not  sanctify  the  people  with  their  gar^ 

30  ments.     They  shall  neither  shave  their  heads,  nor  su£fer  their 

31  locks  to  grow  long ;  they  shall  only  clip  their  heads.  Neither 
shall  any  priest  drink  wine,  when  they  enter  into  the  inner 

33  court.  Neither  shall  they  take  for  their  wives  a  widow, 
nor  a  woman  that  hath  been  divorced :  but  they  shall  take 
maidens  of  the  seed  of  the  house  of  Israel,  or  a  widow  that 

38  had  a  priest  before.  And  they  shall  teach  my  people  the 
JUfference  between  the  holy  and  profane,  and  cause  them  to 

34  discern  between  the  unclean  and  the  clean.  And  in  contro- 
versy they  shall  stand  in  judgment ;  they  shall  judge  it  ac- 
eo]:mng  to  my  judgments :  and  they  shall  keep  my  laws  and 
my  statutes  in  all  mine  assemblies ;  and  they  shall  hallow  my 

35  sabbaths.  And  they  shall  approach  no  dead  person,  to  defile 
tliemselves :  but  for  father,  or  for  mother,  or  for  son,  or  for 
danghter,  for  brother,  or  for  sister  that  hath  no  husband^  they 

36  may  defile  themselves.     And  after  a  priest  is  cleansed,  they 

37  shall  reckon  unto  him  seven  days.  And  in  the  day  that  he 
goeth  into  the  sanctuary,  into  the  inner  court,  to  minister  in 
the  sanctuary,  he  shall  o£fer  his  sin-offering,  saith  the  Lord 

m  Jehovah.  And  it  shall  be  unto  them  for  an  inheritance :  I 
am  their  inheritance :  and  ye  shall  give  them  no  poasessioa 
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in  Israel:  I  am  their  possession.     They  shall  eat  the  meal-  29 
offering,  and  the  sin-offering,  and  the  trespass-offering ;  and 
every  dedicated  thing  in  Israel  shall  be  theirs.    And  the  first  ao% 
of  all  the  firstfruits  of  all  things^  and  every  oblation  of  all 
kinds  of  every  sort  of  your  oblations,  shall  be  the  priests' : 
ye  shall  also  give  unto  the  priest  the  first  of  your  dough, 
that  he  may  cause  the  blessing  to  rest  in  thine  house.     The  si 
priests  shall  not  eat  of  any  thing  that  hath  died  of  itself^  or 
hath  been  torn ;  whether  it  be  fowl  or  beast. 

CHAP.  XLV.— ^'  And  when  ye  shall  divide  by  lot  the  land  i 
for  inheritance,  ye  shall  offer  an  oblation  unto  Jehovah,  a 
holy  portion  of  the  land :  the  length  shall  be  the  length  of 
five  and  twenty  thousand  cubits,  and  the  breadth  shall  be 
ten  thousand.     This  shall  be  holy  in  all  the  borders  thereof 
round  about.      Of  this  there  shall  be  for  the  sanctuary  five  s 
hundred  in  lengthy  by  five  hundred  in  breadth,  square  round 
about ;  and  fifty  cubits  round  about  for  the  surrounding  space 
thereof.     And  of  this  measure  shalt  thou  measure  the  length  s 
of  five  and  twenty  thousand,  and  the  breadth  of  ten  thou- 
sand :  and  in  it  shall  be  the  sanctuary,  the  most  holy  place. 
The  holy  portion  of  the  land  shall  be  for  the  priests,  the  4 
ministers  of  the  sanctuary,  who  shall  come  near  to  minister 
unto  Jehovah:  and  it  shall  be  a  place  for  their  houses,  and 
a  holy  place  for  the  sanctuary. 

'^  And  the  five  and  twenty  thousand  in  length,  and  the  ten  s 
thousand  in  breadth,  shall  be  for  the  Levites,  the  ministers 
of  the  house,  for  a  possession  unto  them  of  cities  to  dwell  in. 

'^And  ye  shall  appoint  the  possession  of  the  city,  fivethoa«  6 
sand  broad,  and  five  and  twenty  thousand  long,  over  against 
the  oblation  of  the  holy  portion :  it  shall  be  for  the  whole 
house  of  Israel. 

*'  And  portions  shall  be  for  the  prince  on  the  one  side  and  on  7 
the  other  side  of  the  oblation  of  the  holy  portion,  and  of  the 
possession  of  the  city,  before  the  oblation  of  the  holy  portioii, 
and  before  the  possession  of  the  city,  from  the  west  side  west- 
ward, and  from  the  east  side  eastward :  and  the  length  shall 
be  over  against  each  one  of  the  portions,  from  the  west  border 
unto  the  east  border.    As  for  the  land  it  shall  be  his  posses-  s 
sion  in  Israel :  and  my  princes  shall  no  more  oppress  my 
people ;  and  the  rest  of  the  land  shall  they  give  to  the  house 
of  Israel  according  to  their  tribes.     Thus  saith  the  Lords 
Jehovah;  let  it  suffice  you,  0  princes  of  Israeli     Bemofe 
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violence  and  spoils  and  execute  judgment  and  justice;  take 
away  your  exactions  from  my  people^  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

10  '^  xe  shall  have  just  balances^  and  a  just  ephah,  and  a  just 

11  bath.  The  ephah  and  the  bath  shall  be  of  one  measure^  that 
the  bath  may  contain  the  tenth  part  of  a  homer,  and  the 
ephah  the  tenth  part  of  a  homer ;  the  measure  thereof  shall 

13  be  after  the  homer.  And  the  shekel  shall  be  twenty  beans : 
twenty  shekels,  five  and  twenty  shekels,  fifteen  shekels,  shall 
be  your  maneh. 

13  '^  This  is  the  heave-offering  that  ye  shall  offer;  the  sixth 
part  of  an  ephah  out  of  a  homer  of  wheat,  and  the  sixth 

14  part  of  an  ephah  out  of  a  homer  of  barley.  As  for  the  ordi- 
nance concerning  oil,  the  bath  of  oil,  ye  shall  offer  the  tenth 
part  of  a  bath  out  of  the  cor,  which  is  a  homer  of  ten  baths  ; 

15  for  ten  baths  are  a  homer.  And  of  the  ^ock,  ye  shall  offer 
one  lamb  out  of  two  hundred,  out  of  the  watered  pastures  of 
Israel,  for  the  meal-offering,  and  for  the  burnt-offering,  and  for 
peace-offerings,  to  make  reconciliation  for  them,  saith  the  Lord 

16  Jehovah.     All  the  people  of  the  land  shall  give  this  oblation 

17  for  the  prince  in  Israel.  And  it  shall  be  the  prince's  part  to 
give  burnt-offerings,  and  meal-offerings,  and  drink-offerings^ 
in  the  feasts,  and  in  the  new  moons,  and  in  the  sabbaths,  in 
all  solemnities  of  the  house  of  Israel :  he  shall  prepare  the 
8in*offering,  and  the  meal-offering,'and  the  burnt-offering,  and 
the  peace-offerings,  to  make  reconciliation  for  the  house  of 
Israel. 

IS  "  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  In  the  first  month,  on  the 
first  day  of  the[month,  thou  shalt  take  a  young  bullock  with- 

19  oat  blemish,  and  cleanse  the  sanctuary :  and  the  priest  shall 
take  of  the  blood  of  the  sin-offering,  and  put  it  upon  the  postft 
of  the  house,  and  upon  the  four  corners  of  the  ledge  of  the 
altar,  and  upon  the  posts  of  the  gate  of  the  inner  court.  And 

90  so  thou  shalt  do  on  the  seventh  day  of  the  month  for  every 
one  that  erreth,  and  for  him  that  is  simple :  so  shall  ye  re- 
al concile  the  house.  In  the  first  month,  on  the  fourteenth  day 
of  the  month,  ye  shall  have  the  passover,  a  feast  of  seven 

72  days ;  unleavened  bread  shall  be  eaten.  And  upon  that  day 
shall  the  prince  sacrifice,  for  himself  and  for  all  the  people  of 

S3  the  land,  a  bullock  for  a  sin-offering.  And  seven  days  of  the 
feast  he  shall  sacrifice  a  bumt-offering  to  Jehovah,  seven  bul- 
locks and  seven  rams  without  blemish,  daily  the  seven  days ; 

34  and  a  kid  of  the  goats  daily  for  a  sin-offering.  And  he  shall 
sacrifice  a  meal-offering  of  an  ephah  with  a  bullock,  and  an 
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epbah  with  a  ram^  and  a  hin  of  oil  with  each  ephah.   In  the  is 
seventh  month,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  months  shall  he  do 
the  like  in  the  feast  of  the  seven  days,  according  to  the  sin- 
offering,  according  to  the  burnt-offering,  and  according  to 
the  meal-offering,  and  according  to  the  oil. 

CHAP.  XLVI.— "Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah  ;  The  gate  i 
of  the  inner  court  that  looketh  towards  the  east  shall  be  shut 
on  the  six  working  days;  but  on  the  sabbathUt  shall  be 
opened ;  and  on  the  day  of  the  new  moon  it  shall  be  opened. 
And  the  prince  shall  enter  by  the  way  of  the  porch  of  that  a 
gate  without,  and  shall  stand  by  the  post  of  the  gate ;  and 
the  priest  shall  sacrifice  his  burnt-offering  and  his  peao©* 
offerings;  and  he  shall  worship  at  the  threshold  of  the  gale: 
then  he  shall  go  forth ;  but  the  gate  shall  not  be  shut  until 
the  evening.     Likewise  the  people  of  the  land  shall  worship  s 
at  the  door  of  this  gate  before  Jehovah  on  the  sabbaths  ana 
the  new  moons.  And  the  burnt-offering  that  the  prince  shall  4 
offer  unto  Jehovah  on  the  sabbath -day  shall  be  six  lambs 
without  blemish,  and  a  ram  without  blemish.    And  the  meal-  s 
offering  shall  be  an  ephah  with  a  ram,  and  the  meal-ofiering 
with  the  lambs  as  he  shall  be  inclined  to  give,  and  a  hin  d 
oil  to  an  ephah.    And  in  the  day  of  the  new  moon  it  shall  6 
be  a  young  bullock  without  blemish,  and  six  Iambs,  and  a 
ram :  they  shall  be  without  blemish.     And  he  shall  sacrifice? 
a  meal-offering,  an  ephah  with  a  bullock,  and  an  ephah  with  a 
ram ;  and  with  the  lambs  according  as  he  shall  have  at  band; 
and  a  hin  of  oil  to  an  ephah.      And  when  the  prince  ahall  s 
enter,  he  shall  go  in  by  the  way  of  the  porch  of  thai  gate, 
and  he  shall  go  forth  by  the  way  thereof. 

"  But  when  the  people  of  the  land  shall  come  before  Jdio-  9 
vah  in  the  solemn  feasts,  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  way  of  the 
ribrth  gate  to  worship,  shall  go  out  by  the  way  of  the  south 
gate ;  and  he  that  entereth  by  way  of  the  south  gate  shall  go 
forth  by  the  way  of  the  north  gate :  he  shall  not  rettini  &r 
the  way  of  the  gate  whereby  he  came  in,  but  shall  go  forta 
over  against  it.  And  the  prince  shall  go  in,  in  the  midst  of  w 
them,  when  they  go  in,  and  shall  go  forth,  when  they  go  fortk. 
And  in  the  feasts  and  in  the  solemnities,  the  meal-offeriogn 
shall  be  an  ephah  with  a  bullock,  and  an  ephah  with  a  ram, 
and  with  the  lambs  as  he  is  inclined  to  give ;  and  a  hin  (ji 
oil  to  an  ephah.    Now  when  the  prince  shall  sacrifice  a  vM* 
luntary  burnt-offering,  or  peace-offerings    voluntarily,  unto 
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Jehovah^  the  gate  that  looketh  towards  the  east  shall  be  opened 
for  him ;  and  he  shall  sacrifice  his  burnt-o£fering  and  his  peace- 
o£ferings^  as  he  did  on  the  sabbath-day :  then  he  shall  go  forth; 

13  and  after  his  departure  the  gate  shall  be  shut.  Thou  shalt 
daily  offer  a  burnt-offering  unto  Jehovah  of  a  Iamb  of  the 
first  year  without  blemish  :  thou  shalt  sacrifice  it  every  mom- 

14  ing.      And  thou  shalt  sacrifice  a  meal-offering  with  it  every 
mornings  the  sixth  part  of  an  ephah,  and  a  third  part  of  a  hin 
of  oil^  to  mingle  with  the  fine  flour ;  a  meal-offering,  con- 
is  tinually,  by  a  perpetual  ordinance  unto  Jehovah.   Thus  shall 

they  sacrifice  the  lamb  and  the  meal-offerings  and  the  oil^  every 
morning  for  a  continual  burnt- offering. 

16  "  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  If  the  prince  give  a  gift  to 
•   any  of  his  sons,  the  inheritance  thereof  shall  belong  to  his 

17  ions  ;  it  shall  be  their  possession  by  inheritance.  But  if  he 
give  a  gift  of  his  inheritance  to  one  of  his  servants,  then  it 
shall  be  his  till  the  year  of  liberty ;  afterwards  it  shall  return 
to  the  prince :  but  his  inheritance  given  unto  his  sons  shall 

18  be  theirs.  Moreover  the  prince  shall  not  take  of  the  people's 
inheritance  by  oppression,  to  thrust  them  out  of  their  posses- 
sion ;  but  he  shall  give  inheritance  to  his  sons  out  of  his  own 
possession  :  that  my  people  be  not  scattered  every  man  &om 
nia  possession.^' 

19  And  he  brought  me  through  the  entry,  which  was  at  the 
side  of  the  gate,  into  the  holy  chambers  of  the  priests,  which 
Rooked  towards  the  north  :  and,  behold,  there  was  s  place  m 

«  the  binder  part  westward.      Then  said  he  unto  me,  "  This  is 

the  place  where  the  priests  shall  boil  the  trespass-offering  and 

the  sin-offering,  where  they  shall  bake  the  meal-offering; 

that  they  bear  them  not  out  into  the  utter  court,  to  sanctify 

the  people.'' 
ai      Ajid  he  brought  me  forth  into  the  outer  court,  and  caused 

me  to  pass  by  the  four  comers  of  the  court ;  and,  behold,  in 
02  every  corner  of  the  court  there  was  a  court     In  the  four 

comers  of  the  court  there  were  courts  joined,  of  forty  cubitB 

long  and  thirty  broad :  th^se  four  comers  were  of  one  mea- 
23  sore.    And  there  was  a  row  of  building  round  about  in  them, 

round  about  the  four,  and  it  was  made  with  boiling  ^places 
04  under  the  rows  round  about.    And  said  he  unto  me,  "  y^^ 

arc  the  places  of  them  that  boil,  where  the  ministers  of  the 

house  shall  boil  the  sacrifice  of  the  people." 

I      CHAP.  XLVII.— And  he  brought  me  agam  unto  the  door 
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of  the  house^  and,  behold^  waters  issued  out  from  under  the 
threshold  of  the  house  eastward ;  for  the  front  of  the  house 
stood  towards  the  east :  and  the  waters  came  down  from  be- 
neath, from  the  right  side  of  the  house,  at  the  south  side  of 
the  altar.     Then  he  brought  me  out  by  the  way  of  the  gate  « 
northward,  and  led  me  about  by  the  outer  way,  unto  the  outer 
gate  of  the  way  that  looketh  eastward ;  and,  behold^  there 
ran  out  waters  on  the  right  side.     And  when  the  man  who  3 
had  the  line  in  his  hand  went  forth  eastward,  he  measured  a 
thousand  cubits,  and  he  brought  me  through  the  waters; 
the  waters  were  to  the  ancles.     Again  he  measured  a  thou-  4 
sand,  and  brought  me  through  the  waters ;  the  waters  were 
to  the  knees.     Again  he  measured  a  thousand,  and  brought 
me  through ;  the  waters  were  to  the  loins.    Afterwards  he  $ 
measured  a  thousand ;  and  it  was  a  river  that  I  could  not 
pass  over :  for  the  waters  were  risen,  waters  to  swim  in,  a 
river  that  could  not  be  passed  over.     And  he  said  unto  me  6 
''  Son  of  man,  hast  thou  seen  this  V^    Then  he  brought  me, 
and  caused  me  to  return  to  the  brink  of  the  river.     Now  7 
when  I  had  returned,  behold,  by  the  bank  of  the  river  were 
very  many  trees  on  the  one  side  and  on  the  other.     Then  8 
said  he  unto  me,  "  These  waters  issue  out  towards  the  east 
country,  and  go  downinto  the  desert,  and  go  into  theDead  Sea: 
arid  when  they  are  brought  forth  into  the  sea,  the  waters  thereof 
shall  be  healed.     And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  every  thing  » 
that  liveth,  which  moveth,  whithersoever  the  rivers  shall  come, 
shall  live  :  and  there  shall  be  a  very  great  multitude  of  fish, 
l^ecause  these  waters  shall  come  thither :  for  they  ahall  be 
healed ;  and  everything  shall  live  whither  the  river  cometh. 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  the  fishers  shall  stand  beside  it  lo 
from  En-gedi  even  unto  En-eglaim ;  there  shall  be  a  spread- 
ing forth  of  nets;  their  fish  shall  be  according  to  their  kinds, 
as  the  fish  of  the  Great  Sea,  exceeding  many.     But  the  miry  u 
places  thereof  and  the  pits  thereof  shall  not  be  healed;  they 
shall  be  appointed  for  salt.    And  by  the  river,  upon  the  bank  JS 
thereof,  on  this  side  and  on  that  side,  shall  grow  all  trees  for 
food,   whose  leaf  shall  not  fade,   neither   shall   the  fruit 
thereof  be   consumed :    they  shall  bring  forth    new  fruit 
every  month,  because  their  waters  issue  out  of  the  sane- 
tuary:    and  the  fruit  thereof   shall  be  for  food^    and  the 
leaf  thereof  for  medicine. 

"  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  This  shall  be  the  border,  is 
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whereby  ye  shall  inherit  the  land,  according  to  the  twelve 

14  tribes  ef  Israel :  Joseph  shall  have  two  portions.  And  ye 
shall  inherit  it,  every  man  alike ;  concerning  which  I  lifted 

15  up  my  hand  to  give  it  unto  your  fathers :  and  this  land 
shall  fall  unto  you  for  inheritance.  And  this  shall  be  the 
border  of  the  land  towards  the  north  side,  from  the  Great 

16  Sea,  nigh  unto  Hethlon,  as  men  go  to  Zedad ;  Hamath, 
Berothah,  Sibraim,  which  is  between  the  border  of  Da- 
mascus and  the  border  of  Hamath ;  Hazer-hatticon,  which 

17  ia  by  the  border  of  Hauran.  And  the  border  from  the  sea 
shall  be  Hazar-enon,  on  the  border  of  Damascus,  and  the 

18  northern  Zaphon,  and  the  border  of  Hamath.  And  this 
is  the  north  side.  And  the  east  side  ye  shall  measure 
from  Hauran,  and  from  Damascus,  and  from  Gilead,  and 
from  the  land  of  Israel  by  Jordan,  from  the  border  unto  the 

19  Eastern  Sea.  And  this  is  the  east  side.  And  the  south  side 
southward,  from  Tamar  even  to  the  Waters  of  Meribah  in 
Kadesh,  to  the  river  which  runneth  into  the  Great  Sea.   And 

so  this  is  the  south  side  southward.  The  west  side  also  shall  be 
the  Great  Sea  from  the  border,  till  a  man  come  over  against 

Qi  the  way  to  Hamath.  This  is  the  west  side.  So  shall  ye 
divide  this  land  imto  you  according  to  the  tribes  of  Israel. 

33  And  it  shalP  come  to  pass,  that  ye  shall  divide  it  by  lot  for 
an  inheritance  unto  you,  and  to  the  strangers  that  sojourn 
among  you,  who  shall  beget  children  among  you :  and  they 
shall  be  unto  you  as  bom  iif  the  countiy  among  the  children 
of  Israel ;  they  shall  have  inheritance  with  you  among  the 

33  tribes  of  Israel.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  in  whatso- 
ever tribe  the  stranger  sojoumeth,  there  shall  ye  give  him 
his  inheritance,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

1  CHAP.  XLVIII. — ^And  these  are  the  names  of  the  tribes. 
From  the  north  end  in  the  direction  towards  Hethlon  as 
one  goeth  to  Hamath,  Hazar-enan,  on  the  border  of  Damascus 
northward,  to  the  border  of  Hamath ;  from  the  eastern  side 

3  even  to  the  western,  shall  be  his;  Dan,  one  tribe.  And  by 
the  border  of  Dan,  from  the  east  side  unto  the  west  side^ 

3  Asher,  one  tribe.  And  by  the  border  of  Asher,  from  the  east 

4  side  even  unto  the  west  side,  Naphtali,  one  tribe.  And  by 
the  border  of  Naphtali,  from  the  east  side  imto  the  west 

5  side,  Manasseh,  one  tribe.  And  by  the  border  of  Manasseh, 
from  the  east  side  unto  the  west  side,  Ephraim,  one  tribe. 

6  And  by  the  border  of  Ephraim,  from  the  east  side  even  unto 

*  VOL.  Ill,  p  p 
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the  west  side,  Beuben,  one  tribe.   And  by  the  border  of  Rea-  7 
ben,  from  the  east  side  unto  the  west  side^  Judah,  one  inie. 

And  by  the  border  of  Judah^  from  the  east  side  unto  the  8 
west  side,  shall  be  the  oblation  which  ye  shall  offer,  of  five 
and  twenty  thousand  cubits  in  breadth,  and  in  length  as  one 
of  the  other  parts,  from  the  east  side  unto  the  west  side: 
and  the  sanctuary  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  it.     The  oblattoo  9 
that  ye  shall  offer  unto  Jehovah  shall  be  of  five  and  twenty 
thousand  in  length,  and  of  ten  thousand  in  breadth.     And  10 
unto  them,  even  unto  the  priests,  shall  this  holy  oblation  be- 
long ;  towards  the  north  five  and  twenty  thousand  in  length, 
and  towards  the  west  ten  thousand  in  breadth,  and  towards 
the  east  ten  thousand  in  breadth,  and  towards  the  south  five 
and  twenty  thousand  in  length  :  and  the  sanctuary  of  Jdo- 
yah  shall  be  in  the  midst  thereof.     It  shall  be  for  the  priests  11 
that  are  sanctified,  of  the  sons  of  Zadok,  who  have  kept  my 
charge;  who  went  not  astray  when  the  children  of  Israel 
went  astray,  as  the  Levites  went  astray.  And  this  oblation  of  12 
the  land  that  is  offered,  shall  be  unto  them  a  thing  most  holy, 
by  the  border  of  the  Levites.     And  over  against  the  border  n 
of  the  priests,  the  Levites  shall  have  five  and  twenty  thou- 
sand in  length,  and  ten  thousand  in  breadth :  all  the  length 
shall  be  five  and  twenty  thousand,  and  the  breadth  ten  thoo- 
sand.     And  they  shall  not  sell  any  of  it,  neither  shall  they  u 
exchange,  or  alienate  the  first-fruits  of  the  land :  for  it  it 
holy  unto  Jehovah. 

And  the  five  thousand  that  are  left  in  the  breadth  over  m 
against  the  five  and  twenty  thousand,  shall  be  common  land, 
for  the  city,  for  habitations,  and  for  pasture  lands :  and  the 
city  shall  be  in  the  midst  thereof.     And  these  shall  be  the  is 
measures   thereof;   the  north   side  four  thousand  and.  five 
hundred,  and  the  south  side  four  thousand  and  five  hnndred, 
and  on  the  east  side  four  thousand  and  five  hundred,  and  the 
west  side  four  thousand  and  five  hundred.   And  the  paatore- 17 
lands  of  the  city  shall  be  towards  the  north  two  hundred  and 
fifty,  and  towards  the  south  two  hundred  and  fifty,  and  to- 
wards the  east  two  hundred  and  fifty,  and  towards  the  west 
two  hundred  and  fifty. 

And  the  residue  in  length  over  against  the  oblation  of  the  is 
holy  portion  shall  be  ten  thousand  eastward,  and  ten  thou- 
sand westward :  and  it  shall  be  over  against  the  oblation  of 
the  holy  portion ;  and  the  produce  thereof  shall  be  for  food 
unto  them  that  serve  the  city.     And  they  that  serve  the  city  » 
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20  shall  serve  it  out  of  all  the  tribes  of  Israel.  All  the  oblation 
shall  be  five  and  twenty  thousand  by  five  and  twenty  thou- 
sand :  ye  shall  oflFer  the  holy  oblation  four-square,  with  the 
possession  of  the  city. 

21  And  the  residue  shall  be  for  the  prince,  on  the  one  side 
and  on  the  other  of  the  holy  oblation,  and  of  the  possession 
of  the  city  over  against  the  five  and  twenty  thousand  of  the 
oblation  towards  the  east  border,  and  westward  over  against 
the  five  and  twenty  thousand  towards  the  west  border,  over 
against  the  portions  for  the  prince :  and  it  shall  be  the  holy 
oblation;   and  the  sanctuary  of  the  house  shall  be  in  the 

22  midst  thereof.  Moreover  from  the  possession  of  the  Levites, 
and  from  the  possession  of  the  city,  being  in  the  midst  of 
that  which  is  the  prince's,  between  the  border  of  Judah  and 
the  border  of  Benjamin,  shall  be  for  the  prince. 

23  As  for  the  rest  of  the  tribes,  from  the  east  side  unto  the 

24  west  side,  Benjamin  one  tribe.  And  by  the  border  of  Ben- 
jamin, from  the  east  side  unto  the  west  side,  Simeon  one 

25  tribe.  And  by  the  border  of  Simeon,  from  the  east  side  unto 

26  the  west  side,  Issachar  one  tribe.  And  by  the  border  of  Is- 
sachar,  from  the  east  side  unto  the  west  side,  Zebulun  one 

27  tribe.     And  by  the  border  of  Zebulun,  from  the  east  side 

28  unto  the  west  side.  Gad  one  tribe.  And  by  the  border  of 
QhA,  at  the  south  side  southward,  the  border  sliall  be  even 
from  Tamar  unto  the  Waters  of  Meribah  in  Kadesh,  and  to 

29  the  river  towards  the  Great  Sea.  This  is  the  land  which  ye 
shall  divide  by  lot  unto  the  tribes  of  Israel  for  inheritance, 
and  these  are  their  portions,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

30  And  these  are  the  roads  leading  from  the  city  on  the  north 

31  side ;  four  thousand  and  five  hundred  measures.  And  the 
gates  of  the  city  shall  be  after  the  names  of  the  tribes  of 
Israel :  three  gates  northward  ;  one  gate  of  Reuben,  one  gate 

32  of  Judah,  one  gate  of  Levi.  And  on  the  east  side  four  thou- 
sand and  five  hundred:  and  three  gates;  one  gate  of  Jo- 

33  seph,  one  gate  of  Benjamin,  one  gate  of  Dan.  And  on  the 
south  side  four  thousand  and  five  hundred  measures :  and 
three  gates ;  one  gate  of  Simeon,  one  gate  of  Issachar,  oue 

34  gate  of  Zebulun.  On  the  west  side  four  thousand  and  five 
hundred,  with  their  three  gates ;  one  gate  of  Gad,  one  gate 

35  of  Asher,  one  gate  of  Naphtali.  Its  whole  circuit  shall  be 
eighteen  thousand  measures;  and  the  name  of  the  city  from 
that  day  shall  be,  Jehovah-shammah  [Jehovah  is  there].

THE  BOOK  OF  DANIEL. 


CHAP.  I.— In  the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  JehoiaKm,  i 
king  of  Judah,  came  Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon  unto 
Jerusalem^  and  besieged  it.  And  the  Lord  gave  Jehoiakim,  2 
king  of  Judah,  into  his  hand,  with  part  of  the  vessels  of  the 
house  of  God :  and  he  carried  them  into  the  land  of  fihinar, 
to  the  house  of  his  god ;  and  he  brought  the  vessels  into  the 
treasure-house  of  his  god. 

And  the  king  commanded  Ashpenaz  the  master   of  his  s 
eunuchs,  that  he  should  bring  certain  of  the  children  of 
Israel,  and  of  the  king^s  seed,  and  of  the  princes ;  youths  in  4 
whom  was  no  blemish,  and  who  were_  well-favoured,  and 
skilful  in  all  wisdom,  and  learned  in  knowledge,  and  under- 
standing science,  and  endowed  with  abiUty  to  stand  in  the 
king^s  palace,  and  to  learn  the  writing  and  the  language  of 
the  Chaldeans.     And  the  king  appointed  that  they  should  5 
receive  a  daily  provision  of  the  king's  viands  and  of  the  wine 
which  he  drank :  and  that  they  should  be  nourished  for  three 
years,  that  at  the  end  thereof  they  might  stand  before  the 
king.     And  among  these  were  of  the  children  of  Judah..  6 
Daniel,  Hananiah,  Mishael,  and  Azariah.    And  the  prince  of  7 
the  eunuchs  gave  them  names :  for  he  gave  unto  Daniel  the 
name  of  Belteshazzar ;  and  to  Hananiah,  of  Shadrach  j  and  to 
Mishael,  of  Meshaoh ;  and  to  Azariah,  of  Abed-nego. 

But  Daniel  purposed  in  his  heart  that  he  would  not  defile  s 
himself  with  the  portion  of  the  king's  viands,  nor  with  the 
wine  which  he  drank  :  therefore  he  requested  of  the  chief  of 
the  eunuchs  that  he  might  not  defile  himself.  And  God  gave  9 
unto  Daniel  grace  and  favour  with  the  chief  of  the  eunuchs. 
And  the  chief  of  the  eunuchs  said  unto  Daniel,  '^  I  fear  my  10 
lord  the  king,  who  hath  appointed  your  food  and  your  drink: 
why  then  should  he  see  your  faces  more  sad  than  those  i/the 
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youths  of  your  own  age  ?  and  why  should  ye  endanger  my 

11  nead  to  the  king  1"  Then  said  Daniel  to  the  steward  whom 
the  prince  of  the  eunuchs  had  set  over  Daniel^  Hananiah, 

12  Mishael,  and  Azariah,  "  Try  thy  servants,  I  beseech  thee,  ten 
days ;  and  let  them  give  us  pulse  to  eat,  and  water  to  drink. 

13  Then  let  our  counteninces  be  looked  upon  before  thee,  and  the 
countenances  of  the  youths  who  eat  of  the  portion  of  the  king's 

14  viands :  and  as  thou  seest,  deal  with  thy  servants/'  So  he 
consented  to  them  in  this  matter,  and  tried  them  ten  days. 

15  And  at  the  end  of  ten  days  their  couDtenances  appeared  fairer 
and  fatter  in  flesh  than  those  of  all  the  youths  who  did  eat 

16  the  portion  of  the  king's  viands.  Then  the  steward  took 
away  their  portion  of  the  viands,  and  the  wine  they  should 
have  drunk ;  and  gave  them  pulse. 

17  As  for  these  four  children,  God  gave  them  knowledge  and 
skQl  in  all  learning  and  wisdom  :  and  Daniel  had  under- 

18  standing  in  all  visions  and  dreams.  And  at  the  end  of  the 
days  which  the  king  had  appointed  for  bringing  them  in,  the 
chief  of  the  eunuchs  brought  them  in  before  Nebuchadnezzar. 

19  And  the  king  conversed  with  them  ;  and  among  them  all  was 
found  none  like  Daniel,  Hananiah,  Mishael,  and  Azariah: 

20  therefore  they  stood  before  the  king.  And  in  all  matters  of 
wisdom  and  understanding,  that  the  king  inquired  of  them, 
he  found  them  ten  times  better  than  all  the  magicians  and 

21  soothsayers  that  were  in  all  his  realm.  And  Daniel  con- 
tinued even  unto  the  first  year  of  king  Cyrus. 

1  CHAP.  II. — And  in  the  second  year  of  the  reign  of  Nebu- 
chadnezzar, Nebuchadnezzar  dreamed  dreams ;  and  his  spirit 

2  was  troubled,  and  his  sleep  departed  from  him.  And  the  king 
commanded  to  call  the  magicians,  and  the  soothsayers,  and  the 
enchanters,  and  the  Chaldeans,  to  shew  unto  the  king  his 

3  dreams.  And  they  came  and  stood  before  the  king.  And 
the  king  said  unto  them,  "  I  have  dreamed  a  dream,  and  my 

4  spirit  is  troubled  to  know  the  dream.''  Then  spake  the  Chal- 
deans to  the  king  in  Aramean,  "  0  king,  live  for  ever !  tell  the 

a  dream  unto  thy  servants,  and  we  will  shew  the  interpretation." 
The  king  answered  and  said  to  the  Chaldeans,  "  The  thing  is 
gone  from  me.  If  ye  will  not  make  known  unto  me  the  dream, 
and  the  interpretation  thereof,  ye   shall  be   cut  in   pieces, 

6  and  your  houses  shall  be  made  a  dunghill.  But  if  ye  shew 
the  dream,  and  the  interpretation  thereof,  ye  shall  receive  of 
me  gifts  and  rewards  and  great  honour.     Therefore  shew  me 


483  DANIEL  II. 

the  dreain,  and  the  interpretation  thereof/'     They  answered  7 
again  and  said,  ''Let  the  king  tell  his  servants  the  dream,  and 
we  will  shew  the  interpretation  of  it."     The  king  answered  8 
and  said,  ''I  know  of  a  certainty  that  ye  seek  to  gain  time, 
because  ye  see  that  the  thing  is  gone  from  me.  If  ye  will  not  9 
make  known  to  me  the  dream,  this  i»  your  only  parpoae : 
and  ye  have  prepared  lying  and  corrupt  words  to  speak  befine 
me,  till  the  time  be  changed :  therefore  tell  me  the  dream; 
and  I  shall  know  that  yc  can  shew  me  the  interpretation 
thereof."      The  Chaldeans  answered  before  the  king,  and  m 
said,  ''There  is  not  a  man  upon  earth  that  can  shew  that 
which  the  king  demandeth  :  therefore  no  king,  however  great 
or  powerful,  hath  asked  such  a  thing  of  any  magician,  ot 
soothsayer,  or  Chaldean.     And  the  thing  that  the  king  re-  n 
quireth  is  hard ;  and  there  is  none  other  that  can  shew  it 
before  the  king,  except  the  gods,  whose  dwelling  is  not  with 
flesh." 

For  this  cause  the  king  was  angry  and  very  furious,  and  is 
commanded  to  destroy  all  the  wise  men  of  Babylon.  And  the  u 
decree  went  forth  that  the  wise  men  should  be  slain ;  and 
they  sought  Daniel  and  his  companions  that  they  might  be 
slain. 

Then  Daniel  answered,  with  prudence  and  wisdom,  to  Aiiodi  h 
the  captain  of  the  king's  guard,  who  had  been  sent  forth  to 
slay  the  wise  men  of  Babylon,  he  answered  and  said  to  Arioch  is 
the  king's  captain,  "Why  is  the  decree  so  hasty  from  the 
king?"     Then  Arioch  made  the  thing  known  to  Daniel. 
And  Daniel  went  in,  and  desired  of  the  king  that  he  would  is 
give  him  time,  and  he  would  shew  the  king  the  interpretation. 
Then  Danicl  went  to  his  house,  and  made  the  thing  known  17 
to  Hannnian,  Mishael,  and  Azariah,  his  companions :  that  they  is 
might  implore  the  mercies  of  the  God  of  Heaven  concerning 
this  secret  \  that  Daniel  and  his  fellows  might  not  perish 
with  the  rest  of  the  wise  men  of  Babylon. 

Then  was  the  secret  revealed  unto  Daniel  in  a  night  vision.  19 
Then  Daniel  blessed  the  God  of  Heaven.     Daniel  answered  20 
and  said,  "Blessed  be  the  name  of  God  for  ever  and  ever: 
for  wisdom  and  might  are  his :  and  he  changeth  the  times  21 
and  the  seasons :  he  removeth  kings,  and  setteth  up  kings : 
he  giveth  wisdom  unto  the  wise,  and  knowledge  to  them  that 
know  understanding :  he  revealeth  the  deep  and  secret  things: « 
he  knoweth  what  is  in  the  darkness,  and  the  light  dwelfeOi 
with  him.     I  thank  thee,  and  praise  thee,  0  thou  God  of  my  s 
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fathei*s^  who  hast  given  me  wisdom  and  mighty  and  hast  made 
known  unto  me  now  what  we  desired  of  thee  :  for  thoa  hast 
made  known  unto  us  that  which  the  king  demandeth/^ 

24  Therefore  Daniel  went  in  unto  Arioch,  whom  the  king  had 
appointed  to  destroy  the  wise  men  of  Babylon  :  he  went  and 
said  thus  unto  him ;  "  Destroy  not  the  wise  men  of  Babylon : 
bring  me  in  before  the  king^  and  I  will  shew  unto  the  king 

25  the  interpretation/^  Then  Arioch  brought  in  Daniel  before 
the  king  in  haste,  and  said  thus  unto  him^  *^  I  have  found  a 
'man  of  the  captives  of  Judah,  who  will  make  known  unto 

26  the  king  the  interpretation/'  The  king  answered  and  said 
unto  Daniel,  whose  name  was  Belteshazzar,  "  Art  thou  able 
to  make  known  unto  me  the  dream  which  I  have  seen,  and 

27  the  interpretation  thereof?''  Daniel  answered  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  king,  and  said,  "  The  wise  men,  the  soothsayers, 
the  magicians,  the  astrologers,  have  not  been  able  to  shew 
unto  the  king  the  secret  which  the  king  hath  demanded : 

28  but  there  is  a  God  in  heaven  who  revealeth  secrets ;  and  he 
maketh  known  to  king  Nebuchadnezzar  what  shall  be  in  the 
latter  days.     Thy  dream,  and  the  visions  of  thy  head  upon 

29  thy  bed,  were  these.  As  for  thee,  0  king,  tny  thoughts 
came  into  thy  mind  upon  thy  bed,  concerning  what  should 
come  to  pass  hereafter :  and  he  that^  revealeth  secrets  maketh 

30  known  to  thee  what  shall  come  to  pass.  But  as  for  me,  this 
secret  is  not  revealed  to  me  for  a'/ty  wisdom  that  I  have  more 
than  any  living,  but  for  the  sake  of  them  who  shall  make 
known  the  interpretation  to  the  king,  that  thou  mightest 
know  the  thoughts  of  thine  heart. 

31  "  Thou,  O  king,  sawest,  and  behold,  a  great  image.  This 
great  image,  whose  brightness  was  extraordinary,  stood  be- 

32  fore  thee  \,  and  the  appearance  thereof  was  terrible.  The 
head  of  this  image  was  of  fine  gold,  its  breast  and  its  arms 

33  of  silver,  its  belly  and  its  thighs  of  brass,  its  legs  of  iron, 

34  its  feet,  part  of  iron  and  part  of  clay.  Thou  sawest  till 
a  stone  was  cut  out  without  hands,  which  smote  the  image 
upon  its  feet  which  were  of  iron  and  clay,  and  broke  them  to 

35  pieced.  Then  were  the  iron,  the  clay,  the  brass,  the  silver, 
and  the  gold,  broken  to  pieces  together,  and  became  like  the 
chaff  of  the  summer  threshing-floors;  and  the  wind  carried 
them  away,  that  no  place  was  found  for  them  :  and  the  stone 
which  smote  the  image  became  a  great  mountain,  and  filled 

36  the  whole  earth.  This  is  the  dream  ;  and  we  will  tell  the 
interpretation  thereof  before  the  king. 
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"  Thou,  0  king,  art  a  king  of  kings  :  for  the  God  of  Heaven  S7 
hath  given  thee  a  kingdom,  power,  and  strength,  and  glory. 
And  wheresoever  dwell  the  children  of  men,  the  beasts  of  the  38 
field,  and  the  fowls  of  the  heaven,  he  hath  given  all  into  thy 
hand,  and  hath  made  thee  ruler  over  them  all.    Thou  art  this 
head  of  gold.     And  after  thee  shall  arise  another  kingdom  99 
inferior  to  thee ;  and  a  third  kingdom  of  brass,  which  shall 
bear  rule  over  all  the  earth.     And  a  fourth  kingdom  shall  be  4» 
strong  as  iron :  even  as  iron  which  breaketh  in  pieces  and 
subdueth  all  things :  and  as  iron  that  breaketh  all  things,  it 
shall  break  in  pieces,  and  bruise.     And  whereas  thou  sawest  4i 
the  feet  and  toes,  part  of  potters^  clay,  and  part  of  iron,  the 
kingdom  shall  be  divided ;  but  there  shall  be  in  it  some  of 
the  strength  of  the  iron,  forasmuch  as  thou  sawest  the  iron 
mixed  with  mirj'^  clay.     And  as  the  toes  of  the  feet  were  part  4S 
of  iron  and  part  of  clay,  so  the  kingdom  shall  be  partly 
strong,  apd  partly  broken.     And  whereas  thou  saweat  iron  43 
mixed  with  miry  clay,  they  shall  be  united  by  intermar- 
riage :  but  they  shall  not  cleave  one  to  another,  even  as  iron 
is  not  mixed  with  clay.     And  in  the  days  of  these  kings  44 
shall  the  God  of  Heaven  set  up  a  kingdom,  which  shall  never 
be  destroyed :  and  that  kingdom  shall  not  be  left  to  other 
people,  but  it  shall  break  in  pieces  and  consume  all  these 
kingdoms,  and  it  shall  stand  for  ever.     Forasmuch  as  thou  4S 
sawest  that  the  stone  was  tut  out  of  the  mountain  without 
hands,  and  that  it  broke  in  pieces  the  iron,  the  brass,  the 
clay,  the  silver,  and  the  gold ;  the  Great  God  hath  made 
known  to  the  king  what  shall  come  to  pass  hereafter :  and 
the  dream  is  certain,  and  the  interpretation  thereof  sure." 

Then  the  king  Nebuchadnezzar  fell  upon  his  face,  and  46 
worshipped  Daniel,  and  commanded  that  they  should  offer 
an  oblation  and  sweet  odours  unto  him.      The  king  an- 47 
swered  unto  Daniel  and  said,  "  Of  a  truth  your  God  is  a  God 
of  gods,  and  a  Lord  of  kings,  and  a  revealer  of  secrets ;  see- 
ing thou  hast  been  able  to  reveal  this  secret."     Then  the  48 
king  made  Daniel  a  great  man,  and  gave  him  many  great 
gifts,  and  made  him  ruler  over  the  whole  province  of  Baby- 
lon, and  chief  of  the  governors  over  all  the  wise  men  of 
Babylon.     Then  Daniel  requested  of  the  king,  and  he  set  49 
Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  over  the  affairs  of  the 
province  of  Babylon ;  but  Daniel  sat  in  the  gate  of  the  king. 

CHAP.   III. — Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  mdde  an  image  1 
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of  gold :  the  height  thereof  was  threescore  cubits^  and  the 
breadth  thereof  six  cubits ;  he  set  it  up  in  the  plain  of  Dura, 
3  in  the  province  of  Babylon.  Then  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king^ 
sent  to  gather  together  the  satraps^  the  lieutenants^  and  the 
prefects^  the  chief- judges,  the  treasurers,  the  counsellors,  the 
doctors  of  the  law,  and  all .  the  rulers  of  the  provinces,  to 
come  to  the  dedication  of  the  image  which  Nebuchadnezzar 

3  the  king  had  set  up.  Then  the  satraps,  the  lieutenants,  and 
prefects,  the  chief-judges,  the  treasurers,  the  counsellors,  the 
doctors  of  the  law,  and  all  the  rulers  of  the  provinces,  were 

Sithered  together  unto  the  dedication  of  the  image  which 
ebuchadnezzar  the  king  had  set  up ;  and  they  stood  before 

4  the  image  which  Nebuchadnezzar  had  set  up.  And  the 
herald  cried  aloud,  "To  you  it  is  commanded,  0  people, 

ft  nations,  and  languages,  that  at  what  time  ye  hear  the  sound 
of  the  horn,  the  pipe,  the  harp,  the  sackbut,  the  psaltery, 
the  double  bag-pipe,  and  all  kinds  of  music,  ye  fall  down  and 
worship  the  golden  image  which  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king 

6  hath  set  ^p :  and  whoso  falleth  not  down  and  worshippeth, 
shall,  that  very  hour,  be  cast  into  the  midst  of  a  burning 

7  fiery  furnace.'^  Therefore  at  the  time  when  all  the  people 
heard  the  sound  of  the  horn,  the  pipe,  the  harp,  the  sackbut, 
the  psaltery,  and  all  kinds  of  music,  all  the  people,  the 
nations,  and  the  languages,  fell  down  and  worshipped  the 
golden  image  which  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  had  set  up. 

8  Whereupon,  at  that  time  certain  Chaldeans  came  near,  and 

9  accused  the  Jews.     They  spoke  and  said  to  the  king  Nebu* 
JO  chadnezzar,  *'  0  king,  live  for  ever  I  Thou,  0  king,  didst  make 

a  decree,  that  every  man  that  should  hear  the  sound  of  the 
horn,  the  pipe,  the  harp,  the  sackbut,  the  psaltery,  and  the 
double  bag-pipe,  and  all  kinds  of  music,  should  fall  down 

11  and  worship  the  golden  image :  and  whoso  should  not  fall 
down  and   worship,  should  be  cast  into  the  midst   of   a 

12  burning  fiery  furnace.  There  are  certain  Jews  whom  thou 
hast  set  over  the  affairs  of  the  province  of  Babylon,  Shad- 
rach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego;  these  men,  0  king,  have 
not  regarded  thee :  they  serve  not  thy  gods,  nor  worship  the 
golden  image  which  thou  hast  set  up.'^ 

13  Then  Nebuchadnezzar  in  rage  and  fury  commanded  to  bring 
Shadrach,   Meshach,  and  Abed-nego.     Then  they  brought 

14  these  men  before  the  king.  Nebuchadnezzar  spoke  and  said 
unto  them,  "  Is  it  on  purpose,  0  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and 
Abed-nego,   that  ye  do  not  serve  my  gods,  nor  worship 
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the  golden  image  which  I  have  set  up  ?     Now  if  ye  be  ready  is 
at  the  time  when  ye  hear  the  sound  of  the  horn,  the  pipe, 
the  harp^  the  sackbut^  the  psaltery,  and  double  bag-pipe,  and 
all  kinds  of   music,   to  fall  down  and  worship  the  image 
which  I  have  made,  ii  is  well :  but  if  ye  do  not  worship,  ye 
shall  be  cast  that  very  hour  into  the  midst  of  a  burning  6aej 
furnace ;  and  who  is  that  God  that  shall  deliver  you  out  of 
my  hands  ?  "    Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  answered  i< 
and  said  to  the  king,  "  0  Nebuchadnezzar,  we  have  no  need 
to  answer  thee  in  this  matter.     If  our  God,  whom  we  serve,  17 
is  able  to  deliver  us  from  the  burning  fiery  furnace,  he  also 
will  deliver  us  out  of  thy  hand,  O  king.     But  if  not,  be  it  is 
known  unto  thee,  0  king,  that  we  will  not  serve  thy  gods, 
nor  worship  the  golden  image  which  thou  hast  set  up/^ 

Then  was  Nebuchadnezzar  full  of  fury,  and  the  form  of  19 
his   visage   was  changed  against  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and 
Abed-nego :  he  spoke,  and  commanded  that  they  Aould 
heat  the  furnace  seven  times  hotter  than  it  was  wont  to  be 
heated.     And  he  commanded  the  mightiest  men  that  were  in  » 
his  army  to  bind  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  and  to 
cast  thein  into  the  burning  fiery  furnace.  Then  these  men  were  fl 
bound  in  their  trousers,  their  tunics,  and  their  cloaks,  and 
their  other  garments,  and  were  cast  into  the  midst  of  the 
burning  fiery  furnace.     Whereupon  because  the  king's  com- « 
mandment  was  urgent,  and  the  furnace  exceeding  hot,  the 
flame  of  the  fire  slew  those  men  who  had  taken  up  Shadrach, 
Meshach,  and  Abed-nego.     And  these  three  men,  Shadrach, « 
Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  fell  down  bound  into  the  midst  <rf 
the  burning  fiery  furnace.     Then  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  «* 
was  astonished,  and  rose  up  in  haste,  and  said  onto  bis 
counsellors,  ''Did  not  w^e  cast  three  men  bound  into  the 
midst  of  the  fire  ?  "     They  answered  and  said  unto  the  king, 
"  True,  0  king.''     He  answered  and  said,  "  Lo,  I  see  four  25 
men  loose,  walking  in  the  midst  of  the  fire,  and  th^  have  no 
hurt ;  and  the  form  of  the  fourth  is  like  a  son  of  God,'' 

Then  Nebuchadnezzar  came  near  to  the  month  of  the  96 
burning  fiery  furnace,  and  spoke,  and  said,  *^  Shadrach, 
Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  ye  servants  of  the  Most  High  God, 
come  forth,  and  comp  hither."  Then  Shadrach,  Meahach, 
and  Abed-nego,  came  forth  of  the  midst  of  the  fire.  And  n 
the  satraps,  the  lieutenants,  and  the  prefects,  and  the  king's 
counsellors,  being  assembled,  saw  these  men,  that  the  fire 
had  had  no  power  upon  their  bodies,  nor  was  a  hair  of  their 
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head  siuged^  neither  were  their  trousers  changed^  nor  had 
23  the  smell  of  fire  passed  upon  them.  Then  Nebuchadnezzar 
spoke,  and  said,  '^Blessed  be  the  God  of  Shadrach,  Me- 
shach,  and  Abed-nego,  who  hath  sent  his  angel,  and  delivered 
hia  servants  who  trusted  in  him,  and  who  infringed  the 
king's  command,  and  yielded  their  bodies,  that  they  might 
not  serve   nor  worship   any   god,  except  their  own  G^Dd. 

29  Therefore  I  make  a  decree,  that  every  people,  nation,  and 
language,  that  shall  speak  any  thing  amiss  against  the  God 
of  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  shall  be  cut  in  pieces, 
and  their  houses  shall  be  made  a  dunghill :  because  there  is 
no  other  God  that  can  deliver  after  this  sort.''     Then  the 

30  king  promoted  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-ncgo,  in  the 
province  of  Babylon. 

1  CHAP.  IV. — "  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king,  unto  all  people, 
nations,  and  languages,  that  dwell  in  all  the  earth;  Peace 

a  be  multiplied  unto  you.  I  thought  it  good  to  show  the  signs 
and  wonders  which  the  Most  High  God  hath  wrought  to- 

3  wards  me.  How  great  are  his  signs !  and  how  mighty  are 
his  wonders !  his  kingdom  is  an  everlasting  kingdom,  and 
his  dominion  is  from  generation  to  generation. 

4  "  I,  Nebuchadnezzar,  was  at  ease  in  my  house,  and  flourish- 

5  ing  in  my  palace :  I  saw  a  dream  which  made  me  afraid, 
and  the  thoughts  upon  my  bed  and  the  visions  of  my  head 

6  troubled  me.  Therefore  made  I  a  decree  to  bring  all  the 
wise  men  of  Babylon  before  me,  that  they  might  make  known 

7  unto  me  the  interpretation  of  the  dream.  Then  came  in  the 
magicians,  the  soothsayers,  the  Chaldeans,  and  the  astrolo- 
gers :  and  I  told  the  dream  before  them ;  but  they  did  not 

8  make  known  unto  me  the  interpretation  thereof.  But  at  the 
last  Daniel  came  in  before  me,  whose  name  was  Belteshazzar, 
according  to  the  name  of  my  god,  and  in  whom  is  the  spirit 
of  the  holy  gods :  and  before  him  I  told  the  dream,  saying, 

9  O  Belteshazzar,  master  of  the  magicians,  because  I  know 
that  the  spirit  of  the  holy  gods  is  in  thee,  and  no  secret 
troubleth  thee,  tell  me  the  visions  of  my  dream  which  I  have 

10  seen,  and  the  interpretation  thereof.  Thus  were  the  visions 
of  my  head  upon  my  bed ;  I  saw,  and  behold  a  tree  in  the 
midst  of  the  earth,  and  the  height  thereof  was  great.    The 

u  tree  grew,  and  was  strong,  and  the  height  thereof  reached 
unto  heaven,  and  it  might  be  seen  to  the  end  of  all  the  earth : 

1?  the  leaves  thereof  were  fair,  and  the  fruit  thereof  abundant. 
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and  in  it  was  food  for  all:   the  beasts  of  the  field  found 
shadow  under  it^  and  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  dwelt  in  the 
boughs  thereof^  and  all  flesh  was  fed  from  it.     I  saw  in  the  is 
visions  of  my  head  upon  my  bed,  and,  behold,  a  watcher, 
even    a  holy  one,   came    down  from   heaven.       He  cried  u 
akud,  and  said  thus,  *  Hew  down  the  tree,  and  cut  off  its 
branches,  shake  off  its  leaves,  and  scatter  its  fruit :  let  the 
beasts  depart  from  under  it,  and  the  birds  from  its  branches: 
nevertheless  leave  the  stump  of  its  roots  in  the  earth,  even  is 
with  a  band  of  iron  and  brass,  in  the  tender  grass  of  the  field. 
And  let  him  be  wet  with  the  dew  of  heaven,  and  let  his 
portion  be  with  the  beasts  in  the  grass  of  the  earth :  let  his  16 
heart  be  changed  from  that  of  a  man,  and  let  the  hisart  of  a 
beast  be  given  unto  him ;  and  let  seven  times  pass  over  him. 
This  matter  is  by  the  decree  of  the  watchers,  and  the  sen- 17 
tence  by  the  word  of  the  holy  ones  :  to  the  intent  that  the 
living  may  acknowledge  that  the  Most  High  ruleth  in  the 
kingdom  of  men,  and  giveth  it  to  whomsoever  he  will,  and 
setteth  up  over  it  the  basest  of  men.^     This  dream  I,  king 
Nebuchadnezzar,  have  seen.    Now  thou,  0  Belteshazzar,  de-  is 
clare  the  interpretation  thereof,  forasmuch  as  all  the  wise 
men  of  my  kingdom  are  not  able  to  make  known  unto  me 
the  interpretation :  but  thou  art  able ;  for  the  spirit  of  the 
holy  gods  is  in  thee.'^ 

Then  Daniel,  whose  name  was  Belteshazzar,  was  astonished  19 
for  one  hour,  and  his  thoughts  troubled  him.    The  king  spoke, 
and  said,  "  Belteshazzar,  let  not  the  dream,* or  the  interpre- 
tation thereof,  trouble  thee.'^      Belteshazzar  answered  and 
said,  '^  My  lord,  the  dream  be  unto  them  that  hate  thee,  and 
the  interpretation  thereof  unto  thine  enemies.      The  tree  » 
which  thou  sawest,  which  grew,  and  was  strong,  whose  height 
reached  unto  the  heaven,  and  which  could  be  seen  by  all  the 
earth ;   whose  leaves  were  fair,  and  the  fruit  thereof  abun-  «i 
dant,  and  in  which  was  food  for  all ;  under  which  the  beasts 
of  the  field  dwelt,  and  upon  whose  branches  the  birds  of  the 
heaven  had  their  habitation :  it  is  thou,  0  king,  who  art « 
grown  and  become  strong  :  for  thy  greatness  is  grown,  and 
reacheth  unto  heaven,  and  thy  dominion  to  the  end  of  the 
earth.     And  whereas  the    king   saw   a  watcher,    even    as 
holy  one,  coming  dowu  from  heaven  and  saying,  *  Hew  the 
tree  down,  and  destroy  it ;  yet  leave  the  stump  of  the  roots 
thereof  in  the  earth,  even  with  a  band  of  iron  and  brass,  in 
the  tender  grass  of  the  field ;  and  let  him  be  wet  with  the 
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dew  of  heaven^  and  let  his  portion  be  with  the  beasts  of 

24  the  field,  till  seven  times  pass  over  him  /  this  is  the  inter- 
pretation, 0  king,  and  this  is  the  decree  of  the  Most  High, 

35  which  is  come  upon  my  lord  the  king :  that  they  shall  drive 
thee  from  among  men,  and  thy  dwelling  shall  be  with  the 
beasts  of  the  field ;  and  they  shall  make  thee  to  eat  grass  as 
oxen,  and  they  shall  wet  thee  with  the  dew  of  heaven ;  and 
seven  times  shall  pass  over  thee,  till  thou  know  that  the  Most 
High  ruleth  in  the  kingdom  of  men,  and  giveth  it  to  whom- 

96  soever  he  will.  And  whereas  the  command  was  to  leave  the 
stump  of  the  roots  of  the  tree ;  thy  kingdom  shall  be  sure 
unto  thee,  after  thou  shalt  have  acknowledged  that  the  hea- 

27  vens  do  rule.  "Wherefore,  0  king,  let  my  counsel  be  accept- 
able unto  thee,  and  break  ofi*  thy  sins  by  righteousness,  and 
thine  iniquities  by  shewing  mercy  to  the  poor ;  if  it  may  be 
the  means  of  lengthening  thy  tranquillity.^^ 

29  AH  this  came  upon  the  king  Nebuchadnezzar.  At  the  end 
of  twelve  months  he  was  walking  in  the  palace  of  the  king- 

30  dom  of  Babylon.  The  king  spake,  and  said,  ^^  Is  not  this 
the  great  Babylon,  which  I  have  built  for  the  house  of  the 
kingdom,  by  the  might  of  ray  power,  and  for  the  honour  of 

31  my  majesty?^'  While  the  word  was  in  the  king's  mouth, 
there  fell  a  voice  from  heaven,  saying,  "  0  king  Nebuchad- 
nezzar !  to  thee  it  is  spoken ;  the  kingdom  is  departed  from 

32  thee.  And  they  shall  drive  thee  from  men,  and  thy  dwelling 
shall  be  with  the  beasts  of  the  field :  they  shall  make  thee 
to  eat  grass  as  oxen,  and  seven  times  shall  pass  over  thee, 
until  thou  acknowledge  that  the  Most  High  ruleth  in  the 
kingdom  of  men,   and  giveth  it  to  whomsoever  he  will." 

33  The  same  hour  was  the   thing  fulfilled  upon   Nebuchad-  ^ 
nezzar:^nd  he  was  driven  from  among  men,  and  did  eat 
grass  as  oxen,  and  his  body  was  wet  with  the  dew  of  heaven, 
tiU  his  hairs  were  grown  like  eagles'  feathers;  and  his  nails 

34  like  birds'  claws,  '^  And  at  the  end  of  the  days  I,  Nebuchad- 
nezzar, lifted  up  mine  eyes  unto  heaven,  and  mine  under- 
standing returned  unto  me,  and  I  blessed  the  Most  High, 
and  I  praised  and  honoured  him  who  liveth  for  ever,  whose 
dominion  is  an  everlasting  dominion,  and  whose  kingdom  is 

35  from  generation  to  generation :  and  before  whom  all  the  in- 
habitants of  the  earth  are  reputed  as  nothing :  and  who  doeth 
according  to  his  will  in  the  army  of  heaven,  and  among  the 
inhabitants  of  the  earth  :  and  none  can  stay  his  hand,  or  say 

36  unto  him.  What  doest  thou  ?    At  the  same  time  my  reason 
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returned  unto  me ;  and  for  the  glory  of  my  kingdom,  mine 
honour  and  brightness  returned  unto  me ;  and  my  counad- 
lors  and  my  lords  resorted  unto  me ;  and  I  was  establiahed 
in  my  kingdom,  and  excellent  majesty  was  added  unto  me. 
Now  I,  Nebuchadnezzar,  praise  and  extol  and  honour  the  37 
King  of  Heaven,  all  whose  works  are  truth,  and  whose  wmyi 
are  judgment :  and  who  is  able  to  abase  them  that  walk  m 
pride/' 

CHAP.   V. — ^Belshazzar  the  king  made  a  great  feast  to  a  i 
thousand  of  his  lords,  and  drank  wine  before  the  thousand. 
Belshazzar,  whilst  they  tasted  the  wine,  commanded  to  bring  2 
the  golden  and  silver  vessels  which  his  father,  Nebuchadneaiar, 
had  taken  out  of  the  temple  which  was  in  Jerusalem  ;  that 
the  king  and  his  princes,  his  wives  and  his  concubines,  might 
drink  therein.     Then  they  brought  the  golden  vessels  which  s 
were  taken  out  of  the  temple  of  the  house  of  Grod  which  was 
at  Jerusalem  ;  and  the  king  and  his  princes,  his  wives  and 
his  concubines,  drank  in  them.  They  drank  wine,  and  praised  4 
the  gods  of  gold,  and  of  silver,  of  brass,  of  iron,  of  wood, 
and  of  stone. 

In  the  same  hour  came  forth  the  fingers  of  a  man's  hand,  s 
and  wrote  over  against  the  lamp-stand,  upon  the  plaister  of 
the  wall  of  the  king's  palace :  and  the  king  saw  the  put  of 
the  hand  that  wrote.     Then  the  king's   countenance  was  6 
changed,  and  his  thoughts  troubled  him,  and  the  joints  of 
his  loins  were  loosed,  and  his  knees  smote  one  against  an- 
other.    The  king  cried  aloud  to  bring  in  the  soothsayers,  the  7 
Chaldeans,  and  the  astrologers.     The  king  spoke,  and  said 
to  the  wise  men  of  Babylon,  "Whosoever  shall  read  this 
writing,   and   shew  me  the  interpretation  thereof^  shall  be 
clothed  with  scarlet,  and  have  a  chain  of  gold  about  his 
neck,  and  shall  be  the  third  ruler  in  the  kingdom."      Then  s 
came  in  all  the  king's  wise  men :  but  they  could  not  read 
the  writing,  nor  make  known  to  the  king  the  interpretatkn 
thereof.     Then  was  king  Belshazzar  greatly  troubled,  and  9 
his  countenance  was  changed  in  him,  and  his  lords  were  asto- 
nished. 

The  queen,  on  account  of  the  words  of  the  king  and  i* 
his  lords,  came  into  the  banquet  house:  the  queen  spoke 
and  said,  "  0  king,  live  for  ever  !  let  not  thy  thoughts  trou- 
ble thee,  nor  let  thy  countenance  be  changed :  there  is  a  u 
man  in  thy  kingdom,  in  whom  is  the  spirit  of  the  holy  gods; 
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and  in  the  days  of  thy  father,  light  and  understanding  and 
wisdom,  like  the  wisdom  of  the  gods,  was  found  in  him ;  and 
king  Nebuchadnezzar,  thy  father,  made  him  master  of  the 

12  soothsayers,  magicians,  Chaldeans,  and  astrologers,  forasmuch 
as  an  excellent  spirit,  and  knowledge,  and  imder standing,  the 
power  of  interpreting  dreams,  and  shewing  hard  sentences, 
and  resolving  doubts,  were  found  in  the  same  Daniel,  whom 
the  king  named  Belteshazzar :  now,  let  Daniel  be  called,  and 

13  he  will  shew  the  interpretation.''  Then  was  Daniel  brought 
in  before  the  king.  The  king  spoke  and  said  unto  Daniel, 
''Art  thou  that  Daniel,  of  the  children  of  the  captivity  of 
Judah,  whom  the  king  my  father  brought  out  of  Judea? 

14  For  I  have  heard  of  thee,  that  the  spirit  of  the  gods  is  in 
thee,  and  that  light  and  understanding  and  excellent  wisdom 

15  18  found  in  thee.  And  now  the  wise  men,  the  soothsayers, 
have  been  brought  in  before  me,  that  they  might  read  this 
writing,  and  make  kno^n  unto  me  the  interpretation  thereof: 
bat  they  could  not  shew  the  interpretation  of  the   thing : 

16  and  I  have  heard  of  thee,  that  thou  canst  give  interpreta* 
tions  and  resolve  doubts.  Now  if  thou  canst  read  the 
writing,  and  make  known  to  me  the  interpretation  thereof, 
thon  shalt  be  clothed  in  scarlet,  and  have  a  chain  of  gold 
about  thy  neck,  and  shalt  be  the  third  ruler  in  the  kingdom.'^ 

17  Then  Daniel  answered  and  said  before  the  king,  "  Let  thy 
gifts  be  to  thyself,  and  give  thy  rewards  to  another;  yet  I 
will  read  the  writing  unto  the  king,  and  make  known  to  him 

18  the  interpretation.  0  thou  king !  the  Most  High  God  gave 
unto  Nebuchadnezzar,  thy  father,  a  kingdom,  and  majesty, 

19  and  glory,  and  honour  :  and  for  the  majesty  which  he  gave  un- 
to hhn,  all  people,  nations,  and  languages,  trembled  and  feared 
before  him :  whom  he  would  he  slew ;  and  whom  he  would 
he  kept  alive ;  and  whom  he  would  he  set  up  ;  and  whom  he 

90  would  he  put  down.  Bcit  when  his  heart  was  lifted  up,  and 
bis  mind  hardened  in  pride,  he  was  deposed  from  his  kingly 

21  throne,  and  his  glory  was  taken  from  him  :  and  he  was  driven 
from  among  the  sons  of  men,  and  his  heart  was  made  like 
the  beasts,  and  his  dw  elling  was  with  the  wild  asses :  he  was 
fed  with  grass  like  oxen,  and  his  body  was  wet  with  the  dew 
of  heaven ;  till  he  acknowledged  that  the  Most  High  God 
mleth  in  the  kingdom  of  men,  and  that  he  appointeth  over 

22  it  whomsoever  he  will.  And  thou,  his  son,  0  Belshazzar^ 
hast  not  humbled  thy  heart,  though  thou  knewest  all  this  ; 

2s  but  hast  lifted  up  thyself  against  the  Lord  of  Heaven ;  and 
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they  have  brought  the  vessels  of  his  house  before  thee ;  and 
thou,  and   thy  lords^  thy  wives,  and  thy  concubines^   have 
drunk  wine  in  them  ;  and  thou  hast  praised  the  gods  of  silver 
and  gold,  of  brass,  iron,  wood,  and  stone ;  which  see  not,  nor 
hear,  nor  know  :  and  the  God  in  whose  hand  thy  breath  is, 
and  whose  are  all  thy  ways,  thou  hast  not  glorified:  there-  m 
fore  hath  the  hand  been  sent  from  him,  and  this  writing 
hath  been  written.     And  this  is  the  writing  that  hath  been 
written;    ilWene,  ®rtel,   ^eres    [Numbered,  Weighed,  ss 
Divided.]     This  is  the  interpretation  of  the  thing :  Num-  j6 
BERED ;  God  hath  numbered  thy  kingdom,  and  finished  it. 
Weighed  ;  thou  art  weighed  in  the  balances,  and  art  found  97 
wanting.     Divided  ;  thy  kingdom  is  divided,  and  given  to  » 
the  Medes  and  Persians.^'  Then  Belshazzar  commanded,  and  S9 
they  clothed  Daniel  with  scarlet,  and  put  a  chain  of  gold 
about  his  neck,  and  made  proclamation  concerning  him,  that 
he  should  be  the  third  ruler  in  the  kingdom. 

In  that  night  was  Belshazzar  the  king  of  the  Chaldeans  ao 
slain.  And  Darius  the  Mede  took  the  kingdom,  being  about  si 
three-score  and  two  years  old. 

CHAP.   VI. — It  pleased  Darius  to  set  over  the  kingdom  a  i 
hundred  and  twenty  satraps  who  should  be  over  the  whole 
kingdom ;  and  over  these  three  presidents ;  of  whom  Daniel  % 
was  the  first:  that  the  satraps  might  give  accounts  unto  them, 
and  the  king  should  have  no  damage.     Now  this  Daniel  was  3 
preferred  above  the  presidents  and  satraps,  because  an  ex- 
cellent spirit  was  in  him ;  and  the  king  thought  to  set  him 
over  the  whole  realm. 

Then  the  presidents  and  satraps  sought  to  find  occasion  4 
against  Daniel  conceraingthe  kingdom;  but  they  could  find 
no  occasion  nor  fault ;  forasmuch  as  he  was  faithful,  neither 
was  there  any  error  or  fault  found  in  him.     Then  said  these  $ 
men,  "  We  shall  not  find  any  occasion  against  this  Daniel, 
except  we  find  it  against  him  concerning  the  law  of  his  God.'' 
Then  these  presidents  alld  satraps  assembled  together  to  the  6 
king,  and  said  thus  unto  him,  "  King  Darius,  live  for  ever! 
All  the  presidents  of  the  kingdom,  the  lieutenants  and  the  7 
satraps,  the  counsellors   and  the  prefects,   have  consulted 
together  to  estabUsh  a  royal  statute,  and  to  make  a  firm 
decree,  that  whosoever  shall  ask  a  petition  of  any  god  or  man 
for  thirty  days,  save  of  thee,  0  king,  he  shall  be  cast  into  the 
den  of  lions.   Now,  0  king,  establish  the  decree,  and  sign  8 
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the  writing,  that  it  he  not  changed,  according  to  the  law  of 
9  the  Medes   and  Persians,  which  altereth  not.''     Wherefore 
king  Darias  signed  the  writing  and  the  decree. 

10  Now  when  Daniel  knew  that  the  writing  was  signed,  he 
went  into  his  house;  (and  he  had  opened  windows  in  his 
chamber  towards  Jerusalem  3)  and  he  kneeled  upon  his  knees 
three  times  a  day,  and  prayed  and  gave  thanks  before  his  God, 

11  as  he  did  aforetime.     Then  these  men  assembled,  and  found 
13  Daniel  praying  and  making  supplication  before  his  God.  Then 

they  came  near,  and  spoke  before  the  king  concerning  the 
king's  decree ;  "  Hast  thou  not  signed  a  decree,  that  every 
man  that  shall  ask  a  petition  of  any  god  or  man  within  thirty 
days,  save  of  thee,  0  king,  shall  be  cast  into  the  den  of 
lions  ?  "  The  king  answered  and  said,  "  The  thing  is  true, 
according  to  the  law  of  the  Medes  and  Persians,  which  altereth 

13  not.''  Then  answered  they  and  said  before  the  king,  "  That 
Daniel,  who  is  of  the  children  of  the  captivity  of  Judah,  re- 
gardeth  not  thee,  0  king,  nor  the  decree  which  thou  hast 

14  signed,  but  maketh  his  petition  three  times  a  day."  Then 
the  king,  when  he  heard  these  words,  was  sore  displeased 
with  himself,  and  set  his  heart  on  Daniel  to  deliver  him : 
and  he  laboured  till  the  going   down  of  the  sun  to  deliver 

15  him.  Then  these  men  assembled  unto  the  king,  and  said 
unto  the  king,  '^  Know,  0  king,  that  the  law  of  the  Medes 
and  Persians  is.  That  no  decree  nor  statute  which  the  king 

16  hath  established  may  be  changjsd."  Then  the  king  com- 
manded, and  they  brought  Daniel,  and  cast  him  into  the  den 
of  lions.  The  king  spake  and  said  unto  Daniel,  "Thy 
God  whom  thou  servest  continually,  he  will  deliver  thee." 

17  And  a  stone  was  brought,  and  laid  upon  the  mouth  of  the 
den ;  and  the  king  sealed  it  with  his  own  signet,  and  with 
the  signet  of  his  lords ;  that  nothing  might  be  changed  with 
regard  to  Daniel. 

18  Then  the  king  went  to  his  palace,  and  passed  the  night 
fasting :  and  suffered  not  any  concubines  to  be  brought  to 

19  him :  and  his  sleep  went  from  him.  Then  the  king  arose 
very  early  in  the  morning,  and  went  in  haste  unto  the  den  of 

20  lions.  And  when  he  came  to  the  den,  he  cried  with  a  sorrow- 
ful voice  unto  Daniel.  The  king  spake  and  said  unto  Daniel, 
''0  Daniel,  servant  of  the  living  God,  is  thy  God,  whom  thou 

21  servest  continually,  able  to  deliver  thee  from  the  lions  ?"  Then 

22  said  Daniel  unto  the  king,  "  O  king,  live  for  ever !  My  God 
hath  sent  his  angel,  and  hath  shut  the  mouths  of  the  lions,

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that  they  have  not  hurt  me :  forasmuch  as  before  him  inDO- 
cen^y  was  found  in  me ;  and  also  before  thee,  0  king,  have 
I  done  no  hurt/'  Then  was  the  king  exceeding  glad  for  him,  n 
and  commanded  that  they  should  take  Daniel  up  out  of  the 
den.  So  Daniel  was  taken  up  out  of  the  den,  and  no  man- 
ner of  hurt  was  found  upon  him ;  because  he  had  trusted  in 
his  God. 

And  the  king  commanded,  and  they  brought  those  men  m 
who  had  accused  Daniel,  and  they  cast  them  into  the  den  of 
lions,  them,  their  children,  and  tneir  wives ;  and  befoire  they 
reached  the  ground  at  the  bottom  of  the  den,  the  lions  pre- 
vailed against  them,  and  broke  all  their  bones  in  pieces. 

Then  king  Darius  wrote  unto  all  people,  nations,  and  kn-  is 
guages,  that  dwell  in  all  the  earth ;  ^'  Peace  be  multiplied  unto 
you.     I  make  a  decree.  That  in  every  government  of  my  tf 
kingdom  men  tremble  and  fear  before  the  Grod  of  Daniel : 
for  he  is  the  living  God,  and  endureth  for  ever,  and  his  king- 
dom i$  a  kingdom  which  shall  not  be  destroyed,  and  his  do> 
minion  sliall  endure  even  unto  the  end.     He  delivereth  and  tj 
rescueth,  and  he  worketh  signs  and  wonders  in  heaven  and 
in  earth,  who  hath  delivered  Daniel  from  the  power  of  the 
lions/' 

So  this  Daniel  prospered  in  the  reign  of  Darius,  and  in  m 
the  reign  of  Cyrus  the  Persian. 

CHAP.   VII. — In  the  fijst  year  of  Belshazzar  king  of  i 
Babylon,  Daniel  beheld  a  dream  and  saw  visions  of  his  head 
upon  his  bed  :  then  he  wrote  the  dream,  and  told  the  sum  of 
the  matters. 

Daniel  answered  and  said,  ^^  I  saw  in  my  vision  by  night,  3 
and,  behold,  the  four  winds  of  the  heaven  burst  forth  upon 
the  Great  Sea.  And  four  great  beasts  came  up  from  the  ses,  s 
different  one  from  another.     The  first  was  like  a  lion,  and  had  * 
eagle's  wings :  I  beheld  till  the  wings  thereof  were  plucked, 
and   it  was  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  and  made  to  stand 
upon  its  feet  as  a  man,  and  a  man's  heart  was  given  to  it.  And 
behold,  another  beast,  the  second,  like  unto  a  bear ;  and  it  5 
raised  itself  up  on  one  side,  and  it  had  three  ribs  in  its  month 
between  its  teeth :  and  thus  it  was  said  unto  it,  '  Arise,  devour 
much  flesh  !'     After  this  I  beheld,  and  lo,  another,  like  a  6 
leopard,  which  had  upon  its  back  four  wings  of  a  bird ;  the 
beast  had  also  four  heads  ;  and  dominion  was  given  to  it 
After  this  I  saw  in  the  night-visions,  and  behold,  a  fourA  7 
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beasty  dreadful  and  terrible^  and  exceeding  strong ;  and  it  had 
great  iron  teetb :  it  devoured  and  broke  in  pieees^  and  stamped 
tiie  residue  with  its  feet :  and   it  was  different  from  all  the 

«  beuts  that  were  before  it ;  and  it  had  ten  horns.  I  was  con- 
sidering the  homs^  and,  behold,  there  came  up  among  them 
another  little  horn,  and  three  of  the  first  horns  were  plucked 
up  by  the  roots  before  it :  and^  behold^  in  this  horn  were  eyes 
like  the  eyes  of  a  man ;  and  a  month  speaking  great  things. 

9  I  beheld  till  thrones  were  set,  and  the  Ancient  of  Days  took 
bis  seat ;  his  garment  was  white  as  snow,  and  the  hair  of  his 
head  like  the  undyed  wool :  his  throne  was  flames  of  fire ; 

10  his  wheels  weije  burning  fire.  A  stream  of  fire  issued  and  came 
forth  from  before  him :  a  thousand  times  a  thousand  minis- 
tered unto  him,  and  ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand  stood 
before  him  :  the  tribunal  was  established,  and  the  books  were 

it  opened.  I  beheld  then  after  the  voice  of  the  great  words  which 
the  horn  spake ;  I  beheld  even  till  the  beast  was  slain,  and  his 

a  body  destroyed,  and  given  to  the  burning  flame.  And  from 
the  rest  of  the  beasts,  their  dominion  was  taken  away :  but  a 
prolongation  of  their  lives,  for  a  season  and  a  time,  was  granted 

13  onto  them.  I  saw  in  the  night-visions,  and,  behold,  one 
like  the  Son  of  man  came  with  the  clouds  of  heaven,  and 
came  to  the  Ancient  of  Days,  and  they  brought  him  near  be- 

14  fore  him.  And  there  was  given  unto  him  dominion,  and 
glory,  and  a  kingdom  ;  that  all  people,  nations,  and  languages, 
should  serve  him :  his  dominion  is  an  everlasting  dominion, 
which  shall  not  pass  away,  and  his  kingdom  one  which  shall 
not  be  destroyed. 

15  "  I,  Daniel,  was  grieved  in  my  spirit  in  the  midst  of  my  body, 
18  and  the  visions  of  my  head  troubled  me.     I  came  near  unto 

one  of  them  that  stood  by,  and  asked  him  the  truth  concerning 
all  this.    So  he  told  me,  and  let  me  know  the  interpretation  of 

17  the  things.  *  These  great  beasts,  of  which  there  are  four,  are 

18  four  kings,  who  shall  rise  out  of  the  earth.  And  then  the  holy 
ones  of  the  Most  High  shall  receive  the  kingdom,  and  shall 

19  possess  the  kingdom  for  ever,  even  for  ever  and  ever.^  Then 
I  desired  to  know  the  truth  concerning  the  fourth  beast,  which 
was  different  from  all  the  others,  exceeding  dreadful,  whose 
teeth  were  of  iron,  and  nails  of  brass ;  which  devoured,  broke 
in  pieces,  and  stamped  the  residue  with  its  feet ;  and  of  the 

20  ten  horns  which  were  in  its  head,  and  of  the  other  horn  which 
came  up,  and  before  which  three  fell ;  even  of  that  horn  which 
had  eyes,  and  a  mouth  that  spoke  very  great  things ;  whose 

GG  2 
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appearance  was  larger  than  that  of  its  fellows.   I  beheld,  and  2. 
the  same  horn  made  war  against  the  holy  ones,  and  prevailed 
over  them ;  until  the  Ancient  of  Days  came,  and  justice  was  ss 
done  to  the  holy  ones  of  the  Most  High ;  and  the  time  came 
that  the  holy  ones  should  possess  the  kingdom.  Thus  he  said^  ss 
'  The  fourth  beast  shall  be  the  fourth  kingdom  upon  earth, 
which  shall  be  different  from  all  the  other  kingdoms,  and 
shall  devour  the  whole  earth,  and  shall  tread  it  down,  and 
break  it  in  pieces.     And  the  ten  horns  of  this  kingdom  94 
are  ten  kings  who  shall  rise ;  and  another  shall  rise  after 
them ;  and  he  shall  be  different  from  the  first,  and  he  shall 
subdue  three  kings.  And  he  shall  speak  great  frords  against  ss 
the  Most  High,  and  shall  vex  the  holy  ones  of  the  Most  High, 
and  shall  think  to  change  times  and  laws :  and  they  shall  be 
given  into  his  hand  for  a  time,  and  times,  and  the  half  of 
a  time.  But  the  tribunal  shall  be  established,  and  they  shall  ae 
take  away  his  dominion,  to  consume  and  to  destroy  it  unto  the 
end.     And  the  kingdom,  and  dominion,  and  authority  over  S7 
the  kingdoms  under  the  whole  heaven,  shall  be  given  to  the 
people  of  the  holy  ones  of  the  Most  High,  whose  kingdom  is 
an  everlasting  kingdom ;  and  all  dominions  shall  serve  and 
obey  it.^  Hitherto  is  the  end  of  the  matter.  As  for  me,  Daniel,  28 
my  thoughts  troubled  me  much,  and  my  countenance  changed 
in  me :  but  I  kept  the  matter  in  my  heart.'' 

CHAP.  VIII. — In  the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  king  1 
Belshazzar  a  vision  appeared  unto  me,  even  unto  me,  Daniel, 
after  that  which  appeared  unto  me  at  the  first.     And  I  saw  2 
in  a  vision ;  and  it  came  to  pass,  when  I  saw,  that  I  was  at 
Shushan  in  the  palace,  which  is  in  the  province  of  Eiam; 
and  I  saw  in  a  vision,  and  I  was  by  the  river  of  Ulai.    Then  s 
I  lifted  up  mine  eyes,  and  saw,  and,  behold,  there  stood  be- 
fore the  river  a  ram  which  had  two  horns :  and  the  two  horns 
were  high;   but  one  was  higher  than  the  other,   and  the 
higher  came  up  last.     I  saw  the  ram  pushing  westward,  and  4 
northward,  and  southward ;  so  that  no  beasts  might  stand 
before  him,  neither  was  there  any  that  could  deliver  out  of 
his  hand;  but  he  did  according  to  his  will,   and   became 
great.     And  as  I  was  considering,  behold,  a  he-goat  came  s 
from  the  west  over  the  face  of  the  whole  earth,  and  touched 
not  the  ground :  and  the  goat  had  a  remarkable  horn  between 
his  eyes.     And  he  came  to  the  ram  which  had  two  horns,  6 
which  I  had  seen   standing  before  the  river,   and   rushed 
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7  against  him  in  tbe  fury  of  his  might.  And  I  saw  him  come 
close  unto  the  ram,  and  he  was  moved  with  choler  against 
him,  and  smote  the  ram,  and  broke  his  two  horns :  and  there 
was  no  strength  in  the  ram  ^o  stand  before  him,  but  he  cast 
him  down  to  the  ground,  and  stamped  upon  him  :  and  there 

8  was  none  that  could  deliver  the  ram  out  of  his  hand.  There- 
fore the  he-goat  waxed  very  great.  And  while  he  was  strong, 
the  great  horn  was  broken ;  and  in  its  stead,  came  up  four 

9  remarkable  ones  towards  tbe  four  winds  of  heaven.  And  out 
of  one  of  them  came  forth  a  little  horn,  which  waxed  exceed- 
ing great,  towards  the  south,  and  towards  the  east,  and  towards 

10  the  beautiful  land.  And  he  waxed  great,  even  to  the  host  of 
heaven ;  and  he  cast  down  some  of  the  host  and  of  the  stars 

1 1  to  the  ground,  and  stamped  upon  them :  yea,  he  magnified 
himself  even  to  the  prince  of  the  host.  And  by  him  the  daily 
sacrifice  was  taken  away,  and  the  place  of  his  sanctuary  was 

12  cast  down.  And  an  army  was  sent  forth  against  the  daily 
sacrifice  for  transgression,  and  it  cast  down  the  truth  to  the 
ground,  and  went  on  and  prospered. 

13  And  I  heard  a  Holy  One  speaking,  and  another  Holy  One 
said  unto  that  one  who  spoke,  "  How  long  extends  the  vision 
concerning  the  daily  sacrifice ,  and  the  transgression  of  the 
desolator,  permitting  both  the  sanctuary  and  the  host  to  be 

14  trodden  under  foot  ?"  And  he  said  unto  me,  "  To  two  thou- 
sand and  three  hundred  days ;  then  shall  the  sanctuai*y  be 
cleansed.^' 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  I,  even  I,  Daniel,  had  seen  the 
vision,  and  sought  for  the  meaning,  then,  behold,  there  stood 

16  one  before  me,  as  the  appearance  of  a  man.  And  I  heard  a 
man's  voice  between  the  banks  of  Ulai,  who  called,  and  said, 

17  "  Gabriel,  make  this  man  to  understand  the  vision.'^  So  he 
came  near  where  I  stood  :  and  when  he  came,  I  was  afraid,  and 
fell  upon  my  face :  but  he  said  unto  me,  "  Understand,  0  son 
of  man  :  for  the  vision  belongeth  unto  the  time  of  the  end.'' 

18  Now  as  he  was  speaking  with  me,  I  was  in  a  deep  sleep 
with  my  face  towards  the  ground :  but  he  touched  me  and  set 

19  me  upright.  And  he  said,  "  Behold,  I  will  make  thee  to 
knoVr  what  shall  be  at  the  latter  end  of  the  indignation  :  for 

20  the  vision  belongeth  to  the  appointed  time  of  the  end.  The 
ram  which  thou   sawest  having  two  horns  are  the  kings  of 

21  Media  and  Persia.  And  the  rough  goat  is  the  king  of  Greece : 
and  the  great  horn  that  is  between  his  eyes  is  the  first  king. 

^  Now  whereas^  when  that  was  broken,  four  stood  up  in  its 
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steady  four  kingdoms  shall  stand  up  out  of  the  nation,  but 
not  with  his  power.     And  in  the  latter  time  of  their  king*  ss 
dom,  when  the  transgressors  have  tilled  up  their  sins,  a  king 
of  fierce  countenance,  and  skilful  in  devices,  shall  stand  up. 
And  his  might  shall  be  strong,  but  not  by  his  own  might :  u 
and  he  shall  destroy  wonderfully,  and  shall  prosper,  and  go 
forwards,  and  shall  destroy  mighty  ones  and  the  holy  people. 
And  through  his  policy  also  fraud  shall  be  made  to  prosper  S5 
in  his  hand ;  and  he  shall  magnify  himself  in  his  heart,  and 
shall  destroy  many  whilst  at  peace  with  him  ;  he  shall  also 
stand  up  against  the  Prince  of  Princes;  but  he  shall  be 
broken  without  hand.    And  the  vision  concerning  the  evening  26 
and  the  morning  sacrifice  which  was  told  thee  is  true :  where- 
fore shut  thou  up  the  vision ;  for  it  relates  to  a  distant  time." 
And  I,  Daniel,  fainted,  and  was  sick  certain  days;  afterwards  I  37 
rose  up,  and  did  the  king^s  business ;  and  I  was  astonished 
at  the  vision,  but  none  understood  it. 

CHAP.     IX. — In  the  first  year  of  Darius   the  son   of  1 
Ahasuerus,  of  the  seed  of  the  Medes,  who  was  made  king 
over  the  realm  of  the  Chaldeans ;  in  the  first  year   of  his  2 
reign,  I,  Daniel,  understood,  by  computations,  the  number  of 
the  years,  whereof  the  word  of  Jehovah  had  come  to  Jeremiah 
the  prophet,  saying  that  he  would  accomplish  seventy  yean 
in  the  desolations  of  Jerusalem.   And  I  set  my  face  unto  the  3 
Lord  God,  to  inquire  by  prayer  and  supplications,  with  fast- 
ing, and  sackcloth,  and  ashes  :  and  I  prayed  unto  JehOvah  my  4 
God,  and  made  my  confession,  and  said,  '^  OLord,  the  great 
and  dreadful  God,  keeping  the  covenant  and  mercy  to  them 
that  love  him,  and  to  them  that  keep  his  commandments; 
we  have  sinned  and  have  committed  iniquity,  and  have  done  5 
wickedly,  and  have  rebelled,  even  by  departing  from  thy  pre- 
cepts and  from  thy  judgments :  neither  have  we  hearkened  unto  e 
thy  servants  the  prophets,  who  spoke  in  thy  name  to  our 
kings,  our  princes,  and  our  fathers,  and  to  all  the  people  of 
the  land.     0  Lord,  righteousness  belongeth  unto  thee,  but 
unto  us  confusion  of  face,  as  at  this  day ;  to  the  men  o£ 
Judah,  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  and  luito  all 
Israel,  that  are  near,  and  that  are  far  off,  through  all  tbe 
countries  whither  thou  hast  driven  them,  because  of  their 
trespass  which  they  have  trespassed  against  thee.     O  Lord»  a 
to  us  belongeth  confusion  of  face,  to  our  kings,  to  our  pnneen^ 
and  to  our  fathers,  because  we  have  sinned  againat  ihm. 
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9  To  the  Lord   our  God   belong  mercies   and  forgivenesses, 

10  thoagfa  we  have  rebelled  against  him;  neither  have  we 
obeyed  the  voice  of  Jehovah  our  God,  to  walk  in  his  laws, 

11  which  he  set  before  us  by  his  servants  the  prophets.  Yea, 
all  Israel  have  transgressed  thy  law,  even  by  departing,  so 
as  not  to  pbey  thy  voice ;  therefore  the  curse  is  poured 
upon  us,  and  the  oath  that  is  written  in  the  law  of  Moses 
the  servant  of  God,  because  we  have  sinned   against  him. 

13  And  he  hath  confirmed  his  words,  which  he  spoke  against 
us,  and  against  our  judges  who  judged  us,  by  bringing  upon 
us  a  great  evil  :  for  under  the  whole  heaven  hath  no  such 
evil  been  done  as  hath  been  done  upon  Jerusalem.     As  it  is 

13  written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  all  this  evil  is  come  upon  us : 
yet  we  made  not  our  prayer  before  Jehovah  our  God,  that 
we  might  turn  from  our  iniquities,  and  understand  thy  truth, 

14  Therefore  hath  Jehovah  been  upon  the  watch  for  the  evil,  and 
brought  it  upon  us ;  for  Jehovah  our  God  is  righteous  in  all 

15  his  works  which  he  doeth  :  for  we  obeyed  not  his  voice.  And 
now,  0  Lord  our  God,  who  hast  brought  thy  people  forth 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  with  a  mighty  hand,  and  hast 
gotten  thee  renown,  as  at  this  day ;  we  have  sinned,  we  have 

16  done  wickedly.  O  Lord,  according  to  all  thy  righteousness, 
I  beseech  thee,  let  thine  anger  and  thy  fury  be  turned  away 
from  thy  city  Jerusalem,  thy  holy  mountain  :  because  for  our 
sins,  and  for  the  iniquities  of  our  fathers,  Jerusalem  and  thy 

17  people  are  become  a  reproach  to  all  that  are  about  us.  Now 
therefore,  0  our  God,  hear  the  prayer  of  thy  servant,  and  his 
supplications,  and  cause  thy  face  to  shine  upon  thy  sanctuary 

18  which  is  desolate,  for  the  Lord's  sake.  0  my  God,  incline 
tliine  ear,  and  hear  j  open  thine  eyes,  and  behold  our  deso- 
lations, and  the  city  which  is  called  by  thy  name :  for  we  do 
not  present  our  supplications  before  thee  for  our  righteous- 

19  ness,  but  for  thy  great  mercies.  0  Lord,  hear ;  0  Lord, 
foi^ive  ;  0  Lord,  hearken  ^id  do ;  defer  not,  for  thine  own 
sake,  0  my  God :  for  thy  city  and  thy  people  are  called  by 
thy  name." 

30  And  whilst  I  was  speaking  and  praying,  and  confessing  my 
sin,  and  the  sin  of  my  people  Israel,  and  presenting  my  sup- 
plication before  Jehovah  my  God,  for  the  holy  mountain  of  my 

31  God ;  yea,  whilst  I  was  speaking  in  prayer,  the  man  Gabriel^ 
,  whom  I  had  seen  in  the  vision  at  the  beginning,  being  caused 

to  fly  swiftly,  touched  me,  about  the  time  of  the  evening  obla- 
33  tion.     And  he  informed  me,  and  talked  with  me,  and  said^ 


456  DANIEL  X. 

"  0  Daniel,  I  am  now  come  forth  to  teach  thee  understanding. 
At  the  beginning   of  thy  supplications  the   commandment  23 
came  forth,  and  I  am  come  to  shew  thee ;  for  thou  art  greatly 
beloved :  therefore  understand  the  message,  and  consider  the 
vision.     Seventy  weeks  are  determined  upon  thy  people^  and  « 
upon  thy  holy  city,  to  complete  the  transgression,  and  to  fill 
up  the  number  of  sins,  and  to  make  reconciliation  for  iniquity, 
and  to  bring  in  everlasting  righteousness,  and  to  seal  the 
vision  and  prophecy,  and  to  anoint  the  most  holy  place.  Know  ss 
therefore  and  understand,  that  from  the  going  forth  of  the 
word  that  Jerusalem  should  be  rebuilt,  until  a  prince  shall  be 
anointed,  shall  be  seven  weeks  ;  and  within  threescore  and  two 
weeks  it  shall  be  rebuilt,  both  street  and  ditch,  though  in 
troublous  times.  And  after  the  threescore  and  two  weeks  shall  96 
an  anointed  one  be  cut  off,  and  none  shall  be  left  unto  him : 
and  the  people  of  the  prince  who  is  to  come  shall  destroy  the 
city  and  the  sanctuary ;  and  the  end  thereof  shall  be  with  a 
flood,  and  unto  the  end  of  the  war  desolations  are  appointed,  v 
And  he  shall  confirm  a  covenant  with  many  for  one  week : 
but  in  the  midst  of  the  week  he  shall  cause  the  sacrifice  and 
the  oblation  to  cease ;  and  on  the  pinnacle  of  the  temple  pol- 
luted with  abominations  shall  stand  one  that  bringeth  desola- 
tion, even  until  the  appointed  destruction  shall  be  poured  out 
upon  the  desolator.'^ 

CHAP.  X. — In  the  third  year  of  Cyrus  king  of  Persia,  a  i 
revelation  was  made  unto  Daniel,  whose  name  was  called  Bel- 
teshazzar ;  and  the  revelation  was  true,  but  the  time  appointed 
was  long :  and  he  understood  the  revelation,  and  had  under- 
standing of  the  vision.     In  those  days  I,  Daniel,  was  mourn-  a 
ing  three  full  weeks.     I  ate  no  pleasant  food,  neither  did  flesh  3 
nor  wine  enter  my  mouth,  neither  did  I  anoint  myself  at  all, 
till  three  whole  weeks  were  fulfilled.     And  on  the  four  and  4 
twentieth  day  of  the  first  month,  as  I  was  by  the  side  of  the 
great  river,  which  is  Hiddekel,  then  I  lifted  up  mine  eyes,  5 
and  looked,  and  behold  a  certain  man  clothed  in  linen,  whoae 
loins  were  girded  with  fine  gold  of  Uphaz  :  his  body  also  was  6 
like  a  chrysolite,  and  his  face  as  the  appearance  of  lightning, 
and  his  eyes  as  lamps  of  fire,  and  his  arms  and  his- feet  like  in 
colour  to  polished  brass,  and  the  sound  of  his  words  like  the 
sound  of  a  multitude.     And  I,  Daniel,  alone  saw  the  vision :  7 
and  the  men  who  were  with  me  saw  not  the  vision ;  but  a 
great  terror  fell  upon  them^  so  that  they  fled  to  hide  them- 
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8  selves.  And  I  was  left  alone,  and  saw  this  great  vision,  and 
there  remained  no  strength  in  me :  for  my  comeliness  was 
turned  in  me  into   the  colour  of  decay,  and  I  retained  no 

9  strength.  And  I  heard  the  sound  of  his  words :  and  when  I 
heard  the  sound  of  his  words,  then  was  I  in  a  deep  sleep  on 
my  face,  and  my  face  towards  the  ground. 

10  And  behold^  a  hand  touched  me,  and  it  set  me  upon  my 

11  knees  and  upon  the  palms  of  my  hands.  And  he  said  unto 
me,  '^  0  Daniel,  a  man  greatly  beloved,  understand  the  words 
that  I  speak  unto  thee,  and  stand  upright :  for  unto  thee  am 
I  now  sent/^     And  when  he  had  spoken  this  word  unto  me, 

13  I  stood  up  trembling.  Then  said  he  unto  me,  '^  Fear  not, 
Daniel :  for  from  the  first  day  that  thou  didst  set  thine  heart 
to  understand,  and  to  chasten  thyself  before  thy  God,  thy 

13  words  were  heard,  and  I  am  come  for  thy  words.  But  the 
prince  of  the  kingdom  of  Persia  withstood  me  one  and  twenty 
days:  but,  lo,  Michael,  one  of  the  chief  princes,  came  to 
help  me ;  and  I  gained  there  the  victory  over  the  kings  of 

14  Persia.  Now  I  am  come  to  make  thee  understand  what  shall 
befall  thy  people  in  the  latter  days  :  for  yet  the  vision  is  for 

15  many  days.^'  And  when  he  had  spoken  such  words  unto 
me,  I  set  my  face  towards  the  ground,  and  I  became  dumb. 

16  And,  behold,  one  like  in  form  to  the  sons  of  men  touched 
my  lips  :  then  I  opened  my  mouth,  and  spoke,  and  said  unto 
him  that  stood  before  me,  ''  0  my  lord,  by  the  vision  my 
sorrows   are   returned   upon    me,   and  I  have   retained   no 

17  strength.  For  how  can  the  servant  of  this  my  lord  talk  with 
this  my  lord  ?  for  as  for  me,   straightway  there  remained  no 

18  strength  in  me,  neither  is  there  breath  left  in  me,''  Then 
there  came  again  and  touched  me  one  in  appearance  as  a  man, 

19  and  he  strengthened  me.  And  he  said,  "  0  man  greatly 
beloved,  fear  not:  peace  be  unto  thee,  be  strong,  yea,  be 
strong.*'  And  when  he  had  spoken  unto  me,  I  was  strength- 
ened, and  said,  ''Let  my  lord  speak;  for  thou  hast  strength- 

20  ened  me."  Then  said  he,  "  Knowest  thou  wherefore  I  am 
come  unto  thee  ?  And  now  will  I  return  to  fight  with  the 
prince  of  Persia :  and  I  go  forth  ;  but  behold,  the  prince  of 

31  Greece  shall  come.  But  I  will  shew  thee  that  which  is  noted 

in  the  scripture  of  truth  :  and  there  is  none  that  holdeth  with 

me  in  these  things,  but  Michael  your  prince.    CHAP.  XL — 

1  And  in  the  first  year  of  Darius  the  Mede,  I,  even  I,  stood 

3  to  confirm  and  to  strengthen  him.     And  now  will  I  shew 

unto  thee  the  truth.     Behold^  there  shall  stand  up  yet  three 
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kings  in  Persia ;  and  the  fourth  shall  be  far  richer  than  th^ 
all :  and  by  his  confidence  in  his  riches  he  shall  stir  up  all 
against  the  realm  of  Greece.    And  a  mighty  king  ^all  stand  3 
np^  who  shall  role  with  great  dominion,  and  do  according  to 
his  will.    And  when  he  shall  stand  up,  his  kingdom  shall  be  4 
broken,  and  shall  be  divided  towards  the  four  wind»  of  heaven; 
and  not  to  his  posterity,  nor  according  to  his  dominion  which 
he  ruled :  for  his  kingdom  shall  be  plucked  up,  and  given  to 
others  besides  them.     And  the  king  of  the  south  shall  be  5 
strong ;  and  one  of  his  princes ;  and  he  shall  be  stronger  than 
he ;  and  he  shall  have  dominion ;  his  dominion  shall  be  a  great 
dominion.     And  after  some  years  they  shall  join  themselves  6 
together ;  for  the  daughter  of  the  king  of  the  south  shall 
come  to  the  king  of  the  north  to  make  an  agreement :  but 
she  shall  not  retain  the  power  of  the  host;  neither  shall  he 
stand,  nor  his  seed :  and  she  shall  be  given  up,  and  they  that 
brought  her,  and  her  young  child,  and  whosoever  lent  her  aid 
in  these  times.     But  one  of  the  off-shoots  of  her  roots  shall  7 
stand  up  in  his  place,  and  he  shall  come  with  an  army,  and 
shall  enter  into  the  fortresses  of  the  king  of  the  north,  and 
shall  take  means  against  them,  and  shall  prevail :    and  he  s 
shall  also  carry  captive  into  Egypt,  their  gods,  with  their 
molten  images,  and  their  precious  vessels  of  ^ilver  and  of  gold; 
and  he  shall  for  years  withstand  the  king  of  the  north. 
And  he  shall  invade  the  kingdom  of  the  king  of  the  south,  9 
but  shall  return  into  his  own  land.     But  his  sons  shall  stir  10 
themselves  up  to  war,  and  shall  assemble  a  multitude  of  great 
forces ;  and  one  of  them  shall  certainly  come,  and  ovcrfow, 
and  pass  through :  and  he  shall  stir  himself  up  to  war  again ; 
yea,  even  unto  his  fortress.    And  the  king  of  the  south  shall  u 
be  moved  with  choler,  and  shall  come  forth  and  fight  with 
him,  even  with  the  king  of  the  north :  and  he  shall  aet  forth 
a  great  multitude ;  and  the  multitude  shall  be  given  into  his 
hand.     And  when  he  hath  taken  away  the  multitude,  his  12 
heart  shall  be  lifted  up ;  and  he  shall  cast  down  many  my- 
riads :  but  he  shall  not  be  strengthened  by  it.    For  the  king  u 
of  the  north  shall  return,  and  shall  set  forth  a  multitude 
greater  than  the  former,  and  shall  come  against  him  after 
certain  years  with  a  great  army  and  with  much  riches.    And  u 
in  those  times  there  shall  many  stand  up  against  the  king 
of  the  south :   also  unruly  men  of  thy  people  shall  enh 
themselves  to  establish  the  vision ;  but  they  shall  fall.    And  k 
the  kmg  of  the  north  shall  come,  and  cast  up  a  mount,  and 
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take  the  fortified  cities :  and  the  arms  of  the  south  shall  not 
withstand,  neither  his  chosen  people^  neither  shall  thei*e  be 

16  any  strength  to  withstand.  And  he  that  cometh  against  him 
shall  do  according  to  his  own  will^  and  none  G^iall  stand 
before  him :  and  he  shall  stand  in  the  glorious  land,  and 

27  destruction  shall  be  in  his  hand.  He  shall  also  set  his  face  to 
eome  into  the  might  of  his  whole  kingdom^  and  upright  men 
shall  be  with  him ;  thus  shall  he  do :  and  he  shall  give  him 
Us  daughter  to  tvife,  in  order  to  destroy  the  kingdom :  bat  it 

18  shall  not  stand  on  his  side,  neither  be  for  him.  After  this 
diall  he  turn  his  face  unto  the  isles,  and  shall  take  many ; 
but  a  commander  shall  cause  his  insolence  to  cease ;  widi- 

19  out  his  own  reproach  he  shall  requite  him.  Then  he 
diall  turn  his  facef  towards  the  fortresses  of  his  own  land  : 
but  he  shall   stumble  and  fall,   and  shall   not  be  found. 

20  Then  shall  stand  up  in  his  place  one  who  shall  cause  a  raiser 
of  taxes  to  pass  over  the  glory  of  the  kingdom :  but  within 
few  days  he   shall  be  destroyed,   neither  in  anger,  nor  in 

21  battle.  And  in  his  place  shall  stand  up  a  vile  person,  to  whom 
they  shall  not  give  the  honour  of  the  kingdom,  but  he  shall 
come  in  under  the  guise  of  friendship,  and  shall  obtain  the 

72  kingdom  by  flatteries.  And  overwhelming  forces  shall  be 
overwhelmed  before  him,  and  shall  be  broken ;  yea,  also  an 

93  allied  prince.  For  after  the  league  made  with  him  he  shall 
work  deceitfully :  for  he  shall  come  up,  and  shall  become 

34  strong  with  a  small  people.  Under  the  guise  of  friendship 
he  shall  enter  even  upon  the  richest  places  of  the  province ; 
and  he  shall  do  that  which  his  fathers  have  not  done,  nor  his 
fathers'  fathers ;  he  shall  scatter  among  them  the  prey,  and 
spoil,  and  riches :  yea,  and  he  shall  plot  his  devices  against 

25  the  strong-holds  even  for  a  time.  And  he  shall  stir  up  his 
power  and  his  courage  against  the  king  of  the  south  with  a 
great  army ;  and  the  king  of  the  south  shall  be  stirred  up  to 
battle  with  a  very  great  and  mighty  army ;  but  he  shall  not 

ss  stand :  for  they  shall  plot  devices  against  him.  Yea,  they 
that  feed  of  the  portion  of  his  viands  shall  destroy  him,  and 
though  his  army  shall  be  abundant,  yet  many  shall  fall  down 

27  ihin.  And  the  hearts  of  both  these  kings  shall  be  to  do 
BBfichief,  and  they  shall  speak  lies  at  one  table ;  but  it  shall 
net  prosper:  for  yet  the  end  shall  be  at  the  time  appointed. 

28  Then  shall  he  return  into  his  land  with  great  riches;  and 
his  heart  shall  be  against  the  holy  covenant ;  and  he  shall'  do 

29  exfloitMy  and  return  to  his  own  land.    At  the  time  appointed

he  shall  return^  and  come  towards  the  south ;  but  the  latter 
time  shall  not  be  as  the  former.     For  the  ships  of  Chittim  so 
shall  come  against  him :  therefore  he  shall  be  grieved,  and 
return,  and  have  indignation  against  the  holy  covenant :  and 
he  shall  take  his  measures ;  he  shall  even  return^  and  have 
understanding  with  them  that  forsake  the  holy  covenant.    And  si 
auxiliaries  shall  be  arrayed  on  his  part,  and  they  shall  pollute 
the  sanctuary,  the  strong-hold,  and  shall  take  away  the  daily 
sacrifice,  and  they  shall  set  up  the  abomination  that  bringeth 
desolation.  And  such  as  do  wickedly  against  the  covenant  shall  n 
he  pervert  by  flatteries :  but  the  people  that  know  their  God 
shall  be  strong  and  do  exploits.     And  they  that  understand  33 
among  the  people  shall  instruct  many :  yet  they  shall  fall  by 
the  sword,  and  by  flame,  by  captivity,  and  by  spoil,  niof^ 
days.     Now  when  they  shall  fall,  they  shall  be  helped  with  w 
a  little  help  :  but  many  shall  cleave  to  them  with  flatteries. 
And  some  of  them  of  understanding  shall  fall,  to  try  them,  35 
and  to  purify  them,  and  to  make  them  white,  even  to  the 
time  of  the  end:  because  it  is  yet  for  a  time  appointed. 
And  the  king  shall  do  according  to  his  will ;  and  he  shall  36 
exalt  himself,  and  magnify  himself  above  every  god,  and 
shall  speak  marvellous  things  against  the  God  of  gods ;  and 
shall  prosper  till  the  measure  of  indignation  be  filled  up: 
for  that  which  is  determined  shall  be  done.     He  shall  neither  37 
regard  the  god  of  his  fathers,  nor  the  deity  in  whom  women 
delight ;  nor  shall  he  regard  any  god  :  for  he  shall  magnify 
himself  above  all.  But  in  place  of  him  he  shall  honour  the  god  ss 
of  strong-holds  :  yea  a  god  whom  his  fathers  knew  not  shall 
he  honour  with  gold,  and  with  silver,  and  with  precious  stones, 
and  with  costly  things.   And  he  shall  act  against  the  mightiest  39 
strong-holds  with  a  strange  god :  whosoever  shall  acknow- 
ledge him,  he  shall  increase  with  glory :  and  he  shall  cause 
them  to  rule  over  many,  and  shall  cbvide  the  land  amtmg 
them  for  reward. 

'^  But  at  the  time  of  the  end  the  king  of  the  south  shall  push  40 
at  him :  and  the  king  of  the  north  shall  come  against  him 
like  a  whirlwind,  with  chariots,  and  with  horsemen,  and  with 
many  ships  ;  and  he  shall  enter  into  the  countries,  and  shall 
overflow  them,  and  pass  over.     He  shall  enter  also  into  the  41 
glorious  land,  and  many  countries  shall  be  overthrown :  but 
these  shall  escape  out  of  his  hand,  £dom,  and  Moab,  and  the 
chief  of  the  children  of  Ammon.     And  he  shall  stretch  forth  43 
his  hand  upon  the  countries :  and  the  land  of  Egypt  ahaD 
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43  not  escape.  And  he  shall  have  power  over  the  treasures  of 
gold  and  of  silver^  and  over  all  the  costly  things  of  Egypt : 
and  the  Lubbites  and  the  Cushites  shall  follow  in  his  steps. 

44  But  tidings  out  of  the  east  and  out  of  the  north  shall  trouble 
him.  And  he  shall  go  forth  with  great  fury  to  destroy^  and 

45  utterly  to  makeaway  many.  And  he  shall  plant  the  tabernacles 
of  his  palace  between  the  seas  and  the  glorious  holy  mountain ; 
yet  he  shall  come  to  his  end,  and  none  shall  help  him. 

I  CHAP.  XII. — "And  at  that  time  shall  Michael  stand  up, 
the  great  prince  who  standeth  up  for  the  children  of  thy  peo- 
ple :  and  though  there  shall  be  a  time  of  trouble,  such  as  never 
was  since  there  was  a  nation  even  to  that  same  time :  yet  at 
that  time  thy  people  shall  be  delivered ;  every  one  that  shall 

3  be  found  written  in  the  book.  And  many  of  them  that  sleep 
in  the  dust  of  the  earth  shall  awake,  some  to  everlasting  life, 
and  some  to  shame  and  everlasting  contempt.  And  they  that 
3  are  wise  shall  shine  as  the  brightness  of  the  firmament :  and 
they  that  turn  many  to  righteousness,  as  the  stars  for  ever 
and  ever. 
.  4  "  But  thou,  0  Daniel,  shut  up  the  words,  and  seal  the  book, 
even  till  the  time  of  the  end.  Many  shall  peruse  it  then,  and 
knowledge  shall  be  incneased.^^ 

5  Then  I,  Daniel,  looked,  and,  behold,  there  stood  other  two, 
the  one  on  this  side  of  the  bank  of  the  river,  and  the  other  on 

6  that  side  of  the  bank  of  the  river.  And  one  of  them  said  to 
the  man  clothed  in  linen,  who  was  upon  the  waters  of  the 
river,  "  How  long  shall  it  be  till  the  end  of  these  wonders  ?  " 

7  And  I  heard  the  man  clothed  in  linen,  who  was  upon  the 
waters  of  the  river,  when  he  held  up  his  right  hand  and  his 
left  hand  unto  heaven,  and  swore  by  him  that  liveth  for  ever, 
that  after  a  time,  times,  and  a  half,  even  when  the  dispersion 
of  a  portion  of  the  holy  people  shall  have  come  to  an  end,  all 

8  these  things  shall  be  finished.  And  I  heard,  but  I  under- 
stood not.     Then  said  I,  "0  my  Lord,  what  shall  be  the  end 

9  of  these  things  ?  ^'  And  he  said,  "  Go  thy  way,  Daniel :  for 
the  words  are  closed  up  and  sealed  till  the  time  of  the  end. 

10  Many  shall  be  cleansed,  and  made  white,  and  purified ;  but 
the  wicked  will  still  do  wickedly :  and  none  of  the  wicked 

II  shaU  understand ;  but  the  wise  shall  understand.  And  from 
the  time  that  the  daily  sacrifice  shall  be  taken  away,  and  the 
abomination  that  maketh  desolate  shall  be  set  up,  there  shall 
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he  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety  days.     Blened  is  he  n 
that  waiteth  and  cometh  to  the  thouaand  three  liundred  and 
thirty-five  days.    But  go  thou  thy  way  till  the  end  be :  for  is 
thou  ahalt  go  to  rest ;  but  thou  shah  rise  up  for  thy  portion 
at  the  end  ^  the  days/'

Call  his  name  Jezre^l ; 

For  yet  a  little  while,  and  I  will  avenge  the  blood  of  Jez- 

reel 
Upon  the  house  of  Jehu, 
And  cause  the  kingdom  of  the  house  of  Israel  to  cease. 

5  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day. 

That  I  will  break  the  bow  of  Israel  in  the  valley  of  Jez- 
reel. 

6  And  she  conceived  again,  and  bore  a  daughter.     And 

Jehovah  said  to  him. 
Call  her  name  Lo-ruhamah  ;   [Not-pitied] 
For  I  will  no  more  have  pity  on  the  house  of  Israel ; 
But  I  will  utterly  take  them  away. 

7  Yet  I  will  have  pity  on  the  house  of  Judah, 
And  I  will  save  them  by  Jehovah  their  God ; 
And  I  will  not  save  them  by  bow,  nor  by  sword. 
Nor  by  battle,  nor  by  horses,  nor  by  horsemen.

For  she  is  not  my  wife. 
Neither  am  I  her  husband ; 

And  let  her  put  away  her  fornications  from  before  her. 
And  her  many  adulteries  from  between  her  breasts;

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Anf  she  shall  seek  them,  but  shall  not  find  them. 

Then  she  shall  say, 

I  will  go  again  to  my  first  husband ; 

For  then  it  was  better  with  me  than  now. 

Then  she  knew  not  that  I  gave  to  her 

The  com,  and  the  new  wine  and  the  oil, 

And  multiplied  to  her  the  silver  and  the  gold. 

Which  they  wrought  for  Baal. 

Therefore  I  will  again  take  away 

My  com  in  its  proper  time,  and  my  new  wine  in  its 

season.

CHAP.    III.  —  And  Jehovah  said  unto  me  again,  Goi 
love  a  woman  beloved  by  a  lover,  yet   an   adulteress,  as 
Jehovah  loveth  the  children  of  Israel,  although  they  turn 
away  to  other  gods,  and  are  lovers  of  cakes   of   raisins.

11  Fornication  and  wine  and  new  wine 
Take  away  the  heart  of  my  people. 

la      Of  their  idols  of  wood  they  ask  counsel. 

And  their  staff  declareth  to  them  : 

For  the  spirit  of  fornications  hath  caused  them  to  err. 

And  they  commit  fornication, 

Withdrawing  from  submission  to  their  God. 
13      On  the  tops  of  the  mountains  they  sacrifice. 

And  upon  the  hills  they  burn  incense. 

Under  the  oak,  and  the  poplar,  and  the  terebinth. 

Because  its  shade  is  good : 
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Therefore  your  daughters  eommit  fornication,    ^^. 

And  your  daughters-in-law  commit  adultery. 

Shall  I  not  visit  your  daughters  when  they  commit  fomi- 14^ 

cation, 
And  your  daughters-in-law  when  they  commit  adolteiy  T 
When  with  fornicators  they  set  themselves  apart^ 
And  with  harlots  oflFer  sacrifice  ? 
Therefore  the  people  that  will  not  understand  shall  fall. 

Though  thou  commit  fornication,  0  Israel,  is 

Let  not  Judah  ofiend. 
Go  not  to  Gilgal, 
Neither  go  up  to  Beth-aven ; 
And  swear  not,  ^^  As  Jehovah  liveth.** 
For  as  a  restive  heifer,  Israel  is  restive  :  i6 

Now  will  Jehovah  feed  them,  as  a  lamb  in  a  wide  place. 
Ephraim  is  joined  to  idols  :  let  him  alone.  i7 

Theii'  drink  being  removed,  they  commit  fornication  con-  is 

tinually : 
Her  chiefs  love  disgrace. 

A  wind  shall  bind  her  up  in  its  wings,  i9 

And  they  shall  be  ashamed  because  of  their  sacrifices. 

CHAP,   v.— Hear  ye  this,  0  priests ;  i 

And  hearken,  0  house  of  Israel; 

And,  0  house  of  the  king,  listen; 

For  against  you  is  judgment. 

Because  ye  have  been  a  snare  at  Mizpah, 

And  an  out-spread  net  upon  Tabor, 

And  the  revoltcrs  have  made  a  deep  slaughter,  « 

Therefore  I  chastise  them  all. 

I  know  Ephraim, 

And  Israel  is  not  hidden  from  me  :  3 

For  now,  0  Ephraim,  thou  hast  committed  fornication ;

With  their  flocks  and  with  their  herds  they  shall  go  to  seek  6 
Jehovah ; 
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Bat  dMjr  shall  not  find  him ; 

He  hath  withdrawn  himself  from  them. 

7  Against  Jehovah  they  have  acted  treacherously ; 
For  they  have  begotten  strange  children ; 

Now  shall  a  month  consume  them  with  their  possessions. 

8  Blow  ye  the  comet  in  Gibeah^  the  trumpet  in  Aamah :

Among  the  tribes  of  Israel  I  have  made  known  what  shall 

surely  be. 

10  The  princes  of  Judah  are  like  those  who  remove  a  land- 

mark, 
I  will  pour  out  my  wrath  upon  them  like  water. 

11  Ephraim  is  oppressed,  is  broken  in  judgment. 
Because  he  willingly  walked  after  defilement. 

13      Therefore  will  I  be  as  a  moth  to  Ephraim, 
And  as  a  worm  to  the  house  of  Judah. 

13  When  Ephraim  saw  his  sickness, 
And  Judah  his  wound. 

Then  went  Ephraim  to  the  Assyrian,

CHAP.  VII.     When  I  would  have  healed  Israel,  i 

Then  the  iniquity  of  Ephraim  was  revealed. 

And  the  wickedness  of  Samaria : 

For  they  practise  deceit  and  the  thief  entereth  in,  i 

And  a  band  of  robbers  spoileth  in  the  street. 

And  they  say  not  in  their  heart  « 

That  I  remember  all  their  wickedness : 

Now  their  doings  encompass  them ; 

They  are  before  my  face. 

By  their  wickedness  they  make  glad  the  king,  3 

And  by  their  falsehoods  the  princes.

And  they  were  abominable  as  the  things  which  they  loved. 

11  Ephraim  !  as  a  bird  shall  their  glory  fly  away, 
No  birth,  no  bearing  in  the  womb,  no  conception  ! 

12  If  perchance  they  rear  their  sons. 
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Yet  I  will  bereave  them,  till  not  a  man  is  left ;

I  will  not  return  to  destroy  Ephraim  : 
For  I  am  God  and  not  man. 
The  Holy  One  in  the  midst  of  thee : 
And  I  will  not  come  against  the  city. 
They  shall  walk  after  Jehovah ;  w 

As  a  Uon  he  shall  roar. 
When  he  shall  roar 

Then  the  children  shall  hasten  from  the  west. 
They  shall  hasten  as  a  bird  from  Egypt,  " 

And  as  a  dove,  from  the  land  of  Assyria : 
And  I  will  place  them  in  their  houses,  saith  Jehovah. 
Ephraim  hath  encompassed  me  with  falsehood,  ^^ 

And  the  house  of  Israel  with  deceit : 
But  Judah  is  firm  with  his  God, 
And  with  the  holy  ones  he  is  faithful. 

CHAP.   XII.— Ephraim  feedeth  on  wind,  1

9  And  I,  that  have  been  Jehovah  thy  (Jod  from  the  land  of 

Egypt, 
Will  yet  make  thee  to  dwell  in  tents. 
As  in  the  days  of  the  feast. 

10  And  though  I  have  spoken  by  prophets. 
And  have  multiplied  visions, 

And  by  the  prophets  have  used  similitudes, 

11  Is  there  not  iniquity  in  Gilead  ? 
Surely  they  are  vanity. 

In  Gilgal  they  sacrifice  oxen ;

The  sun  and  the  moon  are  darkened. 
And  the  stars  withdraw  their  shining; 

II  And  Jehovah  uttereth  his  voice  before  his  army ; 
For  very  numerous  is  his  host ; 

For  strong  is  that  which  executeth  his  word ;

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For  great  is  the  day  of  Jehovah,  and  very  terrible. 
And  who  can  abide  it  ? 

Yet  even  now,  saith  Jehovah,  12 

Turn  to  me  with  all  your  heart. 

With  fasting,  and  with  weeping,  and  with  mourning  ; 

And  rend  your  heart,  and  not  your  garments,  n 

And  turn  to  Jehovah  your  God : 

For  he  is  gracious  and  merciful. 

Slow  to  anger  and  of  great  kindness, 

And  he  repenteth  concerning  the  evil. 

Who  knoweth  but  he  will  turn  and  repent  ?  h 

And  leave  behind  him  a  blessing, 

A  meal-offering  and  a  drink-offering. 

To  Jehovah  your  God. 

Blow  ye  the  trumpet  in  Zion,  « 

Appoint  a  fast,  proclaim  a  day  of  restraint ; 
Gather  the  people,  appoint  an  assembly. 
Gather  together  the  elders,  collect  the  children,  and  those  i^ 

who  suck  the  breasts ; 
Let  the  bridegroom  come  forth  from  his  chamber. 
And  the  bride  from  her  apartment. 

Between  the  porch  and  the  altar,  n 

Let  the  priests,  the  ministers  of  Jehovah,  weep. 
And  let  them  say,  **  Spare  thy  people,  O  Jehovah, 
And  give  not  thy  heritage  to  reproach, 
So  that  the  nations  should  rule  over  them. 
Why  should  they  say  among  the  peoples.

And  will  drive  it  into  a  (fry  and  desolate  land. 
Its  van  towards  the  eastern  sea. 
And  its  rear  towards  the  western  sea ; 
And  its  stench  shall  come  up,  and  its  ill  odoar  shall 

come  up, 
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Because  it  hath  done  great  things. 

21         Fear  not,  0  land,  exult  and  rejoice ; 

For  Jehovah  will  do  great  things. 

23  Fear  not,  ye  cattle  of  the  field ; 

For  the  pastures  of  the  wilderness  are  springing  up.

73    And  ye  sons  of  Zion  exult. 

And  rejoice  in  Jehovah  your  God ;

The  early  and  the  latter  rain  as  before. 

24  And  the  threshing  floors  shall  be  full  of  com. 
And  the  vats  shall  overflow  with  new  wine  and  oil. 

75     And  I  will  recompense  to  you  the  years 
Which  the  arba-locust  hath  eaten. 

The  ileq-locust,  and  the  chesil-locust,  and  the  gezem-locust, 
My  great  army  which  I  sent  among  you. 

26  And  ye  shall  eat  abundantly  and  be  satisfied. 
And  praise  the  name  of  Jehovah  your  God, 
Who  hath  dealt  with  you  wondrously ; 

And  my  people  shall  never  be  ashamed. 

27  But  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  in  the  midst  of  Israel, 
And  that  I  Jehovah  am  your  God,  and  no  one  else. 
And  my  people  shall  never  be  ashamed. 

28  And  afterwards  thus  it  shall  be ;

Before  the  coming  of    the   great    and  terrible    day  of

32  But  everv  one  who  shall  call  upon  the  name  of  Jehovah 

shall  be  delivered : 
For  in  Mount  Zion  and  in  Jerusalem,  shall  be  deliverance. 
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As  Jehovah  hath  said, 

Even  upon  the  remnant  whom  Jehovah  shall  call.

And  the  sons  of  Judah,  and  the  sons  of  Jerusalem  6 

Ye  have  sold  to  the  sons  of  the  Greeks, 

That  ye  might  remove  them  far  from  their  border. 

Lo,  I  am  about  to  raise  them  up  from  the  place  whither? 
ye  have  sold  them. 

And  I  will  bring  your  retribution  upon  your  own  head. 

And  I  will  sell  your  sons  and  your  daughters  » 

Into  the  hands  of  the  children  of  Judah, 

And  they  shall  sell  them  to  the  Sabseans,  to  a  distant 
nation ; 

For  Jehovah  hath  spoken  it. 

Proclaim  ye  this  among  the  nations ;  9 

Prepare  war,  rouse  up  the  mighty  men. 

Let  all  the  men  of  war  draw  near,  let  them  come  up. 

Beat  your  plough-shares  into  swords,  «> 

And  your  pruning  hooks  into  spears : 
•    Let  the  weak  say,  "  I  am  strong." 
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11     Collect  youi'selvcs,  and  come,  all  ye  nations  around. 

And  gather  yourselves  together : 

Thither  bring  down  thy  mighty  ones,  0  Jehovah  ! 
la     Let  all  the  nations  be  aix)used,  and  come  up  to  the  valley 
of  Jehoshaphat ; 

For  there  will  I  sit  to  judge  all  the  nations  around. 

13  Put  ye  in  the  sickle,  for  the  harvest  is  ripe : 
Come  ye,  descend^ 

For  the  wine  press  is  full,  the  vats  overflow ; 
For  great  is  their  wickedness. 

14  Multitudes,  multitudes,  in  the  valley  of  decision ; 

For  the  day  of  Jehovah  is  near  in  the  valley  of  decision. 

15  The  sun  and  the  moon  shall  be  darkened, 
And  the  stars  shall  withdraw  their  shining ; 

16  And  Jehovah  will  roar  from  Zion, 

And  from  Jerusalem  he  will  utter  his  voice. 
And  the  heavens  and  the  earth  shall  shake  : 
But  Jehovah  will  be  the  refuge  of  his  people. 
And  the  strength  of  the  sons  of  Israel. 

17  And  ye  shall  know  that  I,  Jehovah,  am  your  God, 
Dwelling  in  Zion,  my  holy  mountain; 

And  Jerusalem  shall  be  holy, 

And  strangers  shall  no  more  pass  through  her.

The  mountains  shall  drop  down  new  wine.

And  a  fountain  shall  come  forth  from  the  house  of  Je-

19  £gypt  shall  be  a  desolation. 

And  Edom  shall  be  a  desolate  wilderness, 
For  the  violei^ce  done  to  the  sons  of  Judah, 
Because  they  shed  innocent  blood  in  their  land. 

20  But  Judah  shall  dwell  for  ever. 

And  Jerusalem  from  generation  to  generation. 

21  And  I  will  avenge  the  blood  which  I  have  not  avenged, 
And  Jehovah  will  dwell  in  Zion. 
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CHAP.   I. — The  words  of  Amos^  who  was  among  thei 
shepherds  of  Tekoa^  which  came  to  him  in  vision,  concemiog 
Israel^  in  the  days  of  Uzziah^  king  of  Judah^  and  in  the 
days  of  Jeroboam,  son  of  Joash  king  of  Israel^  two  years 
before  the  earthquake.     And  he  said,  a 

Jehovah  will  roar  from  Zion, 

And  from  Jerusalem  he  will  utter  his  voice; 

And  the  pastures  of  the  shepherds  shall  mourn. 

And  the  top  of  Carmel  shall  wither. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah,  3 

For  three  transgressions  of  Damascus, 

And  for  four,  I  will  not  revoke  the  decree  respecting  it : 

Because   with    threshing  wains    of    iron   they  threshed 
Gilead: 

But  I  will  send  a  fire  into  the  house  of  Hazael,  « 

And  it  shall  consume  the  palaces  of  Ben-Hadad« 

And  I  will  break  the  bars  of  Damascus,  5 

And  I  will  cut  oflF  the  inhabitant  from  the  valley  of  Avcn, 

And  him  who  holdeth  the  sceptre  from  the  house  of  £deo. 

And  the  people  of  Syria  shall  go  into  captivity  to  Ear, 

Saith  Jehovah. 
Thus  saith  Jehovah,  6 

For  three  transgressions  of  Gaza, 

And  for  four,  I  will  not  revoke  the  decree  respecting  it; 

Because  they  carried  into  captivity  a  whole  captive  people, 

To  deliver  them  up  to  Edom : 

But  I  will  send  a  fire  on  the  wall  of  Gaza,  7 

Which  shall  devour  its  palaces ; 

And  I  will  cut  off  the  inhabitant  from  Ashdod,  8 

And  him  who  holdeth  the  sceptre  from  Aahkelon ; 
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And  I  will  turn  my  hand  against  Ekron ; 

And  the  remnant  of  the  Philistines  shall  perisji, 

Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

9  Thus  saith  Jehovah, 

For  three  transgressions  of  Tyre, 

And  for  four,  I  will  not  revoke  the  decree  respecting  it, 

Because   they   delivered  up  a   whole  captive   people  to 

Edom, 
And  remembered  not  the  covenant  of  brothers : 

10  But  I  will  send  a  fire  upon  the  wall  of  Tyre, 
And  it  shall  devour  its  palaces. 

11  Thus  saith  Jehovah, 

For  three  transgressions  of  Edom, 

And  for  four,  I  will  not  revoke  the  decree  respecting  it ; 

Because  with  the  sword  he  pursued  his  ^brother, 

And  cast  away  all  his  pity. 

And  tore  in  pieces  continually  in  his  anger. 

And  kept  his  wrath  for  ever  : 

12  But  I  will  send  a  fire  upon  Teman, 

And  it  shall  devour  the  palaces  of  Bozrah* 

13  Thus  saith  Jehovah, 

For  three  transgressions  of  the  sons  of  Ammon, 
And  for  four,  I  will  not  revoke  the  decree  respecting  it. 
Because  they  ripped  up  the  women  with  child  of  Gilead, 
That  they  might  enlarge  their  boundary : 

14  But  I  will  kindle  a  fire  on  the  wall  of  Rabbah, 
And  it  shall  devour  its  palaces. 

Amidst  shouting  in  a  day  of  battle. 
Amidst  whirlwind  in  a  day  of  tempest : 

15  And  their  king  shall  go  into  captivity, 
He  and  his  princes  together, 

Saith  Jehovah. 

1  CHAP.   II.-^Thus  saith  Jehovah, 

For  three  transgressions  of  Moab« 

And  for  four,  I  will  not  revoke  the  decree  respecting  it. 

Because  he  burned  the  bones  of  the  king  of  Edom  into 
lime: 
a      But  I  will  send  a  fire  on  Moab, 

And  it  shall  devour  the  palaces  of  Kirioth ; 
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And  Moab  shall  die  amidst  tumult ; 

Amidst  shouting,  and  amidst  the  sound  of  the  trumpet : 

And  I  will  cut  off  the  judge  from  the  midst  of  it,  3 

And  all  its  princes  I  will  slay  with  him, 

Saith  Jehovah. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah,  4 

For  three  transgressions  of  Judah, 
And  for  fo^r,  I  will  not  revoke  the  decree  respecting  it ; 
Because  they  have  despised  the  law  of  Jehovah, 
And  his  statutes  they  have  not  kept. 
And  their  false  gods  have  caused  them  to  err. 
After  whom  their  fathers  walked  ; 

But  I  will  send  a  fire  on  Judah,  5 

And  it  shall  devour  the  palaces  of  Jerusalem. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah,  6 

For  three  transgressions  of  Israel, 
And  for  four,  twill  not  revoke  the  decree  respecting  it; 
Because  they  have  sold  the  righteous  man  for  silver. 
And  the  needy  in  exchange  for  a  pair  of  sandals ; 
Who  earnestly  desire  to  see  the  dust  of  the  earth  on  the  7 

head  of  the  poor; 
And  turn  aside  the  way  of  the  afflicted ; 
And  a  man  and  his  father  go  unto  the  same  maiden. 
To  pollute  my  holy  name.  ' 

And  on  garments  taken  in  pledge  they  stretch  themselves,  8 
Near  every  altar, 
And  drink  the  wine  of  those  whom  they  have  condemned 

in  fines. 
In  the  house  of  their  god. 

Yet  I,  myself,  destroyed  the  Amorite  before  them,         9 
Whose  height  was  as  the  height  of  cedars. 
And  who  was  strong  as  the  terebinths ; 
Yet  I  destroyed  their  fruit  from  above. 
And  their  roots  from  beneath. 

And  I,  myself,  brought  you  up  from  the  land  of  Egypt,    10 
And  led  you  in  the  wilderness  forty  years. 
To  take  possession  of  the  land  of  the  Amorite. 
And  I  raised  up  some  of  your  sons  to  be  prophets,  h

But  ye  caused  the  Nazarites  to  drink  wine ;  « 

And  to  the  prophets  ye  gave  a  charge,  saying. 
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'  Prophecy  not.* 

13  Lo,  I  am  about  to  press  you  downwards. 
As  a  loaded  wain  presscth  the  sheaves. 

14  And  flight  shall  perish  from  the  swift. 

And  the  strong  man  shall  not  strengthen  his  force. 
And  the  mighty  man  shall  not  deliver  himself; 

15  And  he  who  handle th  the  bow  shall  not  stand. 
And  the  swift  of  foot  shall  not  deliver  himself; 
And  he  who  rideth  a  horse  shall  not  deliver  himself. 

16  And  he  who  is  strongest  of  heart  among  the  mighty 
Shall  flee  away  naked  in  that  day, 

Saith  Jehovah. 

1  CHAP.  III. — Hear  this  word    which   Jehovah    hath 

spoken 
Concerning  you,  O  children  of  Israel, 
Concerning  all  the  family  that  I  brought  up  from  the  land 

of  Egypt,  saying, 

2  "  You  only  have  I  known 

Of  all  the  families  of  the  earth : 

Therefore  will  I  visit  upon  you  all  your  iniquities." 

3  Can  two  walk  together 
Unless  they  are  agrefed  ? 

4  Will  a  lion  roar  in  the  forest. 
When  he  hath  no  prey  ?

Unless  he  hath  taken  prey  ? 

5  Can  a  bird  fall  into  a  snare  upon  the  ground. 
When  no  springe  is  set  for  it  ? 

Will  the  fowler  take  up  a  snare  from  the  ground. 
When  it  hath  taken  nothing  ? 

6  Will  a  tnimpet  be  blown  in  a  city, 
When  the  people  are  not  alarmed  ? 
Will  there  be  evil  in  a  city 

When  Jehovah  hath  not  inflicted  it  ? 

7  Surely  the  Lord  Jehovah  doeth  nothing. 

But  he  revealeth  his  secret  counsel  to  his  servants  the 
prophets. 

8  The  Uon  roaretb,  who  will  not  fear  ? 

The  Lord  Jehovah  speaketh,  who  will  not  prophecy  ? 

9  Publish  on  the  palaces  in  Ashdod, 

And  on  the  palaces  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  say,  . 
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Assemble  ye  on  the  mountains  of  Samaria^ 

And  see  the  great  tumults  within  her^ 

And  the  oppressed  in  the  midst  of  her ; 

And  they  know  not  to  do  rights  saith  Jehoy&h,  lo 

Who  treasure  up  violence  and  spoil  in  their  palaces. 

Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah,  n 

An  adversary  shall  encompass  the  land^ 

And  shall  bring  down  thy  strength  from  thee. 

And  thy  palaces  shall  be  spoiled. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah,  is 

As  the  shepherd  rescueth  from  the  mouth  of  a  lion. 
Two  legs,  or  a  portion  of  an  ear ; 
So  shall  the  sons  of  Israel  be  rescued, 
Who  sit  in  Samaria  on  the  comer  of  a  couch. 
And  on  a  damask  mattress. 

Hear  ye  and  testify  to  the  house  of  Jacob,  u 

Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah,  the  God  of  Hosts, 
Surely  in  the  day  when  I  visit  the  transgressions  of  Israel  i* 

upon  him, 
I  will  also  visit  the  altars  of  Bethel ; 
And  the  horns  of  the  altar  shall  be  cut  off. 
And  shall  fall  to  the  ground. 
And  I   will  smite  the  winter-house  with  the  snimmer-is 

house ; 
And  the  houses  of  ivory  shall  be  destroyed, 
And  the  great  houses  shall  have  an  end, 
Saith  Jehovah.

.    And  bring  every  morning  your  sacrifices. 
Every  third  year  your  tiSiea. 
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5  And  bum  leavened  bread  for  a  thank-offering. 
And  proclaim  freewill-offerings,  publish  them ; 
For  thus  ye  love  to  do,  ye  children  of  Israel, 
Saith  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

6  And  yet  I  have  given  to  you 
Cleanness  of  teeth  in  all  your  cities. 
And  want  of  bread  in  all  your  places : 
Yet  ye  have  not  returned  to  me, 
Saith  Jehovah. 

7  I  have  also  withholden  from  you  the  rain, 
When  there  were  yet  three  months  to'the  harvest ; 
And  I  have  caused  it  to  rain  upon  one  city. 

And  upon  another  city  I  have  caused  it  not  to  rain : 

One  portion  hath  been  rained  upon. 

And  a  portion  on  which  it  hath  not  rained  hath  withered. 

8  And  two  or  three  cities  have  gone  to  another  city, 
To  drink  water,  and  have  not  been  satisfied : 
Yet  ye  have  not  returned  to  me, 

Saith  Jehovah. 

9  I  have  smitten  you  with  a  scorching  wind  and  mildew ; 
The  multitude  of  your  gardens,  your  vineyards. 

Your  fig-trees  and  your  olive-trees 
The  gezem-locust  hath  eaten: 
Yet  ye  have  not  returned  to  me, 
Saith  Jehovah. 

10  I  have  sent  among  you  the  pestilence,  after  the  manner 

of  Egypt: 
I  have  slain  your  young  men  with  the  sword. 
And  I  have  sent  into  captivity  your  horses ; 
And  I  have  brought  up  the  stench  of  your  camp  into  your 

nostrils : 
Yet  ye  have  not  returned  to  me, 
Saith  Jehovah. 

11  I  have  overthrown  some  amongst  you  as  in  the  great 

overthrow. 

The  overthrow  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah ; 

And  ye  have  been  as  a  brand  rescued  from  the  burn- 
ing: 

Yet  ye  have  not  returned  to  me, 

Saith  Jehovah, 
la  Therefore  thus  will  I  do  to  thee,  O  Israel ; 

Because  I  will  do  this  to  thee, 

Prepare  to  meet  thy  God,  0  Israel. 
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For^  lo !  he  it  is  who  formeth  the  mountaiiis  and  createth  u 

the  wind. 
And  declareth  to  man  his  thought ; 
Who  maketh  the  morning  and  darkness, 
And  treadeth  upo^  the  high  places  of  the  earth  :

No  one  shall  raise  her  up." 

For  thus  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah ;  s 

The  city  which  went  out  a  thousand,  shall  have  a  remnant 

of  a  hundred. 
And  that  which  went  out  a  hundred,  shall  have  a  remnant 

of  ten. 
Of  the  house  of  Israel. 

For  thus  saith  Jehovah  to  the  house  of  Israel,  4 

Seek  me,  and  ye  shall  live. 

But  seek  not  Bethel,  s 

And  go  not  to  Gilgal, 
And  pass  not  over  to  Beersheba ; 
For  Gilgal  shall  surely  go  into  captivity. 
And  Bethel  shall  come  to  nought. 

Seek  Jehovah  and  ye  shall  live ;  6 

Lest  he  rush  like  fire  on  the  house  of  Joseph, 
And  devour  it,  and  no  one  quench  it  in  Bethel. 
Ye  who  turn  justice  into  wormwood,  7 

And  cast  down  justice  to  the  ground. 
Seek  Him  who  hath  made  the  Pleiades  and  Orion,  8 

And  turneth  the  shadow  of  death  into  morning. 
And  darkeneth  the  day  into  night ; 
Who  calleth  for  the  waters  of  the  sea. 
And  poureth  them  upon  the  face  of  the  earth ; 
{Jehovah  is  his  name.) 

Who  strengtheneth  destruction  against  the  strong,  9 

And  bringeth  destruction  upon  the  fortress. 

They  hate  him  who  reproveth  in  the  gate,  lo 

And  him  who  speaketh  uprightly  they  abhor. 
Wherefore,  since  ye  trample  on  the  poor,  n 
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And  receive  from  him  a  gift  of  wheat ; 
Though  ye  have  built  houses  of  hewn  stone. 
Ye  shall  not  dwell  in  them ; 
Though  ye  have  planted  delightful  vineyards. 
Ye  shall  not  drink  their  wine. 

12  For  I  know  your  manifold  transgressions. 
And  your  mighty  sins, 

Ye  who  distress  the  just,  ye  who  take  a  bribe: 
And  they  turn  aside  the  poor  in  the  gate. 

13  Therefore  the  prudent  at  that  time  wUl  be  silent ; 
Because  it  is  an  evil  time. 

14  Seek  good  and  not  evil,  that  ye  may  live ; 
For  so  Jehovah  God  of  Hosts  will  be  with  you. 
As  ye  have  said. 

15  Hate  evil,  and  love  good. 

And  establish  justice  in  the  gate  : 

It  may  be  that  Jehovah  God  of  hosts  will  be  gracious 

To  the  remnant  of  Joseph. 

16  Therefore,  thus  saith  Jehovah, 
The  God  of  hosts,  the  Lord, 

In  all  broad  places  shall  be  wailing, 
And  in  all  streets  they  shall  say,  Alas  !  Alas  ! 
And  they  shall  call  the  husbandman  to  mourning. 
And  those  who  are  skilful  in  lamentation  to  wailing. 

17  Even  in  all  vineyards  shall  be  wailing  : 
For  I  will  pass  through  the  midst  of  thee, 
Saith  Jehovah. 

18  Alas  for  those  who  desire  the  day  of  Jehovah  ! 
What  to  you  is  the  day  of  Jehovah  ? 

It  will  be  darkness  and  not  light. 

19  As  if  a  man  shpuld  flee  from  a  lion. 
And  a  bear  should  meet  him : 

Or  should  go  into  a  house  and  lean  on  the  wall. 
And  a  serpent  should  bite  him. 

20  Will  not  the  day  of  Jehovah  be  darkness  and  not  light  ? 
Even  thick  darkness,  and  no  brightness  in  it.     ^ 

21  I  hate,  I  despise  your  feasts. 

And  I  will  not  be  appeased  by  your  days  of  restraint. 

22  Although  ye  offer  to  me  bui-nt  offerings  with  your  meal- 

offerings, 
I  will  not  accept  them  ; 
And  the  peace-offerings  of  your  fat  beasts. 
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I  will  not  regard. 

Take  away  from  me  the  noise  of  thy  songs,  o 

And  let  me  not  hear  the  melody  of  thy  lutes. 

But  Iqt  justice  roll  down  as  water,  24 

And  equity  as  an  ever-flowing  stream. 

Did  ye  present  to  me  sacrifices  and  meal-offerings  in  the  is 
wilderness, 

During  forty  years,  O  house  of  Israel  ? 

And  now  ye  carry  the  shrine  of  your  Moloch,  26 

And  Chiun,  your  images ; 

The  star  of  your  god,  which  ye  have  made  for  your- 
selves. 

Therefore,  I  will  cause  you  to  go  into  captivity  beyond 
Damascus, 

Saith  Jehovah,  who  name  is  the  God  of  hosts. 

CHAP.   VI. — Alas  for  those  who  are  at  ease  in  Zion,    1 
And  who  rest  secure  on  the  mountain  of  Samaria ; 
Chiefs  of  the  first  of  nations, 
And  to  whom  the  house  of  Israel  resort ! 
Pass  over  to  Calneh,  and  see :  2 

And  go  thence  to  the  great  Haraath ; 
And  go  down  to  Grath  of  the  Philistines. 
Are  they  better  than  these  kingdoms  ? 
Or  is  their  boundary  greater  than  your  boundary. 
Ye  who  put  far  away  the  evil  d&y  from  your  thoughts,        3 
But  cause  the  seat  of  violence  to  come  near  ? 
Who  lie  upon  beds  of  ivory,  ♦ 

And  stretch  themselves  upon  their  couches. 
And  eat  lambs  from  the  flock. 
And  calves  from  the  fattening-stall ; 

Who  chant  to  the  sound  of  the  lute ;  5 

Like  David,  invent  for  themselves  instruments  of  music; 
Who  drink  wine  in  bowls,  6 

And  anoint  themselves  with  the  choicest  ointments. 
But  are  not  pained  for  the  affliction  of  Joseph. 
Therefore,  now  shall  they  go  into  captivity  at  the  head  of  7 

the  captives. 
And  the  shouting  of  those  who  stretch  themselves  thall 
pass  away. 

The  Lord  Jehovah  hath  sworn  by  himself; 
Saith  Jehovah,  God  of  hosts, 
I  abhor  the  excellency  of  Jacob, 
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And  I  hate  his  palaces : 

Therefore  will  I  deliver  up  the  city,  and  all  that  is  there- 
in. 
9      And  if  there  remain  ten  men  in  one  house. 
They  shall  die. 

10  And  their  kinsman  shall  take  them  up,  with  him  who 

bumeth  him, 
To  carry  the  bones  out  of  the  house.

Who  say.  Have  we  not  by  our  own  strength  taken  to  our- 
selves horns  ? 

14  Surely,  lo,  I  am  about  to  raise  up  against  you,  0  house 

of  Israel, 
A  nation,  which  shall  oppress  you, 
From  the  entrance  of  Ilamath  to  the  river  of  the  desert. 

V  CHAP.  VII. — Thus  the  Lord  Jehovah  showed  to  me; 
and  lo,  he  formed  locusts  in  the  beginning  of  the  shooting 
up  of  the  latter  growth ;  and  lo,  it  was  the  latter  growth 

2  after  the  mowings  for  the  king.  And  when  they  had  eaten

Even  this  shall  not  be^  said  the  Lord  Jehovah. 

Thus  he  showed  me;  and  the  Lord  was  standing  by  a  7 
wall  built  by  a  plumb-line^  and  in  his  hand  was  a  plumb- 
line.

And  Jehovah  took  me  from  following  the  flock,  ^ 

And  Jehovah  said  to  me. 

Go,  prophecy  to  my  people  Israel.

And  the  needy  for  a  pair  of  sandals; 

And  that  we  may  sell  the  refuse  of  the  wUeat. 

7  Jehovah  hath  sworn  by  the  excellency  ofi  Jacobs 
Surelv  I  will  never  forget  any  of  theic  dfiedis) 

8  For  this  shall  not  the  land  be  shak^,. 
And  every  one  mourn  who  dwelleth  in.  it?  . 
And  shall  it  not  rise  up,  all  of  it,  a^  the- Nile, 
And  be  agitated  and  overwhelmed,. 

As  by  the  Nile  of  Egypt  ? 

9  And  in  that  day,  saith  the  Lord  Jehovah,. 
I  will  cause  the  sun  to  go  down  at  noon. 
And  I  will  darken  the  land  in  the  bright  day; 

10  And  I  will  turn  your  feasts  into  mourning. 
And  all  your  songs  into  lamentation ; 
And  I  will  put  sackcloth  upon  all  loins, 
And  baldness  upon  every  head ; 

And  I  will  make  it  as  a  monming  for  an  only  son. 
And  the  end  of  it  as  a  bitter  day. 

11  Behold  the  days  are  coming,  saith  tha  Lord  Jehovah, 
That  I  will  send  a  famine  on  the  land;

For  the  Lord  Jehovah  of  Hosts  5 

Is  he  who  toucheth  the  land  and  it  melteth. 
And  all  who  dwell  therein  mourn, 
And  all  of  it  riseth  up  as  the  Nile, 
And  is  overwhelmed  as  by  the  Nile  of  Egypt ; 
"WTio  buildeth  his  upper  chamber  in  the  heavens,  6 

And  foundeth  his  vault  on  the  earth  ; 
>Vho  calleth  to  the  waters  of  the  sea. 
And  poureth  them  over  the  face  of  the  earth ; 
Jehovah  is  his  name. 

Are  ye  not  to  me  as  the  sons  of  the  Ethiopians,  7 

0  sons  of  Israel?  saith  Jehovah. 
Did  I  not  bring  up  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
And  the  Philistines  from  Caphtor, 
And  the  Syrians  from  Kir  ? 
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8  Lo,  the  eyes  of  the  Lord  Jehovah  are  upon  the  sinful

11  In  that  day  I  will  raise  up  the  tabernacle  of  David  that 

hath  fallen, 
And  I  will  close  up  its  breaches. 
And  its  ruins  I  will  raise  up. 
And  will  build  it  as  in  the  days  of  old ; 

12  That  they  may  possess  the  remnant  of  Edom, 
And  all  the  nations  which  are  called  by  my  name, 
Saith  Jehovah,  who  doeth  this. 

13  Lo,  the  days  are  coming,  saith  Jehovah, 

When  the  ploughman  shall  come  near  to  the  reaper,

And  all  the  hills  shall  flow  therewith,

And  they  shall  make  gardens  and  eat  the  fruit  of  them. 

15  And  I  will  plant  them  upon  their  land. 
And  they  shall  no  more  be  rooted  up 
From  off  the  land  which  I  give  to  them, 
Saith  Jehovah  thy  God. 
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The  vision  of  Obadiah.  i 

Thus  saith  the'Lord  Jehovah  concerning  Edom, 
.  (We  have  heard  a  report  from  Jehovah 
And  an  ambassador  is  sent  among  the  nations^  sayingy 
"  Rise  ye,  and  let  us  rise  against  her  in  battle/') 
Lo,  I  will  make  thee  the  smallest  of  the  nations,  s 

Thou  shalt  be  greatly  despised. 

The  pride  of  thy  heart  hath  deceived  thee,  3 

Thou  who  dwellcst  in  the  regions  of  rocks, 
Whose  dwelling  is  on  high. 
He  hath  said  in  his  heart, 
"  Who  shall  bring  me  down  to  the  ground  ?  " 
Though  thou  exalt  thyself  as  the  eagle,  ♦ 

And  though  thou  place  thy  nest  among  the  stars. 
Thence  I  will  bring  thee  down,  saith  Jehovah. 
If  thieves  came  to  thee,  if  robbers  by  night,  5 

(How  art  thou  made  desolate !) 

Would  they  not  steal  only  what  was  sufficient  for  them  ? 
If  grape-gatherers  came  to  thee. 
Would  they  not  leave  clusters  ? 

How  is  Esau  searched  out !  ^ 

His  hidden  treasures  earnestly  sought  for ! 
All  thine  allies  have  brought  thee  to  the  border ;  7 

They  have  deceived  thee,  they  have  prevailed  against  thee ; 
The  men   who   were   at  peace   with  thee,  who  ate  thy    ' 

bread. 
They  have  placed  a  snare  under  thee. 
There  is  no  understanding  in  him ; 
Shall  it  not  be  in  that  day,  saith  Jehovah,  8 
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That  I  will  destroy  the  wise  men  from  Edom, 
And  understanding  out  of  mount  Esau  ? 

9  And  thy  mighty  men  shall  be  dismayed^  0  Teman, 
So  that  every  one  shall  be  cut  off  from  mount  Esau. 

10  For  slaughter,  for  violence  against  thy  brother  Jacob, 
Shame  shall  cover  thee,  and  thou  shalt  be  cut  off  for

11  In  the  day  when  thou  didst  stand  against  him, 

In  the  day  when  strangers  carried  captive  his  forces. 
And  foreigners  entered  his  gates,

12  But  thou  shouldst  not  have  looked  wiih  pleasure  on  tlie

In  the  day  when  he  became  an  alien  ; 

Nor  have  rejoiced  over  the  sorrow  of  Judah, 

In  the  day  when  they  were  destroyed ; 

Neither  shouldst  thou  have  mocked  in  the  day  of  dis- 
tress. 

13  Thou  shouldst  not  have  entered   into   the  gate  of  my 

people. 

In  the  day  of  their  calamity  : 

Yea,  thou  shouldst  not  have  looked  with  pleasure  on  his 
affliction, 

In  the  day  of  his  calamity ; 

Nor  shouldst  thou  have  put  forth  thij  hand  on  his  sub- 
stance. 

In  the  day  of  his  calamity. 

14  Nor  shouldst   thou   have   stood   at   the  division  of  the 

roads. 
To  cut  off  those  who  had  escaped ; 
Nor  shouldst  thou  have  delivered  up  those  of  his  who 

remained. 
In  the  day  of  distress. 

15  But  near  is  the  day  of  Jehovah  upon  all  the  nations ; 
As  thou  hast  done,  it  shall  be  done  to  thee ; 

Thy  dealing  shall  return  upon  thine  own  head. 

16  For  as  ye  have  drunk  upon  my  holy  mountain. 
All  the  nations  around  shall  drink  unceasingly ; 
They  shall  both  drink  and  exhaust  the  cup. 
And  they  shall  be  as  though  they  had  not  been. 

17  But  on  mount  Zion  shall  be  a  deliverance. 
And  it  shall  be  holy ; 
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And  the  houBe  of  Jacob  shall  possess  their  own  pos- 
sessions. 

And  the  house  of  Jacob  shall  be  a  fire,  is 

And  the  house  of  Joseph  a  fiame. 

And  the  house  of  Esau  stubble ; 

And  they  shall  kindle  them  and  consume  them. 

And  there  shall  be  no  remnant  of  the  house  of  Esau ; 

For  Jehovah  hath  spoken  it. 

And  they  of  the  south  shall  possess  mount  Esau,  19 

And  they  of  the  low  country  the  Philistines : 

And  they  shall  possess  the  fields  of  Ephraim,  and  the 
fields  of  Samaria, 

And  Benjamin  shall  possess  Gilead. 

And  the  former  captivity  of  the  sons  of  Israel  » 

Shall  possess  what  the  Canaanites  had  unto  Zarephath; 

And  the  captivity  of  Jerusalem,  which  is  now  in  Sepharad, 

Shall  possess  the  cities  of  the  south. 

And  deliverers  shall  come  up  to  mount  Zion,  si 

To  judge  the  mount  of  Esau; 

And  Jehovah's  shall  the  kingdom  be. 
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1  CHAP.  I. — Now  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  to  Jonah, 

2  the  son  of  Amittai,  saying.  Arise,  go  to  Nineveh,  that  great 
city,  and  cry  against  it ;  for  their  wickedness  is  come  up 

3  before  me.  But  Jonah  rose  up  to  flee  to  Tarshish  from  the 
presence  of  Jehovah ;  and  he  went  down  to  Joppa,  and  found 
a  ship  going  to  Tarshish,  and  he  paid  the  fare  thereof,  and 
went  down  into  it,  to  go  with  them  to  Tarshish  from  the 
presence  of  Jehovah. 

4  And  Jehovah  sent  forth  a  great  wind  upon  the  sea,  and 
there  was  a  great  tempest  in  the  sea,  so  that  the  ship  was  in 

5  danger  of  being  broken  in  pieces.  Then  the  mariners  were 
afraid,  and  cried  out  each  to  his  god,  and  cast  forth  the 
wares  that  were  in  the  ship  into  the  sea  to  lighten  it  of 
them ;  but  Jonah  had  gone  down  into  the  hold  of  the  ship,

whose  cause  this  evil  is  upon  us.     So  thev  cast  lots,  and  the 

8  lot  fell  upon  Jonah.  Then  said  they  to  him.  Tell  us,  now, 
for  whose  cause  this  evil  is  upon  us.  What  is  thine  occu- 
pation 7  and  whence  comest  thou?  what  is  thy  country  ?  and 
of  what  people  art  thou  ?  And  he  said  unto  them,  1  am  a 
Hebrew ;  and  I  revere  Jehovah,  the  God  of  the  heavens,  who 
hath  made  the  sea  and  the  dry  land. 

Then  were  the  men  exceedingly  afraid,  and  said  unto  him. 
Why  hast  thou  done  this  ?  For  the  men  knew  that  he  had 
fled  from  the  presence  of  Jehovah,  because  he  had  told 
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them.     Then  said  they  unto  him^  What  shall  we  do  unto  ii 
thee^  that  the  sea  may  be  calm  unto  us?     For  the  sea 
became  more  and  more  tempestuous.     And  he  said  unto  n 
them^  Take  me  up^  and  cast  me  forth  into  the  sea;  so  shall 
the  sea  be  calm  unto  you :  for  I  know  that  on  my  account 
this  great  tempest  is  upon  you.     Nevertheless,  the  men  is 
rowed  hard  to  bring  the  ship  to  the  land ;  but  they  could 
not :  for  the  sea  became  more  and  more  tempestuous  against 
them.     Therefore  they  cried  to  Jehovah,  and  said,  Wc  be-  w 
seech  thee,  0  Jehovah,  let  us  not  perish  for  this  man's  life, 
and  lay  not  upon  us  innocent  blood :  for  thou,  O  Jehovah, 
hast  done  as  it  pleased  thee.     Then  they  took  up  Jonah,  is 
and  cast  him  forth  into  the  sea ;  and  the  sea  ceased  from  its 
raging.     Then   the  men  feared  Jehovah  exceedingly,  andi6 
offered  a  sacrifice  unto  Jehovah,  and  vowed  vows. 

Now  Jehovah  had  prepared  a  great  fish  to  swallow  up  i7 
Jonah.     And  Jonah  was  in  the  belly  of  the  fish  three  days 
and  three  nights. 

CHAP.   II. — Then  Jonah  prayed  to  Jehovah  his  God  i 
from  the  belly  of  the  fish.     And  he  said, 

I  called  by  reason  of  my  distress  to  Jehovah,  and  he  hath  2 

heard  me ; 
From  the  belly  of  the  grave  I  cried,  and  thou  hast  heard 

my  voice. 
For  thou  didst  cast  me  into  the  deep,  into  the  heart  of  the  s 

sea. 
And  the  flood  encompassed  me : 
All  thy  billows  and  thy  waves  passed  over  me. 
And  I  said,  I  am  cast  out  from  before  thine  eyes ;  4 

Yet  shall  1  again  look  to  thy  holy  temple. 
The  waters  surrounded  me  to  the  danger  cf  iny  life ;  5 

The  deep  encompassed  me,  the  weeds  were  wrapped  about 

my  head. 
I  went  down  to  the  roots  of  the  mountains ;  6 

The  bars  of  the  earth  were  about  me  for  ever : 
But  thou  hast  brought  up  my  life  from  destruction, 

0  Jehovah  my  God  ! 

When  my  soul  fainted  within  me  7 

1  remembered  Jehovah, 

And  my  prayer  came  unto  thee. 
Unto  thy  holy  temple. 
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8  They  that  honour  lying  vanities 
Forsake  the  giver  of  their  mercy. 

9  But  I,  with  the  voice  of  thanksgiving,  will  Bacrifice  to 

thee; 
That  which  I  have  vowed  I  will  pay. 
Deliverance  is  from  Jehovah. 

10  And  Jehovah  spake  to  the  fish,  and  it  cast  out  Jonah 

upon  the  dry  land. 

1  CHAP.  III. — ^And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  to  Jonah 
a  the  second  time,  saying,  Arise,  go  to  Nineveh,  that  great 

city,  and  proclaim  to  it  the  proclamation  that  I  bid 
8  thee.     So  Jonah  arose,  and  went  unto  Nineveh,  according 

to  the  word  of  Jehovah.     Now  Nineveh  was  an  exceedingly 

4  great  city,  a  journey  of  three  days.  And  Jonah  began  to 
go  through  the  city  a  day^s  journey ;  and  he  cried,  and  said, 

5  Yet  forty  days,  and  Nineveh  shall  be  overthrown.  And  the 
people  of  Nineveh  beUeved  God,  and  proclaimed  a  fast,  and 
put  on  sackcloth,  from  the  greatest  of  them  even  to  the  least 

6  of  them.  For  the  word  came  to  the  king  of  Nineveh,  and 
he  arose  from  his  throne,  and  he  laid  his  robe  from  him,  and 
covered  himself  with  sackcloth,  and  sat  in  ashes.     And  it 

7  was  proclaimed  and  published  through  Nineveh,  by  the  decree 
of  the  king  and  his  nobles,  saying,  "  Let  neither  man  nor 
beast,  herd  nor  flock,  taste  anything ;  let  them  not  feed,  nor 

8  drink  water.  But  let  man  and  beast  be  covered  with  sack- 
cloth, and  cry  mightily  unto  God :  yea,  let  them  turn  every 
one  from  his  evil  way,  and  from  the  violence,  that  is  in  their 

9  hands.  Who  knoweth  if  God  will  turn  and  repent,  and 
turn  away  from  his  fierce  anger,  that  we  perish  not  ?  '^ 

10  And  God  saw  their  works,  that  they  turned  from  their 
evil  way ;  and  God  repented  of  the  evil  that  he  had  said  that 
he  would  do  unto  them ;  and  he  did  it  not. 

1  CHAP.  IV. — But  it  displeased  Jonah  exceedingly,  and  he 

2  was  very  angry.  And  he  prayed  to  Jehovah  and  said,  I 
beseech  thee,  0  Jehovah,  was  not  this  my  saying  when  I  was 
yet  in  my  country  ?  Therefore  I  made  haste  to  flee  to  Tar- 
shish :  for  I  knew  that  thou  art  a  gracious  God,  and  mer- 
ciful, slow  to  anger,  and  of  great  kindness,  and  repentest 

3  thee  of  the  evil.    Therefore  now,  0  Jehovah,  take,  I  beseech 
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thee,  my  life  from  me :  for  it  is  better  for  me  to  die  than  to 
live.     Then  said  Jehovah,  Dost  thou  well  to  be  angry  ?         4 
Now  Jonah  had  gone  out  of  the  city,  and  sat  on  the  east  5 
side  of  the  city,  and  there  made  him  a  booth,  and  sat  under 
it  in  the  shade,  till  he  should  see  what  would  become  of  the 
city.     And  Jehovah  prepared  a  gourd/and  made  it  to  come  6 
up  over  Jonah,  that  it  might  be  a  shade  over  his  head,  to  deUver 
him  from  his  grief.    And  Jonah  rejoiced  greatly  because  of 
the  gourd.     But  God  prepared  a  worm,  when  the  morning  7 
dawned  the  next  day,  and  it  smote  the  gourd  so  that  it 
withered.     And  when  the  sun  arose,  God  prepared  a  scorch-  s 
ing  east  wind ;  and  the  sun  beat  upon  the  head  of  Jonah, 
so  that  he  was  faint,  and  wished  in  himself  to  die,  and  said, 
It  is  better  for  me  to  die  than  to  live.     And  God  said  to  9 
Jonah,  Dost  thou  well  to  be  angry  for  the  gourd  ?     And 
he  said,  I  do  well  to  be  angry,  even  imto  death.     Then  said  10 
Jehovah,  Thou  hast  had  pity  on  the  gourd,  for  which  thou 
hast  not  laboured,  neither  madest  it  grow ;  which  came  up  in 
a  night,  and  perished  in  a  night :  And  I,  should  not  I  have  11 
pity  on  Nineveh,  that  great  city,  in  which  are  more  than  six- 
score  thousand  persons  that  cannot  discern  between  their 
right  hand  and  their  left  hand ;  and  ako  much  cattle  ? 
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1  CHAP.  I. — The  word  of  Jehovah  which  came  to  Micah 
the  Morasthite,  in  the  days  of  Jotham^  Ahaz,  Hezekiah, 
kings  of  Judah;  which  he  received  in  vision  concerning 
Samaria  and  Jerusalem. 

Q      Hear  all  ye  peoples, 

Attend,  0  earth,  and  all  who  dwell  therein ; 

And  the  Lord  Jehovah  will  be  a  witness  against  you ; 

Jehovah  from  his  holy  temple. 

3  For,  lo,  Jehovah  is  coming  from  his  place. 

And  he  will  descend,  and  tread  upon  the  high  places  of  the 
earth ; 

4  And  the  mountains  shall  be  molten  under  him. 
And  the  vallies  shall  be  cleft. 

As  wax  before  the  fire, 

As  waters  pouring  down  a  steep  place. 

5  For  the  transgression  of  Jacob  is  all  this. 
And  for  the  sin  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

What  is  the  transgression  of  Jacob  ?     Is  it  not  Samaria  ? 
And  what  are  the  high  places  ?     Are  they  not  Jerusalem  ? 

6  Therefore  I  will  make  Samaria  a  heap  of  the  field, 
A  place  for  the  planting  of  a  vineyard  : 

And  I  will  throw  down  her  stones  into  the  valley. 
And  discover  her  foundations. 

7  And  all  her  graven  images  shall  be  beaten  to  pieces. 
And  tlie  gains  of  all  her  hirings  shall  be  burnt  in  the  fire^ 
And  all  her  idols  I  wiU  make. a  desolation ; 

For  from  the  hire  of  a  harlot  she  collected  them, 
And  to  the  hire  of  a  harlot  shall  they  return. 

8  For  this  I  lament  and  howl ; 
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I  go  stripped  and  naked : 

I  make  a  wailing  like  jackals^ 

And  mourning  Uke  the  ostriches. 

For  her  wound  is  mortal ;  9 

For  it  hath  come  to  Judah ; 

It  hath  reached  the  gate  of  my  people, 

To  Jerusalem. 

Tell  it  not  in  Gath  j  10 

Weep  not  in  Akko ; 

KoU  thyself  in  the  dust  in  Beth-Leophrah. 
Pass  on  thou  inhabitant  of  Saphir,  naked,  ashamed  ;         11 
Let  not  the  inhabitant  of  Zaanan  come  forth ; 
The  wailing  of  Beth-ezel  shall  take  from  you  an  abiding 

place  therein. 
Surely  in  pain  for  lost  good  shall  be  the  inhabitant  of  13 

Maroth. 
For  evil  from  Jehovah  hath  come  down  to  the  gate  of  Je- 
rusalem. 
Bind   the   chariot   to   the   swift  horse,  O  inhabitant  of  13 

Lachish : 
The  beginning  of  sin  hath  she  been  to  the  daughter  of 

Zion: 
For  in  thee  were  found  the  transgressions  of  Israel. 
Therefore  shalt  thou  give  parting  presents  to  Morisheth- 14 

gath : 
The  houses  of  Achzib  shall  be  false  to   the  kings  of 

Israel. 
Yet  will  I  bring  a  new  possessor  to  thee,  O  inhabitant  of  is 

Mareshah : 
The  glory  of  Israel  shall  go  to  Adullam. 
Make  thee  bald,  and  cut  off  thy  hair  for  the  children  of  16 

thy  delight ; 
Enlarge  thy  baldness  as  the  eagle : 
For  they  are  gone  from  thee  into  captivity. 

CHAP.  II. — Woe  to  them  who  devise  iniquity,  1 

And  who  work  evil  on  their  beds ! 
In  the  light  of  the  morning  they  do  it. 
Because  it  is  in  the  power  of  their  hand. 
And  they  covet  fields,  and  seize  them,  3 

And  houses,  and  take  them  away ; 
And  they  oppress  a  man  and  his  house, 
Even  a  man  and  his  inheritance. 
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3  Therefore  thus  saith  Jehovah^ 

Lo^  I  am  devising  an  evil  against  this  family^ 
From  which  ye  shall  not  remove  your  necks; 
Neither  shall  ye  walk  erect : 
For  it  shall  be  an  evil  time. 

4  In  that  day  a  pmvcrb  shall  be  taken  up  against  you. 
And  a  grievous  lamentation  shall  be  made,  spying. 
We  are  utterly  laid  waste ; 

The  portion  of  iay  people  He  hath  changed ; 

How  hath  he  removed  it  from  me  ! 

He  divideth  our  fields  to  him  that  tumeth  away. 

5  Therefore  thou  shalt  have  none  that  stretcheth  out  the 

line  for  a  lot 
In  the  congregation  of  Jehovah. 

6  Ye  say,  "  Prophecy  not,  ye  who  prophecy." 
Let  them  not  prophecy  to  these ; 

Yet  shall  not  disgrace  depart. 

7  Doth  the  house  of  Jacob  say, 
"  Is  Jehovah  wrathful  ? 

Are  these  his  doings?" 

Are  not  my  words  good. 

With  him  who  walketh  uprightly  ? 

8  But  heretofore  my  people  hath  been  set  up  as  an  enemy : 
From  the  vest  ye  strip  oflF  the  mantle. 

From  those  who  are  passing  on  securely,  turning  away 
from  warfare. 

9  The  women  of  my  people  ye  drive  out  from  their  plea- 

sant habitations. 
And  from  their  children  ye  take  away  my  glory  for  ever. 

10  Arise  ye  and  depart ;  for  this  is  not  your  resting  place : 
Eecause  it  is  polluted  it  shall  be  destroyed. 

And  the  destruction  shall  be  grievous. 

11  If  a  man  going  about  in  a  spirit  of  falsehood  should  lie, 

sai/ing, 
"  I  will  prophecy  to  thee  of  wine  and  of  strong  drink  ; " 
Then  he  will  be  the  prophet  of  this  people. 

12  I  will  surely  assemble,  O  Jacob,. all  of  thee; 

I  will  surely  gather  together  the  remnant  of  Israel ; 
Together  will  I  put  them,  like  sheep  in  a  strait  place. 
As  a  flock  within  their  fold : 

They  shall  be  tumultuous  by  reason  of  the  multitude  of 
men. 

13  He  that  brcaketh  through  goeth  before  them : 
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They  have  broken  through  and  passed  the  gate. 
And  are  gone  forth  by  it ; 
And  their  king  passeth  on  before  them. 
Even  Jehovah  at  their  head. 

CHAP.  III.— Again  I  said,  i 

Hear  now  ye  chiefs  of  Jacob, 
And  ye  judges  of  the  house  of  Israel  ^ 
Is  it  not  for  you  to  know  judgment  ? 
Yet  ye  are  haters  of  good,  2 

And  lovers  of  evil ; 
Tearing  theii;  skin  from  oflF  them, 
And  their  flesh  from  oflF  their  bones ; 
Who  eat  the  flesh  of  my  people,  3 

And  strip  their  skin  from  off  them ; 
And  break  their  bones, 
And  cut  them  in  pieces,  as  flesh  for  the  pot. 
Even  as  flesh  within  the  caldron. 

Then  will  they  cry  to  Jehovah,  but  he  will  not  answer  4 

them. 
He  will  even  hide  his  face  from  them  at  that  time. 
Because  they  have  been  evil  in  their  doings. 

Thus  saith  Jehovah  concerning  the  prophets  who  cause  s 

my  people  to  err, 
AMio  bite  with  their  teeth  while  they  cry  '  Peace : ' 
And  whoever  putteth  not  into  their  mouths. 
Against  him  they  even  proclaim  war. 
Therefore  it  shall  be  night  to  you,  because  there  is  no  6 

vision ; 
And  darkness  because  there  is  no  divination. 
And  the  sun  shall  go  down  upon  the  prophets. 
And  dark  shall  the  day  be  over  them. 
Then  shall  the  seers  be  ashamed,  and  the  diviners  con-  7 

founded  ; 
And  they  shall  cover  their  lip>  all  of  them, 
Because  there  is  no  answer  from  God. 
But  truly  I  am  full  of  power,  8 

Of  the  spirit  of  Jehovah,  and  of  judgment,  and  of  might, 
To  declare  to  Jacob  his  transgression, 
And  to  Israel  his  sin. 

Hear  ye  this,  now,  ye  chiefs  of  the  house  of  Jacob,       9 
And  ye  judges  of  the  house  of  Israel, 
Ye  who  abhor  judgment. 
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And  pervert  all  that  is  right ; 
I      Who  build  up  Zion  by  blood. 
And  Jerusalem  by  iniquity. 
Her  chiefs  judge  for  reward. 
And  her  priests  teach  for  hire. 
And  her  prophets  divine  for  silver. 
Yet  they  lean  upon  Jehovah,  saying. 
Is  not  Jehovah  in  the  midst  of  us  ? 
Evil  shall  not  comb  upon  us. 
Therefore,  because  of  you,  Zion  shall  be  ploughed  as 

a  field ; 
And  Jerusalem  shall  be  heaps ; 
And  the  mountain  of  the  house,  high  places  of  a  forest. 

CHAP.  IV. — But  in  the  latter  days  it  shall  come  to 
pass. 
That  the  mountain  of  the  house  of  Jehovah 
Shall  be  established  on  the  top  of  the  mountains. 
And  shall  be  exalted  above  the  hills ; 
And  peoples  shall  flow  into  it. 
And  many  nations  shall  come  and  say, 
Come  and  let  us  go  up  to  the  mountain  of  Jehovah,. 
And  to  the  house  of  the  God  of  Jacob ; 
And  he  will  teach  us  his  ways, 
And  we  will  walk  in  his  paths. 
For  from  Zion  shall  go  forth  the  law. 
And  the  word  of  Jehovah  from  Jerusalem. 
And  he  shall  judge  among  many  peoples, 
*  And  arbitrate  for  strong  nations  afar  off; 
And  they  shall  beat  their  swords  into  plough-shares. 
And  their  spears  into  pruning  hooks : 
Nation  shall  not  lift  up  a  sword  against  nation, 
-  Nor  shall  they  learn  war  any  more. 
But  they  shall  sit  every  man  under  his  own  vine^ 
And  under  his  own  fig-tree ; 
And  none  shall  make  them  afraid : 
For  the  mouth  of  Jehovah  of  Hosts  hath  spoken  it. 
Though  all  the  peoples  walk 
Every  one  in  the  name  of  his  god, 
Yet  we  will  walk  in  the  name  of  Jehovah  our  God, 
For  ever  and  ever. 

In  that  day,  saith  Jehovah, 
I  will  gather  up  the  halting, 
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And  those  driven  away  I  will  assemble, 

And  those  whom  I  have  afflicted ; 

And  I  will  make  the  halting  a  remnant,  7 

And  those  cast  far  away  a  strong  nation ; 

And  Jehovah  shall  reign  over  them  in  mount  Zion, 

Thenceforth  and  for  ever. 

And  thou,  0  Migdol-Eder,  8 

Fortress  of  the  daughter  of  Zion ! 

To  thee  shall  it  be,  and  the  former  dominion  shall  come ; 

Even  the  kingdom  to  the  daughter  of  Jerusalem. 

Now  why  dost  thou  cry  out  aloud  ?  » 

Is  there  no  king  in  thee  ? 
Hath  thy  counsellor  perished, 

That  pangs  have  seized  thee  like  a  woman  in  child-birth  ? 
Be  in  pangs,  and  bring  forth  with  throes,  lo 

0  daughter  of  Zion,  as  a  woman  in  child-birth. 
For  soon  shalt  thou  go  forth  from  the  city,  and  dwell  in 

the  field. 
And  thou  shalt  go  to  Babylon ; 
There  shalt  thou  be  delivered ; 
There  Jehovah  shall  redeem  thee  from  the  hand  of  thine 

enemies. 
And  now  many  nations  are  gathered  against  thee,  who  ii 

say, 
"  Let  her  be  defiled. 

And  let  our  eye  look  with  pleasure  on  Zion." 
But  these  know  not  the  purposes  of  Jehovah,  u 

Neither  do  they  understand  his  counsel. 
That  he  hath  gathered  them  together  as  a  sheaf  to  the 

threshing-floor. 
Arise  and  tread  them  out,  daughter  of  Zion ;  » 

For  thy  horn  I  will  make  iron. 
And  thy  hoofs  I  will  make  brass ; 
And  thou  shalt  beat  in  pieces  many  peoples ; 
And  thou  shalt  devote  to  Jehovah  their  gains. 
And  their  wealth  to  the  Lord  of  the  whole  earth. 

CHAP,  v.— Now  gather  to  thyself    thy  troops,  Oi 
daughter  of  troops, 
lie  hath  laid  siege  against  us ; 
With  a  rod  he  hath  smitten  on  the  cheek 
The  judge  of  Israel. 

But  thou  Bethlehem-Ephratah,  « 
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Too  little  to  be  reckoned  amoDg  the  thousands  of  Jadah, 

Out  of  thee  shall  come  forth  to  me  ^ 

He  who  shall  be  a  ruler  in  Israel, 

And  whose  origin  is  of  old,  from  ancient  times. 

He  shall  surely  give  them  up  until  the  time 

When  she  who  travaileth  shall  have  brought  forth ; 

Then  the  remnant  of  his  brethren  shall  return. 

Together  with  the  sons  of  Israel. 

And  he  shall  stancl  and  feed  in  the  strength  of  Jehovah, 

In  the  majesty  of  the  name  of  Jehovah  his  God ; 

And  they  shall  dwell  tVi  security  : 

For  now  shall  he  be  great  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

And  this  man  shall  be  safety  ^om  the  Assyrian, 

When  he  shall  come  into  oar  land. 

And  when  he  shall  tread  in  our  palaces : 

Then  will  we  raise  up  against  him  seven  shepherds. 

And  eight  chiefs  of  men. 

And  they  shall  waste  the  land  of  Assyria  with  the  sword. 

And  the  land  of  Nimrod  in  the  entrances  thereof : 

Thus  shall  he  deliver  us  from  the  Assyrian, 

When  he  cometh  into  our  land. 

And  when  he  treadeth  within  our  borders. 

And  the  remnant  of  Jacob  shall  be  in  the  midst  of 
many  peoples, 
As  the  dew  from  Jehovah, 
As  the  showers  upon  the  grass. 
Which  tarrieth  not  for  man. 
Neither  waiteth  for  the  sons  of  man. 
And  the  remnant  of  Jacob  shall  be  amongst  the  nations. 
In  the  midst  of  many  peoples. 
As  a  lion  among  the  beasts  of  the  forest. 
As  a  young  lion  amongst  flocks  of  sheep ; 
Who,  if  he  passeth  through  them,  trampleth  down. 
And  teareth  in  pieces,  and  no  one  delivereth. 
Thy  hand  shall  be  lifted  up  over  thine  adversaries. 
And  all  thine  enen^es  shall  be  cut  off. 

And  in  that  day,  saith  Jehovah, 
I  will  cut  off  thy  horses  from  the  midst  of  thee. 
And  I  will  destroy  thy  chariots ; 
And  I  will  cut  off  the  cities  of  thy  land. 
And  I  will  throw  down  all  thy  fortified  cities ; 
And  I  will  cut  off  sorcerers  from  thy  hand, 
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And  thou  shalt  not  have  observers  of  clouds. 

And  I  will  cut  off  thy  graven  images  and  thy  statues  from  is 

the  midst  of  thee^ 
And  thou  shalt  no  more  bow  down  to  the  work  of  thine 

own  hands; 
And  I  will  pluck  up  thy  groves  from  the  midst  of  thee,     u 
And  I  will  destroy  thy  citie^. 

And  in  anger  and  in  wrath  I  will  execute  vengeance  is 

On  the  nations  who  have  not  hearkened  unto  me. 

CHAP.  VI. — Hear  ye  now  what  Jehovah  saith ;  i 

"  Arise^  contend  thou  before  the  mountains. 
And  let  the  hills  hear  thy  voice.'' 

Hear  ye,  O  mountains,  the  controversy  of-  Jehovah,       2 
And  ye  strong  foundations  of  the  earth ; 
For  Jehovah  hath  a  controversy  with  his  people. 
And  he  pleadeth  with  Israel. 

O  my  people !  what  have  I  done  to  thee  F  s 

And  how  have  I  been  wearisome  to  thee  ? 
Testify  against  me. 

For  I  brought  thee  up  from  the  land  of  Egypt,  4 

And  from  the  house  of  slaves  I  ransomed  thee ; 
And  I  sent  before  thee  Moses,  Aaron,  and  Miriam. 

O  my  people  I    remember  now  what  Balak  king  of  5 
Moab  consulted. 
And  what  Balaam  the  son  of  Beor  answered  him. 
On  the  way  from  Shittim  to  Gilgal  ; 
That  he  might  learn  the  righteousness  of  Jehovah. 
*'  Wherewith  shall  I  come  before  Jehovah  ?  6 

And  bow  myself  before  God  on  high  ? 
Shall  I  come  before  him  with  burnt-offerings. 
With  calves  of  a  year  old  T ''

And  I  will  cut  off  thy  prey  from  the  earth, 
And  the  voice  of  thy  messengers  shall  no  more  be  heard. 

CHAP.   III.— Woe  to  the  city  of  blood  !  i 

It  is  made  up  of  falsehood,  it  is  full  of  rapine ; 
The  prey  ceaseth  not ; 
A  sound  of  the  whip,  and  a  sound  of  the  rattling  of  the  s 

wheels.

7  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  all  who  see  thee  shall  flee 

from  thee,  and  shall  say, 
*'  Nineveh  is  laid  waste ! " 
Who  will  bemoan  her  ? 
Whence  shall  I  seek  comforters  for  thee  ? 

8  Art  thou  better  than  No-amun 
That  is  situated  amidst  the  rivers. 
Surrounded  by  the  waters. 
Whose  rampart  was  the  sea. 

Her  wall  the  waters  ? 

9  Ethiopia  was  her  strength,  and  Egypt, 
So  that  it  was  infinite. 

Put  and  Lubim  were  thine  auxiliaries. 

10  Yet  she  was  carried  away,  she  went  into  captivity. 

Her  little  ones  were  dashed  in  pieces  at  the  top  of  all  the 

streets ; 
And  for  her  honourable  men  they  cast  lots. 
And  all  her  great  men  were  bound  with  chains. 

11  Thou  also  shalt  be  made  drunk :  thou  shalt  be  hidden:

Go  into  the  clay  and  tread  the  mortar, 
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Strengthen  the  'brick-kiln. 

There  the  fire  shall  consume  thee,  is 

The  sword  shall  cut  thee  off; 

It  shall  devour  thee  like  the  ileq-locust. 

Make  thyself  numerous  as  the  ileq-locust ; 

Make  thyself  numerous  as  the  arba-locust. 

Thou  hast  multiplied  thy  merchants  more  than  the  stars  i6 
of  heaven.

For  the  wicked  man  compasseth  about  the  just ; 
Therefore  perverted  judgment  goeth  forth. 

5  See  among  the  nations  and  look. 
And  be  ye  greatly  astonished ; 
For  I  work  a  work  in  your  days, 

Which  ye  will  not  believe,  if  it  be  told  you. 

6  For  lo,  J  raise  up  the  Chaldeans, 
The  bitter  and  swift  nation. 

Which  goeth  through  the  breadth  of  the  earth. 
To  possess  dwelling  places  not  their  own. 

7  Dreadful  and  terrible  are  they  : 

Their  judgment  and  their  dignity  proceedeth  from  them- 
selves. 

8  And  swifter  than  leopards  are  their  horses. 
And  fiercer  than  evening  wolves : 

And  their  horsemen  bear  themselves  proudly, 
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They  come  from  afar; 

They  shall  fly  as  an  eagle  hastening  to  devour. 

All  of  them  shall  come  for  violence.  9 

The  front  of  their  faees  is  towards  the  east^ 

And  they  shall  gather  captives  as  the  sand : 

They  shall  also  scoff  at  kings,  10 

And  princes  shall  be  a  derision  to  them. 

They  shall  laugh  at  every  strong-hold ; 

And  they  shall  heap  up,  earth  and  take  it. 

Then  shall  he  rush  on  o^  a  wind,  11 

And  he  shall  transgress  and  become  guilty :

Art  thou  not  from  everlasting,  O  Jehovah,  12

O  Jehovah,  for  judgment  thou  hast  appointed  them ; 
And  for  correction,  thou  our  rock  hast  established  them. 
Thou  art  of  purer  eyes  than  to  behold  evil,  13 

And  thou  canst  not  look  on  iniquity. 
.Why  lookest  thou  on  those  who  act  treacherously, 
Ana  art  silent  when  the  wicked  man  swalloweth  up  one 

more  righteous  than  he ; 
And  makest  men  as  fishes  of  the  sea,  ,      u 

As  reptiles,  which  have  no  ruler  over  them  ? 
They  take  up  all  of  them  with  the  hook,  15 

They  draw  them  out  in  their  net, 
And  gather  them  in  their  drag-net. 
Therefore  they  rejoice  and  exult : 

Therefore  they  sacrifice  to  their  net,  16 

And  burn  incense  to  their  drag-net. 
Because  by  them  their  portion  is  rich, 
And  their  food  plenteous. 

Shall  they  therefore  empty  their  net,  17 

And  spare  not  continually  to  slay  the  nations  ? 

CHAP.   It. — I  will  stand  upon  my  watch-tower,  i 

And  I  will  place  myself  upon  the  bulwark ; 
And  I  will  watch  to  see  what  He  will  say  to  me. 
And  what  he  will  reply  to  my  pleading. 

And  Jehovah  answered  me,  and  said,  a 

"  Write  the  vision,  and  make  it  plain  upon  the  tablets, 
In  order  that  he  may  run  who  readeth  it. 
For  the  vision  hath  yet  an  appointed  time,  s 
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But  it  hasteneth  to  its  end,  and  will  not  deceive : 

Though  it  delay,  wait  for  it ; 

For  it  will  surely  come,  it  will  not  tarry  long. 

4  Lo,  his  soul  is  lifted  up,  it  is  not  right  within  him ; 
But  the  just  shall  live  by  his  faith/' 

5  Truly  wine  deceiveth  the  proud  man. 
He  will  not  keep  at  home, 

Who  enlargeth  his  desire  as  the  grave. 
And  as  death,  and  is  not  satisfied.

6  Shall  not  these,  all  of  them,  take  up  a  parable  against 

him, 
And  a  taunting  proverb  against  him,  and  say, 
"Woe  unto  him  that  increaseth  that  which  is  not  his 

own? 
How  long  shall  he  lade  himself  with  debts  ? 

7  Shall  not  thine  usurers  suddenly  rise  up. 
And  they  awake  who  will  harass  thee, 

So  that  thou  mayest  be  a  great  spoil  for  them  V* 

8  Because  thou  hast  spoiled  many  nations, 

All  the  remnant  of  the  peoples  shall  spoil  thee. 

On  account  of  the  blood  of  men,  and  violence  to  the 

land, 
To  its  city,  and  to  all  who  dwell  therein. 

9  Woe  to  him  who  gaineth  a  gain  that  is  evil  for  his 

house, 
That  he  may  place  his  nest  on  high, 
That  he  may  be  delivered  from  the  power  of  evil ! 

10  Thou  hast  counselled  shame  to  thy  house. 
By  cutting  ofiF  many  peoples. 

And  hast  sinned  against  thine  own  self. 

11  For  the  stone  from  the  wall  shall  cry  out. 
And  the  fastening  beam  shall  answer  it. 

12  Woe  to  him  who  buildeth  a  town  by  blood. 
And  establisheth  a  city  by  iniquity  ! 

13  Are  not  these  things  from  Jehovah  of  Hosts, 
That  peoples  should  labour  for  the  fire. 
And  nations  weary  themselves  for  emptiness. 

14  For  the  land  shall  be  filled  with  the  knowledge  of  the 

glory  of  Jehovah, 
As  the  waters  cover  the  sea. 
13  Woe  to  him  who  giveth  drink  to  his  neighbour]^ 
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Pouring  in  thy  hot  wine  and  intoxicating  drink. 

That  thou  mayest  look  on  their  nakedness  I 

Thou  hast  filled  thyself  with  disgrace  more  than  glory :      i6 

Drink  thou  also,  and  let  thy  foreskin  be  uncovered! 

The  cup  of  the  right  hand  of  Jehovah  shall  come  round 

to  thee. 
And  shameful  vomiting  shall  be  upon  thy  glory. 
Surely  the  violence  against  Lebanon  shall  cover  thee,         17 
And  the  destruction  of  its  beasts  shall  terrify  thee. 
On  account  of  the  blood  of  men  and  of  violence  to  the 

land. 
To  the  city,  and  to  all  who  dwell  therein. 

What  profiteth  the    graven   image,   that  the   maker  is 

thereof  hath  graven  it  ? 
The  molten  image,  and  the  teacher  of  falsehood ;

So  as  to  make  dumb  idols  ?

5  And  those  who  bow  down  on  the  housetops  to  the  host  of

6  And  those  who  have  turned  back  from  following  Jehovah, 
And  who  have  not  sought  Jehovah,  neither  searched  for

For  Jehovah  hath  prepared  a  sacrifice,  he  hath  sanctified 
his  guests. 

8  And  in  the  day  of  the  sacrifice  of  Jehovah, 

I  will  punish  the  princes  and  the  sons  of  the  king,

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And  all  who  are  clothed  with  the  garment  of  the  foreigner. 
And  I  will  punish  every  one  who  leapeth  over  the  thresh-  9 

old,  in  that  day. 
Who  fill  their  masters*  houses  with  violence  and  fraud. 
And  there  shall  be  in  that  day,  saith  Jehovah^  10 

A  sound  of  a  cry  from  the  fish -gate. 
And  a  howling  from  the  second  part  of  the  citi/, 
And  a  great  crash  from  the  hills. 

Howl,  ye  inhabitants  of  Maktesh  !  u 

For  all  the  traders  are  cut  down ; 
All  those  laden  with  silver  are  cut  oif. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass  at  that  time,  12

And  I  will  punish  the  men  who  are  settled  on  their  lees, 
And  who  say  in  their  hearts,

In  the  houses  of  Ashkelon  shall  they  lie  down  in  the  c?en-

For  Jehovah  their  God  will  visit  them. 
And  turn  again  their  captivity. 

I  have  heard  the  reproach  of  Moab, 
And  the  revilings  of  the  children  of  Amraon, 
How  they  have  reproached  my  people.

How  is  she  become  a  desolation ! 
A  place  for  beasts  to  lie  down  in !

Jehovah  hath  removed  thy  judgments,  is 

He  hath  turned  aside  thine  enemies ; 
The  King  of  Israel,  Jehovah,  is  in  the  midst  of  thee : 
Thou  shaJt  see  evil  no  more. 

In  that  day  it  shall  be  said  to  Jerusalem,  Fear  not ;         i6 
Zion  I  let  not  thy  hands  be  relaxed  ! 

Jehovah  thy  God  is  in  the  midst  of  thee ;  17 

He  who  is  mighty  will  save  thee  ; 
He  will  rejoice  over  thee  with  joy  ; 
He  will  renew  thee  in  his  love, 
He  will  exult  over  thee,  with  singing. 
I  will  collect  those  thaf  are  of  thee,  is 

Who  sorrow,  away  from  the  solemn  assembly. 
The  reproach  was  a  burden  to  her. 

Lo,  at  that  time  I  will  deal  with  those  who  afflict  thee ;      19 
And  I  will  save  her  who  halteth. 

And  her  who  had  been  driven  out  I  will  gather  together;

Then  Zerubbabel  the  son  of  Shealtiel,  and  Joshua,  the  son  11 
of  Josedech,  the  high  priest,  with  all  the  residue  of  the 
people,  obeyed  the  voice  of  Jehovah  their  God,  and  the  words 
of  Haggai  the  prophet,  as  Jehovah  their  God  had  sent  him, 
and  the  people  feared  before  Jehovah.

And  he   stood  among  the  myrtle  trees  which  were  in  the 
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valley ;  and  behind  him  were  red  horses^  speckled,  and  white. 
Then  said  I,  My  lord^  what  are  these  ?    And  the  angel  who  9 
talked  with  me  said  unto  me^  I  will  show  thee  what  these 
are.     And  the  man  who  stood  among  the  myrtle  trees  an- 10 
swered  and  said^  These  are  they  whom.Jehovah  hath  sent  to 
walk  to  and  fro  through  the  earth.     And  they  answered  the  11 
angel  of  Jehovah  who  stood  among  the  myrtle  trees,  and 
said,  We  have  walked  to  and  fro  through  the  earthy  and, 
behold,  all  the  earth  remaineth  still;  and  is  at  rest.

CHAP.  IV. — And  the  angel  that  talked  with  me  came  i 
again  and  awakened  me,  as  a  man  that  is  wakened  out  of 
his  sleep,  and  said  unto  me,  What  seest  thou  ?  And  I  said,  a 
I  have  looked,  and  behold  a  candlestick  all  of  gold,  and  a 
bowl  upon  the  top  of  it,  and  its  seven  lamps  upon  it,  and 
seven  pipes  to  the  seven  lamps  which  are  upon  the  top  of 
it ;  and  two  olive-trees  by  it,  one  upon  the  right  side  of  the  3 
bowl,  and  the  other  upon  the  left  side  of  it.

10  that  Jehovah  of  Hosts  hath  sent  me  unto  you.  for  who 
hath  despised  the  day  of  small  things  7  For  they  shall  re- 
joice, and  shall  see  the  plummet  in  the  hand  of  Zerubhabel. 
These  seven  are  the  eyes  of  Jehovah,  which  run  to  and  fro

Then  the  angdi  who  talked  with  me  went  forth,  and  s 
fiaid  unto  me,  Lift  up  now  thine  eyes,  and  see  what  is  this 
that  gpeih  forth.     And  I  said.  What  is  it  ?     And  he  said,  6 
This  is  an  ephah  that  goeth  forth.     He  said  moreover.  This 
is  their  iniquity  in  all  the  land.     And,  lo,  a  taleirt  of  lead  7 
was  lifted  up,  and  a  woman  sat  within  the  ephah.     And  he  s 
said.

And  for  Tobiah,  and  for  Jedaiah,  and  for  Hen  the  son  of 
Zephaniah, 

For  a  memorial  in  the  temple  of  Jehovah. 
16      And  they  who  are  afar  off  shall  come  and  build  in  the  tem- 
ple of  Jehovah  ;

Should  ye  not  kfor  the  words 
whick  Jehovah  proclaimed  by  the  former  prophets,  when  Je- 
rusalem was  inhabited  and   in  prosperity ;  and  her  cities

bited? 

And  the  word  of  Jehovah  came  to  Zechariah^  saying,      s 

Thus  spake  Jehovah  of  Hosts,  sayings  9 

Judge  true  judgment. 

And  show  kindness  and  compassion, 

Every  one  to  his  brother, 

And  oppress  not  the  widow  and  the  orphan,  the  stranger  lo 
and  the  poor, 

Neither  let  any  of  you  imagine  evil  against  his  brother 
in  your  heart. 

But  they  refused  to  hear,  n 

And  they  drew  back  the  shoulder, 

And  their  ears  they  made  dull  that  they  might  not  hear. 

And  they  made  their  heart  a  stone  of  adamant,  12

Which  Jehovah  of  Hosts  sent  by  his  Spirit,

Jerusalem,

i      And  the  streets  of  the  cities  shall  be  full  of  boys  and  of 
girls, 

Playing  in  their  streets. 

6  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts ; 

If  it  be  wonderful  in  the  eyes  of  the  remnant  of  this  peo- 
ple in  those  days^ 
Shall  it  be  wonderful  in  mine  eyes  ? 
Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 

7  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts ; 

Lo,  I  will  save  my  people  from  the  land  of  the  rising  of 

the  suTiy 
And  from  the  land  of  the  setting  of  the  sun : 

8  And  I  will  bring  them,  and  they  shall  dwell  in  the  midst 

of  Jerusalem; 
And  they  shall  be  to  me  a  people, 
And  I  will  be  to  them  a  God, 
In  truth  and  in  righteousness. 

9  Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts ; 

Jjet  your  hands  be  strong,  ye  that  hear  in  these  days 
These  words  from  the  mouth  of  my  prophets, 
Which  were  spoken  in  the  day  of  the  laying  of  the  foun- 
dation of  the  house  of  Jehovah  of  Hosts, 
Of  the  temple,  that  it  might  be  built.

6  And  a  stranger  shall  dwell  in  Ashdod,

7  And  I  will  remove  his  blood  from  his  mouth. 
And  his  abominations  from  between  his  teeth : 
And  even  he  shall  be  left  for  our  God ; 

And  he  shall  be  as  a  ruler  in  Judah, 
And  Ekron  as  a  Jebuaite. 

8  And  I  will  encamp  about  my  house  against  the  army. 
Against  that  which  passeth  through,  and  against  that  which 

returneth ; 
And  no  more  shall  the  oppressor  pass  through  tbqm ; 
For  now  have  I  seen  with  mine  eyes. 

9  Exult  greatly,  0  daughter  of  Zion; 
Shout,  0  daughter  of  Jerusalem : 

Lo  1  thy  king  cometh  unto  thee ; 
Just  and  a  saviour  is  he ; 
Humble  and  sitting  on  an  ass. 
Even  upon  a  colt,  the  foal  of  a  she  ass. 

10  And  I  will  cut  off  the  chariot  from  Epbraim, 
And  the  horse  from  Jerusalem, 

And  the  battle- bow  shall  be  cut  off: 
And  he  shall  speak  peace  to  the  nations; 
And  his  dominion  shall  be  from  sea  to  sea. 
And  from  the  river  to  the  ends  of  the  land. 
As  for  thee,  also,  by  the  blood  of  thy  covenant. 
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I  have  sent  forth  thy  prisoners  from  the  pit. 

In  which  was  no  water. 

Return  ye  to  the  stronghold,  ye  prisoners  of  hope :  12 

Even  this  day  I  declare, 

I  will  restore  double  to  thee  : 

For  I  have  bent  Judah  for  myself,  u 

I  have  tilled  the  bow  with  Ephraim, 

And  I  will  raise  up  thy  sons,  0  Zion, 

Against  thy  sons,  0  Javan, 

And  make  thee  as  the  sword  of  a  mighty  man. 

And  Jehovah  shall  be  seen  over  them,  u 

And  his  arrow  shall  go  forth  as  lightning ; 

And  the  Lord  Jehovah  shall  blow  the  trumpet. 

And  go  forth  with  whirlwinds  of  the  south. 

Jehovah  of  Hosts  shall  protect  them ;  15 

And  they  shall  devour  and  subdue  with  sling-stones ; 

And  they  shall  drink,  and  make  a  noise  as  through  wine ; 

And  they  shall  be  tilled  as  a  bowl, 

As  the  comers  of  the  altar. 

And  Jehovah  their  God  shall  save  them,  16 

In  that  day,  as  a  flock,  his  people  : 

For  stones  of  a  diadem  t/iey  shall  be  exalted  over  his  land. 

For  how  great  will  be  their  prosperity,  17 

And  how  great  their  beauty ! 

Com  will  make  the  young  men  flourish, 

And  new  wine,  the  maidens. 

CHiiP.  X. — Ask  ye  of  Jehovah  rain,  in  the  time  of  the  1 
latter  rain ; 
Jehovah  will  make  lightnings, 
And  showers  of  rain  will  he  give  to  them. 
To  every  one  the  herbage  of  the  field. 
For  the  idols  have  spoken  vanity,  a 

And  the  diviners  have  seen  a  falsehood. 
And  dreams  of  vanity  they  have  told ; 
In  vain  have  they  comforted. 
Therefore  they  have  wandered  like  a  flock, 
And  have  been  troubled,  because  there  was  no  shepberd. 
Against  the  shepherds  mine  anger  hath  been  kindled^  ) 

And  the  he-goats  have  I  punished : 
For  Jehovah  of  Hosts  will  visit  his  flock. 
The  house  of  Judah, 
And  make  them  as  his  goodly  horse  in  the  battle. 
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4  From  him  is  the  comer-tower;. 

From  him  the  tent-pin,  from  him  the  battle-bow. 
From  him  cometh  forth  every  ruler  together. 

5  And  they  shall  be  as  mighty  men, 

Treading  down  in  the  battle  as  the  mire  of  the  streets ; 
They  shall  fight,  for  Jehovah  is  with  them ; 
And  the  riders  on  horses  shall  be  confounded. 

6  And  I  will  strengthen  the  house  of  Judah, 
And  I  will  save  the  house  of  Joseph, 

And  I  will  bring  them  back,  for  I  will  have  mercy  upon

And  they  shall  be  as  though  I  had  not  cast  them  off: 
For  I  am  Jehovah  their  God,  and  will  hear  them. 

7  And  Ephraim  shall  be  as  a  mighty  man, 
And  their  heart  shall  rejoice  as  through  wine ; 
And  their  sons  shall  see  it,  and  rejoice. 

And  their  heart  shbll  exult  in  Jehovah. 
B      I  will  call  for  them  and  gather  them  together, 
For  I  have  redeemed  them  j 
And  they  shall  increase  as  thev  before  increased. 

9  And  I  will  sow  them  among  the  peoples. 

And  in  far  distant  countries  they  shall  remember  me : 
And  they  shall  live  with  their  children,  and  return. 

10  And  I  will  bring  them  back  from  the  land  of  Egypt, 
And  from  Assyria  I  will  gather  them  ; 

And  I  will  bring  them   into  the  land  of  Gilead  and 

Lebanon, 
And  room  shaJl  not  be  found  for  them. 

11  And  he  shall  pass  through  the  narrow  sea, 
And  shall  smite  the  waves  in  the  sea. 

And  all  the  depths  of  the  rivers  shall  be  dried  up ; 
And  the  pride  of  Assyria  shall  be  brought  down. 
And  the  sceptre  of  Egypt  shall  depart. 
IS     And  I  will  strengthen  them  in  Jehovah ; 
And  in  his  name  they  shall  walk, 
Saith  Jehovah. 

1  CHAP.  XI. — Open,  0  Lebanon,  thy  doors, 

That  the  fire  may  devour  thy  cedars. 
3      Howl,  0  cypress ;  because  the  cedar  is  fallen  ; 

Because  the  most  excellent  of  them  are  destroyed. 

Howl,  0  oaks  of  Bashan ; 

Because  the  fenced  forest  is  brought  down. 
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A  sound  of  the  howling  of  the  shepherds !  s 

Because  their  glory  is  laid  waste : 

A  sound  of  the  roaring  of  young  lions  I 

Because  the  pride  of  Jordan  is  laid  waste. 

Thus  saith  Jehbvah  my  God ;  4 

Feed  thou  the  flock  of  the  sluugbter, 
Whose  possessors  slaughter  theiu^  yet  hold  themselves  not  5 

guilty, 
And  they  who  sell  them  say,  "  Blessed  be  Jehovah,  for  I 

am  rich/' 
Even  their  own  shepherds  pity  them  not. 
For  I  will  no  longer  pity  the  mhabitants  of  the  land>         6 
Saith  Jehovah ; 

But,  lo,  I  will  deliver  the  men. 
Every  one  into  the  hand  of  his  neighbour  and  iujto  the 

hand  of  his  king ; 
And  they  shall  smite  the  land^ 
And  I  will  not  deliver  out  of  their  hand. 

So  I  fed  the  flock  of  the  slaughter,  because  of  the  poor  of  7 
the  flock,  and  I  took  to  myself  two  orook? ;  the  one  I  called 
Favour,  and  the  other  I  called  Bands :  anid  I  fed  the  flock. 
And  I  cut  off  three  shepherds  in  one  month.;  and  my  soul  s  . 
loathed  them,  and  their  soul  abhorred  me.     Then  I  said,  I  9 
will  not  feed  you :  that  which  dieth,  let  it  die :  and  that 
which  is  cut  off,  let  it  be  cut  off;  and  Jet  those  which  remain 
eat  every  one  the  flesh  of  his  fellow.     Then  I  took  my  crook  10 
Favour,  and  cut  it  asunder,  to  break  my  covenant  which  I 
had  made  with  all  the  peoples.     And  it  waa  broken  in  that  11 
day ;  and  so  the  poor  of  the  flock,  who  were  observing  me, 
knew  that  this  was  the  word  of  Jehovah.    And  I  said  to  12 
them,  "  If  it  be  good  in  your  eyes,  give  me  my  hire ;  but 
if  not,  forbear.''     80  they  weighed  my  hire,  thiity  pieces 
of  silver.

For  lo  !  I  will  raise  up  a  shepherd  in  th^  land :  16 

Of  that  which  is  cut  off  he  shall  not  take  account. 
That  which  is  young  he  shall  not  seek. 
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And  that  which  is  hurt  he  shall  not  heal ; 
That  which  is  weary  he  shall  not  sustain ; 
But  the  flesh  of  that  which  is  fat  be  shall  eat. 
And  break  their  hoofs  in  pieces. 
17      Woe  to  the  worthless  shepherd  who  forsaketh  the  flock! 
The  sword  shall  be  upon  his  arm, 
And  upon  his  right  eye : 
His  arm  shall  be  wholly  withered. 
And  his  right  eye  utterly  darkened. 

1  CHAP.  XII. — The  prophecy  of  the  word  of  Jehovah. 
Concerning  Israel,  saith  Jehovah, 

Who  stretcheth  out  the  heavens,  and  layetb  the  founda- 
tions of  the  earth. 
And  formcth  the  spirit  of  man  within  him. 

2  Lo  !  I  will  make  Jerusalem 

A  cup  of  reeling  to  all  the  peoples  around. 
And  even  against  Judah  it  shall  be 
In  the  siege  against  Jeruealem. 

3  And  in  that  day  I  will  make  Jerusalem 
A  burdensome  stone  to  all  the  peoples : 

All  who  burden  themselves  with  it  shall  be  torn  in  .pieces. 
For  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  shall  be  collected  together 
against  it. 

4  In  that  day,  saith  Jehovah, 

I  will  strike  every  horse  with  astonishment,  and  his  rider 

with  madness ; 
And  upon  the  house  of  Judah  I  will  open  mine  eyes, 
And  every  horse  of  the  peoples  I  will  strike  with  blind- 
ness. 

5  And  the  leaders  of  Judah  shall  say  in  their  heart. 
The  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  are  strength  to  me. 
Through  Jehovah  of  Hosts  their  God. 

6  In  that  day,  I  will  make  the  leaders  of  Judah 
As  a  hearth  of  fire  among  wood. 

And  as  a  torch  of  fire  in  a  sheaf; 

And  they  shall  consume,  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the 

left, 
All  the  peoples  around; 
And  Jerusalem  shall  be  inhabited  again 
In  her  own  place,  even  in  Jerusalem. 

7  And  Jehovah  will  save  the  tents  of  Judah  as  aforetime; 
So  that  the  glory  of  the  house  of  David  may  not  magnify 

itself, 
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Nor  the  glory  of  the  inhabitants  of  Jerasalem^  agaiust 

Judah. 
In  that  day  Jehovah  will  protect  the  inhabitants  of  Jeru-  s 

salem; 
And  he  that  is  feeble  among  them  shall  be  in  that  day  as 

David; 
And  the  house  of  David^  as  God^ 
As  the  angel  of  Jehovah  before  them. 
And  in  that  day  I  will  seek  to  destroy  9 

All  the  nations  which  come  against  Jerusalem. 
And  I  will  pour  upon  the  house  of  David^  and  upon  the  10 

inhabitants  of  Jerusalem^ 
A  spirit  of  favour  and  of  supplications ; 
And  they  shall  look  upon  him  whom  they  have  pierced, 
And  they  shall  mourn  for  him,  as  the  mourning  for  an 

only  son, 
And  the  bitterness  for  him  shall  be  as  the  bitterness  for  a 

first-born. 
In  that  day  the  mourning  in  Jerusalem  shall  be  great,        u 
As  the  mourning  of  Hadad-rimmon  in  the  valley  of  Me- 

giddon. 
And  the  land  shall  mourn,  every  family  apart :  13 

The  family  of  the  house  of  David  apart,  and  their  wives 

apart; 
The  family  of  the  house  of  Nathan  apart,  and  their  wives 

apart; 
The  family  of  the  house  of  Levi  apart,  and  their  wives  is 

apart ; 
The  family  of  the  house  of  Shimei  apart,  and  their  wives 

apart; 
All  the  families  that  remain,  u 

Every  family  apart,  and  their  wives  apart. 

• 

CHAP.  XIII . — In  that  day  a  fountain  shall  be  opened  1 
For  the  house  of  David,  and  for  the  inhabitants  of  Jeru- 
salem, 
For  sin  and  for  uncleanness. 

And  in  that  day,  saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts,  < 

I  will  cut  off  the  names  of  the  idols  from  the  land. 
And  they  shall  be  remembered  no  more ; 
And  the  prophets  also  and  the  spirit  of  uncleannessj 
I  will  cause  to  pass  from  the  land. 

And  when  any  one  shall  yet  prophesy,  s 

His  father  and  his  mother  who  begat  him  shall  say  to  him. 
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Thou  shalt  not  live, 

For  thou  speakest  falsehood  in  the  name  of  Jehovah. 

And  his  father  and  his  mother  who  begat  him. 

Shall  pierce  him  through  when  he  prophesieth. 

And  in  that  day,  the  prophets  shall  be  ashamed 

Every  one  of  his  vision,  in  his  prophesying ; 

Neither  shall  they  wear  a  garment  of  hair  to  deceive ; 

But  he  shall  say,  I  am  not  a  prophet ; 

I  am  a  man  who  tilleth  the  ground ; 

For  a  man  hath  possessed  me  from  my  youth. 

And  if  one  say  to  him,  What  are  these  wounds  in  thy 

hands  ? 
Then  he  shall  say,  Those  with  which  I  have  been  3mittcn 

in  the  house  of  my  friends. 
Awake,  0  sword,  against  my  shepherd. 
Even  against  the  mighty  man  mine  associate^ 
Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 

Smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  flock  shall  be  scattered ; 
And  I  will  turn  my  hand  against  the  little  ones. 
And  in  all  the  land,  saith  Jehovah, 
Two  parts  therein  shall  be  cut  off,  shall  die. 
And  the  third  part  shall  be  left  in  it. 
And  I  will  bring  the  third  part  into  the  fire, 
And  I  will  refine  them  as  silver  is  refined. 
And  I  will  try  them  as  gold  is  tried. 
They  shall  call  upon  my  name,  and  I  will  answer  them 
I  will  say.  This  is  my  people ; 
And  they  shall  say,  Jehovah  is  my  God.    ' 

CHAP.  XIV.— Lo,  the  day  of  Jehovah  cometh, 
And  thy  spoil  shall  be  divided  within  thee. 
For  I  will  gather  all  the  nations  against  Jerusalem  to 

battle ; 
And  the  city  shall  be  taken,  and  the  houses  destroyed. 
And  the  women  defiled ; 
And  half  the  city  shall  go  into  captivity, 
But  the  remnant  of  the  people  shall  not  be  cut  off  from 

the  city. 
And    Jehovah   shall  go  forth   and   fight   against  those 

nations, 
As  when  he  formerly  fought  in  the  day  of  conflict. 
And  his  feet  shall  stand  in  that  day  on  the  Mount  of 

Olives, 
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Which  is  opposite  to  Jerusalem  on  the  emt ; 

And  the   Mount  of  Oliyes   shall  be  rent  in  the  midst 

thererf. 
Eastward  and  westward,  a  very  great  valley  ; 
And  half  of  the  mountain  shall  remove  northward^  and 

half  of  it  southward. 
And  ye  shall  flee  by  the  valley  of  the  mountains ;  s 

For  tne  valley  of  the  mountains  shall  reach  to  Asal : 
And  ye  shall  flee,  as  ye  fled  before  the  earthquake 
In  the  days  of  Uzziah  king  of  Judah  ; 
And  Jehovah  my  God  shall  come, 
All  his  holy  ones  with  him. 

And  in  that  day  there  akall  not  be  hgfat,  e 

But  cold  and  frost ; 

And  there  shall  be  one  day,  7 

(  It  is  known  to  Jehovah) 
Not  day,  yet  not  night : 
But  at  evening-time  there  shall  be  light. 
And  in  that  day  living  waters  shall  go  out  from  Jerusalem,  8 
Half  of  them  towards  the  eastern  sea, 
And  half  of  them  towards  the  western  sen : 
In  summer  and  in  winter  it  shall  be. 
And  Jehovah  shall  be  king  over  all  the  earth  :  9 

In  that  day  Jehovah  shall  be  one,  and  his  name  one. 
The  whole  land  shall  be  changed  into  a  plain,  lo 

From  Oeba  to  Rimmon,  south  of  Jerusalem : 
And  Jerusalem  shall  be  raised  up,  and  inhabited  in  her 

place, 
From  the  gate   of  Benjamin  to  the  place  of  the  former 

gate, 
Unto  the  comer-gate. 
And  from  the  tower  of  Hananeel  to  the  wine-presses  of 

the  king. 
And  men  shall  dwell  in  it,  and  there  shall  be  no  more  11 

utter  destruction ; 
But  Jerusalem  shall  be  inhabited  in  security. 

And  this  shall  be  the  plague  with  which  Jebovab  will  12 

smite 
All  the  peoples  who  arrayed  themselves  against  Jerusalem ; 
Their  flesh  shall  waste  away  while  they  stand  upon  their 

feet. 
And  their  eyes  shall  waste  away  in  their  sockets. 
And  their  tongue  shall  waste  away  in  their  mouth. 
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i:$  And  in  that  day  a  great  tumult  from  Jehovah  shall  be 
among  them  ; 

And  they  shall  take  hold  every  one  of  the  hand  of  his 
neighbour, 

And  his  hand  shall  rise  up  against  the  hand  of  his  neigh- 
bour. 

14  And  Judah  also  shall  fight  in  Jerusalem  : 

And  the  wealth  of  all  the   nations  around  shall  be  ga- 
thered together, 
Gold  and  silver  and  apparel,  in  great  abundance. 

15  And  such  shall  be  the  plague  of  the  horse, 
Of  the  mule,  of  the  camel,  and  of  the  ass. 

And  of  all  the  cattle  which  shall  be  in  those  camps. 
As  this  plague. 
iG     And  every  one  who  is  left  of  all  the  nations  which  came 
against  Jerusalem, 
Shall  go  up  from  year  to  year. 
To  worship  the  king,  Jehovah  of  Hosts, 
And  to  keep  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles. 

17  And  whoever  will  not  go  up  of  all  the  famiHea  of  the 

earth  to  Jerusalem, 
To  worship  the  king,  Jehovah  of  Hosts, 
Even  upon  them  shall  be  no  rain. 

18  And  if  the  family  of  Egjpt  will  not  go  up  nor  come. 
Shall  not  the  plague  be  upon  them,  with  which  Jehovah 

shall  smite  all  the  nations 
Which  come  not  up  to  keep  the  Feast  of  Tabemaeles  f 

19  This  shall  be  the  punishment  of  Egypt, 

And  the  punishment  of  all  the  nations  that  come  not  up 
To  keep  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles. 

20  In  that  day  there  shall  be  on  the  bells  of  the  horses, 
'•  Holiness  to  Jehovah  ;" 

And  the  pots  in  the  house  of  Jehovah 
Shall  be  as  the  bowls  before  the  altar. 

21  And  every  pot  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  Judah, 
Shall  be  "  Holiness  to  Jehovah  of  Hosts;  ^^ 
And  all  they  who  sacrifice  shall  come 
And  take  of  them  and  seethe  in  them  : 
Aud  there  shall  be  no  more  a  trafficker 

In  the  house  of  Jehovah,  in  that  day. 
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CHAP.    I. — The  prophecy  of  the  word  of  Jehovah  to  i 
Israel  by  Malachi. 

I  have  loved  you,  saith  Jehovah :  a 

But  ye  say,  Wherein  hast  thou  loved  us  ? 
Was  not  Esau  JacoVs  brother  ?  saith  Jehovah ; 
Yet  I  loved  Jacob,  and  I  hated  Esau,  3 

And  I  made  his  mountain  a  desolation, 
And  his  inheritance  a  dwelling  for  jackals  of   the  wil- 
derness. 
When  the  Edomites  say,  We  are  impoverished,  4 

But  we  will  build  again  the  waste  places ; 
Thus  saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts, 
They  may  build,  but  I  will  throw  down ; 
And  they  shall  be  called,  The  region  of  wickedness. 
And  The  people  whom  Jehovah  will  abhor  for  ever. 
And  your  eyes  shall  see  this,  and  ye  shall  say,  5 

Jehovah  will  be  magnified  beyond  the  border  of  Israel. 

A  son  honoureth  a  father,  and  a  servant  his  master :        6 
If  then  I  be  a  father,  where  is  my  honour  f 
And  if  I  be  a  master,  where  is  my  reverence  ? 
Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts 
To  you,  ye  priests,  who  despise  my  name. 
But  ye  say.  Wherein  have  we  despised  thy  name  7 
Ye  bring  to  my  altar  polluted  food ;  7 

Yet  ye  say.  Wherein  have  we  polluted  thee  ? 
Inasmuch   as    ye  say.   The    table  of  Jehovah   is   con- 
temptible. 
Now  if  ye  bring  the  blind  for  sacrifice,  is  it  not  evil  f  t 
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And  if  ye  bring  the  lame  and  the  diseased^  is  it  not  evil  ? 
Present  it  now  to  thy  ruler ! 

Will  he  be  pleased  with  thee,  or  be  favourable  to  thee  f 
Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 
9      And  now,  entreat  ye  Jehovah  that  he  would  be  gracious 
unto  us  : 
By  your  own  means  this  hath  been  ; 
Will  he  be  favourable  to  you  ? 
Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 

10  Is  there  no  one  among  you  that  will  shut  the  doors. 
So  that  ye  may  not  kindle  fire  on  mine  altar  in  vain  ? 
I  have  no  pleasure  in  you,  saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts, 
Neither  will  I  accept  a  meal-offering  from  your  hand. 

11  For  from  the  rising  of  the  sun,  even  unto  its  going  down, 
My  name  shall  be  great  among  the  nations ; 

And  in  every  place  incense  shall  be  offered  to  my  name^ 
And  a  pure  meal-offering : 
For  my  name  shall  be  great  among  the  nations, 
Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 

12  But  ye  profane  it,  inasmuch  as  ye  say. 
The  table  of  Jehovah,  it  is  polluted. 
And  its  fruit,  its  meat,  is  contemptible. 

13  Ye  also  say,  Lo,  what  a  weariness  I  and  ye  have  snuffed  at 

it, 
Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts  : 
And  ye  have  brought  the  torn,  and  the  lame,  and^the 

diseased. 
And  thus  ye  have  brought  the  meal-offering. 
Shall  I  be  pleased  with  this  from  your  hand  ? 
Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 

14  But  cursed  be  the  deceiver  who  hath  in  hi&  flock  a  male. 
Yet  voweth  and  sacrificeth  to  Jehovah  a  corrupt  thing : 
For  a  great  king  am  I,  saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts, 

And  my  name  is  terrible  among  the  nations. 

1  CHAP.  II. — And  now,  ye  priests,  to  you  is  this  com- 

mandment, 
a  If  ye  will  not  hear, 

And  if  ye  will  not  lay  it  to  heart. 

To  give  glory  to  my  name,  saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts, 

I  will  send  upon  you  a  curse. 

And  I  will  curse  your  blessings; 
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And  indeed  I  have  cursed  tbem^ 

Because  ye  lay  it  not  to  heart. 

Lo,  I  will  corrupt  your  seed,  3 

And  scatter  dung  upon  your  faces, 

The  dung  of  your  solemn  feasts ; 

And  one  shall  carry  you  to  it. 

And  ye  shall  know  that  I  have  sent  to  you  this  command-  4 

ment, 
That  my  covenant  may  be  with  Levi, 
Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 

My  covenant  was  with  him  of  life  and  peace ;  5 

And  I  gave  them  to  him  for  the  reverence  with  which  he 

revered  me, 
And  because  he  was  in  awe  before  my  name. 
The  law  of  truth  was  in  his  mouth,  6 

And  falsehood  was  not  found  in  his  lips : 
In  peace  and  uprightness  he  walked  with  me. 
And  many  he  turned  from  iniquity. 

For  the  lips  of  the  priest  should  keep  knowledge^  7 

And  they  should  seek  the  law  from  his  mouth : 
For  he  is  the  messenger  of  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 

But  ye  have  turned  aside  from  the  way ;  s 

Ye  have  caused  many  to  stumble  at  the  law. 
Ye  have  broken  the  covenant  of  Levi, 
Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts ; 

And  therefore  I  have  made  you  contemptible,  9 

And  mean  before  the  people. 
Inasmuch  as  ye  have  not  kept  my  ways. 
But  have  had.  respect  to  persons  in  advninistering  the  law. 
Have  we  not  all  one  Father  ?  10 

Hath  not  one  God  created  us  ? 
Why  do  we  act  treacherously 
Every  one  towards  his  neighbour. 
By  profaning  the  covenant  of  our  fathers  ? 

Judah  hath  acted  treacherously,  n 

And  abomination  is  committed  in  Israel  and  Jerusalem : 
For  Judah  hath  profaned  the  holiness  of  Jehovah  which 

he  loveth. 
And  hath  married  the  daughter  of  a  foreign  god. 
Jehovah  will  cut  off  the  man  who  doeth  tfalsi,  is 

Him  who  watcheth  and  him  who  nnswereth,  from  the  tents 
of  Jacob, 
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And  him  who   bringeth   a   mcal-offcring  to  Jehovah  of 
Hosts. 

13  And  this  again  ye  have  done ; 

Ye  cover  the  altar  of  Jehovah  with  tears, 
With  weeping,  and  with  waiUng, 
So  that  he  no  more  regardeth  the  meal-offering, 
Nor  receiveth  it  with  good-will  at  your  hand. 

14  Yet  ye  say.  Wherefore  ? 
Because  Jehovah  was  a  witness 
Between  thee  and  the  wife  of  thy  youth. 
Towards  whom  thou  hast  acted  treacherously  : 

Yet  she  is  thy  companion  and  the  wife  of  thy  covenant. 

15  Ye  say  "And  did  not  one  so,  when  yet  a  ffood  spirit  re- 

mained in  him  ?  ^' 
But  what  did  that  one  seek  ?     A  godly  seed. 
Take  heed  then  to  your  spirit, 
And  let  no  one  deal  treacherously  with  the  wife  of  his 

youth. 

16  For  I  hate  divorcement, 
Saith  Jehovah,  God  of  Israel ; 

And  him  who  covereth  violence  with  his  garment, 
Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 
Therefore  take  heed  to  your  spirit. 
And  deal  not  treacherously. 

17  Ye  have  wearied  Jehovah  by  your  words  : 
Yet  ye  say,  By  what  have  we  wearied  him  ? 
By  your  saying,  Every  one  who  doeth  evil 
Is  good  in  the  sight  of  Jehovah, 

And  in  them  he  delighteth  : 

Or,  Where  is  the  God  of  judgment  ? 

1  CHAP.  III. — Lo,  I  will  send  my  messenger, 
And  he  shall  prepare  the  way  before  me : 

And  suddenly  he  shall  come  to  his  temple. 

The  Lord  whom  ye  seek. 

And  the  messenger  of  the  covenant  in  whom  ye  delight, 

2  Lo,  he  shall  come,  saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 
But  who  shall  abide  the  day  of  his  coming. 
And  who  shall  stand  when  he  appeareth  ? 
For  he  is  as  the  fire  of  a  refiner. 

And  as  the  soap  of  fullers. 

3  And  he  shall  sit  as  a  refiner  and  purifier  of  silver. 
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And  shall  purify  the  sons  of  Levi^ 

And  refine  them  as  gold  and  silver^ 

And  they  shall  offer  to  Jehovah  a  meal- offering  in  righteous- 
ness. 

Then  pleasant  to  Jehovah  shall  be  the  meal-offering  of  4 
Judah  and  Jerusalem 

As  in  the  days  of  old^  as  in  former  years^ 

And  I  will  come  near  to  you  in  judgment ;  5 

And  I  will  be  a  swift  witness  against  sorcerers. 

And   against   adulterers,  and   against  those   who   swear 
falsely. 

And  against  those  who  oppress  the  hireling  in  his  hire, 
the  widow  and  orphan. 

And  who  turn  aside  the  stranger,  and  fear  not  me^ 

Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 

For  I  am  Jehovah,  I  change  not ;  6 

Therefore,  ye  sons  of  Jacob,  ye  are  not  consumed. 

From  the  days  of  your  fathers  ye  have  turned  away  from  7 
my  statutes,  and  have  not  kept  them. 

Return  to  me  and  I  will  return  to  you, 

Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 

But  ye  say.  Wherein  shall  we  return  ? 

Shall  man  rob  God  ?  s 

Yet  ye  rob  me. 

But  ye  say,  Wherein  have  we  robbed  thee  ? 

In  tithes  and  in  heave-offerings. 

Ye  are  cursed  with  a  curse;  9 

For  me  ye  have  robbed,  the  whole  nation. 

Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  unto  the  store-house,  10 

So  that  there  may  be  food  in  my  house ; 

And  prove  me  now  by  this, 

Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts, 

If  I  will  not  open  to  you  the  windows  of  the  heavens. 

And  pour  out  to  you  a  blessing,  till  there  be  not  room 
enough, 

And  rebuke  the  devourer  for  vou,  1 1 

So  that  he  shall  not  destroy  the  fruit  of  your  ground. 

Neither  shall  the  vine  cast  its  fruit  in  the  field, 

Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 

And  all  the  nations  shall  call  you  blessed :  la 

For  ye  shall  be  a  desirable  land, 

Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 
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13  Bold  have  been  your  words  against  me^  saith  Jehovah  : 
Yet  ye  say,  What  have  we  spoken  against  thee  ? 

14  Ye  have  said,  "  It  is  vain  to  serve  God ; 

And  what  profit  is  it  that  we  have  observed  his  precept, 
And  that  we  have  walked  mournfully  before  iehovah  of 
Hosts ; 

15  And  now  we  call  the  proud  happy : 

They  who  do  wickedness  are  even  built  up. 
They  even  try  God,  and  escape/' 

16  Then  they  who  feared  Jehovah  spoke  together, 
Every  one  to  his  neighbour ; 

And  Jehovah  hearkened  and  heard; 
And  a  book  of  remembrance  was  written  before  him, 
For  those  who  feared  Jehovah,  and  who  thought  upon  his 
name. 

17  And  they  shall  be  mine,  saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts, 
In  the  day  when  I  make  up  my  treasure ; 

And  I  will  be  kind  to  them. 

As  a  man  is  kind  to  his  son  who  is  obedient  to  him. 

18  And  ye  shall  again  discern  between  the  righteous  and  the 

wicked. 
Between  him  who  serveth  God,  and  him  who  serveth  him 
not. 

1  CHAP.  IV. — For,  lo,  the  day  is  coming  which  shall 

burn  as  a  furnace ; 
And  all  the  provid,  and  all  that  do  wickedness,  shall  be 

stubble ; 
And  the  day  which  is  coming  shall  burn  them  up, 
Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts  ; 
For  it  shall  not  leave  them  root  or  branch. 

2  But  unto  you  who  fear  my  name  shall  arise 

The  Sun  of  Righteousness,  with  healing  in  his  wings ; 
And  ye  shall  go  forth  and  thrive  as  calves  of  the  stall. 

3  And  ye  shall  tread  down  the  wicked. 

For  they  shall  be  dust  beneath  the  soles  of  your  feet, 
In  the  day  when  I  shall  do  this, 
Saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts. 

4  Remember  ye  the  law  of  Moses  my  servant. 

Which  I  commanded  him  in  Horeb  concerning  all  Israel ; 
The  statutes  and  ordinances. 

5  Lo^  I  will  send  to  you  Elijah  the  prophet. 
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Before  the  coining  of  the  day  of  Jehovah^  the  grest  and 

the  terrible : 
That  he   may  turn  the   heart  of   the  fSithen    to  the  6 

ehfldren^ 
And  the  heart  of  the  children  to  the  fathers; 
Lest  I  come  and  smite  the  land  with  a  corse. 
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
